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THE CALENDAR FOR 1879. 



Adjtistment of the CoJendar, 
Julius Caesar was the first to attempt to adjust the length of the year with any 
degree of accuracy, and fixed it at 365 days 6 hours ; introducing a day every fourth 
year (called leap year), which accordingly consists of 366 days, while the three others 
hsLTe only 365 days each. 

From him it was called the Julian Year, and it continued in general use till the 
year 1582, when Pope Gregory XIII. undertook to rectify the error which then existed 
tetween the Julian year of 365^ days and the solar year of 366*2422013 days. At 
that time the difference amounted to ten days ; he accordingly commanded the ten 
days between the 4th and 15th October in that year to be struck out, so that the 6th 
day was called the 15th. This alteration has been introduced throughout Europe, 
except in Russia and by the Greek Church, and the year was afterwards called the 
Gregorian Year, or New Style, 

In England the method of reckoning after the New Style was not admitted into 
the Calendar till the year 1722, when the error amounted to nearly eleven days, which 
were taken from the month of September, by calling the 3rd of that month the 14th, 
and it was settled by Act of Parliament (24 Geo. II., 1751), that the years 1800, 1900, 
2100, 2200, 2300, and every hundredth year of our Lord, which shall happen in time 
to come, shall be computed as each consisting of 365 days only, excepting every fourth 
hundredth year, whereof the year 2000 should be the first. 

By the same Act of Parliament the Legal beginning of the year was changed 
from the 25th of March to the 1st of January, so that the succeeding months of 
January, February, and March, up to the 24th day, which by the Old Style would 
hare been reckoned part of the year 1762, were accounted as the three first months 
of 1763, which is the reason we sometimes meet with such a date as : — 

March 10th, 1774-75. 
That is, according to the Old Style it is 1774, according to the New 1776.

The Solar Cycle, or Cycle of the Sun, is a period of 28 years, after which all the 
Dominical Letters return in the same order as they did during the 28 years before. 
The first year of the Christian Era is the tenth of this Cycle. 

The Lunar Cycle, or Cycle of the Moon, commonly called the Golden number, 
iad sometimes the Metonic Cycle (from Meton, an Athenian philosopjher, who invented 
It about 432 years before the birth of Christ), is a revolution of 19 years, in which 
time the conjunctions, oppositions, and other aspects of the Moon are within an hour 
and a half of being the same as they were on the same days of the months 19 years 
refore. The Prime, or Golden number, is the number of years elapsed in this Cycle, 
fofore the birth of Christ two years of this Cycle had elapsed. 

The Roman indiction is a period of 15 years, and used by the Romans for the 
time of taxing their provinces. Three years of one of these Cycles had elapsed before 
the birth of Christ. 

The Julian period contains 7980 years, and arises from multiplying together 28 
19, and 15, being the Cycles of the Sun, Moon, and Indiction. This was contrived 
by Joseph Juste Scaliger, in 1583, for Chronological purposes, and is assumed as a 
fixed Era in calculations by all Astronomers and Chronologers throughout the 
CLristian world. Its beginning is placed 710 years before the usual date of the 
creation of the world, or 4714 before the commencement of the Christian Era.

N. At the Cape of Good Hope a Partial 
Eclipse is visible, magnitude (sun's diameter = 1) 0-736, begins lib. 46m. a.m. local mean time, 
the greatest phase Ih.

July 19th. — An Annular Eclipse of the Sun, invisible at Greenwiiih, begins at 6h. 11m, a.m. 
Greenwich mean time in long. 5 deg. 13 min. W. and lat. 10 deg. 32 min. N., and ends at lib. 
58m. a.m. in long. 83 deg. 50 min. E. and lat. 20 deg. 31 min. S. ; the central eclipse begins at 
7h. 13m. a.m. in long. 19 deg. 46 min. W. and lat. 7 deg. 44 min. N., and ends at lOh. 55m. a.m. 
in long. 98 deg. 16 min. E. and lat. 23 deg. 18 min. S. Invisible in Australia. 

December 28th. — A Partial Eclipse of the Moon, partly visible at Greenwich — about one- 
sixth of the Moon's diameter will be obscured at the middle of the eclipse — begins at 3h. 37m. 
p.m. Greenwich mean time and ends at 5h. 15m. p.m. At Greenwich the Moon will rise at 3h. 
46m. p.m.

JEWISH. 

The festivals of the Jews are held weekly, monthly, and yearly. Each seventh 
ud fiftieth year, moreover, is kept with peculiar solemnities. 

The weekly festival is the Sabbath, a day consecrated to rest and cheerful devo- 
tion. It was instituted when God rested, on the seventh day, from the work of 
creation, and the precept was renewed to the Hebrews in tlie wilderness of Sin (Ex. 
Chap. 16), ere yet the Decalogue had been given from Sinai. It is kept from sunset 
on Friday to sunset on Saturday. 
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The moDthlv festiyal is held on the day of the ne;v moon, or the first da? of 
"every month, which is proclaimed by sound of trumpet ; the law, however, di J not 
oblige the people to rest od these days, thougli it appointed particular sacrifices. 

The Feast of the Passover, of Pentecost, and of Tabernacles, were the tares 
principal festivals observed under the law, and tliey were times of real joy and 
festivity. As all the male inhabitants throughout the country were required on these 
occasions to go up to Jerusalem, and the females also permitted to accompany them 
if they chose, tlie concourse was generally very great. Thesp religious assemblies, 
besides commemorating important events in their history, also subserved oth^r 
imjujrlant purposes. They kept them stead!ast to their reli;jion, by the views ot 
ceremonies and the majesty of the divine service; they afi*ordod tho means of religious 
instruction, for the law of God was then read and explained ; and they served, 
moreover, to rmew the acquaintance and friendship of tril^es and families, who from 
all parts of the country thus met three times in tbe year in the boly city. 

The Passover is instituted to commemorate the departure out of Egypt, 
because on the night preceding that departure the destroying angel who slew the 
first- bom of the Egyptians /jaw^d over the houses (»f the Hebrews, they being marked 
with the blood of tbe iamb, which for this reason was called the Paschal Lamb. It 
was celebrated on the fourteenth day of the first month of the ecclesiastical year. 
It falls on the 8th of April and finishes on the 16th of April, and lasts seven days. 
A lamb, or, a kid, without blemish, was killed, roasted, and eaten with unleavened 
bread and bitter herbs. The first Pas- over was eaten with their loins girded, their 
«hoea on their feet, and their staves in their hands, that they might be in readiness 
for their journey, circumstances which were not observed in its celebration after tht 
Exodus. 

The Feast of Pentecost, or Werks, is celebrated on the fiftieth day after the 
Passover, and is a feast of thanksgiving to the Lord, wherei n they acknowledge 
his dominion over their country and their labours, by offering to hira two loaves an 
the first fruits of all their harvest. It also commenioratts the giving: of the law from 
Mount Sinai, their d parture Irom Egypt. The H<*brews counted seven weeks from 
the Passover, be;»inning on the second day of that sol mnitv, and hence calle i it 
the Feast of Weeks; but by the Christians it i^ call 'd Pentecost, a name w »ich 
signifies the Fiftieth Day. It was on the ilay o^ Pont?co3t that the Holy Spirit 
was pmred out from the ascended Saviour upon his Ap >stles, qualifying th' m with 
miraculous ^nfts for establishin<^ t ie New Testam nt kiuijdom. 

The Feast of Tabernacles was instituted as a memorial of their fathers having 
dwelt in tents for forty years, during the passagii thr »ugii the wilderne s. It isk»^'pt 
in the first month of the civil year, falls on the 2ni of Oct »ber and finishes on the 
llih of Ootoher, and lasl^s ei^^ht days, the first and eighth bein^ t ie most solemn. 
In former tim s during its c »ntinuance they lived in booths, tents, or arbours, 
constructed of the branches and leaves of trees. 

These were the three Great Festivals at which all the m.il»8 were required to <:o up to 
Jerusalem tj worship. "Tiiree times in a year shall all thy nial s appear bc^fore the Lord 
thy Gjd, in the place w nch he shall choose, in the Ftast of Unleaveufd Bread, and in 
the Feast of Weeks, and in the Fea<t of Tabernacles.'* — Deat. xvi., 16; Ex. xxXiV.,23. 

The Feast of Trumpets is celebrated on t \e first day of their civil year (Oct.), 
its commencement bein;j proclaimed by sound of trumpet, and the day is kept 
solemn, all business being forbidden and certain sacrifices appointed to be oflFered. 

Tbere are also two other feasts, t hough not ap|.>ointed hy law, which r:»quire 
notice, as they are oft'^n men ion d in Jewis'i history. The feast of D oicATroif 
was appointed to celebrate the re-establis!unent of Divi'ie worship in X^riisalem, after 
Antiochus Epiphan -s ha I be n vanquished and rhi* te nplo j»urifi 'd. L is obs rved for 
eight davs, from the 25t h of the third mouth (Doce!nb.»i), and is also ralie J tbe Feast 
ofLig its, Irom tlieillumina' ions which the Jew^mak diirin.:thesodiv8 int. »eir houses. 

Poorim falls on the 14Lh atid 15th of t^ie sixth month (Mi ch), and commemo- 
rates the defeat of Hama ). On these days they trive alms to the poor and present* 
to their friends on account of the lives of all tne Jews having been saved by Esther , 
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probably meant by *' Feast of Esther," which is on the 1-ith of the 6th month (civil 
yearj — Mai ch. 

The 10th of tiie first month of the civil year is tne day of Atonement, on which 
they observe a fast from 6 p.m. cf the 9th to 7 p.m. of the 10th, and ask for- 
giveness for their sins. Other fasts w^re also instituted in 1 iter times, coun cted 
with tlie siege of Jerusalem (lOth of tenth month), the capture of the city (l7th of the 
foiirth montii), the burning of the temple (9ih of the fifth month), and the death of 
Gedaliah (3rd jf the first month) of tlie civil year. 

Every sev nth year is to the Jews a Sabbatical year ; ai d we find that Alexander 
the Great granted tiiem an exemjition fro n tribute on ihat year. 

After seven weeks or Sabba h of yt ars, that is, after seven times sev n years, the 
grv at Festival of the Jubilee was celebrated ; and during the whole year they neither 
sowe i nor reap^^d. On this fiitieth year every one resum'^d po8ses8i^>n of i^is iu- 
heriraiice, whether it were sold, mortgaged, or alienated in any way, and Hebrew 
slaves of every description were set free, with their wiv« s and children. Houses and 
edifict 8 hi walled towns were the only kind of property that did not return to the 
original owner in the year of the Jubilee. 



MAHOMEDAN. 

Bamazan. — The Mabomedan fast commences each day throughout the month of 
this name, when the first streak of lii^ht bor l'^rs ih(^ eastern horizon, and continues 
until the st irs are clearly discerned in the heavens. D.irini> the whole period not 
the slightest particle of food, not one sin^dedropof water nor any other liquid, or smoke 
ever passes tho lips from the dawn till the appearance of tl»e stars in the evening. Each 
day during the fast is passed in occasion d prayur, besides t!ie usual niinaz, and in 
rea lin;^ t le Koran or lives of the prophets. T le fast is brok m by dates, in remem- 
brance of the Prophet's family, whose great luxury was smpposed to be the date of 
Arabia, and some cooling draught is added if lequired. The conclusion of the month 
Ramazan is celebrated as an Eed festival and is hailel with great rejoiomg and 
merriment. In every house the same dainties are p>'Ovided, every amusement that 
can be thouijrht of, is indulged in. In some houses the natch women are in the 
apartinents of the prontlemen and th** " domni in those of the women. 

Eed Korpan. — In commemoration of Abraham offering up Ishmael; and this is 
the day on which they annually perform the Hoj at Mecca. The followers of Mahom<^d 
claim to be de cendants of Abraham throu^ih his son Ishmael, who, they aver, was 
ch 8»»n as the offering to the Almighty, and not Isaac, thus differino; from the Jews 
and Chris' ian'^, gronn ling thoir assertions on traditions which they deem conclusive 
evidence on the subj ct, in opposition to th»? authority of the Bible. The offering 
thus made is annually commemorated by the sacrifice of animals, such as camels, 
8hee;>, goats or Iambs, accordioL' to each person's means, which answer tlie ]»u poso 
of hon(»urin-c the memory of Abraham and Ishmael. The foUowrMS of Mihotned 
beli ve that the entrance to Pa ad:se is guarded by a bridge as narrow as a scys ^ or 
fionie such equally feharp in^itrum nt, affording a precarious and unstable tooting. 
To enabl- them, thenfor^, to pa<s without ilanger, they beli -ve that the animals thoy 
have sacrificed at the feast of Eed will be present to lend their aid to help th.Mu over 
in safety. 

MoHARBAM. — Ac<»lebrated mourning festival hel l annually in remembrance of the 
first niart\rs of Mussulmans — Hassain and Hossein — the two sons ofFatimaand 
A'.:, fr m whom the whole race of Syads have descend- d. Has>ain was ]«uis ncd by an 
c<ii : '>ary of the usurping Kalipha, and Hossein, the la^t victim of the deseeutlants of the 
prop let's family, to Ki: g Yazid's (son of Maviaii) fury, sufferin:^ a cruel death after 
the njo>t severe trials on the plain of Kurb ila, od the tenth day i)f tue Arabian monlh 
of Mobarram, the anniversary of which catastrophe is solemnised with the mo^t devoted 
zeal. Hasiain and Hossein were, as above stated, the two sons of Ali, by his couiin 
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Ritima, the daughter of Mahomed, and after the murder of their father by the con- 
trivances of the then ruling Kalipha, they with their families removed from Shawn, 
the capital, to Medina. After residi ng there for several years, the people of Shawn, 
being tirod of King Yazitl's tyrannical rule, invited Hossein to return to the capital, 
and assume his lawful right as Itnan (leader of the faithful). Before accepting this 
invitation, Hossein sent Moslem, his cousin, as a messenger to report the true state 
of affairs to him ; but on his arrival with his two sons at Si awn, he was seiej'd by 
order of King Yazid, and cast from a precipic**, and his two sm9 were barbarously 
murdered, for the sake ol the reward offen d for their heads. This forms th.^ subject 
of the ten days* bewailing iluring the Mohairam. The Mahomedans are divided into 
distinct sects, called the Sunis and the Shias. The former regard Ali an i bis 
descendants as the lawful leaders after Mahomed, and the latter Ali and his 
discendants as fourth Kaliph or after the Kaliphah of Abubakr, Oomer, and 
Oosman, who died in the life time of Ali, and as the Shias are cursing Abubakr, 
Oomer, and Oosman, the Kaliphas, as Abubakr, Omar, <Sx;., hence quarrels, 
animosities, and dislikes are hoarded up to be avenged when opportunity offers. 
The festival begins on the first day of the moon (Moharran). Tazias (a term 
signifying gri f, and applied to a representation of tue mausoleum erected over 
the remains of Iman Hossein at Kurbala), made of ivory, ebony, sandalwood, 
cedar, and some wrought in silver filigree, and indeed of every vari^^ty of material, 
from pure silver to bamboo and paper, according to the rank and wealth of the 
party, are exhibited in ev-^ry direction, and conveyed in procession through the 
streets. Mourning assemblies are held morning and evening in the Imanbares 
by Shias, during the Moharram, and the head priest or pr acber recites a subject 
for each day's service from the various books composed on the subject descriptive 
i t the lives and sufferii gs of Hassain and Hossein. The Marsiah, a poetical 
composition of great merit, and ombracin'^ the whole of the subject they commemorate, 
is chanted with great effect; the names of their lawful Naders are r<counted with 
blessings, and that of the Kaliphas with curse<>. Then comes the procession of Dhal 
Dial — Hossein's horse killed at Kurbala, beautifully ca|>ari8oned ; and finally the 
Tazias are deposited with funeral rites in the public hurial groun«l8,when the Moharram 
ceases. The Tabut is a slight framework of bamboo and tinsel. They vary consider- 
ably in size and appearance, according to the taste and ability of those who build 
them. Before these Tabuts incense is burned and various other rites are performed* 
The Tabuts, it is said, are peculiar to India. They are not mentioned in the Koran, 
nor are they built by the inhabitants of Persia and Arabia. Many Mahomedans 
regard them with strong disapprobation, both Shias and Sunis. In Bombay a portion 
of the Mahomedans and Hindoos unite in building the Taduts. These are taken out, 
and, accompanied with music, carried in procession through the Bhendy Bazaar, from 
midnight of the ninth until three o'clock of the morning of the tenth day, and from 
twelve to six o'clock on the altemoim of the same day, on their way to the beach in 
Back Bay, where the greater part of the Tabuts, after being stripped of whatever is 
of value, are cast into the sea. The practice of building Tabuts seems to be losing 
ground in Bombay, a portion of those who formerly united in this having adopted 
^e views of those opposed to such things. Mahomedans, especially Suuis of India, 
who do not unite in building the Tabuts, are accustomed to go on this occasion to th» 
mosques for ten successive nights to listen to the account of the death of HosseixL 
Their demonstrations of grief, however, are not equal to those of the Moguls and 
Persians (because Mahomedans are forbidden to weep aloud), who while listening to 
the recit^, weep aloud, and smite violently upon their breasts. In Bombay there is 
strictly speaking no representation of the battle which was fought previous to the 
death of Hossein. Some two or three horsemen bearing flails enter the largo yard 
adjoining the Imanbares with loud wailings, and are followed by two horses caparisoned 
to represent those which were for the use of the fallen Hossein. One person on 
horseback, with a long sword apparently run through the head and covered with 
blood, joins in the wailing. A female infant, in deep mourning, sitting at the door 
of a small mausoleum, which is carried on shoulders of men, constantly casts ashes 
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or cut-straw upon her bead, in token of grief. These pass rouod in a circle, accom- 

Sjiied or followed by a company on foot who beat upon their breasts, ciying, '^Hai 
ossein! Hai Hossein*/' Sometimes, a person represented in a dying state, his bodj 
4Sovered with wounds and blood and darts and daggers run into it, is carried about 
in procession. It would seem that this festival is now celebrated with less effort and 
€fiect than formerly. It is entirely disapproved by the Suuis. 



PARSEE. 

Parsees originally came from Persia, where they were once the ruling nation. 
The Forsian Empire was extended in their time from the Mediterranean to tbe Indus, 
from tbe Jazartes to Arabia and the confines of Egypt. They bad also extended 
their conquests into India. But after the overthrow oi tbeir last monarch, Yezdezerd 
III., by Caliph Omar, Persia became a prey to the Arabs and Turks, who ezt^rcised a 
most tyrannical sway wit I) the view of convertiug Parsees to the Moslem Faith. 
To escape religious persecution and oppression at the hands of their Mahomedan 
conquerors, a very large number of Parsees fled from tbeir mother country, and about 
the eighth century took refuge at Banjam, in Western India, where Hindoo idolatry 
and polytheism were prevalent. Parsees, however, clung to their own rites and 
ceremonies and preserved monotheism wherever they went and in whatever position 
their lot was cast. From Sanjam they dispersed themselves into small knots over 
the whole of Guzerat, and we find tbem occupying responsible position8 under the sway 
of the Delhi Moguls, and also under t- e Portuguese Government at Bombay. They 
had been rendering material asnistsnce, both pecuniary and mercantile, to tbeHonourable 
the East India Co. at Surat. Surat ha*^, however, to yield its commercial importance 
to Bombay, which being the principal seaport of Western India, afforded peculiar 
advantai^es for the development of commerce, in which the Parsees have taken 
the leading part. To the shores of China they were the first to migrate in 1766, 
and for more t'lan a hundred years Parsee firms have been carrying on a thriving 
trade in Canton, Macao, Hongkong, and Shanghai. With Bengal, Pegu, Bangoon, 
Madras, and tiie Malabar coa»;t they also began to trade in rice, timber, &c. at an 
«irly date. Under the fostering care of the British thev goon extended their trade 
with England in c( tton, piec * goods, and other staples. Tbe particular characteristics 
of the community are, devout loyalty, love of troth and constitutional justice, libe- 
rality, and mercantile enterprise. These have led to their rapid development from a 
state of obscurity and poverty into opulence and social and political importance. The 
liberality of tb«* Parsees i« nreverbial. Fntra the • ea** 1803 find them contributing 
to subscriptions raised ill England; as in tbe m^^m )rial fund of William Piit, the 
iestimonial to Dr. Jenner, the well known discoverer and f'ro])a2ator of vaccination, the 
London Patriotic Fund of 1804, the Marquis of Cornwallis Memorial Fund of 1806, 
and the London Hospital Fond of 1808, and several others, without nee«lle8sly 
entering into u description of tbe way i i which they have always stood forward 
during the last fifty years in the cause of suffering humanity. 

The Parsees of India are divided into two sects — the "Shanshahis" or '^Easmis," 
4uiid the ''Kudmis" or "Churigars," the former of whom constitute the larger portion 
of the race. This division originated only ab )ut a hundred and fifty years ago, when 
A learned Persian priest, named Jamasp, arrrived in India, and found that his 
co-religionists differed from their brethren of Iran in their calculation of time by a full 
month, and in other minor points relating to their Liturgy.'^ Serious disputes arose 
in consequence, which ended in the formation of the two sects, the Shaushahis 
adhering to their own views, and the Kudmis adopting the opinions imported by 
Jamasp — thus agreeing with their Persian brethren. Notwithstanding this division, 
no estrangement exists between them in their social intercourse. Tbe difference lies 
^only in Uieir computation of time, and in sotop slight variations in their form of prayer. 
Intermarriage is allowed, as well as admission to each other's places of worship. 

The festivals of the Parsees are celebrated with little or no outward pomp. Their 
holidays are mostly occupied in prayers in the morning, and festivities and rejoicings 
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during the rest of the day. Borne of their religious institutions are traced to a very 
ancient period. The festiYal of the Nowroz deltas from upwards of three thousand 
years before Christ, ^nd is kept to this day by most of the nations of Western Asia, 
notwithstanding the difference of creed. The Emperor Akbar adopted the " Ncwroz 
and fourteen othei' festivals of the Parsees, for the observance of those who were 
attached to his favourite doctrines of the "Ilahi faith,*' or the "Religion of God,'* 
which he fruitlessly endeavoured to intr(»duce among the people. 

Papett, or New Year's Day. — Among the festivals observed by the Parsees, the 
first and most universally kept is the Papeti, or new year's day. On this day the Parsees 
rise early, and dress themselves in new suits of clothes, and those piously disposed 
say their prayers in their private resiliences, or visit their friends and relatives, when 
the **Hama-jor" or joining of bauds is performed; this ceremony is a sort of 
greeting corresponding to the European fashion of wishincr each other a hapi'V new 
year. Iheir friends and relations are invited to breikfast. The morning thus occupied, 
they spend the rest of the day in their country houses or clubs, where feasting and 
rejoieint^s are kept up till a late hour. Alms are also given to the poor in the course 
of the day, and new suits of clothes are presented to servants an l dependents. 

The ancient Persians reckoned a Uf-w era from the accession of each successive 
monarch, and as Yezdezerd, of the Sa^sanian dvnasty, was their last King, when 
dethroned by Caliph Omar about a.d. 640, the date of his accession to. the thr.me has 
been brought down to the present time, thus making; ti eir current year 1248-49. 

In their calculation of the year only 3t)5 days iire allowed; leap year is unknown 
to them, though th^^re are records which [»rove that in every 120 years one month 
was added to make it correspond with the solar year. 

The year is divi.Ied in*o twelve months, of 30 days each, and five days, or 
" Gathas " as these are named, added at the end to make up the deficiency. These five 
Qatha days are hi Id as the most sacred in the year, and those piously disposed spend ; 
them solely in prayers. 

Khurdad-Sal. — The second of the Parsee festivals is the " Khurdad-Sal" day, or 
the anniversary of the birth of their prophet Zoroaster, who they, say was born in the 
city of Reb, in the North of Persia, in the reign of Darius Hystapis, about 620 years 
before Christ. Heeren places t!;e birth of this celebrated personage about 1^200 
years anterior to this. Parsees themselves differ as to the exact time of the birth of . 
their prophet: a part of them fix the period at B.C. 389, others at B.C.. 538. Religious 
ceremonies are performed in the morning by the women of the family and the priests;-; 
the mfln, as usual on such occasions, limiting themselves to private prayers. v . . 'i 

Amukdad-Sal. — This holiday, which falls on the day imVnediately after ti}e\ 
preceding festival, appears to have no origin in the boots of the Paraeep. It is metaely; 
kept up as the continuation of the "Khurdad Sal;" no religious ceremonied areV 
required, and the day is always spent in the enjoyment of pleasures. . : ' 

Fabuhabdin Jasan . — This day is set a|»art for the perforjoaaiiCB of cerettjooie&i. 
for the dead, "Paruhar" meaning soul or spirit. The religious portion of the.i>ep{)le' 
attend on the hills at Chaopatty (Bombay), where their **dockma»," or "towers of 
silence" are situated, and there perform prayers far the dead, in tcommemoratioii- of; 
their memory. The Parsees are enjoined by their religion to preserve the memory, of 
their dead by annual religious ceremonies perfoif^ined in the house; but such of their 
friends as die on long voyages or in unknown places^ and the date of whose d<^*ath , 
cannot be positively ascertained, are, according to the terms of their religion, 
honoured by sacred rites on this day. The cfvremony consists in a man or woman 
j;reparing small round pieces of baked brea'l, called darans, which are put on a tray 
or other copper vessel, along with the fruits and flowers, over which the priest per-, 
forms the prayers of the Baj, or "Vaj," as it ii called by M. Anquetil du Perron in his 
"Zend Avesta." According to the translation published by this learned Frenchman, 
the Baj ia an invoeatioo of the names of the departed, and of such of the angels as 
have a direct control over the souls of tbs d#ad after their departure from this world. 
Prayers of this sort are still performed among the Hindus and the Mahomedans^ 
and are not unknown in the Roman OathoUc countries .of Europe. 
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Ardibbhest*Ja8ak. — Tlii8 festival, as its name implies, is maintained in honour 
of Ardibehest Amsbaspond, the angel controlling the sacred fire, that element being 
one of the wonders of divine creation. The fire-tomples are crowded on ihis dav, 
sandalwood is ofiFere ! to the sacred flame, and prayers offered to the Supreme Deity. 

The Nowi?oz. — The fifth on the list is the celebrated Nowroz, • ailed bv some the 
Nowroz-i-Jamshid or the Nowroz-f-Sultan, the King's dav. This celebrated festival 
falls generally about the 21st day of March, and corresponds with our Vernal Equinox. 
This day is observed by the modern Persians, the Arabs, the Turks, ar.d several other 
Asiatic nations for the computation of the solar year, and for State purposes, sut h as 
the Collection of revenue, and the arran^'ements for the agricultural oi»erati<>ns of the 
year. Eastern writers date the origin of this festival from the time of Jamshid, the 
third Kin«r of the Peshda'liao dynasty of Pcr^ia. Jamshid is supposed by Bailly to 
have flourisheJ 3,209 years before Christ : the ShahNamah celebrates him as ihe first 
King of his race who introtluced civi isation among mankind, and established the 
computation of time. If vie are to b^'lieve the Persian writt rs, the exquisite bas^-reliefs 
among the ruins of Persep^dis— still visible in beauty after a lapse of two thousand 
years — are n presentations of the C(»urt of Janij?hid, more especially on the festival of 
the Nowroz. The sculptures at this pla -e contain representations of the Courts of 
ancient Persia, with the lonijr train ot attendants brin;;ing offerings to the feet of 
Monan hs; and as th'- Nowroz is a sort of ** revenue setth ment" day, when the chiefs 
of different provinces lay their annual contributions before the throne, and are allowed 
audience with tlie monarch, the idea of a part of the Persepolitan bas-reliefs being a 
picture of some ancient King of Persia holding his Court on the day of the Nt)wroz 
does not appear to be without foundation. In Persia this festival is k«'pt for several 
days with unusual po np by all tho inhabitants, whether Mahomedans or Parsees. In 
Imlia it is simply a day of rejoicin«'. 

AvA-A BDUi Sua Jasan. — Ava, in the Zend text, is the nan)e of the angel who 
presides over the sea, and this " Jasan," or festival, is held in his honour. The 
Parser's are required on this day to approach the sea shore, or any stream of water, 
and chant the Zend prayers, but owin;^ to their long residence in India they have 
borrowed many Hindu rites in the observance of this holiday, and offerings of sugar, 
cocoanuts, flower^, Ac., to the sea, are not uncommon. The better-informed portion 
of tlie community, however, do not join with their brethren in the.se superstitious^ 
acts. In Bombav a fair is held on the Esplanade in honour of this festival. 

ApAB Jasan. — Adar, another synonym for fire, is the name by which the ninth 
month cf the Par-^ee year is called. ' This is the most sacred of the twelve months, 
and the ninth day of tnat month is held in great respect and sanctity. On this day 
the fire to nples are very much crowded, and offerings <»f sandalwood are made to the 
sacred flame, a^d money distributed among the prie«ts. 

Be^jides the above, the festivals of the Parsees are the Meher Jasan, the Bahman 
Jaaan, and a few others of less importance, all of which are partially observed. 



SIAMESE MODE OP DIVIDING TIME. 

The 24 hours of each day are divided into two equal parts. The day time is 
called Wan; the night time K'u'n. The former uniformly begins at 6 o'clock a.m.; 
the latter at 6 p.m. The hours of the forenoon are niunbered 1, 2, 3, Ac, up to 6, or 
mid-day. The hours of the afternoon are designated by the same numbers. The 
hours of the night are counted in sucr^nsiou from 1 to 12. Each night is divided 
into four watches of three hours each, and each watch is called a Yam. 

Siamese months are designed to be lunar months ; but they often vary from the 
moon by a day or more. Each month is divided into two parts, viz : Kang K'un 
(waxing), and Kang-Baam (waning). The former has always 15 days ; but the 
latter Iuib 15 days every 2nd, 4th, 6th, 8th, 10th, and 12th month ; and 14 days 
•very 1st, 3rd, 5th, 7th, 9th, and 11th month. Hemce six of their months have 3& 
and lix 29 day8=354 to 12 months, which wants about 11 days to make up a 
ftiu tolar year. To compensate for this, they have an intercalary month of 30 days. 
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once in two or three years. The years 1853, 1855, 1858, and 1861, were leap-years. 
By this plan there is still a loss of about three days in 19 years, which is supplied by 
adding: a day to their 7th month from time to time, as their Brahmin astrologers see 
to be necessary. 

60 Winat'ees make 1 Nat'ee or minute ; 6 Nat'ees, 1 Bit ; 10 Bats, 1 Mong or 
Toom (hour) ; 12 Mongs, 1 Wan (day) ; 12 Tooms, 1 K'u'n (night) ; 29 or 30 Wans 
& K'u'ns, 1 Du'an (month) ; 12 or 13 Du'ans, 1 Pee (year) ; and 10 Pees, 1 S6k, or 
cycle of ten. 

They have no word to denote a week of time. But each day of the seven has iti 
appropriate nam© and number. Sunday is their first and Saturday their seventh day. 
The days of the week are : — Ist. Wan At'it (day of the Sud) Sunday ; 2nd. Wan 
Chan (day of the Moon) Mondny; 3rd. Wan An^k'an (day of Mars) Tuesday; 4th. 
Wau Foot (day of Mercury) Wednesday; 6th. Wan Prahat (day of Jupiter) Thurs- 
day; 6th. Wan S56k (day of Venus) Friday; 7th. Wan Sow (day of Saturn) Saturday. 

Their twelve months are each designated hj it« appropriate numl>er, excepting 
the first and second. The former, instead of bemg called the first month, is called 
Duan &i (month 4i), the latter, Duan YJA (month T^). The next succeeding month 
is called Duan Sam (third month) ; the next, Duan Bee, (fourth luonth) ; and so on 
through the twelve. 

The Siamese have two cycles, one within the other. The greater is twelve years, 
the smaller ten. The name of the former is Pee, the latter Sok. Every year of each 
kind of cycle has its own specific name. The years of the cycle of 12 are : — Ist. Pee 
Ch'iAat, year of the Rat ; 2nd. Pee Ch*al66, of the Cow ; 3rd. Pee K'an, of the 
Tiger ; 4th. Pee T'aw, of the Kabbit ; 5th. Pee Marong, of the Great Dragon ; 6th. 
Pee Mas^ng, of the Small Dra^^on ; 7th. Pee Mameea, of the Horse; 8th. Pee 
Mamaa, of the Goat; 9th. Pee Wawk, of the Monkey ; 10th. Pee Baka, of the Cock; 
11th. Pee Chaw, of the Dog ; 12th. Pee Koon, of the Hog. 

The years of the cycle of 10 are : — Eka sok, 1st of the cycle ; T*o sok, 2nd ; To 
sok, 3rd ; Treeni s5k, 4th; Benya sok, 6th; Ch'Aw sSk, 6th; Sapp'4 sok, 7th; Aatt'a 
sok, 8th ; NSpp'a s6k, 9th ; Samrett'i sok, 10th of the cycle. 

In writing the number of their Era, the name of each cycle, as it chances to be, 
is always given in the same connection. Every Siamese is taught to remember 
carefully the name of each year of the cycle of 12, and by no means to forget the 
name of the particular year, moon, day of the moon, and day of the week in which 
he was bom. So that at any time, when he would count up the number of the years 
he has lived, he begins by repeating the names of the years in succession from the 
one that gave him birth, until he comos back again to his birth-year, keeping tally 
witi his fingers. Thus he counts on until he makes another cycle of twelve, more or 
less, as the case may be in regard to Lis age. He can tell quite certainly whether 
his age is within the first cycle of 12, or the second, third, or fourth ; but if he be 
upwards of 60 years old, he is liable to get bewildered in his reckoning, through the 
want of the habit of counting his years by the year of the Era in which he was 
bom. This the Siamese never do. 

The Siamese sacred Era is reckoned from the time it is supposed Buddha died, 
which was 2,400 years at the full moon in May, 1866. This reckoning is never used 
except in their reli.?ious matters. It is denominated Poota SakkirAt (Era of Buddha). 
Their civil Era, called Choola Sakkarat (little Era) is reckoned from the time when 
Pra Rooang, a JSiamr-se king of great celebrity, established it, and that was 1,227 full 
years in March, 18^6. Siatnese in writing their dates always show first the year 
of their Era ; second, the day of the week ; third, the day of the waxing or waning 
moon ; fourth, the number of the month ; fifth, the names of the year; and, sixth the 
particular year of the cycle of 10. Their mode of showing the day of week, day of 
moon, and month is very concise.

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This, the most eastern of British possessions, is situate off the coast of the 
XwaDgtung province, at the raouth of the Canton river. It is distant abont40 tnilea 
from Macao and 90 from Canton, and lies between 22 deg. 9 min. and 22 deg. 1 min» 
'N. lat-, and 114 deg. 5 min. and 114 deg. 18 min. E. long. The name of the island 
(Heung Kon^^) signifies Good Harbour. Hongkon? is a Crown Colony and was ceded 
to Great Britain by the Chinese Government in 1841, The Governmtnt is aJun- 
nistered by a Governor, aided by an Executive Council of five ofiicials. The 
liSgislative Council is presided over by the Governor, and is coinposed of the Ctiief 
Justice, the Colonial Secretary, the Attorney-General, the Treasurer, and four 
UDofi&cial members nominated by the Crown on the recommendation of the Governor, 

Thp island is about 11 miles long and from 2 to 5 b;oacl ; its circumfen nce is 
about 27 miles. It consists of a broken ridge of lofty hills, with few valleys nf any 
ertent and scarcely any ground available for cultivation. It is well watered by 
numerous sti earns, many of which are perennial, and from the waterworks at Pok- 
folum water of excellent quality is supplied to all pans of the city of Victoria. 

The harbour of Hongkong is one of the finest and most beautiful in the world, 
having an area of ten square miles, and is always crowded with shipping, presenting 
an animated and imposing spectacle. It consists of the sheet of water between 
the island and the mainlan^l, and is enclosed on all sides by lofty hills, unfor- 
tunately bare of foliage, exc pt where trees have been planted near the city, but 
pleasingly green during the south-west monsoon. Tne City of Victoria is magnifl« 
centlj situated, the bouses, many of them large and handsome, risini^ tier upon tier, 
from the water's edge to a height of several hundred feet on the face of the Peak, 
while some l)ungalows are visible on the very summit of the hills. Seen from the 
water at night, when lamps twinkle among the trees and houses, the city, spreading 
along the shore for upwards of four miles, affords a sight not to be forgotten. 

Nor on landing are the favourable impressions of the stranger dissipated. The 
city is well built, the roads and streets are for the most part admirably made and kept^ 
the Public Gardens almost um ivalled for their beauty, and many of the thoroughfares 
delightfully shad* d with well j^rown trees. The chief public building is the City 
Hall, ert'ctod in 1866-9 by sub>crip'ion; it contains an elegant theatre, numerous 
lari^e rooms used for halls ai:d pul l:c n eetinas, an excellent and valuable Library^ 
and a Museum yearly increasing in impurtance. The G ov« rnmeut Offices, Supreme 
Court Housp, and Club arf^ plain l.ut substantial strnclures. Goveruraeut Hou^e is 
admirably situated, in I icturt sqno grounds plcai^ingly lai i out, in the c« ntre of the 
city. The Gaol is a largp and substantial structure, hut the accommodation afforded 
by it is not in excess of the large demands madi on it, owing to tl e inrca Is of the 
criminal i«(»pulation of Kwangtung being so constant and pers^evei in::. The Civil 
Hospital is Iccati'd in temporary and verv iiia lequale buildings, wholly unfittrri for 
the purpose. The Governmf-nt Central School, a most important institution, having 
some six hnndnd pupils, is also very badlv housed at present. The Tung Wa 
Hospital, a Chinese nstitution, occupies a lari.e and roomy huildini*. The barracka 
for the garrison are large, anO constructed with great regard for the health and 
comfort of the troop<i, and the buildings belonging the Naval Establishment ar^ 
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Eubstantial and spacious. The Central Market is a dirty and inconveni 'nt place, 
which is entirely given up to the natives owin^ to its repulsive condition. The 
Clock Tower, near Peddar's Wharf, was erected by public subscription in 1862, 
and the illuminated clock was presented to the Colony by the firm of Douglas 
Lapraik & Co. 

The chief relii^ioiis buildings are: S. John's Cathelral (Anglican), which occupies^ 
a commanding sit^ above the Parade Ground, and is a Gothic church of considerable 
size but with few prete sions to architecturo. It has a square tow«^r, with pi . nacles, 
over the western porch, and possesses a peal of bells. S. Peter's (Seam- n's) Church, 
at Wt'St Point, close to the Sailors' Ho:ne, a neat Gothic erection with a spire. S. 
Stephen's (natlv.^) Church, in Taipingshan, is a plain building with a bell turr.t^ 
Union Church is a pUasing edific*^ in the Italian style of architerture, with a spire, 
and contains accommodation for about 500 persons. The Roman Catholic Cathedral, 
in Wellington Street, is a retnarkably plain but commodious structure with small 
twin domes. S. Joseph's Church, in Garden Road, U a neat edifice erect. d in 1876 
on the site of one destroyi'd hy the great typhoon of 1874; and there aro several 
smaller mission churches. There is also a Jewish Synvgogao in Holly wool Road, 
and a Mahon^e lan Mo que in Mosqne Street. The R )man Catholics possess a 
Reformatory for Chine-e b »ys and several charitable and education d institutions, 
which are very efficiently managed. Other denominations likewise support several 
establishments of the same character, conspicuous among which are the Diocesan 
Home and Orphanage, the German Foundling House, Baxter Vernacular Schools, Ac. 

The Anglican, Roman Catholic, Parsee, and Mahomedan Cem.»teries occupy 
sit s in Wong-nai CKung Valley, and are kept in good orler. The Anglican 
cem»-tery is almost a rival to the Public Gardens, being admirably laid out and 
charmingly situattd. 

Th<'re are several Clubs in the Colony. The principal are the Hon«;kong Cluh, the 
Club Germania, and the Lusitano Clul). The two latter have theatres attached to 
the Club-houses, in which amateur performances are occa.sionally given. There is a 
Recreation Club, which possesses Bath a id Boat houses on the Praya near the 
Cricket Ground, a Cricket Club, and a Yacht Club, all kept up with much spirit. 

The annual races are h-ld at the 1 itter end of February on the Race Course in 
Wong-nai Chung Valley, at the east end of the town, a b autif .il spot enclosed 
by fir-crowne<l bills. On this occasion the whole colony makes holiday, and the 
stands and course are crowded with one of the most motley collections of humanity 
to be seen in any part of the world. Most of tNe races are rtm with Iforth China 
ponies, but recently some Australian horsos have b en introduced, and there is 
generally g( od sport. A regatta is held in December in the harbour, but it does not 
evoke the same enthusiasm as t;.e races. Athhnic Sports are also got up every year 
by the garrison, and occasional swimming matches and boat races take place. There 
is an Amateur Dran)atic CI u^, the members o \\hieh give several pertormances in 
the City Hall Theatre during the season ; and the Choial Society provid'^s a series of 
Amateur Concerts in St. Andrew's Hail. The Regimental Band has now for some 
time givi n promenade after-dinner concerts in the Public Gardrms about every 
fortnight during the summer, on which occasions the Gardens are illuminated with 
Chinese lanterns. In addition to the attempts made by the colonists to pr-vide 
amusem«»n'8, itiuerai t companies frequently visit Hongkonjf, and give a series of 
performances. 

There is excellent Dock accommodation for the largest vessels. The Hongkong 
and Whampoa Dock Company, Limited, have two extensive estabrushments, one at 
Kowloon, the other at Ab rdeen. The Docks of this company are fitted with all 
appliances for engineering and carpenter's work, and a e selJom empty. The 
Cosmopolitan Dock is also a capacious dock 560 feet long, and is situated at Sam- 
shui P6, in British Kowl on. There are two patent slips, and other smaller 
establishments at which ship-building is carried on, and some good siz ^d steamers 
have been launched in the Colony. Her Majesty's Naval Yard also con'ains machine 
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B heels and fitting shops on a large scale, and repairs can be effected to the machinerj 
of the British men-of-war with preat expedition. 

T lere are several good hotels in the Cohmy. The leading establishments are 
the HoDgkong Hotel, close to the Clock Tower ; Hotel de TUnivers, in Wyndbam 
Street; the Oriental, in Wellington Street; and the Stag, in Queen's Boad, alLof 
which are centrally situated and provide good accommodation for travellers. 

Tiiere are two daily papers 'published in English, the Hongkong Daily Press, 
which appears in the morning, and tin' China ifaU^ issued in the evening. There are 
also two fortni^^hlly papers, which are published on the morning of the departure of 
the English mail, namely the China Overland Trade Report (the commercial journal 
of the Far East), and the Overland China Mail. The HongJcong Catholic Register is a 
religious paper publisht'd weekly. The Chronicle and Directory for China and Japan 
app ears annually, and is issued from the Daily Press o!&ce. The China Review, which 
is devoted to reviews and papers on Chiuese topics, is published once every two 
months, an ] c J >tains valuable articles. Th(? native Press is represented by three 
daily papers — the Chung Ifgoi San Poy which is the olJest, published at the Daily Press 
Offic»; the Wa Taz Yat Po, or Chinese Mail; and thu Tmn Wan Yat POy or Universal 
Gireidating Herald. Th re is also a bi-weekly called Kan Sz Ping Luk. The Oovern* 
meni Oazette is published once a week in bath En^^lish and Chinese, by the Guvem- 
ment printers, Messrs. Noronha & Sons. 

Manufactures are represented by two lar^e sugir refineries, the China and 
the Oiieiital, a Distill »ry, i:iJ som^ nitiv* factories. A noug thi industries pursued 
by the Chinese are glass blowing, vermilion manufacture, tanning, dyeing; bean-curd, 
tooth-powder, cigar and tobacco making, &c. 

There are several villages ontheii^land, the largest of which is Shau-ki Wan, situate 
in a bay in the Li-u Mua P.iss, where there are some larj;e works employed in 
producing Chinese iron ware for export. Aberdeen, on the south of the island, 
possesses a well sheltered little harbour, much freqiiented by fishing craft. Two 
iM^e docks of the Hongkong and Whampoa Dock Company are also situated th re^ 
and add to the importance of the plac<\ Pokfolura, on the road to Aberdeen, about 
ibuF miles from Victoria, is a place of resort for Earopean rosideats in the hot 
weather, and some elhjgint bun ;al >W3 have been erected in pleasant and picturesque 
Bituatious, commanding fin; sea views and c:)ol breez»^s. Th«* eauatariura of the 
French Missions is located at Pokfolu □, and is a fiu!^ building with an elegant 
•chapel atta43hed. Stanley, situated in a small bay on t!ie 8outh-« ast of the island, 
was once the site of a military stat'ou, but the barracks were pulled down a fi-w 
years back, and the villa ^^e is stao^na it. Taere are good carriar»" roads from Victoria 
both to Aberdeen and Shau-ki Wah, and a bridle road to 3ta ley. 

Across th ? harb > ar is tho dop *n I 'ucy of British K >wl >on. This peninsula wi» 
ceded to Great Britai » in 1861. It ha-j aa area of four square miles, and, though 
formerly a most arid and desolate strip of laud, has latterly made considerable pro* 
greas. Yau-ma Ti, the principal village, has largely increased in populati- n, and 
bids fair to become an important town. A number of European houses and a club 
have been erected and nume rous gardens laid out at Tsim-sha Tsui, which place is. 
much resorted to by the British and foreign residents. Steam ferries ply regularly 
between this place, Tau-ma Ti, and Victoria. 

The total population of the Colony of Hongkong according to the c^ nsus of 
1876, was 139,144, showing an increase of 17,159 since 1872, when the preeedingf 
census was tak'-n. The European and Am rican community was larger by 247, but 
this increase was solely due to the immigration of Portuguese from Macao. Nearly 
every other nationality showed a considerable reduction, there being 86 British, 1 2 
Gerntan, 12 A aericau, and 10 Danish male adult residents fewer than in 1872. The 
total population of the city of Victoria was returned at 111,684 ; that of Kowloon at 
7,704 ; of Shau-ki Wan 3,011 ; of Aberdeen 1,669; and Stanley 944. Tlie rest of the 
population is distributed among the smaller villages and the boat population other 
than in Victoria harbour. 1 he total British and foreign population numbers 7,525^ 
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-Tjut the residents proper are returned at 2,767, the former figures including the 
Trnval and military establisliments, p)lice, shipping in harbour, an<l temfH)rary 
xesideuts. The Indians and others of mixed blood numbered 1,451. Since the 
^census of 1876 the Chinese population has considerably increased, and the population 
of the Colony may now be roughly estimated at 150,000. 

Honjztong formerly enjoyed a most unenviable notoriety for unhealthiness, and 
. m years past the troops garrisoned here undoubtedly suffered severely. A ^eat deal 
» af the sickness in the early days of the Colony was caused by excavating a *d other- 
wise disturbing the disintegrated granite of which the soil of the island mainly con- 
'siBts^ and which appears to throw off malarious exhalations when upturned. At tb« 
preseni; time, however, the Colony is one of the healthiest spots in the world in the 
same latitude, and when the ignorance of newcomers respecting the climate, the 
rashness and excesses of seamjn, and the squalor and crowded condition of the 
Chinese quarter of the town are considered, the mortality is by no means excessive. 
The annual death rate per 1000 for the whole population in 1877 was 26.81, for the 
British and foreign population, 18.04, or deducting non-residents, 13.78. The 
annual averai;e rainfall is 78.54 inches, while the average range of the thermometer 
is from 43 deg. to 89 deg. 

Toe finances of the Colony have for several years gcme on improving, and the 
estimated revenue for 1879 is close upon $1,000,000, while the expenditure is 
estimated at $932,286. 

Hon^jkong is a free port, and it is therefore impossible to give atiy return of its 
imports and exports. During the year 1877, 2,869 vessels of forei«>n bniM 
measurinLT 2,445,755 tons, wore entered. Of this number of vessels 2,109, measuring 
1,982,123 tons, or 73.5 per cent, of ships and 80.96 per cent, of the tonnage, were 
steamers. This proportion was divided amongst the different maritime nations as 
follows:— British, 1,789 vessels and 1,616,276 tons, or 84.83 and 81.54 per cent 
<e»i>ecl.ively ; French, 88 vessels and 159,192 tons, or 4.17 and 8.03 per cent respec- 
tively ; Germati, 84 vess^^s and 66,820 tons, or 3.98 and 3.37 per cent, respectively; 
Clhinese, 80 vessels and 67,417 tons, or 3.79 and 3.40 per cent, resjjectirel? ; 
Spanish, 41 vessels and 16,178 tons, or 1.94 and C.82 per cent, respectively ; the 
^remaining 27 vessels and 56,240 tons, or 1.29 and 2.84 per cent, resp ctively were 
.American, Danisb, and Dutch. Of the sailing vessels, 760 in number and of 463,632 
tons capacity, 286, m( asuring 234,282 tons, or 37.63 per cent, of vessels and 50.53 
per cent, of tonuag*, were under the British flag. The total number of junks entered 
at the various ports of the Colony (exclusive of local trade) was 25,500, witli a 
tonnag of 1,798,788. 

The trad*' c jiefly consists in opium, sugar, salt, flour, oil, cotton goods, earthen- 

^5 ware, amb r, ivory, sandalwood, betel, vegetabl s, granite, &c., Ac. The bulk of the 

IDBuropean tradt- ot China and Japan parses throuv/h this port. 

Hongkong possesses unrivalled steam communication. The Peninsular and 
Oriental Steam Navigation Companv and the Messagerios Maritime s convey the 
Eiiropcau mail weekly, th ' Pacific Mail Company and the Occidt-ntal and Oriental 
'•St^^^msliip Company maintain a fortnightly mail service with San Francisco, the 
EaKt^rii and Australian Mail Steamship Company have a monthly service with Uie 
.Australian Colonies, and the Australian Steam Navigation Company now run a 
-regtflar line of steamers betvveon Hongkong and the Australian ports. In addition 
to alli.hese, several great lines of merchant steamers maintain regular communi- 
cation between London, Liverpool, and Hongkong, of which the Oceaa Steam Sbip 
XJompany ai^d the Glen line are the most conspicuous. Between the ports on the 
east coajst of China and Hongkong the steamers of Messrs. Douglas Lapraik & Co. 
ply rt^ularly twice a week and there is constant steam communicauon with Hoihow, 
JStfanila, Saigon, Haiphong, Bangkok, <fcc. With Shanghai and the ports of Japan 
^here is frequent communication in addition to the mail steamers which leave weekly. 
^Between Hon<;kong, Macao, and Canton there is a daily steam service. The tefc- 

, graphic communication of the Colony extends to nearly every part of the world.

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MACAO. 



Macao is situated in 22 deg. 11 min. 30 sec. N. lati udo, and 113 deg. 32 mio. 
30 sec. E. longitude, on a rocky peninsula, renowned, long before the PoitugucM 
8t;ttled on it, for its safe harbour for junks and small vessels. The Portuguese, who 
had already settled on the island of Larapacao, and frequented for trading purpoaos 
Chin-chew^, Lianpo, Tamao, and 3an-choan (Sr. John's island, where St. Francis Xavier 
die<l) first took up their residence at Macao in 1557. Soon after their arrival pirates 
and adventurers from the neighbouring islan«ls continually molested them. The 
Chinese aut'ionties were powerless to cope witb thc^si marauders, who went so far m 
to blocka^le ti e port of Canton. The Portuguese manned and armed a few vessels 
and succ eded in raising ihe blot kade of Canton and clearing the seas. The town of 
Macao soon afterwards began to rise, and during the eighteenth century trale 
flourished wonderfully, the difficulty of residence at Canton greatly contributing 
towards it. The Ea-t India Company and the Dutch Company had establishments 
there. 

Hiritorians are divided in opinion as to whether the possession of Macao by the 
Portuvj.ese is due to Imperial b ounty or to right of conquest. There c.n be no 
doubt, howe ver, that it was h-'ld at a rental of 500 taelsa year until Governor Ferreir* 
do Afiiaral in 1848 refused to pay it any longer and forcibly drove out the Hoppo or 
Chinese Custom-house, and with it every vestige of Chinese authority, '^his bold 
stroke cost him his liie in August, 18^9, for he was waylaid and barbarously mur- 
dered near the Barrier of Porta do Cerco and his head was taken to Canton. Oa 
the Chinese troops at the Barrier showing fight and massing in great numb rs, lh« 
Porta. 4uese trt>ops bravely a Jvanced, took the fort of Passaleao, and drove tbe Chines© 
from their positions. 

The st'ttlement is separated from the large island of H^ ang-shan by a wall diawm 
across the neck of land from shore to shore. Two principal range > of bill's, one runoinj 
from south to n >rth, the other from east to Wi st, may be considered as forming an 
angle, the base of which leans upon the river or anchoring' place. Tbe public and 
private buildings, a cathedral, an 1 several churches, are raised on the declivities, skirta, 
and he ights of liillocks. Ou the lofty mount eastward, called Cbaril, is a fort, enclosing 
the hermitage of Na. Sra. de Gu a, and westward isNdlau, on the top of which standi 
the hermitage of Na. Sra. de Penha; enteiing a wide semi-circular bay, which faces 
the east, on the rig it band stands the fort San Francisco; and on the left, that of 
Na. Sra. de Bom Parto. Se n from the roads or from any of the forts crowning tho 
several iiillocks, Macao is extrem dy picturesque. The public and private buildingii 
are gaily painted and the streets kept very clean. 

Since the cession of the island of Hongkong to the British, the trade of Macao 
has decreased coiisid rably, and ihe coolie trade ^ave it an unenviable notoriety. 
This traffic, pregnant with abu>*es, was happily abolished in 1874. Tea continues t> 
be an article of export, showing the value of from §700,000 to $800,000 a yean 
Essential oils are alsj exported to some extent. There is likewise some trade ia 
opium. 

The terrific tvphoon of the 23rd Sept^mbe r, 1874, which swept across Hongkong 
and the Soutnern Coast of China with such force, laid a considerable part of MacM 
in ruins. During the full violence of the wind, and fearful rise of the tide, a fire took 
place which consumed the best houses in the parish of Santo Antonio. With 
trade gone and consequent departure of many of its residents, the activity of the 
place is a thing of the past. Owing to its pleasant climate and the quietude 
prevailing night and day, it has become the refuge of invalids and hard toiling people 
from Hongkong and other neighbouring ports. 
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In the town there are several places of interest, apart from the Pantan or gam- 
bling saloons. The gardens and Grotto of Camoens, once the i-esort of the Portuguese 
Poet Camoens, are worth seeing, as also the noble fa9ade of the ancient Jesuit church 
of Sm. Paulo, burnt in 1835. Pleasant excursions can be made to the Hot Springs 
of T6-mak, about sixteen miles from Mac . easily reached in about three and a-half 
hours bj steam launch. In winter snipe plentiful in the neighbouring paddy 
fields and afford good sport. The "Macao Hotel," situated on the Praia, is comfor- 
table and the prices are moderate. 

The Hongkong, Canton, and Macao Steamboat Company runs a daily steamer 
(Sundays excepted) between Macao and Hongkong, leaving the former port at 8 
o'clock a.m. and Hongkong at 2 p.m. To Canton there is a steamer on every 
alternate day, Sundays excepted. The distance from Macao to Hongkong is 40^ 
miles, and to Canton 88 miles.

PAKHOT. 



Pakhoi is one of tbe ports opened to foreign trade by the Cbefoo Couveutiun of 
1876. It is situated on the Gulf of Tonquin in long. 109 deg. 13 nnn. E. and lat. 
21 deg. 30 min. N. The British Consul hoisted his flag on the 1st May, 1877, and 
the foreigners were well received by the natives. Pakhoi is the port for the important 
city of Lien-chau, from whence considerable quantities of foreign [>iece goods are 
distributed over the country lyit g between the West Eiver and the sea-board. It is 
believed that it will also become the great outlet for the trade of the province of Kwang- 
si. The trade i< almost exclusively in the hands of Chinese, who tranship gcods from 
Hongkong and Macao (chiefly the latter) in native bottoms. The value of the trade 
passing through the Foreii n Customs in 1877 amounted to no more than Tls. 11,714 
(say jB3,500). Tlie exports are su<^ar, oil, rice, tea, &c. When transit passes for 
the interior have been granted, and steam communication estiiblished, it is anticipated 
that the trade of Pakhoi will be considerable. 

The town is situated on a smail peninsula and faces nearly due North. It stands 
at the foot of a bluff nearly forty feet high, which deprives it of the South-west breeze 
in summer, while in winter it is exposed to the full force of the North-east monsoon. 
Prom the bluff an extensive uncultivated plain stretches, over which there is good 
sport, geese, duck, snif>e, plover, quail, and pigeons being found in abundance. The 
estimated population of ti e port is 15,000. 

No port in China is more easily approached and entered than that of Pakhoi. 
The landmarks are conspicuous and unmistakeable. The channel is wide and deep 
and has no hidden dang' r to be avoided. The anchorage is a mile an I a half from 
the town. There is good landing at high water, but at ebb tide only for small boats.

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HOIHOW (IN HAINAiS.) 



The port of Hoihow, officially known as K'iu' g-clu-w (the seat of the local nfoverii- 
ment, and distant fr »in its port about three and a half miles), was opened to foreign 
tradeonthelst April,187(J. A Vice-consul, who also acts for Germany, represeutsBritish 
interest8,and there is a branch of the Imperial Maritime Customs controlling the duties, 
&c., paid on foreign trade. The position of the port, though geographically favourable, 
is topographically unsuitable for the development of any extensive commercial trans- 
actions, vessels being compelled to anchor some two miles from th ? entrance of the 
creek, or branch of the main river, upon which Hoihow is situate 1. The tides are 
extremely irregular, and the anchorage is liable to the visit itiou of very severe 
typhoons, being moreover entirely unprotecti d from the North. As regards health, 
Hoihow compares favourably wita the other ports of Hainan, though fever and ague 
are said to prevail to some extent. The port is badly supplied with water. 

The approaches to the shore are extremely shallow, so that loadinir an! unloading 
can only be carried on at certain states of the tide. Despite this disadvantage, 
however, the advent of foreign steaniers has given a considerable impul!>e to trad^, 
and qualified judges believe that Hoihow will before long vie with the Formosan 
ports in importance. The town itself contains about 12,000 souls, and is governe d by 
a Tsan-fu, or Lieutenant-Colonel. The mercantile population, though respectable, is 
by no means rich. It numbers about 158 business houses (51 Cantonese, 39 Chao- 
chouese, 2 Fuhkienese, 10 Leichnoese, and 56 Hainanes ) dealing chiefly in silk and 
cotton piece goods, medicines, opium, tobacco, sugar, oil cake, &c. The inhabitants 
are friendly to foreigners, and no disturbances have as yet interiered witf» amicable 
intercourse. The import of opium in 1877 amounted to 725 piculs, and the net revenue 
of the port was Tls. 63,150. 

No foreign settlement has as yet been formed, nor does it app-ar that any steps 
will be taken to that end for a considerable time. Full reports upon the capabilitieg 
of the poit have been made by H.B.M. Consul at Canton and the Secretary of the 
Hongkong Cbambt-r of Commerce.

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WHAMPOA 



This village was formerly the seat of a large portion of the for. ign trade with 
Canton, as foreign sailing vessels are not allowed to go further up the River. The 
trade in sailing vessels has, however, fallen off very much, and Wharapoa is now the 
dullest of places. A British Vice-Co r.sulate is stationed here, and a branch of the 
Maritime Customs, but there are no other foreit^ners. The large docks formerly 
belonging to the Hon^koii^ and Whainpoa Dock Company h^^re have lately been yold 
to the Chinese GovtMumen*, and even of the gri>g ah )p3 only ono remains. 

The villagfe, known as Bambo » Town, is a dirty and unattractive pLice, without 
any feature of interest, but the sc^.^nery round is picturesque and pleasinir. Two loftj 
pagodas on neighbonring eminences are conspicuous objt^cts fi-om the riv r. The 
first of those, calL d tiie Wharapoa Pag )d.i, is built on an i.>land risini: abruptly from 
the river lo the heiglit of 100 feet. It was erected about the year 1598, and is very 
much out of repair. A good size 1 tree grows from the brickwork at the summit. Tbo 
other pagoda, called the First Bar Pagoda, is nearer to Canton, and occuf)ie3 a hill 
which is considered the guardian hill of the province. It was built between the years 
1621 and 1628 as a palladium to the water way of the provinc al capital. 

The ini] urtance of VVnampoa is now a tuing of the past, and there are se'dom 
more than one or two small foreign merchant vessels in port. The place will alwayi, 
however, possess some int rest for foreigners, sine ' the earliest recollections of foreign 
commercial intercourse wit-i Oidna are associated with it, all foreign ships being in 
old titnes compelled to anchor at Wiiampoa. 



Canton is situated on th^ Chu-kiang, or Pearl River, in latitud'* 23 d -g. 7 min, 
10 sec. N., and longitude 113 deg. 14 min. 30 sec. E., and is the capital o'' t'le 
Province of Kwaugtung. It is sometimes called the City of Rams and the City of 
Genii, both of which names are derived fiom ancient legends. It is one of the first 
cities in the Chinese Empire. It is the seat of government for the province, and is 
the residence of the Viceroy of *' The Two Kwang " (Kwangtun j: and Kwanc^si). 
The Governor of Kwangtung and the Tartar General are also n sident here, besides 
a number of other government officials of more or less distinction. Mun-Tim, who 
performed the duties of Hoppo, or Superintendent of Customs, up to July, 187t>, 
made himself particnlarly obnoxious to foreign merchants in these parts by what; 
has been aptly termed the ** Blockade of Hongkong." 

Canton, owing to its favoured situation, became at an early date the port to 
which the traffic of European countries was attracted. The Portuguese found their 
way thither in 1516, but it is recorded that their conduct in those days was not 
calculated to impress the Chinese favourably. The Arab navigators had, however, 
been making regular vovages between Canton and the ports of Western Asia as early 
as the tenth century. The Dutch appeared on the scene about a hundred years later 
than the Portuguese, and these in their turn were supp'anted by the En<?lia'». 
The latter, towards the close of the seventeenth century, loun»ie 1 the very pr oiiuibia 
trade which w »s conducted for nearly one hundred and fifty yrars by the Atreiits of 
the East India Company, who established a Factory there in 1G^4, which wai after- 
wards celebrated throughout the world. From 1684 the expoi*t of tea to England 
increased rapidly. The Company's monopoly t rminated in 1834. In 1839, Britain 
WAS led to a declaration of war with China in consequence of the oppression to wbich

foreigners were subjected by the native authorities, and Canton was menaced with 
capture in 1841. A pecuniary ransom was, however, received in lieu of the occupation 
of the city, and hostilities were for the time being suspended. The lesson, unfortunately, 
was without effect, and the arrogance of the Chinese continued unabated. Th<' British 
campaign in Central China ensued, and the result was the signature of the T. eaty of 
Nanking (August 29th, 1842), by which what was called the Co-Hong monopoly at 
Canton was abolished and four additional ports thrown open to foreign trade. Never- 
theless, the provisions of the Treaty continued to be ignored in the City of Rams, and 
foreigners were still denied admittance within its walls. The result of protracted 
annoyances and insults was that in October, 1856, Sir Michael Seymour, with the fleet, 
again opened hostilities, and some two months later a mob in retaliation pillaged and 
burned all the foreign residences. In December, 1857, Sir Charles Straubenzee, in 
comniand of an expetlition which had been specially despatched from England, attacked', 
the city, and it was taken on the 29th of that month. The city was occupied by 
the English until October, 1861, a period of nearly four years. By this time the 
natives had learned that the subjects of oth<T nations living amongst them could not 
be subjected to insult and injury with impunity, and from that day to this foreigners 
of every nationality have dwelt peaceably in the locality. 

Canton proper extends to a bieadth of about two miles, is about six miles in 
circumference, and is enelt>sed by walls about twenty feet thick and from twenty-five 
to forly feet high. The sul)urbs spread along the river for nearly five miles. The 
entire cit cuit, including the suburbs, is stated by Williaa)S to be nearly ten miles, the 
Willis enclosing about six miles. What is called the New City now was formerly known 
as the Southern Suburl\ 11 e Western Suburb stretches for miles along the river. 
The gates by which entrance is gained into the city are sixteen in numb- r, and two 
water ^ates. Canton contains j^reat attractions for foreign visitors in its numerous 
temples, pagodas, &c., and in the many curio shops to be found thero. 

\\ hen the foreign merchants went back to Canton to establish trade after the 
capture of the city by the English at the close of 1857, they found the Factory and 
the buildings along the i iver in ruins. Recourse for accommodation was consequently 
had to warehouses on the Honam side of the river. Considerable discussion subsequently 
took place as to the selection of a site for a permanent British settlement, and it was 
eventually determined that an extensive mudflat known as Shauiien should be filled 
in and appropriated. In 1859 an artificial island was created there, a canal constructed 
between the northern side of the site and the city, and solid and extensive embank- 
ments of masonry built. It took about two years to complete this undertaking, and 
cost no less than $325,000. Of this sum four-fifths were defiayed by the British, and 
one-fifth by the French Government, to whom a portion of the reclaimed land was 
given, but they have never built on it. 

In consequence, however, of the subsequent decline in the importance of Canton 
as a place of trade, caused principally by the opening of some of the northern ports, 
the Shamien site has be n availed of but by few, and many of the merchants by whom 
lots were purchased there in 1861, at enormous prices, have withdrawn from Canton 
altogether. The trade now transacted there by foreigners is limited. Tea and Silk 
are the staple exports. The total export of Tea for the year ending 31st December,. 
1877, was 16,905,753 lbs. ; and the quantity of Raw Silk exported during the same 
period was 28,592 piculs. The import of 0\ *um in 1877 reached only 324 piculs. 
'Ihe total annual revenue of the port for 1877 vai Tls. 1,007,706, as compared with 
Tls. 977,711 in 1876. The purely native trade of Canton still enjoys a high degree 
of prosperity. The population is estimated ai 1,500,000. 

Ample means of intercommunication exist between Canton and Hongkong, a 
distance of about ninety-five miles, in foreign steamers plyinj^ daily, and a large 
nuuiber of native craf^t. There is daily steam communication with Macao. Steamers 
also run regularly between Shanghai, Hongkijng, and Canton. There is a safe and 
commodious anchorage within 150 yards of the river wall of Shamien. Only steamers 
go to Canton ; sailiuir vessels never ascend beyond Whampoa, owing to the difficulties 
of navigating a crowded river.

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Swatow, Avhich was first t'lrown open to foreii^ners by Lord Elgin's Tr- aty, ia 
situated at tlie mouth of the rivor Han, near the eastern border of the Kwan<>tuiig 
Province, in lat. 23 deg. 20 niin. 43 s< c. N., and long. 116 deg. 39 min. 3 sec. E. It 
is the shipping port for the citv of Cha*-o chow-fu, t'ne s^^at of the local governm Mit, 
35 miles inland, and San-Ho-Pa forty miles farther up the river. 

Swatow is built on the northern bank of the Han, which forms part of an aHu\ iJ 
plain through which the branches of the river flow. Tho shore on the opposite si lo 
is hold and striking, the hills stretching; away to the coast and forming wha' is kn wu 
to sea-going people as the Cape of Good Hope/* Pagoda Hill rises at t e opposite 
aid'', and in a direct line from this lies t e large island of Namoa. 

The first foreii^n trading dt pot in this locality was inaugurated at Na'noa, wh- re 
the opium vessels used to anchor, but it was subsequently removed to Double Island, 
which is situat I'd just inside the river and is four miles from Swatow. Foreigners 
here made tbenis ives notorious in the early years of the settlerai nt by the kidnapping 
of coolies, and so strong was the feeling shown against them by t ie natives that no 
for» iguer8 were safe far from Double Island, while tliey were strictly forbidden t*> ent.^r 
Swatow, and it Wcis n'>t until 1861 that they could do so. In the countty round Swatow 
the antipathy to foreigners was of much longer duration. Tlie British Consul was 
held technically to reside at Ctia'o-cho\v-fu, and subseqarnt to 18 1 several in< ff ctuil 
attem >ts were made to pass t trough its ga'e<. In a vi^it was made un ler more 
favourable circumstance s, but it is only within the last f w y» ars that the popula- 
tion ha^ r frained from annoyance and insult to forei ners within its walls. In 18(32 
theleas" of a piece of land was applied for and granted to the British G'»vernment on 
the north bank of the river about a mile from Swatow, but so strong were tl»e 
demonstrations of the populace ajainst it that the matter fill throui^h. Foreiga 
re sidences, however, cominenct d to spring up here anl there, and many of ti^em are 
consoquently so newhat soattorel, though the maj >rity are in or near the town of 
Sv;atow. 

The climate of Swatow is said to be very salubriou?!. The town occupies,how« ver, an 
tm^nviable position as roij^ards typhoons, on account of being opposite the lower mouth 
of the Formosa Channe l, and it has on many occasions be n subjected to all tho 
violence of tijese ttrrible storms which almost every year swe« [> across the lower co.ist 
of China. 

The foreign trade of Swatow has never been large, but of la*e years it las sho 7a 
a slight increase: Its proximity to Hongkong, whii h can be read ed in from 15 to 20 
hours, no doubt tells against it, as it enables the Chinese to conduct their own import 
l)U8ine8.4. Tue quantity of 0|»iu n i upoited has increa ed v^ry much of late yeiira ; 
thi* total iu 1868 was only 4,272 piculs as compared with 11,622 piculs in 1877. The 
quantity of Tea exported is very small, and reached only 4,856 piculs in 1877. A 
considerable trade is done in Sugar, there being 1,074,817 piculs exported in 1877, 
which' shows an increase on prev^ious years. The total revenue of the port for 1877 
was Tls. 782,934, a-< compared with Tls. 842,962 in 1876. The population of Swato# 
is estimated at 28,000.

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Amoy was one of the five ports open to foreign trade before the ratification oftbe 
Treaty of Tientsin. It is situated upon the island of Haioiun, at the mouth of the 
Dragon Eiver, iu lat. 24 deg. 40 min. N. and long. 118 deg. E. It was the scene of 
trade with western nations at a very early date. The Portuguese went there in 1544, 
but in consequence of their cruelty towards the natives, the Chinese authorities forciblj 
expelled them and burned thirteen of their vessels. The English had commercial 
dealings there up to 1730, when the Chinese Government issued an edict prohibiting 
trade with foreigners at all ports except Canton. They made an exception as regards 
Spanish ships, which were allowed to trade at Amoy. The vessels of other natioui- 
lities, however, continued to visit the place, and did so till the city was captured in 
1841. The Treaty of Nanking was signed soon afterwards, and foreigners have since 
been allowed to live there in peace and security. 

In describing Amoy, Dr. Williams says : — "The island (upon which Amoy is built I 
is about forty miles in circumference, and contains scores of large villages besides the 
city. The scenery within the bay is picturesque, caused partly by the numeroos 
islands which define it, surmountt'd by pagodas or temples, and partly by the hi^^ 
barren hills behind the city. There is an outer and an inner city, as one approaches 
it seaward, divided by a high ridge of rocky hills having a fortified wall running along 
the top. A paved road connects the two. The entire circuit of the city and suburbs 
is about eight miles, containing a population of 300,000, while that of the islands w 
cstTraatod at 100,000 more. The harbour is one of the best on the coast ; there is good 
hoidiuf^ ^^roiMid in the outer harbour, and vi^ssels can anchor in the inner, withica 
sbort distance of the beach, and be perfectly secure ; the tide rises and falla from 
foui toen to sixteen feet. The western side of the harbour, here from six hundred acJ 
seYtnit j-iive to eight hundred and forty yards wide, is formed by the island of Kulangsu. 
It is a picturesque little spot and maintains a rural population of 3,500 peopl* 
Eastward of Amoy is the island of Quemoy or Elinmun (Golden Harbour), presenting, 
a striking contrast in the low foreground on its south shore to the high land on 
Amoy.** 

There is little to be said about the city. It ranks as a third class city in China 
but it l^eara 1)0 comparison to Canton. It is considered, even for China, tobeverj 
dirty, and its inhabitants are unusually squalid in their habits. There are several 
places of interest to foreigners in the vicinity, and excursions are made to Chang-chov- 
iu, the chief city of the department of that name, and situated about 35 miles froifi 
Amoy. The island of Kulangsu is about a third of a mile from Amoy, and the 
residences of nearly all the foreigners are to be found there, although mosttraoact 
business on the Amoy side. 

There has always been a comparatively good trade done at Amoy. In 18d4 ii^ 
rebels captured Chang-cbow-fu, and the commerce of the port was greatly interfered 
with. There are a number of steamers from Hongkong which touch here regularly 
and communication with that port is thus very frequent. The total export of Tea for 
18/7 was 173,398 piculs, and of Sugar for the same period 115,074 piculs. Toen^ 
importation of Opium for 1877 was 4,045 piculs as compared with 3,153 piculs iii 
1876. The total revenue of the port for 1877 was Tls. 712,445, against TIs. 573,87i 
in 1876. The population is estimated at 88,000.

TAKAO AND TAIWAN-FU. 



Takao is a port in Formosa, and is situated in lat. 22 deg. 38 min. 3 sec. N. and 
long. 130 Jeg. 16 min. 3 J see. E. It was thrown open to foreigners in 1864. It is 
only a small place, occupied chiefly by Chinese fishermen, and, excepting the beautiful 
scen3ry surrounding it, possesses no features of interest. Tae appearance of the 

{)lace and its vicinity from the sea is very pleasant. Ape*s Hill is seen rising on the 
eft and the Saracen's Head on the right. Between the two is the channel which 
lea is up to the inner harb )ur, which is about seven miles long and three miles across 
in its widest part. The soil of the country around Takao is extremely fertile ; banyans 
and bamboos grow luxuriantly, and sugar plantations are numerous. Sugar is 
the principal article of export from Takao, and in 1877 it amounted to 567,582 piculs. 
The import of Opium in 1877 amounted to 3,168 piculs, as ac^ainst 2,659 piculs in 
1876. The total revenue of the port in 1877 was Tls. 150,381, ami in 1876 
Tls. 107,9 14. The popal i^ion of Takao is estimated at 6,000. 

The city of Taiwan-fu lies about twenty miles from Takao in lat. 2> b^. 6 min, 
N. and long. 129 do^. o min E. It is a place of considerable sizt? atil i uportance. 
It is situate! about three miles from the coast, with which connection is kept up by 
means of canals. To :5 walls of the city are somj five miles in circumference and 
enclose many buildings and places of interest. Among these is an Examination H ill 
for the Chinese literati, capable of accommodating several thousand students. There 
are a great m^iny trees aa^l open spaces in the city, which give it rather a pleasant 
appearance. In the lo-ality are the ruins of Z3alandia, a fort which was built in 
1630, and which was for many years the stronghold of the Dutch in Formosa. The 
Customs give no retarns of trade here, as they are included with those of l^kao. 
The port is an open shallow roa Jstoad, and vessels have to anchor at some distance 
from the slioro. The population of Taiwan-fu is estimated at 189,000.

The port of TamFui is in lat. 25 deg, 10 min. N. and long. 101 deg. 26 min. E., 
on the northern side of the fertile island of Formosa. It is an uninteresting place. 
The trade at Tamsui is not extensive. Tea grows on the hills in the locality, but 
the quality is inferior. Camphor is n^auufactured here and elsewhere in Pornnosa, the 
tree from which it is made being yery common on the island. 'J he principal exports 
in 1877 were as follows :— Tea, 69,280 pieuls ; Camphor, 13,176 piculs ; Coal, 28,948 
tons. The import of Opium in 1877 was 1,669 pituls, and in 1876, 1,859 piculs. 
The total revenue of the port in 1877 was Tls. 235,604, and in 1876, Tls. 207,300. 
The population is estimated at 65,000.

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The port of Keelung lies to the north-east of Tarasui, in latitude 25 deg. 9 min. 
N. and longitude 121 deg. 47 min. E. It is situated on the shores of a bay between 
the capes of Foki and Peton, some twenty miles apart, amidst bold and striking 
scenery, backed by a range of mountains. It was once a Spanish Settlement, but was 
subsequently captured and held by the Dutch until they gave place to the Chinese 
Tinder Koxinga. Though only a mere village it has long carried on a considerable 
native trade with Amoy, Chin-chew, and Foochow. Its staple product is coal, tho 
mines of which are very productive and some of them are now being worked with 
modem English machinery under the direction of English minors. Sulphur also 
abounds in a valley in the neighbourhood. Keelung was opened to foreign trade at 
the same time as the othor Pormosan ports. The foreign trade is confined to the 
shipment of coal. Its exports are included in the returns for Tamsui.

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FOOCHOW. 



Poochow (or Pah-cliau-fu) is tlie capital of the Fohkien province. It is situated 
ia lat. 26 deg. 02 min. 24 sec. N., and lon^. 119. deg. 20 min. E. The city is built on 
a plain on the northern side of the river Min, and is distant about thirty-four miloB 
from the sea, and nine miles from Pagoda Island, wher.. foreign vessels anchor. 

Tbe attention of foreigners was early attraotci to Foochow a<i a likely place 
where C'>aimerciiil intercourse could be profitably carried on in thft shipment of Bohea 
Tea, which U grown largely in the locality. Before iL^ part was opened, this article 
used to be carried overland to Canton tor shipment, a journey which was both long 
and difficult. The East India Company, as early as 1830, made represent itions in 
favour of the openin*:^ of the port, but nothing definite was done till the conclusion of the 
Treaty of Nanking in 1842. Toe early years of interc<»urse with the natives was any- 
thing but what was anticipated. Tue navigation of the river ?sras difficult, there w&s 
no market for imports, and several attacks by the populace rendered the port an 
undesirable place of rosidence for some time. It was not until some ten vears after the 
port had been opened that there was much done in the export of Tea from the 
interior, but since then the quantity shipped has been considerable. 

The city is built around three hills, and the circuit of the walled portion is 
between six a id seven miles in length. Toe walls ire about thirty feet high and 
twelve feet wi le at the lop. The streets are narrow and filthy, but the number of 
trees about tbe offi -ial quarter of the city, aud the wooded hills enclosed by the 
walls, give a picturesque appearance to the general view. Near the east gate of the 
city are several h«»t springs, which, like tuose in Japan, are used by thp natives for 
the cure of bkin diseases and are believed to ba very efficacious. Tiie Puochow 
dealers excel in the manufacture ot miniature monuments, pagoda*^, dishes, Ao., from 
what is called " soa.) stone," and in the construction of artificial flowers, curious 
figures of birds, &c. Tue foreifi^n settlement is situated on the south side of the Mi^i, 
on hilly ground, opposite the island of CLuug-chow. CommuuicaliOn is k^pt up 
bclweeu it and the city by means of a bridge. 

The climate oi Foochow is rather warmer in summer and cooler in wiuter than 
thai of H jugkjng. Frost and ice are occasionally- — but very seldom — met with here ; 
;and it is recorded tliat in the mouth of February, 1864, some two inches of snow fell 
upon the surroundiug bills. Such an occurrence had not been remembered for forty 
jiars before, and i^ certainly has not happened since. 

The s'enery surrounding Foochow is very beautiful. lu sailiug up the river 
from the sea, a distance of about seven or eight miles, vesst is bave to leave the wide 
stream and enter wnat is calljd the Kimpai Pass, which is baroly half a mile across, 
aud enclosed as it is by bold, rocky walls, it has a very striking appearance. Tiio 
Pdbs of Min-Dg-in is still narrower, and with its towering cliffs, surmounted with 
fortifications and cultivated terraces, is very picturesque, and has beeti compared to 
some of the scenes on tho Rhine. 

Foreign vessels, with the exception of those of very light draught, are compelled 
to anclior at Pagoda Island, owing to the shallowness of the river, which has been 
increasing of late years, aud the difficulties of navigation. 



Tbe trade of Foochow is mainly in Tea, the quantity exported in 1877 amounting 
to 618,122 piculs. Of Opium, 3,165 piculs net were imported in 1877 as against 
4,017 piculs in 1876. The total revenue of the port for 1877 was Tls. 1,821,630 ; for 
1876, it was Tls. 1,694,536. The population of Foochow is estimated at 600,000.

W6n-chow-fu, one of the four new ports opened to foreign trade bj the Chefoo 
CJonrention, is the chief town in the dep.irtment of the same name occupying the 
south-east corner of Ciie-kiang province. The city is situated on the south bank of 
the river Ou-kian^, about twenty miles from its mouth in lat. 27 deg. 18 min. 4 sec. 
N., long. 120 deg. 38 min. 28 sec. The site is a well cultivated plain, bounded on all 
sides, but at a distance of some ten miles, by lofty hills. The walls are said to have 
been first erected during the fourth century, and enlarged and le-buiit by the 
Emperor Hung-Wu in 1385. They are formed of stone, diagonally laid, and measure 
about six miles in circumference. The streets are wider, straij^liter, cleaner, and better 
paved than tnose of most Chinese cities, and far more attention is paid to sanitary 
matters. There are numerous large temples here, and in consequence it has been styled 
**a cathedral city." The Custom-house, outside the east gate, the Taotai's Tamen, 
in the south west corner of the city, and the Foundling Hospital near the centre are 
the other chief public buildings. The latter institution, built in 1748, contains one 
hundred apartments. It is supported by the interest of invested subscriptions and 
the rental of alluvial lands presented to it by the Goveram?nt. The number of 
foundlings on the .establishment's books at one time varies from two to three 
hundred. When oi suitable age the boys are either articled to tradesmen, or adopted ; 
the girls are betrothed as wives, or employed ss house servants. Ti^ere is also a 
Beggars* Asylum outside the south-west cate. It was built during the lith century, 
and is supported by tbe state. The monthly allowance for each recipient is one tael 
and a half, but it is reported that lew avail themselves ot the charity. Amontj the 
objects ot greatest interest and curiosity to the stranger are two pagodas situated on 
an island abreast of the city. They are both of great antiquity and are reputed to 
hive been for some time the retreat ol Ti Ping, the last Emperor t^f the Sung dynasty, 
when seeking to escape from the Mongols under Kablai Khan. The estimated 
population of the c:ty is 170,000. 

Wen-chow was formerly a great seat of the tea trade, and previous to 18G1 w:».s 
the only port in the department ai which tea wa*« allowed to be export9d. The city 
was then in a flourishing condition. But in order to prevent the teas from tailing 
into the hands of the Tai-p'ing rebels, who over-ran the wbole district during that 
year, this regulai^iou was exchanged for one which authorized the export of tea at 
any of the Customs stations along the coast ; consequently the trade soon gravitated 
to Foochow on the south and to Ningpo on the north. It was thought that on the 
conversion of Wen-chow into a treaty port it would speedily recover its old position 
as a tea exporting place, but this has not so far proved to bo the cas^, nor has the 
trade in any way been of a character to meet the expectations formed. At present 
there 18 no foreign settlement, and the foreign residents in 1877 only numbered 19. 
The obstructive action of the oflBcials in trying to impose additional burdens on im- 
ports Lelped to che^k the expansion of commerce, and there has so lar been little 
encouragement for foreigners to establish themselves at the port. There is a con- 
siderable native export trsbde in wood and bamboos, brought down the river in rafts 
from Ch'u-chow. The annual value of this trade is estimated to bo not less than 
12,000,000. The shops and yards engaged in it are situated in the west suburb, 
where immense quantities of bamboo and poles are kept on hand. The net value of 
the foreign imports for the year 1877 was Tls. 223,506, Only 28 piculs of Opium were 
imported during 1877. The net revenue for 1877 was Tls. 3,158. In the same year 
7,745 piculs of Congou were exported, but at present there seema little prospect of 
the tea trade becoming important.

NINGPO. 



Ninepo is situated on llie riv»:jr Yung, in the province of Ghekiang, in lal. 29 deg. 
55 uiin. 12 s« c. N., and It^ntr. 121 deg. 22 min. E. It was one ot tde five ports thrown 
open to foreigners in 1842. 

F -r. iL'ntTS b:ui, however, visited Ningpo at an eaily date. Portuguese traded 
there in 1522 ; a number ol tnem settled in the place in that and succeeding years, 
and there was every prospect ot a rising aud successful colony soon being established. 
But the Jawh bs mcIs ot the Poituguese at this as well as at other ports in Ciiina soon 
attracted the attent'u»n ol th*^ Government, aud in 1542 the Governor of Ghekiang 
ordered the Fettienient to be destroyed and the population to be exterminated. A 
large force of Chinese troops Koc n besieged the place, destroying it entirely, and out 
of a population ol 1,200 IPortuguese, 800 were massacred. No further attempt at 
trade with this poit was inad«' till towaids the close of the 17tli century, when the 
East Ii:dii Compmy established a iactory at the island of Chusan, some forty mil^s 
from Ningpo, The atteoipt to touud a trade mart tbei'e, however, proved unsatis- 
factory, and the factory was abandoned after a very few years* trial. The port was 
deserted by foreigners lor many years after that. When hostilities broke out between 
Great Britain and China in 1839, the fleet moved north from Canton, aud on'the 13th 
October, 1841, occupied Nirigpo, and an English garrison was stationed there for 
some time. In March, 1842, an attempt was made by the Chinese to retake the city, 
bat the British artillery repulsed them with great slaughter. Ningpo was evacuated 
00 May 7th, and, on the proclamation of peace in the following August, the port was 
thrown open to foreign trade. 
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Ningpo is built on a plain, which sriv tches away to a considerable distance ou 
either side. It is a walled city, the walls enclosing a space of some fi^e miles in cir- 
<2nmference. The walls are built of brick, and are about twenty-five feet high. They 
are fifteen feet wide at the summit, and twenty-two at the base. Access is obtained to 
the town by six gates. A large moat commences at the n )rth gate and runs along 
the foot of the wall for about three miles on the landward side, ui.til it stops at 
what is called the Bridge Gate. The main street luns from oast to west. One ot the 
peculiarities of the place is a number of walls built across various portions ot the 
<5ity, for the purpose of preventing the spread of fires. Several of the stretis are 
spanned by arches erected in memory of distinguished natives. Ntngpj has been 
celebrated as possossin&r the fourth library of Chinese works, in point of numbers, 
which existed in the empire. It was owned by a family who resided near the south 
gate. The site occupied by the foreign residences is on the north Lank of the river. 

The trade at N.ngpo has never been large. This is owing to a cansiderable 
extent, doubtless, to the proximity ot Shant^hai. Tho netqnantity of Opium impoitod 
in 1877 was 7,991 piculs, as against 8,803 oiculs in 1876. Of Tt i there were 148,290 
piculs exported in 1877, and 126,756 in 1876; Cotton, 30,092 pii nls in 1877, 26,356 
piculs in 1876, The quantity of Raw Silk exported ii 1877 amounted to 
440 bales, as compired with 1,322 bales lor the previous twelve mouths. The to'al 
annual revenue ot the port was Tls, 723,300 in 1877 ; and Tls. 719,590 in 1876. The 
population of Ningpo is estimated at 120,000.

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The most northerly of the five ports opened to foreign trade bj the British Treaty 
of Nanking is situated at the extreme south-east corner of the province of Kiang-su, 
in latitude 31.41 north, and. longitude 126.29 east of Greenwich, at the junction of 
the rivers Woosung (called by foreigners the Soochow Creek) and Hwang-po, about 
twelve miles above the village of Woosunsr, where their united waters debouch into 
the estuary of the Tungtsze. The soil is alluvial and the country perfectly flat, the 
nearest eminence that can be called a hill being distant about thirty miles. The river 
opposite the city and foreign settlements, at one lime a narrow canal, was some ten 
years ago 1,500 yards broad, but has been rapidly narrowing till it is now only 1,200 
yards. The Soochow Creek, which is shown by old records to have been at one time 
at least three miles across, has now a breadth of only a hundred yards. The average 
water on the bar at Woosung is nineteen feet, the greatest depth of la!e years being 
twenty-three feet. 

Shanghai — the name means " up from the sea " or " near the sea *' — became a 
Imen or third rate city in the fourteenth century, and the walls, which are three and 
a half miles in circumference, with seven gates, were erected at the time of the 
Japanese invasion, in the latter part of the sixteenth century. It had been an im- 
portant scat of trade for many centuries before the incursion of foreioners. 

The ground selected by Captain Balfour, the first British Consul, for a Settle- 
ment for his nationals, lies about half a mile north of the city walls, between the 
Tang-king- pang and Soochow Creeks, and now extends backwards from the river to 
a ditch connecting the two, called thi* Defence Creek, thus forming what may be 
called an island, a mile square. It was formally declared open to trade on the 17th 
November, 184^3. The French subsequently settled on the ground Ixjtweon the city 
walls and the British Concession, and in exchange for help rendered in driving out 
the ri'bels who had seized the city in 1853, got a grant of the land extending for 
about a mile to the south between the city walls and the river. They have since by 
purchase extended the bounds of the Concession westward to the "Ning[)0 Joss 
House," a mile from the river. LatiT on the Americans reiited land immediately 
north of Soochow Creek, in the district called Hongkew, so that the ground now- 
occupied by foreigners extends for about four miles on the left bank of the river. 
Most of the land at Pootur.g, e n the opposite bank, is now also rented by foreigners. 
A'l ground belongs nominally to the Chinese Governu)ent, but is rented in perpetuity, 
a tax of fifteen hundred copper cash per mow being piid to the Government arnually. 
About six mow equal one Eni^lish acre. 

The approach by sea to Shanghai is now well lii^hted and buoyed, and, although 
it has not yet become, as Mr. Inspector-General Hart slat<:»d in one of his despatches 
it would, **as safe as a walk down Regent Street when the gas is lit,** the dangers of 
the ever shiiting ban^cs and shoals are as well guarded as can be exp»?< ted. Under 
the sup* riutendi nee o the Engineering department of the Customs, li- h • -lunises have 
been erected on W st Volcano, Shaweishau, N<)rth Saddle, and Qutzlaff Islands, and 
at Woosung. Tiieie is also a lightship below and one in the Taiigtsze above 
Woosung. 

As d port for foreign trade Shanghai grew but gradually until it gained a great 
impetus by the opening in 1861 of the Yangtsze and Northern ports, secured by the 
Treaty of Tlents.n, and subs( quently by the opening up of Japan. The first event of 
importance sime the advent of foreigners was the taking of the city by a band of 
rebels in ISo'j, who hel l it for seventeen months. This caused a large' number of 
refugees to seek sh. It r within the foreign settlements, and the price of land rose very 
considerably. Owint< t > the occupation of the city the authorities were powerless to 
collect the duties, and it was in consequence agreed bet veen the Taotai and the three 
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CJonsuU (British, French, and United States) that they sliould be collected under 
foreign c mtrol. This was found to work so much to the advantage of the Chinese 
Oovernment that the system was <^xtended by the Treaty of Tientsin to all the open 
ports, and thus the Foreign Inspectorate of Customs was established, the head- 
quarters of which was for some years, and according^ to the original re^»ulation3 should 
still be, at Shanghai. In 1861 the Taipings approache s Shanghai and threatened 
the city and settlements. The taking of Soochow on 25th May, 1860, had driven a 
large number of the inhabitants of that city and the sarrounding districts to Shanghai 
for protection, so that the native population increasod rapidly. It was variously 
estimated at from four hundred thousand to a million, but the smaller number is 
probably n* arer the mark. So immensely did the price of land rise that it is stated 
ground which had originally cost foreigners fifty pounds per acre was sold for ten 
thousand pounds. At this- time the old Cricket G-round was sold at such an enormous 
profit that after Iho shareholders had been repaid the original cost there was a 
balance of some fort\ -five thousand taels, which the owners generously devoted to 
the foundation of a fund for the use of the public, to be applied to the purposes of 
recreation only. TJnfo lufiat dy thirly thousand taels of this a-i^ount was lent by the 
treasurer on his own r 'spimsibility to the Club, in which institution he was a share- 
holder. As the club shareholders were never willing t * repay this loan, the building 
and furniture w^-re taken (»ver in 1869 by the trustees on bjhalf of the Recreation 
Fund, to which they still belong. This fund has proved very useful in reu lerinur 
assistance to some other public institutions besi(^es h iving purchased the new Race 
Course with all the ground in the interior. By this time provisions hal increased in 
price to four times what they had been bome years previously. Ell'orl s were ma le to keep 
the rebels at a distance from the settlements. A detachment of British Royal 
Marines and an Indian R -giuient garris ned the walls, while the gates on the side 
towards the French Settlement were guarded by French Marines. In August, 1861, 
the city was attacked, and the suburbs betvveen the city walls and river were in con- 
sequince destroyed by the French, the rebels being ultimately driven back. In 
December, the rebels to the number of one hun^lred thousand a^ain threatened 
the Settlements. The approaches were barricaded and the Defence Creek constructed 
and fortified at an ey[>ense of forty-five thousand taels. A volunteer force was also 
formed amongst the foreii,'n residents, under the commat.d of Captain, now Sir Thomas 
Wade, which did really good service. Before the close of 1862 the rebels had been 
driven by the British Forces beyond a radius of thirty miles around Shanghai. 

At the time the local native Authorities were severely pressed tiiey availed 
themselves of the services of an American adventurer named Ward who raisetl a 
band of desertrrs from foreign ships and rowdies of all ii itions who had con- 
gregated at S.ianghai, with whose help he drilled a regiment of natives. After 
passing under the command of another low caste American of the name of Burgevine, 
who subsequently deserted to the rebels, it was found impossible by the Imperial 
Authorities to control these raw and undisciplined levies, and at their earnest 
request Admiral Sir James Hope consent*^d to the a}>pointment of Major, now 
Colonel, Gordon, R.E., to the command. Having by him been made amenable to 
discipline, tiiey now rendered the greatest service in the sui)pression of the rebellion; 
indeed it is g nerally held doubtful if the Taipini^ R dn lliou would ever have been 
overcome but for the assistance of " The Ever Victorious Army," as this hastily 
raised band was named. Amongst other services they retrained poss sssioa of the 
im}>Ortaiit city of Soochow. From 1860 to 18o5 one British and two Indian Regi- 
ments and a batt ry of A»tillery were stationed at Shanghai. 

Since that time there have been few historical events worthy of record in a 
brief summary. On Cliristmas eve, 1870 tlie British Consulate was burn d down and 
most of the reccrds completely lost. In May, 1874 a not occurred in the Frcu ih 
Settlement owing to the intention of the Municipal Council to make a road thi >ugh 
an old grav.'vard belonging to the Nini^po Guild. One or two Europeans wore 
severely injur* d, and three nativ^^^s lost their lives. A considerable amount of !oroiga 
^wncd property was destroyed. 
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As at all the open ports, foreigners are in judicial matters subject to the 
immediate control of their CodsuIs, British subjects coming under the jurisdiction 
of the Supreme Court, which was opened in September, 1865. Subjects of Her 
Britannic Majesty I ave to pay a poll tax of five dollars for gentlemen and one dollar 
for ** artizans and labourers," for which they have the privilr ge of beine: registered 
at the Consulate, and of beiug heard as plaintiffs before the Court. Although there 
is enforced re^^istration at several of the other Consulates it is free of charge. 
Chinobe residents in the Foreign Setthmeiits are amenable to the Mixed Court, 
which was established at tie instigation of Sir Harry Parkes in 1864 and is pre- 
sided over by an official of a rank a lit tie above that of wei yuen, and foreign assessors 
fi'om the different Consulate, the first British assessor calling himself a "co-judge." 
For the tnnch Copcession there is a separate Mixed Court, which sits at the French 
Consulate. 

In local affairs the residents govern themselves by m^^ans of Municipal Councils 
under the Authority of the "Land Recjulations/* These were originally drawn 
up by H.B.M. Consul in 1854, but have since underg. ne various amendments. In 
1854 the first genoral Land Regulations — the city charter, as they mav be called — 
were sanctioned by the Foreign Ministers and F king Authorities, by which persons 
of aU nationalities were alh^wed to rent land within the defined limits, and in 1863 
the so-called " Ameriran Settlement" was amalgamated with the British into one 
Municipality. The " Committee of Eoads and Jetties," originally consisting of " three 
upright Britis'' Merchants," appointed by thf» British Consul, afterwards became the 
"Municipal Council," elected by the r« liters of land, and when the revised Land 
Regulations came into force in 1870, the ' Council for the Forei^rn Commur.ity of 
Shangltai North of the Yang king-pang," elected in January of each year by all 
householders who pay I att 8 on an assessed rental of five hundred taels and owners 
of land valued at five hundred taels and over. The Council now consists of nine 
membrrs of various nationalities, who elect their own chairman and vice-chairman 
and who give their services frte. A separate Council for the French Concession was 
appointed in 1862, which now works under the " Reglement d'Organisation Muni- 
cipal-* de la Concession Francaise," passed in 1868, and consists of four French and 
four foreign members, elected for two years-, half of whomretir- aniiually. They 
are elected by all owners of land on the Concession or occupants payiug a rental of 
a thousand francs per annum or residents with an annual income of four thousand 
francs. This, it will be noticed, approach'^s much more n<^arly to "universal suf- 
frage" thau the franchise of the other Settlements, which, as the hong system 
Btill exists to a consid< rable extent and five and six room* d houses are now to h ' g3t 
for a rental under the required five hundre l taels, is considered by many as encluding 
too large a pro])ortion of respunsible r sidents. The qualification for councillors 
North of the Yang-king-pang is the paymt nt of rates to the amount of fifty ta^ls 
annually, or bein^' a householder paying rates on an assessed rental of twelve hun- 
dred taels. For the French Concession the requirement is a monetary one of about 
the same extent. S< v< nl efforts have been mad^ to at»al<;amate the French with the 
other Settlements, iMit hitherto without success. Tl.e Council divides itself into 
Defence, Finance, "Watch, and Works Committees. This cosmopolitan system of 
Government has for many years worked so well and so cheaply, that Shanghai has 
fairly earned for its If the name of " The Model Settlement."

The Foreign population has consiJerably decreased from what it was at onetime. 
The census of 1865 ejave the number of foreign residents in the three Settlements as 
2,757, array and navy (British) 1,851, shipping 981, a total of 5,589. By the 
census of 1876 there were in the Settlements north of the Tang-king-pang a total of 
1,673 foreigners, 1,062 in the English division and 611 in Hongkew and Pootung; 
of these 1,086 were males, 296 females and 291 children. The proportion of different 
nationaliti< s was 878 (or more than one-half) British, 181 American, 168 Portuguese, 
129 German, 103 S['aniards, 45 Japanese, 35 Danes, 22 French, and 112 of various 
other nationalites. The French Concession contains about 500 foreigners, the greater 
proportion being French and ti e remainder mostly from other European, Continental 
countries. These figures do not include any of the populaticm afloat, which may be 
estimated at 1,000 or over. Althoug'^ the Chinese have no right of residence within 
the Foreign Settlement, and indeed were expressly prohibiti d by the original Land 
Regulations, some twenty thousand sought refuge within ih^ boundaries from the 
relxds in 1854, and whi n the cit\ was besie ged by the Taipn ^cs in 18C0 there were, 
it is said, at least four hundred thousand natives within the Settlements. As they 
found 8< me amenities from "squeeziDg" when under the protection of foreigners, 
and foreigners themselves being able to obtain a much higher rental for their land 
and finding native house prop^Tty a very profitable investment, no opposition was 
made to th^ar residence. In 1865 there were in the three Settlements 146,000. Tho 
numbers by the last census (1876) were ; in the English Settlement 73,159 and in 
Hongkew 2*2,503. The native population of the French Conct ssion is about 50,000, 
and the boat population 11,000, say a total of 156,000. A large proportion are 
natives of Chekiang and Kwangtung, those in the direct employ cf foreigners being 
almost exclusively from these provinces. The population of tho native city is sup- 
fo cd to be about 125,000. The larg** congregation of natives in the Settlements is 
ktp' In admirable order by a Police force of 35 foreigners and 133 natives for the 
north of the Yar.g-king-pang, and 33 foreigners and 20 natives for the French Con- 
cession. Considering that the natives have to be tried by their own authorities, and 
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that bribery doubtless works its effects in Shanghai as elsewhere in China, the 
organization and efficiency of this small force is highly creditable. In few places is 
life and property so secure. 

The climate of Shanghai is generally allowed to be fairly healthy. The death 
rate amongst foreigners ashore and afloat had decreased from 34 per 1,000 in 1870 to 
22.3 per 1,000 in 1875 and to 23 per 1,000 in 1876, a rate which compares favourably 
with that of large towns in England. It rose to 28.3 in 1877 owing to a partial outbreak 
of cholera. Of 85 deaths amongst foreigners during that year 16 were from this 
cause. If we exclude non-rosidents the rate was 19 per 1,000 in 1876 and 23 per 
1,000 in 1877. The thermometer ranges from 25 deg. to 100 deg. Fahrenheit, the 
mean of several years having been 49 deg. in the six winter months and 76 deg. 
1 min. in the summer. In the months of October and November there is generally 
dry, clear, and most lovely weather, equal to what can be found in any other part of 
thi world ; but when the winter has fairly set in the north-east winds are extremely 
cold and biting. The heat in the summer is sometimes excessive, brt seldom lasts 
more than a few days at a time. An earthquake ( ccurred in November, 1847, but 
this is the only one of which we have any record. 

The streets of tbe English and French Setthments all run north and south 
2L)H^ cii-i and west, mostly for the whole length of both settlements, crossing each 
other at right angl s. Notwithstanding the soft nature of the soil they are now 
kept in remarkably good order, at least those near the river, the district chiefly 
occupied by Europeans. Owinir to the nature i f the ground, expensive piling is 
m cessary before any foreign building can be i rected, and all store Las to be brought 
from a long distance. The Soochow Creek, between the English Sottl<*ment and 
Hongkew is now crossed by five bridges, three of which are adapted for carriage 
traflBc, and the Frencb is connected with the other Settlements by eiglit bridges. 
There are several gool drivin^ r^ads extfnding into the country, two leading to 
Sicawei, a distance ot five and a 1 alf mil s, and one to Jessfield, by tlie banks of the 
Soochow Cr«ek, for about seven miles. Another broad toad, more recently con- 
structed, runs by the side of the river for six miles. It is intended to extend it 
ultimately to Woosung. Several other roads have been proposed, but althouirh 
foreigners are prepared to pay high prices f r tlie land the opposition of the officials 
has liitlu rto prevented their construction. At the time the Taipings a p] coached 
Shanghai some reads for tte passage of artillery were made by the British Military 
Authorities at the exjjcnse of the Chinese Gove rnment, one of them extending for 
seventeen miles into the country; but excepting those close to the Settlement they 
have now lern turned into ploughed fields. An inland carriage road to Woosung was 
also made at the expense o! Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co. and others, but it has 
now also been rediict d to a narrow footpatli. 

Many foreign Lou es, nearly all of th^m with several acres of garden ground, 
have bet^n ereet< d near the outside roads, especially on that leadirg to the Bub- 
blirg We'l, which is the main outL t Irom the Settlement and from which most 
of the other roads branch off. This road and its extension to Sicawei is planted 
with trees on both sides, fcaming a fine avenue of over five miles in length, A small 
1 ut well laid out and admirably kept Public Garden was formed about ten yearb ago 
on !an(! lerover d from the river in front of the British Consulate. 

Immense suujs have been wasted in various att< mpto to drain the settlements, 
principally from the want of skilled direction ; but the great difiiculties in this 
matter, arising from the low lying and level nature of the groui d, have now been 
fair v over* omi\ The settlements ar^ Wc^U provided with telegrapliic fire alarms. 

Many attempts have bet n made to inaugurate water works, which are very much 
neede d, t e supply of this necessary being at present obta'ned by bueke's from the 
river. It is unfit f* r cooking or drinking unless both boiled and filtered. A private 
Company have filtering works from which they supply the public at so much per 
buekt't, hut what is wanted is well filtered water from a pure source laid on at the 
huu es. The d sire of the Municipal Councils to keep this work in their own hands 
and the heavy outlay required have hitherto prevented its being carried out. 
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Shanghai can boast of several fine buildings of various and varied styles of 
architecture. Trinity Cathedral, erected from a design by Sir Gilbert Scott, is one 
of the finest specimens of modern ecclesiastical architecture to be found out of 
Europe, but from wan^ of funds the tower and spire, which is an essential part of 
the design, has not yet been built. There is a Roman Catholic Church in the French 
Concession and another, completed about two years ago, in Honsjkew; also a Chapel 
belon^'ing to the London Miss'on and one to the American Episcopalians, and a very 
pretty and pr^ ttily situated Seamen's Church at Podtung, bes dos severaj Mission 
Chapels for natives. The Shanghai Club occupies an r xtensive and elaborate building 
at one end of the English Bund. It cost Tls. 120,0C0, and at that is said to have 
mined three c( ntractors. It has passed through a varied and peculiar history. There 
is a really fine Masonic Hall at the other end of the Bund. Amongst the ether 
conspicuous buildings may be mentioned tl)Ose occupied by tne Oriental and Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Banking Corporations. Thore is a very fair Theatre, but it is 
as yet devoid of internal decoration. The members ot the German (Concordia) ' lub 
have also a handsome little Theatre attached to their premises. The principal 
buildings on the French Concession are the Municipal Hall and the Consulate. 

Among the institutions of the place may be mentioned the Volunteer Defence 
Force, consisting of Cavalry called Mount^^d Eangers," Field ArtilL ry and Rifle 
Brigade; the latter comprisin;y three companies. Originally formed in 1861 it 
gradually went to decay, until the fear of attack after the Massacre at Tientsin in 
1870 caused its revival with considerable vigour. It has now a^^ain unfortunately 
dwindled in numbers, but an effort is at present being made to reori;an'se it. The 
Volunteer Fire Bri^^ado consists of seven Engine and two Hook and Ladder Com- 
panies. There is a Hospital for foreigners, the new and commodious building for 
wl ich was completed early in 1877, and several lor natives. The Temperance S^cirty 
has a <;ood hall and well furnished librarv, and havini: latterly been conducted on 
liberal principles is well supporied by the community. The oti.er public institutions 
may be enumerated as, a Subscription Library containing about 10,000 volumes, a 
branch i f the Royal Asiacic So<a<^ty, witli tlie nucleus o: a Mus«.*um, a Sailors' H<>me, 
a Pt'lytt'chnic Listitution for Cliinesp, a S amends Library and Museum, a well sup- 
plied Gymnasium, a Windlnstrum^ ntSoriety, which gives a series of weekly concerts 
in the Public Gar lens during the summer months, a Race Club, possessing a course 
of a Uiile and a quarter, a Parsee and a Porta iiueso Club, also Pony Paper Hu jt, 
Foot Ptpor Ilui.t, Cricks, Rifle, Racket, aiid various other Clubs ior recreation. 
The last nan. ed owns a buildinj? containing two splendid C-mrts, Bowling Grt*cn, 
Tennis La\>'^ , etc. There are ten or eleven Masonic hodie-, witii over 500 members. 
In 1876 a District Grand L.^Jge for North China was constitute 1, with Shanghai as 
its head-quarters. 

T. ere are four Docks at Shanghai, the ne at Tunkadoo, opposite the city, having 
a length of 380 feet over all with a de|)th at spring tid s of 21 ieet; the Old Dock 
at Hougkew is 374 fi et long and 18 feet deep at springs. All steamers and most 
sailing v. t :. Is now discharge and load at tlie various public an 1 privati» wharves. 
The premises of the Associated Wharf Company has a frontage of about three-quarters 
of a mile. The Chinese have an Arsenal and shipbuilding estahlishment at Kaou 
Chun«4-mow, a short distai.co above the city. The Great Northern Telegraph Com- 
pany's Cable was laid to Shanghai in 1871, and theie are now two lines of com- 
munication with Europe.; The Eastern Extension Company ha*^- an agency for the 
receipt of messages. A radway constructed by a foreign Company was opened to 
Woosung in June, 187^ but after running for four mouths it was purcliased and 
taken up bv the Chinufee Authorities. During the short time it was running the 
passenger traffic aloiur more than covered the working expenses. In 1877 the property 
of the Shanghai Stefm Navigation Company, a fort ign association owning the prin- 
cipal lin. s of sUamerB trading to the Yangt>ze and N >rt hern ports, was bought by 
the Chinese Government, acting through the China Merchants' Steam Naviga- 
tion Company, for the stun of two million taels. The property then taken over 
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consisted of about fifteen steamers, a dock, and extensive wharfs and gcdowns in the 
French Settlement and at Hongkew. 

The hotel accommodation of Shanghai was formerly, like that of Hongkong 
and Yokohama, of the most miserable description, but by the opening of the "Central" 
and the re-building of the "Astor House in 1876-77, it is now in this respect 
unexcelled by any port i.) the East. There are two daily newspapers, the North 
China Daily Fews, morning, and the Shanghai Courier^ evening, with dependent 
weeklies, .the North China Herald and the Celestial Empire. There are two 
native daily paj>ers; one of Lhem, the Shun-pao^ sold at the price of eight cash, 
equal to a farthing' and a half, has a very large circulation, the oth«T is the organ of 
the officials, [n one matter, that of Postal accommodation, Shanghai is incon- 
veniently over-supplied, there being British, French, American, Japanese, Local, and 
Customs Post offices. It is hoped that the Chinese Government may soon establish 
a general postal department in connection with the International Union, to be under 
the control of the Foreign Customs, or that failing this the other Authorities may 
consent to all correspondence passing through cither the British or Local Offices. 
All loreigii hongs anci even private houses have to give themselves high flown Chinese 
names, by which only are they known to the natives. The system is, however, found 
to have its convLniencos. 

The cuiTency of Shanghai is the tael of Bilver, cast into " shoes " of fifty taels* 
more or less. The foreign banks issue not^^^ of the value of five taels and upwards. 
Smaller transactions are conducted ia clean Mexican dollars and copper cash. There 
are seven foreign and innumerable native banks in the Settlement. 

Shanghai is tho ^'reat emporium for the trade of the Yangtsze and Northern 
ports and to a considerable extent for Japan. The export of Tea from 1846 to 1850 
averaged sixteen mill on pounds, and Silk during the same period bt vent^n thousand 
bales. The total import and export trade of 1868 was sixty-five million taels. In 
the twenty years which have elapsed tliis l as been nearly doubled. The total trade 
in foreign bottoms, import and expc-rt f f» • as given by the Customs Statistical

The port of ChinkiaVig (or Cben-kiang-fu), which was declared open to foreign 
trade bv the Treaty of Tientsin, is situated about 150 miles from the Yangtr ze at the 
point where the Grand Canal enters the river. 

The history of Chinkiang possesses but few features of inteiest. The position of 
the town, as a translation of its name implies ('* River Guard was at one time of 
considerable importance from a military point of view, wh(^n all ti e rico-tribute from 
the south of China was transported to Peking by the interior route. The British 
forces captured the jJace in July, 1842, and as the cutting off ot supplies always 

S reduces a powerful effect, the commanding situation thus secured was not louvr in pro. 
Ticing the desired result upon the Central Government, for tbe Treaty of Nanking 
was signed a month afterwards. The Taiping rebels entered the town in April, 1853, 
and continued to occupy it till 1857, when they had to yield to the same cause which 
had made the Government yield ten years before. 

The city lies between one of the mouths of the Grand Canal and the light batk 
of the Tangtsze. Mobt of the houses nre built on level ground, but the hills 
surrounding lend a pleasant appearance to the locality, which is enhanced considerably 
by the bluff scenery of the island of Tb'io-shan. When the city was abandoned by 
the rebel forces, its destruction was very nearly complete, and it still retains to some 
extent its desolate aspect. The foreign settlement occupies a tract of land extending 
from the mouth of the Canal along tbe bank ot the river. 

Considerable commercial impoitance was attached to the port when it was first 
opened. The largest vessels can approach it, and hopes were high as to the position 
it would occupy in the development of inland trade with China. But, like th* liopes 
entertained respecting: several of the other Chinese ports, thay have proved delusive, 
and the trade on the Yangtsze seems to have centred at Hankow, farther up the river. 
The net importation of Opium into Chinkiang in 1877 was 10,799 piculs, against 
10,649 piculs in 1876. The import of this drug has steadily increased during the past 
ten years. The total annual revenue of the port for 1877 amounted to TIs. 122,381, 
and in 1877 it was TIs. 149,866. The population of Chinkiang is estimat* d at 140,000,

WUHU. 



This port was opened to foreign trade, by the Chefoo Convc ntion, on the Irt 
April, 1877. It is situated on the river Tangtsze, in the province of An-hwei, and is 
a half-way port between Chinkiang and Kiukiang, though nearer to the former. It 
has the appearance of a thriving and busy town, and is admirably located for trade. 
This is mainly owing to the excellence ot its water communication with the interior. 
A large canal, with a depth of five to six feet of water in the wintor and ten to twelve 
feet in the summer connects the port with the important city of Ning-kuoh-fu, in 
southern An-hwei, fifty miles distant. Another canal runs inland for over eighty 
miles in a south-westerly direction to Taiping-hsien, an extensive tea district. This 
canal, which is only navigable in the summer, passes through Nan-ling and King- 
hsien, where the cultivation of silk is carried on and may some day be of importance. 
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Boats cairying from 200 to 300 piculs of teac an come from Tai-ping-hsien to Wuhu 
in the summer and autumn, but in the winter the creek is partially dryland navigation 
rendered impossible. The silk districts of Nau-ling and King-hsien are situated 
within fifty miles of Wuhu. Besides the canals leadinfi^ to Ning-kuob-fu and Tai-ping« 
hsien, there are two others communicating with Su-an and Tung-p6. The Su-an 
canal is navigable for small boats in summer for nearly one hundred miles, and passes 
through some silk producing country ; while ihjit loading to Tun4-p6 can be traversed 
by native craft of considerable size, for about seventy miles. On the northern side 
of the Yangtsze a fine broad canal, navigable in summ^^r for vessels drawing ten 
to twelve feet of wa^er, connects Wuhu with Lu-chow-fu, the chief mercantile depdt 
for central An-hwei. 

It will be seep, from the above enumeration of the facilities for water carriage 
from Wuhu, that it is calculated to prove an emporium ftr commerce. It has indeed 
long been the s^at of an extensive junk traffic, and is the only one of the new treaty 
ports which has so far at all fulfilled the anticipations firmed of it. A very fair import 
trade bas sprung up, and both that and the export trade are steadily growing. The 
Customs revenue is already about half that of Kiukianqr. The total value of the 
trade passing through the Foreign Customs for the year 1877 waB Tls. 1,586,682, of 
which amount Tls. 893,408 ropresenf-ed the foreign imports. 1,161 piculs of Opium 
were imported in 1877. 

The town is fairly well built, with rathtr broader streets than most Chinese 
cities possess, auH is tolerably paved. Its population is estimated at 40,000 inha- 
bitants. The anc! orage is good and resembles that of Cbiukiang.

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KIUKIANG. 



Kiukiang is situated on the Yangtszo, near the outlet of the Pojang I^ke, mm 
is a prefectural citv of the province or Kiang-ni. It is about 137 geographical miM 
from Hankow and 445 from Shanghai. | 

Kiukiang was at one time a busy and populous city ; but it was occupied bj tbd 
Taiping rebels in 1853, and before it was given up to the Imperial troops it waM 
utterly destroyed, presenting one of those melancholy spectacles which these hordsi 
of usurpers left so often behind them. A genileman (Mr. Laurence Oliphant) whm 
visited it in 1858 speaks of the desolation of the city in the following terms : — ** Wej 
found it to the last degree deplorable. A single dilapidated street, composed- only of j 
a w mean shops, was all that existed of this once thriving and populous city ; ti» 
remainder of the vast area comprised within its walls, five or six miles in circumfereiicey 
contained nothing but ruins, weeds, and kitchen gardens/' When the foreign settle- 
ment was established there, however, the population soon returned, and it has con- 
tinued to increase rapidly. It is now estimated at 40,000. 

The city is built close to the river, the walla running along the banks of it f<? 
some 500 yards. Tht ir circumference is about five miles, but a considerable |>orlioa 
of the space enclosi d is not occupied. The city contains no features of iDteresi 
There are several large lakes to the north and west of it, and beyond the principal 
suburb lies the foreign settlement. Oq the opening of the port considerable troubfe 
was experienced in securing the land on which to build the foreign residences, the 
Chinese demanding extortionate prices for it. Indeed, so bitter was the opposition 
manifefstod that before the ground could be cleared some of the native houses bad to 
be forcibly demolished. 

The idea which led to the opening of Eiukiang wa^i, no doubt, its situation as 
regards communication by water with the districts where the Green Tea is prodaced. 
But the hopes entertained rospec»ting Kiukiang have never been realised. The total 
quantity of Tea exported in 1877 was 245,145 piculs, of which 51,476 piculs were 
Green. Opium was imported to the extent of 1,852 piculs in 1877, and 2,043 piculs 
in 1876. The total revenue of the port for 1877 was TK 689,125, and for 1876, 
Tls. 694,747.

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Hankow is situatod on llie river Han at the poin! where it enters the Yangfwe 
and is in lat. 30 depr. 32 niin. 51 sec. N,, and long. 114 deg. 19 min. 55 sec. E. Toe 
nalives look Lpor Haiikuw as only a suburb of Hanyan^', which it immediatelj, 
adjoins, and which is a district city of the province of Hupeh. These two tx>wnd lie 
immediately facing the city ot Wuchang-fu, the capital of the province, which buiii 
upon the south bank of the Yangtsze. Hankow is distant from Shanghai about 
600 miles. 

Lord Elgin visited Hmkow in 1858 ;ind must have been one of the first 
foreigners who ever entered this inland city. Attention was first drawn to it a> 
a place of trade by Hue, a French missionary, whose writings on China are less 
popular now than they used to b , but it is generally believed that this reveren^l 
father had never been within many m^h^s of the pl.ice, and had drawn largely on hi* 
fertile imaginaMon for his details. Sir James Hope and Sir Harry Pirkes were Id 
Hankow in 1861 when the port was opened. 

Captain Blakiston in his work *' Tne Tangtsze," gives the foUrwing description 
of the place and its surroundings : — ** H inkow is situated just where an irregular 
range of semi-detached low hill crosses a particularly level coun ry on both sides of 
the main river in an east and west direction. Stationed on Pagoda Hill, u spectator 
looks down on almost as much water as land even when the rivers are low. At bis 
feet sweeps the magnificent Yangtsze, nearly a mil * in widih ; from the west and 
skirting the northern ed;,'e of the range of hills alrea ly mentioned, comes the rirer 
Han, narrow and canal l:ke, to ad l its qujta, and seiving as one of the highways of 
the country ; and to the northwest and north is an extensive treeless flit, so littfe 
elevated above the river t at the scattered hamlets which dot its surface are without 
exo^'pijon raised on n>ound8, probably artificial works of a now distant age. A 
EtrLtiiu or twj traverse its farther part and flow into the main river. Carrying his 
eve tu (be right bank of the Tangtsze one sees enormous lakes and lagoons both to 
the north-west and south-east sides of the hills beyond the provincial city.** 

When the port was op- n<»d the natives, as at several other new ports, put many 
diflBculties in the way ot fixing a sire for the British Settlement. Th»y demanded 
excessive prices for the lots marked off^ for occupation, and it was pot till the port 
had been open for some time, and many resi<l€nts had temporarily taken up an abode 
on the Hanyang shore, that a satisfactory arrangement was arrived at. A French 
Settlement was subsequently fixed upon, but it has never been occupied. 

Great expectations as reg.irds trade were entertained respecting the opening of 
Hanki»w. Foreign comm-^rce would be brv>ught into immediate contact with the 
large internal populations of China, and a port established in the locality of the great 
tea producing districts. Tliese expectations, however, havo been but partially 
realised. Tea is, of course, the staple export, and it is at Hankow that the first 
steameis for home take in their cargoes. 01 late, the business of commission merchants 
both at Hankow and Siianghai hts begun to be superseded by men coming dir ct 
from home. The London merchants send out agents at the beginning ot the season. 
They go right through to Hankow, purchase the new season's Teas, see them shipped 
on board the steamer, and leave again for home, thus doing their business without 
any assistance from the local merchant. This is but another instance of the facility of 
international communication in these progressive days. The total export of Tea from 
Hankow (including re-exports from Kiukiang) amounted in 1877 io 502,895 picnk 
In 1877 Opium w,as imported to the extent of 2,477 piculs a^ against 2,189 in 1876. 
The revenue ot the port in 1877, amounted to Tls. 1,690,434, and in 1876 to TU. 
1^801,335, The population of Hankow is estimated at 600,000.

ICHANG. 



This is one of the lour ports opened to foreign trade on the 1st 'April, 1877 
ttccording t:> the provisions of Clause I. ot Sr^ction III. of the Chefoo Convention 
Icharg is a prelectural city, of consideiable oflScial importance, in the province o 
Hupeh. It is situattjd on the river Tangtsze, about 363 miles trom Hankow. The 
navigation of the river up to this port is easy for vessels of light dmnght, but the 
minimum depth o! water at Ithang is only seven or eight foet. Ti>ere is good 
anchorage at and noar tne city. The port is the centre of a fairly rich coun 
try. Besides the common productions of the great plain of Hufieh the cultivation 
f>f the tungtsze tree from which the tung oil is exp essed begins on the hills near 
Ichang and extends wtstwaid into Szechuen, Opium is grown in small quantitit^s in 
the district and may interfere with the import of the foreign drug. Ichang is con- 
veniently situated as a mart for the tea districts of Hoh-fung-chow, the produce of 
which might, it is thought, be made suitable for foreign use. It was generally 
supposed that, us Ichang is situated at the bead of steamer navigation ou the YHUgtsze 
and occupies a good position for trade, the port would become aa important com- 
mercial centre. Up to the present, however, these anticipations have not been 
realised : Ichang is not a great distributing centre, nor does it appear likely to become 
so. The port cuts a miserable figure in the " Customs Gazette," where quarter after 
quarter the exports and import m h i?e been reiurned as nil. The total value of the 
trade ior 1877, carried in foreign bottoms, which consisted exclusively of exports^ 
amounted to only Tls, 4,585. The estimated populatiou of the port is 13,000.

' CHEFOO. 



Chofoo is situated on the northern side of the Shantung Promontory, in lat, 
37 deg. 35 min. S6 sec. N , and long. 124 deg. 22 min. 33 sec. E. The designation 
by which it is general' y ki own cniong foreigners is a misnomer, as the towrt of 
Tentai is really the port to which the name has come to bo applied. Ci>ofoo is a 
harbour in the locality of Yei.tai but has no connection with it. 

"When the town wa^» first o^.cujiicd by the mercbanis of other n itions, it was ia 
the p<^8se8sion ot a number of French troops, and no definite foreign settlement was 
then marked out. The consequence is that no plan has ever been adopted in the 
arrangement of the houses, and many of th^m have been in time surrounded by native 
buildings. Tue Chinese town is squalid and uninterestini?. It is built on the shore, 
aii<3 possesses a fine sandy beach. The surrounding country is gently undulated for 
SOTU- little distance from th*^ town, and beyond that the hills rise to a considerable 
height and lend to the landscape an interesting and varied aspect. 

Chefoo of late y< ars has become the resort of many for *ign residents in China 
in consequence of its very salubrious climat**. It is said to bu the most salubrioos 

¥art in C<iina. In winter, when the Pei-ho isfiozen, merchandise and mails for 
ientsin and some of the more northern cities are landed at this port and conveyed to 
their destinations overland. The harbour is commodious and possesses depth of water 
for vessels of considerable draught, but it is exposed to strong gales which prevail at 
certain seasons of the year. Cbefoo will be henceforth noted as the place where Sir 
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Thomas Wade and Li Hung-chang concluded the **Chefoo Convention" in Sjp- 
tember, 1876, and thus brought to a termination the negotiations which had been 
pending so long respecting the reparation demanded bj the British Qovernment for 
the murder of Mr. Marg iry in Yunnan. 

• The trade of Chefoo, like that of Ni^wchwang, is principally carried on in 6mn- 
cake and Boans, of which large quantities are annually exported to the southern porta 
ot China. In 1877, the net export of the former amounted to 626,526 piculs and of 
the latter to 147,218 pituls. The quantity of Opium imported in 1877 amounted to 
2^152 piculs as compareil with 2,228 piculs in 1876. This import ha«4 steadily declined 
for the past throe years, owing partly to the increased cultivation of the poppy in 
Shantung and partly to the dreadful famines which have desolated the province. 
The total revenue of the port for 1877 amounted to Tls. 215,056, and for 1876 to Tls. 
234,534. The population of Chefoo is estimated at 30,000.

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This village is situated at the mouth of the Pei-ho, on the southern side of th» 
river, about sixty-seven miles from Tientsin. The land is so fla!i at Taku that it is 
difficult for a stranger to detect the entrance to the river. There are two anchorages^ 
an outer and inner. The former extends from the Customs Junks to three miles 
outside the Bir, seaward; the latter from Liang-kia-yuan on the south to the 
Oastoms Jetty, Tz*chu-lin, on the north. Tae village is a poor on'S possessing few 
shops, no buildings of interest except the forts, and the only fofeii^n residents are 
the Castoms employes, some pilots a-^^ the members of the Vice-C 3aaulj.r esliablish- 
ment. A British Vice-Consul is stationed at Tjku and receives the papers of all 
British sailing vessels bound for Tientsin as well as Taku; steamers retain theirs 
until arrival at Tientsin. 

Taku is memorable on account of the engagements that have taken place 
between its forts and the British and French naval forces. The first attack was made 
on the 20th May, 1858, by the British squ idron under Sir Michael Seymour, when 
the forts wore passed and L^rd Elgin proceeded to Tientsin, where on the 26th June 
he signed the famous Treaty of Ti3ntsin. The second attiick, which wj,3 fatally 
unsuccessful, was made by the British forces in June, 1859. The third took place on 
the 21st August, 1860, when the forts were captured and the booms placed across the 
river destroyed, and the British ships sailed triumphantly up to Tientsin. From t'^o 
description of the place in The Treaty Ports of China," we gaiher that the water a 
the bar ranges from about two to fourteen feet at the Spring tides. The G nr^ \ 
name of the bar is Lau-kiang-sha. At certain states of tbe tide, steamers are obli ■ 
to anchor outside until there is sufficient water to cross, but they are seldom detaim-d 
very long. Towards the end of autumn it sometimes happens that the river is so 
low that vessels drawing over seven feet ot water are unable to get up to Hsin, 
but this is by no means a common occurrence. The river and the north(:rn - ^ of 
the gulf are generally frozen in about the 9ih December, and few vessels attempo aa 
entry after the end of November. The ice breaks up, as a rule, abcut the second, 
week io March.

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Tientsin is situated at the junction of the Grand Canal with the Peiho mery 
^t. 39 deg. 3 mill. 55 sec. N. and long. 117 deg. 3 mlu. 55 sec. E. It is distant fit* 
Piking by river about 80 miles. It was formerly only a military station, buttowarii' 
the elcse of tbo 17th century it became a place of some importance. The wailed 
^orlicn is small compared with the suburbs, the circumference of the walls beir| 
cnly a little over three miies. The principnl trade is carried on in the suburbs. Tb 

Jmrely native city has the reputation of being exceptionally dirty, and the stecci 
jpom open drains in and about the city is said to be the cause of a high rate of 
mortality there. There are a number of soap-boiling works in the neighbourhood, 
Und the smell that arises from them is most disagreeable. 

A number of foreigners live in the suburbs of the native city, but the oonceKi« 
Is situated about a mile and a half farther down on the south bank of the river. 

Tientsin will always be famous for the Treaty signed by Lord Elgin in i 
tetnple since called the Treaty Temple, or Elgin's Joss-house, ou the 26th June, 186^, 
and known as the Treaty of Tientsin. The port is also infamously uotorious fcr 
the massacre of the French Sisters of Charity and other foreigners on the 2l8t Jane, 
1870, by a Chinese mob, under circumstances of shockicg brutality. 

There is a fair foreign trade done at Tientsin compared with the other open pc-rte. 
"When the port was first o^iened, it is said tlat money was picked up very quickly 
l>y the few merchants then on the scene. In eourse of time, however, the CLioese 
began to make headway, and they have the trade now pretty well in their own baods. 
A recent Customs' report speaks of one great advantage that natives here have o?tr 
foreign competitors. The former " purchase their stocks in Shanghai wbeu there is 
a favourable market, rarely it ever insure their goods, and by selling in small qaac» 
titles, and coDStituting themselves their own salesmen, at once procure ready buyer?, 
and save the standing commission to wtiicb the compradores of foreigners are 
entitled." The export trade of Tientsin is very small compan^d with the import. 
Cotton is cultivated in the locality, and some years ago great expectations wct? 
entertained concerning it. Coal, it is believed, will eventually be exported in la^ 

?uantities. The Tea exported goes principally to Russia and Siberia, via Kiacbla. 
n 1877, 214,230 piculs were exported in this way. Opium to the extent of 4,026 
piculs was imported in 1877, as compared with 3,606 piculs in 1876. The total 
revenue of the port in 1877 was Tls. 322,684 ;;in 1876, Tie. 322,500. The population 
of Tientsin is estimated at 950,000.

Ta^ Kin dynasty s'llidui' g the 
Khaitan?, in their turn to.k |ossc<>i^n of !he c.i|>!tnl, callint^ it the 'Western 
R-sidence/ A'^out a.d. 1151, the fourth sovoroi^n or i.he K ns tiansferrod the court 
tbitfler, and named it the C^'tJia! resi. let.ee.

The old porii became wliat is now 
known a«^ the 'Cinnese city ' and the terms * Northern * and * S uthern ' ciiy, or moro 
com\mn\\y nei'Cheng (within the wall) a!Kl xoai-chmg ( A-ithout Ihe will), came into 
use. The nati/e Elmper^rs who succeedea the M m gol dynasty did not, however, 
continue to make Peking the seat of Government. Tae c »urt w.is shortly afierwarls 
remov* d to Nanking, which was considered the c ief city of the Empire until, iii 1421, 
Tung Lo, the 3rd Emperor of tlje Ming dynasty, ai^ain held his court at Peking, 
vince wliicii date ii has remained the capital of China." 

The present city of Peking is divided into two portions, the Northern or Tartar 
city and tl»e Sout iero or Chinese. The former is being gradually encroached upon 
bj the Cbinesc, aud the purely Manchu seclioo of the capital will soon be very limited. 
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The SOU! hern citr is aimojit exclusively occupied l-y Chioecje. Tbe general shape of 
Piking may he roughly represented by a square placid upon an oblong, the former 
Btaudiiig for the Tartar and the latter for the Chinese city. The whole of the capital 
is, of course, walled. The walls of the Tartar city are the strongopt. They averagd 
50 feet in height and 40 in width, and are buttressed at intervals of about 60 yards* 
Tbe [arapets are loop-holed and crenelated. They are faced on b« th sides with brick, 
the space between being filled with earth and conciete. Each o! the gateways is 
surmounted by a thv ^-storied pagoda. Tne wills of the Chinese city are about 
30 feet in height, 25 feet thick at the base, and 15 feet wide on the lOfre plein. The 
total circumlerenco of the walls round the two cities slightly exceeds twenty miles. 

The Ttirl:ir city consists (Dr. Williams tell us) of three enclosures, one within 
the other, eiu ii surroun ied by its own wall. The innermost, called Kiu-ching or 
Prohibited Citv, contains the Imnerial Pdlace and its surrounding buildings ; tbe 
second is occui^ied by the several offices appertaining to the Government and by 
private residences of officials; while the outer consists of dwelling houses, with shops 
in the chief avenues. The Chinese city is the business portion of Peking, but it 
presents few features of interest to the eight-seer, while the enclosure known as the 
Prohibited City is, as its title denotes, forbidden to ail loreign visitors. The 
numerous teni| I<^r, the walls, the Im]>eriul Observatory, the Foreign Legations, and 
the curio shops are the chief attr.ictions \o the tourist. The population of Peking is 
not accurately known, but according to a Chinese estimate, which is probablv slightly 
in excess, it is 3,300,000, ol whtm 900,000 reside in the Tartar and 400,0*00 in the 
Chinese city. There is no direct foreign trade with Piking, aad the small foreign 
population is made up of the members of the various legal ions, :he Maritime Cu toms 
establishment, the professors at the College of Peking, and the missionnry body.

NEWCHWANG. 



Newcbwang is 'be most nr rtherly port in China open to f*Teign trade. It it 
situated in the province of Shing-king, in Manchuria. It is knowc by the njitives as 
Ying tz, and lies about thirteen miles from th« mouth of the river Liao, which falls 
into the Quit ot Liao-tun^, a continuation of the GuU ot Pechili. 

B.»fore the poit was opeusd, comparatively little was kno»vn of the place. 
Situated in a wild regioUf the grtater part of which is little else but a wilderness, it 
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was never visited hj outsidt rs. The natives in the outer districts partake of the 
primitive cbarattor of iheir surroundings, and divided into tribes they mostly lead a 
wandering lite. 'I'lie word Ymer-tz means military station, and that was the only use 
formerly made of the pi ace. Between the years 1868 and 1860, the itish fleet assem- 
bled in Ta lien- wan Bay, aitd early in 1861 the foreign settlement was established. 
The town oJ Newchwang itstlt* is distant from Ting-tz about thirty miles, and is a 
sparsely populated and unimportant plac**. 

The country about Newchwang is bare and desolate, and in sailing up the river 
one encounters anything but a pleasant prospect. Yincr-tz is suirountied by marshes, 
and the land under cultivat on produces principally Beans. The liver is closed by 
ice for more than three months every year, during which period the residonls are 
cut off entirely from the outer world. 

The chief articles of trade of the port are Beans and Bean-cake, 1,439,062 piculs 
of the former and 792,166 piculs of the latter being exported in 1877, with 4,947 
piculs of Bean Oil. Ttie trade in Btans and Bean.cake shows a pretty steady 
increase during the last twelie years. The net quantity of Opium imported in 1877 
was 1,098 piculs as against 2,303 piculs in 1876 and 896 in 1876. The quantity of 
Opium imported has with the exception of 1876 steadily decreased for some years. 
Tlie total revenue of the port tor 1877 amounted to Tig. 237,269, as against Tla. 
257,221 in 1876. The population of the place in estimated at ,60,000.

NAGASAKI. 



Nag isaki is a city of great antiquity, and in the early days of European inter* 
course with the Par East was the most important seat of the foreign trade with 
Japan. It is admirably situated on the south-western coast of tne island of Kiushiu. 
A melancholy interest attaches to the neighbourhood as the scene of the extinc- 
tion of Cbrisiianity in the kingdom and the extermination of the professors of that 
religion in 1637. Near the harbour lies the celebrated island of Pappenberg, where 
thousands of Christian martyrs were thrown over the high cliff rather than go through 
the form of trampling on the cross. Not far from Nagasaki is also the village of 
Mogibay, where 37,000 Ohristians 8ufF<*red death in defending themselves aj^a'nst the 
forces sent to sub iue tliem. Wh=;n the Christian relig.on was cruslied and the 
foreigners exj^elled, to the Dutch alone was extended the privilege of t leading with 
Japan, and they wer * ci>nfined to a small patch of ground at Nagasaki called Desima, 
the monotony of th^^ir life being broken only by the yearly arrival and departure of the 
one or two sliips in which the trade between Japan and the West was at that time carried 
on. By the treaty of 1858, Nagasaki was one of the ports opened to Br tish trade on 
the Ist July in the following year. On ent* ring the harbour of Nagasaki no Strang* r 
can fail to be struck with the admirable situation of the town and the beautiful 
panorama of hilly scenery opened to his view. The harbour is a Ian Jlocked mlet 
deeply indented with small bays, about three m les long with a width varying from 
half a-mile to a m-le. The native town is on ttle eastern side of the harbour and is 
about two miles long l>y about three-quarters of a mile in extrem*^ width. ThefAreigti 
settlement adjoins the nat ve town on the south side. The chief mercantile houses 
are situated on th? bund facing the harbour, b 'Mind which are a few streets runnin:^ 
parallel with it, and tuere are a numbvT of private residences on the hill side. Thero 
are English and Roman Catholic churches an 1 a commodious club. The climate of 
Nagasaki is mild an 1 salubrious, but in summer it is hot during the day by reason 
of its geographical position in a h ^llow surrounded bv hills. 

Aft r the openin,; of the port the trade for several years steadily developed, but 
the Cons ular reports for the last f»'w years show a continuous decline. Mr. Consul 
Flowers in his report for 1876 speaks of roads as being the great requireme nt to 
connec-.t the port with the traflSc of the neighbouring districts, but, he says, the want 
of roads, altiiough it might account tor a slow development, or even for a stationary 
c ndit'on of trade, can scarcely be accepted as a reason for the continual an L 
lamenJable falling off which has been shown of late years. This decline he ascrib* s 
to the impoverishment caused by a too severe dram of funds towards the central 
government. The country people in this portion of Japan, though pretty well off, S(» 
for as actual necessiiries are concerned, are not rich, having little profitable outlet for 
the surplus productions ; their available funds are, therefore, soon absorbed, and the 
heavy land tax imposed upon the populat.on is much fel% and more so, doubtless 
s'nce its collection in money instead of in kind, as former! . In 1878 there wore 
indications of an improvement in the trale of the port, but there are no figures 
available as yet to show to what extei t. 

The chief articles of import are cotton and woollen maunf:i< tures. Tiie principal 
articles of exports are coal, t^^a, camphor, rice, vegetable wax, tobacco, and dried 
fish. There are several pro iuctive coal mines on the islands near Nagasaki, of whic h 
the Takas'ma mine, wh c i is under European mana..cenient, is the most important. 
Mr. Flowers says t^e probabilities are t^at one vast coal-field exists under the se* 
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r inning from the peninaula of Nomo towards Matsushima and Hirado, and wu 
this field is entered by safe m^ans, through the overlaj^ing islands, an r-norm-j 
,ext(Mit of coal will l)e availai»le.

Kobe is the foreign port of thf^ a^ljacent city of Hiogo, an<T was opened to foreign 
trade in 1868. It is finely situated at the gate of the far-fame<l Inland Sea. The harbour 
is good and affords safe anchorage for vessels of almost any s z^*. Toe town, which is in 
the province of Settsu, is distant only sixteen miles from Osaka, with which city it is 
connected by rail. This line, which has been extended to Kioto, a distance of 
27 miles from Osaka, was formally opened to trafiBc along its whole length by 
the Mikado on ihe 5th February, 1877, and has since been worked with freedom 
and regularity. The connection of Osaka \vi:h Hiogo by rail has naturally tended 
to centralise trade at the pert of shipment. Among the exports, tea, tobacco, 
camphor, copper, vegetable wax, and fans take the lead. The value of tlie foreign 
import trade for 1877 was $4,313,641 ; that of tlie exports $4,518,570. These figures 
comjare favourably with those of 1876, when the value of the imports was $3,748,967, 
and that of the exports $3,401,230. The quantity i f tea shipped from W\oyo in 1877 
was 8,789,627 lbs., all of which went to the United States of America. The popula- 
tion of Hiogo, as given by the last census, was 204,000. The foreign residents m the 
port in 1877 numbered 606, of waom 296 were Chinese, 185 ]* 'it:sh, 47 Gerraan, and 
33 American.

OSAKA. 



Osaka is the second city in Japan in point of size and commercial importance, 
and has not inaptly been termed the Venice of Japan, owing to the manner in wh .ch 
it is inteisected by canals. It is situated in the province of Settsu, and is built on the 
banks of the river Ajikawa, about five miles from the sea. The river is only navigable 
for small vessels, and on the opening of the railway to Hiogo tke foreign trade of 
Osaka commenced to decline. Almost all the foreign firms in the latter city have 
removed to Hiogo, and there is now not a single British firm in Osaka. The city is 
the seat of the provincial Government, which is called Fu-clio, in contradistinction to 
the other provincial Governments, which are termed Kencho. Osaka is the seat of 
numerous industries, and the Imperial Mint is located there. In 1876 coins to the 
value of $6,613,405 were struck at this Mint, in 1877 to the value of $5,701,555, and 
a continuous supply of yen (dollars) is issued from the establishment, which are of 
similar weight and fineness to the Mexican dollar, but owing to Chinese combination 
they only obtain currency in China and Hongkong at a discount. Tbe population of 
the city is given as 649,280. The value of the imports for 1877 was $518,256, and 
that of the exports $176,340, showing a recovery from 1876, when the imports had 
fallen to $406,089, and the exports to $99,722.

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Yokohama is the i>riii{'ii)al Troaty port of Japan, and was oj)oned to foreifrn trade 
in July, 1859. It is situatiO on the Bay of Yokohama, a small bay on the Western 
side of the Gulf of Yedo, in lat. 35 de^^*. 26 niin. 11 sec. N.,and lonf,'. 139 dei>. 39 min. 
20 sec, in the ishmd of Ifondo, and is distant about eighteen mih s from the capital, 
with which it is couue(;ted by a line of railway. The s( ttlenieiit stands on what was 
originally a s\Aamp,«and — the town having sprun^'up only sincethesite was selected for 
a treaty p rt instead of the little town of Kanagawa — possesses few atti actions for the 
vi.^itor. Tiie scenery round, however, is hilly and plra^jing, and on a clear day the 
enow-crowned summit of Fusiyama, a volcanic mountain 13,000 feet hiL'h — celel rated 
in Japanese liteiature and depicted on so many native works of art — is clearly visible. 
Yt)kohama is compactly built of low houses with tiled roofs. The town is divided 
into tw(^ ji irly equal parts, the wester j half being occupied by the foreign settlement. 
Beyond tlio plain on which the town is built rises a sort of semicircle of low hills 
called '*The BluflF," which is thickly dotted with handsome villas and dwelling-houses 
11) various styles of aTchitecture. Along the water-front of the foreign set lement 
runs a fine broad street called the Bund, on which, facing the water, stanJ many of 
tb<' principal houses and hotels. The streets in the foreign settlement are well paved, 
kerbeJ, and drained. There are Anglican, French Catholic, Union Protestant, and 
native Mission Churches in the settlement. Yokohama has greatly increased in 
importance of late years, but the export trade does not make satisfactory progress. 
There are three daily papers published in the port, namely, the Japan Gazette^ the 
Japan Herald^ and the Japan Daily Advertiser. The Japan Mail is publ'shed weekly. 

The entire population of Yokohama is about 50,000. The number of foreign 
residents in 1877 was 2,501, of whom 1,142 were Chinese, 570 British, 189 American, 
160 German, 131 French, 71 Dutcii, 62 Portuguese, 58 Sussiaus, and the remainder 
of various natioi alities. 

The imports into Yokohama consist chiefly of cotton and woollen goods. In 
1877, according to the British ConsuFs report, the value of the different classes of 
imports was as follows : Cotton manufactures, $7,027,237 ; woollen manufactures, 
12,890,882; mixed cotton and woollen, $1,056,048 ; metals, $1,157,078; arms and: 
ammunition, $855,465; miscellaneous foreign, $4,391,298; miscellaneous local, 
$2,612,977; total $19,490,485. The total value of the exports was $15,628,337. 
Silk is the most valuable of the exports, being set down at $10,043,413. Toe value 
of the tea rxpcrted was $2,613,188. The tot^ export of raw silk during the season 
from 1st July, 1877 to same date, 1878, only half of which period is covered by the 
Consular returns, was, according to the returns of the Chamber of Commerce, 22,024 
bales, of which 9,305 were for England, 10,064 for France, 1,411 for America, and 
1,244 for other countries. Ths export of tea during the season from 1st May, 1877, 
to same date 1878, was 14,587,721 lbs., all for America, with the exception of 74,615 lbs. 
for England. 

The value of the imports for the eight months of 1878 ending 31st October 
was $17,032,250, and that of the exports for the same period $9,022,713.

3. and 4 coUain in thl? n«-'^u 
part more than t:.irty Kmples, a'l surrounded by extensive cL "^^^^^ 
sJong the banks of the Okawa, are srveral large sto^rhouses whJnh^''? *'"^' 
Ihe Government; and on the ba'::ks of the canal^ ItXZaTel.^^^o^'li^^^ 
merchants, workmen, and fishermen. Tl.e largest portion of these four districts 
however, is occupied by the palaces ol the nobles. Tne districts No S «nTw « 
eootain almost exc'usively residences of nobles, many ol ThS ha^e naw'Slu'tn! 
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verlorl into PuMic Offices and built in European styles. Besides these thor*^ are thirteen 
temp)p9, nmonj? which the temple of Goh aku Bakan (temple ot the 500 images) is 
particularly vei.erated and deserves special attention. It consists of two large 
old buildir.gs which lave suffered severely from earthquakes ; a part of the idols 
belongine to Gchiaku Eakan have boen removed into an adjacont store-house. The 
district No. 7 contains abouf. twenty temples, whose t^ardens and out buildings 
cover nearly half of its entire area. Among these temples is that of Hachiman^ 
the Japanese ''Q-od ot War." The rest of this district is occupied by 
the governnientjl stores and warehouses and the dwellings of citizens. The 
district No. 8, besides many buil«lings belonging to the Government and to tbe nobles^ 
contains one large temple and a good many private houses. Honjo is connected 
with Tokio by four preat wooden bridges of very simple but solid construction. 
They are called, commencing on the north, (1) Adsuma-Bashi, (2) Liogoku- 
Bashi, (3) Ohashi, and ^4) Yeitai-Bashi. The largest of these is Ohashi, 
or Great BridiJ*©, its length being 350 yards. Honjo is a very quiet part of the 
capital. The quay, on the banks of the Ok iwa, foims a spacious and handsome slreety 
and may be especially reeomu.end<'d to a traveller who has only a few days id spend 
in Tikio. In passing along the quay, he will see across the stream sev rnl fine 
temples and great buildings, which stand on the western bank of the Great lllver^ 
and he may get at the same time a very good idea ot the animated river-lit^ oL' the 
Okttwa, whose waters are always covered with junks and boats of all descrii)tion8. 

Tokio prop(r is divided into three portions: Siro, or the Cas:le ; S.>to Siro' 
or Oatside of the Castle; and Midzi, Town and Suburbs. Siro, or the Tisu-eria^ 
Castle, has a circumfererco of nt ai ly five miW. It contains the palace of the Vi ik ido, 
the palaces ot the membiTS of tht* Council of State, and the Public Offic< s T!». re is 
not a single public temple in the Siro. The space which contains the in:, ^r'al 
palaces is surrounded by high walls and by several canals. There are i^i,; '.^ien 
public bridges in the Siro, and a multitude of pri/ate bridges, for almost overs palace 
is surrounded by a moat and communicates with the main road by sever ti little 
bridges. The imperial palaces exhibit that simplicity, both within and vvi.lit>ut> 
which distinguishes all Japanese buildings except the temples. The public w.ilks 
round,the castle «re very agreeable and picturesque. The finest part ol these w ilka 
is that on the banks of the principal canal, which is covered with thoi:Scinds of aquatic 
birds, and surrounds the fine oM walls of the imperial palaces. 

Outside of the Siro, or Cas-le, to the westward, there is a hill (Atap^o ama) 
which every foreigner should visit for the purpose of getting an idea of i l. .' ,,iea^ 
extent ot Tokio. It looks less like a city than a vast assemblage of parks uij J \ illas* 
In certain districts there may be se<^n regular streets, but by far the gioater ptrt ot 
the ground is covered with palaces and numerous temples, feurrounded by e ' sive 
gardens. The large temples are generally very fine edifices. As regards tl • ^ 'ices 
of the nobles, they are long buildings, of a single h'gh storey, ordin.ir \ Mto- 
was! ed, and look like good sizL*d warjhous- s, having nothing remarkal : fieir 
aichiteciure. The large doors of these habitations are sometimes oruii ' ilh 
good carvings; but usually they are made of plain wood, covered with ... tea 
of copper, forming various designs, such as the proprietor's coat of arms. Tho 
interior of thesf* palsices is simplicity itself, and the beauty and fir.oiiess ol the 
mats, carvings and paintings, are the only points of distinction between the bouses 
of the princes and those ot ordinary citizens. 

The Soto Siro has a circu nfercnce of nearly ten mil«s. It is sepa^ ^' d from the 
Siro by the canal which surrounds the latter ; from Honjo by the Okji a; and from 
the rest of the city by a large canal, called Chori. It is united to S'.ro by eighteen 
bridges; to Honjo by the three bridges, Liogoku-Bashi, Ohashi and Yeitai-Bashi ; 
and to the rest of Tokic by thirty bridges. In the interior of Soto Siro there are 
abouf twenty more bridges, among which is the celebrated Nihon Bishi or Bridge 
of Japan. This is regarded as tbe centre of the Empire, inasmuch as all 
geogra[»hical distances are counted fiom it. Ot tbe five square miles which form 
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tho total area of Soto Siro, about three are occupied by noblos' The fifteen 

temples situated in this part of Tokio cover a surface of one square kilometre. 

The remaining space of Soto Slro is very r'ensely inhabited, and may be called 
the commercial district of Tokio. Th?s interesiing district is situated on the east of 
the castle and has the form of a parallelogram. It is traversed in its whole length 
by the Tokai do, (the main-road of Japan,) and communicates by 15 bridges with 
the rest of Tokio. Of these, two are on the we8^, communicating with the Siro ; five 
on the south ; five on the east; and three on the north side of the c'ty. The mid«ile 
one of tho three northern bridges is the Nihou Bashi. The commercial district 
contains five longitudinal and twenty-two transverse streets, crossing each other at 
right angles, and forming seventy^eight districts. In this quarter, and in the three 
adjacent precincts, north, east, and soulh of it, there are neither palaces nor temples. 
It is in this part of Tokio that the principal commerce of the city is coneeutrated ; 
these streets are very animated. At the points where the Tokai-do enters and leaves 
Tokio are siluated the two places of capital exe<;ution. Among the fifteen temples 
to be found in Soto Siro, is the temple of Monzeki, the greatest Tcr a of Tokio ; 
and the temple of San no, one of the principal Mias of the capital. Tora is the name 
given to the Buddhist tempks, and Mia is the term for the temples ot the old religion 
of Japan. 

Midzi is the gereral na'ue for the wliole of Tokio not included in S ro and 
Soto-Siro. It has a circumference of 24 milos and covers a surface of nearly 29 square 
miles. Deducting from this the area of Honja, thert* is still to bo df^sciibed a su-face 
ol 27| square miles. This may be dividod into three parts, which may be called 
respectively, North, S^uth, and West, viewing them from the castle as a stand-point. 
The part North of the Castle covers a surface of alx>ut 11 square miles and 
extends northward to* the Oka^va, This northern suburb is rem «ricable for the 
number and extor t of the temples which are found there, and which cover a sur'^ace 
of not Iviss than 3^ square miles. The mjiusoleum of the Tycoons alone, surrounded 
by thirty-six temples, occupies a spaco of about a quarter of a square mile. Among 
the other temples of the northern suburb -Jiere must be mentio .ed these of Quanon, 
of Amida, of Confucius, and of Kanda, tho tutelary deity of Tokio. 

The temple of Quanon is one of the most l^eautiiul, most venerated, and most 
frequented temples in Japan. The avenue leiidi ig to the temple is lined with shops, 
in which are exposed all sorts of articles, religious and profane, to be sold to the 
numberless pilgrims who every year visi^ the tem;>le. The temple is elevated ab<>ut 
20 feet from the ground. A grand flight of steps gives access to the interior. 
There is a chief aitar at the extreme end of the temple, with side chapels at its 
right and left, containing a great number of wooden images, which, with the 
"glory" round their heads, resemble the inuiges of Catholic saints. The interior 
of the temple is not very larg**, and is not so conspicuous for cleanli».^ss as most of 
the public buildings in Jap in. At the light of the temple there is a fine old 
Pagoda, and near it two colossal stone statue^. The buildings which are called the' 
Temple of Confucius used to l>e the University of Tokio, but this has been superseded 
since tho Restoration by the Ko-gaku-ri(», Kai Sci-gaku-ko, and other universities in 
which Foreign instructors are employed. 

A great part of the remaining area formit.g the district N ^ th of the Castle is 
covered by paddy fi. Ids, in tho midst ol whicli rise picturesquely situated bouses. 
There are also extensive pleasure girdens, such as Askia-vauia, and neat little 
villages. The surface covered by paddy fields and pleasure gardens may be estimated 
at 4| squani miles. In this district, too, are situated the great theatre of Tokio and 
Yosiwara, nr tho court of public women. The part West of the Castle contains 50 
temples, and a great number of nobles* palaces. The pirt on the South of the 
Castle, with an average surface of 17^ square miles, contains a'>out sixty temples. 
The most remarkable among them is the Tera of Meguro. In this part of Tokio is 
situated the old T\Coon Mausoleum, surrounded by several templee. 

Several great 'fires have during the last few years wept Tokio, more especially 
that of April, 1872, which led to great improvements and the widening of the streeU 
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Bows ot fiue houses in brick and stone, and new bridges, in many cases of iron or 
stone, have been built, and the city tias in many portions bepin thoroUi»idy naodernised. 
The >ireet8 are gener illy broad and well kept. T»ie environs are very pictun'sqao 
and cfFer a greai variety ot pleasa:it walks or iMes. Foreigners cannot do better 
than spend the ir leisure hours in rambling ever the country. The finest scenery is 
at the northern and western sides cl tlie city where the country is surrounded 
by be uiiful hills, trom wh:ch there is a distant view ot the noble mountains of 
Hakoue, while beyond rises in solitary gnndeur the towering peak of Pusi-yama. 
The population of Tokio was, according to the census ot 1877, 1,036,771. The 
foreign residents number some 300, a large proportion of whom are in the employ of 
the Japanoe Government. 

A fore uu newspaper called the Tokio Times is published wt ekly in Tokio. The 
native Press is represents d by about twenty newspapers, several of wljich are dailies. 
Among them the Nichi Nichi Shimbun, the Hochi Sh mhun, the Choya Shimbun, and 
the Akebono Skhnbun lake the lead. The Da-jo-Kan is the Government Gazette of 
Tokio. Several others are class organs, and one journal, the MiMume Shimbun, ia 
the advocate of woman's rights.

NIIGATA. 



Niigata is situated on the west coast of Japan, and in the southern part of the 
province of Echigo, at the m<>uth of the river Shinano-gawa. Though well located 
for trade it has y elded the most disLj»point'ng results of all the Treaty ports of 
Japan. Foreign goods find their way to Niigata in considerable quantities, but 
since the opening of the port no direct foreign trade has been developed there. 
Even the small coast trade carried on for a time in foreign bottoms has ceased, and is 
now conducted in native steamers and other craft. The smaliness of foreign interests 
scarcely justify the expenses attendant on its maintenance as an open port. Trade 
might, however, be attracted if the port could be rendered practicable for the 
admission of foreign steamers. 

The town, which is one of the cleanest and best laid-out ;n Japan, has been 
materially improved within the last few years by the widening of the canals and 
streets, the latter of which are now lighted with petroleum obtained in the district. 
New Law Courts, Post-oflSce, and Schools have been built, and the town is connected 
by teV»grapb with Tokio and other cities of the Empire. A Government HospitaJ 
attended by a European doctor,and a large English school nn-ler English and Am* rican 
masters, have been established hire. A steam rice mill has been start> d and some 
fresli industries have been commenced. Niigata is still famed for the number and 
beauty of its women. The population of the town is 40,000. 

The value of the exports for 1877 was $24,000, There were no imports in 
foreign bottoms. As slated above, the whole of the trade is carried on in native 
craft.

HAKODATE. 

This, the most northerly of the treaty ports of Japan, is situated in the south 
of Yessi) on the Straits of Tsugar, which divide that island from Hondo. The port 
lies in latitude 41 deg. 47 mm. 8 sec. N., and longitude 140 d^g. 45 min. 34 sec. E.^ 
and the harbour s n- arly land-locked. The surroundmg country is hilly, V(»lcauic, 
and picturesque, l ut the town itself possesses few attractions, and consists mainly of 
one long 8tr« et of single-storied houses, the distinguishing feature of which is the 
roof made of thin wood shingle kept on by quantities of flat stones. The foreign- 
concession has never been built upon, the few foreign residents in the port having 
taken up the'r quarters in Japanese buildings. A row of fine temples, with I 'gh 
picturi sque roofs, occupying higher ground than the rest of the town, ar • the most 
conspicuous buildings. The climate of Hakodate is healthy and bracing. The hottest 
montt) is August, but the thermometer then rarely rises above 90 degrees Fahr.; in 
the winter it sometimes sinks to 18 degree s. The mean temperature throughout the 
year is about 48 degrees. 

The foreign tiu'le of the port is small and has never been important. The 
foreign shipping is annually decreasing and the direct imports have falh n oflF largely. 
The imports for 1877 were nil, compared with $27,308 in 1876. The exports for 1877 
amounted to $441,655 compared with $776,962 for 1876, showing a decreas** of 
1335,307. The agricultural resources of Yesso are rapidly developing under the 
auspices of the Kaitakushi or Colonization Department. The rich pasture lands are 
well adapted for breeding cattle. In the valuable and extensive fisheries on the* 
coasts, however, the chief exports of the future from Hakodate are to be looked for. 
Increasing quantities of dried fish are exported annually. The mineral resources- of 
Yesso, sa d to be large, may also some day yield a v.iluaMe addition to the exports 
of this p jTt. Hakodate is connected with the capital by telegraph. The populatiou 
of the town is about 11,000. The number of foreign residents in 1877 was 84, of 
whom 49 Were Chinese, 23 British; and the remainder German, Eussian, American, 
French, and Danish.

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THE PHILIPPINES. 



The P.iilippines are a rich group of islands, situate between lat. 5 and 22 N. and 
long. 123 and 133 E., and held by Spain under military occupation. The islands 
are over five hundred in number and contain an area of 52,647 English square miles, 
with a population, in 1876, of 6,173,632 souls. They are divided into 27 provincr-a, 
13 of which are on the Isle of Luzon, 4 on the Isle of Negros, 3 on Panay, and 3 on 
the Isle of Mindanao. 

Early in the sixteenth century the celebrated navigator Magellan unfolded to 
the King of Spain his brilliant project of reaching the Spice Islands by roundin^^ 
the southern extremity of the American contin nt, and, having been furnished with 
men and ships, he set sail. Having passed throui^h the straits which bear his name 
he reached the island.**, to which the name of the Philippines was afterwards given, 
in the spring of 1521, after a troublesome voyage of over eighteen months. The 
foundation of Spanish authority in the archipelago was then laid, but the illustrious 
navigator who first took possession in the name of his Royal Master lost his life in 
an attack upon one of the islands a month later and the ex|)edition, reduced to one 
ship, returned. Other expeditions were dispatched, some of which proved fruitless, 
but in 1565 the islands were formally annexed to the Crown of Spain, and in 15?1 
the city of Manila, which has been the capital ever since, was founded. 

The early histury of the Philippines is a record of continual trouble. Conflicts 
between the civil and ecclesiastical authorities led to internal contentions, while 
t>oth Portugal and the Netherlands coveted these rich possessions and harassed the 
Spaniards. Attacks w^ re also made at different point:* by powerful Chinese piratical 
fleets. In 1762 the capital was taken by the Enirlish, but was restored to Spain two 
years afterwards for a ransom of dgl,000,000. The ransom, however, has never been 
exacted. 

After the discovory of the islands ecclesiastics flocked to them in large numbers, 
and, und'sturbed by the attacks on Spanish authority, the work of converting the 
natives was carried on with great vigour. The clergy at the present time number 
1,962, and most of the natives brought under subjection profess the Roman Catholic 
religion. In the Philippines there has been little of that cruelty to the aboriginal 
population which so often characterises the process of colonization, and the natives 
are in go <^ral contented and well conducted, the priests exercising the almost 
unboundea influence they possess with great effect in the preservation of order. In 
the inaccessible mountainous parts of the islands there are still tribes of unsubdued 
savages, but their number is small and gradually diminishing. In the last census 
ri turns the number of natives not subject to the civil government and paying no 
tribute is ^iven as 602,853, while the number of natives paying tribute is returned 
as 5,501,3 '>6. There are a considerable number of meat izoe or half-castes, some of 
which are the children of Spanish fathers by native mothers and some the children 
of Chin se fathers. The following is the latest (1876) census return : —

The foreigners are divided as follows Americans 42, Austrians 7, Belgians ^, 
British 176, Dane 1, French 30, (Germans 109, and Italians 8. The population is 
rapidly increasing, the increase during the last twenty-five years being given as 
1,785,115. 
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The climate of the Philippines varies little from that of other places in the same 
latitude. Tl)e range of the thermometer during the year is from a little over sixty 
degrees to about ninety. The rainy season usually lasts six months and during this 
time inundations of rivers are frequent and travrlling in the interior almost 
impossible. Long continued droughts, however, sometimes occur, when the ground 
t)ecomes parcht d and the crops are utterly destroyed. Husbandry also suflfers from 
the ravages of locusts, which will sometimes almost entirely denude a whole province 
of herbage. T.'.e principal part of the group comes within the range of the typhoons, 
and terrific storms are of frequent occurrence. The islands are also the centre of 
great volcanic action. "The destructive ravages and changes produced by earth- 
quakes," says Sir John Bowring, writing in 1859, "are nowhere more remark- 
able than in the Philippines. They have overturned mountains, they have filled 
valleys, they have desolated extensive plains ; they have opened passages for 
the sea into the interior, and from the lake into the sea. There are many tradi- 
tional stories of these territorial revolutions, but of late disasters the records are 
trustworthy. That of 1796 was sadly calamitous. In 1824 many churches in Manila 
"were destroyed, together with the principal bridge, the bai racks, great numbers of 
private houses ; and a chasm opened of nearly four miles in length. The inhabitants 
all fled into the fields, and six vessels in tl;e port were wrecked. The number of 
victims was never ascertained. In 1828, durino^ another earthquake, th*» vibration of 
the lamps was found to describe an arch of four and a half feet ; the huge corner- 
stones of the principal gate of t! e city were displaced ; the great hells were set 
ringing. It lasted b tween two and three minutes, rent the walls of several ••hurches 
and other buildings, but was not accompanied by subterranean noises, as is usually 
the case." In 1863 another very disastrous earthquake occurred. 

The chief articles of produce are sugar, hemp, and tobacco. In 1876 the value 
of the imports was ?11,987,162, and that of the exports $14,837,796. The returns of 
the carrying trade show the curious fact of the carrying of imports being nearly 
monopolised by the flag of one nation, while that of the exports is tolerably equally 
distributed. This is accounted for by the differential duties in favour of goods im- 
ported in Spanish bottoms, most of the imports being therefore carried under the 
•Spanish flag. T^e vesst Is which carrv the t xports arrive for the most part in ballast 
from Hongkong or other ports in the East where they have discharged a cargo. The 
following is a summary of the Customs Returns for 1876 : —

Persons visiting the Philippines are required to obtain a passport from the 
British Consulate at the port of embarkation. 
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Manila, the ca ital of the P. ilippin s, is situated on the island of Luzon, at the 
mouth of the river Pasig, which empties itself into the Bay of Manila. The city was 
founded in 1571. In 1645 it was almost entirely destroyed by an earthquake, in 
whic h upwards of three hundred lives wer^ lost. In 1863 a great part of the city was 
again destroyed from the same cause, and the inhabita ts are in constant fear of these 
visitations. Tue dwelling-houses are built with especial reference to safety under 
8uch circumstances, anrl, although, large, possess fow pretensions to architectural 
beauty. The streets, also, are narrow and but small attiention has been d voted to 
securing shade by the growth of trees. There are several ancient churches which 
are worthy of notice. The cati edral, founded originally in 1578, has been several 
times »lestroyed by earthquakes and did not escape in 1863. It is now being re-built. 
The city and its suburbs contain a population of nearly 300,000 and are the seat of a 
considerable and yearly incieasins: commerce. The principal articles of export are 
hemp, sugar, tobacco, ci ars, cofE e, and indigo, while in the imports cotton goods 
form the chief item. Only a small portion of the present city is enclosed within the 
walls. The anchorage is distant some three miles from the shores. The river 
presents a scene of great animation, beinq: crowded with native craft, interspersed 
with Vessels of foreign build. The passport system is in force and no one can enter 
or leave without previously obtaining a pass. Before landing passengers are obliged 
to pull alongside a Cu tom-house guard b'>at stationed near the landing place to pre- 
vent smuggling. The garrison of Manila consists of the Europ. an and s veral native 
regiments. Tlie police of the city is also under military discipline and is composed 
of natives. A very low average of crime is said to exist, but the native classes are 
Dauch addicted to gambling, an ofEcnce punishable by law, although the Government 
rtaj^s a large portion of its revenue from the sale of lottery tickets. A race meeting 
is iield in the s[>ring and usually good sport is afforded. The chief standing amuse- 
iDeut is the opera, very goo 1 companies being induced to visit the islands by the 
likral patronage they receive. The orchestra is usually composed of natives, who 
{>os8e8s a remarkatily good ear for music. The princif>al theatre was burnt down on 
the 13th Octoht r, 1878, and is now being rebuilt. There are two daily papers, El 
Jyinrio de Manila^ published in the morning, and El Comercio, which appears in the 
eyening. An attempt was made in 1878 to establish an illustrated journal, bur after an 
existence of a few months it expired from lack of support. The hot season commenc:^s in 
Ma'-ch and continues until July, when the rains commence and continue to December, 
during which time the roads and streets get into a very bad condition. The maxi- 
mum annual rainfall r corded is 114 inches and the minimum 84 inches. The nmxi- 
mum of the thermometer is about 92, with a range of ten degrees during the twenty- 
four hours, a co j1 sea breeze setting in at night and reducing the heat to an endur* 
able temperature for sleeping. According to the census of 1873 there were residing 
in Manila 250 foreigners of European origin, 4,189 European Spaniards, 15,157 
Chinese, 46,C66 Chinese mestizos (or half-breeds), 8,849 Spanish mestizos, and, 
160,896 pure nativrs.

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This port, which is ttic chief town of the populous province of the same nantf 'm 
the island of Panay, is situaie i in lat. 10 deg. 48 min. W., near the south-eastern 
extremity oi the island^ close to blie sea, on the border of the narrow channel ioneed 
by the opposite islan 1 of ^iuimaras. The town is built principally on low mambj 
ground, ^^ar ly fronting the sea, and partly along the hit bank of a creek, or iakr^ 
which runs towards Jaro, and after describing a semicircle ji|j;ain me^ ts the sea near 
Molo. Although the principal seaport and stai of the 4u*..inLiient of the profincp, 
Iloilo is much smaller than many towns in its vicinity. The harbour is well protected 
and the anchorage good, the isluid of Guimaras forming a sheltered pgCssage. Sim 
depth of wator on ihe bar at the entrance to the creek or river Iloilo is about 6m 
fathoms at low water, but at a short distance within it decreases to fifteen feetavi. 
then deepens agam. T^e country round Iloilo is very fertile and extenshrrlj 
cultivated. The chief articles oi export are sugar, tobacco, sapanwood, rice, hidea^ 
hemp, aud cattle, Iloilo is about 2o4 miles distant from Manila.

CEBU. 



This is an important port and city of the Philippines. It is the capital of the 
island of Cebu, au<l ranks next to Iloilo among the ports of the Philippines. It was 
at one time the seat of the administration of revenue for the whole of the Bisayas, but 
this was removtd to Man la in 1849. The trade of Cebu consists principally in 
sugar, hemp, and rice. There are also very valuable and extensive coal deposits in 
the island of Cebu, but the mines liave not as yet been worked with any enterprise. 
The neii:hbourii»<^^ islands of Negros und Boliol possess extensive suj^ar plantations, 
a large propurtion of t:ie j roducj oi which finds its way to the port of Cebu for 
shipment.

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Saigon, tl e <apital of French CocLin Cbii a, is situated on the Saigon river, a 
branch ot the f c imai, in lat tude 10 deir. 50 min. N., and 104 deg. 22 min. longitude E, 
Saigon vas conquend by the Franco-Si^anish flf et on the 17th February, 1859, but 
Lower Cochin China, (comjais ng the provinces c f Giadinh, Bienhoa, and Mytho and 
the Iblands ot* Piilo CordorJ, was not definitely occupied until 1862, when it was 
formally surrendered by treaty ; in 1867, three more provinces were conquered by the 
French and added to their po8^e8sion8, viz., Chandoc, Hatien, and Vinhlong. The 
actual boundaries of French Cochin China now are : on the North the Kingdoms of 
Annara and Cambodia, on the East and South, the China Sea, on the West the Gulf 
of Siam and the Kingdom of Cambodia. 

French Cochin China is divided into six large provinces comprising in all nineteen 
Inspections. Besides Sa gor, which is the capital of Cochin China and at the same 
time of the province of Giadinh, the other chief towns bear the names of their 
respective provinces, Bienhoa, Mytho, Chandoc, Vinhlong, and Hatien. The 
colony meai^ures in breadth about 80 leaj.'^ues and in length an average of 50 leagues; 
its population amounts to 1,600,000 inhabitants. The country resembles a vast plain 
with small hills on t' e West and some mountains on the East and North ; the three 
hit;he$t are Batlen 884 metres, Baria 493 metres, and the Moi mountains 550 and 
600 metres in height. Tlie principal rivers are the two Naice, the Saigon River, and 
the Bienhoa or Dounai river. The lower parts of French Coci in China are wrinkled 
with small creeks or arroyos, giving easy and rapid communieation to all parts of the 
country. Of late numerous canals have been opened. The u.agnificent river Mei- 
kone, which desct nds from the Thibetan mountains, after running through different 
territories en sses Cambodia, and enters into the lower provinces of Fren* h Coehio 
China by two rivers and emptier it^eli into the China Sea by five large outlets called 
respictively Cua Eieu, Cua Balai, Cua Cochieu, Cua Dinh-an, aud Cua Batac. 

The principal product of Fret ch Cochin Cliina is ric«^. It is planted in 
almost every province except some ot* t! e Noi-thern districts. At the pres* nt n.oment 
the country can produce from 7,OUO,000 to 9,000,<}00 pieuls yearly, and a little over 
5,000,C00 piculs is annually exporte l. After this important urain the principal products 
are: — sugar cane, mulberry tree, pepper, betel nut, cotton, tcbacco, and maize; ci.ina 
grass, se8auiun,palma-christi,indigo,8affron, guui-lar,sapan (dye-wood), and cinchona 
also exist in pretty large quantities, with several other minor productions. The 
principal salt pits are in the province of Baria. The forests contain large quantities 
of fine tinil>er and abound with game of nearly every description, amongst which may 
be named elephants, rhinoceros, ti-ers, deer, wild boars, and elands, while amongst 
the feathered game the peacock, partridge, snipe, woodcock, jungle fowl or wild- 
cock, ]»heasant, &c., may be mentioned. The rivers and creeks swarui with fishes of 
every description and alligators abound in some. 

In the chief towns of rach province there is a citadel sufficiently garrisoned, and 
numerous military posts in the interior niaititain and watch over the security of the 
inhabitants. The Aunainese are a race devoted principally to agriculture; they are 
not so indusirious as the Chinese and are indifferent traders. The Chinese 
hold the largest proportion of the trade in their hands. The revenue of the colony 
is about 15,^ 00,000 fr. yearly, ai d the expe nditure i?j about equal to that sura. The 
two principal sources of revenue are opium and spirits, 

Saigon is situated ab mt 40 miles fro»n Capo St. James and is accessible to the 
largest vessels. Since its occupation by the French the climato has undergone a 
very favourable change, owing to different sanitary works in the town, such as 
drains, the filling up of pools, marshes, &c. The town presents a fine appearance, 
the roads and thorou:^hf ares being broad and regular. Amon*>8t the public buildings 
Gk)vernment House is the most remarkable ; several millions of francs i.ave been 
spent upon its construction and decoration. The other prominent public buildings 
are the "Direction de Tluterieur," the Treasury, the Post Office, the Land Office, 
Public Works Department, the Schools, and the Supreme Court. The Military 
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Hospital is a fine and han^lsome buildinir, as are also the Arsenal, Barracks, and 
Artillery pare. Saigon has two public irardens, the Jardin de la Ville,'* 
which is maintained at the expense of the munifipalitv, and t le Botanical 
Garden. There is one lar<re rice-mill in Sai*^on b'^lonjjiiij^ to a European firm and 
two more in the town of Choh^n, one of which belongs to a Chinese company. 
Ther«^ pre also two steam brick-yards, one in each town. Cholen is th^ granary of 
the coIquv and its commercial activity is enormous. A society call J the Nouvelle 
E^pcranc* " I as bf^gun sugar-cane plantin;? in the province of Giadinh, and it is 
believe 1 that it will piove successful; a steam sugar-mill will shortly be erected on 
the plantation. Another society called the Socie.te Agricole t t Industrielle " is 
trying the cultivation of pepper, coffee, and tobacco on three different plantations. 
There is an iron floating d<3ck an! a new one is in course of construction. 
The population of Saigon may be estimated at about 20,000 inhabitants, chiefly 
Annamese and Chinese. The town of Cholen, principally inhabited by Chinese traders, 
is three miles distant from Saigon, and its population may be set down at 50,000. 

The M. M. jiteamers cad twice a month at Saigon on their homewaril an-J 
outward trij^s. Easy communication is affordel rcith the principal towns of the 
interior by the steamers of the firm of Roqne, called ** Messageries de Cochinchine." 
Their steamers are large and commodious, and ply to and fro regularly with cargo, 
passengers, and mails, and t']ey are subsidized by the G jvernment. One of the 
Company's largest boats plies regularly once a week from Saiujon to Phnom-penh 
{capital of Ca'ubodia) and tnce versa, ca'lin^ on her way at Mytho, Vinhhmg, and 
Sadec^ All the principil towns of French Cochin China possess telegraphic com- 
munication, and a sub marine cable unites the colony with Singapore, Hongkong, 
Ac. The postal or^ranization of the colony is very complete and efficient. Cor- 
respondence can be s^nt daily to almost all parts of the country. The Courrier de 
Saigon, which is also the Government Gazette, and is publish m1 fortnightly, is the 
only paper in the colony. 

Saigon is a free port ; with the exception of opium, arms, and alcohol, all goods 
are imported and exported free of duty. In 1872, tlie arrivals of junks in the port of 
Saigon (coasting trade) amounted to 4,067, and 603 Enrooean vessels with an aggre- 
gate tonna-»^e of 284,14?0 tons frequentfd the port. The exp >rt of rice in 1872 
reachei 3,948,961 piculs, but since then it has increased c msiderably, sometimes 
reaching upwar »s of 5,00^,000 piculs. In 1878 the export i>y foreijrn Lroln ; vessels 
was up vards of 4,0^0,000 piculs. The value of the imports yearly is about 70,000,000 
francs, and that of the exports a similar amou';t.

Cambodia, or the Kingdom of ihe Khmer, as it is oalliMl by the natives, extends 
from 101 d' g. 30 m n. to 104 deir. oO mm. louL'ituae, and from 10 detr. 30 min. to 
14 <leg latitude. It was reduced to its |>res' nt propertldns in 1860 by tha 
annexation of its two ric est provincts, Anp;eor and Battambang, to S am. Its area 
is about 62,000 sijuan^ miles. It is boiind*'d on iho soutli-we.^,t by the Gu!f of S?am^ 
« n th«' 80'ith-< ast ))v Fpm c'i C«'<*bin C iina, on th^ north by the La<^R, and on the north- 
west and west l»y Lititam a ir an<l An^^oor. The noble r v r ^' ikong flows thiough 
tbe kin;jdonj, and a't- r pas.^ing throngli Frenc h Cochin Clr. *, em .ties ii self, by a 
ntiijilwr of nioutbs, into the sea. The Meikong is the gn^at waterway of Cambodia, 
andjl ke lln- Nile iu Egypt, lays the ^reat»r pait ot the countTy under water annually, 
greatly increasing ils feitibty. Tli'-re are somo otb» r navigab!(» rivers in the eountry, 
but none that coiUi an* with t!ns *' Great Fath-T of Waters." ':lie soil of Cambod a 
is rich and pro'uct've, and riec, j:e; j'(T, ir.<l go, eolton, tf^b :e'".s sugar, niai/e, and 
cardaraons arc cultivated. CoflVe and spires of all sorts ronld \ e grown. Among 
-woods, eboUN, r(»se, saj>an, pine, iron, a' d otln r valuable soi ls exist, no b'^^s than 
eighty d Iferent k.nds of timb- r beiu- found in the fore st-;. Irr.ii of good quality has 
been discovered aitd it is affirm* d (hat there are gold, silver, ana lead vnines in the 
mountains. 

Among others, the elephant, rhinoceros, tig'T, buffalo, 
d« or of u;:niv sjHTit s, wild boar, and tlie monkey maybe m«Mitio.»ed. Reptiles of 
eveiv kiiid are to I e found, fioni the alligator to the lizard. Winged game of all 
sorts, in<'luding sui]) woo(h_()eks, pheasants, p a'owl, teal, partri b^^*'-;, and wild ducks 
swarm. Hares and ra' 'bits are to Ik' fcund everywhere. Tiit i.sL. ries o Cambodia 
are very good and salt fish torms one article of export. 

Cambodia was once a large and powerful stat-, and proofs that it possessed a 
much higher c vibsation than now prevails are to be found in the architectural 
remnants of ;ormer grandeur. The noble ruinsof the ancient city of Angcor are monu- 
ments of a much superior people to the t eble race which now inhabits the Kingdom. 
Tht' Cambodians are closely allied to the Annames^', whom they resemble both in features 
and cusiotns. Polygamy is prictised among them. The preva bng religion is Bud- 
dhism. The people are apa' hettc and indolent and allow all the trade oi the country 
to fall into the hands o Chinese, of whom there are about 100,000 in Cambodia. The 
entire population of the Kitjgdom is a little over 1,000,000. 
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Tne G 'vernmeiit of Caniltodia is an absolute monarchy, under French protection. 
The present Kii p, Somdacli Pra Maha Norodom, is forty two years of ago and suc- 
ceed* d his father King Anc: Duong, who died in 18G0. As in Siam, there is a Second 
King, Maha OU-Kik, brother to the King, but bis title is pur ly nominal and his 
power equally so. King Norodom L is intelligent and amiaMe. He has adopted 
European babits and mode of living, and is always read v to lend his countenance to 
improvements and entjrprises calculated to promote the prosperity of the country. 

Phnom-penh, the present capital of Cambodia and seat of the Government, is 
situated on the river Meikong, nearly in the heart of tbo Kingdom. The King's 
palace i^ a large building, and the portion devoted to his use is built and furnished in 
European style. It contains some fine apartm nts. Attached to the Palace, and 
inside the Palace walls, are the Hall of Justice, Audience Rooii b, Treasury, Armoury, 
and some steam workshops and magazines. The Kirg {possesses three small stiamers, 
and several 8t4'am launches. His workshops are super ntrnded by European engineers 
and a European is in charge of the public works. Phnom-penh is improving under 
the present rule. Good roads are being made, and brick houses ar<» gradually super- 
Bedmg less durable structures, ihere is a strong iron bridge, and a te^ei^iaph office. 
Barracks are in course of construction. The Fr^nc'i B presentative resides in the 
city and occupies a handsome building. The European firms have erect i d substantial 
and comodious premises. The population of the Phnom-penh is estimated at 35,000. 

Trade at T>rt^8ent is limited, and the country gouerally is ent r ly undeveloped.

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Hanoi, the capital of Tonquin, ouce an independent Kingdom, but since 1802 
U province of Annam, is situated on the Song-koi, or Red River, 110 mile^ from its 
moutb. Tlie city rises gradually from the river, here about a mile in width, and, 
being embowered in trees, presents a pleasing appearance on approacbiug it by water. 
The citadel occupies the highest site, and is surrounded by a brick wall twelve feet 
high and a moat. Five ga^es give access to it, and in front of each is a redan 
strongly def I nded and manned by troops. The Government buildings and barracks 
are a.l inside the citadel. The city is Situated between the citadel and the river, and 
extends beyond the former in a westerly direction. The principal streets are wide 
and the bouses wo.l built of brick, but in the other quarters of the city the shops and 
houses are mat erections. The streets, with a single exception — ai:d that is 
inhabited by Chinese — aieunpaved, and in wet weather are simply impassable on 
account of the mud. There is plenty of life and business in Hanoi, and the shops 
and miirkc^ts are w< 11 supplied with native goods and produce. The Ct inese, as m 
other parts of Cochin China, are t! e leading merchants and traders. They number 
about 3,000. The F'ench Settlement, Lke Sliameen, is separate from the city proper, 
and is formed on recla med land. The French Consul is armed with ample powers 
and has a guard of marines at his disposal. The population of Hanoi is estimated 
at 65,000. 

The Song-koi is navigabVi for boats of light draught as far as Mang-bao, a con- 
siderable trading city in Yunnan, some 300 miles above Hanoi, but the disturbed 
condition of the frontier has hitherto pn vented any systematic attempt to open 
communication by th/s route with Western China. The French Government has 
given no encourage ment to its subjects to establish trade in this direction, but it is 
believed that the prospects are very favourable. The Tor quint se are indolent and 
apathetic, averse to any exertion, and totally devoid of ent( rprise.

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, The kiDgdom of Siam, of which Bangkok is the capital, extends from the latitude 
of about 23 deg. north to the Gulf called after itself. It is bound d on the west by 
Burtnah and the Bay of Bengal, and on the east by the Lai Mountains. The 
kingdom proper lies in the valley of the Menam, the country of the true Siamese. 
The boundaries of Siam on the Bay of Bengal reach from the possessions of Great 
Britain in Burmah in a southerly line to the boundary between Perak and Quedah 
in the Malayan Peninsula in the latitude of 5 deg. south. The Island of Junck 
Salong, containing enormous deposits of tin ore, is included in the territories of 
Siam. The boundary line runs nearly east from Perak across the Peninsula in 
about the same latitude between the Provinces of Tringano and Pahang to the China 
Sea, thence north to the h^^ad of the Gulf of Siam, The kingdom also comprises the 
greater part of the ancient domain of Lao and the rich and valuable possession of 
Battambang, once a pait of the Kingdom of Cambodia. The various dependencies and 
out-skirts are peopled by a variety of races, some sui generiSy others illustrating every 
form and shade of the transition between the original race and the Annamese on the 
East, and the Malays and Burmese on the South and West. The farmer capital of Siam 
was Ayuthia, situated on the Menam river (literally the ''Mother of Waters"), about 
90 miles from its mouth. In 1767 a series of bloody and desperate combats between 
the Siamese and the Burmese culminated in the capture and destruction of that city by 
the victorious Burman General and the consequent exodus of the conquered. Tbey 
moved down the river about 60 miles and there founded the present populous and 
flourishing ciiy of Bangkok. The Chief of the Siamese Army rallied the scattered 
troops and, building a walled city at Toutaboree, declared himself King under the 
title of Pya Tak. In 1782 the reins of empire were seized by one of his most 
distinguished generals named Taut Pa, who founded the prosetit dynasty, of which 
His Majesty the present King [the 40th reigning monarch in Siam of whom we 
have any record] is the fifth in regular descent. The city of Bangk< k is situated 
on both sides of the Menam, about 30 miles from where this magnificent stream 
cnipties itself into the Gulf. On the east bank of the river are the palaces ot the 
two Kinijs, the foreign hongs, the Consulates, the principal rice mills, and most of 
the Public Offices. The lelt is principally occupied by the Chinese and Mahomedam 
residents, tnough the Fore gn Office and the Tamens of the Prime Minister and his 
father, the ex-Kegent, are situated on canals leading from it. The bulk of the business 
18, however, transacted on the east side. Here a very fair road extends from the 
palace walls to Paklat, at the mouth of the river, and telegraph lines connect the 
•hipy>ing at the bar with the business portion of the city. The principal trade of 
Bangkok and the foundation on which not only its prosperity but *ts actual existence 
mainly rests is rice. This article is drawn in immense quantities, not only from the 
ianumerable fields which line the fertile valley of the Menam, but from the adjacent 
rivers which flow into the Gulf from the enormous water shed of the n^ountain 
crescent which fringes the northern extremity of the kingdom. The outturn of this 
grain in favourable years is scarcely to be calculated. It not only furnishes support 
to th*e native population of Siam and the Peninsula, but supplies China, Manila, the 
Straits, i^nd even Java and Sumatra. There is also a large and flourishing trade in 
teak wood, with very many other minor articles of native produce which are exported 
to China and the Straits. There are two regulaf lines of steamers to Hongkong, one 
German and one English, besides special boats only running during the rice season, 
•nd two connecting the kingdom with the Straits Settlements ; one of these is 
Siamese, the other British. These steamers run at state J intervals all the year 
round, and are only remoyed from the line for repairs or incase of sudden emergency. 
The Bailing craft of every flag, rig, and denomination are innumerable. Of public 
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institutions for foreign use, Bangkok can only boast an Episcopal Chapel and a 
Protectant Cometery. There are also a Pilots* Club ar I a Ladies* Library, both in a 
flourishing condii on. An American Bowling Alley and a German Hotel are the only 
buildings devuted to amusement and refreshment. The native palaces, temples, 
and public buildings are magnificent and on a large scale. The architecture is 
of a kind peculiar to the country and there is moio of novelty and mterest to be 
witnessed by passing travellers in Bangkok in a few hours, than can be found 
in China in many weeks. There are three newspapers published in the city, two in 
the English language and one in the native tongue, "^iie first is a daily sheet con- 
taining merely the arrivals and departures of ve? Is and advertisements; the 
second is a weekly, and both are conducted by a m.jsionary. The Dative journal 
is also a weekly, published by authority of the Government and fulfilling 
the functions of a Gazette. There was also a native journal of some pretence, 
edited by the King's Private Secretary, and published as a quarterly, intended 
as a sort of review, but there was not sufficient literary taste in the kingdom to 
support it, and with the third number it expiied. The revenue of Siam is very 
large, and if properly collect* d would be enormous, but the inertness of the nobility 
and the frauds practised with the utmost boldness and impunity, have very seriously 
impaired it. Of the Customs revenue probably not one-eighth of the legitimate 
amount is ever collected. The general revenue is farmed out to Chinese, and a 
triennial tax is also imposed upon all foreigners unrepresented by a Consul, such as 
Chinese, Annamese, '&c. The Courts of Justice are hotbeds of corruption, and the 
whole system ot jurisprudence is rotten to the core. In the hands of a civilized 
nation, Siam would ultimately develope into one of the richest and most flourishing 
<50untries in the East.

CHIEF BAZAARS IN BANGKOK. 
Talat Samp'eng — On the east side of tha 
river, a mile and a half in length, containing 
almost all varieties of merchandise and 
eatables 

Talat Sow Ch'ing Oh&— A little S. E. of

Talat Somdet Oug Noi — On the western 
side of the river, a little above Mussulman 
Square, for the sale chiefly of eatables;, 
quite a large market. 
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The town of Singapore, situated on the Southern shore of an island of the same 
name in lat. 1 deg. 16 rain. N. and 1 )ng. 103 deg. 53 mio. E., is the seat of Govern- 
ment of the Colony known as ihe Straits Settlements, consisting of Singapoie, 
Malacca, Penang, Province Welleslev, and a small strip of land opposite the Island 
of Pulo Dinding. Negotiations are, however, it is asserted, in progress whereby the 
latter cession will be cancelled. 

The Island of Singapore is about 27 miles lon^ by 14 wide, and is separated 
by a narrow strait about one to two miles wide from the territory of Johore, which 
occupies the Southern extremity of the Malay Peninsula. Originally taken possession 
of in 1819 by Sir Stamford Raffles, it was until 1823 subordinate to our then settle- 
ment in Sumatra. In that year it became an appana^^e of the Indian Government, 
in which condition it remained until 1867, when it was placed under the Colonial 
Office in conjunction with the other Settlements above mentione 1. 

The town proper extends for about three miles along the Soulh-Eastern shore of 
the Island spreading inland for a distance varying from half to three-quarters of a 
mile, though the residences of the upper class Europeans lie as a rule much further 
back, a circle with a radius of three and a haJf mil^s from the principal square including 
the majority. This portion of the island is entirely level, the highest hill of the 
island, indeed, about six miles from the South coast, only rising to a height of 530 feet. 
The country roads are well kept, and, thanks to the luxuriance of tropical vegetation, 
abound in shade. The streets, on the other hand, though wide and well metalled, are, 
as regards drains and gutters, a disgrace to the Municipality which has them in 
charge. Filth and obstructions of all sorts distinguish the native portion of the town, 
while as compared with nearly every other Eastern city in European hands, the 
architecture of the business quarters is singularly shabby and mediocre. The Govern- 
ment Offices and City Hall, however, are fine buildings. 

The estimated population of Singapore in 1878 was about 125,000 of whom at 
least 90,000 are Chinese. For many years a most injudicious system of petting these 
latter prevailed on the part of the Government. Dirty coolies without any pretensions 
to education, manners, or even ability, were, on the strength of fortunes realized ai 
spirit and opium farmers, even received at Government House, while the ultra tolera- 
tion shown to clan-fights and other disturbances on the part of the lowest classes, 
assisted by sainsengs or professional fighting men, resulted in riots which induced 
frequf nt loss of life and destruction of property. Matters have changed in this 
respect since 1876, and the Chinese are being relegated to their proper place. The 
Klings and Malays — who constitute the other portions of the " Native" community — 
a very lew Parsees, Arabs, Ac. forming perhaps a sixtieth part of the whole — are as 
a rule peaceful and unambitious and give but little trouble. The European com- 
munity consists in the main of English and Germans — some 550 of the former to 150 
of the latter. A larg ' half-caste or Eurasian population occupies the place elsewhere 
taken by the Asio-Portuguese. 

The principal business quarter of Singapore is the Raffles Square with its adjacent 
quays and streets. The foreign stores are few in numb?r but are fairly well supplied 
with necessaries, few of the luxuries, however, which are so prominent n Indian or 
Shanghai establishmen's finding place. A general want of enterprise, owing probably 
to the climate, is indeed a distinctive feature of Singapore life. 

Singapore poss sses a l.andsome though small Protestant Cathedral (the 
Colonial Chaplain being Arc'ideacon of the Settlement), a neat Presbyterian Chapel 
(just opened), and several Catholic churches of roomy proportions. The principal 
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schools are those of the Baffles Institute and the Christian Brothers, a Convent all* 
providing for the education of girls of the Koman Catholic persuasion. There is an 
English Club with premises in town and a well built bungalow some three milet 
out in the country, at which latter dances and amateur theatricals are frequ ntly 
givon. The German communitj have a simi'ar institution and the best feeling exists 
between the two nationalities. The Baffles library and museum (temporarily located 
in the premises of the Baffles School) are creditable and well kept institutions, though 
the Museum, being of very recent origin, is as yet only partially filled. The Library 
contains about 8,000 volumes of standard modern literature. 

Singapore boasts two go.)d hotels, the Hotel D'Europe and the Hotel de la Paix, 
the latter beii g chiefly patronised by Dutch and other foreign visitors. Emmerson'i 
Hotel, long and favourably knovm, is in process of moving into new quarters as a 
family boarding-bouse. 

Daily, fortnightly, and biweekly newspapers (the latter from a separate office) 
furnish the local news. 

Singapore is well oflF for Docks. The Tanjong Pagar Company's premises l e 
about a mile to the westward of the town, a fine wharf affording bertiiage for 
twenty vessels at one tin\e with sufficient water aloncrside for vessels of the heaviest 
draught, and protected by a breakwater from the swell from the roads and from the 
strength of the tides. The busin ss of the wharf is under the charge of an ex- 
perienced wharffinijer and assistants and there is an abundance of lab )ur, ensurincf 
the 8[)eedy discharge and loading of vessels alongside, facilitated by the use of steam 
winches, cranes, &c. 

There are commodious golowiis, er»»cted on the wharf for t ie storage of goods. 
Coal sheds capable of storin:^ 50,000 tons of the mineral adjoin the godowns while 
a small st am railv^ay essentially aids the labour of unloadin;^: vessels. The usual 
accompaniments are als * to be found — a graving dock 450 f *ot in Length, a machine 
shop, boiler and masting shears, &c. The New Harbour Dock Company, situated 
about a mile further West, has two docks of 415 and 450 feet length respectively, 
with sheds, workshops, &c. as at Tanjong Pagar. Both companies forward telegrams 
to and from the town free of charge. 

The Ocean," " Glen " and other local steamer lines usually go alongside the 
Tanjong Pagar Wharf. The French mail steamers and Messrs. Jardine, Matheson's 
▼essels use the Borneo Company's Wharf at New Harbour, while the P. & O. 
steamers have a wharf of their own still further West at Teluk Blangah, three miles 
from town. 

Communication with other ports is kept up by the P. & 0., Messageries, Ocean, 
Bubattino, Castle, and Glen lines of steamers (with some occasional visitors) to 
Europe ; by the Eastern and Australian line vnth Australia ; by the Netherlands India 
line with Java, Timor, and the islands of the Archipelago ; and by a Spanish line 
with the Philippines; all but the two last running to Hongkong. 

The climate of Singapore is remarkable for its salubrity, and the island has 
been described by medical writers as the " paradise of children," infantile diseases 
seldom being at sdl malignant. Despite its proiimity to the Equator an almost daily 
rainfall tempers the heat so thoroughly that few sleep vrithout blankets. The island 
is not exempt from the animal pests which usually infest intra-tropical locations. 
Three or four tigers (not man-eaters) are reported to have been seen in the north-west 
district ; wild pigs and monkeys (both very destructive to gardens) inhabit much of 
the junjrle surrounding the country residences; while the much dreaded cobra has 
been killed in most of the compounds near the town. The existence of the most 
formidable Asiatic snake, the Hamadryad, has also been demonstrated, though this 
fierce reptile is fortunately but very seldom seen. It should be added that speci jaeni 
of the formidable python, up to 24 feet in length, have been found in the jungle and 
that alligators and sharks inhabit the still waters of the coast. Mosquitoes, however^ 
form the principal plague, and cause far more iriitation and vexation than the oc -a- 
rional visits of the sn ikes, centipedes, or scorpions, which are now and then killed ia. 
bath or bed rooms. 
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Singapore offrTs but few p'»ints of salient ii terest to visitors. The Bot^nicaf 
Gardens at Tanni n and the Raffles Library and Museum being its only show places* 
Pew, however, are uninipress»'d with its wealth of vegetation — of a certain sort- 
The jungle, crowded with konipas, betel, and oocoanuf trees, I ere and there rrli**ved 
by durians, mauv^oes, and manj ostins, is grandly beautiful. But flowers flonrish to 
only a limited doirrre. Orchids indeed abou? d, but their blossoms soon fcide, while 
a few gorgeous flowering plants but poorly nmko up for the absence of roses, gera- 
niums, honeysuckle, and all the vast variety which we associate with a w<'ll kept 
garden at homo. 

Food in Singapore is indifferent. Fowls, ducks, and eggs form the staple of 
animal fo< d, one or two butchers supplying mutton or l>ef f if bespoken. Neither 
can, however, be recommended. The c'u.ice of vegetables is equally limited. Fruits, 
however, are abundaiit, moh as piiies, bananas, mangostins, and the usual varieiy of 
tropical growth. The muc'i vaunted and much abused durian — the odour of which 
resembles a combination of asafoel^ida, rotten ch) ese, sugar, bad eggs, and cinnamon 
— is seldom tolerated at the tables of foreisrners. 

Owincf to the long distances, horses and carriages are in universal demand, and 
numerous hack gharries * r palanquins on wh« els, a shade better than t^e old London 
cab, are to bo seen at almost every comer. The syces or drivers, however, are, like 
the boatmen of the port> a most extortionate set and require vigorous regulation on 
the part of the Government.

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THE CHINA AND JAPAN ORDER IN COUNCIL, 1878. 



At the Coubt at Osboene House, Isle of Wight, the 14th day 

OF August, 1878. 

Present : 

THE QUEEN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 

Whereas Her Majesty the Queen has power and jurisdiction over Her Majesty's 
subjects resident in or resorting to China and Japan : 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this behalf by the 
Foreign Jurisdiction Acts, 1843 to 1875, and by the Act of Parliament of the session 
of the sixth and seventh jears of Her Majesty's reign (chapter 80), " f<'r the better 
government of Her Majesty's subjects resorting to China," or otherwise, in Her 
vested, is pleased, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is 
hereby ordered, as follows : — 

PrdimiTtary. 

1. — This Order may be cited as " The China and Japan Order in Council, 1878." 

2. — This Order shall commence and have eflFect as lollows : — 

(a.) As to the making of any warrant or appointment under this Order, imme- 
diately from and after the making of this Order. 

(J.) As to all other matters and provisions comprised and contained in this Order, 
immediately from and after the expiration of one month after this Order is first 
exhibited in the public office of Her Majesty's Consul-Gteneral for the district of the 
Consulate of Shanghai ; for which purpose Her Majesty's Consul-General or other 
principal Consular Officer for the time being for that district is hereby required forth- 
wifh, on receipt by him from Her Majesty's Minister in China of a copy of this Order, 
with instructions in this behalf, to affix and exhibit this Order conspicuously in that 
I'ublic offiee, and to keep the same so affixed and exhibited during one month there- 
after ; of the time of which first exhibition notice shall be published as soon there- 
after as practicable in each Consular district in China and Japan, in such manner as 
Her Majesty's Ministers there respectively direct ; and the time of the expiration of 
that month shall be deemed the time of the commencement of this Order. 

3. — (1.) Articles 9 to 22, both inclusive, of the China and Japan Order in Council, 
1865, are hereby revoked. 

(2.) Articles 36 and 37 of that Order are hereby revoked as regards Japan only. 

(3.) In this Order "The Secretary of State " means one of Her Majesty's Prin- 
ci|>al Secretaries of State. 

(4.) Subject to the foregoing provisions, this Order shall be read as one with 
the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865. 

(5.) A copy of this Order shall be kept exhibited conspicuously in each Court 
and Consulate in China and in Japan. 

(6.) Printe d copies thereof shall be provided, and shall be sold at such reasonable 
price as Her Majesty's Ministers there re«[>eotively direct. 
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Supreme Court for China and Japan. 

4. — (1.) There shall be a Chief Justice and an Assistant-Judge of the Sapreme 
Court for China and Japan. 

(2.) The Assistant-Judge shall be the Registrar of the Supreme Court ; and the 
office of Law Secretary of the Suprc^me Court is hereby abolished. 

(3.) The Assistant- Judge shall hear and determine such causes and matters, 
civil and criminal, and transact such other part of the business of the Supreme Court, 
as the Chief Justice from time to time by general order, or otherwise, directs ; and 
for that purpose the Assistant-Judge shall have all the like jurisdiction, power, and 
authority as the Chief Justice. 

(4.) Any party to a suit or proceeding wherein any matter or question is heard 
and determined by the Assistant-Judge shall be entitled, as of course, to a rebearing 
before the Chief Justice, sitting with the Assistant-Judge, or, in the unavoidable 
absence of the Assistant-Judge, alone. 

(6.) If, on any such rehearing, there is a difiference of opinion between the Chief 
Justice and the Assistant- Judge, the opinion of the Chief Justice shall prevail. 

(6.) Throughout the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, and the Rules 
made thereunder, the Ciaef Justice of the Supreme Court shall, as regards China, be 
deemed to be therein substituted for the Judge of the Supreme Court. 

(7.) There shall be attached to the Supreme Court a Chief Clerk, and so many 
officers and clerks as the Secretary of State from time to time thinks fit. 

Court for Japan, 

5. — (1.) There shall be in and for Japan a Court styled Her Britannic Majesty's 
Court for Japan. 

(2.) The Court for Japan shall have a seal, bearing its style and such device as 
the Secretary of State from time to time directs. 

(3.) The Court for Japan shall hold its ordinary sittings at Kanacrawa, or, on 
emergency, at any other place within the district of the Consulate of Kanagawa, l>ut 
may at any time transfer its ordinary sittings to any place in Japan approved by the 
Secretary of State or by Her Majesty's Minister in Japan. 

(4.) There shall be a Judge and an Assistant- Judge of the Court for Japan. 

(5.) The Assistant-Judge shall hear and determine such causes and matters, 
civil ayd criminal, and transact such other part of the business of the Court, as the 
Judge from time to time by general oider, or otherwise, directs ; and for that purpose 
the Assistant-Judge shall have all the like jurisdiction, power, and authority as the 
Judge. 

(6.) Any party to a suit or proceeding wherein any matter or question is heard 
and determined by the Assistant-Judge shall be entitled, as of course, to a rehearing 
before the Judjje, sitting with the Assistant-JuJge, or, in the unavoidable absence of 
the Assistant-Judge, alone. 

(7.) If, on anv such lehearing, there is a difference of opinion between the Judge 
and the Assistant- Judge, the opinion of the Judge shall prevail. 

(8.) In Japan, persons accused of crimes which in England are capital shall be 
tried by the Judge of the Court for Japan, with a jury, and not otherwise. 

(9.) There shall be attached to the Court for Japan a Chief Clerk, and so many 
officers and clerks as the Secretary of State irom time to time thinks fit. 

Jurisdiction in Japan, 

6. — (1.) Her Majesty's Consul for the district of the Consulate of Kanagawa 
shall cease to hold and form a Prv^vincial Court. 

(2.) Unless and until the Secretary of State otherwise directs, Her Majesty's 
Consul for the time being for the di^^trict of the Consulate of Kanagawa shall be the 
Assistant-Judge of the Court for Japan. 

(3.) All Her Majesty's jurisdic'ion, civil and criminal, exerciseable in Japan 
shall, for and within the district of the Consulate of Kanagawa, be vested in the Court 
for Japan as its ordinary original jurisdiction. 

(4.) All Her Majesty's jurisdiction, civil and criminal, exerciseable in Japan 
U^yond the district of the Consulate of Kanagawa, and not under this Order vested 
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in the Court for Japan, shall, to the extent and in the manner provided by the China 
and Japan Order in Council, 1865, as modified by this Order, be vested in the Pro- 
vincial Courts in Japan, each for and within its own district. 

(5.) The Court for Japan shall have, in all matters, civil and criminal, an extra- 
ordinary original jurisdiction throughout Japan, concurrent with the jurisdiction of 
the several Provincial Courts in Japan, the satue to be exercised subject and according 
to the provisions of the China and Japan Order in Council, 1866, as modified by this 
Order. 

7. — (1.) Subject to the provisions of this Order, the provisions of the China and 
Japan Ordi?r in Council, 1865, and the Eules in force in the Supreme Court and other 
Courts in China and Japan made under that Order, shall extend and apply to the 
Court for Japan, as if the same were a Court (not a Provincial Court) establislied 
under that Order. 

(2,) For the purpose of the application thereof to the Court of Japan, in Articles 
23. 24, 38, 39, 41, 42, 43, 47, 54 to 57, 59, 61, 62, 67, 68. 69, 72, 74, 77 to 80, 83, 93, 
99, 102, 105, 108 to 111, 117, 119, 120 to 126, 144, 153, 155, all inclusive of that 
Order, and throughout those Rules, there shall, as regards Japan, be deemed to be 
substituted Japan for China or for China and Japan, Kanagawa for Shanghai, the 
Court for Japan for the Supreme Court for China and Japan, and the Judge and 
Assistant- J udge of the Court for Japan for the Judge and Assistant- Judge of the 
Supreme Court ; but not so as to afiTect those Articles or Rules as regards operation 
thereof in and for China. 

8. — (1.) Article 119 of the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865, relative to 
appeals in civil cases to the Supreme Court for China and Japan, shall extend and 
apply to appeals from decisions of the Court for Japan, as if the same were a Pro- 
Tincial Court within that article ; and that Article, and the Rules therein referred to, 
«hall accordingly, notwithstanding anything in this Order, apply to appeals from the 
Court for Japan to the Supreme Court for China and Japan ; but the last-mentic»ned 
appeals shall not be heard except by the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, sitting 
with the Assistant' Judge of that Court, or, in the unavoidable absence of the Assistant- 
Judge, alone. 

(2.) If, on any such appeal, there is a difference of opinion between the Chief 
Justice and the Assistant-Judge, the opinion of the Chief Justice shall prevail. 

(3.) Articles 120 to 126, both inclusive, of the China and Japan Order in Council, 
1865, relative to appeals to the Supreme Court for China and Japan in criminal cases, 
Bball extend and apply to appeals to that Court in criminal cases from decisions of the 
Court for Japan, both in cases originally tried in the Court for Japan and in casis 
brought by virtue of this Order before that Court, under those Articles, by way of 
appeal from any Court or Officer in Japan, ; and, for the purposes of this Article, the 
Court for Japan shall, in cases so brought before it by way of appeal, be deemed to 
be the Court trying the case. 

Judges in China and Japan 

9. — (1.) The Chief Justice and Assistant-Judge of the Supreme Court and the 
3nige and Assistant-Judge of the Court for Japan shall each be appointed by Her 
Majesty by warrant under her Royal Sign Manual, subject and according to Article 
23 of the China and Japan Order in Council, 1866. 

(2.) The Chief Justice and the Judge shall each be a subject of Her Majesty 
bj birth or naturalization, who, at the time of his appointment, is a member of the 
Bar of England, Scotland, or Ireland, of not less than seven years' standing. 

10. — (1.) In case of the death or illness, or the absence or intended absence from 
the district of the Consulate of Shanghai, of the Chief Justice or of the Assi^itant- Jud;^'e 
of the Supreme Court, Her Majesty's Minister in China may appoint a fit person to be 
the Acting Chief Justice or .to be the Acting Assistant- Judge (as Jbhe case may re- 
quire) ; but, unless in any case the Secretary of State otherwise directs, the Assistant- 
Judge, if present and able to act, shall always be appointed to be Acting Chief Justice. 

(2.) In case of the death or illness, or the absence or intended absence from the 
district of the Consulate of Kanagawa, of the Judge or of the Assistant- J udge of the 
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Court for Japan, Her Majesty's Minister in Japan may appoint a fit person to be tb* 
Acting Judge or to be the Acting Assistant-Judi^e (as the case may require). 

Vice-Admiralty Jurisdiction. 

11. — Any proceeding taken in China or Japan against one of Her MajeslT's 
vessels, or the officer commanding the same, as such, in respect of any claim cognisabk 
in a Court of Vice- Admiralty, shall be taken only in the Supreme Court or in the 
Court for Japan, under the Vice- Admiralty jurisdiction thereof respectively. 

Pending Proceedings. 

12. — Nothing in this Order shall adffect any suit or proceedings, civil or criminal, 
pending at the commencement of this Order, with reference either to the original 
proceedings therein, or to any appeal therein, or otherwise ; save that all suits and 
proceedings, civil or criminal, irstituted or taken in the district of the Consulate of 
Kanagawa before and pending at the commencement of this Order are hereby trans- 
ferred to the jurisdiction of the Court for Japan ; and the same may be carried on 
and shall be tried, heard, and determined, in and by the Court for Japan, as nearly 
as may be, as if the same had been instituted or taken in the district of the Consu- 
late of Kanagawa after the commencement of this Order. 

And the Most Honourable the Marquis of Salisbury, and the Rij?ht Honourable 
Sir Michael Edward Hicks-Beach, Baronet, two of Her Majesty's Principal Secrr ta- 
ries of State, and the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, and the Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Admiralty, are to give the necessary directions herein as to them may 
res|>ectively appertain.

An Act fob Extending and Amending the Fobeign 
JuBiSDiCTiON Acts [16th August, 1878]. 



Bb it enacted by the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the autho* 
rity of the same, as follows : (that is to say), — 

1. — (1.) This Act shall be construed as one with the Foreign Constmrt ion of Act ahA 
Jurisdiction Acts 1843 to 1875, and those Acts together with this ^^0! 7*vi't., c. »4. 
Act, may be cited as Foreign Jurisdiction Acts, 1843 to 1878, and 29*^^ -^^'v,'! ' u^' 
this Act may be cited separately as the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 38 and ml vlll c 
1878. 

(2.) The Acts whereof the titles are given in the First 
Scbedale of this Act may be cited by the respective short titles 
given in that Schedule. 

2. — The Acts mentioned in the Second Schedule to this Act Kepeal of ennotmentu in 
are hereby repealed to the extent in the third column of that Sche- schedule, 
dule mentioned ; provided that, — 

(1.) Any Order in Council, commission, or instructions 
made or issued in pursuance of any enactment hereby 
repealed, and in force at the passing of this Act, shall 
continue in force imtil altered or revoked by Her 
• Majesty ; and 

(2.) This repeal shall not affect anything done or suffered, 
or any right accrued or liability incurred before tiie 
passing of this Act ; and 

(3.) Any action, suit, or oth^r proceeding affected by any 
enactment hereby repealed may be carried on in like 
manner as if this Act had not been passed. 

3. — (1.) It shall be lawful for Her Majesty the Queen in Power for Queen in 
Council, if it seems fit, from time to time, by Order, to direct that eZ"n.lnN7n7f 
all or any of the enactments described in the First Schedule to this Scbe^iiiif. 
Act, or any enactments for the time being in force amending or ^ ' ^ '* ' ' ' 
substituted for the same, shall extend, with or without any excep- 
tions, adaptations, or modifications in the Order mentioned, to any 
country or place to which for tho time being the Foreign Jurisdic 
tion Act, 1843, applies.

4 — An Order in Council purporting to be made in pursuance 
of the Foreign Jurisdiction Acts, 1843 to 1878, oi any of them, 
shall be deemed a Culonial law within the Colonial Laws Validity 
Act, 1865, that is to say, the Act of the session of the twenty -eighth 
and twenty-ninth years of the reign of Her present Majesty, chapter 
sixty- three, " to remove doubts as to the validity of colonial laws;" 
and any country or place to which any such Order extends shall be 
deemed a colony within that Act. 

5. — In any country or place out of Her Majesty's dominions, 
in or to which any of Her Majesty's subjects are for the time being 
resident or resortincr, and which is not subject to any government 
from whom Her Majesty might obtain power and jurisdiction by 
treaty or any of the other means mentioned in the Foreign Jurisdic- 
tion Act, 1843, Her Majesty shall by virtue of this Act have power 
and jurisdiction over Her Majesty's subjects for the time being 
resident in or resorting to that country or place, and the same shall 
be deemed power and jurisdiction had by Her Majesty therein 
within the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1843. 

6. — It shall be lawful for Her Majesty the Queen in Council, 
from time to time, by Order, to make, for the government of Her 
Majesty's subjects being in any vessel at a distance of not more 
than one hundred miles from the coast of China or of Japan, any 
law that to Her Majesty in Council may seem meet, as fully and 
eflfectually as any such law might be made by Her Majesty in 
Council for the government of Her Majesty's subjects being in 
China or in Japan. 

7. — Every Order in Council made in pursuance of the Foreign 
Jurisdiction Acts, 1843 to 1878, or any of them, shall belaid before 
both Houses of Parliament forthwith after it is made if Parliament 
be then in session, and if not, forthwith after the commencement 
of the then next session of Parliament. 

8. — (1.) An action, suit, ])rosecution, or proceeding against 
any person for any act done in pursuance or execution or intended 
execution of the Foreign Jurisdiction Acts, 1843 to 1878, or any of 
them, or of any Order in Council ma^le under the same, or of any 
such power or jurisdiction of Her Majesty as is mentioned in the 
said Acts or any of ihem, or in r spect of any alleged neglect or 
default in the execution of the said Acts or any of them, or of any 
such Order in Council, power, or jurisdiction as aforesaid, shall not

(a.) In any Court within Her Majesty's dominions, unless 
it is commenced within six mont!is next after the act, 
neglect, or default complained of, or in case of a con- 
tmuai^ce of injury or damage, within six months next 
after tne ceasing thereof, or where the cause of action 
arose out of Her Majesty's dominions, within six 
months after the parties to such action, suit, prosecu- 
tion, or proceeding have been within the jurisdiction 
of the Couit in which the same is instituted ; 

(b.) Nor in any of Her Majesty's Courts without Her Ma- 
jesty's dominions, unless the cause of action arose 
witl in the jurisdiction of that Court, and the action is 
commenced wittiin six months next after the act, 
neijlect, or default complained of, or, in case of a con- 
tinuance of injury or datnage, within six months next 
alter the ceabing thereof. 
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(2.) In any such action, suit, or proceeding, tender of 
amends before the same was commenced may be pleaded in lieu of 
or in addition to any other plea. If tiie action, suit, or proceeding 
was commenced after such tender, or is proceeded with after pay- 
ment into Court of any money in satisfaction of the plaintiff's claim, 
and the )»laintifF does not recover more than the sum tendered or 
paid, he shall not recover any costs incurred after such tender or 
payment, and the defendant shall b? entitled to costs, to be taxed 
as between solicitor and client, as from the time of such tender or 
payment; but this provision shall not affect costs on any injunction 
in the action, suit, or proceeling.

THE QUEEN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY IN COUNCIL. 

Whereas an Act of Parliament was passed in the Session of the Preamble, 
sixth and seventh years of Her Majesty's rei^^n (chapter eighty) **for ^ * ^ 
the better government of Her Majesty's subjects resorting to China" : 

And whereas, by that Act it was enacted (among other things) 
that it should be lawful for Her Majesty, by any Order or Orders 
made with the advice of Her Privy Council, to ordain for the 
government of Her Majesty's subjects being within the dominions 
of tlje Emperor of China, or being within any ship or vessel at a 
distance of not more than one hundred miles from the coast of 
China, any law or ordinance which to Her Majesty in Council might 
seem meet, as fully and eflFectually as any such law or ordinance could 
be made by Her Majesty in Council for the government of Her 
Majesty's subjects being within Her Majesty's Island of Hongkong: 

And wherea-', another Act of Parliament was passed in the same e & 7 Vict. 
Session (chapter ninety-four) " to remove doubts as to the exercise of 
power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers countries and 
places out of Her Majesty's dominions, and to render the same more 
effectual " (to which Act the expression The Foreign Jurisdiction 
Act when hereafter used in this Order refers) : 

And whereas, by The Foreign Jurisdiction Act it was enacted 
(among other things) that it was and should be lawful for Her 
Majesty to hold, exercise, and enjoy any power or jurisdiction which 
Her Majesty then had, or might at any time thereafter have, within 
any country or place out of Her Majesty's dominions, in the same and 
as ample a manner as if Her Majesty had acquired such power or 
jurisdiction by the cession or conquest of territory : 

And whereas. Her Majesty has had and now has power and 
jurisdiction in the dominions of the Emperor of China, and in the 
dominions of the Tycoon of Japan: 

And whereas, Her Majesty was pleased from time to time, by and 
with the advice of Her Privy Council, by Orders in Council of the 
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several dates in the Schedule to this Order specified, to ordain laws 
and ordinances for the better government of Her Majest/s subjects 
being witbiu the dominions of the Emperor of China, or being within 
certain ships or vessels at a distance of not more than one hundred 
miles from the coast of China, and to make provision for the exercise 
of Her Majesty's power and jurisdiction aforesaid in the dominions 
of the Emperor of China and of the Tycoon of Japan respectively : 

And whereas, it has seemed to Her Majesty, by and with the 
advice of Her Privy Council, to be expedient at the present time to 
revise the provisions of the said Orders, and to ordain further and 
other laws and ordinances for the better government of Her Majesty's 
subjects being within the dominions of the Emperor of China, or 
being within such sliips or vessels as aforesaid, and to make further 
and other provision for the due exercise of Her Majesty's power and 
jurisdiction aforesaid and particularly for the more regular and 
eflScient administ ation of justice among Her Majesty's subjects 
resident in or resorting to the dominions of the Emperor of China 
or of the Tycoon of Japan : 

And whereas, under the authority of provisions in this behalf in 
the first-recite<i Act contained, ordinances for the peace, order, and 
good government of Her Majesty's subjects bein^ withinthe dominions 
of the Emperor of China, or being within certain ships or vessels at a 
distance of not more than one hundred miles from the coast of China^ 
have been from time to time made by the Superintendent of the Trade 
of Her Majestv's subjects in China (sucli Superintendent being also 
the Governor of Hongkong), with theadviceof the Legislative Council 
of Hongkonir, which ordinances are known as Consular Ordinances : 

And whereas, such of those Consular Ordinances as are described 
in the Sclieduie to this Order are now in force, wholly or in part, but 
they are liable to repeal by order of Her Majesty in Council, and it 
is expedient that they be repealed, such of their provisions as are 
not int^ude<l to be abrogated beinf? consolidated with this Order : 

Now, therefore. Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the first-recited Act and The Foreign Jurisdiction Act, or 
eitlier of them, or otlierwise in Her vested, is pleased, by and with 
the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered, 
as follows ; 

I. — Preliminary. 

Short Title. 1. T'nis Order may be cited as The Cuina and Japan Order iu 

Council, 1865. 

2. In this Ord' r— 

' Bterpretatlon. The term China means the dominions of the Emperor of 

C:jina : 

The term ''Japan" means the dominions of the Tycoon of 
Japan : 

The t«*rm "Ministf^r'* means the superior diplomatic repre- 
sentative ot Her Majesty for the time being, whether 
Ambassador, Euvov, Minister Plenipotentiary, or Cnarge 
ci'Ati aires. 

The term Chief Superintendent of Trade *' means the 
Superintendent of the trade of Her Majesty's subjects in 
Cliina for the time being, or any i)erson for the time 
being authorized to act as such : 

The term ** Consular Officer" includes every officer in Her 
Majesty's Consular Service, whether Consul-General, 
Consul, Vice-Consul, or Consular Agent, or person 
authorized to act iu any such capacity in China or Japan : 
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The term "British vessels" includesevery vessel beingaBritish 
ship within the meaning of The Merchant Shipping: Act, 
1854, or any other Act of Parliameot for the time being in 
force for the regulation of merchant shipping, — and any 
vessel owned wholly or in part by any person entitled to be 
the owner of a British ship in the sense aforesaid, — and 
any vessel provided with sailincf-letters from the Governor 
or OfiBcer administering the Government of Hongkong, 
or from the Chief Superintendent of Trade : — 
The term "Treaty" includes Convention, and any Agreement, 
Regulations, Rules, Articles, Tariff, or other instniment 
annexed to a Treaty, or agreed on in pursuance of any 
stipulation thereof : 
The term " month " means calendar month : 
Words importing the plural or the sing:ular may be construed 
as referring to one person or thing or more than one 
person or thing, and words importing the masculine as 
referring to females (as the case may require).

7. There shall be a Court styled Her Britannic Majesty's style and seal of 
Supreme Court for China and Japan. supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court shall have a seal bearing its styles and such 
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device as one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State from 
time to time directs. 

8. TheSnpremeCourt shall hold its ordinary sittingsat Shanghai, 
or, on emergency, at any other place within the district of the 
Consulate of Sbangl ai; but may at any time transfer its ordinary 
sittings to any such place in China as one of Her Majesty's Principal 
Secretaries of State or Her Majesty's Minister in China approves, 

9. There shall be one Judge of the Supreme Court. 

He shall be appointed by Her Hajesty, by warrant under Her 
Royal si^ii manual. 

He shall be a subject of Her Majesty (by birth or naturalization) 
who at the time of his appointment is a member of the bar of England, 
Scotland, or Ireland, of not less than seven years' standing, or has 
filled the office of Assistant Judge or Law Secretary in the Supreme 
Court, or the office of Judge or Legal Vice-Consul or Law Secretary 
in Her Majesty's Consular Service. 

10. The Judge may from time to time, in case of his absence or 
intended absence ^rom the district of the Consulate of Shanghai, 
either in the dist harge of bis duty or with permission of one of Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, or in case of illness, appoint, 
by writing under his Land and the seal of the Supreme Court, a fit 
person to be his deputy for the time therein mentioned ; but every 
such appointment shall be revocable, at pleasure, by the Judge, by 
writing under his hand and the seal of the Supreme Court. 

The person so appointed shall, during the continuance of his 
appointment, have all the like power and authority as the Judge.

13. The Assis^tant Judge shall be appointed by Her Majesty, by 
warrant under Her Royal sign manual. 

14. The Assistant Judge shall hear and determine such matters 
and questions arising in suits and proceedings of a civil nature, 
orii'inally instituted in the Supreme Court, as are from time to time 
especially referred to him by the Judge; but in every such case any 
party to the suit or proceeding shall be entitled as of course, to a 
re-hearing before the Judge. 

15. The Assistant Judire shall hear and determine in summary 
way such criminal charj^es originally brought before the Supreme 
Court as may be lawfully so heard and determined, and as are from 
time to time referred to him by the Judge. 

16. In case of the absence or illness of the Assistant Judge, or 
during a vacancy in the office of Assistant Judge, or dnrin^j^ the 
temporary empl ^yment of the Assistant Judge in any ot^ier capacity, 
or on emergency, the Judge may, by writing under his hand and the 
seal of the Supreme Court, appoint the Law Secretary, or any fit 
person approved by one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of 
State, or by Her Majesty's Minister in China, to act as Assistant 
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Jadge for the time therein mentioned ; but every such appointment 
shall be revocable, at pleasure, by the Judge, by writing under his 
hand ard the seal of the Supreme Court.

19. The Law Secretary shall hear and determine such matters Dutiw of Law SocretArr 
and questions arising in suits and proceedings of a civil nature ^'^^ 
originally instituted in the Supreme Court as the Jud;e from time to 

time for the despatch of urgent business tliinks fit to refer especially to 
him, but in every such case any party to the suit or proceeding suall 
be entitled, as of course, to a rehearing before the Judge. 

20. The Law Secretary shall discharijc such (^uties in connexion in crimmAi prosecutioiii. 
with the conduct of criminal prosecutions as the Judge from time to 

time directs. 

21. The Law Secretary shall hear and determine in a summary in he*rmg criminal 
way such criminal charges originally brought before the Supreme 

Court as may be lawfully so heard and determined, and as the Jud^e 
from time to time for the despatch of urgent business thinks fit to 
refer specially to him. 

22. In case of the absence or illness of the Law Secretary, or Acting Law Secrettrj. 
during a vacancy in theoflSce of Law Secretary, or duringthe temporary 
employment of the Law Secretary in any other capacity, or on 

emergency, the Judge may, by writing under his hand and the seal of 

the Supreme Court, appoint any fit person approved by one of Her ^ 

lIajesty'sPrincipalSecretarie8ofState,orbvHerMajestv'sMini9terin 

China, to act as Law Secretary for the time therein mentioned ; but 

every such appointment shall be revocable, at pleasure, by the Judge, 

by writing under his hand and the seal of the Supreme Court. 

The person so appointed shall, during the continuance of 
his appointment, have all the power and autl^ority of the Law 
^cretary. 

23. The Judge, Assistant Judge, and Law Secretary shall hold Alr52it''jndg^ 
office during the pleasure of Her Majesty, but any warrant of and Law SeoreUrf, 
appointment to the office of Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law Secretary 

shall not be vacated by reason only of a demise of the Crown. 

Li case at any time Her Majesty thinks fit by warrant under Her 
Eoyal sign manual to revoke the warrant appointing any person to be 
Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law Secretary, — or while there is a Judge, 
Assistant Judge, or Law Secretary in office, thinks fit by wan ant 
under Her Royal sign manual to appoint another person to be Judge, 
Assistant Judge, or Law Secretary (as the case may be); — then and 
in every such case, until the warrant of revocation or of new

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obtaiDed, may from time to time temporarily attach to the Supreme 
Court any persons holding appointments as Consuls or Vice-Consuls. 

Every personso attached shall discharge such duties in connerion 
with the Court as the Judge from time to time, with the approral 
of one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, directs, and 
shall have the like power and authority as the Assistant Jud|2;e or 
Law Secretary has, according as in each case the nature of the duties 
directed to be discharged by the person so attached may require. 

II. — The Provincial Courts. 

25. Each of Her Majesty's Consuls-General, Consuls, and Vice- 
Consuls (holdintr a commission as such from Her Majesty), resident 
in China or in Japan (with the exception of Her Majesty's Consuls at

Each Provincial Court shall have a seal bearing its style and 
such device as one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State 
fi-om time to time directs. 

IV. — Juries. — Assessors. 

26. — Every male British subject resident in China or in Japan,— 
being of the age of 21 years or upwards, — being able to speak and 
read English, — having or earning a gross income at the rate of not les^ 
ttan250dollars ayeaf, — nothavingbeenattainted of treason or felony, 
or convicted of any crime tl at is infamous (unless he has obtained a 
free pardon), — and not being under outlawry, — shall be qualified to 
serve on a jury. 

27. All persons so qualified shall be liable so to serve, except 
the following: — 

Persons in Her Majesty's Diplotnatic, Consular, or other Civil 

service in actual employment. 
Officers, clerks, keepers of prisons, messengers, and other persons 

attached to or in the service of any of Her Majesty's Courts ; 
Officers and others on full pay in Her Majesty's Navy or Army, 

or in actual employment in the service of any Department 

connected therewith ; 
Persons holding appointments in the Civil service, and 

Commissioned Officers in the Naval or Military service of 

the Emperor of C:jina or of the Tycoon of Japan. 
Clergymen and ministers in the actual discharge of professional 

duties ; 

Advocates and attorneys in actual practice ; 

Physicians, surgeons, and apothecaries in actual practice ; 

And except persons disabled by mental or bodily infirmity. 

28. On or before the 14th day of September, in the year 1865, 
and on or before the 14th day of January in every subsequent year, 
each Court shall make out a list of the persons so qualified and 
liable, resident within its district. 

The list shall, on or before the 21st day of the same respective 
Month, be affixed in some conspicuous place in the Court, and shall be 
there exhibited until the end of that month, with a notice .annexed 
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that on a day specified, not beinjf sooner than the 7th or later than 
the 14th day of the then next month, the Court will hold a special 
sitting for the revision of the list. 

The Court shall hold such special sitting accordingly, and at such 
sitting, or at some adjournmeDt thereof (of wbich public notice shall be 
given), shall revise the list by striking out the name of any person 
appearing to be not qualified or not liable to serve, and by inserting 
the name of any person omitted and appearing to be so qualified and 
liable, either on the application of the person omitted, or on such 
notice to him as the Court tLinks fit. 

The list shall be finally revised and settled not later than the 
2l8t day of October in the year 1865, and not later that) the 21st day 
of February in every subsequent year, and when settled shall be 
aflSxed in some conspicuous place in the Court, and be there exhibited 
during not less than two months. 

Such list, as settled, shall be brought into use in the year 1865, 
on the Ist day of November, and in every subsequent year on the 1st 
day of March, and in every case shall be used as the Jury list of the 
Court until the 1st day of Mirch next after the time of its being 
brought into use. 

29. Where, in pursuance of this Order, a jury is ordered, the SummoBiBrifta 
Court shall summon so many of the persons comprised in the jury »**«*^»»«* ^^^J'"^ 
list, not fewer than fifteen, as seem requisite. 

Any person foiliBg to attend acconlin^ to such summons shall Penaitj. 
be liable to such fine, not exceeding 50 dollars, as the Court thinks 
fit to impose. 

Any such fine shall not be levied until after the expiration of 
14 days. The proper officer of the Court shall forthwith give 
io the person fined notice in writing of the imposition of the fine, 
and require him within six days after receipt of the notice to file 
an affidavit excusing his non-attend^tnce (if he desires to do so). Th^ 
Court shall consider the affidavit, and may, if it stems proper, remit 
the fine.

allowed as in England, with this addition, — that in civil cases each 

party may cl allenge three jurors peremptorily. 

32. A jury shall be required to give an unanimous verdict. Unanimity, 

33. Where a Provincial Court proceeds, in pursuance of this ProTincimT Con«Til*r 
Order, to hear and determine any case, civil or criminal, with {hJjiTnmnbc^ 
Assessors, the Court shall nominate and summon as Assessors not quAiiflcationB; 
less than two and not more than four indiflferent British subjects of 

good repute, resident in the district of the Court. 

Where, however, by reason of local circumstances, the Court is 
able to ohtiin the presence of one fit person only as Assessor, the 
Court may sit with him alone as Assessor ; and where for like 
reasons ti:e Court is not able to obtain the presence of any fit person 
as Assessor, the Court may (notwithstandinj/ anything in this Order) 
sit without an Assessor ; but in every such case the Court shall 
record in the minutes of proceedings its reasons for sitting with one 
Assessor only, or without an Assessor. 

34. An Assessor shall not have voice or vote in the decision of ftmctiom. 
the Court in any case, civil or criminal ; but an Assessor dissenting 

in a civil case from any decision of the Court, or in a criminal case 
from any decision of the Court, or the conviction of the amount of 
punishment awarded, may record in the minutes of proceedings his 
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dissent and the groun Is thereof ; and an Assessor dissenting shall 
be entitled to receive gratis a certified copy of the minutes. 

V. — Jurisdiction and Authorities of Her Majbptt's Courts. 

I. — In General, 

35. All Her Majesty's jurisdiction, civil and criminal, 
exerciseable in China, shall, for and within the district of the 
Consulate of Shanghai, be vested exclusively in the Supreme Court 
as its ordinary orijOfinal jurisdictions. 

36. All HerMajesty'sjurisdictionjCivilandcriminal, exerciseable 
in China, beyond the district of the Consulate of Slianghai and not 
under this Order vested exclusively in the Supreme Court, — and ail 
Her Majesty's jurisdiction, civil and criminal, exerciseable in Japan 
and not under this Order vested exclusively in the Supreme Court, — 
shall, to the extent and in the minn jr provided by this Order, be 
vested in the Provinci il Courts, eaoh for and within its own district, 

37. The Supreme Court shall have, in all matters civil and 
criminal, an extraordinary original jurisdiction throughout China 
and Japan, concurrent with the jurisdiction of the several Provincial 
Courts, such extraordinary jurisdiction to be exercised subject and 
according to the provisions of this order. 

38. The Judge of the Supreme Court may, from time to time, 
visit in a ma^^isterial or judicial capacity any Provincial Court, and 
there inquire of, or hear and determine, any case, civil or criminal, 
pending in that Court, or arising within its district, — or, from time 
to time, may appoint the Assistant Judge or the Law Secretary of 
the Supreme Court to visit in the like capacity and for the like 
purpose any Provincial Court. 

39. A Provincial Court may, of its own motion, or on the 
application of any person concerned, report to the Supreme Court 
the pendency of any case, civil or criminal, which appears to the 
Provincial Court fit to be heard and determined by the Supreme 
Court. 

The Supreme Court shall thereupon direct in what mode and 
where the case shall be heard a,nd determined, and (notwithstanding 
anything in this Order) the same shall be so heard and determined 
accordingly. 

40. Every Court shall, in the exercise of every part of its 
respective jurisdiction, be a Court of Re:?ord. 

41. The Judge of the Supreme Court may from time to time 
admit fit persons to practice in the Supreme Court as barristers, 
attorneys, and solieitois, or in any of those capacities. 

The Jud^'e of the Sujireme Court may from tiui*? to time, 
subject to the approval of one of Her Majesty's Principil Socretarics 
of State, make E'lles for re»galating the admission ot persons to 
practice as aforesaid in Provincial Courts. 

42. Her Majesty's Cons'il at Shanghai shall have all thep3wer8 
and authorities of the Sheriff of a county in Ea-;land, with all the 
privileges and imnmnities of the oflBce, and as such Sheriff shall be 
charged with the execution of all di^crees, orders, a id sentenoas made 
and passed by the Supreme Court, on the requi^iition in that behalf 
of the Supreme Court. 

43. Each Provincial Court sLall execute any writ, order, or 
warrant issuing from the Suprejae Court and directed to the 
Provincial Court: — and may take security from any person named 
therein for his appearance personally or by attorney, according to 
the writ, order, or warrant; or may cause such person to be tikea

in custody or otherwise, to the Supreme Court, or elsewhere in 
China or Ja|)an, act'onling to the writ, order, or warrant. 

4i. Any of Her Majesty's Courts in China or ia Japan may ExMutwn of writs, 4o., 
execute any writ, order, or warrant issuing from the Supreme Court 
of Hongkong, and aceoinpanieJ by a request for such execution in 
writing under the ^eal of that Court; — and may take security from 
any person natued in any such writ, order, or warrant for his 
appearance personally, or by attorney at Hongkong; — or may cause 
any such person to be taken in custody or otherwise, to Hongkong, 
according to the writ, order, or warrant. 

45. Any of Her Majesty's Judici.d or Consular Officers shall JS^^J^^'"''^^''"'*^ 
not be liable to action for the escape of any person taken under any 

writ, order, or warrant of the Supreme Court of Hongkong. 

46. Her Majesty's several Courts in China and Japan shall be Courts to b« auxOiwy, 
auxiliary to one another in all particulars relative to the adminis- 
tration of justice, civil or criminal. 

47. Each Provincial Court shall every six months furnish to B«port by Prorindu 
the Supreme Court for China and Japan a report respectmg every 

case, civil ai»d criminal, brouvfht before it, in such form as the Judge 
of the Supreme Court from time to time directs. 

II. — In Civil Matters, 

Rboonciltation and Arbitration. 

48. Every Court may promote reconciliation, an 1 encourage Settlement of utig»tio^ 
and facilitate the settlement in an amicable way of any suit or 

proceeding pending before it. 

49. A Court mav, with the consent of the parties, refer to ^^^^ •rbitimtio^ 
arbitration the final determination of any suit or proceeding pending ^ 

before it, or of all matters in difference between the parties on such 
terms aufl with such directions as to appointment of an arbitrator 
and other things as may seem fit, and may, if it think fit, take 
from the parties, or any of tliem, security to abide by the result of the 
reference. 

In any such case the award shall be final and conclusive. 

On the application of any party a decree of the Court may be 
entered in couformity with the award, and such decree shall not be 
open to any ai)peal or re-hearing whatever. 

50. Every agreement for reference to arbitration, or submission ^J^er^ c"**^*™'^^ 
toarbitration,by consent may, on the application of any party, be made <> 

a rule of a Court having jurisdiction in the matter of the reference 
or submission, which Court shall thereupon have power and authority 
to enfor<^e the agreement or submission and the award made 
thereunder, and to control and regulate the procet^din^s before and 
after the award in such manner and on such terms as may be just. 

Oenei'al Authorities of Courts, 

51. The Supreme and every other Court shall be a Court of Law and Equitj^, 
Law and Equity. 

Special AutliorUies of Courts. 

52. The Supreme and every other Court shall be a Court of Bankruptey. 
Bankruptcy an i as such shall, as far as circumstances admit, have 

(as to a Provincial Court, for and within its own district), with 
respect to British subjtjcts and to their debtors and creditors, being 
either British subjects or forei-^ners submitting to the jurisdiction 
of the Court, all such jurisdiction as for the time being beloni^s to 
the Court of B.inkiniptcy and the County Cjurts in England, 
or to any other judicial authority havin^- for the time being 
jurisdiction in Bankruptcy in England. 
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53. The Supreme and ever^v other Court shall (as to a Provincial 
Court, for and within its own district) have and discharj^e all the 
powers, rights, and duties appertaining to the oflSce of Coroner in 
England, — suramoning when necessary a jury of not less than three 
persons comprised in the Jury list of Ihe Court. 

Any person failing to attend according to such summons shall 
be liable to the like fine, to be levied in the like manner, as 
in this Order provided with reference to juries in civil and criminal 
proceedings. 

54. The Supreme Court shall be a Vice- Admiralty Court, and a«i 
such shall, for and within Cl)ina and Japan, and for vessels and 
persons coming to and within China or Japan, have all such 
jurisdiction as for the time being onliuarily belongs to Viee- 
Admiralty Courts in Her Majesty's possessions abroad. 

55. The Supreme Court shall, as far as circumstances admit, have 
in itself exclusively, for and within China and Japan, with respect to 
British subjects, all such jurisdiction relative to the custody and 
management of the persons and estates of persons of unsound mind, 
as for the time being belongs to the Lord Chancellor or other person 
or persons in England intrus'ed by virtue of Her Majesty's sigto 
manual with the care and commitment of the custody of the persons 
and estates of persons found by inquisition in England, idiot, 
lunatic, or of unsound mind. 

56. The Supreme Court shall be a Court for MHtrimonial Caudes, 
and as such shall, as far as circumstances admit, have in itself 
exclusively, for and within China and Japan, with respect to 
British subjects, all such jurisdiction, except the jtuiisdiction 
relative to dissolution or nullity or jactitation of marriage, ae for 
the time bein*^ belongs to the Court for Divorce and Matrimonial 
Causes in England. 

57. Tt)« Supreme Court shall be a Cou^^t of Probate, and as sucb 
shall, as far as circumstances admit, have for and within China apd 
Japan, with respect to the property of British subjects having at the 
time of death their fixed places of abode in China or Japan, aJl such 
jurisdiction as for the time being belongs to Her Majesty's Court 
of Probate in England. 

A Provincial Court shall, however, also have power to ^rant 
probate or administrations, where there is no contention respecting 
trie risht to the grant, and it is proved on oath that the deceased 
bad at the time of his death his fixed place of abo^^^e within the 
jurisdiction of the Provincial Court. 

Probate or administration granted by a Provincial Court s' all 
have effect over all ti e property of the deceased within China and 
Japan, and shall effectually discharge persons dealing with an 
executor or administrator thereunder, and tijat, notwithstanding any 
defect afterwards, appears in the grant. 

Such a prant shall not be impeachable by reason only that the 
deceased had not at the time of his death his fixed place of abode 
within the particular jurisdiction. 

58. Any person having in bis possession or under his control 
any paper or writing of a deceased British sulject, being or purpoi ting 
to be testamentary, shall forthwith bring the original to the Court 
within the district whereof such person is at the time of his first 
knowledge of the death of the deceased, and deposit it there. 

Any person neglecting to do so for fourteen days after having 
knowledge of the death of the deceased, shall be liable to such pecalty, 
not exceeding 250 dollars, as the Court thinks fit to impose. 
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59. From the death of a British subject, haviDg at the time of ^JJ^J^^^J^ion^ 
death his fixed place of abode in China or Japan, intestate, until ^ " 
administration is granted, his personal property within China and 

Japan shall be vested in the Judge of the Su[)reme Court, as the 
personal property of an intestate in England is vested in the Judge 
of Her Majesty's Court of Piobate there. 

60. If any person, other than one of Her Majediy*S Consular Penalty on *dmiiiist«riDe 
Officers, takes possession of and in any manner administers any part '"^^o*** P'ot>»*^- 

of the personal property of any person deceased, without obtaining 

S rebate or administration within three montlis after the death of the 
eceased, — cr within one month after the termination of any suitor 
dispute respcting probate or administration (if there is any such 
which is not ended within two months after the death of the deceased), 
he shall be liable to such penalty not exceeding 500 dollars as the 
Court havin;/ jurisdiction in the matter of the property of the deceased 
thinks fit to impose; and in every such case the same fees shall be 
payable by the person so administering as would have been payable 
by him if he had obtained probate or admitiistration. 

61. Where a British subject, not having at the time of death his Taking po«M§sion of ; 
fixed place of abode in China or Japan, dies thete, the Cotirt within P«>P«"^o^dcceMed. 
whose district he dies shall, where the cifcuindtances of the case appear 

to the Court do to require, forthwitn on the death of tne deceased, or 
as sooh aftei* as vt^sby b6, take posse^'&ion of his personal property 
within the particolaf jdrisdictltm, or put it under the seal of the Court 
(in either ca^e, if t ^ nature of the prbperty or other circumstance 
^ require, making an inventory) and so keep the property until it 
can be dealt with according to islW, 

Trial with a Jvry, 

62. Where a suit originally instituted in the Supreme Court Cm6b for trial withjnrT.. 
relates to money, goods, or other property, or any matter at issue of 

the amount or vsJue of 1,500 dollars or upwards,— or is brought for 
recovery ol damages of the amount of 1,600 dollars or upwards, — the 
suit shall, on the demand of either party, be, under order of the Courts 
tried with a Jury. 

In any case (except where, according to the Eules of the Court, 
the suit is to be heard and determined in summary way) a suit so 
instituted may be tried with a jury, if the Court of its own motion 
or on the application of either party, thinks fit so to order. 

One of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State may, by 
order under his hand, extend the present provision to any Provincial 
Court, where it appears to bira there is a sufficient Jury list. 

Trial with Assessors. 

63. Where a suit instituted in a Provincial Court relates to ProTinoua Conauiar 
money, goods, or other property of a less amount or value than 1,500 S^^i^iSf^^*^ 
dollars, — or does not relate to or involve, directly or indirectly, a 

qaestion respecting any matter at issue of the amount or value of 
1,600 dollars or upwards, — or is brought for recovery of damages of a 
less amount than 1,500 dollars,— the Court may hear and determine 
the case without Assessors. 

In all other cases the Court (subject to the provisions of this 
Order respecting inability to obtain an Assessor) shall hear and 
determine the case with Assessors. 

ni. — In Crimifial Matters. 

64. "Ererj Court may cause to be apprehended and brought Power of Mprehaniio* 
brfore it any British subject being within the district of the Court and robjecu, 
charged with having committed a crime or o£fenc6 in China or in 
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Japan, and may deal with the accused accoidiug to the jurisdiction 
of the Court and in conformity with the provisions of this Order ; — 
or where the crime or offence is triable, and is to be tried, in Her 
Majesty's dominions, may take the preliminary examination, and 
coQimit the accused for trial, and cause or allow him to be taken to 
the place of iutended trial. 

65. Where a person charged with having committed a crime or 
offence in the district of one Court escapes or removes from that 
district, and is found within the district of another Court, the Court 
within the district of which he is found may proceed in the case to 
examination, indictment, trial, and punishment, or in a summary way 
(as the case may require) in the same manner as if the crime or 
offence had been committed in its own district; — or may, on the 
requisition or with the consent of the Court of the district in which the 
crimeor offenceischargedtohavebeen committed send him in custody 
to that Court, or require him to give security for his surrender to that 
Court, there to answer the charge, and be dealt with according to law. 

Where any person is to be so sent in custody, a warrant shall be 
issued by the Court within the district of which he is found, and such 
warrant shall be sufficient authority to any person to whom it is 
directed to receive and detain the person therein named, and carry 
him to and deliver him up to the Court of the district within which 
the crime or offence was committed accordinsr to the warrant. 

66. Where a warrant or order of arrest is issued by a competent 
authority in Her Majesty's dominions for the apprehension of 
a British subject, who is charged with having committed a crime or 
offence within the jurisdiction of the authority issuing the warrant 
or order, and who is, or is supposed to be, in China or Japan, and 
the warrant or order is produced to any Court, the Court may back 
the warrant orord r ; and the satne when so backed, shall bf sufficient 
authority to any person to whom the wan ant or or ler was originally 
directed and also to any constable or other offict-r of the Court by 
which it is bacKed, to apprehend the accuse d at any place where the 
Court by which the warrant or order is backed lias jurisdiction, and 
to carry him to and di*liver him up in Her Majesty's dominions 
accoiding to the warrant or order. 

67. Where any per>on is charged with the commission of a 
crime or offence, the cognizance whereof appertains to any of Her 
Majesty's Courts in China or Japan, and it is t xpo«lient that the 
crime or offence be enquired of, tried, determined, anJ punished 
within Her Majesty's dominions, the accused may (under The Foreign 
Jurisdiction Act, section 4), be sent for trial to Hongkong. 

Tne Judgeof the Supreme Court may, where it appears expedient 
by warrant under his hand and the seal of tho Supreme Court, 
cause the accused to be taken for trial to Hongkong accordingly. 

Where any p( rson is to be so tak< n to Hongkong, the Court 
before which be is charged shall take the pr 4iminary rxaroination. 
and shall send the deposition to Hongkong, and (if it seems 
necessary or proper) may bind over such of the proper witnesses as 
are British subjects in their own recognizanc s to appear and give 
evidt nee on the trial. 

68. All crimes which in England are Capital s' all be tried by 
the jud<jfe of the Supreme Court with a jury. 

Othor crimes and offences alx)ve tne drgree of misdemeanour, 
tried before the Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law Secretary of the 
Supreme Court, and not heard and determined in a summary way, 
shall be tried with a Jury.

Any crime or offence tried before the Judge, Assistant Judge, or 
Law Secretary of the Supieme Court, may be tried with a jury, where 
the Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law Secretary so directs. 

Subject to the foregoing provision, such classes of criminal cases Summary jurbdicti<«. 
tried before the Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law Secretary of Supreme 
Court, as the Judge, having regard to the law and practice existing ^ « 

in England, from time to time directs, shall be heard and determined ■ 
in a summary way. ' 

69. Where any person is sentenced to suiBfer the punishment of death, 
death, the Judge of the Supreme Court shall forthwith send a report 

of the sentence, with a copy of the minutes of proceedings and notice 
of evidence in the case, anJ with any observations the Judge thinks 
fit, to Her Majesty's Minister in China or in Japan, according as the 
crime is committed in China or in Japan. 

The sentence shall not be carried into execution without the 
direction of Her Majesty's Minister in China or in Japan (as the case 
may be) in writing under his hand. 

In any such case, if Her Majesty's Minister in China or in Japan 
(as the case maybe) does not direct that the sentence of death be 
carried into exec ution, he shall direct what punishment in lieu of the 
punishment of death is to be inflicted on tiie |>erson convicted, and 
the person convi< ted shall be liable to be so punished accordingly. 

70. Where the crime or offence with which any person is charjjed cS^fip,!^^^^ 
before a Provincial Couit is any crime oi* offence other than assault, ' 
endangering life, cutting, maiming, arson, or house-breaking, and 

appears to the Court to be such that, if proved, it would be adequately 
punished by imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for a term 
not exceeding three months, or by a fine not exceeding 200 dollars, 
the Court shall hear and determine the case in a summary way, and 
without Assessors. 

In other cases the Court shall hear and determine the case on 
indictment and with Assessors (subject to the provisions of this 
Order respecting inability to obtain an Assessor). 

71. A Provincial Court may impose the punishment of imprison- extent of Pmuat- 
ment for any term not exceeding twelve months, with or without hard * 

labour, and with or without a fine not exceeding 1,000 dollars, or the 
punishmentofafinenotexceeding l,000dollars without imprisonment. 

72. Where the crime or offence with which any person is charged p^^^J 
before a Provincial Court appears to tlie Court to be such that, if cou3^ apreme 
proved, it would not be adequately punished by such punishment as the 

Court has power to impose, and the accused is not to be sent for trial 
to Her Majesty's dominions, the Court shall reserve the case to be 
heard and determined by or under the special authority of the 
Supreme Court. 

The Provincial Court shall take the depositions, and forthwith 
send them, with a minute of other evidence, if any, and a^report on 
the case, to the Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court shall direct in what mode and where the 
case shall be heard and determined, and (notwithstanding anytliing 
in this Order) the same shall be so heard and determined aeconlingly. 

73. Every Court and authority in imposing and inflicting Punishment in Engi«nd 
punishments, and Her Majesty's Ministers in China and in Japan 

in directing what punishment is to be inflicted in li^u of tl^e 
punishment of death, shall have regard as far as circumstances 
admit, and subject to the other provisions of this Order, to the 
punishments imposed by the law of England in like cases, and to 
the mode in which the same are inflicted in England. 
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74. Any Court (but, in the case of a Provincial Court, subject to 
the approval of cbe Supreme Court), may order any person convicted 
before it of any crime or offence to pay all or any part of the 
expenses of, or preliminary to, bis trial, and of his imprisonmeot 
or other punishment. 

75. Where it appears to any Court that any charge made before 
it is malicious, or is frivolous and vexation the Court may order all 
or any' part of the expenses of the prosecution to be paid by the 
person making the c« arge. 

76. In either ottbetwolast-mentioned cases, the amouot ordered 
to be paid sliall be deemed a debt due to theCrown, and may, by virtue 
of the order, without further proceedings, be levied on the property 
of the person convicted of making the charge, as the same may be. 

77. Where any punishment has been awarded by the Supreme or 
any other Court, then, if the circumstances of t he case make it just or 
expedient, the J udge of tl)e Supreme Court may at any time, and from 
time to time, report to one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of 
State, or to Her Majesty's Minister in China and Japan (according 
as the crime or offence was committed in China or Japan), recom- 
mending a mitigation or remission of the punishment ; and on such 
recommt ndation any such punishment may be mitigated or remitted 
by direction of the authority to whom the report is made. 

But no such recommendation shall be made with respoct to 
any punishment awarded by a Provincial Court, exc pt on the 
recommendation of that Court, or on the dissent of an Assessor (ifany) 
from the conviction, or from the amount of punishment award d. 

78. The Judire of the Supreme Court nmy, where it seems 
expedient, by warrantunder his hand and thesealof the Supreme Court, 
caus*^ any offender convictrd before any Court and sentenced to 
imprisonment, to be tak» n to and imprisoned at any place in China 
or in Ja; an, from time to time approved by one of Her Majesty's 
Principal Secretaries of State as a place of imprisonment iV>r offenders. 

A warrant of the Supreme Court shall be .sufficient a\ithority to 
the Governor or keeper of such placeof imprisonment, or other p rson 
to whom it is directed, to receive and detain there the person therein 
named, according to th*^ warrant. 

79. Where any offender convict* d before a Court in China or in 
Japan is sentenced to suffer imprisonment in respect* of the crime or 
offence of which ho is convirte-l, and it is ex2)edient that the sent^ince 
be carried iiito eflect witiiin Her Majesty's dominions, the offender 
may (under The Foreign Jurisdiction Act, section 5), be sent for 
imprisonment to Hongkoni^. 

The Judge oft e Supieme Court may where it seems exp dient, 
by warrant under his hand and the seal of the Supreme Court, 
cause tbr blender to be taken to Hongkong, in order that the 
sentence \ssed on him may be there carried into effect accordingly. 

80. The Judge of the Supreme Court shall, when, requiied by 
one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, send the 
Secretary of Suiie a report of the sentence passed by the Judge, 
Assistant Judge, or Law Secretary of the Couit in every case not 
heard and determined in a summary way, with a copy of themiuutes 
of [>roc< edings and notes of evidence, and the Judge may send with 
such report any <>b>;ervations he thinks fit. 

Every Provincial Court shall forthwith send to the Judge of the 
Supreme Court a report of the sentence passed by it in every case not 
heard and determiner] in a sammary way, with a copy of the minutes 
of proceedings and notes of evidence, and with any observations the 
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Ctourt tbioks fit. The Judge of the Supreme Court shall, when 
required bj one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, 
transmit the same to the Secretary of State, and may send therewith 
any observations be thinks fit. 

VI. — War, Instjerection, or Rebellion. 

81. — If any British subject commits any of the following oflFences, Ponithment for levyiif 
that is to say,— 

(1.) In China while Her Majesty is at peace with the Emperor of 
China, levies war or takes part in any operation of war against 
tbe Emperor of China, or aids or abets any person in carrying 
on war, insurrection, or rebellion against the Emperor of 
China. 

(2.) In Japan, while Her Majesty is at peace with the Tycoon of 
Japan, levies war or takes part in any operation of war against 
the Tycoon of Japan, or aids or abets any person in carrying 
on war, insurrection, or rebellion, against tl^e Tycoon of 
Japan ; every person so oflFending shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanour, and on conviction thereof shall be liable (in 
the discretion of the Court before which he is convicted) to 
be punished by imprisonment for any terra not exceeding 
two years, with or without hard labour, and with or without 
a fine not exceeding 5,000 dollars or by a fin^ not exceeding 
5,000 dollars, without imprisonment. 
In addition to such punishment, every such conviction shall of 
itself, and without further proceedings, make the person convicted 
liable to deportation; an<l the Court before which he is convi(»ted may 
order that he be deported from China or Japan to such place as the 
Court directs. 

82. If any British subject, without the licence of Her Majesty 

(proof wher»iof shall lie on the party accused), takes part in any ch^^wUhout koo^ 

operation of war in the service of the Emperor of China against any 

persons eni^aged in carrying on war, insurrection, or rebellion against 

the Emperor of Cliiua, ho ^hnW be deemed guilty of a misderacdnour, 

and on conviction thereof shall be liable (in the discretion of tha 

Court before which he is convicted) to bo punished by imprisonment 

for any term not exceedinij two years, with or without hard labour, 

and with or without a fine not exceeding 5,000 dollars, or by a fine 

not exceedincr 5,000 dollars without im[»risonment. 

83. If the Court before which any person charged with having Report by ProvinoW 
committed such a misdemeanour as in the two last preceding Articles 

mentioned is brou-^ht is a Provincial Court, the Court S!»all report to 
tbe Judge of t'le Supreme Court the pendency of the case. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court shall tliereupon direct in what 
mode and where the case shall be heard and determined, and 
(notwi'.hstanding anything in this Oider) the case shall be so heard 
and determined accordingly. 

VII. — Treaties and Regulations. 

84. If any British .subject in China or in Japan violates or fails PcnaitiM for FioWion o 
to observe any stipulation of any Treaty between Her Majesty, her 

heirs, or successors, and the Emperor ofChina, or the Tycoon of Japan, 
far the time be ing in force, in respect of the violation whereof any 
penalty is stipulated for in the Treaty, he shall be deemed guilty of 
an ofi'ence against the Treaty, and on conviction thereof under this 
Order shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding the penalty stipulated 
for in the Treaty. 

85. Her Majesty's Minister in China may from time to time BegoiMioiw f.>r ohinn 
make such Regulations as seem fit for the peace, order, and good 
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Government of British subjects resident in or resorting to China, and 
for the observance of the stipulations of Treaties between Her Majestj, 
her heirs or successors, and the Emperor of China, and for the 
maintenance of ft iendly relations between British subjects and Chinese 
subjects and authorities, and may make any such regulations apply 
either throughout China or to some one or more of the Consular 
districts in China, and may by any such Regulations repeal or altar 
any Regulations made for any such purpose as aforesaid before the 
commencement of this Order. 

Any such Regulations shall not have effect unless and until they 
are approved by Her Majesty, such approval beinj? signified through 
one of H*^r Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, — save that in 
case of urgency, declared in any such Regulation, the same shall have 
effect unless and until they arc disapproved by Her Majesty, such 
disapproval bein^j: signified through one of Her Majesty's Principal 
Secretaries of State, and notification of such disaj)proval is jeceired 
and published by Her Majesty's Minister in China. 

86. Such Regulations may impose f»enalties for offences airainst 
the same, as follows; namely, — for each offence impi isonment for any 
term not exceeding three months, with or without hard labour, and 
with or without a fine notexceeding 500 dollars, or a fine rot exceeding 
500 dollars without imprisonment, — and with or without further 
fines for continuing offences not exceeding in any case 25 dollars for 
each day during which the offence continues after the original fine is 
incurred, — but so that all such Regulations be so framed as to allow 
in every ca>e of* part only of the maximum penalty being inflicted. 

87. All such Regulations shall be printed, and a printed copy 
thereof shall be affix d and at all times kept exhibited conspicuously 
in tl.e public office of each Consular Officer in Cliina, to whose district 
the Regulations apply. 

Printed copies of the Regulations applicable to each district 
shall be provided and sold therein at such reasonable prices as Her 
Majesty's Minister in China from time t > time directs. 

88. No ])enalty shall be enforced in any Consular district for any 
offence against any such Regulation until the EeL'ulation has been so 
affixed and kejjt exhibited in the public office of the Consular Officer 
for that district during one month. 

89. For Die purpose of convicting any person committing an 
offence against any such Ro^^ulation an<l for all other purposes, 
a printed copy of the Regulation, purporting to be certified under 
the hand of Her Maj sty's Minister in Cliina, or under the hand 
and Consular seal of one of Her Majesty's Consular Offii*ers in 
China, sliall be conclusive evidence of the Regulation ; and no proof 
of the hand-writiug or seal purporting to certify the same sh^Jl be 
required. 

90. The foregoing [>rovisions relative to ti^e maldug, ]>rinting, 
publication, enforcement, and proof of Regulations in and for China 
shall extend and apply, mutatis viutandis, to the making, printing, 
publication, enforcement, and proof of Keg ilati«>ns in and for Japan, 
with the substitution only of Ja an for China, and of the Tycoon of 
Japan for the Empe ror of China, and of Her Majesty's Minister in 
Japan for Her Majesty's Minister in Cuina, and of Her Majesty's 
Consular officers in Japan for Her Majesty's Consular Officer in 
China. 

91. Any charge under this order of an offence against any Troaty 
or against any such Regulation as aforesaid, sha'l i>e enquire! of, 
heard, and determined in like manner in all respects as any ordiuajy 
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criminal charge may be inquired of, heard, and determined under 
thia Order, subject only to this qualification, — that (notwithstanding 
anything in this Order) every charge of an oflFence against any Treaty 
or against any Regulation for the observance of the stipulations 
of any Treaty shall be heard and determined in a summary way, 
and (where the proceeding is before a Provincial Court) without 
Assessors. 

Vni. — Unlawful Trade with Japan. 

92. All trale of British subjects in, to, or from any P^-rt of ^'^«^o«pjrto open 
Japan, except such ports and towns as are for the time being opened " ^ * 

to British subjects by Treaty between Her Majesty, her heirs or 
successors, and the Tycoon of Japan, is hereby declared unlawful. 

If any person engages in such trade as a principal, agent, 
ship-owner, ship-master, or supercargo, he shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanour, and on conviction thereof shall be liable to be 
punished (in the discretion of the Court before which he is con- 
victed) by imprisonment for any term not exceeding two years with 
or without hard labour, and with or without a fine not exceeJing 
10,000 dollars without imprisonment. 

93. If tne Court before which any person charG:ed with having Beport of ProTincia 
committed such a misdemeanour is brought is a Provincial Court, 

the Court shall report to the Judge of the Supreme Court the 
pendency of the case. 

Toe Judge of the Supreme Court shall thereupon direct in what 
mode and where the case shall be heard and determined, and 
(notwithstanding anything in this Order) the case shall be so heard 
and determined accordingly. 

94. The officer commanding any of Her Majesty's vessels of of 
war, or any of Her Majesty's Naval Officers authorised in this behalf 

by the Officer having the Command of Her Majesty's Naval Forces 
in Japan, by writing under his hand, may seize any British vessel 
eng^ed or reasonably suspected of being or having been engraged 
in any trade by this Order declared unlawful, and may either detain 
the vessel, with the master, officers, supercargo, crew, and other 
persons engaged in navigating the vessel, or any of them, or take or 
cause to be taken the vessel, and the master, officers, supercargo, 
crew, and other persons aforesaid, or any of them to any port or 
place in Japan or elsewhere, convenient for the prosecution of a 
charge for the miademeanoiu* alleged to have been committed. 

Any suc'i vessel, master, officers, supercargo, crew, and persons 
may lawfully be detained at the place of seizure, or at the port or 
place to which the vessel is so taken under tbe authority of any such 
officer, or of any of Her Majesty's Consular Officers in China or 
Japan, until the conclusion of any proceedings taken in respect of 
such misdemeanour. 

IX. — Japanese Waters. 

94. When and as often as it appears to Her Majesty's Minister R^^g^ations m to enter- 
in Japan that the unrestricted entrance of British vessels into, or 
the unrestricted passage of British vessels through, any straits or 
other water in Japan may lead to acts of disturbance or violence, or 
may otherwise endanger the maintenance of peaceful relations and 
intercourse between Her Majesty's subjects and the subjects of the 
Tycoon of Japan, Her Majesty's Minister may make any regulation 
for prohibiting or for restricting, in such manner as seems expedient, 
the entrance or passage of any British vessel (other than a vessel 
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of war of Her Majesty) into or through any such strait or other' 
water as aforesaid, as defined in the Regulation. 

Her Majesty's Minister may from time to time revoke or alter 
any such Eegulation. 

96. The foregoing provisions of this Order relative to the 
making, printing, publication, enforcement, and proof of Regulations 
to be made by Her Majes-ty's Minister in Japan, and to the mode 
of proceeding in respect of any charge for an offenee against any 
such Regulations, shall extend and apply, mutatis mutandis^ to 
any Regulation made by Her Majesty's Minister in Japan, as last 
aforesaid. 

97. If any person navigating a British vessel wilfully violates, 
or wilfully attempts to violate, any such Regulation, the officer 
commanding any vessel of war of Her Majesty, or in charge of any 
boat belonging to such vessel of war, may use force for the purpose 
of compelling him to desist from the violation or attempted violation 
of the Regulation, and if it appears necessary or expedient may seize 
the vessel, and such Commanding Officer may either detain her at 
the place of seizure, or take her, or cause her to be taken to any port 
or place in Japan or elsewhere where the offender may be more 
conveniently. prosecuted for such offence. 

Any such vessel may lawfully be detained at the place of seizure, 
or at the port or place to which she is so taken, under the authority 
of any such Commanding Officer, or of any of Her Majesty's Consular 
Officers in Japan, until the conclusion of any proceedings taken in 
respect of the offence. 

X. — Piracy. 

98. Any British subject being in China or in Japan may be 
proceeded against , tried, and punishment under this Order for thecrime 
of piracy wherever committed. 

99. If the Court before which a British subject charged with 
the crime of piracy is brought is a Provincial Court, the Court shall 
report to the Judge of the Supreme Court the pendency of the case. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court shall thereupon direct in what 
mode and where the case shall be heard and determined, and 
(notwithstanding anything in this Order) the case shall be so heard 
and determined accordingly. 

XI. — Offences against Religion. 
Panisii^ment m^umoru^ 100. If any British subjcct is guilty of publicly deriding, 
to%eb-^ion^or reiJ^ous mockiug, or insulting any religion established or observed in China 
institutions. qj. Japan — or of publicly offering any insult to any religious 

service, feast, or ceremony established or kept in any part of China 
or in Japan, or to any place for worship, tomb, or sanctuary belonging 
to any such religion, or to the ministers or professors thereof, — or 
of wilfully committing any act tending to bring any such religion or 
its ceremonies, made of worship, or observances into hatred, ridicule, 
or contempt, and thereby to provoke a breach of the public peace, — 
he shall be liable (in the discretion of the Court before which he is 
convicted) to imprisonment for any term not exceeding two years, 
with or without hard labour, and with or without a fine not 
exceeding 500 dollars, or to a fine not exceeding 500 dollars without 
imprisonment. 

Notwithstanding anything in this Order, every charge against 
a British subject of having committed any such offence shall be 
heard and determined in a summary way, and any Provincial Court 
shall have power to impose the punishment aforesaid. 
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Her Majesty's Consular Officers shall take such precautionary 
measures as seem to them proper and expedient for the prevention 
of such offences. 

XH. — Authority within 100 Miles op the Coast of China. 

101. Where a British subject, being after the commencement of Juriadiction of Courti ia 
this Order in China or in Japan, is charged with having committed, ^'^^^ •^■P*»^« 
either before or after the comu^encement of this Order, any crime or 

offence within a British vessel at a distance of not more than 100 
miles from the coast of Cliina, — or within a Chinese or Japanese 
vessel at such a distance as aforesaid, — or within a vessel not lawfully 
entitled to claim the protection of the flag of any State, at such a 
distance as aforesaid, — any of Her Majesty's Courts in China or in 
Japan within the Jurisdiction whereof he is found may cause him to 
be apprehended, and brous^ht before it, and may take the preliminary 
examination and commit him for trial. 

102. If the Court before whicb the accused is brought is a Report bj Pronnoitl 
Provincial Court the Court shall report to the Judge of Supreme 

Court the pendency of the case. 

The Judge of ihe Supreme Court shall thereupon direct in what 
mode and where the case shall be heard and determined, and 
(notwithstandiog anything in this Order) the case shall be so beard 
and determined accordingly. 

103. The provisions of this Order relative to crimes and offences, Application of other 
and proceedings in criminal matters, shall ia all i*espects, as far as p'^^*'"'^' 

may be, extend and apply to every such case, in like mauner as if the 
crime or offence had been committed in China or Japan. 

104. Where a British subject, being after the commencement Jamdiction at 
of this Order in Hongkong, is charged with having committed, either 

before or after the commencement of this Order, any crime or offence 
within any British, Chinese, Japanese, or other such vessels at such 
a distance as aforesaid, the Supreme Court at Hongkong shall have 
and may exercise authority and jurisdiction with respect to the crime 
or offence as fully as if it had been committed in Hongkong. 

105. Her Majesty's Minister in China or in Japan, the Judge Miutwy tnd Narii 
or Assistant Judge of the Supremo Court, and any of Her Majesty's 

Consular Officers in China or in japan, or the Governor or person 
administering theGovemraent of Hongkong, on receiving satisfactory 
information that any soldier, sailor, marine, or otberperson belonging 
to any of Her Majesty's Military or Naval forces, has deserted 
therefrom, and has concealed himself in any British, Chinese, 
Japanese, or other such vessel at such a distance as aforesaid, may, 
in pursuance of such information, issue his warrant for a search 
after and apprehension of such deserter, and on being satisfied on 
inTestigation that acy person so apprehi nded is such a deserter, 
shall cause him to be with all convenient speed taken and delivered 
over to the nearest military station of Her Majesty's forces or to 
the officer in command of a vessel of war of Her Majesty serving in 
China or Japan, as the case may require. 

Xni. — Deportation. 

106. (i.) When it is shown on oath, to the satisfaction of any Deportation in what 
of Her Majesty's Courts in China or in Japan that there is reasonable 

ground to apprehend that any British subject in China or in Japan is 
about to commit a breach of the public peace, — or that the acts or 
conduct of any British subject in China or in Japan are or is likely 
to produce or excite to a breach of the public peace,— the Court 
within the jurisdiction whereof he happens to be may cause him to 
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be brought before it, and require bim to give security to the 
satisfaction of the Court, to keep the peace, or for bis future good 
behaviour, as the case may require. 

(ii.) Where any British subject is convicted, under this Order, 
pf any crime or offence the Court within the jurisdiction whereof he 
happens to be may require him to give security to the satisfaction of 
the Court for his future good behaviour. 

In either of the cases, if the person required to give security 
fails to do so, the Court may order that he be deported from China 
or Japan to such place as the Court directs. 

107. In any case where an order of deportation is made under 
this Order the Court shall not, without the consent of the person to 
be deported, direct the deportation of any person to any place other 
than Hongkong or England. 

108. A Provincial Court shall forthwith report to the Judge of 
the Supreme Court any order of deportation made by it, and the 
grounds thereof. 

The Judge of the Supre me Couit may reverse the order, or may 
confirm it with or without variation, and in case of confirmation, 
shall direct it to be carried into effect. 

109. The person to be deported shall be detained in custody 
until a fit time and opportunity for his deportation arrive. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court shall then (and in the case of a 
person convicted, either after execution of the sentence or while it is 
in course of execution), by warrant cause him to be taken to the place 
of deportation. 

110. The Judge of the Supreme Court may order that the person 
to be deported do pay all or any part of the expenses of, or preliminary 
to, his deportation. 

111. The Judge of the Supreme Court shall forthwith report to 
one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State any order of 
deportation made or confirmed by him, and the groxmds thereof, and 
shall also inform Her Majesty's Ministers in China and Japan of the 
same. 

geportation to and from 112. Where any person is deported to Hongkong, he shall on 
ong ong. j^.^ arrival there be delivered, with the warrant under which he is 

deported, into the custody of the Chief Magistrate of Police of 
Hongkong, or other officer of Her Majesty there lawfully acting as 
such, who, on receipt of the person deported, with the warrant, shall 
detain him and shall forthwith report the case to the Governor or 
person administering the Qovemment of Hongkong, who shall either 
by wairant (if the circumstances of the case appear to him to make 
it expedient) cause the person so deported to be taken to England, 
and in the meantime to be detained in custody (so that the period 
of such detention do not exceed three months), or else shall discharge 
him from custody. 

113. If any person deported returns to China or Jai)an without 
the permission ot one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, 
in writing under his hand (which permission the Secretary of State 
may give) he shall be guilty of an offence against this Order, and 
shall be liable on conviction thereof to punishment (in the discretion 
of the Court before which he is convicted) by imprisopment for any 
term not exceeding one month, with or without hard labour, and with 
or without a fine not exceeding 200 dollars, or by a fine not exceeding 
200 dollars, rvithout imprisonment, and also to be forthwith again 
deported in manner hereinbefore provided. 
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XIV. — Eboistration of British Subjects. 

114. Every British subject resident in China or Japan, — being AnnoAi rcgiatrstion ot 
of the age of 21 years or upwards, or being married, or a widower 

or widow, though under that age, — shall, in the month of January 
in the year 1866, and every subsequent year, register himself or 
herself in a register to be kept at the Consulate of the Consular 
district within which he or she resides, — subject to this qualification, 
that the registration of a man shall be deemed to include the 
registration of his wife (unless she is living apart from him), and 
that the registration of the head of the family, whether male or 
female, shall be deemed to include the registration of all females, 
being relatives of the head of the family (in whatever degree of 
relationship) living under the same roof with the head of the 
family at tho time of his or her registration. 

Every British subject not so resident arriving at any place in 
Cbina or Japan where a Consular Officer is maintained, unless borne 
on the muster roll of a British vessel there arriving, shall, within 
one month after his or her arrival, register himself or herself in a 
register to be kept at the Consular Office, but so that no such 
person shall be required to register himself or herself more than 
once in any year, reckoned from the 1st day of January. 

Any person failing so to register himself or herself, and not Penalty, 
excusing his or her failure to the satisfaction of the Consular Officer, 
shall not be entitled to be recognized or protected as a British 
subject in China or Japan, and shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
ten dollars for each instance of such failuie. 

115. Every person shall on every registration of himself or Fe«. 
herself pay a fee of such amount as one of Her Majesty's Principal 
Secretaries of State from time to time by order under his hand 
appoints, such amount either to be uniform for all persons, or to vary 
according to the circumstances of different classes, as the Secretary 

of State from time to time by such order directs. 

116. The Consular Officer shall issue to every person so CertiBoat©. 
restored a certificate of registration under his hand and Consular 

seal ; and the name of a wife (unless she is living apart from her 
husband) shall be indorsed on her husband's certificate ; and the 
names and desciiptions of females whose registration is included in 
that of the head of the family shall be indorsed on tl)e certificate of 
the head of the family. 

XV. — FoBEioNEBs. Foreign Tribunals. 

117. Where a foreigner desires to institute or take any suit or ^^^^^^g^^f**'* 
proceedinj? of a civil nature against a British subject, the Supreme lu^Sots. " 

or other Court, according to its jurisdiction, may entertain the same, 
and where anv such suit or proceeding is entertained shall hear and 
determine it according to the provision of this Order, and of the Rules 
made under it applicable in the case, — either by the Judge, Assistant 
Judge, Law Secretary, or proper Consular Officer sitting alone (or 
with Assessors when the case so requires), or, if (in any case where 
a trial with a jury may b * had under this Order) all parties desire, 
or the Court thinks fit to direct, a trial with a jury, then, but not 
otherwise, by the Judge, Assistant Judge, Law Secretary, or proper 
Consular officer, with a jury. 

118. Whero it is s' own to anv of Her Maje8t)''s Courts that gg^^^b^^^"^**^ 
the attendance of a British subject to give evidence, or for any other before forei|pi tribunal!* 
purpose connected with the administration of justice, is required in 

a Chinese cr Japanese Court, or before a Chinese or Japanese judicial 
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officer, or in a Court or before a judicial officer in China or Japan 
of any State in amity with H r Majesty, the Court may, in caaea and 
under circumstances which would require the attendance of tbat 
British subject before one of Her Majesty's Courts in Chiua or Japan, 
and if it seems to the Court just and expedient so to do, make an 
order for the attendance of the British subject in such Court or 
before such judicial officer and for such purpose as aforesaid, — but 
so that a Provincial Court shall not have power to make an ord^ 
for such attendance of a British subject at any place beyond the 
particular jurisdiction of the Court. 

Any British subject, duly served with such an order, and with 
reasonable notice of the time and place at which his attendance is 
required, failing to attend accordingly and not excusing his &ilure 
to the satisfaction of the Court making the order, shall be liable to 
a fine not exceeding 500 dollars, or to imprisonment for any term 
not exceeding one month, in the discretion of the Court. 

XVI. — Appeal to Supbeme Coubt. 
I. — In Civil Cases. 

Le*T« to tppeAi to be 119. Where any decision of a Provincial Court sitting with ox 

oUtined, without Assessors, is given in a civil case in respect of a sum or 

matter at issae of the amount or value of 250 dollars or upwards, or 
determines, directly or indirectly, any claim or question respectii^g 
property of the amount or value of 250 dollars or upwards, — aaj 
party aggrieved by the decision may apply to the Provincial Coart 
for leave to appeal to the Supreme Court, and shall be entitled 
leave on the terms prescribed by the Eules made under this Order, 
and subject to any restrictions and exceptions therein contained. 

In any other case the Provincial Court may, if it seems juatan^ 
expedient, give leave to appeal on like terms. 

In any case the Supreme Court may give leave to appeal on 
such terms as seem just. 

II. — In Criminal Cases. 

120. Where any person is convicted otherwise than in a summary 
way of a crime or oflFence the Court or officer trying the case may, if it 
seems fit, reserve for the consideration of the Supreme Court any 
question of law arising on trial. 

The Court or Officer shall then state a 3pecial case, setting out 
the question reserved, with the facts and circumstances on which it 
arose, and shall send the case to the Supreme Court. 

121. Where any person is convicted in a summary way of a 
crime or offence, and is dissatisfied with the conviction as being 
erroneous in point of law, the Court or Officer trying the case 
may, on his application in writing, and on compliance by him with 
any terms prescribed by the Rules made under this Order, state a 
special case, setting out the facts and the grounds of the conviction, 
for the opinion of the Supreme Court, and send it to that Court. 

122. Where a special case is stated, the Court or Officer stating 
it shall, as seems fit, either postpone judgment on the conviction, or 
respite execution of the judgment, and either commit the person 
convicted to prison, or take proper security for him to appear and 
receive judgment or render himself in execution (as the case may 
require) at an appointed time and place. 

123. The Supreme Court shall hear and determine the matter, 
and thereupon shall reserve, affirm, or amend, thejudgment, conviction, 
or sentence in question, — or set aside the same, and order an entry to 
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be made in the minutes of proceedings to the effect that in the 
judgment of the Supreme Court the person convicted ought not to 
have been convicted, — or arrest the judgment, or order judgment 
to be given at a subsequent sitting of the Court or Officers stating 
the case, — or make such other order as justice requires — and shall 
also give all necessary and proper consequential directions. 

124. The judgment of the Supreme Court shall be delivered in proceedings to be 
open Court after the public hearing of any argument offered on public, 
behalf of the prosecution or of the person convicted. 

125. Before delivering judgment the Supreme Court may, if Amendment of ipeciai 
necessary, cause the special case to be amended by the Court or 

Officer stating it. 

126. If on an application for a special case, on a summary Refasaitostfttespeci*' 
conviction, it seems to the Court or Officer that the application is ^?^^*JJ^ "'^^^^'^ 
merely frivolous, but not otherwise, the Court or Officer may refuse 

to state a case. 

A Court or Officer so refusing shall forth with send to the Supreme 
Court areport of the sentence, with a copy of the minutes of proceeding 
and not of evidence, and any observation the Court or Officer thinks 
fit, and with a copy of the application for a special case. 

The Supreme Court shall examine the report and documents so 
sent, and, unless the Supreme Court is of opinion that the application 
was meirely frivolous, shall on the application in that behalf of the 
appellant, if made within one month after the refusal of a special case, 
proceed to hear and determine the matter according to the foregoing 
provisions as nearly as may be as if a special case had been stated. 
XVII. — Rules op P^ocbditbb. 

127. The Judge of the Supreme Court may, from time to time, Rales to be framed by 
frame Eules for any purpose for which it is before in this Order ^^^i^otBuvrem^Cour 
expressed or implied that Eulesof procedure or practice are to be made,. 

and also for the re;?ulation of procedure and pleading, forms or writs^ 
and other proceedings, expenses of witnesses and prosecutions,co8tsand 
fees, in civil and in criminal cases, in the Supreme Court and other 
Courts, including the regulation of cross-suits and the admission of 
counter-claims, and the regulation or proceedings thereon and for the 
regulation of appeals to the Supreme Court from the other Courts in 
civil and in criminal cases, and of rehearin^^s before the Judge of the 
Supreme Court, and may thereby impose reasonable penalties. 

Rules affecting the conduct of civil suits shall be so framed as 
to secure, as far as may be, that cases ahoXl be decided on their 
merits according to substantial justice, without excessive regard to 
technicalities ot pleading or procedure, and without unnecessary 
delay. 

Rules framed by the Judge shall not have effect unless and until 
they are approved by one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of 
State, — save that in case of urgency declared in any Rules framed by 
the Judge, with the approval of Her Majesty's Minister in China, and 
the same shall have effect,uiiles8 and until they are disapproved by one 
of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, and notification of 
such disapproval is rec^eived and published by the judge. 

128. A Copy of the Rules for the time being in force shall be Publication of Rules, 
kept exhibited conspicuously in each Court and Consulate in China 

and Japan. 

Printed copies shall be provided and sold at such reasonable 
price as the Judge of the Supreme Court from time to time directs. 

No penalties shall be enforced in any Court for the breach of any 
Rule until the Rule has been so exhibited in the Court for one month. 
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129. A printed copy of any Eule, purporting to be certifif d under 
the band of the Judge of the Supreme Court and the seal of that 
Court shall be for all purposes conclusive evidence of the due 
framing, approval, and publication of the contents thereof. 

130. Prom and after the commencement of any Rules made by 
the Judge of the Supreme Court under this Order, all Bules and 
EeguWions theretofore made by the Chief Superintendent of Trade 
in China, or by Her Majesty's Consul-General in Japan, in respect 
of any matter in respect whereof the Judge of the Supreme Court is 
by this Order authorised to make Rules shall cease to operate. 

XV 111. — Appeal to Hbb Majesty in Cottncil. 

131. Where any final decree or order of the Supreme Court is 
made in a civil case in respect of a sum or matter at issue of theamount 
or value of 2,500 dollars or upwards, — or determines directly or 
indirectly any claim or question respecting property of the amount 
or value of 2,500 dollars or upwards, — any party aggrieved by the 
decree or order may within fifteen days after the same is mad**, apply 
by motion to the Supreme Court for leave to appeal to Her Majesty 
in Council. 

132. If leave to appeal is applied for by a i)arty adjuda:ed to pay 
money or perform a duty, the Supreme Court shall direct either that 
the decree or order appealed from be carried into execution, or that 
the execution thereof be suspended, pending the appeal, as the 
Court considers to be in accordance with substantial justice. 

133. If the Court directs the decree or order to be carried into 
execution, the party in whose favour it is marie shall, before the 
execution of it, give security to the satisfaction ot the Court for the 
due performance of such order as Her Majesty in Council may think 
fit to make. 

134. If the Court directs the execution of the decree or order 
to be suspended pending the appeal, the party against whom the 
decree is mado, shall, before any ordt r for susi>ension of executions, 
give security to the satisfaction 'of the Court for the due performance 
of such order as Her Majesty in Council may think fit to make, 

135. In all cases security shall also be given by the appellant 
to the satisfaction of the Court to an amount not exceeding 2,500 
dollars for the prosecution of the appeal, and for payment of all such 
costs as may be awarded to any respondent by Her Majesty in 
Council, or by the Lords of the Judicial Committee of Her Majesty's 
Privy Council. 

136. If the last-mentioned security is given within one month 
from the filing of motion-paper for leave to appoal then, and not 
othemise, the Supreme Court shall give leave to appeal. 

137. In any case other than the cases hereinbefore described, 
the Supreme Court may give leave to appeal on th ? terms and in 
the manner aforesaid if it considers it just or expedient to do so. 

138. In every case where have to appeal is ^iven as aforesaid, 
the appellant shall be at liberty to prefer and prosecute his appeal 
to Her Majesty in Council according to the rules for the time being 
in force respecting appeals to Her Majesty in Council from Her 
colonies, or such other rules as Her Majesty in Council from time 
to time tliinks fit to make concerning aj^pvals from the Supreme 
Court. 

139. Nothii^g in this Order shall afPtot the right of Her Majesty 
at any time, on the humble petition of a party aggrieved by a 
decision of the Supreme Court in a civil cas ', to admit his appeal 
thereon on such terras and in such manner as Her Majesty in Council

143. Every of Her Majesty's Consular Officers shall, as far as Reconciiiatioa Ih5C«^ 
there is proper opportunity, promote reconciliation, and encourage

Her Majesty's Courts in China or in Japan, shall for all purposes 
cinder this Order, without any proof thereof, be presumed to be 
genuine, and shall be taken as genuine until the contrary is proved. 

145. In every case, civil or criminal, heard in any Co" » t, proper Minutes of pr 
minutes of the proceedings shall be drawn up, and shall be signed 
by the Judge or Officer before whom the proceedings are taken, and 
sealed with the seal of the Court, and shall where Assessors are 
present, be open for their insi^ection, and for their signature if 
concurred in by them. 

The minutes with depositions of witnesses and notes of evidence 
taken at the trial, by the Ju4ge or Officer, shall be preserved in the 
public office of the Court. 

146. In a civil case any Court may order such cost or costs, Costs in oitU o* 
charges, and expenses, as to the Court seem reasonable, to be paid 
by any party to the proceedings, or out of any fund to which the 
proceeding relates.

149. Any person appearing before a Court to give evidence in 
any case, civil or criniinal, may be examined or give evidence on oath 
in the form or with the ceremony ti.at he declares to be binding on 
his conscience. 

150. Any British subject wilfully giving false evidence in any 
suit or proceeding, civil or criminal, or on any reference, shall, on 
conviction thereof, be deemed guilty of wilful and corrupt perjury. 

151. All costs and all charges and expenses of witnesses, 
prosecutions, punishments, and deportations, and other charges and 
expenses, and all lees, fines, forfeitures, and pecuniary penalties 
payable under this Order, may be levied by distress and seizure and 
sale of ships, goods, and lands ; and no biU of sale, or mortgage, or 
transfer of property, made with a view to security in regard to 
crimes or offences committed, or to be committed, shall be of any 
avail to defeat any provisions of this Order. 

152. All fees, fines, forfeitures, confiscations, and pecuniary 
penalties levied under this Order, except confiscations and pecuniary 
penalties by treaty appropriate or payable to the Government of 
China, or to that of the Tycoon of Japan, shall be carried to the public 
accounts, and be applied in diminution of the public expenditure on 
account of Her Majesty's Courts in China and Japan ; but if the 
Government of China or that of the Tycoon of Japan declines to 
receive any confiscation or pecuniary penalty by treaty appropriated 
or payable to it, the same shall be applied as other confiscations and 
pecuniary penalties are applicable. 

153. Whenever under this Order any person is to be taken in 
custody or otherwise, for trial or imprisonment, or by way of 
deportation, or for any other purpose, to the Supreme Court or 
elsewhere, in China or Japan or to Hongkong, England, or elsewhere, 
the Court or other authority by this Order authorized to cause him 
to be so taken, may for that purpose (if necessary) cause him to be 
embarked on board one of Her Majesty's vessels of war, or if there is 
no such vessel available, then on board any British or other fit vessel, 
atanyportorplacewhetherwithinorbeyondthe particular jurisdiction 
or district of that Court or authority, and in order to such embark ment 
may (if necessary) cause him to be taken, in custody or otherwise, by 
land or by water, from any place to the port or place of embarfcment. 

The writ, order, or warrant of the Supr»^me Court for China and 
Japan, or of a Provincial Court in China or Japan, or of the Supreme 
Court of Hongkong, or the warrant of the Governor or person 
administering the government of Hongkong (as the case may be), 
by virtue whereof any person is to be so taken, shall be sufficient 
authority to every constable, officer, or other person acting thereunder, 
and to the commander or master of any vessel of war, of other vessel 
(whether the constable, officer, or other person, or the vessel or the 
commander or master thereof, is named therein or not), to receive, 
dftaiu, take, and deliver ui> such person, according to the writ, order, 
or warrant. 

Where the writ, order, or warrant is executed under the 
immediate (direction of the Court or authority issuing it, the writ 
order, or warrant shall be delivered to the constable, officer, or other 
person acting thereunder, and a duplicate thereof shall be delivered 
to the r'ommander or master of any vessel in which the person to 
whom the writ, order, oi warrant relates is embarked. 
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Where the writ, order, or warrant issues from the Supreme Court 
for China and Japan, and is executed by a ProTincial Court in China 
or Japan, — and where the writ, order, or warrant issues from the 
Supreme Court of Hongkong, and ia executed by any of Her Majesty's 
Courts in China or Japan, — a copy thereof, certified under the seal of 
the Court executing the same, shall be delivered to the constable, 
officer, or other person acting thereunder, and to the commander or 
master of any vessel in which the person taken is embarked ; and any 
such copy shall be for all purposes conclusive evidence of the Order 
of which it purports to be a copy. 

154. Subject to the other provisions of this Order, all expenses ErpcMesofremoTaJoi 
of removal of prisoners and others from or to any place in China or p'"°'*^"' 
Japan, or from or to Hongkong, and the expenses of deportation and 

of the sending of any person to England, shall be defrayed as the 
expenses relating to distressed British subjects are defrayed or in 
such other manner as one of Her Majesty's Principal Secret aties of 
State from time to time directs. 

155. If any British subject wilfully obstructs, by act or threat, o^^ctionVo^ 

an officer of a Couit in the performance of his duty, — di8turi5aace'o7coQrt- 

Or within or close to the room or place where a Court is sittip^ 
wilfully behaves in a violent, threatening^ or disrespectful manner, 
to the disturbance of the Court, or the terror of the suitors or others 
resorting thereto, — 

Or wilfully insults the Judge, Assiatant Judge, or Law Secretary, 
of the Supreme Court, or any Consular Officer, or any Juror or 
Assessor, or any clerk or officer of a Court during his sitting oc 
attendance in Court, or in going to or returning from Court,— 

He shall be liable to be immediately apprehended by order of 
the Court, and to be detained until the rising of the Court, and 
further on due inquiry and consideration, to be punished with a fine 
not exceeding 25 dollars, or imprisonment for any term not exceeding 
seven days, at the discretion of the Court, according to the nature 
and circumstances of the case. 

A minute shall be made and kept of every such case of punishment, 
recording the facts of the oflFence and the extent of the punishment; 
and in the case of a Provincial Court, a copy of such minute shall be 
forthwith sent to the Supreme Court. 

166. If any clerk or officer of a Court acting under pn tence of J'/J?^^^^ '^'^^ 
the process or authority of the Court is charged with extortion, or ° 
with not duly paying any money levied, or with other misconduct, 
the Court may (without prejudice to any other liability or punishmeot 
to which the clerk or officer would in tbe >xbsence of the present 
provision be liable, inquire into the charge in a summary way, and 
for that purpose summon and enforce the attendance of all necessary 
persons in like manner as the attendance of witnesses and others 
may be enforced in a suit, and may make such order thereupon for 
the payment of any money extorted or for the due payment of any Order for re-pAyment.

157. Any suit or proceeding shall not be commenced in any of 
Her Majesty's Courts in China or Japan or in any Court of Hongkong, 
against any person for anything done or omitted in pursuance or 
execution or intended execution of this Order, or of any Regulation 
fjT Rule made under it, unless notice in writing is given by the 
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intending plaintiff or prosecutcr to the intended defendant one monih 
at least before the commencement of the suit or proceeding, nor unless 
it is commenced within three months next after the act or omission 
complained of, or, in case of a continuation of damages, within three 
months next after the doing of such damage has ceased. 

The plaintiff in any such suit shall not succeed if tender of 
sufficient amends is made by the defendant before the commencement 
thereof; and if no tender is made, the defendant may, by leave of 
the Court, at any time pay into Court such sum of money as he 
thinks fit, whereupon such proceeding and order shall be had and 
made in and by the Court as may be had and made on the payment 
of money into Court in an ordinary suit.

158. Where a warrant or order of arrest issued by any of Her 
Majesty's Courts in China or Japan for the apprehension of a British 
subject, who is charged with having committed a crime or offence 
within the jurisdiction of the Court issuing, the warrant or order: 
and who is or is supposed to be in Hongkong, and the warrant or 
order is produced to any of Her Majesty's Justices of the Peace in 
and for Hongkong, such Justice may back the warrant order, and 
the same when so backed shall be sufficient authority to the person 
to whom the warrant or order was originally directed, and also to 
any constable or other peace officer in and for Hongkong, to 
apprehend the accused in Hongkong, and to carry him to and deliver 
him up within the jurisdiction of the Court issuing the warrant or 
order, according to the warrant or order. 

159. The Supreme Court of Hongkong may take cognizance of 
offences committed by Bntish subjects within the peninsula of 
Macao, and of suits originating there, when the party offending or 
the party sued comes or is found within the jurisdiction of that Court ; 
but that Court shall not have power to issue any warrant or writ to 
be executed or served withm that peninsula. 

160. Save as expressly provided by this order, all jurisdiction, 
power, and authority of the Supreme Court of HongkDng exerciseable 
in relation to British subjects resident in or resorting to China or 
Japan, shall, fr^m the commencement of this Order, absolutely cease. 

XXI. — Repeals. 

161. Prom and immediately after the commencement of this 
Order, the orders in Council or any Consular Ordinances described in

162. Nothing in this Order, or in any Rules made under it, shall 
apply to or in any manner affect any suit or pr >ceeding, either of a 
civil <yr of a criminal nature pen ding at the commencement of this 
Order, either with reference to the original proceedings therein 
or with reference to any appeal therein, or otherwise, subject 
nevertheless, to the following provisions and qualifications: — 

(1.) AH siiits and proceedings, whether of a civil or of a 
criminal nature,institut(dortaken before thecommencement 
of this Order in the district <.f the Consulate of Shanghai, 
and pending at the commencement of this Order, are 
hereby transferred to the jurisdiction of the Supreme 
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Court, and the same may be carried on and shall be tried, 
heard, and determined in and by the Supreme Court in 
like manner as nearly as may be in all respects as if the 
same had been instituted or taken in the district of the 
Consulateof Shanghai afterthe commencemcntof thisOrder. 
(2.) In any su!t or proceeding, whether of a civil or of a 
criminal nature, the Court before which the same is pending 
atthe commencement of this Order, after hearing the parties 
either of its own motion, or on the application of either 
party, or by consent may, if it seems fit, from time to lime 
direct that the procedure and practice prescribed by this 
Order, or by any Kule made under it, be followed in any 
respect. 

163. Nothinfir in this Order shall take away any right of appeal g£^^* ^^'^^^ ^ 
of any suit of a civil nature pending at the commencement of this 

Order, — or interfere with the bringing or prosecution of any appeal 
in any such suit that might have been brought or prosecuted if this 
Order bad not been made, — or lake away or abridge any jurisdiction, 
power, or authority of any Court, Judge, Officer, or person in relation 
to any appeal in any such suit, or to the execution or enforcement of 
any judgment, decree, or ordermadebeforeorafterthecoramencement 
of this Order, in or respecting any appeal in any such suit ; and 
notwithstanding this Order, any appeal in any such suit shall lie and 
may bo brought and prosecuted, and any such judgment, decree, or 
order may bo made, executed, and enforced in like manner and with 
the like effect and consequences in all re. pects as if this Order had 
not been made, subject only to this qualification : that in case oi any 
appeal, which, if this Order had not been made, would have lain or 
been heard and determined by the Chiet Superintendent, or to or 
by Her Majesty's Consul-General in Japan, the same shall lie to 
and be heard and determined by the Supreme Court in a like course 
of procedure as nearly as may be in all respects as if this Order had 
not been made. 

XXI IL — Commencement and Publication op Order. 

164. This Order shall commence and have effect as follows : Times of comakOMMn

Courl, and the approval thereof by one of Her Majesty's 
Principal Secietaries of State, immediately from and after 
the first appointment undt- r this Order of a Judge of the 
Supreme Court : 

(3.) As to all other matters and provisions comprised and 
contained in this Order, immediately from and after the 
expiration of one month after this Order is first exhibited 
in the public office of Her Majesty's Consul at Shanghai; 
for which purpose Her Majesty's Consul at Shanghai is 
hereby required forthwith, on receipt by him of a copy of 
this Order, to affix and exhibit the same conspicuously in 
his public office, and he is also hereby required to keep 
the same so affixed and exhibited during one month from 
the first exhibition thereof; and of the time of such first 
exhibition notice shall, as soon thereafter as practicable, 
be published in every Consular District in China and 
Japan, in su ;b ma iner as Her M'tjosty's Ministers there 
respectively direct. 
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And, notwithstanding anything in this Order, the time of 
the expiration of the said month shall be deemed to be the 
time of the commencement of this Order. 
Proclamation of Order. 165. A copy of this Order shall be kept exhibited conspicuously 
in each Court and Consulate in China and in Japan. 

Printed copies shall be provided and sold at such reasonable 
price as Her Majesty's Minister in China directs, 
t And the Eight Honourable the Earl Russell, and the Eight 

Honourable Edward Cardwell, two of Her Majesty's Principal 
Secretaries of State, and the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
are to give the necessary directions herein atf to them may respectively 
appertain.

Whereas bj The China aad Japan Order in Council, 1865, 
Hor Majesty the Queen was pleased, by and with the advice of Her 
Privy Council, to make provision for the exercise of Her Majesty's 
power and jurisdiction over Her Majesty's subjects resident in or 
resorting to China or Japan : 

And whereas in China and Japan a^lditional ports may be from 
time to time opened to foreign trada, and it is expedient to provide 
tor the exercise at thosi porta of Her Majesty's power and jurisdic- 
tion before the e3tablishm3nt there of Commissioned Consular 
OflScers : 

Now, therefore. Her Mijesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the Foreign Jurisdiction Acts, 1843 to 1875, and by the 
Act of the Session of the Sixth and S ^venth years of Her Majesty's 
E'^,ign, chapter eighty, " for the better government of Her Majesty's 
subjects resorting to **Caina," or otherwise, in Her vested, is 
pleased, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and 
it is hereby ordered, as follows ; — 

1. — The provisions of Article 25 of The China and Japan Order 
in Council, 1865, and all provisions of that Order consequent thereon 
or relative thereto, shall extend and apply to every person (not 
holding a Consular Commission from Her Majesty) trom time to 
time appointed by Her Majesty's Minister in China or Japan to be 
Acting Consul, and to be resident at a port in China or Japan, 
which is for the time being open to foreign trade, and at which uo 
Commissioned Consular Officer of Her Majesty is resident. 

2. — For the purposes and within the meaning of the said 
Order, every person so appointed as an Acting Consul shall be 
deemed a Consular Officer, and the district for which he is appointed 
to act shall be deemed a Consular District, and the Court held by 
him shall be deemed a Provincial Court. 

3. — Words in this Order have the same meaning as in the said 
Order.

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1. — Decision of Questions without Formal Suit. 
Questions of Fact. 

1. Where the parties between whom a suit might be instituted ^JooelJdin**? ^Slhta. 
are agreed as to any question of fact to be determined between them, * ^ 
they may by consent and by order of the Supreme Court or other 

Court on summons, — which order tlie Court may make on being 
satisfied that the parties have a real interest in the determination of 
such question, and that the same is fit to be tried, — proceed to the 
trial of any question of fact, without any petition presented or other 
pleadinpf. 

2. Such question may be stated for trial in an issue (Form 1), iwae. 
ajid such issue may be sot down for trial, and tiied accordingly, as 

if the question stated were to be determined at the hearing of an 
ordinary suit. 

3. The parties may, if they think fit, enter into an agreement Money pa7m«i. 
in writing, which shall be embodied in an order of the Court, that 

on the finding of the Court in the affirmative or negative of such 
issue, a sum of money, fixed in the agreement, or to be ascertained 
by the Court, upon a question inserted in the issue for that purpose, 
shall be paid by one of the parties to the other, with or without 
any costs. 

On the finding of the Court in any such issue, a decree may be 
entered for the sum so agreed or ascertained, with or without costs, 
as the case may be. 

4. Where no agreement ia entered into as to costs, the costs of Cobu, 
the whole proceedings shall be in the discretion of the Court. 

5. The issue and proceedings and decree shall be recorded, and Effect of deowe. 
the decree shall have the same effect as a decree in a contested suit. 

Questions of Lau\ 

6. Where the parties between whom a suit mic^ht be instituted in what 
are agreed as to any question of law to be determined between them, 
they may by consent and by order of the Supreme or other Court on 
summons, — which order the Court may make on being satisfi'^d that 
the parties have a real interest in the determination ot such question, 
and that the same is fit to be determined, — state any question of 
law in a special case for the opinion of the Supreme Court, without 
any petition presented or other pleading. 
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When the cast is stated under order of a Provincial Court, the 
Court shall send the case to the Supreme Court ; and the Supreme 
Court may direct the case to be re-stated or to be amended, or may 
refuse to determine the same if the facts are not suflSciently stated, 
or if the question thereon is not properly raised, or if the parties 
cannot agree on an amended case ; and may draw inferences of fact 
from the facts stated in the case. 

7. The parties may^ if they tbink fit, enter into an agreement 
in writing (which shall be embodied in the order for stating the 
special case or in some subsequent order), that upon the judgment 
of the Supreme Court being given in the affirmative or negative of 
the questions of law raised by the special case, a sum of money 
fixed in the agreement, or to be ascertained by the Supreme Court, 
or in such manner as it may direct, shall be paid by one of the 
parties to the other, with or without any costs. 

On the judgment of the Supreme Court, decree of the Supreme 
Court or of the Provincial Court under whose order the case was 
stated (as the case may be), may be entered for the sum to agreed 
or ascertained, with or without costs, as the case may be. 

8. Where no agreement is entered into as to costs, the costs of 
the whole proceedings shall be in the discretion of the Supreme 
Court. 

9. The special case and proceedings and decree shall be re- 
corded, and the decree shall have the same eflFect as a decree in a 
contested suit. 

II. — Summary Prooeduee for Claims under 100 Dollars. 

10. Where the claim which any person desires to enforce by 
proceedings in the Court relates to money, goods, or other property, 
or any matter at issue of a less amount of value than 100 dollars, — 
or is for the recovery of damages of a less amount than 100 dollars, 
— procefjdings snail be commenced by summons (Form 2), and the 
suit shall be heard and determined in a summary way. 

11. The summons shall issue without application in writing. 
It shall be addressed to the defendant or defendants against 

whom the claim in made. 

It shall state briefly and clearly the nature and particulars of 
the claim, and the amount sought to be recovered. 

It shall be served on the defendant or defendants within the 
time and in the manner directed by the Court. 

A defendant shall not be bound to attend personally to answer 
the summons, unless required expressly by the summons so to do, 
but he must attend personally if summoned as a witness. 

The provisions of these Rules, relative to suits for sums of 100 
dollars and upwards, shall be applicable mutatis mutandis suits for 
sums of less than 100 dollars, and shall be so applied accordingly 
(except as far as the Court may in any case for the avoiding of delay 
and furtherance of substantial justice think fit otherwise to direct), 
particularly as to the matters following : 

The service of summons, notices, and orders. 

The summoning of witnesses. 

The taking of evidence. 

The postponement or adjournment of the hearing. 
The allowance of costs. 

The contents and effect of orders, and the enforcement thereof. 
The recording of the proceedings. 
The mode of appeal. 
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12. When, either on the application for a summons or before, ^ower ot Court to direc* 
or at the hearing thereof, it appears to the Court (for reasons to be * ^ * 

recorded in the minutes of proceedings) that the nature and 
circumstances of the case render it unjust or inexpedient to hear and 
determine the claim in a summary way, the Court may direct 
proceedings to be taken and carried on by petition, as in suits for 
sums of 100 dollars and upwards. 

m. — Summary Pbocbduee for ADMiNisxEtATioN of 
Property of Deceased Persons. 

13. Any person claiming to be a creditor or a legatee, or the la what omm 
next of kin, or one of the next of kin, of a deceased person, may 

apply for and obtain, as of course, without peti ion filed or other 
preliminary proceeding, a summons from the Court (Porm 3), 
requiring the executor or administrator (as the case may be) of the 
deceased to attend before the Court, and show cause why an order 
for the administration of the property of the deceased should not be 
made. 

14 Ou proof of due service of the summons, or on the Order, 
appearance of the executor or administrator in person, or by counsel 
or attorney, and on proof of such other things (if any) as the Court 
requires, the Court may, if in its discretion it thinks fit so to do, 
make an immediate order for the administration of the property of 
the deceased, and the order so made shall have the force of a decree 
to the like effect made on the hearing of a cause between the same 
parties. 

The Court shall have full discretionary power to make or refuse 
such order, or to give any special directions respecting the carriage 
or execution of it, and in the case of applications for 8uch an order 
by two or more different persons or classes of persons, to grant the 
same to such one or more of the claimants or classes of claimants as 
the Court thinks fit. 

If the Court thinks fit the carriage of the order may 
subsequently be given to such person and on such terms as the 
Court directs. 

15. On making such an order, or at any time afterwards, the Cuatody of property. 
Court ma'y, if it thinks fit, make any such further or other order as 

seems expedient for compelling the executor or a«lministrator to 
bring into Court, for safe custody, all or any party of the money, or 
securities, or other property of the deceased, from time to time 
coming to the hands of the executor or administrator, or such other 
order as seems expedient for the safe keeping of the property of the 
deceased, or any part thereof, until it can be duly administered 
under the direction of the court for the benefit of all persons 
interested. 

16. If the extreme urgency or other peculiar circumstances of Proceedings ex-offich* 
any case ap|.»ear to the Court so to require, the Court may issue 

such a summons and make such an order or such orders as aforesaid, 
and may cause proper proceedings to l^e taken thereon, of its own 
motion ex-officio^ or on the information of any oflBcer of the Court, 
and without any such application by a creditor or legatee, the next 
of kin, or one of the next of kin, as is before mentioned. 

17. The reasons of the Court for making any order under the Minute of reasons, 
present provision shall be recorded in the minutes of proceedings. 

IV. — Summary Procedure on Bills op Exchange and 
Promissory Notes. 

18. Suits on bills of exchange or promissory notes, instituted 
within six months after the same become due and payable, may be 
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commeDced by summons (Form 4), and may be heard and 
determined in a summary way as hereinafter is provided. 

19. The Court shall, on application within seven days from 
the service of the summons, give the defendant leave to defend the 
snit on his paying into Court the sum indorsed, or on evidence on 
oath showing to the satisfaction of the Court a good legal or 
equitable defence, or such facts as would make it incumbent on the 
holder to prove consideration, or such other facts as the Court 
deems sufficient to support the application, and on such terms as to 
security and other things as to the Court seems fit; and in that case 
the Court may direct proceedings to be taken and carried on by 
petition in the ordinary way. 

20. If the defendant does not so obtain leave to defend, the 
plaintiflF, on proof of due service of the summons, shall be entitled 
as of course at any time after the expiration or sqch seven days, to 
an immediate absolute decree for any sum not exceeding the sum 
indorsed on the summons, together with interest at the rate specified 
(if any) to the date of the decree, and a sum for costs to be fixed by 
the Court in the decree. 

21. After decree the Court may, under special circumstances, 
set aside the decree, and may, if necessary, set aside execution, and 
may give leave to defend the suit, if it appears to the Court 
reasonable so to do, and on such terms as to the Court may seem 
just, the reasons for any such order being recorded in the minutes 
of proceedings. 

22. In any proceedings under the present provisions, it shall 
be competent to the Court to order the bill or note sought to be 
proceeded on to be forthwith deposited in the Court, and fiirtber to 
order that all proceedings be stayed until the plaintiff gives security 
for costs. 

23. The holder of a dishonoured bill or note shall have the 
same remedies for recovery of the expenses incurred in the noting 
of the same for non-acceptance or non-paying, or incurred otherwise 
by reason of the dishonour, as he has under the present provisions 
for recovery of the amount of the bill or note. 

24. The holder of a bill or note may, if he thinks fit, obtain 
one summons under the present provisions against all or any of the 
parties to tbe bill or note; and such summons shall be the 
commencement of a suit or suits against the parties therein named 
respectively ; and all the subsequent proceedings against such 
respective parties shall be carried on, as far as may be, as if separate 
summonses had issued. 

But the summons or its indorsement must set forth the claims 
against the parties respectively, according to their respective alleged 
liabilities, wi^h sufficient precision and certainty to enable each 
defendant to set up any defence on which he individually may 
desire to rely. 

25. An appeal from a Provincial Court to the Supreme Court 
in respect of any decision, decree, or order given or made in any 
such suit does not lie, except by special leave* 

V. — Suits pgr Sums of 100 Dollars and Upwards. 

Petition. 

26. Subject to the foregoing provisions, where the claim 
which any person desires to enforce by proceedings in the Court 
relates to money, goods, or other property of the amount or value 
of 100 dollars or upwards, — or relates to or involves directly or 
indiiectly a question respecting any matter at issue, of tbe amount 
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or value of 100 dollars or upwards — or is for the recovery of 
damages of the amount of 100 dollars or upwards — proceedings 
fiball be commenced by the filing of a petition (Form 5). 

27. The petition shall contain a narrative of the material Cont<»nta of p^titioa, 
facts, matter, and circumstances on which the plaintiff relies, such 

narrative being divided into paragraphs numbered consecutively, 
each paragraph containing, as nearly as may be, a separate and 
distinct statement or allegation, and shall pray specially for the 
relief to which the plaintiff may conceive himself entitled, and also 
for general relief. 

The petition must be as brief as may be consistent with a clear 
statement of the facts on which the prayer is sought to be supported, 
and with information to the defendant of the nature of the claim 
set up. 

Documents must not be unnecessarily set out in the petition iji 
hoe verba, but so much only of them as is pertinent and material may 
be set out, or the eff**ct and substance of so much only of them as is 
pertinent and material may be given, without needless prolixity. 

Dates and sums shall be expressed in figures and not in words. 

The petition may not contain any statement of the mere evidence 
by which the facts alleged are intended to be proved, and may not 
contain any argument of law. 

The facts material to the establishment of the plaintiff's right to 
recover shall be alleged positively, briefly, and as clearly as may be, 
so as to enable the defendant by his answer either to admit or deny 
any one or more of the material allegations, or else to admit the truth 
of any or all of the allegations, but to set forth some other substantive 
matter in his answer, by reason of which he intends to contend that 
the right of the plaintiff to recover or to any relief capable of being 
granted on the petition has not yet accrued, or is released or barred 
or otherwise gone. 

Particulars of Demand. 

28. Where the plaintiff's claim is for money payable in respect inwhat cww. 
cf any contract express or implied, — or to recover the possession or 

the value of any goods wrongfully taken and detained by the 
defendant from the plaintiff, it shall be sufficient for the plaintiff to 
state bis claim in the petition in a general form, and to annex to the 
petition a Schedule stating the particulars of his demand, in any 
form which shall give the defendant reasonably sufficient information 
as to the details of the claim. 

An application for further or better particulars may be made 
by the defendant before answer on summons. 

The plaintiff shall not at the hearing obtain a decree for any Effect of pirticuiwri. 
sum exceeding that stated in the particulars, except for subsequent 
inteiest and the costs of suit, notwithstanding that the sum claimed 
in the petition for debt or damages exceeds the sum stated in the 
particulars. 

Particulars of demand shall not be amended except by leave of AmendmenL 
the Court ; and the Court may, .on any application for leave to amend, 
grant the same, on its appearing that the defendant will not be 
prejudiced by amendment. Otherwise the Court may refuse leave 
or grant the same on such terms as to notice, postponement of trial, 
or costs, as justice requires. 

Any variance between the items contained in the particulars Variance, 
and the items proved at the hearing may be amended at the hearing, 
either at once or on such terms as to notice, adjournment, or costs, 
M justice requires. 
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Where particulars are amended by leave of the Court, or where 
further or better particulars are ordered to be given, the order shall 
state the time within which the amendment is to be made or the 
further or better particulars are to be given; and the order for 
service of the amended or further or better particulars shall state 
the time which the defendant is to have to put in his answer. 

Papers Annexed, 

29. Where the plaintiff seeks (in addition to or without any 
order for the payment of money by the defendant) to obtain, 
against any person, any general or special declaration by the Court 
of his rights under any contract or instrument, — or to set aside any 
contract, — or to have any bond, bill, note, or instrument in writing 
delivered up to be cancelled, — or to restrain any defendant by 
injunction, — or to have any account taken between himself and 
any other or others, — and in such other cases as the nature of the 
circumstances makes it necessary or expedient, — the plaintiff in his 
petition may refer to and briefly describe any papers or documents 
on the contents of which he intends to rely, and may annex copies 
of such papers or documents to the petition, where such papers or 
documents are brief, or may state any reason for not annexing copies 
of such papers or documents, ol* any of them respectively (as to their 
length, possession of copies by the defendant, loss, inability to 
procure copies), that he may have to allege. The plaintiff shaU, in 
his petition, offer to allow the defendant to inspect such papers and 
documents as aforesaid, or such of them as are in his possession 
or power. 

Amendment. 

30. Any plaintiff not giving sufficient information to ena')le the 
defendant reasonably to understand the nature and particulars of 
the claim set up against him, may be ordered, on the application of 
the defendant before answer, to amend his petition. 

The plaintiff may be ordered to annex copies of, or produce for 
inspection, such papers or documents in his possession or power as 
he has referred to in the petition, and as the defendant is entitled 
to inspect for the purpose of the suit. 

The Court may in such cases make such order as to costs as 
justice requires, an^l stay proceedings until the order is complied with. 

31. If any petiti)n contains libellous or needlessly offensive 
expressions, the Court may, either of its own motion before service 
thereof, or on the application of the defendant, order the petition to 
be amended, and make such order as to costs as justice requires. 

32. A petition may be amended at any time b?fore answer by 
leave of the Court, obtained ex parte. 

Notice of the amendment shall be given to the defendant within 
such time and in such manner as the Court directs. 

E(iuity, 

33. Every petition is to be taken to imply an offi-r to do equity 
in the matter of the suit commenced by it, and to admit of any 
equitable defence, and, on the other hand, to enable the plaintiff to 
obtain at the hearing any such equitable relief as he may appear 
entitled to jfrora the facts stated and proved, though not specifically 
asked, if it may be granted without hardship to the defendant. 

Pai'iies, 

34. Persons entitled to sue and suing on b *half ut others, as 
guardians, executors, or administrators, — or on tehalf of themselves 
and otbers, as creditors in a suit for administration, — must state tht3 
charact^^r in wuicli they sue. 
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35. All persons having a joint cause of suit against any Joint caob* of iuit. 
defendant ought ordinarily to be parties to the suit. 

36. Where the plaintiff has a joint and several demand against Joint ^nd scrcrai 
several persons, either as principals or as sureties, it is not ^""^^ 
necessary for him to bring before the Court as parties to a suit 
concerning such demand all «the persons liable thereto, but be may 

proceed against one or more of the persons severally liable. 

37. If it appears before or at the hearing that any [»erson not 
joined as plaintiff or as defendant oughi to be so joined, — or that "^^'J*''** 
any person joining as plaintiff or as defendant ought not to be so 
joined, — the Court may order the petition to be amended, with 
liberty to amend the other pleadings (if any), and on such terms 

as to time for answering, postponement or adjournment of hearing, 
and cost, as justice requiries. 

But no person shall be 80 joined as plaintiff without satisfactory 
evidence to the Court of his consent thereto. 

Nor shall the name of any plaintiff be struck out unless it 
appears to the satisfaction of the Court either that he was originally 
joined as plaintiff without his consent, or that he consents to his 
name being struck out. 

38. Where a plaintiff sues any person as agent for some other Defendant laed m ageni^ 
person, not seeking to fix such agent vrith any personal liability, the 

Court, on the fact coming to its knowledge, shall, if the person 
really sought to be fixed with liability is within the particular 
jurisdiction, forthwith order his name to be substituted, and stay 
proceedings until the order is complied with. But if he is not 
within the particular jurisdiction, shall refuse to proceed further in 
the matter, unless and until the person sued as agent undertakes, 
by writing under his hand, to defend the suit, and personally to 
satisfy any decree or order for debt or damages and costs therein. 

in the latter case the person sued as agent shall further, within 
such time as the Court orders and before the hearing of the suit, 
procure and file with the proceedings a sufficient authonty in writing 
from the party on whose behalf such agent is affecting to act, to 
substitute the name of the principal as defendant for his own, 
and to defend the suit, or otherwise act in it on behalf of such 
principal. 

Such agent shall not, however, be deemed discharged by such 
authority and substitution from his personal undertaking and 
liability to satisfy any decree or order in the suit, such authority 
and substitution being in all cases strictly required as a protection 
against collusive decrees which might affect absent persons. 

39. In case a p-t ition states two or more distinct causes of suit, JJiJ^^utf*"**'*^'''*^^ 
by and against the same parties, and in the same ris.rht8, the Court 

may, either before or at the hearing, if it appears inexpedient to try 
the different causes of suit together, or that differ<3nt records be 
made up and make such order as to adjournment and costs as justice 
requires. 

In case a petition states two or more distinct causes of suit, 
but not by and against the same parties, or by and against the 
same parties but not in the same rights, the petition may, on tho 
application of any defendant, be dismissed. 

In case such application is made within the time for answer, 
the petition may be dismissed, with substantial costs to be paid l>y 
the plaintiff to the defendant making the application ; but in case 
the application is not made within the time for answer, the petition, 
when the defect is brought to the notice of the Court, may be 
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dismissed without costs, or on payment of Court fees only, as to the 
Court seems just. 

Defective Petition, 

40. Where a petition is defective on the face of it by reason of 
non-compliance with any provision of these Kules, the Court may, 
either on application by a defendant or of its own m^^tion, make an 
order to stay proceedings until the defect is remedied. 

The Court shall, of its own motion, make an order to stay 
proceedings on a defective petition, where the defect is patent and 
serious, and comes to the knowledge of the C'>urt before service of 
the petition on the defendant. 

Copies of Service, 

41. Where there is only one defendant, one copy of the petition, 
and of any schedule thereto, for service, is to be left with the Court, 
together with the original; where there are two or more defendants, 
as many copies as there are parties to be served are to be left, 
together with the original. 

Service of Petition, 

42. The plaintiff on filing his petition must obtain an order 
for service of it on the defendant. 

Every order for service shall specify a reasonable time after 
service, ordinarily not more than eight days, within which the 
defendant must put in his answer. 

Defence on Oround oj Lcm, 

43. Where a defendant conceives that he has a good legal or 
equitable defence to the petition, so that even if the allegations of 
fact in the petition were admitted or clearly established, yet the 
plaintiff would not be entitled to any decree against him (the 
defendant), he may raise this defence by a motion that the petition 
be dismissed without any answer being required from him. 

The motion paper shall be filed within the time allowed for 
putting in an answer. 

It must state briefly the grounds of law on which the defendant 
intends to rely at the hearing of the motion. 

The motion shall be heard and disposed of at as early a time 
as may be. 

For the purposes of the motion t' e defendant shall be taken to 
admit the truth of the allegations of fact in the petition, and no 
evidence as to matters of fact or discussion of questions of fact shall 
be admitted at the hearing of the motion. 

On hearing the motion the C jurt shall either dismiss the 
petition or order the d'^fendant to put in an answer within a short 
time, to be named in the order, and may give leave to the plaintiff 
to amend his petition if it appears requisite, and may impose such 
teims as justice requires. 

Where, on the hearing of the motion, any grounds of law are 
urged in support of tlie motion beyond those stated in the motioa 
paper, and the grounds stated therein are disallowed, the defendant 
shall be liable to pay the same costs as if the motion were wholly 
refused, although the grounds of law newly urged are allowed, 
unless the Court thinks fit in any case to order otherwise. 

Answer, 

3Pwtber time to aDBwer. ' 44. The defendant may obtain further lime for putting in his 
answer on summons, stating further time required, and the reason 
w' y it is required. 
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""^^e application when made, unless consented to, must be 
supported by aflSdavit or b^ oral evidence on oath, showing that 
there is reasonable ground for the application, and that it is not 
made for the purpose of delay. 

45. Where a defendant does not put in any answer he shall not Effect of defendant not 
be taken as admitting the allegations of the petition, or the plaintiff's "^'^^""s- 

right to the relief sought ; and at the hearing (even though such 
defendant does not appear) the plaintiff must open his case, and 
adduce evidence in support of it, and take such judgment as to the 
Court appears just. 

46. A defendant neglecting to put in an answer within the time Le«ve to answer after 
or further time allowed, shall not be at liberty to put in any answer »»owed. 
without leave of the Court, 

The Court may grant such leave by order on the ex parte 
application of the d«^fendant at any time before the plaintiff has set 
down the cause, or applied to have it set down for hearing. 

Where the cause has been set down or the plaintiff has applied 
to have it set down for hearing, the Court shall not grant such leave 
except on return of a summons to the plaintiff, giving notice of the 
defendant's application, and on such terms as to costs and other 
matters as seem just. 

47. The answer (Form 6) shall show the natxire of the defend- Fonn and contents of 
ant's defence to the claim set up by the petition, but may not set 

forth the evidence by which such defence is intended to be sup- 
ported. 

It should be clear and precise, and not introduce matter 
irrelevant to the suit, and the rules before laid down respecting the 
setting out of documents and the contents of a petition generally 
shall be observed in answer, mntcUis mutandia. 

It must deny all such material allegations in the petition as the 
defendant intends to deny at the hearing. 

Where the answer denies an allegation of fact, it must deny it 
directly, * and not by way of negative pregnant: as (for example) 
where it is alleged that the defendant has received a sum of money, 
the answer must deny that he has received that sum or any part 
thereof, or else set forth what part he has received. And so, where 
a matter of fact is alleged in the petition with certain circum- 
stances, the answer must not deny it literally as it is alleged, but 
mu8t answer the point of substance positively and certainly. 

The answer must specifically admit such material allegation 
in the petition as the defendant knows to be tiue, or desires to be 
taken as admitted. Such admission, if plain and specific, will 
prevent the plaintiff from obtaininj; the cost of proving at the • 
hearing any matters of fact so admitted. 

All mat Tial allegations of fact admitted by a defendant shall 
be taken as established against him, without proof thereof by the 
plaintiff at the hearing. But the plaintiff shall be bound to prove i 
as against each defendant all allegations of fact not admitted by 
bim, or not stated by him to be true to his belief. 

The answer must allege any matter of fact not stated in the 
petition on which the defendant relies in defence, — as establishing, 
for instance, fraud on the part of the plaintiff, or showing that the 
plaintifi^s right to recover, or to any relief capable of being granted 
on the petition, has not yet accrued, or is released or barred or 
ctberwise gone. 
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48. Tiie answer of a defendant shall not debar l rpx ^ itbe 
bearing frooi disproving any allegation of the petition no^^^tted 
bj bis answer, or from giving evidence in support of ^^JKf^ 
expressly set up by tbe answer, — except where the ddffce is such 
as, in tbe opinion of the Court, ought to have been ^pressly set up 
by the answer — or is inconsistent with tbe statements of the answer 
— or is, in the opinion of tbe Court, likely to take the plaintiff by 
surprise, and to luise a fresh issue or fresh issues of fact or law not 
fairly arising out of the pleadings as they stand, and such as the 
plaintiff ought not to be then called upon to try. 

Specific Amwer, 

49. Where the defendant does cot answer, or puts in an answer 
amounting only to a general denial of the plaintiff's claim, the 
plaintiff may apply by summons for an order to compel him to 
answer specially to tbe several material allegations in the petition; 
and the Court, if 3uch allegations are briefly, positively, separately, 
and distinctly made, and it thinks that justice so requires, may 
grant such an order. 

The defendant shall, within the time limited by such order, put 
in his answer accordingly, and shall therein answer the several 
material allegations in the i>etition, either admitting or denying the 
truth of such allegations seriatim, as the truth or falsehood of each 
is within his knowledge, or (as the case may be) stating as to any 
one or more of the allegations that he does not know whether such 
allegation or allegations is or are true or otherwise. 

The defendant so answering may also set up by such answer 
any defence to the suit, and may explain away the effect of any 
admission therein made by any other allegation of fiacts. 

Interroga'tories, 

50. Where an answer so put in fails substantially to comply 
with the terms of the order, by reason of any one or more of the 
material allegations not being either denied or admitted thereby, or 
not being met l»y a statement io tbe answer that the defendant does 
not know whether such allegation or allegations is or are true or 
otherwise, the plaintiff may apply to the Court to examine the 
defendant on written interrogatories ; and the Court may, if it sees 
fit, examine the defendant accordinj^ly on written interrogatories 
allowed by the Court, and embodying material allegations of the 
petition in an interrogative form, and may reduce the answers of the 
defendant to writing. 

Such answers shall be taken for the purposes of the suit to be 
a part of the defendant's answer to the petition. 

Oath, 

51. The Court may, where the circumstancen of the caae appear 
to require it, order the defendant to put in an answer on oath. 

Tender. 

52. A defence alleging tender by the defendant must be 
accompanied by payment into Court of the amount alleged to have 
been tendered. 

Set-off. 

oZ. Al defence of set-off io <i ciaira for money, whether in debt 
or in damages, must be accompanied by a statement of particulars 
of set-off; and if pleaded as a sole defence, unless extendin^r to the 
whole amount ot the plaintiff* s claim, must also be accompanied by 
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payment into Court of the amount to wbich, on the defend int's Payment into Court, 
phowing, the plaintiff is entitled ; and iu detiiult of such payment 
the defendant shall be liable to bear the costs of the suit, even if he Costs, 
succeeds in bis defence to the extent of llie set-ofiF pleaded. 

Where a defendant in his answer raises a defence by way of Croessuit. 
set off, which, in the opinion of the Court, is not admissible as 
set-off, the Court may either before or at the hearing, on his 
application, give him liberty to withdraw such defence, and to file a 
cross petition, and may make such order jor the hearing of the suit 
and cross suit together or otherwise, on s^icli terms as to costs and 
other matters as seem just. 



Payment into Court. 

54. Payment into Court by the defendant must be accompanied Amwer. 
by an answer. The answer must stat^j distinctly that the money 
pliid in is paid in satisfaction of the plai^^tiff's claim generally, or 
(as the case may be) in satisfaction of some specific part of the 
plaintiff's claim, where the claim is stated in the petition for distinct 
sums or in respect ot distinct matters. 

Payment into Court, Whether ma^^e in satisfaction of the Effect, 
plaintiff's claim generally or in satisfaction of some specific part 
thereof, operates as an admission of liability to the extent of the 
amount paid in, and no more, and for no other purpose. 

Where the defendant pays money into Court, the plaintiff shall Acceptance hj pUintiit 
be at liberty to accept the same in full satisfaction and discharge of 
the cause of suit in respect of vyhich it is paid in; and in that case 
the plaintiff may forthwith apply by motion for payment of the mon*^y 
out of Court to him; and on the hearing of the motion the C 'urt 
shall make such order as to stay of further proceedings in the suit, 
in whole or in part, and as to costs and oth'^- tuatters, as seems just. 

If the plaintiff does not so apply, he shall le considered as Non-aeceptMicc 
insisting that he has sustained damages to a greater amount, — or 
(as the case may be) that the defendant was and is indebted to him 
in a greater amount that the sum paid in; and in that case the 
Court, in determining the suit and disposing of costs at the bearing, coet«. 
shall have regard to the fact of the payment into Court having been 
made and not accepted. 

Counter-claim. 

55. Where a defendant in his answer raises any specific defence, Cross petition in mom 
and it appears to the Court that on such defence being established ^ ' 
he may be entitled to relief against the plaintiff in respect of the 
subject-matter of the suit, the Court may, on the application of the 
defendant either before or at tho hearing, if under the ciecumstances * 
of any case it thinks fit, give, liberty to him to file a counter-claim 
by a cross- petition in the same suit, asking for relief against the 
pkUittiff, and may make such order for the bearing of the suit and 
counter-claim together or otherwise, and in such manner and on 
such terms as to costs and other matters as seem just, and may, if 
in any case it seem^ fit, require the plaintiff to give security to the 
satisfaction of the Court (by deposit or otherwise) to abide by and 
perform the decision of the Court on the counter-claim. 



Proceedings after Answer. 

66. No replication or other pleading after answer is allowed, No pleadiog after 
except by hpccial leave of the Court. uamn. 
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57. Where the plaintiff considers the contents of the answer tc 
be such as to render an amendment of the petition necessary jr 
desirable, he may obtain ex parte an order to amend the petition on 
satisfying the Cuurt that the amendment is not intended fcv the 
purpose of delay or vexation, but because it is considered to be 
material for the plaintiff's case. 

Notice of the amendment shall be given to the defendant within 
such time and in such manner as the Court in each case directs. 

Settlement of Issues, 

58. At any time before or at the hearing the Court may, if it 
thinks fit, on the application of any party or of its own motion, 
proceed to ascertain and determine what are the material questions 
in controversy between the parties, although the same are not 
distinctly or properly raised by the pleadings, and may reduce such 
questions into writing and settle t' em in the form of issues ; which 
issues when settled may state questions of law on admitted facts, or 
questions of disputed fact, or questions partly of the one kind and 
partly of the other. 

In settling issues the Court may order or allow the striking out 
or amendment of any pleading or part of a pleading so that the 
pleadings may finally correspond with the issues settled, and maj 
order or allow the striking out or amendment of any pleading or 
part of a pleading that appears to be so framed as to prejudice, 
embarrass, or delay the trial of the cause. 

Where the application to the Court to settle issue is made at 
any stage of the proceedings, at which all parties are actually present 
before the Court, either in person or by counsel or attorney, or at 
the hearing, the application may be made viva voce, and may be 
disposed of at once, otherwise the application must be made and 
disposed of on summons. 

Reference of Account. 

59. Whore it appears to the Court at any time after suit 
instituted, that the question in dispute relates either wholly or in part 
to matters of mere account, the Court may, according to the amount 
of public business pending, either decide such question in a summary 
way, or order that it be referred either wholly or in part to some 
person agreed on by the parties, or in case of their non-agreement, 
appointed by the Court. 

The referee sl;all enter into the account and hear evid nee, and 
report on it to the Court, according to the order ; and the Court after 
hearing the parties may adopt the conclusions of tho report, either 
wholly or in part, or may direct a further report to be made by the 
referee, and may grant any necessary adjournment for that purpose 

Seithig down of Came for Hearing. 

60. No cause can be set down for hearing without order of the 
Court first obtained. 

61. At the expiration of the time allowed for answering, the 
plaintiff may apply ex parte for an order to set down the cause for 
hearing. 

62. Where the defendant has put in an answer, the plaintiff 
must carefully consider the answer, and if he finds that upon the 
answer alone there is sufficient ground for a final decree or order, 
he must proceed upon the answer without entering into evidence 
preparatory to or at the hearing. 

Or, if it is needful to prove a particular point, he must not enter 
into evidence as to other points that are not necessary to be proved, 
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In the first case, if he enters Into evidence at all, and in the 
second case, if he enters into evidence as to such other points, he 
renders himself liable to pay the costs thereof. 

63. An order to set down the cause may be made on the applica- ^ni®"" ^^fjf^^^f 
tioD of the defendant by sumnions, if it appears to the Courr, having detlll^t, ^ 
regard to the state ot the pleadings, that the cause is rea ly to be 

heard, and that there has been delay on the part of the plaintiff in 
obtaining an order for setting down the cause, for which the plaintiff 
has no reasonable excuse (as the absence or illness of a material 
witness), and that the defendant is prejudiced or may reasonably be 
expected to be prejudiced by such delay. 

Ditmissal for want of Prosecution. 

64. Where the plaintiff does not obtain an order for setting what oMei. 
down the cause within three months from the time at which he 

mii^ht first apply for such an order, the defendant may apply by 
motion for an order to dismiss the petition lor want of prosecution. 

On such application, the Court may, if it thinks fit, make an 
order dismissing the petition, or make such other order, or impose 
such terms as ttie Court thinks just and reasonable. 

Fodponemmt of Hearing. 

65. The Court may at any time on a summons taken out by in what caac«. 
any party postpone the hearing of a cause set down, on being 
satisfied by evidence on oath that the iwstponcment will have the 

effect of better ensuring the hearing and determination of the 
questions between the parties on the merits. 

Wbere such an application is made on the ground of the 
absence of a witness, the Court shall require to be satisfied that his 
evidence is material, and that he is likely to return and give evidence 
within a reasonable time. 

Where such an application is made for the purpose of enabling 
the party applying to obtain the evidence of a witness resident out 
of the particular jurisdiction, the Court shall require to be satisfied 
that the evidence of the witness is material, and that he is likely to 
give evidence, and that he is permanently residing out of the 
jurisdiction, or does not intend to come witiiin the jurisdiction 
within a reasonable time. The party making such application must 
also apply lor an order for the examination ot such witness out of 
the jurisdiction, or for leave to use aa aflidavit to be made by such 
witness as evidei.ce at the hearing. 

Hearing List and Hearing Paper. 

66. There shall be kept a General Hearing List for causes and Tobekcpt. 
a Hearing Paper. 

67. Where a cause is set down for hearing it shall be placed in Order of oaui©s. • 
the general hearing list, and shall be transferred to the hearing 

paper strictly in its turn and order, according as the g neral hearing 
list becomes exhausted. 

The rt^gular order shall in no case be departed from without 
special direction. 

68. When a case is about to be transferred from the general Notice to pM-tiei. 
hearing list to the hearing paper, notice shall be served on the 

parties (Form 7) ; and unless the Court in any particular case directs 
otherwise, ten days shall be allowed between service of such notice 
and the day of hearing. 

69. When any cause or matter has been specially directed by Causea t&ken oat of ton. 
the Court to be heard on a particular day, or oat of its ordinary 
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turn, the name of the cause or matter shall be placed ia the hearing 
paper, with the words by order " subjoined. 

70. In case of any adjournment of the hearing; from the day 
appointed in the hearing paper by reason of the preceding causes 
in the hearing paper not having been got through, or under any 
order of the Court made during the sitting on that day, no further 
notice to either party of the adjournment day shall be requisite; and 
the adjournment day shall, unless otherwise ordered by the Court, 
be the next ordinary Court day. 

Sittings of Court, 

71. The sittings of the Court for the hearing of causes shall be, 
where the amount of public business so warrants, held on fixed and 
slated days. 

The Court may, at its discretion, appoint any other day or days 
from time to lime for the hearing of causes, as circumstances 
require. 

72. The sittings of the Court for the heariuc: of causes shall 
ordinarily be public ; but the Court may, for a reason to be specified 
by it on the minutes hear any particular cause or matter in the 
presence only of the parties and their legal alvisers and the oflScers 
of the Court. 

73. On the ai)plicatii.n of either party at the commencement of 
the proceedings, or of its own motion, the Court may order witnesses 
on both sides to be kept out of Court until they have respectively 
givon their evidence; but this rule does not extend to the parties 
themselves, or to their respective legal advisers, although intended 
to be called as witnesses. 

74. Subject to special arranc^pments for any particular day, tlie 
business of the day shall be taken, as nearly as circumstances permit, 
in the following order : 

(i.) At the commencement of the sitting, judgment shall be 
delivered in matters standing over for that purpose, and appearing 
for judgment in the paper : 

(ii.) Ex parte motions and motions by consent shall next be 
taken, in the order in which the motion papers have been sent in: 

(iii.) Opposed motions on notice, and arguments on showing 
cause against orJers returnable on that day, shall then be taken, in 
the order in which these matters respectively stand in the hearing 
paper: 

(iv.) The causes in the hearing paper shall then be called on, 
in their order, unless the Court sees fit to vary the order. 

Hearing, 

75. When a cause in the hearing paper has been called on, if 
neither party appears, either in person or by counsel or attorney, 
the Court, on being satisfied that the plaintiff has received notice of 
the hearing, shall, unless it sees good reason to the contrary, strike 
the cause out of the hearing paper. 

76. If the plaintiff does not appear in person or by counsel or 
attorney, the Court, on being satisfied that the plaintiff has received 
notice of the hearing, shall, unless it sees good reason to the con^ 
trary, strike out the cause, and make such orders as to costs in favour 
of any defendant appearing as seems just. 

77. If the plaintiff appears, but the defendant or any of the 
defendants do not appear, in person or by counsel or attorney, the 
Court shall, before hearing the cause, inquire into the service of the 
petition and of notice of Ijearing on the absent party or parties. 
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If not satisfied as to the service on every party, the Court shall 
direct that further service be made as it directs, and adjourn the 
hearing of the cause for that purpose. 

If satisfied that the defendant or the several defendants has or 
have been duly served with the petition and with notice of the 
bearing, the Court may proceed to hear the cause, notwithstanding 
the absence of the defendant or any of the defendants, and may, on 
the evidence adduced by the plaintiff, give such judgment as appears 
just. The Court, however, shall not be absolutely bound to do so, 
but may order the hearing to stand over to a further day, and direct 
fresh notice to be given to the defendant or defendar.ts, in case 
justice seems to require an adjournment. 

78. Where the Court hears a cause and gives judgment in the Rehearing for defendant 
absence of and against any defendant, it may afterwards, if it thinks 

fit, on such terras as seem just, set aside the decree and rehear the 
cause, on its being established by evidence on oath to the satisfaction 
of the Court that the defendant's absence was not wilful, and that he 
has a defence upon the merits. 

79. Where a cause is struck out by reason of the absence of the ReBtoraiion of cause to 
plain ciff, it shall not be restored without leave of the Court, until it to-" P»»i»tiff. 

has been set down again at the bottom of the general hearing list, 
and been transferred in its regular turn to the hearing paper. 

80. Where a cause has been once struck out, and has been a J^on-*ppe*raiice of 

J,. ,j •xiir* J plaintiff a second time. 

second lime set down, and has come into the hearing paper, and on 
the day fixed for the hearing the plaintiff, having received due notice 
thereof, fails to appear either in person or by counsel or attorney 
when the cause is called on, the Court, on the application oi the 
defendant, and if the non-appearance of the plaintiff appears to be 
wilful and intended to harass the defendant, or to fie likely to 
prejudice the defendant by preventing? the hearing and determination 
of the suit, may make an order on the plaintiff to show cause why 
a day should rot be fixed for the peremptory hearing of the cause ; 
and on the return to that order, if no cause or no sufficient cause 
be shown, the Court shall fix a day accordingly, upon such notice 
and other terms as seem just. 

In case the plaintiff does not appear on the day so fixed, either 
in person or by counsel or attorney, the Court shall, unless it sees 
good reason to the contrary, dismiss the petition, which dismissal 
shall have the same effect as a dismissal on the merits at the 
bearing. 

Jury. 

81. Notice of demand of a jury, or of application for a jury Time for demand of or 
must be filed seven days at least before the day of hearing. application for jury, 

82. An appeal does not lie against the refusal of an application Appeal, 
for -a jury. 

83. Where notice of demand of a jury has not been filed in due Adjournment for jury, 
time, or if at the hearing both parties desire a jury, the Court may, 

on such terms as seem just, a Ijourn the hearing, in order that a jury 
may be summoned. 

Proceeding to the Hearing. 

84. The order of proceeding at the hearing of a cause shall be Order of proceeding, 
as follows : 

The plaintiff shall state the pleadings. 

The party on whom the burden of proof is thrown by the nature 
of the material issues or questions between the parties has the right 
to begin ; he shall address the Court and open his case. 

He shall then call his evidence and examine his witnesses in chief. 
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When the party beginning has concluded his evidence, he shall 
ask the other party if he intends to call evidence (in which terms 
is included evidence taken by aflSdavit or deposition, or under 
commission, and documentary evidence not already read or taken as 
read); and it answerel in the negative, he shall be entitled to sum 
up the evidence already given, and comment thereon ; but if answered 
in the aflBrmative, he shall wait for his general reply. 

When the party beginning has concluded his case, the other 
party shall be at l.berty to address the Court, and to call evidence, 
and to sum up and comment thereon. 

If no evidence is called or read by the latter party, the party 
beginning (saving the right of the Crown) shall have no right to 
reply, unless he has been prevented from summing up his case by 
the statement of the other party of his intention to call evidence. 

The case on both sides shall then be considered closed. 

If the party opposed to the party beginning calls or reads 
evidence, the party beginning shall be at liberty to reply generally 
on the whole case, or be may call fresh evidence in leply to the 
evidence given on the other side, on points material to the 
determination of the issues, or any of them, but not on collateral 
matter. 

Where evi<lence in reply is tendered, and allowed to be given, 
the reply against whom the same has been adduced shall beat 
liberty to address the Court, and the party beginning shall be 
entitled to the general reply. 

85. Each witness, after examination in chief, shall be subject to 
cross-examination by the otht*r party, and to examination by the 
party calling him, and after examination may be questioned by the 
Court, and shall not be recalled or further questioned save through 
and by leave of the Court. 

86. The Court shall take a note of the substance of the viva voce 
evidence in a narrative form, but shall put down the terms of any 
particular question or answer, if there appears any special reason 
for doing so. 

No person shall be entitled as of right, at any time or for any 
purpose, to inspection or a copy of the Court's notes. 

87. All objections to evidence must be takeu at the time the 
question objected to is put, or, in case of written evidence, when the 
same is about to be put in, and must be argued and decided at the 
time. 

88. Where a question put to a witness is objected to, the Court, 
unless the objection appear frivolous, sliall take a note of the 
question and objection, if required by either party, and shall 
mention on the notes whether the question was allowed to be put 
or not, and the answer to it, if put. 

89. Where any evidence is by affidavit, or has been taken by 
commission, or on deposition, the party adducing the same may read 
and comment on it, either immediately after his opening, or after the 
viva voce evidence on his part has been concluded. 

90. The Court may, at its discretion, if the interest of justice 
appear absolutely so to require (for reasons to be recorded in the 
minutes of proceedings), admit an affidavit in evidence, although it 
is shown that the party against whom the affidavit is offered in 
evidence had no opportunity of cross-examining the person making 
the affidavit, on such terms, if any, as seem just. 

91. Documentary evidence must be put in and read, or takeu 
as read by consent. 
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Eveiy document put in evidence shall be marked by the Court 
at the time, and shall be retained by the Court during the hearing, 
and retamed to the party who put it in, or from whose custody it 
came, immediately after the judgment, unless it is impounded by 
order of the Court. 

92. Where the evidence adduced at the hearing varies v»ri»noe of cridcnoe, 
substantially from the allegations of the respective parties in the 

pleading, it shall be in the discretion of the Court to allow the 
pleading to be amended. 

93. The Court may allow such amendment on such terms as Ajneii4menu, 
to adjournment, costs, and other things as seem just, so as to avoid 
surprise and injury to any party ; but all amendments necessary for 

the determination in the existing suit of the real question in 
controversy between the parties shall be made if duly applied for. 

94. The Court may at the hearing order or allow, on such pJjm^js prejadiomc 
terms as seem just, the striking out or amendment of any pleading 

that appears so framed as to prejudice, embariass, or dela^ the fair 
trial of the real questions in controversy between the parties. 

JvdgmeTvl. 

95. 'Decisions and judgments shall be delivered or read in open Pubiidtj. 
Court, in presence of the parties and their legal advisers. 

96. If the Judgment of the Court is reserved at the hearing, flmnmoMtoheAr 
parties to the suit shall be summoned to hear judgment, unless the 

Coutt at the hearing states the day on which judgment will be 
delivered, in which case no summons to hear judgment shall be issued. 

97. All parlies shall be deemed to have notice of any decision parti«i of 
or judmnent, if the same is pronounced at the hearing of the ^ 
application or suit. 

All parties duly served with notice to attend and hear 
judgment shall be deemed to have notice of the judgment when 
pronounced. 

98. A minute of every judgment, whether final or interlocutory, Minute of judgment, 
shall be made, on which the decree or order may be drawn up on 

the application of any of the parties. 

Special Case, 

99. Any decision or judgment may be given, or verdict ^^1^®° J^^^ J^^^^^*^** 
subject (o a special case to be stated for the opinion of the Supreme I^ScLeT'^ ^ 
Court. 

Rehearing, New Trial, 

100. The Court may, in any case, on such terms as seem just, ^^%^g or^"*"* 
order a rehearing or new trial, with a stop of proceedings. new trial. 

101. An application for a new triU may be made and ^'J^ncw tnat^***^^'^ 
determined on the day of hearing, if all parties are present, or on 

notice of moti'»n, filed not later than 14? days after the hearing. 

Such notice shall not of itself operate as a stay of proceedings; 
but any money in Court in the suit shall be ret ti Ted to abide the 
result of the motion or the further order of the Court. 

Alter the expiration of such 14 days, an application for a new 
trial shall not be admitted, except by special leave of the Court, ou 
sudi terms as seem just. 

102. On an order for reh-aring or new trial, either party may de- o^w^tri^ demanded 
mand a jury for the second trial, though the first was not with a jury. 

103. The Court may, if it thiiiks fit, make it a condition of Court may order jurf. 
granting a rehearing or new trial tbat the trial shall be with a jury. 

104. Where the Supreme Court, or appeal from a Court where ^ appeal jury maybe 
trial with a jury can be had, thinks fit to direct a rehearing in the o^'^^^<'^^^o^^^^ 
Court below, it may direct that the second trial shall be with a jury. 
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Decrees and Orders. 

105. A decree or order sball bear date of the day on which the 
decision or judgment on which the decree or order is founded is 
pronounced. 

106. Decrees and orders shall be drawn up in form only od 
the application of some party to the suit, and shall then be passed, 
certified by the seal of the Court, and entered, and shall then form 
part of the record. 

No decree or order shall be enforced or apeealed from, nor 
shall any copy thereof be granted, until it has been so drawn uj , 
passed, and entered. 

107. Any party to the suit is entitled to obtain a copy of a 
decree or order, when drawn up, pa^std, and entered, such copy to 
be certified under the seal of the Court. 

108. Where an order is made ex parte, a certified copy of the 
affidavit or depcsitic n on which the order is granted must be served 
on the party affected by the order, together with the order. 

109. Where in any suit or matter a decree or order directv^ 
any person to pay money or do any other act, the same or some 
subsequent decree or order shall state the precise time within which 
the payment or other act is to be made or done, reckoned from the 
date or from the service of the decree or order in which the time is 
stated, or from some other point of time, as seems fit. 

110. A decree or order may direct the payment to be made, or 
act to be done, immediately after seivice of the decree or order, if, 
under special circumstances, the Court thinks fit so to direct. 

111. Where the decree or order is one directing payment of 
money, there shall be endorsed on the copy of it served on the 
person required to obey it, a memorandum in the words, or to the 
effect, following : — 

If you, the within-named A.B., neglect to obey this decree 
" [or order] by the time therein limited, you will be liable 

to have a writ of execution issued against your goods, 
** under which they may be seized and sold, and will also 
**be liable to be summoned by the Court, and to be ei- 

amined as to your ability to make the payment directed 
" by this decree [or order], and to be imprisoned in case 
'* of your not answering satisfactorily." 

112. — Where the decree or order is one directing some act to 
be done other than payment of money, there shall be indorsed on 
the copy of it served on the person required to obey it, a memo- 
randum in the words, or to the effect, following : — 

" If you, the within-named A.B., neglect to obey this decree 
" [or order] within the time therein limited, you will be 
" liable to be arrested under a warrant to be issued by the 
"Court, and will also be liable to have your property 
" pequestered, for the purpose of compelling you to obey 
this decree [or order]." 

113. A decree or order may direct that money directed to be 
paid by any person be paid by such instalments as the Court thinks 
fit. 

114. All money directed by any decree or order to be paid by 
any person, sball be paid into Court in the suit or matter, unless 
the Court otherwise direct. 

115. Every person not bein^ a party in any suit, who obtains an 
order or in wht se favour an order is made, is entitled to enforce 
obedience thereto by the same process as if he were a party to the suit. 
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And every person not beiog a party to any suit against whom 
obedience to any order may be enforced, is liable to the same 
process for enforcing obedience to such order as if he were a party 
to the suit. 

Eosecution of Decrees and Orders. 

116. A person directed by a decree or order to pay money, or J**^^^^^^''*^'** 
do any other act, is bound to obey t!ie decree or order on being ™ 
duly served with it, and without any demand for payment or per- 
formance. 

117. Where the decree or order is one directing payment of Bxeoutionftgwnatgoodi, 
money, and the person directed to make payment refuses or neglects 

to do so according to the exigency of the decree or order, the person 
prosecuting the decree or order shall be entitled to apply to the 
Court for execution against the goods of the disobedient person. 

118. Where a decree or order directs payments of money by insuimenta. 
instalment, execution shall not issue until after default in payment 

of some instalment according to the order: and execution, or 
successive executions, may then issue for the whole of the money 
and costs then remaining ucpaid, or for such portion theieof as the 
Court orders, either at the time of making the original decree or 
order or at any subsequent time. 

Stay of Executian. 

119. The Court may, if under the circumstances of any case it othnn^t!^^'^^^^^' 
think fit, on the application of a defendant, and on such terms as 

seem just, stay execution of a decree or order pending a suit in the 
same or any other Court in which that defendant is plaintiff, and 
the person who has obtained such decree or order is defendant. 

Seizure and Sale of Ooods, 

120. The Court shall, unless it sees good reason to the con- w^rrwit ofeieoution 
trary, on the application of the person prosecuting the decree or 

order, issue under the seal of the Court a warrant of execution, 
directed to a proper Officer, who shall be thereby empowered to 
levy the money ordered to be paid (with the costs of execution) by 
listress and sale of the goods of the disobedient person, wheresoever 
round within the particular jurisdiction. 

121. The Officer executing the warrant may by virtue thereof wh»t diaj be wiwd, 
seize any of the goods of the person against whom execution issues 

(except the wearing apparel and bedding of himself or his family, 
and the tools and implements of his trade, to the value of 25 dollars, 
which shall to that extent be protected from seizure), and may also 
seize any money, bank notes, cheques, bill of exchange, promissory 
notes, b<:)nds, or securities for money belonsfing to him. 

122. The Court shall hold any cheques, bills of exchange, ^^^^^^^^^[^^ 
promissory notes, bonds, or securities for money so seized, as de*it with, 
security for the amount directed to be levied by the execution, or 

«o much thereof as is not otherwise levied, for the benefit of the 
person prosecuting the decree or order, who may sue in the name 
of the person against whom execution issues, or in the name of any 
person in whose name he miuht have sue I, for the recovery of the 
money secured or made payable thereby when the time of payment 
arrives. 

123. The sale of goods seized in execution shall be conducted Saie. 
under the order of the Court, and by a person nominated by the 
Court, but no steps shall be taken therein without the demand of 

ibe person prosecuting the decree or order, who shall be liable for 
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any damage that ensues from any irregularity or from any improj^i r 
or illegal proceeding taken at bis instance. 

124. The Court shall n* t order any goods to be sold unl s 
satisfied p^ima facie that they belong to tne p rson against wb<»m 
execution is issued, and are in a place wlieri* the Court has the right 
to exercise jurisdiction. 

Where a claim is made by a third party t i goods seized in 
execution, the same, if made by a British subject, shall be decided 
by the Court on summons, and in a summary way, as between tbe 
claimant and the person prosecuting the decree or order. 

If the claim is made by a foreigner, the Court shall either 
oblige the person prosecutini? the decree or order to establish his 
claim before selling the goods, or allow bim to sell the goods aod 
defend any claim, as appears just. 

126. A sale of goods seized in execution shall not l»e made until 
after the end of five days at least next following the day of seizure, 
unless the goods are of a perishable nature, or on the request in 
writing of the person whose goods have b. en seized ; and until sale 
the goods shall be deposited by the officer in some fit place, or thej 
may remaim in the custody of a fit person approved by the Court 
and put in possession by the officer. 

126. Every warrant of execution shall be returned by the officer, 
who shall certify thereon how it has been executed. 

127. In or on every warrant ot execution the Court shall cause 
to be inserted or indorsed the sum of money and costs adjudged, 
with the sums allowed as increased costs ft.r the execution of the 
warrant; if the person against whose goods execution is issued 
before actual sale of the goods, pays, or causes to be paid inio Court, 
or to the officer holding the warrant, the sum of money and costs 
adjudged, or such part thereof as the person entitled thereto agrees 
to accept in full satisfaction thereof, together with all fees, the 
execution shall be superseded, and the goods seized shall be dis- 
charged and set at liberty. 

128. In case any officer of the Court, employed to levy smy 
execution, by neglect, connivance, or omission loses the opportunity 
of levying the same, then on complaint of the person aggrieved and 
on the fact alleged being proved on oath to the satisfiebction of the 
Court, the Court may order the officer to pay such damages as the 
person complaining appears to have sustained thereby, not exceeding 
in any case the sum of money for which the execution issued ; and 
the officer shall be liable thereto; and on demand being made 
thereof, and on his refusal to pay the same, payment thereof shall 
be enforced as any decree or order of the Court directing the pay- 
ment of money. 

Summons to Judgment Debtor, 

129. Where a decree or order directing payment of money 
remains wholly or in part unsatisfied (whether a warrant of execution 
has issued or not), the person prosecuting the decree or order may 
apply to the Court for a summons, requiring the person by whom 
payment is directed to be made to appear and be examined respecting 
bis ability to make the payment directed^ and the Court shall, unless 
it sees good reason to the contrary, issue such a summons. 

130. On the appearance of the person against whom the sum- 
mons is issued, he may be examined on oath by or on behalf of the 
person prosecuting the decree or order, and bv the Court, respectiog 
bid ability to pay the money directed ta be paid, and for the discovery 
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or property applicable to such payment, and as to the disposal which 
he may have made of any property. 

He shall be bound to produce, on oath or otherwise, all books, 
papers, and documents in his possession or power, relating to 
property applicable to such payment. 

He may be examined as to the circumstances under which he 
contracted the debt or incurred the liability in respect of which the 
payment money is by the decree or order directed to be made, 
and as to the means or expectation he then bad of paying the debt 
or discharging the liability. 

He shall be bound to sign his examination when reduced into 
writing". 

Whether the person summoned appears cr not, the person 
prosecuting the decree or order, and all other witnesses whom the 
Court thinks requisite, may be examined on oath or otherwise 
respecting the matters aforesaid. 

The Court may, if it thinks fit, adjourn the hearing of the 
summons from time to time, and require from the person summoned 
such security for his appearance at the adjourned hearing as seems 
fit, and in default of his finding security, may, by wan ant, commit 
him to prison, there to remain until the adjourned hearing, unless 
sooner discharged. 

131. In any of the following eases, — Commitments 

(i.) If it appears to the Court by the examination of the person 
summoned or other evidence, that he then has or since the 
making of the decree or order has had sufficient means to 
pay the money directed to be paid by him, and he refuses or 
neglects to pay the same according to the decree or order; or 

(ii.) That, with intent to defraud his creditors, or any of 
them, he has made or suffered any gift, delivery, or 
transfer of any property, or changed, removed, or cancelled 
any property ; or 

(iii.) That the debt or liability in question wa'^ contracted or 
incurred by him, by or by reason of fraud or false pretence, 
cr breach of trust, c »m milted by him ; or 

(iv.) That forbearance tl ercof was obtained by him by fraud 
or false pretence ; or 

(v.) That the debt or li^feility was wilfully contracted or 
incurred bv him without his having had at the same time 
a reasonable expectation of being able to pay or discharge 
it ; or 

(vi,) Was contract^ d or incuiTed by him by reason of any 
prosecution or proceeding wherein he was found guilty 
of any crime or offence, or by reason of any proceeding 
for libel, slander, assault, battery, adultery, seduction, 
breach of promise of marriage, malicious arrest, malicious 
or frivolous and vexatious prosecution, malicious trespa^ss, 
mal cious injury, or the malicious filing or prosecution of 
a petition for adjudication of insolvency or bankruptcy, — 
then and in such case the Court may, if it thinks fit, order that the 
person summoned be committed to prison for any time not exceeding 
forty days, and may issue a warrant for his commitment accordingly. 

132. In places where there is no British prison, or no other place pi^ce of impriBonmen*, 
for the detention of a debtor in custody except the prison of the 

Chinese or Japanese authorities, the Court shall not commit the 
debtor, if it appears that the last-mentioned prison is unfit, regard 
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being had to the requirements of health and deceucy, for the 
confinement of a Britisb subject under civil process. 

133. The expenses of the debtor's maintenance is prison must 
be defrayed in the first instance by the person prosecuting the decree 
or order, and may be recovered by him in such manner as the Court 
directs. 

Such expenses shall be est mated by the Court, and shall be 
paid at such time and in such manner as the Court directs. 

In default of payment the debtor may be discharged if the 
Court thinks fit. 

134. Imprisonment under such a warrant does not operate as 
a satisfaction or extinguishment of the debt or liability to which the 
decree or order relates, or protect the person impiisoned from being 
anew summoned and imprisoned for any newfraucj or other default 
rendering him liable to be imprisDned, or deprive the person 
prosecuting the decree or order of any right to have execution a^^ainst 
his goods, if there had not been such imprisonment. 

135. Any person so imprisoned, who pa}8 the money by the 
decree or order directed to be paid, or the instalments thereof 
payable, and costs remaining due at the time of his commitment, 
and all subsequent costs and expenses, shall be discharged of 
custody. 

136. On the hearing of any such summons as aforesaid, the 
Court, if it thinks fis whether it makes any order for the commitment 
of the person summoned or not, may rescind or alter any decree or 
order previously made against him for the payment of money by 
instalment or otherwise, and make any further or other order, either 
for the payment of the whole thereof forthwith, or by any instalments, 
or in any other manner as the Court thinks reasonable and just. 

Execution out of Jurisdiction. 

137. Ordinarily a warrant of execution of commitment shall not 
be executed out of the particular juiisdxtion, except under an order 
made for that purpose, on the request of the Court issuing the 
warrant, by the Court within whose jurisdiction it is to be executed, 
which Court may take such steps as if it had originally issued the 
warrant, but shall ultimately send any money produced by the 
execution or the person apprehended (as the case may be) to the 
Court from which the warrant issued, to be there dealt with 
according to law. 

But where the urgency or other peculiar circumstances of the 
case appear to the Court issuing the warrant so to require, the Court 
(for reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings) may order 
it to be executed out of the parti. uUrjurisdi tion, and it may be so 
executed accordingly. 

Arrest, 

138. Where the decri o or order is one directing some act to be 
done other than payment of money, and the person directed to do 
the act refuses or neglects to do it according to the exigency of the 
decree or order, the person prosecuting the decree or order shall be 
entitled to apply to the Court for a warrant of arrest against the 
disobedient person. 

139. The Court shall, unless it sees go »d reason to the contrary, 
on the application of the person prosecuting the decree or order, 
issue, under the seal of the Court, a warrant of arrest directed 
to a proper officer, who shall be thereby empowered to take the 
body of the disL>l>edient person and detain liim in custody until 
further order. 
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140. In case the person against whom the warrant of arrest in what cmm. 
issues is not and cannot be found, — or is taken and detained in 

custody under the warrant without obeying the decree or order, — 
then the person prosecuting the decree or order shall be entitled to 
an order of sequestration against his property. 

Commitment for Disobedience, 

141. Wbere any person over whom the Court has jurisdiction inwUt omm. 
is guilty of wilful disobedience to a decree or order, the person 
prosecuting the decree or order shall be entitled to apply to the 

Court for an order on the disobedient person to show cause why he 
should not ba punished for tLe disobedience. The Court, unless it 
sees good reason to the contrary, shall on such application make an 
order accordingly. 

The Court shall not grant the order except on evidence on oath 
establishing such a case as, if uncontradicted and unexplained, would 
justify the immediate commitment of the disobedient person. 

A certified copy of the aflSdavit or deposition on which the 
order is granted shall be served on tlie party to whom the order is 
directed together with the order, and he may file counter affidavits, 

142. On the return day of the order, if the person to whom it w»rr»ttt. 
is directed does not attend, and does not establish a sufficient excuse 

for not attending, and if the Court is satisfied that the order has 
been duly served, — or if he attends and does not show cause to the 
satisfaction of the Court why he should not be punished for the 
disobedience, — the Court may issue a warrant for his commitment 
to prison. 

The Court may enlarge the time for the return to the order, or 
may, on the return of it, and under circumstances which would 
strictly justify the immediate commitment of the person guilty of 
the disobedience, direct that the warrant for his commitment shall 
issue only after a certain time, and in the event of his continued 
disobedience at that time to the decree or order in respect of which 
he has b'?en guilty of disobedience. 

143. A person committed f t disobedience to a decree or order Duration of dcU«tio^ 
is liable to be detained in custody until he has obeyed the decree or 

order in all things that are to be immediately performed, and given 
such security as the Court thinks fit to obey the other parts of the 
decree or order (if any) at the future times thereby appointed, — or 
in case of his no longer having the power to obey the decree or order, 
then until he has been imprisoned for such time or until he has 
paid such fine as the Court directs. 

VI. — Interlocutory Proceedings. 

144. Interlocutory applications may be made at anv sta^je of a Form of mUrioctxioir 
suit or proceedinjr. ' .ppUcmtio.. 

They shall be made either by motion or on app ication for a 
summons. 

Motions, 

145. Motions must be reduced to writing in the terms of the Motion pAper. 
order sou&fht from the Court ; and a moti >n shall not be entertained 

until the party moving has filed in the Court a written motion paper 
distinctly stating the terms of the order sought (Form 8). 

The motion may in its terms ask for a«i order directing more 
than one thing to be done, aud may also be in an alternative form, 
asking that one or another order be ma le, so only that^he,,;wliefe — ^ 
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If the motion-paper contains any matter by way of argument 
or other matter except the proper paiticulars of the motion itself, 
the Court shall direct the motion-paper to be amended, and shall 
make no other order thereon, until it is amended accoidingly by the 
striking out of such argument or other matter. 

There shall be filed with the motion-paper all aflBdavits on 
which the person moving intends to rely. 

No other evidence can be used in support of the motion except 
by leave of the Court. 

No paper accompanying the motion-paper other than an affidavit 
shall be received. 

146. The person filing the motion-paper may then either move 
the Court while Mtting, and on such da^'s and at such times, if 
any, as are by the regulations of the Court appointed for hearing 
motions, — or in cases of uigfncyat any titte while the Couitis 
sitting, and not engaged in hearing any other matter, — or send a 
written request to the Court for an order according to the motion- 
paper, with such argument stated in writing in support of his 
motion as be thinks fit. 

147. All motions shall be made ex parte in the first instance, 
unless the Court give leave to give a notice of motion for a certain day. 

148. On a motion ex parte the party moving slmll apply for 
either an immediate absolute order of the Court in the terms of the 
motion-paper on his own shewing and evidence, or an order to the 
other party to appear on a certain day and show cause why an order 
should not be mauie :n the terms of the motion-paper. 

Any party moving in Court ex parte may support his motion by 
argument addressed to the Court on the facts put in evidence by 
the affidavits filed in support of the motion : and ro party to the 
suit or proceeding, although present, other than the party moving, 
shall be entitled to be then heard. 

149. On a motion coming on, the Court may allow the motion- 
paper to be amended. 

It may allow additional evidence to be produced by affidavit or 
depositions. 

It may direct the motion to stand over. 

It may refuse the motion. 

It may make an order in terms of the motion. 

Where an immediate order absolute is asked, and tie right 
thereto clearly appears, it may grant such order. 

It may grant an order to show cause why the order sought 
should not be made. 

It may allow a motion on notice to be made. 

If the motion as originally framed, or as amended, is sub- 
stantially divisible into two or more parts, it may divide the same, 
and deal in different ways with the separate parts thereof, as the 
case may require. 

If it appears to the Court on the evidence adduced in support 
of the motion, or on any additional evidence which the Court permits 
to be adduced in support thereof, that the party moving is entitled 
to an order absolute, or to show cause different from the order asked, 
and the party moving is willing to take such different order, the 
Court may so order accordingly. 

If he is not willing to take such different order, the Court shall 
refuse the motion. 



^"i5d?-.Where an order is made on a motion ex parte^ any party 
affected by it may, within seven days after service of it, apply to the 
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Court by motion to vary or discharge il ; an J the Court, on notice to 
the party obtaining the order, either may refuse to vary or discharge 
it, or may vary or disclarge it with or without imposing terms as to 
costs or security, or other things, as seems, just. 

Orders to show cause. 

151. An Older to sl.ow cause shall sptcify a day when cause is Retxirn-daj. 
to be shown, to be called the return-day to the order, which sball 
ordinarily be not less than four days after service. 

A person served with an order to show cause may, before the Counter affidaTit. 
return-day, file affidavits in order to contradict the evidence used in 
obtaining the order, or setting forth other facts on which he relies, 
to induce the Court to discharge such order. 

On the return-day, if the persons serve l do not appear, in Proceedings on return- 
person or by counsel or attorney, and it appears to the Court that 
the service on all proper parties has not been duly effected, the 
Courr may enlarge the time and direct further service, or make 
such order as seems just. 

If the persons served appea**, or the Court is satisfied that service 
on all proper parties has been duly effected, the Court may proceed 
with the ma ter. 

The Court may either discbarge the order, or make the same 
absolute, — or adjourn the consideration thereof — or permit further 
affidavits to be filed in support of or against the order, — and may 
modify the terms of the order so as to meet the merits of the case, 
— and may make the order so modified absolute, — and may, if the 
order against which cause is shown is substantially divisible into 
two or more parts, divide the same, and deal in different ways with 
the separate parts as seems fit; and the Court, as part of its order, 
may impose terms as to costs or other things on tbe^parlies, or any 
of them, as seems just. 

Summons. 

152. An interlocutory application for a summons need not be Application for. 
made in writins^, but may be made in person either by the applicant 
himself, or by his counsel or attorney. 

If the Court considers that a summons ought to be granted, it Contents of. 
may issue a summons ordering the person to whom it is directed to 
attend at the time and place specified therein, either in person or by 
counsel or attorney, and briefliy but distinctly setting forth the nature 
of the particular application. 

The summons shall be headed in the suit or other proceeding. 

On the return-day of the summons, if the person to whom the |«>ce€djng« retura- 
Bummons is directed attends, or in his absence on proof of service, 
the Court may, on the application of the person obtaining the 
summons, consider and deal with the application in a summary way. 

The Court shall take a note of the material evidence, if taken 
mva voce. 

The Court may adj )urn the hearing of any summons when 
necessary. 

VJI. — Appeal to SupeemeJJCourt. 

I, — In General. 

153. An appeal does not lie from an order made ex parte. Rt parte orders. 
Any person aggrieved by such an order must apply to the 

Court by which it is made to vary or discharge it. 

154. Application for leave to appeal must be made to the Court appUcation 
whose decision is to be appealed from, bv motion, ex parte, ordinarily 

within seven days after the decision to he appealed from is given, 
afterwards by special leave of the Court. 
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• 155. If leave to appeal is applied for by a i)er80U directed by a 
decree or order to pay money, or do any other act, the Court below 
shall direct either that the di^cision appealed from be carried into 
execution, or that the execution thereof be suspended pending the 
appeal, as the Courf considers to be in accordance witb substantial 
justice. 

If the Court directs the decision to be carried into execution, 
the person in whose favour it is given shall, before the execution of 
it, give security to the satisfaction of the Court for the due 
performance of such order as the Supreme Court may make. 

If the Court directs the execution of the decision to be suspended 
pending the appeal, the person against whom the decision is given 
shall, before any order for suspension of execution, give security to 
the satisfaction of the Court for the due performance of such order 
as the Supreme Court may make. 

In all cases security shall also be given by the appellant to the 
satisfaction of the Court, to an amount not exce'^ding 250 dollars, 
for the prosecution of the appeal, and for payment of all fees and 
charges in the Court below and in the Supreme Court, and of all such 
costs as may be awarded to any respondent by the Supreme Court. 

If the last-mentioned security is given within fourteeu days 
after motion made for leave to appeal, then, and not otherwise, the 
Court below shall give leave to appeal, and the appellant shall be 
at liberty to prefer and prosecute his appeal accordingly. 

In any case othtr than the case hereinbefore described, the 
Court below, if it considt rs it just or expedient (for reasons to be 
recorded in the minutes of proceeding) to do so, may give leave to 
appeal on the terms and in the manner aforesaid. 

156. Where there are more plaintiffs than one an appeal cannot 
be prosecuted except by all the plaintiffs jointly. 

Where there are more defendants than one, any t ne or more of 
them may prosecute an appeal separately ; but defendants severing 
in appeal do so at the risk of costs if the severance is improper. 

157. The Supreme Court may require any party to an appeal to 
appear personally before it on the hearing of tbe appeal, or on any 
occasion pending the appeal : otherwise personal appearance shall . 
not be requisite. 

158. It is not open, as of right, to any party to an appeal to 
adduce new evidence in support of his original case ; but a party may 
allege smy facts essential to the issue that have come to his knowledge 
after the decision of the Court below, and adduce evidence in support 
of such allegation ; and for the furtherance of justice the Supreme 
Court may, where it thinks fit, allow or require new evidence to be 
adduced. 

159. The Court below shall not, except for some special cause, 
take upon ilseif the responsibility of the charge or of the transmission 
to the Supreme Court of original letters or documents pr. ducod in 
evidence in the suit. 

Such original letters and documents snail be returned to the 
respective parties producing the same, and only copies thereof duly 
certified shall be transmitted in the appeal record. 

The respective partif S must, however, be prepared to produce 
the original, if required by the Supreme Court, before or at the 
hearing of the appeal. 

160. After the expiration of six months from the da*e of a 
decree or order, leave to appeal against it shall not be given by a 
Provincial Court.

Application for leave to appeal must in that case be made to 
the Supreme Court, which shall grant such leave if, on consideration 
of all the circumstances of the case, it apj ears just and expedient 
that an appeal should be allowed, but not otherwise, and may 
impose such terms as to security and other things as seem just. 

161. The foregoing Rules apply to suits for 250 dollars or Appiication'of foregoing 
upwards, with respect to which a right of appeal is given by the Order ^^"^ 

in Council under which these Eules are framed, and shall also be 
applied, as far as may be, mutatis mutandis, in cases where special 
leave to appeal is applied for to a Provincial or the Supreme Court. 

162. An appeal from a decree or order made at the hearing of Appeal petition. Motkm 
a suit shall be made by petition. 

Other appeals shall be made by motion. 

IL — From Decrees or Orders at Hearing, 

163. The appellant must file his petitioner ap|)eal in the Court ^P^P«titio»; Tim^ 
below within fourteen days after leave to appeal is given. ^* 

164. The petition of appeal shall contain an exposition of the Contents, 
appellant's case as supported by evidence ah-eady before the Court, 

and by the record as it stands, and may not refer to any matter of 
fact not appearing by such record or evidence, or which may not by 
argument and inference be fairly deduced therefrom. 

It shall set forth the grounds of appeal, and the particulars in 
which the decree or order appealed from is considered by the appellant 
to be erroneous or defective, and shall pray that the same may be 
reserved or varied, and that the Court above may make the particular 
order to which on the record and evidence as it stands the appellant 
conceives hin self entitled, or such other order as the Court thinks 
jost. 

It may contain any matter by way of argument in support of 
the appeal. 

165. The p« tition of appeal shall be served on such persons as Service, 
the Court directs. 

166. Any person on whom the petition of appeal has been Bespondent's answer, 
served may, within fourteen days after service, file in the Court 

below an answer to the petition of appeal. 

The answer shall contain an exposition of the respondent's case 
as supported by the evidence already before the Court, and by the 
record as it stands, and may not refer to any matter of fact not 
appearing by such record or evidence, or not by argument and 
inference fairly deducible therefrom. 

It shall simply conclude with a demand that the appeal be 
dismissed. 

It may contain any matter by way of argument against the 
appeal. 

167. Copies of the answer shall be furnished by the Court to Copies fumidied. 
snch persons as it thinks fit. 

168: All matter of objection to any appeal, as being out of objections in Miswer. 
time, on or any grounds other than on the merits of the case itself, 
must be substaintially raised by the party desiring to rely thereon, in 
and by the answer to the petition of appeal, and if not so raised, or 
where no answer is put in, no such objection shall be permitted to 
be raised at the hearing of the appeal. 

169. The absence of an answer shall not pn elude any person Effector not anawerinj. 
interested in supporting the df'croe or order irom supporting the 

satiie on the merits at the hearing of the appeal. 

170. On the expiration of the time for answering, the Court Beconi of appeaJ. 
below shall, without receiving and further pleading in appeal, make 
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up the record of appeil, which shall consist of (1) the petition, 
pleadings, order, and proceedin<>8, and the decree or order in the 
suit, (2) a copy of all written and documentary evidence admitted, or 
tendered, and of the no^es of the viva voce evidence, (3) the petition 
or petitions of appeal, and (4) the answer or answers thereto. 

The whole record shall be fastiined together, the several pieces 
shall bo numbered, and the whole shall be secured by the seal of 
the Court below. 

171. After the record of appeal has been made up, and until 
the appeal is disposed of, tlie Supreme Court shall be deemed in 
possession of the whole suit as between the parties to the appeal. 

Every application in the suit shall be made to the Supreme 
Court and not to the Court below, but any application maybe made 
through the Court below. 

172. The Supreme Court may from time to lime make such 
orders as sf em neces-ary for determining the real questions in 
controversy between the parties, — and for that purpose may, aa 
between the parties to the appeal, amend any defects or errors in 
the record of appeal, — and may direct the Court below to inquire 
into and certify its finding on any question as between such parties, 
or any of them, which it may be necessary or expedient to determine 
before final judgment in the appeal, — and generally shall, as between 
the parties to the appeal, have as full and ample jurisdiction over 
the whole suit as if the same had been instituted and prosecuted in 
the Supreme Court itself as a Couit of first instance, by parties 
subject to its ordinary original jurisdiction, — and may rehear the 
whole case, — or may remit it to the Court below to be roheard, or to 
be otherwise dealt with as the Supreme Court directs. 

173. The Supreme Court shall, on receiving the record of appeal, 
fix a day for the hearing thereof. 

Such day shall bo fixed as will allow of the Court giving notice 
thereof through the Court below to the parties to the appeal, and 
as will allow of the parties attending either in person or by counsel 
or attorney, if they or any of them desire to do so. 

174. In case all the several parties to an appeal appoint 
persons at the place of sitting of the Supreme Court to represent 
them as thoir respective counsel or attorney in the matter of the 
appeal, and cause the same to be notified to the Supreme Court, the 
Court shall allow the appeal to be set down in the general hearing

Proceedings on Death. 

184. The Supreme Court and every other Court shall endeavour 
to obtain, as early as may be, information of the death of every 
British subject dying within the particular jurisdiction, and all 
such information respecting the affairs of the deceased as may serve 
to guide the Court with respect to the securing and administration 
of his property. 

On receiving information of the death of a British subject the 
Court shall put up a notice thereof at the place where its sittings 
are ordinarily held, and shall keep the same there until probate or 
administration is granted, or where it appears to the Court that 
probate or administration will not be applied for, or cannot be 
granted, for such time as the Court thinks fit. 

185. Where is shown to the satisfaction of the Supreme or 
other Court, that any paper purporting to be testamentary is in the 
possession or under the control of any persoM, the Court may, in a 
summary way, whether a suit or proceeding as to probate or 
administration is pending or not, order bim (Form 24) to produce 
and bring into Court such paper. 

Where it appears to the Supreme or other Court that there are 
reasonable grounds for believing that any person has knowledge of 
any paper purporting to be testamentary, (although it is not shown 
to the satisfaction of the Court that the paper is in his possession 
or under his control), the Court may, in a summary way, — whether 
a suit or proceedini^ for probate or administration is pending ornot, 
— order him to attend for tl'e purpose of being examined reBi>ecting 
the same in open Court, or on interrogatories and after examination 
to produce the papor and bring it into Court. 

Any person failing to attend or to be examined, or to produce 
and bring in the paper accordingly, snail be liable to the same 
consequences as he would be liable to if he were a party to a suit 
in the Court, and had made like default. 

186. The Court may of its own mction, or on the application 
of any perton claiming an interest under a will, give notice to the 
executor or executors (if any) therein named, to come in and prove 
the will or to renounce probate: and the executors or executor so 
named, or some or one of thein, must within fourteen days after 
notice come in and prove or renounce accordingly.

Lett3rs of administration (not with Will annexed) shall not 
issue (Form 15) until after the lapse of fourteen days from the 
death of tho deceas( d, except under the direction of the Judge of the 
Supreme Court, or in case of great urgency, 

188. Where probate or administration is, for the first time, 
applied for after the lapse of three years from the death of the 
deceased, a grant shall not be made exct pt under the direction of 
the Judge of the Supreme Court. 

189. In any case a grant of probate or administration may be 
made by the Supreme Court, wheresoever in China or Japan the 
deceased had at the time of his death his place of abode ; but where 
the deceased had at the time of his death his fixed place of abode in 
the district of a Provincial Court, the application for the grant shall 
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not be entertained by the Supreme Court, except on the request of 
the Provincial Court. 

190. Where any dispute or question arises in relation to the JjJ^^^^^^tfJ"/^"^*^^ 
grant or the application for it, — or it appeals to the Provincial Court su^^mclo Provincial 
doubtful whether or not the grant should be made, — the Provincial 

Court shall communicate with the Judge of the Supreme Court, who 
shall either direct the Provincial Court to proceed in the matter 
according to such instructions as the Judge thinks fit, or may direct . 
that no further proceeding be taken in the matter by the Provincial 
Court, but that any party concerned may apply for a giant to the 
Supreme Court itself. 

191. The Piovincial Court, before proceeding in the matter of ^gd^Tionof^^ 
any application, sl^all take care to ascertain that the deceased had at Srovinci'^ Court,

192. The Court shall, where it deems it necessary, require identity,

194. In no case shall the Court allow probate or letters of cou^*»\n'^uriieT'^^ 
administration to issue until all inquiries which it sees fit to institute before grSnt.^"^* 
have been answered to its satisfaction. 

The Court shall, however, afford as great facility for the 
obtaining of probate or administration as is consistent with the due 
regard to the prevention of error and fraud. 

195. In the following casas of probate or administration, g^^^^ 0^^^ "Jjo^^ 
gi>nt shall not issue except from the Supreme Couit under the n^y^kegrM**^*** 
immediate direction of the Judge, namely: — 

Probate, or administration with will annexed, where the will 
was executed before the Ist day of January, 1838, and 
there is no testamentary paper of a later date than the 31st 
day of December, 1837: 

Probate, or administration with will annexed, the will being 
simply an execution of a special power, or being the will 
of a married woman made by virtue of a power: 

Administration for the use or benefit of a minor or infant, or 
a lunatic or person of unsound mind : 

Administration (with or without will annexed) of the pro- 
perty of a bastard dying a bachelor or spinster, or dying 
a widower, or widow without issue, or of a person dying 
without known relative: 

Limited administration: 

Administration to be granted to a person not resident within 
China or Japan. 

196. Revocation or alteration of a grant of probate or ad- Bevocation or alteration 
ministration shall not be made except by the Supreme Court, under "^^^^^^^ 

the immediate direction of the Judge. 

197. A notice to prohibit a grant of probate or administration Notice to prohibit 
(Form 28) may be filed in the Supreme Court, or in any Provincial 

Court. 

Lnmediately on such a notice being filed in the Supreme Court, 
a copy thereof shall be sent to the Court of the district (if any) in 
which it is alleged the deceased had at the lime of his death his 
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fixed place of abode, and to any other Court to which it appeaj 
the Judge of the Supreme Court expedient to send a copy. 

Immediately on such a notice being filed in a Provii 
the Court shall send a copy thereof to the Supreme Goxif 
to the Court of any other distiict in which it is known or alleged 
the deceased had at the time of his death a place of abode. 

Such a notice shall remain in force for three months only from 
the day of filing : but it may be renewed from time to time. 

Any such notice shall not affect any grant made on the day on 
which the notice is filed, or on which a copy of the notice is received, 
as the case may be. 

The person filing such a notice shall be warned by a warning 
in writing, under the seal of the Court (Form 29), being delivered 
at the place mentioned in the notice as the address of the person 
filing the notice. 

After such a notice has been filed in a Provincial Court, or 
after a copy of such a notice has been received by a Provincial 
Court (as the case may be), the Provincial Court shall not make a 
grant of probate or administration, but any grant shall be made 
only by the Supreme Court, under the immediate direction of the 
Judge. 

198. Notices in the nature of citations shall be given by 
publication in such newspapers, or in such other manner as the 
Cotirt, in each case, directs. 

199. Suits respecting probate or administtation shall be in- 
stituted and conducted as nearly as may be in the same manner as 
suits for claims of 100 dollars and upwards. 

200. All original wills, of which probate or administration with 
will annexed is granted, shall be filed and kept in the public oflSce 
of the Supreme or other Court from which the grant issues, in such 
manner as to secure at once the due preservation and the convenient 
inspection of the same ; and no original will shall be delivered out 
for any purpose without the express and special direction in writing 
of the Judge of the Supreme Court. 

An official copy of the whole or of any part of a will, or an 
official certificate of a grant of administration, may be obtained from 
the Supremo or other Court where the will has been proved or the 
administration granted, on payment of the proper fees. 

201. On the first day of February, and the first day of August 
in every year, every Provincial Court shall send to the Supreme 
Court, — 

A list (Form 30) of the grants of probate and administration 
made by it up to the last preceding first day of January and first 
day of July respectively, and not included in any previous list. 

And, also, a copy, certified by the Provincial Court to be a 
correct copy, of every will to which any such probate or administra- 
tion relates. 

II. — Probate and Administration with Will Annexed. 

202. In the following rules respecting probate and administra- 
tion the expression " the proper officer means,*' as to the Pro- 
vince's, the Consid-Generaf, Consul, or Vice-Consul holding and 
forming a Court; as to the Supreme Court, such one of the officers 
attached thereto as for the time being acts in matters of probate 
and administration by the authority and under the direction of the 
Judge. 

203. On receiving an application for probate or for administra- 
tion with will annexed, the proper officer must inspect the will, and

, in no case may he proceed farther if the will does not appear 
to be 80 signed and subscribed. 

204. If the will appears to be signed by or for the testator, and j^^^Jf^n**"!^^ 
subscribed by two witnesses, the oflScer must then refer to the >onc»»»«» 
attestation clause (if any), and consider whether the wording thereof 

shows the will to have been in fact executed in accordance with the 
provisions of the said Acts. 

205. If there is no attestation clause to the will, — or if the Proof of execution 
attestation clause thereto is insufficient, — the officer must require an ^p^riSLwitt*^ 
affidavit (Form 9) trom at least one of the subscribing witnesses, if 

either of them is living, to prove that the will was in fact executed 
in accordance with the provisions of the said Acts. 

The affidavit must be engrossed and form part of the probate, 
so that the probate may be a complete document on the face of it. 

If on perusal of the affidavit it appears that the will was not in 
tad executed in accordance with the provisions of the said Acts, the 
officer must refuse probate. 

If on perusal of the affidavit it appears doubtful whether or not 
the will was in fact executed in accordance with the provisions of 
tbe said Acts, the officer must lay a statement of the matter before 
the Judge of the Supreme Court for his directions. 

If both the subscribing witnesses are dead, — or if from other 
circumstances no affidavit can be obtained from either of them, — 
resort must be had to other persons (if any) who were present at 
the execution of the will ; but if no affidavit of any such other 
person can be obtained, evidence on oath must be procured of that 
fact, and of the handwriting of the deceased and of the subscribing 
witnesses, and also of any circumstances that may raise a presump- 
tion in favour of the due execution of the will.

Interlineations and alterations are invalid unless they existed 
in the wiU at the time of its execution, or, — if made afterwards, 
unless they have been executed and attested in the mode required 
by the said Acts of Parliament, — or unless they have been made 
valid by the re-execution of the will — or by the subsequent execution 
of some codicil thereto.

221. The authority of an arbitrator or umpire is not revocable 
except by the Court. 

222. Where it appears to the arbitrators or umpire that any 
diflBcult question of law is involved in, or raided by, the facts as finally 
ascertained by them or him, they, or he may, if it seems fit, state the 
award (as to the whole or any part thereof) in the form of a special 
case for the opinion of the Court having jurisdiction in the matter, 
or of the Supreme Court. 

The Court shall consider and delive: judgment on such case, 
and shall be at liberty to di aw inferences of fact from the facts stated, 
and to amend the case or remit it for amendment by reason of any 
irregularity, mistake, or imperfection. 

223. The arbitrator or umpire shall have power to award how 
the costs of the reference shall be borne, in the whole or in part ; but 
any award as to cjsts shall not preclude the party or parties against 
whom costs are awarded from applying to the Court lo tax the costs; 
and on such application the costs, including the remuneration (if any) 
of the arbitrators and umpire, or any of them, shall be taxed at a 
reasonable rate by the Court, and the Court shall make such order 
regarding the costs of taxation a \ justice requires. 

224. Every award must be in writing, signed by the arbitrators 
or umpire making the same.

225. The arbitrators or umpire making an award shall within 
the time limited deposit the award in the Court, enclosed in a 
sealed envelope, and indorsed with the names of the parties to the 
reference, and the amount claimed by the arbitrators and umpire 
for remuneration. 

Notice of the award having been deposited shall be given by 
the Court to the parties, who shall be at liberty to read the award, 
and to have copies of it on payment of the proper fees. 

226. Any person interested may within seven days after notice 
of the award apply to the Court by motion to prevent the award, or 
any specified part of it, being carried into effect. 

227. If no such motion is made, the Court shall proceed, on 
reasonable notice to all parties, to make such order for carrying int^^ 
effect the award or any part thereof, and as to costs and other 
things as seems just. 

228. The Court shall have power at any time, and from time 
to time, to remit the matters referred, or any of them, to the 
reconsideration and redetermination of the arbitrators or umpire^ 
on such terms as to costs and other things as seem just. 
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229. The Court shall not refrain from carrying an award into irregularity 
effect merely on tlie ground of irregularity in the submission, or 
during the reference, where such irregularity has not been sub- 
stantially prejurlioial to the party applying against the award. 

XI. — Affidavit and othee Evidence. 
Affidavits, 

230. Every affidavit used in the Court must be either in English, Language, 
or in the usual and familiar language of the witness swearing it. 

An affidavit in any language other than English must be 
accompanied by a sworn translation into English, procured by and 
at ihe expense of the person using the affidavit. 

231. Every affidavit, sworn before any British judicial or Con- Form, 
sular officer in China or Japan, in the matter of any suit or other 
proceeding in Her Majesty's Court in China and Japan, must be 
headed in the Court, and in the suit or proceeding in which the 
affidavit is to be used. 

It must state the full name, trade or profession, address, and 
nationality of the witness. 

It may be in the first or in the third person, and may be Conienta, 
divided into convenient paragraphs, numbered consecutively. 

232. Every affidavit used in the Court must contain only a 
statement of facts and circumstances, to which the witness swears, 
either on his own personal knowledge, or from information which 
he believes to be true. 

It must not contain any extraneous matter, by way of objection, 
prayer, or legal argument or conclusion ; and every statement must 
be as brief and positive as may be consistent with proper fullness 
and with truth.

the information, as may afford means to other parties to verify or 

contradict the same. 

233. Where an affidavit is to be sworn before a British judicial Sj^^ii'^wid'Snriti^^ 
or Consular officer in China or Japan, any erasure, interlineation, or ™ ^ 
alteration, made before the affidavit is sworn, shall be attested by 

the officer, who shall affix his signature or initials in the margin 
immediately opposite to the erasure, interlineation, or alteration. 

Where there are many erasures, interlineations, or alterations, 
so that the affidavit proposed to be sworn is illegible, or difficult to 
read, or is in the judgment of the officer before whom it is proposed 
to be sworn so written as to give any facility for being added to or 
in any way fraudulently altered, he may refuse to take the affidavit 
in its existing form, and may require it to be re-written in a clear 
and legible and unobjectionable manner. 

234. An affidavit sworn before any British judicial or Consular Before whom affidavit? 
officer, authorized to take affidavits,— before any Judge, Officer, or 

other person in the United Kingdom, or in any British colony or 
possession, authorized to take affidavits, before any Mayor or other 
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Magistrate in any foreign country authorized to administer an oath, 
— or in the case of a foreii^ner in China or Japan before his own 
proper Consular or other autliority, — may be used in the Court. 

235. An affidavit niay be used, notwithstanding it is defective 
in form according to these Rules, if the Court is satisfied that it 
has been sworn before a person duly authorized, and that its form 
is in accordance with tbe law and custom of the place where it is 
sworn. 

236. An affidavit shall not be admitted which is proved to have 
been sworn before a person on whose behalf the same is offered, or 
before his attorney, or before a partner or clerk of his attorney. 

237. Every affidavit sworn before a British judicial or Con- 
sular officer in China or Japan must be signed by the witness ; or 
in case the witness cannot write bis name, his mark must be sab* 
scribed ; such signature or mark to be made in the prenence of the 
officer. 

238. The jurat should be written without interlineation or 
erasure, immediately at the foot of the affidavit, and towards the 
left side of the paper, and must be signed by the judicial or Con- 
sular officer before whom the affidavit is sworn, and be sealed with 
the seal of the Court of wbicb he is an officer, or with bis Consular 
or other official seal (as tbe case may be). 

It must state tbe date of the swearing of the affidavit, and the 
place where ic was sworn. 

It must state that the affidavit was sworn before the judicial or 
Consular officer. 

Where the witness is blind or illiterate it must state that fact, 
and that the affidavit was read over to him in the presence of the 
officer, and that the witness appeared perfectly to understand it. 

Where the witness cannot write his name, and therefore 
subf^cribe his mark, the jurat must state those facts, and that tbe 
mark was made in the presence of the officer. 

Where two or more persons join in making an affidavit, their 
several names must be written in the jurat, and it must appear by 
the jurat that each of them has been sworn to the truth of the 
sevjeral matters stated by bim in the affidavit. 

239. The judicial or Consular officer mu&t not allow an affidavit, 
when once sworn, to be altered in any manner whatever without 
bei«g re-sworn. 

If the jurat has been added and signed, a new jurat must be 
added if the affidavit is re-sworn ; and in the new jurat mention 
must be ma le of the alteration. 

Any officer before whom an affidavit is proposed to be re-sworn 
after alteration, may refuse to allow the same to be le-swom, and 
may, in lieu thereof, require the witness to make a fresh affidavit 

240. A defective or erroneous affidavit may be amended and 
re-sworn, by special leave of the Court in which it is to be used, on 
such terms as to time, costs, and other things, as seems just. 

241. Where an affidavit used in the Court is not in accordance 
with these rules, the Court may make such order respecting the 
costs of, or connected with, the affidavit as seems just. 

242. Before an affidavit is used in the Court, the original 
affidavit must be filed in the Court; and the original, or an office 
copy thereof (that is, a copy sealed with the seal of the Court as 
evidence of its being a correct copy, an J either made under the 
direction of the C'>urt or produced to the Court for examination and 
sealing), sluill alone be lecogaized for any purpose in the CourU 
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Other Evidence, 

243. On the bearing of any interlocutory or other application vird roA evidcao# «a 
in a suit or matter, the Court may, if it thinks it just and expedient, appifc»t?oa7 

for reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings, summon a 
British subject t^ attend to produce documents before it, or to be 
examined, or to be cross-examined and re-examined, mva voce, by or 
before it, in like manner as at the hearing of a suit. 

Such notice as the Court in each case, according to the circum- 
stances, considers reasonablo^ shall be given to the person summon- 
ed, and to such persons (parties to the suit or proceeding or otherwise 
interested) as the Court considers entitled to inspect the documents 
to be produced, or to examine, cross-examine, or re-examine the 
person summoned^ or to be present at his examination, cross- 
examination, or re-examination, as the case may be. 

The evidence of a witness on any such examination, cross- 
examination, or re-examination shall be taken in like manner as 
nearly as may be, as evidence at the hearing of a suit. 

244. Where the circumstances of the case appear to the vivd voc^ evideaet tdk«^ 
Court so to require, for reasons to be recorded in the minutes of JJ^inS*'^*^^*^^ ^ 
proceedings, the Court may, in like manner, take the evidence of any 

witness at any time in the course of the proceedinp^s, in any suit or 
application as preparatory to the hearing of the suit or application, 
and the evidence so taken may be used at the hearing of the suit or 
application, saving just exceptions. 

The evidence shall be taken in like manner, as nearly as 
may be, as evidence at the hearing of a suit, and then the note of 
the evidence shall be read over to the witness and tendered to him 
for signature; and if he refuse to sign it, the Court shall add a note 
of his refusal, and the evidence may be used as if he had signed it, 

245. Evidence may be taken in like manner on the application Evidence befort aoii 
of any person, before suit instituted, where it is shown to the 
satisfaction of the Court on oath that the person applying has good 

reason to apprehend that a suit will be instituted against him in 

the Court, and that some person, within the particular jurisdiction 

at the time of application, can give material evidence respeeting 

the subject of the apprehended suit, but that he is about to leave 

the particular jurisdiction, or that from some other cause the 

person applying will lose the benefit of his evidence if it be not at ^ 

once taken. 

Witness dead, insane, or not appearing, 

246. Where any person who might jrive evidence in any suit or J^J^^^^ former 
matter is dead, or insane, or unavoidably absent at the time his ^^^^ 
evidence might be taken, or for any reason considered sufficient by 

the Court cannot appear to give ovidence in the suit or matter, the 
Court may, if it thinks fit, receive proof of any evidence given by 
him in any former judicial proceeding; provided that the subject 
matter of such former judicial proceeding was substantially the 
same as that of the existing suit, and that the parties to the existing 
suit were parties to it or bound by it, and in it had cross-examined 
or had an opportunity of cross examining the witness of whose 
evidence j>roof is so to be given. ' 

Oath. 

247. On anv occasion the Court may, if it thinks it just and 
expedient, for reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings, 
take without oath the evidence of any person objectinsjf on ground of 
conscience to take an oaih, — ^^the fact of the evidence having been so 
taken without oath being alao recorded in the minutes of proceedings. 
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Admission of Documents, 

248. When all parties to a suit are competent to make ardmis- 
sions, any party may call on any other party, by notice filed in the 
Court, and servei under order of the Court, to admit any document, 
saving? just exceptions. 

In case of refusal or neglect to admit, the costs of proof of the 
document shall be paid by the party refusing or neglecting, whatever 
be the result of the cause, unless the Court is of opinion that the 
refusal or neglect to admit was reasonable. 

No costs of prouf of any document shall be allowed unless 
such notic4^ has been eiven, except in cases where the omission to 
give the notice ha^ in the opinion of the Court produced a saving 
of expense. 

XII. — Miscellaneous Provisions. 
Attorneys and Agents, 

249. Every person doing any act or taking any proceeding in 
the Court a? plaintiflF, or otherwise, must do so in his own name and 
not otherwise, and either by himself, or by his attorney, procurator, 
or agent thereunto lawfully authorized in writing. 

250. Where such act is done or proceeding taken by an 
attorney, procurator, or agent, the power of attorney, or instrument 
constituting tlie procurator or agent, or an authenticated copy 
thereof must be filed in the Court before or at the commencement 
of the proceedings. 

Where the authority is special, and has reference only to the 
particular proceeding to be taken, the original document itself must 
be filed. 

Where the authority is general, or has reference to other matters 
in which the attorney, procurator, or agent is empowered to act, an 
authenticated copy of such document may be filed. 

The authority, whether general or special, must be distinct and 
clear, so as to satisfy the Court that the person professing to act 
thereon has such authority as he olaiois to exercise. 

251. Any person doing any act or taking any proceeding ioi 
the Court in the name or on behalf of another person, not being 
lawfully authorized thereunto, and knowing himself not to be so 
authorized, is guilty of a contempt of Ci urt. 

Proceedings by or against Partnerships, 

252. Proceedings by or on behalf of or against a partnership, 
solely or jointly, must be taken in the several names of the partners 
as individuals, and not in the name of the firm or otherwise. 

Plaintiff out of Jurisdiction, 

253. Where a plaintiff, whether suing alone or suing jointly, 
is out of the jurisdiction of the Particular Court, or is only tempo- 
rarily resident within it, he must file in the Court, at or before 
the commencement of pix>ceedings, a wrilten statement of a fit 
place within the jurisdicrion where notice or process may be served 
on him. 

He must also give security for costs and fees by deposit, or by 
bond, in the penal sum of 500 dollars. 

The Court may at any tim^^during the suit or proceeding, 
either on its own motion or on theNapplication of any defendant 
order him to give further or better security for costs and fees, and 
any direci proceedings to be stayed in tnJvjnean while. 
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Service. 

254. Service of a petition, notice, summons, decree, order, or How to be made, 
other document of which service is required bj these Rules, or 
according to the course of the Court, shall be made by an officer of 

the Court, unless in any case the Court thinks fit otherwise to direct; 
and service shall not be valid unless it is made under an order of the 
Court (in writing under the seal of the Court), which may be either 
indorsed on or subscribed or annexed to the document to be served. 

255. Unless in any case the Court thinks it just and expedient Personal semep. 
otherwise to direct, service shall be personal, — that is, the document 

to be served si. all, together with the order of service (indorsed, 
subscribed, or annexed), be delivered into ihe hands of the person 
to be served. 

256. Where it appears to the Court (eit^^er with or without any other service, 
attempt at personal service) that for any reason personal service 
cannot be conveniently effected, the Court may order that service be 
effected either — 

(i.) by delivery of the document to be served, together with 
the order for service, to some adult inmate at the usual or 
last known place of abode or business within the particular 
jurisdiction of the person to bo served ; or 

(ii.) by delivery thereof to some agent within the particular 
jurisdiction of the person to be served, or to some other 
person within the particular jurisdictions through whom it 
appears to the Court there is a reasonable probability that 
the document and order served will come to the knowledge 
of the person to be served ; or 

(iii.) by advertisement in some newspaper circulating within 
the particular jurisdiction ; or 

(iv.) by notice put up at the Court, or at some other place of 
public resort within the particular jurisdiction. 

257. Ordinarily service shall not be made out of the particular 
jurisdiction, except under an order for that purpose made by the ^ ' 
Court within whose jurisdiction service is to be made, which order 
may be made on the lequest of any other Court, and shall in each 
case direct in which of the modes above-mentioned service is to be 
effected. 

Where, however, the urgency or other peculiar circumstances of 
the case appear to any Court so to require (for reasons to be recorded 
in the minutes of proceedings), the Court may order that service be 
made out of the particular jurisdiction. 

258. Any order for service may be varied from time to time with Variation of order, 
respect to the mode of service directed by the order, as occasion 

requires. 

259. Service of a document not required to be served personally Hours for service, 
must be made before five o'clock in the evening. 

If made after that hour on any day but Saturday, it shall be 
considered as made on the following day. 

If made after that hour on Saturday, it shall be considered as 
made on the following Monday. 

260. No service in a civil suit shall be made on Sunday, Sundays and hoijdayt. 
Christmas Day, or Good Friday. 

Absconding Defendant. 

261. Where the Court is satisfied by evidence on oath that there Bail, 
is good reason to believe that a defendant means to abscond in order 

to avoid the process of the Court, after suit or other proceeding 
instituted, the Court may make an order to hold him to bail, and may 
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require of bim such security as seems fit for his remainiog within 
the particular jurisdiction, and abiding and performiug by any 
decree or order to be made in tbe suit or proceeding, and for costs 
and fees. 

Cods. 

262. The costs of the whole suit and of each particular pro- 
ceedinj;^ therein are under the discretion of the Court; but the 
Court shall not order the successful party in a suit to pay to tbe 
unsuccessful party the cost of the suit generally, although the Court 
ipay order him, notwithstanding his success in the whole suit, to 
pay the c sts occasioned by any particular proceeding therein. 

263. The Court may, if in any case it s* ems fit, require any 
party to any suit or proceeding, either at tbe commencoment or at any 
time during the progress thereof, to give security for costs to the 
satisfaction of the Court by deposit or otherwise. 

Paupers, 

264. The Court may admit any person to sue i7i forma pauperis 
on being satisfied of bis poverty, and that he has prima fade a case 
proper for some relief in the Court; and may admit any person to 
defend in forma pauperis on being satisfied of his poverty. 

265. If in au^ case the Court thinks fit to assign a counsel 
or attorney to assist a person admitted to sue or defend in forma 
pauperisy Uie counsel or attorney so assigned may not refuse his 
assistance, unless he satisfies the Court of some good reason for 
refusing. 

2^6. If a pauper gives or agrees to give any fee, profit, 
recompense, or reward for the despatch of his business in Court, he 
shall be deemed guilty of a contempt of Court, and he shall also be 
forthwith dispaupered, and shall not be afterwards admitted again 
in that suit to sue or defend in forma pauperis, 

267. A person admitted to sue or defend in forma pauperis may 
be dispaupered, by order of the Court, on its appearing that he was 
i3L0(i when admitted, or no longer is, of sufficient poverty, or that he 
is abusing his privilege by vexatious proceedings. 

Computations of Time. 

268. Where by these Kules, or any special order or tbe course 
of the Court, any limited time from or after any date or event is 
appointed or allowed for the doing of any act or the taking of any 
proceeding, and such time is not limited bv hours, the computation 
of such limited time does not include the aay of such date or of the 
happening of such event, but commences at the beginning of tbe 
next following day, and the act or proceeding must be done or taken 
at tbe latest on the last day of such limited time according; to sacfa 
computation. 

269. Where the limited time so appointt^d or allowed is less 
than six days, the following days shall not be reckoned in the 
computation of such time : namely, Suud i y, Good Friday, Monday 
and Tuesday in Easter week, Christmas Day, and the day before 
and the day next after Christmas Day. 

270. Where the time for the doing of any act or the taking of 
any proceeding expires on one of the days last-mentioned, the act 
or proceeding shall be considered as done or taken in due time if 
done or taken on the next day afiei wards, that is, not one of the 
last-mentioni d days. 

271. The day on which an order that a plaintiff do give security 
for costs is served, and the time thenceforward until and including 
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the daj on which such security is given, shall not be reckoned in 
the computation of the time allowed to a defendant for putting in 
his answer. 

Snpj)lemenial Statement, 

272. Facts or circumstances occurring after the institution of <^*^^ 

a suit, may, by leave of the Court, be introduced by way of amend- ^'^^"''""^ ^'^^^ • 

ment into the petition or answer (as the case may require) at any 

stage of the proceedings, and the Court may make such order as 

seems just respecting the proof of such facts or circumstances, or 

for affording all parties concerned leave and opportunity to meet 

the statements so ir^troduced. 

Death of Party atid other Change. 

273. Where, pending a suit, any change or transmission <>f \n^f rest or^SilM^^ 
interest or liability occurs in relation to any party to the suit, or ^ '° ^^^^ or » 1 1 j, 
any party to the suit dies or (being a woman) marries, or the suit 

is in any other way rendered defective or incapable of being carried 
on, any person interested may, on motion ex parley obtain from the 
Court such crder as is requisite for curing the defect, or enabling 
or compelling proper parties to carry on the proceedings. 

But it shall be open to any person served with such an order 
within such time, not exceeding fourteen days, as the Court in the 
order directs, to apply to the Court by motion to discharge such 
order. 

Adjoummefnt. 

274. Nothing in these Rules shall affect the power of the Court Power of Cmrt. 
(for reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings) to refer 

or adjourn, on application, for such time and on such terms (if any) 
as juirtice requires. 

Amendmerd, 

275. Nothing in these Bules shall affect the power of the Court Power of Court, 
(for reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings) to order 

or allow any amendment of any petition, answer, notice, or other 
document whatever, at any time, on such terms (if any) as justice 
requires. 

Power of Cowrt as to Time, 

276. Nothing in these Rules shall affect the power of the Court Eniammeut or 
(for reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings) to enlarge * " 

or abridge the time appointed or allowed for the doing of any act 
or the taking of any proceeding on such terms (it any) as justice 
requires. 

277. Where the Court is by these Rules or otherwise autho- Further eniargeiBent. 
rised to appoint the time for the doing of any act or the taking of 

any proceeding, — or to enlarge the time appointed or allowed for 
that purpose by these RuLs or otLerwise, — the Court may further 
enlarge any time so appointed or enlarged by it on such terms (if 
any) as seem just, provided that the application for further 
enlargement is made before the expiration of the time already 
allowed, and that such further rnlargemeut appears to the Court 
(for reasons to be recorded in the minutes of proceedings) to be 
required for the purpose of justice, and not to b6 sought merely for 
delay. 

Guardian for Purposes of Suit, 

278. Where vn default made by a defendant in answering or in what c«8^r, 
otherwise defending the suit alter due service of the petition, it 

appears to the Court that he is an infant or person of weak or 
unsound nind (not so found by inquisition), so that be is unable of 
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himself to defend the suit, the Court may, on the application of the 
plaintiff or of its own motion, appoint some fit person to be guardian 
of the defendant for the purpose of the suit, by whom he may 
defend the same. ^ 

But no such order shall be made except on notice, after expira- 
tion of the time for answering, and four days at least before the 
day named in the notice for the hearing of the application, or for the 
Court proceeding (as the case may be),seiTedonorleftattliedwelliDg- 
house of the person with whom or under whose care the defendant 
was at the time of service of the petition, and also, in the case of an 
infant not residing with or under the care of his father or guardian, 
served on or left at the dwelling-house of such father or guardian, 
unless the Court thinks fit in any case to dispense with such last- 
mentioned service. 

XIII. — Criminal Matters. 
/. — In General. 

279. In the following Rules (under the heading " Criminal 
Matters ") as far as they relate to the Supreme Court, the expres- 
sion "the Court" means or includes (as the case may require) any 
officer of, or person attached to, the Supreme Court from time to 
time authorized to exercise or assist in the exercise of any part of 
the criminal jurisdiction of that Court. 

280. A person making a criminal charge (Form 31) against 
another before the Supreme or other Court, must do so in person, 
or by attorney or counsel, or an agent lawfully thereunto authorized. 

281. In every case, whether the charge is or is not such as 
must or may be heard and determined in a summary way, the Court 
shall proceed, if the accused is not already in custody, either by way 
of summons to him (Form 32) or by way of warrant for his apprehen- 
sion in the first instance (Form 33), according as the nature and 
circumstances of the case require. 

Sumvio7is, 

282. For the issuing of a summons the charge need not be put 
in writing cr be sworn to, unless the Court so directs. 

A summons shall be served by the delivery of it to the person 
summoned personally, or if he cannot be conveniently met with, 
then by its being left at his usual or last known place of abode or 
business within the particular jurisdiction. 

The person effecting service must attend at the time and place 
mentioned in the summons, to prove service if necessary. 

Warrant, 

283. If the person summoned does not obey the summons, the 
Court may (after proof on oath of due service of the summons) issue 
a warrant for his apprehension (Form 34). 

Notwithstanding the issuing of a summons, a warrant (Form 33) 
may be issued at any time before or after the time appointed in the 
summons for the appearance of the accused. 

A warrant shall not be issued in the first instance unless the 
charge is in writing on the oath of the person laying the charge, or 
of some witness. 

A warrant need not be made returnable at any particular time, 
but may remain in force until executed. 

It may be executed by the apprehension of the accused at any 
place within the particular jurisdiction, and in case of fresh pursuit 
it may be executed at any place in another Consular district, without 
any application to the Court of that district. 
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Search Warrant. 

284. Where positive proof or probable suspicion is shown to in wh»t case*. ^ 
the Court by evidence on oath that anything on, by, or in respect 

of which a crime or offence cognizable by the Court has been 
^^ommitted, is in any house or place over which, by reason of the 
nationality of the occupier thereof, the Court bas jurisdiction, the 
Court may issue a warrant to search the house or place, and if 
anything searched for is found, to seize it, and apprehend the 
occupier of the house or place. 

The warrant shall be directed to some officer by name, who Content*. ^) 
alone shall be entrusted with its execution, but he may be accom- 
panied by any person or persons necessary to assist him in bis search. 

A general warrant to search shall not be granted, but the 
particular house or place must be indicated in it. 

If the house or place is closed, and the officer is denied Force, 
admission after demanding admission and disclosing his authority 
and the object of his visit, it may be forced open. 

Where there is probable suspicion only, the warrant must be Daj: night, 
executed in the day time ; where there is positive proof, it may be 
executed in the night time. 

Witnesses. 

285. Where it is shown to the Court, on oath, that any British Summons, 
subject within the particular jurisdiction is likely to give material 
evidence, either for the prosecution or for the defence, and will not 
voluntarily attend to give evidence at the preliminary examination, 

or in summary cases at the hearing of the charge, the Court shall 
issue a summons (Form 35) for his attendance. 

286. If any person summoned does not obey the summons, and Warrant after Buminonf, 
does not excuse his failure to the satisfaction of the Court, then 

(after proof on oath of the service of the summons) the Court may 
issue its warrant (Form 36) to compel his attendance. 

287. Where it is shown to the Court, on oath, that any British warrant in flr.it 
subject within the particular jurisdiction is likely to give material 
evidence, either for the prosecution or for the defence, and that it is 
probable he will not attend to give evidence at the preliminary

Court may issue a warrant (j^'orm 37) in the first instance. 

288. If on the appearance of the person summoned, either in Refusal to take oath 
obedience to a summons, or on being brought up by virtue of a • 
warrant, he refuses to take an oath, — or, having taken an oath, to 

answer any question put to him, — and does not excuse his refusal to 
the satisfaction of the Court, then the Court may, by warrant, 
(Form 38) commit him to prison, there to remain for not more 
than seven days, unless he in the meantime consents to answer duly 
on oath. 

Issuing, §rc.y of Warrant on Sunday or Holiday. 

289. A warrant for apprehension or commitment or other in what oa«M. 
purpose, or a search warrant, may be issued and may be executed 

on a Sunday, Good Friday, or Christmas Day, as well as on any 
other days, where the urgency of the case so requires. 

II. — Proceedings by Preliminary Examination and Indictment.

Preliminary Examinaiion. 

291. Where the accused comes before the Court on sumTDons or 
warrant, or otherwise, the Court before committing him to prison 
for trial, or admitting him to bail, sball, in his presence, take the 
depositions on oath (Form 39) of those who know the facts and 
circumstances of the case, and shall put the same in writing. 

292. The accused shall be at liberty to put questions to any 
witness produced against him, and the statements of any witness in 
answer thereto shall form part of that witness's deposition. 

293. The deposition of each witness shall be read over to the 
witness, and shall be signed by him. 

294. If on the trial of the accused it is proved on oath that any 
person whose deposition has been taken is dead, or is so ill as not to 
be able to travel, and that his deposition was taken in the presence 
of the accused, and that he or his counsel or attorney croBs- 
examined, or had full opportunity of cross-examining the witness, 
the deposition may be read as evidence in tbe prosecution without 
further proof thereof. 

295. No objection at the preliminary examination to any charge, 
summons, or warrant, for any defect in substance or form, or for any 
variance between it and the evidence adduced on the part of the 
prosecution, shall be allowed : but if any varianceappears to the Court 
to be such that the accused has been thereby deceived or misled, the 
Court may, on the request of the accused, adjourn tbe examination, 
and in the meantime remand the accused or admit him to bail. 

Statement of Accused, 

296. Altt r the examination of all the witnesses on the part of 
the prosecution is coroplett d, the Court shall, without requiring the 
attendance of the witnesses, read over to the accused the depositioDS 
taken against him, and shall then say to him these words : 

Having heard the evidence, do you wish to say anything 
in answer to tbe charge? You are not obliged to say 
anvtbing unless you desire to do so, but whatever you say 
will be taken down in writing, and may be given in 
evidence against you on your trial. And I give you clearly 
to understand tlmt you have nothing to hope from any 
promise o^ favour, and nothing to fear from any threat 
that may have been held out to you to induce you to make 
any admission or confession of your guilt ; but whatever 
you now say may be given in evidence against you upon 
your trials notwithstanding such promise or threat'' 
Whatever tbe accused then says in answer thereto shall be 
taken down in writing (Form 40) and shall be read over to him, 
and shall be kept with the depositions of the witnesses, and after- 
wards, on the trial of the accused, the same may be given in evidence 
against him without further ])roof thereof 

297. Nothing in the foregoing Bules, however, is to prevent 
the prosecutor from giving in evidence any admission or confession 
or other statement of the accused made at any time, which would, 
by law, be admissible as evidence against him. 

Publicity. 

298. The room or place in which the preliminary examination 
is held is not an open or public Court for that purpose ; and the 
Court may, in its discretion, in case it appears to it that the ends of 
justice will be best answered by so doing, order that no person have 
access to, or reuiain in, the room or place without the special 
permission of the Court. 
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Becognizanee to Prosectde or give Evidence. 

299. The Court may, at the preliminary examination, bind by Proi^utor or wUnesst* 
recognizance (Form 41) the prosecutor and every witness to appear ^Sw' 

at the Court at which the accused is to be trie^, to prosecute, or to 
prosecute and give evidence, or to give evidence (as the case may be). 

A notice of each recognizance (Form 42) shall at the same 
time be given to the person bound thereby. 

If a witness refuses to enter into a recognizance, the Court may, 
by warrant (Form 43), commit him to prison, there to remain until 
after the trial of the accused, unless in the meantime he duly enters 
into a recognizance. 

But if afterwards, from want of suflBcient evidence or other 
cause, the accused is not either committed for trial or held to bail, 
the witness shall be discharged from custody by direction of the 
Court. 

Remand, 

300. If from t!ie absence of witnesses or any other reasonable in wii»t owm^ 
cause the Court considers it nece8^iary or advisable to defer or adjourn 

the preliminary examination, the Court may, by warrant (Form 44), 
from time to time remand the accused for such time as seems 
reasonable, not exceeding fourteen days, to some prison or other 
place of security : 

Or, if the remand is for not more than eight days, the Court mav, Caatodj durmg rcmftiia» 
by word 'of mouth, order the officer or person in whose custody the 
accused is, or any other fit officer or person, to continue or keep the 
a<;cu8ed in his custody, and to bring Lira up at the time appointed 
for commencement or continuance of the examination. 

During the period of rr mand the Court may, nevertheless, order 
the accused to be brought befor«> it. 

Instead of detaining th<* accused in custody during the period 
of remand the Court may discharge him, on his entering into a 
recognizancp, with or without a surety or sureti s, as the Court may 
think fit (Form 46), for liis appearance. 

A notice of each recognizance (Form 40) shall at the same time 
be given to each person bound thereby.

301. When all the evidence adduced at the preliminary in what ctaes.

Privileges of Accused, 

306. At any time after the preliminary examination has been 
complei ed, the accused is entitled to have cq)ies of the depositions 
on which he has been committed for trial, or held to bail, on payment 
of a reasonable sum, not exceeding sixpence for every one handred 
words, or gratis, if the Court so directs. 

The Court shall, at the time of commitment or of holding to 
bail, inform the accused of his rights in this respect. 

Preparations for Trial. 

307. The written charge (if any), the depositions, the statement 
of the accused, the recognizance of prosecutor and witnesses, and the 
recognizance of bail (if any) shall be carefully transmitted in proper 
time to the Court at which the trial is to be held. 

Indictment, 

308. A trial before the Judge or an office r of the Supreme 
Court, with a jury, and the proceedings before and after trial relative 
thereto, shall be conducted as nearly as may be as a criminal trial 
before a Judge with a jury and the corresponding proceedings is 
and are conducted in England. 

Other criminal trials, with or without a jury, or with Assessors, 
and the proceedings before and afti^r trial relative thereto, shall be 
conducted in the manner mutaiis mutandis, 

309. In criminal cases to be tried on indictment before the 
Judge or Assistant Judge of the Supreme Court, whether with or 
without a jury, the depositions when completed shall forthwith be 
delivered to the Law Secretary, as prosecutor on behalf of the Crown, 
who shall thereupon, in person or by some proper representative 
appointed by him, in any case by writing under his hand, take all 
proper steps for indicting and bringing to trial the accused, and 
conduct the prosecution in Court at the trial; and no such 
prosecution shall be under the direction or conduct of any private 
prosecutor. 
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Aay private prosecutor may, however, retain anv member of 
theEngiisli, Irish, or Scottish Bar, or any regular and duly qualified 
advocate of foreign nationality, to assist in the prosecution ; and 
such barrister or advocate may, with the assent of the prosecutor 
for the Crown, appear in Court at the trial and take part in the 
prosecution; but no such prosecution shall be withdrawn or 
abandoned without the express consent of the Law Secretary, as 
prosecutor for the Crown, or of his representative, given in open 
Court. 

III. — Summary Proceedings. 

310. The following Rules (under the sub-heading " Summary Extent of foUo wing 
Proceedings") apply exclusively to cases where the charge is to be 

heard and determined not on indictment, but in a summary way. 

Hearing. 

311. Where the accused comes before the Court on summons, Non-appeftrance of 
or warrant, or otherwise, either originally or on adjournment, then p*""'^^^^^*"- 

if the prosecutor, having had due notice of the time and place 
appointed for the hearing or adjourned hearing of the charge, 
does not appear in person, or by counsel or attorney, the Court shall 
dismiss the charge, unless for some reason it thinks proper to 
adjourn or further adjourn the bearing, with or without imposing 
any terms. 

312. In case of adjournment the Court may commit the accused Cuatody in ewe of 
in the meantime to prison, or to such other custody as it thinks fit, 

or may discharge him on his entering into a recognizance (Form 45) 
with or without a surety or sureties, at the discretion of the Court, 
for his appearance at the time and place of adjournment. 

A notice of each recognizance (j?'orm 46) is at the same time 
to be given to each person bound thereby. 

313. If both parties appear in person, or by counsel or attorney, Both parties appearing, 
the Court shall proceed to hear and finally determine the charge. 

314. The prosecutor shall be at liberty to conduct the charge, Conduct of charge, 
and to have the witnesses examined and cross-examined by counsel 

or attomey on his behalf. 

315. The accused shall be admitted to make his full answer and or defcne« 
defence to the charge, and to have the witnessps examined and 
cross-examined by counsel or attorney on his behalf ; and if he does 

not employ counsel or attorney, he shall, at the close of the examina- 
tion of each witness for the prosecution, be asked by the Court 
whether he wishes to put any questions to the witness. 

If he puts any question to a witness, the witness may l>e 
re-examined for the prosecution. 

316. The room or place in which the Court sits to hear and PuMic ty 
determine the charge is an open and public Court, to which the 
public generally may have access as fiir as the room or place can 
conveniently contain them. 

317. The substance of the charge shall be stated to the accused, "'^'^^^'^ 
and he shall be asked if he has any cause to show why he should 

not be convicted. 

If he thereupon admits the truth of the charge, and does not 
show sufficient cause why he should not be convicted, the Court 
may convict him accordingly. 

If he does not admit the truth of the charge, the Court shall Etidenoe for prosecution 
proceed to hear the prosecutor and such witnesses as he examines, 
and such other evidence as he adduces in support of his charge.

318. If the accused adduces any evidence in his defence the 
prosecutor may adduce evidence in reply thereto : but the prosecutor 
shall not in any case be allowed to make any observations by way of 
reply to the evidence adduced by tbe accused, nor shaU the accused 
in any case be allowed to make any observations on evidence 
adduced by the prosecutor in reply. 

319. A variance between the charge and the evidence adduced 
in support of it as to the time at which the alleged crime or offence 
was committed is not material, if it is proved that the charge was 
in fact made within the time (if any) limited by law for the making 
thereof. 

But if any variance between the charge and the evidence 
appears to the Court to be such that the accused has been thereby 
deceived or misled, the Court may adjourn the hearing. 

Adjournment, 

320. At any time before or during the hearing of the charge 
the Court may, in its discretion, for any good cause recorded in tie 
minutes of proceeding, adjourn the hearing. 

An adjournment ordered for any cause shall be made to a 
certain time and place, to be at the time of the adjournment 
appointed and stattd m the presence and hearing of the parties, or 
their respective counsel or attomejs. 

During the period of adjournment the Court may in its discre- 
tion, according to tbe nature and circumstances of each cas*», either 
suffer the accused to go at large or commit hiiu by warrant (Form 44) 
to such prison or other place of security, or t3 such other safe 
custody as the Court thinks fit, or may discharge him on his entering 
into a recognizance (Form 45) with or without a surety or sureties, 
at the discretion of the Court, for his appearance at the time and 
place of adjournment. 

A notice of each recognizance (Form 46) is at the same time to 
be given 1o each person bound thereby. 

If at any time and place of adjournment of a hearing, which 
has once be^un, the accused does not appear in person or by counsel 
or attorney, the Court may in its discretion proceed with the further 
hearing as if the accused were present. 

Decision. 

321. The Court having hoard what each party has to say as 
aforesaid, and the witiiCsses, and the evidence adduced, shall con- 
sider the whole matter and finally determine the same, and shall 
either convict the accused or dismiss the charge. 

Conviction, 

322. In case of conviction a minute thereof shall be made, and 
the conviction (Forms 48, 49) shall afterwards be drawn up in form, 
to be preserved among the records of the Court.

323. In case of dismissal of the charge the Court may, if it 
thinks fit, on being requested so to do, make an order of dismissal

339. In all matters not in these Bules expressly provided for, 
the procedure of the Superior Courts and of Justices of the Peace 
in England in like cases shall, as far as possible, be followed, save 
that witb respect to matters arising under the Admiralty or other 
special jurisdiction, the procedure of the Courts having such jurisdic- 
tion in England shall, as far as possible, be followed. 

340. Notices, summonses, warrants, decrees, orders, and other 
documents issuing Irom the Court shall be sealed with the seal of 
the Court. 

341. In these Rules the words " oath " and aflSidavit and 
words referring thereto, or to swearing, include affirmation and 
declaration and refer thereto, or to the making of an affirmation or 
declaration, where an affirmation or declaration is Eidmissable in lieu 
of an oath or affidavit. 

Terms used in these Bules have the same meaning as in the 
Order in Council under which these Bules are framed. 

342. The Forms appended to these Bules may be used with 
such variations as the circumstances of each case require. 

343. The Fees specified in the List appended to these Bules 
shall be paid. 

The Court may, however, remit any such fee, wholly or in part, 
if it thinks fit. 

344. These Bules shall commence and have effect at the same 
time as the Order in Council under which they are framed.

ORDINANCE No. 13 of 1873. 



Sib Arthur Edward Kennedy, K.C.M.G., C.B., 
Governor and Commander-in-chief. 



An Ordinance enacted by the Governor of Hongkong, with the Advice of the 
Legislative Council thereof, to consolidate and amend the Laws relating to the 
Process, Practice, and Mode of Pleading in the Supreme Court of the Colony, 
and to provide a TJniform Code of Procedure at Common Law and Equity. 



Whereas it is expedient to consolidate and amend the Laws relating to the 
Process, Practice, and Mode of Pleading in the Supreme Court of the Colony, and to 
provide a Uniform Code of Procedure at Common Law and in Equity : Be it enacted 
by the Governor of. Hongkong, with the advice of the Legislative Cotmcil thereof, 
as follows: — 

1. — This Ordinance may be cited for all purposes as " The Hongkong Code of 
Civil Procedure." 

n. — The following terms and expressions shall be understood as hereinafter 
defined or explained, unless there be something in the subject or context repugnant 
to such definition or explanation ; that is to say : — 



" Court " shall mean the Supremo Court, and shall include the Chief Justice 
and Puisne Judge of the Supreme Coui-t, sitting together or separately, 
in Court or in Chambers. 
"Pull Court" shall mean the Chief Justice and the Puisne Judge sitting 
together 

" Registrar" shall mean the Registrar of the Supreme Court. 
Sheriff" shall include a Dt puty Sheriff, and any person lawfully authorized 
to execute the Process of the Court. 
"Code" shall mean the Code of Civil Procedure introduced by this 
Ordinance. 

Cause of Action " in suits founded on contract shall not necessarily mean 
the whole Cause of Action, but a cause of action shall be deemed to 
have arisen within the jurisiliction, if the contract was made therein, 
thousrh the broach may have occurred elsewhere, and also if the breach 
occurred within the jurisdiction, though the contract may have been 
made elsewhere. 

"Within the Jurisdiction" shall mean within the Colony, and shall not 
include the jurisdiction exercised by the Supreme Court under Article 
159 of the Order of Her Majesty the Queen in Council of the 9th of 
March, 1865, for the Government of Her Majesty's Subjects in China 



ni. — Nothing in this ordinance contained shall be deemed: — 

(a,) To affect the Rights, Privileges, or Remedies tf the Crown ; 
(h,) To affect the existing Jurisdiction or Powers of the Supreme Court; 
(c) To affect the Procedure and Practice of the Supreme Court in matters

Old Procedure and Practice. 
TV. — Except so far as may be otherwise specially provided in this Code, or the 
enactnaents contained in any Ordinances of the Colony, or in any Acts or Parts of Acts 
of tbe Imperial Parliament in force therein relating to tlie procedure and practice of 
the Court in its common law and equity jurisdiction, and all rules and orders of the 
Supreme Court (including all unwritten rules of practice, and all rules or orders of any 
Court of law or equity in England, which are now in force in the Colony) shall, from 
and after the commencement of this Ordinance, and during the continuance thereof, 
be suspended in th. ir operations, so far as tbey relate to such procedure and practice, 
subject to the proviso next hereinafter contained, that is to say : Provided that as 
regards any matters for which no special provision may have been made by this Code, 
the said Ordinances, Acts, or Parts of Acts, Eules, or Orders hereby suspended, shall 
be deemed to remain in force so far as the same shall not conflict, or be inconsistent 
with, the Code of Procedure introduced by this Or linance, and can be made auxiliary 
thereto. 

New Procedure and Practice. 
V. — From and after the commencement of this Ordinance, the procedure and 
practice of the Supreme Court in its comiiton law and equity jurisdictions shall be 
assimilated, and all civil suits shall be instituted and carried on in manner hereinafter 
prescribed. 

PART I. 

FROM THE INSTITUTION OF A SIHT TO THE HEARING. 

Chapter I. — The Institution of Suits. 

Register of CivU SuiU. 
VL — The Registrar shall keep a Book called the Register of Civil Suite, which 
shall be in the form contained in the Schedule to this Code, or as near thereto as 
circumstances permit, and shall contain the entries specified in the said form, and 
every suit or proceeding, however instituted under the provisions of this Code, shall 
be numbered in each year according to the order in which the same shall be com- 
menced. 

Attorneys and Agents, 

Vil. — Every person doing any act, or taking any proceeding in the Court as 
plaintifif, or otherwise, must do so in his own name, and not otherwise, and either by 
bittself or by bis attorney, procuiator, or agent thereunto lawfully authorised in 
writing. 

2. — Where such act is done, or proceeding taken by an attorney, procurator, or 
agent, the Court may order that the power of attorney, or instrument constituting 
the procurator or agent, or an authenticated copy thereof, be filed in the Court before 
or at the commencement of, or during the proceedings. 

3. — ^Where the authority is special and has reference only to the particular 
I»roeeeding to be taken, the original document itself must he filed ; but where the 
authority is general or has reference to other matters in which the attorney, pro- 
curator, or agent is empowered to act, an authenticated copy of such document may 
be filed. 
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4. — The authority, whether general or special, must be distinct and clear, so as 
to satisfy the Court that the person professing to act thereon has such authority as 
he claims to exercise. 

5. — Any person doing any act or taking any proceeding in the Court in the name 
or on behalf of another person, not being lawfully authorised thereunto, and knowing 
himself not to be so authorised, shcill be deemed guilty of a contempt of Court. 

Services of Process, 

VIII. — No service in a Civil Suit shall be made on Sunday, Christmas day, or 
Good Priaay. 

2. — Unless in any case the Court thinks it just and expedient otherwise to direct, 
service shall be personal, that is, the document to be served shall be delivered into 
the hands of the person to be served : Provided always, that where the duly authorised 
attorney of the person to be served shall undertake to accept service on behalf of his 
client, service upon such attorney shall be equivalent to personal service on the client, 
and all further service in the suit or proceeding, may be made by delivering the 
instrument to be served to such attorney, or by leaving the same at his place of 
business. 

3. — Where it appears to the Court that for any reason personal service of a writ, 
petition, notice, summons, decree, order, or other document of which service is required 
cannot be conveniently effected, the Court may order that service be effected either: — 

fa.) By delivery of the document to te served, together with the order for 
service, to some adult inmate at the usual or last known place of abode 
or business within the Colony of the person so served ; or, 

(b.) By delivery thereof to some agent wit lin the Colony of the person to 
be served, or to some other person within the Colony through whom it 
appears to the Court there is a reasonable probability that the 
document and order served will come to the knowledge of the person to 
be served ; or, 

(c.J By advertisement in some newspaper circulating within the Colony; or, 
(d.) "By notice put up at the Court-house, or at some other place of public 

resort, or at the usual or last known place of abode or business of the 

person to be served, within the Colony. 

4. — VSThen the defendant is in the service of the Qovernmpnt, the Court may 
transmit a copy of the document to be served to the head oflScer of the department in 
which the defendant is employed, for the purpDse of being served on him, if it shall 
appear to the Court that the document may be most conveniently so served. 

5. — When the suit is against a British Corporation, or a Company authorised 
to sue and be sued in the name of an officer or trustees, the document may be served 
by giving the same to any director, secretary, or other principal officer, or by leaving 
it at the office of the Corporation or Company. 

6. — When the suit is against a foreign Corporation or Company having an office 
and carrying on business within the Colony, and such suit is limited to a cause of 
action which arose within the jurisdiction, the document may be served by giving the 
same to the principal officer, or by leaving it at the office of such foreign Corporation 
or Company within the Colony. 

7. — When the suit is against a defendant residing out of the jurisdiction, but 
carrying on business in the Colony in his own name, or under the name of a firm 
through a duly authorised agent, and such suit is limited to a cause of action which 
arose within the jurisdiction, the document may be served by giving it to such agent, 
and such service shall be equivalent to personal service oh the defendant. 

8. — The Court may direct service to be made out of the jurisdiction in all cases in 
which the Court is satisfied by affidavit or otherwise that the suit is limited to a cause 
of action which arose within the jurisdiction. 

9. — In every case in which the Court shall direct service to bo made out of the 
jurisdiction, it shall be lawful for the Court, in its discretion, to fix the time within 
which an appearance shall be entered by the defendant and to give any other 
directions witJh reference to such service which it may think fit, and to receive an^ 
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affidavit or statutory declaration of such service having been effected as prima facie 
evidence thereof. 

10. — Any order for service may be varied from time to time with respect to the 
mode of service directed by the order, as occasiv n requires. 

11. — Whenever the service of Process by the sheriff shall be attended with 
expenses, he shall not (except by order of the Court) he bound to effect the same, 
unless the reasonable expenses thereof shall have been previously tendered to him by 
the party requiring such service ; and such expenses shall be costs in the cause. 

Suits to be commenced by Writ of Summons, 

IX. — Subject to the provisions hereinafter contained as to the institution of 
special suits and proceedings in certain cases, all suits in the Supreme Court shall be 
commenced by a pfeneral writ of summons to be issued bp the Registrar on the filing 
of a Prcecipe for the same. 

2. — The writ shall be prepared by the plaintiff, or his attorney, and shall specify 
the name, description, and place of abode of the plaintiff and of the defendant so far 
as they can be ascertained, the subject matter of the claim, and the relief sought for, 
and such writ shall be tested in the name of the Chief Justice, and bear date the day 
whereon the same shall be sued out. 

3. — Any alteration in the writ, without leave of the Court, and without being 
re-sealed before service, shall render the writ void. 

4. — In case service of the writ shall not have been effected within six months 
from the date thereof, the same shall become void: Provided always that the Court 
may, before the expiration of the then current period, in its discretion, from time 
to time renew the operation of the writ for a further period not exceeding six months 
at one time. 

5. — Nothing in this section contained shall be deemed to apply to proceedings 
which may now be heard on petition without preliminary service on any party, but 
all petitions shall be subject to the rules contained in Section XXIV., so far as they 
are applicable to the subject matter thereof. 

Of Summoning the Defendant. 

X. — The plaintiff shall cause a copy of the writ of Summons to be served on the 
defendant, and such copy shall contain a Memorandum endorsed thereon requiring 
the defendant to enter an appearance to the suit within eight days from the day of 
such service, or in cases of service out of the jurisdiction, within such time as the 
Court shall have orden d ; and every such writ shall, within eight days after the 
service thereof, or in cases of service out of the jurisdiction, within such time as the 
Court shall have ordered, be returned into the Registrar's office with a memorandum 
endorsed thereon of the date and mode of service. 

Appearance. 

XI. — The defendant shall within eight days from the day of service upon him 
of the writ of summons, or in cases of service out of the jurisdiction, within such 
time as the Court shall have ordered, cause an appearance to the suit to be entered 
for him in the Supreme Court. 

2. — In all cases of service of a writ of summons out of the jurisdiction, the entry 
of appearance thereto shall specify the name and address of some attorney, agent, 
or other person within the jurisdiction on whom substituted service of all further 
process against the defendant in the suit may be effected while the defendant remains 
out of the jui isdiction, and in default thereof, the Court may proceed with the suit as 
if no appearance had been entered. 

Consequence of Non- Appearance, 

XII. — If the defendant shall fail to enter an appearance within the time 
hereinbefore limited in that behalf, and it shall be proved to the satisfaction of the 
Court that the writ was duly served, the Court may give leave to the plaintiff to 
proceed with the suit ex parte. The plaintiff may thereupon file his petition and 
apply forthwith to have the cause set down for hearing. 

2. — If the defendant enter an appearance at any time before the hearing of the 
Buit, he may, upon such terms as the Court may direct as to the payment of costs 
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or otherwise, be beard in answer to tbe suit, in like maaner as if be bad dulj entered 
an appearance witbin tbe time limited as aforesaid. 

3. — When tbe cause bas been called on, tbe Court may proceed to bear the same 
eat 'parley and may, on tbe evidence adduced by tbe plaintiff, give such judgment as 
appears just ; but it shall not be obligatory on tbe Court to decide ex parte in the 
absence of the defendant, and it shall be at the discretion of the Court to issue a 
warrant to arrest him and detain him till another day appointed for the hearing of 
the cause, and, in tbe meanwhile, to attach his property. 

Writs ^eeially Indorsed, 

Xni. — In all cases in which the defendant is witbin the jurisdiction of the Court, 
and the claim is tor a debt or liquidated demand in money, whether founded on a legal 
or equitable right, the plaintiff shall be at liberty to make upon the writ of summons 
and copy thereof, a special endorsement of the particulars and amount of bis claim 
and of any interest payable thereon by law or under any contract expressed or implied, 
and in default of appearance, he shall be entitled to judgment for any sum not ex- 
ceeding tbe sum indorsed on the writ together with interest, if any, payable thereon 
as aforesaid, to the date of the judgment, and the amount of the taxed costs : Provided 
always that the Court may, nevertheless, let m the defendant to defend upon an 
application, supported by satisfactory affidavits accounting for bis non-appearance 
and disclosing a defence upon the merits. 

2. — If the defendant Las appeared, the jJaintiff shall be entitled, upon filing an 
affidavit verifying the cause of action, and swearing that in his belief there is no 
defence, to take out a summons to show cause why he should not proceed to judgment 
and execution, and upon such summons, such order may be made as the justice of the 
case may require. 

8. — In the manner, in cases of ordinary account, as in the case of a partnership, 
or executorship, or ordinary trust account, where nothing more is required in the first 
instance than an account, the writ may be specially indorsed, and in default of 
appearance, or after appearance, unless the defendant shall satisfy the Court that 
there is really some preliminary question to be tried, an order for the account, with 
all usual directions, may be forthwith made. 

4. — It shall also be lawful for the Court, in such cases, on summary application 
in Chambers or elsewhere, to direct, if it think fit, any necessary inquiries or accounts, 
notwithstanding it may appear that there is some special or further relief sought, or 
some special matter to be tried, as to which it may be proper that the suit proceed 
in the usual manner. 

Proceedings hy or agaiiist Partnership Firms. 

XIV. — Proceedings by or on behafif or against a partnership, solely or jointly, 
must be taken in the several names of the partners as individuals, and not in the 
name of the firm or otherwise : Provided always that where some of the members of 
a partnership carrying on business within the Colony are unknown, or are absent 
from the Colony, every such partnership may be sued in the name of any one or more 
members thereof within the jurisdiction, and every judgment obtained or order made 
in any such suit shall have the same effect and operation upon the pt»rsons and 
property, both, moveable and immoveable, of such partnership and of the several 
members tnereof, whether such property be joint or separate, as if every member of 
such co-partnership bad been actually, and in fact, a defendant in theactioii, and had 
been duly served with process, and every such judgment or order may be eiiforced as 
in ordinary cases of the like nature. \ 

Chiardian for Purpose of Suit, 

XV. — Where on default made by a defeudant in eutering an appearaucte to tbe 
suit after due service of tbe writ of summons, it appea.r.s to the Court that ihe is an 
infant, or a person of weak or unsound mind (not so found by inquisition) J so that 
be is unable of himself to defend the suit, tbe Court ipay, on the applicatiom of tbe 

}>laintiff, or of its own motion, appoint some fit person to be guardia^n of the d(^{endant 
or tbe purp3se of tbe suit, by whom he may defend the same. 
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2. — No such order shall be made except on notice, after expiration of the time 
for appearance, and four days at least before the day named in the notice for the 
hearing of the application ; such notice shall be left at the dwelling-bouse of the 
person with whom or under whose care the defendant was at the time of service of 
the writ of summons, and also, in the case of an infant not residing with or under the 
care of his father or guardian, served on or left at the dweUing-house of such father 
or guaidian, unless the Court thinks fit in any case to dispense with such last- 
mentioned service. 



CHA.PTER II. — AerEST OF ABSCONDING DEFENDANT — INTERIM ATTACHMENT— 

Injunctions — Detention of Ships. 

Arrest of Abacanding Defendant 
XVI. — If in any suit, not being a suit lor land or other immoveable property, 
the defendant is about to leave the jurisdiction of the Court, or has disposed of or 
removed from the jurisdiction of the Court his property, or any part thereof, the 
plaintiflF may, either at the institution of the suit, or at any time thereafter until final 
judgment, make anapplicatiou to the Court that security be taken for the appearance 
of the defendant to answer any judgment that may be passed against him in tha suit. 

2. — If the Court, after making such investigation as it may consider necessary, 
shall be of opinion that there is probable cause for believing that the defendant is 
about to leave its jurisdiction, or that he has disposed of or removed from the 
jurisdiction of the Court his property, or any part thereof, and that in eitber case, 
by reason thereof, the execution of any decree which may be made against him is 
likely to be obstructed or delayed, it shall b) lawful for the Court to issue a warrant 
to the sheriff enjoining him to bring the defendant before the Court that he may 
show cause why he should not give g >od and suflScient bail for his appearance. 

3. — If the defendant fail to show such cause, the Court shall order him to give 
bail for his appearance at any time when called upon while the suit is pending, and 
until execution or satisfaction of any decree that may be passed against him in the 
suit; and the surety or sureties shall undertake, in default of such appearance, to pay 
any sum of money that may be adjudged against the defendant in the suit, with costs. 

4. — Should a defendant offer, in lieu of bail for his appearance, to deposit a sum 
of money, or other valuable property, sufficient to answer the claim against him, with 
the costs of the suit, the Court may accept such deposit. 

5. — In the event of the defendant neither furnishing security nor offering a 
sufficient deposit, he may be committed to custody until the decision of the suit, or if 
judgment be given against the defendant, until the execution of the decree, if tho 
Court shall so order. 

6. — If it shall appear to the Court that the arrest of the defendant was applied 
for on insufficient grounds, or if the suit of the plaintiff is dismissed, or judgment is 
given against him by default or otherwise, and it shall appear to the Court that there 
was no probable ground for instituting the suit, the Court may (on the application 
of the defendant) award against the plaintiff such amount, not exceeding the sum of 
oae thousand dollars, as it may deem a reasonable compensation to the defendant for 
auy injury or loss which he may have sustained by reason of such arrest: Provided 
tbat the Court shall not award a laiger amount of compensation under this Section 
than it is competent to such Court to decree in an action for damages. An award of 
c<Miipensation under this section shall bar any suit for damages in respect of such 
arrest. 

Interim Attachment of his Property. 

, XVII. — If the defendant, with the intent to obstruct or delay the execution of 
aay. decree that may be passed against him, is about to dispose of bis property, or any 
pwjf thereof, or to remove any such property from the jurisdiction of the Court, the 
p)ai??tiff may apply to the Court, either at the time of the institution of the suit 

aii|y time thereafter until final judgment, to call upon the defendant to furnish 
sufficient security to fulfil any decree that may be male against him in the suit, a^d^ 
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on his failing to give such security, to direct that any property, moveable or 
immoveable, belonging to the defendant, shall be attached until the further order of 
the Court. 

2 — The application shall contain a specification of the property required to be 
attached, and the estimated value thereof, so far as the plaintiff can reasonably 
ascertain the same ; and the plaintiflF shall, at the time of making the applicatioD, 
declare tl at to the best of his information and belief, the defendant is about to 
dispose of or remove his property with such intent as aforesaid. 

3. — If the Court, after making such investigation as it may consider necegsary, 
shall be satisfied that the defendant is about to dispc se of or remove his property, 
with intent to obstruct or delay the execution of the decree, it shall be lawful for tie 
Court to issue a warrant to the sheriff, commanding him to call upon the defendant, 
within a time to be fixed by the Court, either to furnish security in such sum as ma/ 
be specified in the order, to produce and place at the disposal of the Court when 
required the said property, or the value of the same, or such portion thereof as may 
be sufficient to fulfil the decree, or to appear, and show cause why he should not 
furnish s< curity. The Court may also in the warrant direct the attachment until 
fuither order of the whole or any portion of the property specified in the apphcation. 

4_If the defendant fail to'^show such cause or to furnish the required securi^ 
within the time fixed by the Coui-t, the Court may direct that the property specified 
in the application, if not already attached, or such porcion thereof as shall be sufficient 
to fulfil the decree, shall be attached until further order. If the defendant show such 
cause or furnish the required security, and the property specified in the application^ 
or any pt rtion of if, shall have been attached, the Coyr t shall order the attachment 
to be withdrawn. ^^^^ 

5. — The attachment shall be made acc ording to the nattll^f the property to be 
attache^, in the manner hereinafter prescribed for the attacnnl^t of property lo 
execution of a decree for money. 

6. — The attachment shall not affect the rights of persons not pdll^s ^ 

and in the event of any claim being preferred to the property a»^ted befiw« 
judgment, such claim ' shall be invest igated in the manner hercinafl^l^^^^*^ 
for the investigation of claims to property attached in execution of a 
money. 

7. — In all cases of attachment before judgment, the Court shall at f^T"^ 
remove the same, on the defendant furnishing security as above required, ^B^^ 
with security for the costs of the attachment. 

8. — If it shall appear to the Court that the attachment was applied 
insuflBcient grounds, or if the suit of the plaintiff is dismissed, or judgment is^^^^ 
ayainst him by default or otherwise, ard it shall appear to the Court that rher< 
no probable ground for instituting the suit, the Court may (on the application c 
defendant) award against the plaintiff such amount, not exceeding the sum o: 
thousand dollars, as it may deem a reasonable compensation to the defendant fo 
expense or injury occasioned to him by the attachment of his property : E*rov 
that the Court shall not award a larger amount of compensation under this sec 
than it competent to such Court to decree in an action for damages. An a 
of compensation under this section shall bar any suit for damages in respect of 
attachment. 

Injunctions. 

XVin. — In any suit in which it shall be shown to the satisfaction of the 
that any property which is in dispute in the suit is in danger of being wasted, dam 
or alienated by any party to the suit, it shall be lawful for t!.e Court to issi 
injunction to such party, commanding him to refrain from doing the particuli 
complained of, or to give such other order for the purpose of staying and preve: 
him from wasting, damaging, or alienating the property, as to tne Court may 
meet, and all cases in which it may appear to the Court to be necessary 
preservation, or the better management or custody of any property which is in 
in a suit, it shall be lawful for the Court to appoint a receiver or manager 
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property, and, if need be, to remove the person in whose possession or custody the 
property may be from the possession or custody thereof, and to commit the same to 
the custody of such receiver or manager, and to grant to such receiver or manager 
all such powers for the management or the preservation and improvement of the 
property and the collection of the rents and profits thereof, and the application and 
disposal of such rents and profits, as to the Court may seem proper. 

2. — In any suit for restraining the defendant from the committal of any 
brrach of contract or other injury, and whether the same be accompanied by any 
claim for damages or not, it shall be lawful for the plaintiff, at any time after the 
commencement of the suit, and whether before or after judgment, to apply to the 
Court ft r an injunction to restrain the defendant from the repetition or the continuance 
of the breach of contract or wiongful act complained of, or the committal of any 
breach of contract or injury of a like kind arising out of the same contract or relating 
to the same property or right; and such injunction may be granted by the Court on 
such ternis as to the duration of the injunction, keeping an account, giving security, 
or otherwise, as to the Court shall seem reasonable and just, and in case of 
disobedience, such injunction may be enforced by imprisonment in the same manner 
as a decree for specific performance: Provided always that anj order for an injunc- 
tion may be discharged or varied, or set aside by the Court, on application made 
thereto by any party dissatisfied with such order. 

3. — The Court may in every case before grantiosf an injunction direct such 
reasonable notice of the application for the same to be given to the opposite party a? 
it shall see fit. 

4. — If it shall appear to the Court that the injunction was applied for on 
insufficient grounds, or if the claim of the plaintiff is dismissed, or judgment is given 
against him by default or otherwise, and it shall appear to the Court that there was 
no probable ground for instituting the suit, the Court may (on the application of the 
defendant) award against the plaintiff such sum, not exceeding one thousand dollars, 
as it may deem a reasonable compensation to the defendant for the expense or injury 
occasioned to him by the issue of the injunction: Provided that the Court shall not 
award a larger amount of compensation under this section than it is competent to such 
Court to decree in an action for damages. An award of compensation under thier 
section shall bar any suit for damages in respect of the issue of the injunction. 

^ Detention of Ships. 

. XIX. — Where the extreme urgency or other peculiar cii cumstances of the case 
. fepear to the Court so to require, it shaU be lawful for the Court, on the application 
t any plaintiff, or of its own motion, by warrant under the seal of the Court, to stop 
^^^^je clearance or to order the arrest and detention by the sheriff of any ship about to 
° the colony (other than a ship enjoying immunity from civil process) and such 
j^Wance shall be stopped or the ship arrested and detained accordingly : Providod 
'^ys that no such warrant shall be issued at the instance of any plaintiff unless the 
lication for the issue thereof shall be supported by an affidavit of the facts. 

2. — If it shall appear to the Court that the warrant was applied for on 
j^g^fficient grounds, or if the suit of the plaintiff is dismissed, or judgment is given 

^"ninst him by default or otherwise, and it shall appear to the Court that there was 
probable ground for instituting the suit, the Court may award against the 
ntiff such amount, not exceeding the sum of one thousand dollars, as it may deem 
lonable compensation for the expense or injury occasioned by the issue of the 
nt and such compensation shall be paid to such parties as the Court shall 
: Provided that the Court shall not award a larger amount of compensation 
T this section than it is competent to such Court to decree in an action for 
ges. An award of compensation under this section shall bar any suit for 
Diiages in respect of such detention of a ship. 

3. — The Court may at any time release a ship detained under this section upom 
terms as it shall deem reasonable. 
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Chapter UI. — Selibf vbom Adyebss Claims — Death, MABBiAas, 
OB Bankeuptcy of Pabtibs. 
Belief from Adverse Claima. 

XX. — Upon application made on behalf of any defendant, and supported bj 
affidavit showing that such defendant do^s not claim any interest in the subject 
^matter of the suit, but that the right thereto is claimed, or supposed, to belong to 
some other party who has sued or is expected to sue for the same, and that such 
defendant does not in any manner collude with such other party, but is ready to bring 
into Court, or to pay or dispose of the subject matter of the suit in such manner as 
.the Court or any judge thereof may direct, it shall be lawful for the Court in all suits or 
^iroceedings whatsoever, and although the titles of the claimants have not a common 
origin, but are adverse to and independent of one another, to make rules and orders 
calling upon such other party to appear and to state the nature and particulars of his 
^aim, and maintain or relinquish the same, and if he maintains it,, to make himself 
defendant in the same suit; or with the consent of the plaintiff and such other party, 
«iay dispose of the question between them in a summary manner. The sheriff noay 
xibtain relief under this section if the adverse claimants have given him notice of their 
claims, though none of them may have commenced proceedings. 

Death of Parties, 

XXI. — The death of a plaintiff or defendant shall not cause the suit to ab.ite if 
the cause of xu^tion survive. 

2. — If there be two or more plaintiffs or defendants, and one of them die, and if 
«the cause of action survive to the surviving plaintiff or plaintiffs alone, or against the 
«urviving defendant or defendants alone, the suit shall proceed at the instance of the 
«arviving {^intiff or plaintiffs, and against the surviving defendant or defendants. 

3. — K there be two or more plaintiffs, and one of them die, and if the cause of 
.action shall not survive to the surviving plaintiff or plaintiffs alone, but shall survive 
3to them and the legal representative of the deceased plaintiff jointly, the Court may, 
on the application of the legal representative of the decc^ased plaintiff, enter the name 
^of such representative in the register of the suit in the place of such deceased plaintiff, 
jfkod, the suit shall proceed at the instance of the surviving plaintiff or plaintiffs, and 
-fiuob 1 >gal representative of the deceased plaintiff. If no application shall be made 
to the Court by any person claiming to be the legal representative of the deceased 
plaintiff, the suit shall proceed at the instance of the surviving plaintiff or plain tiffis ; 
;ud the lov^al representative of the deceased plaintiff shall be interested in and shall 
be bound by the judgment given in the suit, in the same manner as if the suit had 
proceeded at his instance conjointly with t!)e surviving plaintiff or plaintiffs. 

4 — In case of the death of a sole plaintiff, or sole surviving plaintiff, the Court 
juay, on the application of the rei^resentative of such plaintiff, enter the name of such 
irepreseBtative in the place of such plaintiff in the register of the suit, and the suit 
sluill thereupon proceed ; if no such application shall be made to the Court within 
vrvhat it may consider a reasonable time by any person claiming to be the le^gal 
^on^Iiresentative of the deceased sole plaintiff or sole surviving plaintiff, it shall be 
vMoapotent to the Court to make an order that the suit shall abate, and to award to 
Ae defendant the reasonable costs which he may have incurred in defending the suit, 
to be recovered from the estate of the deceased sole plaintiff or surviving plaintiff ; or 
the Court may, if it think proper, on the application of the defendant, and u ] >ou such 
terms as to costs as may seem fit, make such other order for bringing in the legaJ 
represputatives of the deceased sole plaintiff or surviving plaintiff, and for proceeding 
with the suit in order to a final determination of the matters in dispute, as may 
appear just and proper in the circumstances of the case. 

* 5. — If any dispute arise as to who is the legal representative of a deceased plaintiff, 
it shall be competent to the Court either to stay the suit until the fact has been dulv 
detcTmined in another suit, or to decide at or before the hearing of the suit who «hall 
be admitted to be such legal representative for the purpose of prosecuting the suit. 
6. — If there be two or more defendants, and one of them die, and the cause of 
./wtion shall not survive against the surviving defendant or defendants alone, and 
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also in case of the death of a sole defendant, or sole surviving defendant, where the- 
action survives, the plaintiff may make an application to the Court, specifying the 
name, description, and place of abode of any person whom the plaintiff alleges to be- 
the legal representative of such defendant, and whom ha desires to be made tlie- 
defendant in his stead; and the Court shall thereupon enter the name o£ sue& 
representative in the register of the suit in the place of such defendant, and sbalt 
issue an order to him to appear on a day to be therein mentioned to defend the smt;; 
and the case shall thereupon proceed in the same manner as if such representative 
bad originally been made a defendant, and had been a party to the former proceedingas 
in th3 suit. 

Marriages of Parties. 

XXII. — The marriage of a female plaintiff, or defendant, shall not cause the suit 
to abate, but the suit may notwithstanding be proceeded with to judgment, and the- 
decree thereupon may be executed upon the wife alone ; and if the case is one in. 
which the husband is by law liable for the debts of his wife, the decree may, by^ 
leave of the Court, be executed against the husband also ; and in case of judgment 
for the wife, execution of the decree may, by leave of the Court, be issued upoot 
the application of the husband, where the husband is by law entitled to the money 
or things which may be tiie subject of the decree. 

Bankruptcy of Parties, 

XXni. — The bankruptcy of the plaintiff in any suit which the assignee might, 
maintain for the benefit of the creditors, shall not be a valid objection to the 
continuance of such suit, unless the assi<?nee shall decline to continue the suit and to* 
give security for the costs thereof within such reasonable time as the Court may 
order; if the assignee n gleet or refuse to continue the suit, and to give such security^ 
within the time limited by the order, the defendant may, within eight days after suchi 
neglect or refusal, plead the bankruptcy of the plaintiff as a reason for abatiup 
the suit. 



Chapter IV. — The Petition. 
Form and Contents, 

XXIV. — After the appearance of the defendant to the suit, or in case of non^ 
appearance, then by leave of the Court, the plaintiff may file in the Supreme Court a 
petition which shall contain the names, descriptions, and places of abode of the- 
plaintiff and of the defendant, so far as they can be ascertained, and shall corresponcl- 
in those particulars with the writ of summons. 

2. — ^The petition shall then set out by way of narrative the material facts, matters 
and circumstances on which the plaintiff relies, such narrative being divided into 
paragrapns numbered consecutively, and each paragraph containin??, as nearly as 
may be, ji separate and distinct statement or allegation. The petition shall pray 
specificall y for the relief to which the plaintiff may conceive himself entitled, and also 
for genen il relief. 

3. — Vhe petition must be as brief as may be consistent with a clear statement of 
the facts <jpn which the prayer is sought to be supported, and with information to the 
defendanjJ of the nature of the claim set up. 

4. — t)ocumeuts must not be unnecessarily set out in the petition in hoec verba, 
but so mwch only of them as is pertinent and material may be set out, or the effect 
and substance of so much only of them as is pertinent and material may be given, 
without Aeedless prolixity. 

5. — ^foates and sums shall be expressed in figur s and not in words. 

6. — ^he petition may not contain any statement of the mere evidence by which 
the facts alleged are intended to be proved, and may not contain any argument of law. 

7. — ' The facts material to the establishment of the plaintiff's right to recover 
shall be g alleged positively, briefly, and as clearly as may be, so as to enable the 
defendant ) by his answer either to admit or deny any one or more of the material 
alkgatioi is, or else to admit the truth of any or ail of the allegations, but to set forth: 
some oth- ^r substantive matter in his answer, by reason of which he intends to oonteni 
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that tlie right of the plaintiflf to recover, or to any relief capable of being granted on 
the petiiion, has not yet accrued, or is released or barred or otherwise gone. 

8. — Subject to any general rule or order relating thereto, the petition must be 
signed by the plaintiff or his counsel in all cases, unless the plaintiff obtain the leave 
of the Court to dispense with such signature. 

9. — The Court may, where the circumstances of tlie case appear to require it, 
order the plaintiff to verify his petition, or any part thereof, on oath or by affidavit. 

Particulars of Demand, 
XXV. — Where the plaintiff's claim is f r money payable in respect of any contract, 
expressed or implied, or to recover the possession or the value of any goods wrongfully 
taken and detained, or wrongfully detained by the defendant from the plaintiff, it 
shall be sufficient fcr the plaintiff to state his claim in the petition in a general form, 
and to annex to tlie petition a schedule stating the particulars of his demand in any 
form which shall give the defendant reasonably sufficient information as to the details 
of the claim. 

2. — An application fc r further or better particulars may be made by the defendant 
before answer, on summons. 

3. — The plaintiff shall not at the hearing obtain a judgment for any sum exceeding 
that stated in the particulars, except for subsequent interest and the cost of suit, 
notwithstanding that the sum claimed in the petition for debt or damages exceeds the 
sum stated in the particulars. 

4. — Particulars of demand shall not be amended except by leave of the Court ; 
and the Court may, on any application for leave to amend, grant the same on its 
appearing that the defendant will not be prejudiced by the amendment. Otherwise 
the Court may refuse leave, or grant the same on such terms as to notice, postponement 
of trial, or costs, as justice requires. 

5. — Any variance between the items contained in the particulars and the items 
proved at the hearing may be amended at the hearing either at once or on such 
terms as to notice, adjournment, or costs, as justice requires. 

6. — When particulars a^ e amended by leave of the Court, or where further or 
better particulars are ordered to be given, the order shall state the time within 
which the amendment is to be made, or the further or better particulars are to he 
given ; and the order for the amended or further or better particulars shaill stat^ 
the time which the defendant is to have to put in this answer. 



Papers Antiexed, 

XXVI. — Where the plaintiff seeks (in addition to or without any orde^ 
payment of money by the defendant) to obtain, as against any person, anj 
or special declaration by the Court of his riglits under any contract or inst! 
or to set aside any contract, or to have any bond, bill note, or instrur 
writing delivered up to be cancelled, or to restrain any defendant by inji 
or to have any account taken between himself and any other or others,! 
such other cases as the nature of the circumstances makes it necessary or exj 
the plaintiff in his petition may refer to and briefly describe any m 
documents on the contents of which he intends to rely, and may ann(^x copies 
papers or documents to the petition, where such papers or documents are 
may state any reason for not annexing copies of such papers or documents, 
them respectively (as, their length, pr ssession of copies by the defendant, loss, :

Equitahh Belief and Defence. 
XXVn. — Every petition is to be taken to imply an offer to do equitj 
matter of the suit and to admit of any equitable defence, and, on the other 
enable the plaintiff to obtain at the hearing any such equitable relief as 
appear entitled to from the facts stated and proved, though not specifically 
it may be granted without hardship to the defendant. 
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Parties. 



XXVTII. — Persons entitled to sue and suing on behalf of others, as guardians, 
executors, or admioistrators, or on behalf of themselves and others as creditors in a 
suit for administration, must state the characters in which th^y sn^, 

2. — All persons having a joint cause of suit against any defendant ought ordinarily 
to be parties to the suit. 

3. — Where the plaintiff has a joint and several demand against several persons, 
cither as principal or as sureties, it shall not be m^cessary for him to bring before the 
Court as parties to a suit concerning such demand all the persons liable thereto, but 
he may proceed a^jainst one or more of the persons severally liabl \ 

4. — If it appear to the Court, at or before the hearing of a suit, that all the 
persons who may be entitled to, or who claim some share or interest in the subject 
matter of the suit, and who may be likely to be affected by the result, have not h en 
made parties to the suit, the Court may adjourn the hearing of the suit to a future day 
to be fixed by the Court, and direct that such persons shall be made either plaintiffs 
or defendants in the suit, as the case may be. In such case, the Court shall issue a 
notice to such persons in the mann r provided in this code for the service of a writ of 
summons on a defendant, and on proof of due service of such notice, the person so 
served, whether he shall have appeared or not, shall be bound by all proceedings in 
the cause. 

5. — In case a petition states two or more distinct causes of suit, by and against 
the same parties, and in the same rights, the Court may, either before or at the 
bearing;, it it appears inexpedient to try the different causes of suit together, order 
that different records be made up, and make such or.Jer as to adjournment and costs 
as justice requires. 

6. — In case a petition states two or more distinct causes of suit, but not by 
and against the same parties, or by and against the same parties, but not in the 
same rights, the petition may, on the application of any deiendant, be amended or 
dismissed. 

XXIX.— As soon as practicable after the filing of the petition, the plaintiff shall 
cause a copy thereof under the seal of the Court to be served u2)on every defendant 
to the suit, and such copy shall contain a memorandum endorsed thereon requiring 
the defendant to file an answer to the petition within ten days from the day of such 
service, or in cases of service out of the jurisdiction, within such time as the Court 
shall have ordered : Provided always that no such service of the petition shall be 
required to be made upon any defendant who has failed to enter an appearance and 
as against whom the plaintiff has obtained the leave of the Court to proceed with 
his suit ez parte. 

2. — Where service of the writ of summons is directed to be made out of the 
jurisdiction, the Court may order that the petition be filed forthwith, and that a copy 
thereof under the seal of the Court be served upon the defendant concurrently with 
the writ. 



XXX. — Where a petition is defective on the face of it by reason of non compli^ince 
with any provision of the code, the Court may, either on application by a defendant 
or of its own motion, make an order to stay proceedings until the defect is remedied. 

2. — The Court may, of its own motion, make aa orler to stay proceedings on a 
defective petition, where the defect is patent and comes to the knowledge of the Court 
before service of the petition on the defendant. 



XXXI. — Where a defendant conceives that he has a good legal or equitably 
defence to the petition, so that even if the allegations of fact in the petition were 
admitted or clearly established, yet the plaintiff would not be entitled to any decree 
against him (tlie defendant), he may raise this defence by a motion that the petition 
be dismissed without any answer being required from him. 



Staying Proceedings for Defect in Petition, 



Dismissal of Petition on Ground of Laic. 
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* Amendment of Petition. 

XXXII. — Any plaintiff not giving sufficient information to enable the defendant 
reasonably to understand the nature and particulars of the claim set up agii-inst him, 
may be ordered, on the application of the defendant before answer, to amend his 
petition. 

2. — The plaintiff may be ordered to annex copies of, or produce for inspection, 
such papers or documents in his possession or power as he has referred to in .the 
petition, and as the defendant is entitled to inspect for the purposes of the suit. 

3. — Ihe Court may, in such cases, make such order as to costs as justice requires, 
and stay proceedings until the order is complied with. 

4. — If any petition contains libellous or ne^ dlessly offensive expressions, the 
Court may, either of its own motion before service thereof, or on the application of 
the defendant, order the petition to be amended, and make such ordtr as to costs as 
justice requires. 

5. — A petition may be am* nded at any time before answer by leave of the Court 
obtained ex parte. 

6. — Notice of the amendment shall be t^iven to the de fendant within such time 
and in such manner as the Court directs. 



Chapter V. — The Answer — Eeplication — Interrogatories — 
Settlement of Issues. 
Form and ConteiiU. 

XXXIII. — Unless an answer shall be dispensed with by leave of the Court, or by 
consent of parties, or in certain cases by any g'^neral rule or order of Court, the 
defendant must file in the Court an answer to the petition within ten days from the 
date of the service thereof, or in cases of service out of the jurisdiction within such 
time as the Court shall have ordered: Provided always t'lat he may obtain further 
time to answer, on summons, stating the further timo required and the reasons why 
it is required. 

2. — The application when made, unless consented to, must be supported by 
affidavit, or if the Court in its discretion shall permit, by oral evidence on oatb, 
showing that there is reasonable ground for the ap|)lication and that it is not made 
for the purpose of delay. 

3. — Where a defendant does not put in any answer (or such answer is 
dispensed with in manner aforesaid), he shall not be taken as admitting the 
allegations of the petition, or the plaintiff's right to the relief sought; and at the 
hearing (even though such defendant d ^es not appear) the plaintiff must open bis 
case, and adduce evidence in support of it, and take such judgment as to tne Court 
appears just. 

4. — A defendant neglectitig^ttrpufcjn an answer within the time or further time 
allowed, shall not be at liberty to puTTrrttBLagswer without leave of the Court, or 
consent of parties. 

5. — The Court may giant such l^ave by order on the ex parte application of the 
defendant at any time before the plaintiff has set down the cause, or applied to have 
it set down for hearing. 

6. — Where the cause has been set down, or the plaintiff has applied to have it set 
down for hearing, the Court shall not grant such leave except on return of a summons 
to the plaintiff giving notice of defendant's application, and on such terms as to costs 
and other matters as seem just. 

7. — The answer shall show the nature of the defendant's defence to the claim set 
up by the petition, but may not set foith the evidence by which such defence is 
intended to be supported. 

8. — It should be clear and precise, and not introduce matters irrelevant 
suit, and the rules before laid down respecting the setting out of the documenta 
the contents of the petition generally shall be observed in the answer 
muiandis. 
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9. — It must deny all such material allegations in the petition as the defendant 
intends to df*ny at the hearinqr. 

10. — Where the answer denies an allegjation of fact, it must deny directly as (for 
example) where it is alleged that th^» defendant has received a sum of money, the 
answer must deny that he has received that sum, or any part thereof, or else set forth 
what part he has received. A jd so, where a matter of fact is alleged in the petition, 
with certain circumstances, the answer must not deny it literally, as it is allege!, but 
must answer the point of substance positively and certainly. 

11. — The answer must specifically admit such material allegations in the petition 
as the defendant knows to be true, or desires to be taken as admitted. Such admission^ 
if plain and specific, will prevent the plaintiff from obtaining the cost of proving at 
the hearing any matters of fact so admitted. 

12. — ^AU material all< gations of fact admitted by a defendant shall be taken as 
established against him without proof thereof by the plaintiff at the hearing. But 
the plaintiff shall be bound to prove as against each defoLdant all allegations of fact 
Dot admitted by him, or not stated by him to be true to his belief. 

13. — The answer must allege any matter of fact not stated in the petition on 
which f he defendant relies in defence, as establishing, for instance, fraud on the part 
of the plaintiff, or showing that the plaintiff's right to recover, or to any relief capable 
of being granted on the petition, has not yet accrued, or is released, or barred or 
otherwise gone. 

14. — The answer of a defendant shall not debar him at the hearing from 
diBproving any allegation of tae petition not admitted by his answer, or from giving 
evidence in support of a defence not expressly set up by the answer, except where the 
defence is such as, in the opinion of the Court, ought to have been expressly set up- 
by the answer, or is inconsist^t with the statements of the answer, or is, in the 
opinion of the Court, likely to take the plaintiff by surprise, and to raise a fresh issue 
or firesh issues of fiict or law not fairly arising out of the pleadings as they stand and 
•uch as the plaintiff ought not to be then called upon to try. 

15. — Subject to any general rule or order relating thereto, the answer must be 
signed by the defendant oi his counsel, uuless the defendant obtain the leave of the 
Court to dispense with such signature. 

16. — The Court may, where the circumstances of the case appear to require 
it, order the defendant to verify bis answer, or any part thereof, on oath or by 
affidavit. 

XXXIV. — A defence alleging tender by the defendant must be accompanied bj 
payment into Court of the amount alleged to have been tendered. 

Payment into Covrt, 

XX XV. — Payment into Court by the defendant must be accompanied by an 
answer. The answer must state distinctly that the money paid in is paid in satisfaction 
of the plaintiff's claim gen* rally, or (as the case may be), in satisfaction of some 
specific part of the plaintiff's claim, where the claim is stated in the petition for 
distinct sums or in respect of distinct matters. 

2. — Payment into Court, whether made in satisfaction of the plaintiff's claim 
generally, or in satisfaction of some specific part thereof, operates as an admission of 
liability to the extent of the amount paid in and no more, and for no other purpose. 

3. — Where the defendant pays money into Court, the plaintiff shall be at liberty^ 
to accept the same in full satisfaction and discharge of the cause of suit in respect of 
which it is paid in ; and in that case, the fJaint.ff may forthwith apply by summons 
for payment of tie mon»y out of the Court to him; and on the hearing of the 
ramtnons, the Court shall make such order as to stay further proceedings in the 
Buity in whole or in part, and as t^ costs and ether matters, as seem just, 

4. — If the plaintiff does not so apply, he shall be considered as insisting that he 
tIim attained dama^^es to a greater amount, or (as the case may be), that the 
^ alBW'&ant was and is indebted to him in a gre ater amount than the sum paid in ; 
utw9f^ that case the Court, in determining the suit and disposing of costs at the 
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hearing, shall have regard to the fact of the payment into Court having be^n mnAe 
and not accepted. 

Set-off. 

XXXVI. — A defence of set-off to a claim for money, whether in debt or in 
damages, must be accompanied by a statement of the particulars of the set-off; and 
if pleaded as a sole defence, unless extending to the whole amount of the plaintiffs 
clfi^m, must also be accompanied by payment into Court of the amount to which, on 
the defendant's showing, the plaintiff is entitled; and in de&ult of such payment, the 
defendant shall be liable to bear the costs of the suit, even if he succeeds in his 
defence to the extent of the set-off pleaded^ 

2. - Where a defendant in his answer raises a defence by way of set-off which, in 
the opinion of the Court, is not admissible as set off, the Court may either before or 
at the hearing, on his application, give him liberty to withdraw such defence, and to 
file a cross-petition, and may make such order for the hearing of the suit and cross-8uit> 
together or otherwise, on such t(Tms as to costs and other matters as seem just. 

Counter-Claim. 

XXXVII. — Where a defendant in his answer raises any specific defence, and it 
appears to the Court that on such defence being established he may be entitled to 
relief against the plaintiff in respect of the subject matter of the suit, the Court may, 
on the application of the defendant, either before or at the hearing, if under the 
circumstances of any case it thinks fit, give liberty to him to file a counter-claim by a 
cross-petition in the same suit, asking for relief against the plaintiff, and may make 
such order for the hearing of the suit and counter-claim, together or otherwise, and 
in such manner and on such terms as to costs and other matters as seem just, and 
may, if in any case it seems fit, require the plaintiff to give security to the satisfia^ction 
of the Court (by deposit or otherwise) to abide by and perform the decision of the 
Court on the counter-claim. 

Specific Answer, 

XXXVni. — Where the defendant does not answer (an answer not being dispensed 
with in manner aforesaid), or put in an answer amounting only to a general 
denial of the plaintiff's claim, the plaintiff may apply by summons for an order to 
compel him to answer specifically to the several material allegations in the petition ; 
and the Court, if such allegations are briefly, positively, separately and distinctly 
made, and it thinks that justice so requires, may grant such an order. 

2. — The defendant shall, within the time limited by such order, put in his answer 
accordingly, and shall therein answer the several material allegations in the petition, 
either admitting or denying the truth of such allegations seriaMnif as the truth or 
falsehood of each is within his knowledge, or (as the case may be), stating as to any 
one or more of the allegations that he does not know whether such allegation or 
allegations is or are true or otherwise. 

3. — The defendant so answering may also set up by such answer any defence to 
the suit, and may explain away the effect of any admission therein made by any other 
allegation of facts. 

Replication, 

XXXIX. — No replication or other pleading after answer shall be allowed, except 
by special leave of the Court. 

2. — Where the plaintiff considers the contents of the answer to be such as to 
render an amendment of the petition necessary or desirable, he may obtain ex parte 
an order to amend the petition, on satisfying the Court that the amendment is not 
intended for the purpose of delay or vexation, but because it is considere<I to be 
material for the plaintiff's case. 

3. — Notice of the amendment shall be given to the defendant within such time 
and in such manner as the Court in each case directs. \ 

Settlement of Ismes, 

XL. — At any time before or at the hearing, the Court may, if it thinks fit/^P ^ti^ 
application of any party, or of its own motion, proceed to ascertain and d^*^ ^Ij^iie 
what are the material questions in controversy between the parties, alth^ I 
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same are not distinctly or properly raised by the pleadings, and may reduce such 
questions into writing and settle them in the form of issues; which issues, when 
settled, may state questions of law on admitted facts, or questions of disputed fact, or 
questions partly of the one kind and partly of the other. 

2. — ^In settling issues, the Court may order or allow the sti iking out or amendment 
of any pleading or part of a pleading, so that the pleadings may finally correspond 
with the issues settled, and may order or allow the striking out or amf ndment of any 
pleading, or part of a pleading, that appears to be so framed as to prej udice, embarrass, 
or delay the trial of the cause. 

3. — Where the application to the Court to settle issues is made at any stage of 
the proceedings at which all parties ai e actually present before the Court, either in 
person or by counsel or attorney, or at the hearing, the application may be made 
mm voeej and may be disposed of at once, otherwise tho application must be made 
and disposed of on summons. It shall be in the discretion of the Court to direct 
which issues shall be first disposed of. 

4. — At any time before the decision of the case, the Court may amend the 
issues or frame additional issues on such terms as to it shall seem fit, and all such 
amendments as may be necessary for the purpose of determining the real question or 
controversy between the parties shall be so made. 

Interrogatories — Discovery — Unwilling Witness. 
XLI. — In all suits, the plaintiff and the defendant, or either of them, may, by 
order of the Court, deliver to the opposite party or his attorney (provided such 
party, if not a body corporate, would be liable to be called and examined as a witness 
upon such matter), interrogatories in writing upon any matter as to which discovery 
may be sought, and require such party, or in the case of a body corporate, any of the 
officers of such body corporate, within ten days to answer the questions in writing by 
affidavit, to be sworn and filed in the ordinary way; and any party or officer omitting, 
without just cause, sufficiently to answer all questions as to which a discovery niay be 
sought within the above time, or such extended time as the Court shall allow, shall 
be deemed to have committed a contempt of the Court, and shall be liable to be 
procetfded against accordingly. 

2. — The application for such order shall be made upon an affidavit of the party 
proposing to interrogate, and his attorney or agent, or in the case of a body 
corporate, of their attorney or agent, stating that the deponent believes that the 
partj proposing to interrogate, whether plaintiff or defendant, will derive material 
benefit in the cause from the discovery which he seeks, that there is a good cause of 
action or defence upon the merits, and if the application be made on the part of the 
defendant, that the discovery is not sought for the purpose of delay : Provided that 
where it shall happen, from unavoidable circumstances, that the plaintiff or defendant 
cannot join in such affidavit, the Court may, if it think fit, upon affidavit of such 
circumstances by which the party is prevented from so joining therein^ allow and 
order that the interrogatories may be delivered without such affidavit. 

3. — In case of omission, without just cause, to answer sufficiently such written 
mtenogatories, it shall be lawful for the Court, at its discretion, to direct an oral 
examination of tho interrogated party, as to such point as they or he mav direct, 
before the Court or Eegistrar; and the Court may, by such order, or any subscqu" nt 
order, command the atU^ndance of such party before the person appoiutod to take such 
examication, for the purpose of being orally examined as aforesaid, or the production 
of any writings or other documents to bo mentioned in such order, and may impose 
therein such terms as to such examination, and the costs of the application, and of 
the proceedings thereon, and otherwise, as to such Court shall seem just. 

4. — The Court may, on the ap[Jication of the party interros^ated, strike out or 
permit to be amended any interrogatory which, in the opinion of the Court, may be 
exceptionable. 

5. — Any party to a suit, or other civil proceeding, requiring affidavit of a 
person who refuses to make an affidavit, may apply by summons for an order to such 
person to appear and ba examined upon oath before the Court or Eegistrar, to whom 
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it may be most convenient to refer such examination, as to the matters concerning 
which he has refused to make an afSdavit ; and the Court may, if it thint fit, make 
such order for the attendance of such person before the person therein appointed to 
take such examination, for the purpose of being examined as aforesaid, and for the 
production of any writings or documents to be mentioned in such order, and may 
thereupon impose such terms as to such examination, and the costs of the application 
and proceedings therein, as it shall think just. 

6. — Upon the a) plication of either party to any suitor other civil proceeding 
upon an affidavit of such party of his belief that any document, to the production of 
which he is e ntitled for the purpose of discovery or oth* rwise, is in the possession or 
power of the opposite party, it shall be lawful for the Court to order that the party 
against whom such application is made, or if such party is a body corporate, that 
some officer to be named of such body corporate, shall answer on affidavit, stating 
what documents he or they has or have in bis or their possession or power relating 
to the matters in dispute, or what he knows as to the custody they or any of them 
are in, and whether he or they objrcts or object (and if so on what groun«ls), to the 
production of such as are in bis or their possession or power; and upon such affidavit 
Doing made, the Court may make such farther order thereon as shall be just. 

7. — All such interrogatories, answers, depositions, and affidavits as aforesaid, 
shall be filed in Court in the suit or other civil proceeding, and the evidence so taken 
may be used at the heating thereof, saving just exceptions. 



Chaptbb VI. — Intbblocutoey PaocbEDiNas. 

Motion and Summons. 
XTjTT. — Interlocutory applications may be made at any stage of a suit or pro- 
ceeding. 

2. — They shall be made either ,by motion in Court or by summons in chambers, 
and shall be headed in the suit or other proceeding. 

8. — Subject to any general orders, the Court shall, in each case, decide whether 
the application is a proper one to be made by motion in Court, or by summons in 
ofaanihers, and may, at or before the hearing, if it shall think fit, remove the save 
into Court or into chambers, as the case may be. 

Motion. 

XLin. — No motion shall be entertaine d until the party moving has filed in the 
Court a written motion-paper, distinctly stating the terms of the order sought. 

2. — The motion may in its terms ask for an order directing more than one thing 
to be done, and may also be in an alternative form, askin^: that one or another order 
be made, so only that the whole order sought be ttierein substantially expressed. 

3. — If th^ motion-paper contnins any matter by way of argument, or other 
matter except the prop r particulars of the motion itself, the Court may direct the 
motion-paper to hi} amei ded, and make no order thereon, until it is am nded 
accordingly by tbe Rtriking out of such argument, or other matter. 

4. — TherK* shall be filed with the motion-paper all affidavits on which the person 
moving intends to rely. 

5. — No other evi'ience can b** used in support of the motion, except by leave of 
the Court. 

6. — The person filinor the motion-paper may move the Court, in casefi of urgencv, 
at any tinie while the Court is sitting, and not engaged in hearing any othor matter. 

7. — All motions shall be made ex parte in the first instance, unless the Court 
gives 1 avir* to -ivo a notice of motion for a certain day. 

8. — On ft motion ex parte, the party moving shall apply for either an immediate 
absolute order of the Court in the terms of the motion-pa{)er on his own showing 
and evidence, or an ord- r to the other party to appear, on a c* rtain day, and show 
causo why an ord r snould not be made in the terms of the motion-paper. 

9. — Any partv moving in Court ex parte may su|)|>ort his motion by argument 
addiessed to the Court on the facts put in eviflenoe by the affidavits file! m support 
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of the motion ; and no party to the suit or proceeding, although present, other than 
the party moving, shall, unless by leave of the Court, be entitled to be then heard. 

10. — On a motion coming on, the Court may allow the motion-paper to be 
amended, and additional evidence to be produced by affidavit or declaration, or may 
direct the motion to stand over. 

11. — If it appears to the Court on the evidence adducrd in support of ihe motion, 
or on any additional evidence which the Court permits to be adduced in support 
thereof, that the party moving is entitled to an oider absolute, or to show cause 
different from the order asked, and the party moving is willing to take such diflf' rent 
order, the Court may so order accordingly. 

12. — Where an order is made on a motion ex parte, any party affected by it may, 
within seyen days after service of it, or within such further time as the Court shall 
allow, apply to the Court by motion to vary or discharge it ; and the Court on notice 
to the party obtaining the order, either may refuse to vary or discharge it, or may 
vary or discharge it with or without imposing terms as to costs, security, or other 
things, as seem just. 

Order to sJiow Came. 

XLIV. — An order to show cause shall specify a day when cause is to be shown, 
to be called the return-day to the order, which shall ordinarily be not less than four 
days after service. 

2. — A person serve! with an order to show cause may, before the r.*turn-day, 
file affidavits to contradict the evidence used in obtaining the order, or setting forth 
other facts on which he relies, to induce the Court to discharge such order. 

3. — On the return-day, if the person served do not appear in person or by 
oounscl or attorney, and it appears to the Court that the service on all proper parties 
has not been duly effected, the Court may enlarge the time, and direct further service, 
or make S'lch other order as seems just. 

4. — If the person served appear, or the C urt is satisfied that service on all 
proper parties has been duly effected, the Court may proceed with the matter. 

5. — The Court may either discharge the order or make the same absolute, o«- 
adjourn the consideration thereof, or permit further affidavits to be filed in support of, 
or against the order, and may modify the terms of the order so as to meet the merits 
of the case. 

Summons, 

XLV. — Every summons shall be issued out of the E-egistrar's Office, and, before 
it can be issued, an application for the same to the Registrar must be made in 
writing, and signed by the applicant or his attorney, and headed in the suit or other 
Froceedmp. 

2. — The application for the summons shall distinctly set forth the nature of the 
particular application. 

3. — The Registrar may thereupon issue a summons setting forth the nature of 
the application, ordering the person to whom it is directed to appear at the time and 
place directed by the Registrar and specified on the summons. 

4. — On the return-day of the summons, if the person to whom the summons is 
directed appears, or in his absence, on proof of service, the Court may, on the 
application of the person obtaining the summons, consider and deal with the 
application in a summary way. 

5. — The Court shall take a note of the material evidence, if taken viva voce. 

6. — ^Tbe Court may a'ljoum the hearing of any 8umm >ns when necessary. 

7. — The Court may order any proceedings in chambers to be heard in private. 

Evidence in Interlocutory Proceedings. 
XLVI. — The evidence at the hearing of any interlocutory or other application 
a suit or matt-.T, shall, as a general rule, be by affidavit, but the Court may, if it 
thinks it ex[)edient, summon i*ny person to attend to produce iocuments before it, or 
to be examined, or to bo croi^s. examined viva voce by or before it, in like manner as at 
tlie hearing of a suit. 
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2. — Such notice as the Court in each case, according to the circumstances, con- 
siders reasonable, shall be given to the person summoned, and to such persons (parties 
to the suit or proceeding otherwise interested) as the Court considers entitled to 
inspect the documents to be produced, or to examine the person summoned, or to be 
present at his examination, as the case may be. 

3. — The evidence of a witness on any such examination, shall be taken in like 
manner as nearly as may be, as at the hearing of a suit. 

Sfny of Proceedings, 

XL VII. — No summons or notice of motion shall operate as a stay of proceedings, 
except by direction of the Registrar endorsed thereon, and in such case, it shall so 
oparate Irom time of the service thereof on the opposite party. 

2. — Every order made in chambers shall have the same force and eflFect as an 
order of Court, and the Cuurt sitting in chambers shall have the same power to 
enforce, vary, or deal with any such order, by attachment or oth Twise, as if sitting 
in Court. 

PART II. 

FROM THE HEARING OF A SUIT TO JUDGMENT AND DECREE. 

Chapter VII. — Preliminaries op Trial. 

Setting down of Cause for Hearing, 
XLVin. — No cause shall be set down for hearing without an order of the Court 
first obtained on summons. 

2. — At the nxpiration of the time allowed for answering, and whether an answer 
shall have been filed or not, the Court may, on the application of the plaintiff^ order 
the cause to be set down for hearing. 

3. — An order to set down the cause may be made on the application of the 
defendant bv summons, if it appears to the Court, having regard to the state of the 
pleadings, that the cause is ready to be heard, and that there has been delay on the 
part of the plaintiff in obtaining an order for setting down the cause, for which the 
plaintiff has no reasonable excuse (as the absence or illness cf a material witness), 
and that the defendant is prejudiced, or may reasonably be expected to be prejudiced 
by such delay. 

Dismissal for Want of Prosecution, 
XLIX. — Where the plaintiff dofts not obtain an order for setting down the cause 
within one month from the time at which he might first apply for such an order, the 
defendant may apply by motion for an order to dismiss the petition for want of 
prosecution. 

2.— On such application, the Court may, if it thinks fit, make an order dismissing 
the petition, or make such other order, or impose such terms as the Court thinks 
reasonable. 

Postponement of Hearing. 
L. — TheCourtmay,atany time, on a summons taken out by any party, postpone 
the hearing of a cause set down, on being satisfied by evidence on oath that the 
postponement will have the effect of better ensuring the bearing and determination of 
the questions between the pari ies on the merits. 

2. — Where such an application is made on the ground of the absence of a 
witness, the Court shall require to be satisfied that his evidence is material, and that 
he is likely to return and give evidence within a reasonable time. 

3. — Where such an application is made for the purpose of enabling the partj 
applying to obtain the evidence of a witness resident out of the jurisdiction, the Court 
shall require to be satisfied that the evidence of the witness is material, and that he 
is permanently residing out of the ju isJiction, or does not intend to come within the 
jurisdiction within a reasonable time. 

Hearing List and Hearing Paper. 
LI. — There shall be kept a general hearing list for causes, and a hearing paper 
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2. — When a cause is set down for bearing it shall be placed in the general 
hearing list, and shall be transferred to the hearing-paper strictly in its turn and 
order, according as the general hearing list becomes exhausted. 

3. — The regular order shall in no case be departed from without special 
direction. 

4. — When a cause is about to be transferred from the general hearing list to the 
hearing paper, notice shall be served on the parties, and, unless the Court in any 
particular case direct otherwise, ten days shall be allowed between service of such 
notice and day of hearing. 

5. — When any cause or matter has been specially directed by the Court to be 
beard cn a particular day, or out of its ordinary turn, the name of the cause or matter 
shall be placed in the hearing paper with the words ** by order" subjoined. 

6. — In the case of any adjournment of the hearing from the day appointed in the 
hearing paper by reason of the preceding causes in the hearing paper not having been 
got through, or under any order of the Court made during the sitting on that day, 
no further notice to either party of the adjournment day shall be requ'iite, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Court. 

Sittinga of Court. 

LII. — The sitting's of Court for the hearing of causes shall be, where the amount 
of the business so warrants, held on fiiced and stated days. 

2. — The Court may, at its discretion, appoint any other day or days, from time 
to time, for the hearing of causes, as circumstances require. 

3. — The sittings of Court for the hearing of causes shall ordinarily be public : 
bat the Court may hear any particular cause or matter in the presence only of the 
parties and (heir legal advisers and the officers of the Comt. 

4. — Subject to special arrangements for any particular day, the business of the 
day shall be taken, as nearly as circumstances permit, in the following order : — 

Ca.J At the commencement of the sitting, judgments shall be delivered in 
matters standing over for that purpose and appearing for judgment in 
the paper ; 

(b.) Ex parte motion or motions by consent shall next be taken, in the 
order in which t' e mo; ion papers have been sent in ; 

(c.) Opposed motions on notice, and arguments on showing cause against 
orders returnable on that day, shall then be taken, in the order in which 
these matters respectively stand in the hearing paper ; 

(d.) The causes in the hearing-paper shall then be called on, in their order, 
unless the Court sees fit to vary the order. 

Mode of Trial — Juries. 
Lin. — The trial of a suit may, according to circumstances, take place in either 
of the following modos : — 

(a J By a Judge with or without a Jury. 

(b.) By the Full Court with or without a Jury. 

2. — The summons for setting down the cause for hearing shall specify the mode 
of trial desired by the party making the application. 

3. — The Court on the hearing of the summons shall make such order as to the 
mode of trial as it shall think fit : Provided always that if either party shall desire 
a trial by jury before one of the two judges, he shall be entitled thereto as of right. 

4. — If it shall appear expedient at the hearing of any cause before the Court 
without a jury that the cause should be tried with a jury, the Court may make such 
order for the trial of the cause with a jury, and for the adjournment thereof in the 
meanwhile, on such terms as to costs and otherwise as it shall deem reasonable. 

5. — Either party shall be at liberty to apply to the Court for an order for the 
inspection by the jury, or by himself, or by bis witnesses, or any moveable or 
immoveable property, the inspection of which may be material to the proper 
determination of the question in dispute, and the Court may make such order upon 
JBuch terms as it may deem just. 
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6. — It shall be lawful for the Court to make such rules or orders upon the Sheriff 
or other person as may be necessary to procure the attendance of a special or common 
jury for the trial of any cause or matter depending in the Court, at such time and 
place and in such manner as the Court may think fit. 

7. — All tho existing laws relating to juries shall be deemed to continue in full 
force and effect so far as the same may not be inconsistent with any provision of 
this code. 



Chapter VIII. — Evidbncb at the Hbabino. 
Existing Rules — New Provisions. 
LIV. — The existing rules of evidence shall continue in full force and efiFect so 
far as the same are not modified by any provisions of this code. 

2. — The Court shall have power, in its discretion, to permit that the evidence in 
any case, or as to any particular ma'ter, should betaken by aflBdavit, or that affidavits 
of any witnesses be read at the trial : Provided always that every witness making an 
affidavit so received shall be liable to cross-examination in open Couit, unless the 
Court shall direct the cross-examination to take place in any other manner. 

3. — The Court may, in it-s discretion, if the interests of justice appear absolutely 
so to require, admit an affidavit in evidence, although it is shown that the party 
against whom the affidavit is offered in evidence has had or will have no opportunity 
of cross-examining the person making the affidavit. 

4. — No affidavit of any witness shall be read at the trial under the provisions 
hereinbefore contained, except in pursuance of an order of Court obtained on summons 
before trial, unless the Court shall think fit under the circumstances otherwise to 
direct, upon such terms as seem just. 

5. — If the Court at any time think it necessary for the ends of justice to examine 
any person other than a party to the suit, and not named as a witness by a party 
to the suit, the Court may, of its own accor^l, cause such person to be summoned as a 
witness to give evidence, or to produce any document in his possession on a day to be 
Appointed, and may examine such person as a witness. 

6. — The following persons only shall be incompetent to testify : — 

(a,) Children under seven years of age, unless they shall appear capable of 
receiving just impressions of the facts respecting which they are 
examined and of relating them truly : 

(h.) Persons of unsound mind, who, at the time of their examination, appear 
incapable of receiving just impressions of the facts respecting which 
they are examined or of relating them truly; and no person who 
is known to be of unsound mind shall be liable to be summoned as a 
witness, without the consent previously obtained of the Court or person 
before whom his attendance is required. 

7. — If a witness be asked any question relatin;^ to a matter not relevant to the 
suit or proceeding, except in so far as it affects the credit of the witness by injuring 
his character, the Court shall decide whether or not the witness shall be compelled 
to answer it, and may, if it think it, warn the witness thtit he is not obliged to 
answer it. 

8. — No such question shall be asked, unless the person asking it has reasonable 
grounds for believing that the imputation it conveys is well-founded. 

9. — The Court may forbid any questions or inquiries which it regard»as indecent 
or scandalous, although such questions or inquiries may have some bearing on the 
questious before the Court, unless they relate to facts in issue, or to matters necessary 
to be known in order to determine whether oi not the facts in issu^? oxisted. / 

10. — The Court shall forbid any question which a[»puars to it to be inte^nded to 
insult or annoy, or which, though proper in itself, appears to the Court n^^eedlessly 
offensive in form. 

Documentary Evidence. 
LV. — Entries in books of account kept in the couisc of business . with such a 
reasonabL/ degree of regularity a^i shall be satisfactory to the Court, shall'*^ ^admi'saWe 
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ID evidence, whenever they refer to a matter into which the Court has to inquire, but 
shall not alone be sufficient to charge any person with liability. 

2. — The HongJcong Gazette and any Government Gazette of any country, colony, or 
dependency under the dominion of the British Crown, may be proved by the bare 
production thereof before the Court. 

3. — All proclamations, acts of state, whether legislative or executive, nominations^ 
appointments, and other official communications of the Government, appearing in any 
such Gazette, may be proved by the production of such Gazette, and shall be prima 
facie proof of any fact of a public nature which they were intended to notify. 

4. — The Court may, on matters of public history, literature, science, or arts, refer, 
for the purposes of evidence, to such published books, maps, or charts as the Court 
shall consider to be of authority on the subject to which they relate. 

6. — Books printed or published under the authority of the government of a foreign 
country, and purporting to contain the statutes, code, or other written law of such 
country, and als'» printed and published books of reports of decisions of the Courts of 
such country, and books proved to be commonly admitted in such Courts as evidence 
of the law of such country, shall be admissible as evidence of the law of such foreign 
country. 

6. — All maps made under the authority of any government, or of any public 
municipal body, and not made for the purpose of aoy litigated question, shall prima 
fade be deemed to be correct, and shall be admitted in eviJonca without further proof. 

Affidavits, 

LVI. — Every affidavit used in the Court must be in the English language. 

2. — It must be in the first p rson, and must b^ divided into paragraphs numbered 
consecutively. 

3. — Every affidavit used in the Court must contain only a statement of facts and 
circumstances as to which the witness swears, either on his own personal knowledge, or 
from inf or nation which he believes to be true. 

4. — Where the belief in the truth of the matter of fact sworn to arises from 
information received from another person, the name of such person must be stated, 

5. — Where there are many erasures, interlineations, or alterations, so that the 
affidavit proposed to be sworn is illegible or difficult to read, or is, in the judgnaeut 
of the officer before whom it is proposed to be sworn, so written as t^ give any facility 
for being added to, or in any way fraudulently altered, he may refuse to take the 
affidavit in its existing form, and may require it to be re-written in a clear and legible 
and unobjectionable manner. 

6. — Any affidavit sworn before any judge, officer, or other person in the United 
Kingdom, or in any British Colony, possession, or settlement, authorized to take 
affidavits, or before any commissioner duly authorized by the Supreme Court to take 
affidavits in the United Kingdom or abroad, may be used in the Court in all casea 
where affidavits are admissible. 

7. — Any affidavit sworn in any foreign part out of Her Majesty's dominions 
before a jud-»;3 or magistrat being authenticated by the official seal of the Court to 
which be is attached or by a public notary, or before a British minister, consul, vice* 
consul, or consular agent, may be used in the Court in all cases where affidavits are 
admissible. 

8. — The fact that an affidavit purports to have been sworn in manner hereinbefore 
prescribed by paragraphs 6 and 7 shall beprima/ocie evidence of the seal or signature, 
as the case may be, of any such court, judge, magistrate, or other officer or person 
therein mentioned appended or subscribed to any such affidavit, and of the authoritjr 
of such conrt, ju'lge, magistrate, or other officer or person to administer oaths. 

9. — The Court may permit and affidavit to be used, notwithstanding it is defective • 
in form acco din,' to these rule^, if the Court is satisfied that it has been sworn befor<^ 

a person duly authorised. 

10. — All affidavit shall not bo adinitte 1 wliich is proved to have b en sworn before 
a person on whose behalf the sdme is offered, or before his attorn ey, or bjiore £l 
partner or clerk of his attorney. 
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11. — A defective or erronecus affidavit may be amended and re-sworn, by special 
leave of the Court, on such terms as to time, costs, or otherwise as seem reasonable. 

12. — Before an affidavit is used, tbe original must be filed in the Court; and the 
original, or an office copy thereof, shall alone be rt cognised for any purpose in the Court. 

Evidetice de Bene Esse, 
LVII. — Where the circumstances of the case appear to the Court so to require, 
the Court may take the evidence of any witness at any time in the course of the 
proceedings in any suit or application before the hearing of the suit or application, or 
may direct the Registrar to take such evidence in like manner, and the evidence so 
taken may be used at the hearing of the suit or application, saving just exceptions. 

2. — The evidence shall be taken, as nearly as may be, as evidonce at the hearing 
of a suit, and then the note of the evidence shall be read over to the witness and 
tendered to him fot signature ; and if he refuse to sign it, the Court, or the Registrar, 
as the case may be, shall add a note of his refusal, and the evidence may be used as 
if he hal signed it. 

3. — Evidence may be tak^n in like manner on the application of any person^ 
before suit instituted, where it is shown to the Sitisfaction of the Court on oath that 
the person applying has good reason to apprehend that a suit will be instituted 
against him in the Court, and that some person, within the jurisdiction at the time 
of application, can giv * material evidence respecting the subject of the apprehended 
suit, but that he is about to leave the jurisdiction, or that from some other cause the 
person applying will lose the benefit of his evidence if it be not at once taken : 
Provided always that the Court may, upon granting such application, impose any 
terms or conditions with reference to the examination of such witness and the 
admission of his evidence as to the Court may seem reasonable. 

Witness Dead^ Insane^ or not Appearing, 

LVIII. — Where any person who might give evidence in any suit or matter is 
dead, or insane, or unavoidably absent at the time, his evidence might be taken, or 
for any reason considered sufficient by the Court, cannot api>ear to give evidence in 
the suit or matter, the Court may, if it thinks fit, receive proof of any evidence given 
by him in any former judicial proceeding : Provided that the subject matter of such 
former judicial proceeding was substantially the same as that of the existing 
suit, and that the parties to the existing suit were parties to it or bound by it, and in 
it bad cross-examined or had an opportunity of cross-examining the witness ot whose 
evidence proof is so to be given. 

Admission of Documents and Facts, 

LIX. — Where all parties to a suit are competent to make admissions, any party 
may call on any other party, by notice filed in the Court and served under order of 
the Court, to admit any document, or any fact, saving just exceptions. 

2. — In case of refusal or neglect to admit, the costs of proof of the document or 
fact shall be paid by the party refusing or neglecting, whatever be the result of the 
cause, unless the Court is of opinion that the refusal or neglect to admt was reasonable. 

3. — No costs of proof of any document or fact shall be allowed unless such 
notice has be* n giv(^n, except in cases where the omission to give the notice has, in 
the opinion of the Court, produced a saving of expense. 

Inspection and Production of Documents, 

LX. — The Court may, in its discretion, on the application of any of the parties to 
any suit or proceedincr, compel any other pai-ty to allow the applicant to inspect all 
or any documents in the custody or under the control of such other party relating to 
fiuch suit or proceeding, a-id, if necessary, to take examined copies of the same or to 
procure tie same to be duly stamped. 

2. — Whenever any of the parties to a suit is desirous that any document,. 
'Writing, or other thing, which he believes to be in the possession or power of another 
of the parties thereto, shall be produced at any hearing of the suit, he shall, at the 
earliest opportunity, serve the party in whose possession or power he believes the 
document, writing, or other thing to be, with a notice in writing, calling upon him 
to produce the same. 
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3. — In case it shall appear to the satisfaction of the Court that there is reasonable 
ground to believe that such document or thing will not be produced pursuant to such 
notice, the Court may make an order for the production of the same at the hearing of 
the suit by the party served with such notice. 

4. — A witness, whether a party or uot, shall not be bound to produce any 
document relating to affairs of State, the production of which would be contrary to 
good policy, nor any document held by him for any other person who would not be 
bound to produce it if in his own possession. 

5. — Any person present in Court, whether a party or not, may be called upon 
and compelled by the Court to give evidence, and produce any document then and 
there in his actual possession, or in his power, in the same manner and subject to the 
same rules as if he had been summoned to attend and give evidence, or to produce 
such document, and may be punished in like manner for any refusal to obey the order 
of the Court. 

6. — Any person, whether a party to the suit or not, may be summoned to produce 
a document without being summoned to give evidence, and any person summoned 
merely to produce a document, shall be deemed to have complied with the summons^ 
if he cause such document to be produced instead of attending personally to produce 
the same. 



Chapter IX. — The Hearing. 

Non^aUendance of Parties, 
LXL — When a cause in the hearing-paper has been called on, if neither party 
attend in person or by counsed, the Court, on boing satisfied ttat the plaintiff has 
received notice of the hearing, shall, unless it sees fjQ^d reason to the contrary, strike 
the cause out of the hearing-paper, 

2. — If the plaintiff does not attend iu person or by counsel, the Court, on being, 
satisfied that the plaintiff has received notice of the hearing, shall, unless it sees good 
reason to the contrary, strike out the cause, and make such order as to costs io favour 
of any defendant appearing as seems just. 

3. — If the plaintiff attends, but the defendant or any of the defendants does on 
do not attend in person or by counsel, the Court shall, before hearing the causey, 
inquire into the service of the writ of summons and petition and of notice of hearing 
on the absent party or parties. 

4. — If not satisfied as to the service on every party, the Court shall direct such 
further service to be made as it shall think fit, and adjourn the hearing of the cause, 
for that purpose. 

5. — If satisfied that the defendant or the several defendants has or have been: 
duly served with the writ of summons and petition, and with notice of the hearings 
the Court may proceed to hear the cause notwithstanding the absence of the defendant,, 
or any of the defendants, and may, on the evidence adduced by th»> plaintiff, give 
such judgment as appears just. The Court, however, shall not be bound to do so^ 
but may order the hearing to stand over to a furtlier day, and direct fresh notice to 
be given to the defendant or defendants, in case justice seems to require an adjourn* 
ment. 

6. — In all cases where the plaintiff has obtained leave to proceed ex parf^ for 
want of appearance to the writ of summons, and in all other cases where the Court 
hears a cause and judgment is given in the absence of and against any defendant, the 
Court may afterwards, if it thinks fit, on such terms as seem just, set aside the 
judgment and re-hear the cause, on its being established by evidence on oath to the 
satisfaction of the Court that the defendant's absence was not wilful, and that he has 
a defence upon the merits. 

7. — Where a cause is struck out by reason of the absence of the plaintiff, it shall 
not be restored without leave of the Court, until it has been set down again at the 
bottom of the general hearing list, and been transferred in its regular turn U) the 
hearing-paper. 
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8. — ^Where a cause has been once struck out, and has been a second time set 
down, and bas come into the hearing-paper, and on the day fixed for the hearing the 
plaintiff, having received due notice thereof, fails to attend either in person or by 
oounsfl when the case is called on, the Court, on the application of the defendant, 
and if the non-attendance of the plaintiff appears to b ^ wilful and intended to harass 
the defendant, or to be likely to prejudice the defendant by preventing the hearing 
and determination of the suit, may make an order on the plaintiff to show cause why 
a day should not be fixed for the peremptory hearing of the cause; and on the return 
to that order, if no cause, or no sufficient cause be shown, the Court shall fix a day 

^accordingly upon such notice and other terms as seem just. 

9. — In case the plaintiff does not attend on the day so fixed, either in person or 
"bj counsel, the Court shall, unless it s es good reason to the contrary, order judgment 
to be entered for the defencJant. 

Order of Proceeding, 
LXII. — The order of proceeding at the hearing of a cause shall be as follows : — 

1. — The plaintiff shall state the pleadings. 

2. — ^The party on whom the burden of proof is thrown by the nature of the 
jnaterial issues or questions between the parties has the right to begin : he shall 
address the Court and open his case. 

3. — He shall then produce his evidence and examine his witnesses in chief. 

4. — When the party beginning has concluded his evidence, be shall ask the 
other parly if he intends to call evidence (in which term is included evidence taken 
ly affidavit or deposition, or under commission, and documentary evidence not already 
Tead or taken as read) ; and, if answered in the negative, he shall be entitled to sum 
up the evidence already given and comment thereon ; but if answered in the affirma- 
tive, he shall wait for his general reply. 

5. — When the party beginning has concluded his case, the other party shall be 
at liberty to address the Court, and to call evidence and to sum up and comment 
thereon. 

6. — If no evidence is called or read by the latter party, the party beginning shall 
TKave no right to reply, unless he has been prevented from summing up his case by 
the statement of the other party of his indention to call evidence. 

7. — ^The case on both sides shall then be considered closed. 

8. — If the party opposed to the party bek^inning calls or reads evidence, the party 
i)eginning shall be at liberty to reply generally on the whole case, or he may call fresh 
evidence in reply to the evidence given on the other side, on points material to the 
determination of the issues, or any of them, but not on collateral matters. 

9. — Where evidence in reply is tendered, and allowed to be given, the party 
against whom the same has been adduced shall be at liberty to address the Court, and 
the party beginning shall be entitled to the general reply. 

10. — Each witLOSs after examination-in-chief, shall be subject to cross-examina- 
:ftion by the other party, and to re-examination bj the party calling him, and after re- 
^.^xamination may De questioned by the Court, and shall not be recalled or further 

questioned save by leave of the Court 

11. — The Court shall take a note of the viva voce evidence, and shall put down 
the terms of any particular question or answer, if there appeara any special reason for 
doing so. 

12. — No person shall be entitled as of right, at any time or for any purpose, to 
inspection or a copy of che Court's notes. 

13. — All objections to evidence must be taken at the time the question objected 
to is put, or, in case of written evidence, when the same is about to be put in, and 
must be argued and decided at the time. 

14. — Where a question put to a witness is objected to, the Court, unless the 
objection appears frivolous, shall take a note of the question and objection, if required 
by either party, and shall mention on the notes whether the question was allowed to 
be put or not, and the answer to it, if allowed. 

15. — Where any evidence is by affidavit, or has been taken by commission, or on 
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deposidon, the party adducine the same may read and comment on it, either imme— 
diately after hie opening or after the viva voce evidence on his part has been concluded!- 

16. — Documentary eviflenc** must be put in and read, or taken as read by consent- 

17. — Every docum^^ nt put in evidence shall be marked by the officer of the Court 
at the time, and shall be retained by the Court during the hearing, and returned to- 
the party who put it in, or from whose custody it came, immediately after the judg-^ 
ment, unless it is impounded by order of the Court. 

18. — Where the evidence adduced at the hearing varies substantially from the^ 
alletrations of tl.e respective parties in the pleading, it shall be in the discretion of tfi© 
Court to allow the pleadings to be amended. 

19. — The Court may allow such amendment on such terms as to adjoummenf^ 
costs, and other things as seem just, so as to avoid surprise and injury to any party ^ 
but all amendments necessary lor the determination in the existing suit of the real 
question in controversy between the parties shall be made if dulv applied for. 

20. — The Court may, at tijp hearing, order or allow, on such terms as set m just,, 
the striking out or ami^ndment of any pleading that appears so framed as to prejudice^ 
embarrass, or delay the fair trial of the real questions in controversy between the parties:. 

StipplemeTUal Statemeni. 
LXllI. — Facts or circumBtances, occurring after the institution of a suit, may, hy 
leave of the Court, be introduced by way of amendment into the petition or answer* 
(as the case may require) at any stage of the proceedings, and the Court may makd- 
such order as seems just respecting* the proof of such facts or circumstances, or for 
affording all parties concerned leave and opportunity to meet the statements so in* 
trodaced. 

Beference of Accounts. 

LXIY. — In any suit or other judicial proceeding in which an investigation ot 
adjustment of accounts may be necessary, it shall be lawful for the Coui t, at or before 
the bearing, to appoint any compt'tent person to be a commissioner for the pur{*08i* 
making such investigation or adjustment, and to direct that the parties, or their 
attorneys or counsel, shall attend upon the commissioner during such investigation or 
adjustment. In all such castas, the Court shall furnish the commissioner with sucb 
part of the proceedings and such detailed instructions as may appear necessary for 
his information and guidance; and the instructions shall distinctly specify wliether 
the commissioner is mer *ly to transmit the proceedings which he may hold on the 
inquiry, or also to report his f^wn opinion on the point referred for his investigation. 
The proceedings of the coromisstinner shall be received in evidence in the case, unless 
the Court may have reason to be dissatisfied with them, in which case, the Court shall 
make such further inquiry as may be requisite, and shall pass such ultimate judgment 
or order as may appear to it to l>e right and proper in the circumstances of the case. 

2. — Whenever a commission is issued for an investigation into accounts, the 
Court, before issuing tii. commission, may order such sum as may be th(>ut!;ht 
reasonable for the expenses of i he commission to be paid into Court by the party at 
whose instance or for wnos* benefit the commission is issued. 

Incidental Powers. 

LXV. — The Court n ay at the trial, without consent of parties, direct a nonsuit^ 
or a verdict for the plaint ff or d -fendant to be entered, or it may revert^e any point 
of law, or direct a verdict sub ject to a special case to be stated for the oj inion oi thee 
Court. 

2. — Every such point of law so reserved, and every such special case shall be: 
heard before the full Court. 

3. — Every such sp eial case sl>all be settled by the parties, and in case of differ* r ce 
by the full Court. 

4. — The Court n ay or 1 r anv point of law reserved to be set down for ar^un ent 
without ai y previous af)| liration. 

5. — The Court shall, upon mr^tion for a new trial, have power to on^* r a noi suit 
or verdict to be enten d, alihou < no leave has been reseived at the trial. 
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Withdrawal and Adjustment of Suits. 
LXVI. — K the plaintiff, at any time before final judgment, satisfy the Court that 
there are sufficient grounds for permitting him to withdraw Irom the suit with liberty 
to bring a fresh suit for the same matter, it shall be competent to the Court to grant 
such permission on such terms as to costs or otherwise as it may deem proper. In 
any such fresh suit, the plaintiff shall be bound by the rules for the limitation of 
a<5tions in the same manner as if the first suit had not been brought. If the plaintiff 
withdraw from the suit without such permission, he shall be precluded from bringing 
-a fresh suit for the same matter. 

2. — If a suit shall be adjusted by mutual agreement or compromise, or if the 
defendant satisfy the plaintiff in respect of the matter of the suit, such agreement, 
compromise, or satisfaction shall be rccordeci, and the suit shall be disposed of in 
-accordance therewith. 

3. — ^Notice of such atjreement, compromise, or satisfaction shall be given by tTae 
plaintiff, or in case an attorney shall be employed, by his attorney to the Eegistrar, 
together with such particulars as may be required of him, within one week after the 
same shall have been made, and in default thereof he shall be deemed guilty of a 
contempt of Court. 



Chapter X. — Judgment and Decree. 

LXVII. — Whtn the cause is tried by the Court with a jury, the verdict shall be 
recorded and judgment shall be entered up by the Kegistrar as the Court shall direct; 
and when the cause is tried by the Couit wiihout a jury, the judgment shall be 
pronounced in open Court, unless the Court shall otherwise direct, or it may be read 
by the Rp^istrar if so ordered. 

2. — If the judgment cf the Court is reserved at the hearing, partie s to the suit 
shall be summoned to hear judgment, unless the Court at the hearing states the day 
on which judgment will be delivered, in which case no summons to hear judgment 
shall be issued. 

3. — All parties shall be deemid to have notice of any judgment, if the same is 
pronounced at the hearing of the application or suit. 

4. — AH parties duly served with notice to attend and hear judgment shall be 
deemed to have notice of the judgment when pronounced. 

6. — A minute of evory judgment, whether final or interlocutory, shall be made 
by the Kegistrar, and every such minute shall be a decree of the Court, and shall 
have the full force and effect of a formal decree: Provided always that the Court 
may order a formal decree to be drawn up on the application of either party. 

6. — When the suit is for a sum of money due to the plaintiff, the Court may, in 
the decree, order interest, at such rate as the Court may think proper, to be paid on 
tie principal sum adjudged from the date of the suit to the date of the judgment, in 
addition to any interest adjudged on such principal sum for any period prior to the 
date of the suit, with further interest on the aggregate sum so adjudj^ed and on the 
oosts of the suit from the date of the decree to the date of payment. 

7. — In all judgments for the payment of money, the Court may, for any sufficient 
reason, order that the amount shall be paid by instalments with or without interest, 

8. — If the defendant shall have been allowed to set-off any demand against the 
claim of the plaintiff, the judgment shall state what amount is due to the plaintiff, 
and what amount (if any) is due to the defendant, and shall be for the recovery of 
any sum which shall appear to be due to either party. The judgment of the Court 
with respect to any sum awarded to the defendant shall have the same effect and be 
.subject to the same rules as if such sum had been claimed by the defendant in a 
separate suit against the plaintiff. 

9. — A person directed by a decree or order to pay money, or do any other act, is 
bound to obey the decree or order without any demand for payment or performance. 

10. — Whenever the Court shall deliver a written judgment, the original or a copy 
thereof signed by the judge shall be filed in the suit or other proceeding. 
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Review of Judgment — Re-hearing — New Trial. 
LXVni. — The Court may in any case, on such terms as seem just, review any 
judgment, or order a r^-hearing or new trial, with or without a stay of proceedings. 

2. — Any application for a review of judp;mcnt or for a re hearing or new trial 
must be maxle on notice of motion filed not later that fourteen days after such 
decision or hearing or verdict. 

3. — Such notice shall not of itself operate as a stay of proceedings ; but any money 
in Court in the suit shall be retained to abide the result of the motion of the further 
order of the Court. 

4. — After the expiration of such fourteen days, an application for such review, 
re-hearing, or new trial, shall not be admitted, except by special leave of the Court, 
on such terms as seem just. 

5. — On an order for re-hearing or new trial, either party may demand a jury for 
tbe second trial, though the first was not with a jury. 

6. — The Court may, if it thinks fit, make it a condition of granting a re-hearing 
or new trial that the trial shall be with a jury. 

7. — The discovery of new matter or evidence which was not within the knowledge 
of the applicant, or could not be adduced by him at the trial, may be a ground for a 
new trial, but the improper admission or rejection of evidence shall not be a ground 
of itself for a new trial or reversal of any judgment in any case, if it shall appear 
to the Court, that, independently of the evidence objected to and admitted, there was 
sufficient evidence to justify the judgment, or that if the rejected evidence had been 
received it ought not to have varied the judgment. 

8. — When an application for a review of judgment, re- hearing, or new trial is 
granted, a note thereof shall be made in the register of suits, and the Court shall give 
such order in regard thereto, as it may deem pioper in the circumstances of the case.

PROCEEDINGS TO ENi?'ORCE THE DECREE.— EXECUTION. 

Chapter XL 

Investigation aa to Property of Judgment Debtor, 
LXIX. — Where a decree directing payment of money remains wholly or in part 
unsatisfied (whether a writ of execution has issued or not), the person prosecuting the 
decree may apply to the Court for a summons, requiring the person by whom 
payment is directed to be made to appear and be examined respecting his ability to 
make the payment directed, and the Court shall, unless it sees good reason to the 
contrary, issue such a summons. 

2. — On the appearance of the person against whom the summons is issued, he 
may be examined on oath by or on behalf of the person prosecuting the decree, and 
by the Court, respecting his ability to pay the money directed to be paid, and for the 
discovery of property applicable to such payment, and as to the disposal which he 
may have made of any property. 

3. — He shall be boun 1 to produce on oath, or otherwise, all books, papers, and 
documents in his possession or power relating to property applicable to such payment, 

4. — Whether the person summoned appears or not, the person prosecuting the 
decree, and all other witnesses whom the Court thinks requisite, may be examined on 
oath, or otherwise, respecting the matters aforesaid. 

5. — The Court may, if it thinks fit, adjourn the hearing of the summons from 
time to time, and require from the person summoned such security for his appearance 
at the adjourned hearing as seems fit, and in default of his finding security, may, by 
warrant, commit him to prison, there to remain until the adjourned bearing, unless 
sooner discharged. 

6. — ^The Court may, upon such investigation as aforesaid, make any interim 
order for the protection of any property applicable or available in discharge of the 
decree, as it shall think expedient. 
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Mode of enforcing Decrees. 
LXX. — If the decree be for land or other immoveable property, the decree holder 
shall be put in possession thereof, if necessary, by the SheriflF or other officer executing 
the decree. 

2. — If the decree be for any specific moveable, or for the specific performance of 
any contract or other particular act, it shall I e enforced by the seizure, if practicable, 
of the specific moveable and the delivery thereof to the party to whom it shall have 
been adjudged, or by imprisonment of the party against whom the decree is made, or 
by attaching his property and keeping the same under attachment until further order 
of the Court, or by both imprisonment and attachment if necessary : or if alternative 
damages be awarded, by levying such damages in the mode provided for the execution 
of a decree for money. 

3. — If the decree be for money, it shall be enforced by the imprisonment of the 
party against whom the decree is made, or by the attachment and sale of his property, 
or by both, if necessary ; and if such party be other than a defendant, the decree may 
be enforc ed against him in the same manner as a decree may by enforced against a 
defendant. 

4. — If the decree be for the execution of a deed, or for the indorsement of a 
negotiable instrument, and the party ordered to execute or indorse such deed or 
negotiable instrument shall neglect or refuse so to do, any party interested in having 
the same executed or indorsed may prepare a deed or indorsement of the instrument 
in accordance with the terms of the decree, and tender the same to the Court for 
executi n upon the proper stamp (if any is required by law), and the signature 
thereof by the Registrar shall have the same effect as the execution or indorsement 
thereof by the party ordered to execute. 

5. — If the decree be against a party as the representative of a deceased peraon^ 
and such decree be for money to be paid out of the property of the deceased person, 
it may be executed by the attachment and sale of any such property, or, if no such 
property can be found and the defendant fail to satisfy the Court that he has duly 
applied such property of the d /ceased as shall be proved to have come into bis 
possession, the decree may be executed against the defendant to the extent of the 
property not duly applied by him in the same manner as if the decree had been 
against the defendant personally. 

6. — Whenever a pers(»n has become liable as security for the performance of a 
decree, or of any part then^of, the decree may be executed against such person to the 
extent to which he has rendered himself liable, in the same manner as a decree may 
be enforced against a defendant. 

7. — The following property is liable to attachment and sale in execution of a 
decree, namely, land, houses, ^oods, money, bank-notes, cheques, bills of excliange, 
promissory notes, goveiLment securities, bonds, or other securities for money, del^» 
shares in the capital or joint stock of any public company or corporation, and all 
other property whatsoever, mov<^able, or immoveable, belonging to the defendant, and 
whether the same be held in his own name or by another person in trust for him or 
on his behalf. 

8. — All moneys payable under a decree shall be paid into Court, unless the Coiiri 
shall otheiwise direct. No adjustment of a decree, in part or in whole, shall be 
recognised by the Court unL^ss such adjustment be made through the Court, or be 
certified to th * Ci urt by the person in whose favour the d-.cr e I as been made, or to 
whom it uas been transferred. 

Immediate Execution. 
LXXI. — The Court may, at the tim«' of making the decree on'the verbal application 
of the party in whos favour th • decree is made, order immediate execution thereof, 
except as to so much as relates to the costs, and that the decree shall be executed as 
to costs as soon as the aini»u t thereof s!iall be asc<'rtained by taxation. 

Application for ExectUion in ordinary Cases. 
LXXII. — Wt en any party in whose favour a decree has been made is desirous of 
^enforcing the same, lie shall apply tj the Eegistrar for execution. Such application

must be in writing, and shall specify the number of the suit or pi*oceeding and the 
names of the parties. 

2. — li there be cross-decrees between the same parties for the payment of money, 
execution shall be taken out by that party only who shall have obtained a decree for 
the larger sum and for so much only as shall remain after deducting the smaller sum, 
and satisfaction for the smaller sum shall be entered on the decree for the larger sum 
as well as satisfaction on the decree for the smaller sum, and if both sums shall be 
equal, satisfaction shall be entered upon both decrees. 

3. — Whenever a suit shall be pending in the Court against the holder of a previous 
decree of the Court, by the person against whom the decree was made, the Court may, 
if it appear just and reasonable to do so, stay execution of the decree either absolutely 
or on such terms as it may think just, until a decree shall be made in the pending 
suit. 

4. — If any person against whom a decree has been made shall die before execution 
has been fully hsA thereon, applicaticn fpr execution thereof may be made against the 
IfgaJ representative, or the estate of the person so dying as aforesaid ; and if the 
Court shall think proper to grant such application, the decree may be executed 
accordingly. 

5. — If the decree be ordered to be executed against the L^gal representative, it 
shall be executed in the manner provided in Section LXX., Par. 5, for the executiou 
of a decree for money to be pai»l out of the property of deceased persons. 

6. — The R' gistrar on receiving any application for execution ot a decree, con- 
taining the particulars above-mentioned, shall make a note of the application, and the 
date on which it was made. 

7. — The Registrar may, at any time, take the direction of tho Court as to any 
application for execution, and in the meanwhile refuse to issue the writ. 

8. — All writs of execution shall be issued in the order of application for the same, 
unless the Couit shall otherwise direct. 

Measures in certain Cases yreliminary t-o the Isms of Execution, 
LXXni. — If an interval of more than one year shall have elapsed between the 
date of the decree and the application for execution, or if the enforcement of the 
decree bt» applied for against the representative ot an original party to the suit, the 
Couit shall issue a notice to the party against whom execution may be applied for, 
requiring him to show cause, within a limited period to be fixed by the Cfourt, why 
the decree should not be executed against him : Provided that no such notice shall 
be necessary in consequence of an interval of more than one year having elapsed 
between the date of the decree and the application for execution, if the application 
he made within one year from the date of the last order obtained on any previous 
application for execution ; and provided fuitherthat no such notice shall be necessary 
in consequence of the application being against such representative, if upon a previous 
ai»pHc<ition for executio n against the same person, the Court shall have ordered ex- 
ecution to issue against him. 

2. — When such notice is issued, if the party shall not appear, or shall not show 
sufficient cause to the satisfaction of the Court why the decree should not be forthwith 
executed, the Court shall order it to be executed accordingly. If the party shall 
appear and shall offer any objection to the enforcement of the decree, the Court sball 
make such order as in the circumstances of the case may seem to be just and 
proper. 

Issue of the Writ of Execution. 
LXXIV. — Upon the application of the decree-holder the Registrar shall, subject 
to the provision of the last two preceding sections, issue the proper writ for the ex- 
ecution of the decree. 

Execution of Decrees for immoveable Property, 

LXXV. — If in the execution of a decree for land or other immoveable property, 
the officer executing the same shall be resisted or obstructed by any person, the person 
in whose favour such decree was made may apply to the Court at any time within one 
month from the time of such resistance or obstruction. The Court shall fix a day foj. 
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investigating the complaint, and shall summon the party agaihst whom the complaint 
is made to ansvsrer the same. 

2. — If it shall appear to the satisfaction of the Court that the obstruction or 
resistance was occasioned by the defendant, or by some peraon at his instigation, on 
the ground that the land or other immoveable property is not included in the decree, 
or on any other ground, the Court shall enquire into the matter of the complaint, and 
make such order as may be proper under the circumstances of the case. 

3. — If the Court shall be satisfied, after such investigation of the facts of the 
case as it may deem proper, that the resistance or obstructi'»n complained of was 
without any just cause, and that the complainant is still resisted or obstructed in 
obtaining eflFectual possession of the property adjudged to him by the decree, by the 
defendant or some person at his instigation, the Court may, at the instance of the 
plaintiflF, and without prejudice to any proceedings to which such d fendant or other 
person may be liable for such resistance or obstruction, commit the defendant or such 
othor p(^rson to prison for such period not exceeding thirty days as may be necessary 
to prevent the continuance of such obstruction or resistance. 

4. — If it shall appear to the satisfaction of the Court that the resistance or 
obstruction to the execution of the decree has been occasioned by any person, other 
than the defendant, claiming bori&fide ta be in possession of the property on his own 
account or on account of some other person than the defendant, the claim shall be 
numbered and re^jistered as a suit between the deer* e-holder as plaintiff and the 
claimant a:^ defendant, and the Court shall, without prejudice to any proceedings to 
which the claimant may be liable for such resistance <>r obstruction, proceed to in- 
vestigate the claim in the same manner and with the like power as if a suit for the 
property had been instituted by the decree- hol ier against the claimant under the pro- 
visions of this Code, and shall make such order for staying execution of the decree, 
or executing the same as it may deem proper in the circumstances of the case. 

5. — If any person other than the defendant shall be dispossessed of any land or 
other immoveable property in execution of a decree, and such person shall dispute 
the right of the decree-holder to dispossess him of such property under the decree, on 
the ground that the property was bond fide in his possession on- his own account, or 
on account of some other person than the defendant, and that it was not included in 
the decree, or if included in the decree, that he was not a party to the suit in which 
the decree was made, ho may apply to the Court within one month from the date of 
such dispossession; and if, after examining the applicant, it shall appear to tlie Court 
that there is probable cause for making the application, the application shall be num- 
bered and registered as a suit between the applicant as plaintiff and the decree-holder 
as defenJant, and the Court shall proceed to investigate the matter in dispute in the 
same manner and with the like powers as if a suit for the property had been instituted 
by the applicttnt against the decree-holder. 

6. — The decision of the Court under the provisions contained in either of the last 
preceding paragraphs shall be of the same force or effect as a decree in an ordinary 
suit ; and no fresh suit shall be entertained between the same parties or persons 
claiming under them in r».spect of the same cause of action. 

Chapter XII. — Execution or Decrees for Money bt Attachment 

OF Property. 

LXXVI. — If the decree be for money, and the amount thereof is to be levied 
from the property of the person against whom the same may have been pronounced, 
the Court shall cause the property to be attached in the manner following ; 

2. — Where the property shall consist of goods, chattels, or other moveable pro- 
perty in the possession of the defenlant, t'le attichment shall be made by actual 
seizure, and the Sheriff or other officer s! all keep the same in his custody, and shall be 
responsible for the due custody thereof. 

3. — Where the property shall consist of goods, chattel, or other moveable 
property to which the delendant is entitled s abject to a lien or right of some other 
person to the inwnediate possession thereof, the attachment shall be made by a written 
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order prohibiting the person in possession from giving over the property to the 
defendant. 

4. — ^Where the property shall consist of lands, houses, or other immoveable 
property, or any interest therein either at law or in equity, the attachment shall be 
made by a written order prohibiting the defendant from alienating th** property by 
sale, gift, or in any other way, and all persons from receiving the same by purchase, 
gift, or otherwise, 

5. — Where the prop rty shall consist of d»^bts not biding negotiable instruments, 
or of shares in any public company or corporation, the attachment shall b<> made by 
a written order prohibiting the creditor from receiving the debts, and the debtor from 
making payment thereof to any piTson whomsoever, until the further order of the 
Court, or prohibiting the person in whose name the shares may be standin;* from 
making any transfer of the shares or receiving: payment of any dividends thereof, and 
the manager, secretary, or other proper officer of the co»npuny or corporation from 
permitting any such transfer or making a»iy such payment, until such further order. 

6. — Property in the custody or under the control of any public officer in his 
official capacity shall be liable to attachment in ex* cution of a decree with the consent 
of the Att<)mey-Genera\ and property in custodia legis shall be liable also to attachment 
by leave of the Court. In such cases, the order of attachment must be served on such 
public officer, or on the Registrar, as the case may be. 

7. — Where the property shall consist of a negotiable instrument, and attachment 
shall be made by actual seizure, and the Sheriff or other officer shall bring the same 
into Court, and such instrument shall be held subject to the further onlers of the 
Court. 

8. — In the case of goods, chattels, or other moveable property not in the 
possession of the defendant, an office copy of thr order shall be delivered to the person 
in possession of the property. In the case of lands, houses, or other immoveable 
property, or any interest therein, an office copy of the order shall be regist»?red in the 
Land Office under Ordinance No. 3 of 1844. In the cases of debts, office copies of the 
order shall be delivered to or served upon eaob individual debtor. And in case of 
shares in the capital or joii t-stock of any public company or corporation, an office 
copy of the order shall be delivered to or served upon the manager, secretary, or other 
proper officer of the company or corporation. 

9. — After any attachnient shall h tve been made by actual seizure, or by written 
order as aforesaid, and in the case of an attachment by written order, after it shall 
have been duly intimated ar.d made known in manner aforesaid, any alienation 
without leave of the Court of the propei ty attached, whether by sale, gift, or otherwise, 
and any payment of the debt or debts or dividends, or shares to the defendant during 
the continuance of the attach meiit, shall be null and void. 

10. — In every case in which a debtor shall be prohibited from making payment 
1 f his debt to the creditor, he may pay the amount into Court, and such payment 
shall have the same effect as payment to the party entitL d to receive the debt. 

11. — In all cases of attachment under this chapter, it shall be competent to the 
Court, at any time during the at tachment, to direct that any part of the property so 
attached as shall consist of money or bank-notes, or a sufficient part thereof, shall be 
paid over to the party applying for execution of the deer, e, or that any part of the 
property so attached as may not consist of money or bank-notes, so far as may he 
necessary for the satisfaction of the decree, shall be sold, and that the money which 
noay bo lealized by such sale, or a sufficient part thereof, shall be paid to such party. 

12. — Wden the property attached shall consist of debts due to the party who 
may be answerable for the amount of the decree, or of any lands, houses, or other 
immoveable property, it shall be competent to the Court to appoint a manager of the 
said Property with power to sue for the debts, and to collect the rents or other 
receipts and profits of the land or other immoveable property, and to execute such 
deeds o^r instruments in writing as may be necessary for the purpose, and to pay and 
apply srtch rents, pri fits, or receipts towards the payment of the amount of the decree 
and costih': or when the property attached shall consist of land, if the judgment debtor 
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can satisfy the Court that there is reasonable ground to believe that the amount of 
the judgment may be raised by the mort.»age of the land, or by letting it on lease, or 
bv disposing by private sale of a portion of the land, or any other property 
belonging to the judgment debtor, it shall be competent to the Court, on the 
application of the judgment debtor, to postpone the sale for such i>eriod as it may 
tbink proper, to enable the judgment debtor to raise the amount. In any case in 
ifvhich a manager st all be appointed under this section, such manager shall be bounrl 
to render due and proper accounts of his receipts and disbursements, from time to 
time, as ttie Court may direct. 

13. — If the judj^ment debtor ohall be abs?nt from the Colony, and it shall appear to 
the satisfaction of the Court that the public sale of any of his property which has been 
attached, consist ini; of lands, houses, or any interest therein, is objectionable, and 
that satisfaction of th^ decree may be made within a reasonable period by a temporary 
alienation of such property, tht- Court may, of its own motion, instead of proceeding 
to a public sale of such property, ord. r t »at provision be made for the satisfaction 
of the decree by mortga*?e thereof, and may authorize the R'gi trar, if necessary, to 
execute the mortgage deed in lieu of the judgment debtor, or any other necessary 
parties, and may make such orders in relation to such mortgage as may be requisite 
to carry out this provision; and the ex« cution of such mort<^aGre deed by the Registrar 
shall have the same effect as the execution thereof by the judgment debtor, or other 
necessary partie s. 

14. — If the amount decreed with costs an 1 all charges and expenses which may 
be incurred by the attachment be paid into Court, or if satisfaction i f the decree be 
otherwise made, an order shall be issued for the withdrawal of the attachment ; and 
if the defendant shall desire it, and shall deposit in Court a sum sufficient to cover 
the expense, the order shall be notified in the same manner as hereinbefore prescribed 
for the notification of the attachment; and such steps shall be taken as may be 
necessary fur staying; further proceedings in execution of the decree. 

Of Claims to Attached Property. 

LXXVII. — In the event of any claim beinff preferred to, or objection offered 
a^^ainst, the sale of lands or any other immoveaule or moveable property which may 
have been attached in execution of a d cree or under any order for attachment made 
before judgment, as not liable to be sold in execution of a decree against the defendant, 
the Court shall, subject to the proviso contained in the next succeeding section, 
proceed to investigate the same with the like powers as if the claimant had been 
originally made a defendant to the suit, and if it shall appear to the satisfaction of 
the Court that the land or other immoveable property was ui t in the possession of 
the party against whom execution is sought, or of some person in trust for him, or in 
the cccupancy of persons paying lent to him at the time when the property was 
attached, or that b ing in the possession of the party himself at such time, it 
was so in his possession not on his own account, or as his own property, but on 
account of, or in trust for some other person, the Couit shall make an order for 
releasing the said property from attachment. But if it shall appear to the 
satisfaction of the Court that the land or oth »r immoveable or moveable property was 
in possession of the party against whom execution is sought, as his own property, and 
not on account of any other person, or was in the possession of some person in trust 
for him, or in the occupancy of persons payincf rent to him at the time when the 
property was attached, the Court shall disallow the claim. The party against whom 
the order may be given shall be at liberty to briiig a suit to establish his right at any 
time within one year from the date of the order. 

2, — The claim or objection shall be madt at the earliest opportunity to^ 
Court ; and if the property to whieh the claim or objection applies shall ha 
advertised for sale, the sale may (il it appears necessary) be postponed fojj 
purpose of making the investigation mentioned in the last preceding par 
Provided that no such investigation shall be made if it appear that the making 
claim or objection was designedly and unnecessarily delayed, with a view to - 
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the ends of justice, and in such case, the claimant shall be left to prosecute his claim 
by a regular suit. 

Of 8cde in Exectdion of Decrees. 
LXXVni. — Sale in execution of decree shall be made under the direction of the 
Registrar, and shall be conducted according to such orders, if any, as the Court may 
make on the application of any parties concerned, and all such sales shall be made by 
pubUc auction : ProTided that it shall be competent to the Court to authorize the 
sale to be made in such other manner as it may deem advisable. 

2. — At any time within ten days from the date of the sale of any immoveable 
property, application may be made to the Court to set aside the sale on the ground of 
any material irregularity in the conduct of the sale, but no sale shall be set aside on 
the ground of such irregularity unless the applicant shall prove to the satisfaction of 
the Court that he has sustained substantial injury by reason of such irregularity. 

3. — If no such application as is mentioned in the last preceding paragraph be 
made, the sale shall be deemed absolute. If such application be made and the 
objection be disallowed, the Court shall make an order confirming the sale ; and in like 
manner if the objection be allowed, the Court shall make an order setting aside the 
sale for irregularity. 

4. — ^Whenever a sale of immoveable property is set aside, the purchaser shall be 
entitled to receive back any money deposited or paid by him on account of such 
sale with or without interest, to be paid by such parties and in such manner as it may 
appear proper to the Court to direct in each instance. 

5. — After a sale of immoveable property shall have become absolute in manner 
aforesaid, the Court shall grant a certificate to the person who may have been declared 
the purchaser at such sale, to the effect that he has purchased the l ight, title, and 
interest of the defendant in the property sold, and such certificate shall be liable to 
the same stamp duty as an assign ment of the same property, and when duly stamped 
as aforesaid, shall be taken and deemerl to be a valid transfer of such right, title, and 
interest and may be registered in the Land Ofiice under Ordinance No. 3 of 1844. 

6. — ^Where the property sold shall consist of goods, chattels, or other moveable 
property in th^ possession of the defendant, or to the immediate possession of 
which the defendant is entitled, and of which actual seizure has been made, the 
property shall be delivered to the purchaser. 

7. — Where the property sold shall consist of goods, chattels, or other moveable 
property jto which the defendant is entitled, subject to a lien or right of any person to 
the immediate possession thereof, the d^ livery to the purchaser shall, as far as prac- 
ticablp,^^ made by the Sheriff giving notice to the person in possession prohibiting him 
firom delivering possession of the property to any person exc* pt the purchaser thereof, 

8. -^If the property sold shall consist of a house, land, or other immoveable pro- 
perty, ill the occupancy of a defendant, or some person on his behalf, or of some person 
claiming under a title created by the defendant subsequently to the attachment of 
STicb pnoperty, the Court shall, on the application of the purchaser, order delivery 
thereoyto be made by putting the party to whom the house, land, or othv-r immoveable 

\y may have been sold, or any person whom he may appoint to receive delivery 
behalf, in possession thereof, and, if need bo, by removing any person who may 
to vacate the same. 

— ^If the propel ty sold shall consist of a house, land, or other immoveable pro- 
3erty in the occupancy of other persons entitled to occupy the same, the Cv)urt shall, 
_ the application of the purchaser, ord r delivery thereof to be made by affixing a 
>py of the certificate of sale in some conspicuous place on the house, land, or other 
imoveable property, or in the Supreme Court building. 

10. — Where the property sold shall consist of debts not being negotiable) instru- 
ments, or of shan s in any public company or corporation, the Court shall, on the 
\plication of the purchaser, make an order prohibiting the creditor from receivins? 
le debts and the debtor from making payment thereof to any person or persons 
kcept the purchaser, or prohibiting the person in whose name the shares may be 
inding, from making any transfer of the shares to any person except the purchaser, 
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or receiving payment of any dividends thereon, and the manager, secretary, or other 
proper officer of the company or corporation from permitting any such transfer or 
making any such payment to any person except the purchaser. 

11. — Wbere the property sold shall consist of negotiable securities of which actual 
seizure has b^en made, the same shall be delivered to the purchaser thereof. 

12. — If the indorsement, transfer, or conveyance of the party in whose name any 
negotiable security or any share in a public company or corporation is standing, or in 
whom any mortgage or equity of r 'demotion shall be vested, shall be required to 
transfer the sam^, the Registrar niay indorse the s curity or the certificate of the share, 
or may execute such other document as may be necessary for transferring the same. 
The indorsement or execution shall be in the following form, or to the like efifect:— 

A. B. by C. D , Registrar of the Supreme Court of Hongkong ; in a suit by E. F 
verstLs A. B." Until the transfer of such security or share, the Court n^ay, by order, 
appoint some person to receive any interest or dividend due thereon, and to sign 
receipts for the same; and any indorsement made, or document executed, or receipts 
signed, as aforesaid, shall be as valid and effectual for all purposes, as if the same bad 
been made or executed or signed by the party himself. 

13. —If the purchaser of any immoveable property sold in execution of a decrei^ 
shall, notwithstanding the order of the Court, be resisted or obstructed in obtaining 
possession of the property, the provisions contained in Section LXXV., relating U) 
resistanci^ or obstruction to a party in whose favour a suit has been decreed in ob- 
taining pos ession of the property adjudged to im, shall be applicable in the cise of 
such resistance or obstruction. 

14 — If it shall appear that the resistance or obstruction to the delivery of 
possession was occasioned by aiiy person other than the defendant, claiming a right 
to the possession of the pr«'perty sold as proprietor, mortgagee, lessee, or unleranj 
other title, or in the delivery of posses-ion to the purciiaser, any such person 
claiming as aforesaid shall be dispossessed, the Court, on trie complaint of the pur- 
chaser, or of such person claiming as aforesaid, if made within one month f^oin the 
date of such resistance or obstruction, or of such dispossession, as the case may be, 
shall enquire into the matter of the complaint, and make such order as may be proper 
in the circumstances of the case. The party against whom it is given shall be at 
liberty to bring a suit to establish his right at any time within one year from the date 
thereof. 

0/ the Execution of Decrees by Imprisonment. 
LXXIX. — When a defjAidant is committed to prison in execution of a dicree, the 
Court shall fix whatever ibonthly allowance it shall think sufficient for his subsistence, 
not exceeding twenty-five cents f er day, which shall be paid by the party 2 whose 
instance the decree may have been executed, to the superintendent of the^ol, by 
monthly payments in advance, before the first day of each month, the first payment 
to be made for such portion of the current month as may remain unexpirbl before 
the defendant is committed to prison. i 

2. — In case of the serious illness of any def«^ndaut imprisoned under a d^ree for 
debt, it shall be lawful for the Court, on the certificate of the C jlonial Sur^'eon, to 
make an order for the removal of the defenda ,t to the Government Civil Hcwta'» ^ 
and for his treatment thrre under cu4ody until further order, and the period ot^w 
defendant's stay in hospital shall he counted as part of h's term of iraprisonmenti| 
debt, and his subsistence money shall be paid as if no such order had been made. 

3. — A defendant shall be released at any time on the decree being fully satisfies 
or the request of the person at whose instance he may Lave been imprisoned, or 
such person omitting to pay the allowance as above directed. No person shall 
imprisoned on account of a decree for a long r period than one year, or for a longd 

feriod than six months if the decree be forpiyment of money not exceeding fij 
undred dollars, or fur a longer period than three months if the decree be for 
payment of money not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

4. — Sums disbursed by a plaintiff for the subsistence of a defendant in gaol shJ 
be added t> the costs of the decree, and shall be recoverable by the attachment a| 
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sale of the property of the defendant ; but the defendant shall not be detained in 
custody or arrested on account of any sums so disbursed. 

5. — Any person in confinement under a decree may apply to the Court for his 
discharge. T.»e application shall contain a full account of all property of what3ver 
nature belonj^ing to the applicant, whether in expectancy or in possession, and whether 
held exclusively by himself or jointly with others, or by others in trust for bim (except 
the necessary wearing apparel of himself and his family and the necessary implements 
of his trade), and of the places respectively where such property is to be found; and 
such application shall be subscribed by the applicant and verified on affidavit. 

6. — On such application b^ in^ made, the Court shall cause the execution creditor 
to be furnished with a copy of the account of the defendant's property and shall fix a 
reasonable period within which the execution creditor may cause the whole or any 
part of such property to be attached and sold, or may make proof tliat the defendant's 
inability to satisfy the decree is attributable to unjustifiable extravagance in living, or 
that the defendant, for the purpose of procuring his discharge without satisfying the 
decree, has wilfully concealed property, or his right or interest therein, or fraudulently 
transferred or removed property, or committed any other act of bad faith. If the 
execution creditor sh^U fail to make such proof, the Court shall cause the defendant to 
be sc't at liberty. If the execution creditor shall within the time specified, or 
at any subsequ nt period, make such proof to the satisfaction of the Court, the 
Court shall retain the defendant in confinement unless he shall have already been 
in confinement on account of the decree for the full term of his imprbonment. 

7. — A defendant once discharged shall not again be imprisoned on account of 
the same decree, but his property shall continue liable, under the ordinary rules, to 
attachment and sale until the decree shall be fully satisfied. 

8. — All questions regarding? the amount of any mesne profits which by the terms 
of the decree may have been reserved for adjustment in the execution of the decree, or 
of any mesne profits or interest which may be payable in respect of the subject 
matter of a suit between the date of the institution of the suit aitd execution of the 
decree, as well as questions relating to sums alleged to have been paid in discharge 
or satisfaction of the decree or the like, and any other questions arising between 
the parties to the suit in which the decree was made and relating to the execution of 
the decre<», shall V>e determined by order of the Court. 

Enforcement of Orders. 

LXXX. — Any order of the Court made in any suit or proceeding may be enforced 
by leave of the Court, in the manner hereinbefore provided for tie enforcement of 
decrees. 

Commitment for Disobedience to a Decree or Order, 

LXXXL — Whore any person is guilty of wilful disobedience to a decree or order, 
the person prosecuting the decree or order shall be entitled to apply to the Court for 
an order on the pe) snn disobeying: such decree or order to show cause why he should 
not be punished for the disohedience. The Court, unless it sees good reason to the 
contrary, si. all, on such application, make an order accordingly. 

2. — The Court shall not ^rant the ordi r except on evidence on oath or affidavit 
establishing such a cas^^, as if uncontradicted, and unexplained, would justify the 
immediate commitment of the person disobeying the decree or order, 

3. — A certified copy of the order and of the affidavit or deposition on which the 
order is granted shall be served on the party to whom the order is directed. 

4 — On the return-day of the oider, if the person to whom it is direct d does not 
attend and does not establish a sufficient excuse for not attending, and if the Courtis 
satisfied that the otder has been duly served, — or if he attends and does not show 
cause to the Fatisfaction of the Court why he should not be punished for the 
disobedience,-^ the Court may issue a warrant for bis commitment to prison. 

I 5. — The Court may enlaige the time for the return to the order, or may, on t^^.e 
im of it and under circumstances which would strictly justify the immediate 
aitment of the person guilty of the disobedience, direct that the warrant for his 
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oommitmeDt shall issue only after a certain time, and in the event of his continued 
disobedience at that time to the decree or order in respect of which he has been 
guilty of disobedience. 

6. — A person committed for disobedience to a decree or or<'^er is liable to be 
detained in custody until he has obeyed the decree or order in all things that are to 
be immediately performed, and given such security as the Court thinks fit to obey 
the other parts of the decree or order (if any) at the future times thereby appointed^ 
— or in case oi his no longer having the power to obey the decree or order, then until 
he has been imprisoned for such time or imtil ha has paid such fine as the Court 
directs. 



PAET IV. 

FOREIGN ATTACHMENT AND OTHER SPECIAL SUITS. 

Chaptbe XIII. 
Foreign AUachmenf, 

LXXXTI. — Proceedings by foreign attachment may be taken in manner 
hereinafter prescribed in all suits founded on contract or for detinue or trover, 
provided that the cause of action arose within the jurisdiction. 

2. — Upon the filing in Court by the plaintiff in any such suit of an affidavit to 
the following effect, that is to say: — 

(a,) That the cause of action arose within the jurisdiction ; 

(b.J That the plaintiff has taken out a writ of summons against the defendant, 
but that the defendant is absent from the Colony, or that there is probable 
cause to believe that the defendant is concealing himself to evade 
proceedings ; 

(c) 'I'hat the defendant is beneficially entitled to lands, or to any interest 
therein within the jurisdiction, or to any moneys, securities for money, 
goods, chattels, or other property whatsoever, within the jurisdiction, 
in the custody, or under the control of any other person within the 
jurisdiction, or that such other person (hereinafter called the garnishee) 
is indebted to the defendant ; 
the Registrar may issue a writ of general attachment against all the property moveable 
and immoveable of the defendant witnin the jurisdiction, which shall be called a writ 
of " foreign attachment" and shall be made returnable not less than fourteen days 
after the date thereof exc^^pt by special leave of the Court. 

3. — Absence from the Colony shall for the purpose of proceedings by foreign 
attachment be taken to be absence for the time being, whether the party shall ever 
have been within the Colony or not. 

4. — Before any such writ shall issue, the plaintiff, or some one on his behalf, shall 
enter into a bond with one or more sufficient sureties to be approved by the Registrar 
in a penal sum t-qual to twice the am unt of the claim, cr in any less sum by special 
leave of the Court, the condition of which said bond shall be that in case the defendant 
shall, at any time within the period limited by this Ordinance in that behalf, cause 
the writ to be set aside, or any judgment which may be given in the suit to be reversed 
or varied, the plaintiff will pay to the defendant all such sums of money, damages, 
costs, and ch arges as the Court may order and award on account of or in relation to 
the said suit, and the said attachment, or either of them : Provided that the Court 
shall not award a larger amount of damages than it is competent to decree in an action 
for damages, and such award shall bar any suit for damages in respect of such 
attachment. 

5. — The bond shall be in such form as the Court mav, from time to time or in 
any particular case, approve and direct, and shall be entered into before the Registrar 
and deposite»d in Court; and whenever it shall be made to appear to the sati8Iac?^on. 
of the Court, upon affidavit or otherwise, t'lat under the circumstances it is expec ^ 
that the wrii should issue forthwiih and before the bond shall have been enterec 
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as aforesaid, the Court may order the writ to issue accordingly, upon such terms aa 
it shall think fit, and by the same order shall limit the time, not exceeding seven days 
from the date of the issue of the writ, within which the bond must be entered into 
and deposited as aforesaid ; and in the case of default of complying with the require- 
ments of such Older within the time thereby limited, the Court may dissolve the writ, 
and thereupon may award ccsts and damages to the defendant in the manner herein- 
before provided in the case of a writ being set aside or a judgment in the suit being 
reversed or varied. 

6. — All writs of foreign attachment against moveable property shall be executed 
by the Sheriff. 

7. — Where two or more writs of foreign attachment shall issue at the suit of 
different plaintiffs, they shall take priority respectively according to the date and time 
at which they reach the hands of the Sheriff for execution. The Sheriff shall indorse 
upon the writ the date and time of the receipt thereof. 

8. — Property in the custody or under the control of any public official in his 
official capacity shall be liable to attachment with the consent of the Attorney- General ; 
and property in cvstodia legia shall be liable to attachment by leave of the Court. In 
such cases, the writ of foreign attachment must be served on such public officer, or on 
the Registrar, as the case may be. 

9. — Where the defendant is beneficially entitled to land^jw any interest therein, 
a memorial containing a copy of the writ of foreign attachment shall be registered in 
the Land Office establishment under Ordinance No. 3 of 1844 in a special book to be 
kept for the purposp, and to be called the "Foreign Attachment Book;*' and the date 
and time of such registration shall be duly noted and entered in the said book ; and 
in case such writ of foreign attachment shall be dissolved, or the judgment in the 
suit shall be satisfieti, a certificate to that eff.'Ct under the hand of the Registrar 
and the seal of the Court may be filed at the Land Office, and thereupon the memorial 
shall be deemed to have baen cancelled. The fees payable to the Land Office shall 
be, for the registration of such memorial, one dollar; and for the filing of such 
certificate, one dollar ; and no other fees shall be chargeable by the Land Office in 
respect thereof. 

10. — j?'rom the time of the registration in the Land Office of the memorial of a 
writ of foreign attachment, all lands within tlie jurisdiction, or any interest therein 
to which the defendant mentioned in such writ is then beneficially entitled, whether 
solely or jointly with others, shall, to the extent of his interest therein, and subject to 
Crown debts and to any bond fide prior title thereto, to lien or charge thereon, and to 
the rights' and powers of prior incumbrancers, be attached to satisfy the claim of the 
plaintiff. 

11. — From the time of the service upon the garnishee of a writ of foreign attach- 
ment, all property whatsoever, within the jurisdiction, other than lands, or any interest 
herein to which the defendant mentioned in such writ is then beneficially entitled, 

whether solely or jointly with others, and which is in the custody or under the control 
of the garnishee, and all debts then due or accruing due by the garnishee to the 
defendant, shall, to the extent of the defendant's interest therein, and subject to Crown 
debts and to any band fide prior title thereto, or lien or charge thereon, and to the 
lights and powers of prior incumbrancers, be respectively attached in the hands of 
such garnishee, to satisfy the claim of the plaintiff. 

12. — The Court may, at any time before judgment, upon such grounds as it shall 
deem sufflcii nt, or ler any property, other than Ian Js, or any inter*^st therein, attached 
under such writ, to be sold in such manner as it shall direct, and the net proceeds to 
be paid into Court. 

13. — Any i^^arnishee who shall without leave or order of the Court, at any time 
after the service of the writ and bcjfore the attachment shall be dissolved, knowingly 
and wilfully part with the custody or control of any propertv attached in his handfl, 
or remove the same out of the jurisdiction of the Court, or sell or dispose of the same, 
or pay over any debt due by him to the defendant, excepting only t > or to the use of 
the jniiintiff, shall pay such damages to the plaintiff as the Court shall awarJ, and ho 
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shall be deemed guilty of contempt of Court: Piovided that the Court sball not award 
a larger amount of damages than it is competent to decree in an action for damages, 
and such award shall bar any suit for damages in respect of such attachment. 

14. — In all cases where it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of the 
Registrar by affidavit or otherwise that there is reasonable cause to b» lieve that any 
property attached is in danger of being removed out of the jurisdiction, or of being 
sold, or otherwise disposed of, the Registrar may, by an c rder in writing, direct the 
Sheriff to seize such property and detain the same subject to the order of the Court; 
and the Sheriff shall thereupon seize and detain such property accordingly. 

15. — Notice of the issue of the writ of foreign attachment shall be inserted twice 
in the Oazetiej and twice in some local newspaper, unless the Court shall, by reason 
of the defendant having entered an appearance, or upon any other ground, dispense 
with the publication of such notice. 

16. — In cases where the place of residence of the defendant out of the jurisdiction 
shall be known, the Court may, if it shall think fit, upon the application of the 
garnishee, or of any friend, or agent of the defendant, or of its own motion, and upon 
such terms as it may dec m reasonable, order that notice of the writ be served upon 
the defendant out of the jurisdiction, and that further proceedings be stayed until 
further order, but without prejudice to the attachment under the writ. 

17. — After the issue of the writ of foreign attachment (but subject to the pro- 
visions of the last preceding paragraph), the plaintiff may forthwith file his petition^ 
and upon such day after the leturn of the writ as the Court shall appoint, may 
proceed to establish his claim as in ordinary suits in which there has been due service 
of the writ of summons and leave has been obtained to proceed ex parte, 

18. — Upon the hearing of the petition, the Court shall proceed to enquire and 
determine whether in fact the plaintiff's case is within the provisions herein contained 
relating to foreign attachment, and whether the plaintiff has established his claim, and 
shall pronounce judgment accordii.gly ; and if the plaintiff shall obtain a judgment, 
the Court may, at the same or any subsequent sitting, examine, or permit tlie plaintiff 
to examine, the garnishee and any other person?, and determine what property 
moveable or immoveable is subject to attachment under the writ issued. 

19. — The Com t may, of its own motion or at the instance of any person interested 
in the enquiry, summon any person whom it may think necessary and exattine him 
in relation to such property, and may require the garnishee, as well as the person 
summoned as aforesaid, to produce all deeds and documents in his possession or power 
relating to such property. 

20. — If the plaintiff shall obtain judgment, the Court may, at the time of pro- 
nouncing the decree in favour of the plaintiff, or at any subsequent sitting, order 
that execution do issue aiijainst all or any of the prop* rty attached which the Court 
shall have declared to be liable to satisfy the plaintiff's claim, and all the provisions 
of this Code relating to execution of decree in ordinary suits shall apply to execution 
so ordered against the said property. 

21. — If the plaintiff shall fail to obtain judgment, the Court shall thereupon 
dissolve the writ of foreign attachment issued at his suit. 

22. — Whenever there shall be two or more adverse claimants to any goods laden 
on board of any ship, and such ship shall be attach' d in a suit against the shipowner 
for the non-delivery of such goods, the Court may, in its discretion, on the application 
of the master, or of the agent of the shipown er, stay tlie proceeding's upon such terms 
as the Couit shall deem reasonable, and order such goods to be landed and warehoused 
in cmiodia legia without prejudice to t\ e master's lien thereon, and may dissolve tlie 
attachment against the ship, and may make such orders as may be necessary for the 
determination of the rights of such adverse claimants upon such terms, as to security 
and otiier matters, as may seem just. 

23. — Whenever there shall be several claimants to any property attached or to 
any interest therein, the Court may, in ics discretion, suinmon before it all the 
claimants and may make such orders for the ascertaining of their respective rights 
and for the custody of the property in the meanwhile as it shall, in its discretion^ 
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think fit, .either ui^der this provision or the provisions of this Code relatin*^ to adverse 
claims and to claims to attached property. 

24. — The Court may stay proceedings in any suit commenced against a garnishee 
in respect of property attached in his hands, upon such terms as it shall think fit. 

25. — The Court at any time before judgment, upon being satisfied by afiidavit or 
otherwise that the defendant has a substantial ground of defence, eithor wholly or in 
part, to the suit on the meri's, may give leave to the defendant to defend the suit, 
without prejudice to the attachment under the writ. 

26. — The defendant, at any time before any property attached in the suit shall 
have been sold in satisfaction of the plaintiffs claim, may apply to the Court upon 
notice of motion for an order to disi^olve the attachment under the writ as to the^ 
whole or any part of the property attached, upon security being giving to answer tho 
plaintiffs claim, and the Court may make such order, either absolutely or upon such 
terms as it may deem reasonable, and in the meanwhile may slay or postpone any sale. 

27. — The defendant may at any time within two years from the date of the judg- 
ment, notwithstanding that the property attached, or any part thereof, shall have been 
sold in satisfaction of the plaintiffs claim, apply to the Court upon notice of motion for 
an order to set aside tiie judgment and for the re-hearing of the suit, and for leave to 
defend the same ; and if it shall appear to the satisfaction of the Court that the 
defendant had no notice or knowledge of the suit, and could not reasonably have made 
an earlier application to the Court, and that he had at the time of the obtaining of 
the judgment and still has a substantial ground of defence, either wholly or in part, 
to the suit on the merits, it shall be lawful for the Court to grant such order upon 
such terms as it may deem reasonable. 

28. — The reversal or setting aside of a judgment, or the dissolving or setting 
aside of any writ of foreign attachment, or any subsequent proceedings, shall not 
affect the title of any bond fide purchaser for valuable consideration of any property 
sold in satisfaction of the plaintiffs claim. 



Chapter XIV. 
Claims against the Government. 
LXXXni. — All claims against the G : vemment of the Colony of the same nature 
as claims within the provisions of "The Petiti- ns of Ri^ht Act, 1860," may, with the 
consent of the Governor, be preferred in the Supreme Court, in a suit instituted bj 
the claimant as plaintiff against "The Attorney General " as defendant. 

2. — It shall not be necessary for the plaintiff to issue a writ of summons, but 
the suit shall be commenced hy the filing and service of the petition upon the Crown 
Solicitor. 

3. — The Crown Solicitor shall transmit the petition to the Government, and in 
case the Governor shall grant his consent as aforesaid, the suit may proceed and be 
carried ou under the ordinary procedure provided by this Code. 

4. — The petition and all othf r documents, notices, or proceedings, which, in a suit 
of the satne nature between private parti' s would be required to be servt d up' n the 
defendant, shall be served upon the Crown Solicitor. 

5. — Whenever in any such suit a decree shall be made against the Government^ 
no execution shall issue thereon, but a copy of such decn e under the seal of the Court 
sliall be transmitted by tie Coui-t to the Government. 



Chaptbe XV. 

Summary Procedure on Bills of Exchange and Promissory Notes, 
LXXXIV.— Suit on Bills of Exchange or Promissory Not* s, instituted within 
six months after the same became due and payable, may be heard and determined in. 
a summary way as hereinafter is provided. 

2. — The Court shall, on application, within seven days fiom the service oftLe^ 
writ of summons, give the deftndaot leave to defend the suit on his paying into Court 
the sum indorsed, or on evidence on oath showing to the satisfaction of the Court a 
good, legal, or equitable defence, or such facts as would make it incumbent on the 
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holder to prove consideration, or such other facts as the Court deems sufScient to 
support the application and on such terms as to security and other oiatters, as to the 
Court seems fit ; and in that case, the Court may direct proceedings to be taken and 
carried on by petition in the ordinary way. 

3. — If the defendant does not so obtain leave to defend, the plaintiff, on proof of 
due service of the writ of summons, shall be entitled as of course at any time after the 
expiration of such seven days, to an immediate absolute decree for any sum not 
exceeding the sum indorsed on the writ of summons, together with interest at the 
rate specified, to the date of the judgment and with costs. 

4. — After judgment the Court may, under special circumstances, set aside the 
judgment, and may stay or set aside execution, and may give leave to defend the suit, 
if it appears to the Court reasonable so to do, on such terms as to the Court may seem 
just. 

5. — In any proceeding under this section, it shall be competent to the Court to 
order the bill or note sought to be proceeded on to be forthwith dejwsited in Court, 
and further to order that all proceedings be stayed until the plaintiff gives security 
for costs. 

6. — The holder of a dishonoured bill or note shall have the same remedies for the 
recovery of the expenses incurred in the noting of the same for non-acceptance or 
nt n-payment, incurred otherwise by reason of the dishonour, as he has under this 
section for the recovery of the amount of the bill or note. 

7. — The holder of a bill or note may, if he thinks fit, obtain one writ of summons 
under the present provisions against all or any of the parties to the bill or note; and 
such writ of summons shall be the commencement of a suit or suits against the parties 
therein named respectively ; and all subsequent proceedings against such respective 
parties shall be carried on, as far as may be, as if separate writs of summons bad 
issued. 

8. — The writ of summons or its indorsement must set forth the claims against 
the parties respectively, according to their respective alleged liabilities, with sufficient 
precision and certainty to enable each defendant to set up any defence on which he 
individually may desire to rely. 

Chapter XVI. 
Maiidamue, 

LXXXV. — The plaintiff in any action except Replevin and Ejectment^ may indorse 
upon the writ and copy to be served, a notice that the plaintiff intends to claim a 
writ of Mandamus, and the plaintiff may thereuj^on claim in the petition either 
together with any other demand which may now be enforced in such action, or 
separately, a writ of Mandamm commanding the defendant to fulfil any duty in the 
fulfilment of which the plaintiff is personally interested. 

2. — Thd petition in such action shall set forth sufficient grounds upon which such 
claim is founded, and shall set forth that the plaintiff is personally interested therein, 
and that he sustains, or may sustain, damage by the non-performance^o^ such duty 
and that performance thereof has been demanded by him, and refused, ot neglected. 

3. — The pri ceedings in any action in which a writ of Mandamus is claimed shalji 
be the same in all respects, as nearly as may be, as in an ordinary actic! 
recovery of damages. 

4. — In case judgment shall be given for the plaintiff that a Mandamtis do 
it shall be lawful for the Court, if it shall see fit to issue a peremptory wrj 
Mandamus to the dt fer.dai:t, commanding him forthwith to perform the duty i 
enforced, and such writ in case of disobedience may be euforced by attach men j 

5. — The writ of Mandamus need not contain any recitals, but shalL 
command the performance of the duty, and in other respects shall be in the 
an ordinaiy writ of execution, except that it sliall be dire< ted to the party &^ 
the Sheriff, and returnable lorthwith ; ai d no return thereto, except that of op . 
shall be allowed, but time to return it may, upon sufficient grounds, be dX^^^ jSk^ 
Court, either with or without teiuis. aiacr 
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6. — Toe Court may, upon application by the plaintiff, besides or instead of pro- 
ceeding against the disobedient party by attachment, direct that the act required to 
be done may be doce by the plaintiff, or some other person appointed by the Court, 
at the expense of the defendant; and upon the act bein^r done, the amount of such 
eipense may be ascertained by the Court itself, or by reference to the R gistrar, as 
the Court may think fit to order ; and the Court may order payment of the amount, 
of such expenses and costs, and enforce payment thereof by execution. 

CHA.PTER XVII. 
Suits in Forma Pauperis. 
LXXXVI. — Any poor person, before commencing or defending any action or 
suit in the Court in his own right or becoming poor during the progress thereof, may 
apply to the Court by petition for leave to sue or defend as a pauper, which petition 
shall be supported by an affidavit of ^he p Miticner, and of two householclers living 
in his neighbourhood, that he is not possessed of property to the amount of 'fifty 
dollars in value, excepting wearing apparel and the matter or thing claimed by hiui 
in the action or suit if he bo plaintiff, and thereupon it shall 't>e referred to a 
barrister to consider the case; and upon the petitioner pro lucing a cnrtificate, signed 
by such barrister, th it ho has considered the case*, and believcH him to have a good 
cause of action or defence, as tho case may be, it shall be lawful for tho Court to 
admit the petitioner to sue or defend, as the case may be, in forma pauperis ; and 
also to appoint a barrister and attorney to appear for him. 

2. — No person shall be admitted to sue in forma pauperisy unless he shall have 
filed in Court an affidavit containing a full statement of all the material facts of the 
case to the best of his belief. 

3. — If in any case the Court thinks fit to assiq^n a counsel or attorney to assist a 
person admitted to sue or defend in forma pauperis, or to consjler the c iSe and give 
such certificate as aforesaid, the counsel or attorney so assij^ned may not refuse his 
assistance, unless he satisfies the Court that he has some good reason for refusing. 

4. — No fee shall be taken by any barrister or attorney so assigned, nor shall any 
fees of Court be demanded by any officer of the Court from any persons applying or 
admitted to sue or defend as a pauper ; but if he succeed, and the costs should be 
awarded to be paid by his opponent, then the barrister and the attorney so assigned, 
shall be entitled to and shall receive all such fees as the Registrar of the Court shall 
allow to them on taxation, and such Court fees as would, in other cases, be chargeable 
shall be charged and recovered. 

5. — Any person havinj? been admitted to sue or defend as a pauper, and becoming 
of ability during the progress of the cause, or misbehaving himself therein by any 
vexatious or improper conduct or proceeding, or wilfully delaying the cause, shall on 
the same being shown to the Court, be deprived of all the privileges of such admission. 

PART V, 

PROCEEDINGS BY AGREEMENT OF PARTIES.— ARBITRATION. 
—MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 

CHAPTi^B xvm. 

Issues by Agreement of Parties. 
LXXXVil. — When the parties to a suit are agreed as to the question or questions 
of fact or of law to be decided between them, they may state the same in the form ot 
an iiBue, and enter into an agreement in writing, which shall not be subject to any 
stamp duty, that upon the finding of the Court in the affirmative or the negative ot 
[ such issue^ a sum of money specified in the agi*eeiiient, or to be ascertained by the 
[ Court upon a question inserted in the issue for that prurpose, shall be paid by one of 
the parties to the other of them, or that upon such finding some property specified in 
ttie agreement, and in dispute in the suit, shall be delivered by one ot the parties to 
other of them, or that upon such finding one or more of the parties shall do or 
^^ije^orm some particular act, or shall refrain fi*om doing or performing some particular 
^€t, specified in tho agreement, and having roferecca to the matter in dispute. 
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2. — If the Court shall be satisfied, after an examination of the parlies aud taking 
such evidence as it nny deem proper, that the agreement was duly executed by the 
parties, and that the parties have a bona fide interest in the decision of such question, 
and that the same is fit to be tried and decided, it may proceed to try the same, and 
deliver its finding or opinion thereon in the manner as if the issue had been fhimed 
by the Court, and may, upon the finding or decision on such issue ^ive judgment for 
tiiB sura so agreed on, or so ascertaired as aforesaid, or otherwise according to the 
terras of the agreement ; and upon the juclgnient which shall be so given, decree shall 
follow and may be executed in the same way as if the judgment had been pronounced 
in a coEtesled suit. 

How Questions may he raised for the Decision of the Court by any pe^^sons interested. 
LXXXVIII. — Parties interested or claiming to be interested in the decision of 
any question of fac"- or law, may erter into an agreement, which shall not be 
su^'ject to any stamp duty, that upon the finding of the Court in the affirmative or 
nogativp of such question of fact or law, a sum of money fixed by the parties, or to be 
detainiMi by the Court, shall be paid by one of the parties to the other of them ; 
or that soino property, moveable or imraoveal>le, specified in the agreement shall be 
delivered by one of the parties to the other of them ; or that one or more of the 
parties Rhall do or perform some particular act or shall refrain from doing or 
performing some particular Jict specified in the agreement. Where the agreement is 
lor the delivery of some property, moveable or immoveable, or for tbe doing or 
performing or the refraining to do or j^erform any partic ular act, the estimated value 
of the prop rty to be delivered, or to which the act specified may have reference, shall 
be stated in the agreement. 

2. — The agreement shall be filed in Court, an<^, when so filed, shall be numbered 
and registered as a suit between the parties interested as plaintiffs and defendants, 
and all the parties to it shall be subject to the jurisdiction of the Court, and shall 
be bound by the statements contained therein. 

3. — The case shall be set down lor hearing as an ordinary suit ; and if the Court 
shall be satisfied, after hearing the parlies and taking such evidence as it may deem 
proper, that the agreement was duly executed by the parties, and that they have a 
hoTia fide interest in the question of fact or law stated therein, and that the same iB 
fit to be tried or decided, it shall proceed, to try the same, and deliver its finding or 
opinion thereon in the same way as in an ordinary suit ; and shall, upon its finding 
or deciding upon the (juestion of fact or law, give judgment for the sum fixed by the 
parties, or so ascertained as aforesaid, or otherwise, according to the terms of the 
{)greemer.t, and upon the judgment which shall be so given, decroe shall follow and 
may be executed in the same way as if the judgment had been pronounced in an 
ordinary suit. 

Chapter XIX. 

Reference to Arbitration. 
LXXXIX. — If the parties to a suit are desirous that the matters in difference 
between them in the suit, or any of such matters, shall be referred to the final decision 
of one or more arbitrator or arbitrators, they may apply to the Court at any time 
hefore final judgment for an order of reference, and such order shall be filed with the 
proceedings in the suit. 

2, — The arbitrators shall be nominated by the parties in such manner as may be 
agreed upon between them. If the parlies cannot agree with respect to the nomina^ 
tion of tho arbitrators, or if the persons nominated by them shall refuse to accept the 
arbitration, and the parties are desirous that the nomination shall be made by the 
Court, the Court shall appoint the arbitrators. 

3. — The Court shall, by an order under its seal, refer to the arbitrators the 
matters in difference in the suit which they may be required to determine, and shall 
fix such time as it may think reasonable for the delivery of the award, and the time 
so fixed shall be specified in the order. 
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4. — Ii the reference be to two or more arbitrators, provision shall be made in 
the order for a difference of opinion among the arbitrators, by the appointment of an 
umpire, or by declaring that the decision shall be with the majority, or by empowering 
the artitrators to appoint an umpire, or otherwi-^e as may be agreed upon between 
the parties ; or it they cannot agree, as the Court may determine. 

5. — Wh ^n a reference is made to arbitration by an order of Coart, the same 
process to the parties and witnesses whom the arbitrators, or umpire, may desire to 
have examined, shall issue as in ordinary suits ; and persons not attending in com- 
pliance with such process, or making any other default, or refusing to give their 
testimony, or being gtiilty of any contempt to the arbitrators, or umpire during the 
investigation of the suit, shall be subject to the like disadvantages, penalties, and 
punishments, by order of the C:>uit on the representation of the arbitrators or 
umpire, as ihey would incur for the same offences in suits tried before the Court. 

6. — Wneu the arbitrators sh ill not have been able to complete the award within 
the period specified in the order from want of the necessary evidence or information, 
cr other good and sufficient cause, the Court may, from time to time, enlarge the 
period for delivery of the award, it it shall think proper. In any case in which an 
umpire shall have been ap;>ointed, it shall bo lawful for him to enter on the reference 
in lieu of tee arbitrators, if they sh.iU have allowed their time, or their extended time, 
to expire wlihout making an awards or shall have delivered to theCjurt, or to the 
unpire, a notice in writing stating thai they car not agree : Provided that an award 
shall not be liable to be set aside only by reason of its not having been completed 
within the period allowed by the Court, unless on proof that the dt lay in complotinj^ 
the award arose from miscon^luct ot the arbitrators, or umpire, or unless the award 
shall have been made after the i-sue of an order by the Court superseding the arbitra- 
tion and recalling the suit. 

7. — It, in any ease of reference to arbitration by an order of Court, the arbitrator 
or umpire shall die, or refuse or become incapable to act, it shall be lawful for the 
Court to appoint a new arbitrator or arbitrators or umpire In the place of the person 
or persons ao dying or refusing or becoming incapable to act. Where the arbitrators 
are empowered by the terms ot the order or reference to appoint an umpire, and do 
not appoint an umpire, any of the parties may serve the arbitrators with a written 
notice to appoint an umpirii-e ; and if within seven days after such notice shall have 
been served no umpire be appointed, it shall be lawful for the Court, upon the 
application of the party having served such notice as aforesaid and upon proof to its 
satisfaction of such notice having been served, to api>ointan umpire. In any case of 
appointment under this section, the arbitrators or umpire so appointed shall have 
the like power to act in the reference as if their names had been inserted in the 
original order of reference. 

8. — It shall be lawful for the arbitrators or umpire upon any reference by an 
order of Court, if they shall think fit, and if is not provided to the contrary, to state 
their award as to the whole or any part thereof in the form of a special case for the 
opinion of the Court. • 

9. — The Court may, on the application of either party, mod.fy or correct an 
award where it appears that u part of the award is upon matters not referred to the 
arbitrators, provided such part can ba separated from the other part and does not 
affect the decision on the matter referred ; or where the award is imperfect in form, 
or contains any obvious error which can be amended without affecting such decision. 
The Court may also, on such application, make such order as it thinks just respecting 
the cjsts of the arbitration, if any question arise respecting such costs and the award 
cantain no sufficient prov-sion concerning them. 

10. — ^In any ol the following cases the C jurt shall have power to remit the award 
or any of the matters referred to arbitration for reconsideration by the arbitrators or 
umpire, upon such terras as it may ihink proper, that is to say : — 

(a.) It the award has left undetermined some of the. matters referred to 
arbitration, or ii it has determined matters not referred to arbitration ; 
(b.) If the award is so indefinite as to be incapblo of execution ; 
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(c.) If an objection to the legality of the award is apparent upon the face of 
the award. 

11. — No award shall be liable to be set aside except on the ground of perverseness 
or misconduct of tho arbitrator or umpire. Any applicition to set aside an award 
shall be made within fifteen days after the publication thereof. 

12. — If no application shall have been made to sot aaide the awards or to remit 
the same, or any of the matters referred for reconsideration, or if the Court shall have 
refused any such application, either party may file the award in Court, and the award 
shall thereupon have the same force and effect for all purposos as a judgment. 

13. — When any person shall by an instrument in writing agree that any 
differences between them, or any of them, shall be referred to the arbitration of any 
persons named in the agreement, application may be made by the parties thereto, or 
any of them, that the agreement be filed in Court. On such application being made, 
the Court shall direct such notice to be given to any of the parties to the agreement, 
other than the applicants, as it may think necessary, requiring such parties to show 
cause, within a time to be specified, why tlie agreement sh >uld not be filed. 
The application shall be numbered aud registered as a suit between the parties 
interested as plaintiffs and defendants. If no suffl^tient cause be shown against the 
filing of the agreement, the agreement shall be filed and an order of reference to 
arbitration shall be made thereon. The several provisions of this chapter, so tar as 
they are not inconsisteut with the terms of any agreament so filed, shall be applicable 
to all proceedings under the order of relerence and to the award or arbitration and to 
enforcement of such award. 

14. — When any matter has been referred to arbitration without the intervention 
of the Court and award has I een made, any person interested in the award may, 
within six months from the date of the award, make application to the Court that 
the award be filed in Court. Tho Court shall direct notice to be given to the parties 
to the arbitration other than the applicant, requiring suob parties to show cause, 
within a time to be specified, why the award should not bo filed. The applicition 
shall be numbered and registered as a suit between the applicant as plaintiff and the 
other parties as deleudants. If no sufiicient cause be shown against the award the 
award shall be filed, and shall thereupon have the same force and effect for all purposes 
as a judgment. 



Chapter XX, — Miscellaneous Provisions. 
Adjournment. 

XC. — Nothing in the Code shall affect the power of the Court to defer or adjourn 
the hearing or determination of any suit, matter, proceeding, or application, for such 
time and on such terms as justice requires. 

A'inendment, 

XCI.— Nothing in this Code shall afftct the power of the Court to order or allow 
any amendment of any writ, petition, answer, notice, or other document whatever, at 
any time on such terms as justice requires. 

Power of Court as to Time. 

XCn. — Nothing in the Code shall affect the power of the Court to enlarge or 
abridge the time appointed or allowed for the doing ot any act, or the taking of any 
proceeding on such terms as justice requires. 

2. — Where the Court is by this Code, or otherwise, authorised to appoint the time 
for the doing of any act, or the taking of any proceedings, or to enlarge the time 
appointed or allowed for that purpose by this Code, or otherwise, the Court may 
further enlarge any timo so appointed or enlarged by it on such terms as seem just, 
whether the application for further enlargement be made before or after the expiratioa 
of the time already allowed : Provided that no such further enlargement shall be made 
unless it appears to the Court to berequhed for tho purposes of justice and not 
sought merely for delay. 
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Comjpvicdion of Time. 
XCm. — Where by this Code, or any special order or the coiurse of the Court, 
any limited time from or after any date or event is appointed or allowed for the doing 
of any act or the taking of any proceeding, and such lime is not limited by hours, the 
computation of such limited time shall not include the day of such date or of the 
happening of such event, but shall^commence at the beginning of the next following 
day, and the act or proceeding must be done or taken at latest on the last day of 
such limited time, according to such computation. 

2. — Where the limited time so appointed or allowed is less than six days, the 
following days shall not be reckoned in the computation of such time ; namely : — 
Sunday, Good Friday, Monday and Tuesday in Easter Week, Christmas Day, and the 
day next before and next after Christmas Day, and any public holiday or day set 
apart as a fast or thanksgiving day. 

3. — Where the time for the doing of any act or the taking of any proceeding 
expires on one of the days last-mentioned, the act or proceeding shall be considered 
as done or taken in due lime if done or taken on the next day afterwards, that is, not 
one of the last-mentioned days. 

4. — The day on which an order that a plaintiflF do give security for costs is served, 
and the time thenceforward until and including the day on which such security is 
given, shall be reckoned in the computation of the time allowed to a defendant for 
putting in his answer. 

5. — The period of vacation of the Supreme Court shall not be included in the 
computation of time except by leave of the Court. 

Power of Court ds to Coste, 
XCrV.— The costs of the whole suit and of each particular proceeding therein, 
and of every proceeding before the Court, shall be in the discretion of the Court; and 
the Court shall have full power to award and apportion costs in any manner it may 
deem proper. 

2. — Under the denomination of costs are included the whole of the expenses 
necessarily incurred by either party on account of the suit, and iu enforcing the decree 
made therein, such as the expense of summoning the parties and witnesses, and of 
other process, or of procuring copies of documents, law costs, costs of special juries, 
charges of witnesses, and expenses of commissioners either in taking evidence or in 
investigating accounts. 

3. — Until a new scale of Court fees and fees and costs of counsel and attorney 
shall have been provided for use under this Ordinance by any general rule or order 
of the Supreme Coiurt, or otherwise, and so far as any such new scale may be 
incomplete, all questions relating to the amount of such fees and costs shall be referred 
to the Registrar, who is hereby empowered to determine the same on taxation, cither 
with or without reference to the existing scale, having regard to the skill, labour, and 
responsibility ii^volved, subject nevertheless to a review of such determination on 
summary application to the Court in chambt^rs ; apd the payment of the costs allowed 
on such taxation or review may be enforced in the same manner as if the same had 
been fixed by any general rule or order. 

4. — The Court may, if in any case it deems fit, require any party to any suit or 
proceeding, either at the commencement or at any time during the progress thereof, 
to give security for costs to the satisfaction of the Court by deposit or otherwise; and 
in the case of a plaintiff, may stay proceedings until such security be given. 

Cross-Action against absent Plaintiffs. 
XCV. — Whenever a suit shall be instituted by a plaintiff residing out of the 
jurisdiction, and it shall be made to appear on oath or affidavit to the satisfaction of 
the Court that the defendant has a bond fide claim against such plaintiff which can 
be conveniently tried by the Supreme Court, it shall be lawful for the Court in its 
discretion to stay proceedings in the suit so instituted by the absent plaintiff until he 
shall have entered an appearance to anv cross-action instituted by the defendant 
against the absent plaintiff in respect of such claim, upon such terms as justice 
requires. 
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Seal of Court. 

XCVI. — Every writ, summons, warrant, decree, rule, order, notice and other 
document issuing from the Court shall be sealed with the seal of the Court, and be 
returned for the purpose of bein^ filed in Court. 

Publication of Notices. 
XCVII. — In all cases in which the publication of any notice is required, the same 
may be made by advertisement in the Gazette, unless otherwise provided in any 
particular case by this Code, or otherwise ordered by the Court. 

Forme, 

XCVin. — Until special forms shull be prescribed for use under this Code, by any 
general rule or order of Court, and so far as the same may be incomplete, all forms at 
present in use in the Supreme Court, with such variations and additions as may be 
required to be made therein, may be used for the purpose of carrying out the 
provisions of this Code, and shall, as regards the form thereof, be valid and sufficient. 

Amendment of Code. 

XCIX. — Any amendment in the provisions of this Ordinance, whether by way of 
repeal, variation, substitution, or addition, may, if deemed expedient, be made by a 
resolution of the Legislative Council, to be published in the Gazette; and every 
amendment so made and published shall have the same force and effect for all purposes 
as if the same had been made by Ordinance, and shall in like manner come into 
immediate operation, subject to disallowance by Her Majesty. 

Commencement of Ordinance. 

C. — This Ordinance shall commence and lake effect on such day as shall hereafter 
be fixed by proclamation under the hand of the Governor. 



RULES OF THE COLONIAL TREASURY. 

1. — Crown Rents are payable every half year, on the 24!th June and 25th 

December. 

2. — Police, Lighting, and Water Rates are payable in advance, at the commence- 

ment of each quarter. 

3. — Payments at the Treasury to be made from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. (Sundays 

excepted), 

4. — Payments once made by the department, the officers of the Treasury are not 

responsible for any deficiency after receipts have been granted.

GENERAL RULES. 



I. — Two days' notice shall be given of any meeting of Council to each member 
by the Clerk of Councils ; but, in cases of urgency, the Governor may dispense with 
the necessity of the two days' notice. 

Should circumstances occur to render a meeting on any day appointed for the 
same inconvenient, the Council may be adjourned to such early day as the Governor 
shall appoint by a notice in writing, to be transmitted to each member by the 
clerk one day prior to the period which had been appointed. 

XL — The hour of meeting, except under special circumstances, shall be at 2.30 
P.M.; and if any member shall move that the Council do adjourn, and if .nuch motion 
be seconded, it shall be put to the vote. 

III. — No member shall absent himself from Council, without communicating to 
the Governor his inability to attend. 

rV. — As soon as five members, exclusive of the Governor, shall be present after 
the hour appointed for the meeting of Coxincil, the Governor shall take the chair, 
and will direct the clerk to read the minutes of the last meeting, which, having been 
approved, or corrected if necessary, shall be confirmed by the Governor. 

V. — Should a quorum of members not be present at the expiration of fifteea 
minutes from the time for which the Council shall have been summoned on any 
particular day, the meeting shall stand adjourned to such time as shall be directed 
by the Gt)vemor. Notice of the said adjournment shall be sent by the Clerk to the 
Members. 

VI. — Any member desiring the minutes to be corrected, shall propose such 
correction immediately after the minutes are read, and such correction shall be 
forthwith admitted or rejected by the Council. 

VII. — No question shall be asked in Council or proposed for debate without 
notice of at least three days to the Clerk of Councils. All such questions shall be 
entered in a book called The Order Book (which shall be kept by the Clerk), in 
the order of prioritv of time at wbich the same shall have been transmitted. Measures 
proceeding originally from the Governor need not be inserted in the Order Book. 

VIII. — With the exception of questions of privilege, which shall take precedence 
of all others, all business shall be taken in the order in which it appears in the Order 
Book : unless, on motion made by permission of the Governor, and carried, preference 
be given to any particular subject. 

IX. — The Governor shall preserve order, and decide on all disputed points of 
order. 

X. — Every motion or amendment, except for adjournment, must be in writing, 
and must be seconded before it can be put to the vote. 

XI. — No member shall be allowed to read any speech, but may obtain permission 
to introduce documen(ary matter.

XIL — Every member in discussing any question shall address the Governor ; 
and should he wish to allude to the speech or opinion of any other member, should 
avoid employing his name. OflScial members may be designated by their appoint- 
ments. 

Xm. — If two or more members wish to speak at the same time, the Governor 
shall call on the one entitled in his opinion to pre-audience. 

XIV. — On any question being put, every member present is required to give his 
vote in the distinct terms " Aye " or "No," beginning with the junior, — the Clerk 
minuting the vote of each member ; aftf r which he shall declare the number of votes 
for and against the question. 

XV. — Any member may protest in writing against any decision of the Council, 
provided he give notice of his intention immediately after such decision, and that 
such written protest be delivered to the Clerk within seven days after such decision. 
It shall be competent to the Council to expunge any passage deemed offensive in 
such protest. 

XVI. — The members of Council shall have freedom of speech, and shall not at 
any time be questioned by Government for anything they have said therein. 

XV II. — In the general discussion, no member shall be at liberty to speak more 
than once, except in explanation, or on the clauses of a Bill in committee, but a 
reply shall be allowed to a member who has made a substantive motion, not being 
an amendment. 

XVin.>-In the absence of the Governor at any meeting of the Council, the 
member who shall be first in precedence of these present, shall preside and exercise 
all such powers as may be vested in the Governor by these Standing Orders* 

CLEEK OF COUNCIL. 

XIX. — The Clerk, unless otherwise ordered by the Governor, shall read all 
matters brought before the Council. He shall keep a journal in which shall be 
entered, in the order in which they occur, the minutes of the proceedings of the 
Council: 

XX. — All existing and future records and papers, and all papers heretofore or 
hereafter to be laid before the Council, shall be deposited with the Clerk, who shall 
be responsible for the safe custody thereof, and shall have all such papers ready to 
be produced before the Council, whenever the samo may be required by any member, 
and such papers, and the order and journal books, shall be at all reasonable times 
open to the inspection and perusal of any member. 



PETITIONS. 

XXI. — Petitions may be presented to the Governor by any member, immediately 
after the minutes of the previous meeting have been confirmed ; and every member 
presenting a petition, shall satisfy himself that the petition is respectful and deserving 
of presentation. 

XXn. — Any member may move that such petition be read, but in so doing be 
shall state the purport of the petition, with his reasons for wishing it read, and the 
motion being seconded, the question may be put — whether the petition Uiall he 
read?" 

PEOGRESS OP BILLS. 

XXin. — On moving the first reading of every Bill, the gro\inds and reasons 
upon which it is founded shall be stated, either by the Governor, or by any oflBcial 
member called upon by him for the purpose; but no discussion shall take plaee 
thereon. 

XXTV.— Atthe first reading of every Bill, the Clerk shall read the title only, 
and, immediately after, some day may be appointed for the second reading. Except 
in cases of emergency, seven days shall elapse between the first and second reading of 
aBiU. 
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XXV. — Every Bill presented to the Council shall, after the first reading, unleas 
otherwise ordered, be published in the next issue of the Oovemment Gazette ; and a 
printed copy of such Bill shall be furnished to each member with convenient 
despatch. 

XXVI. — All adjournment of the discussion of any question may be moved at 
any time, and if seconded, shall forthwith be put to the vote. 

XXVII. — Any member may propose an amendment at any time during the 
progress of a Bill, but no amendment may be proposed upon an amendment which is 
under discussion. 

XXVIII. — No question can be put to the vote during the discussion of a Bill 
which is substantially the same as one on which the judgment of the Council hets 
already boon expressed, — unless for the purpose of correcting an error, and with the 
consent of the Governor. 

XXIX. — Upon the motion for the second reading of a Bill, its general merits 
and principles shall be discussed, and if such second reading be assented to, the title 
only of the Bill shall be read, and thereupon the Council shall go into committee 
immediately on the clause of such Bill, or shall appoint a future day for that 
purpose. 

XXX. — It shall be competent for the Council, with the consent of the Governor, 
to appoint a special committee for the purpose of examining into and reporting to 
the Council on the clause of any Bill. On the Bill being committed or re-committed, 
the committee shall discuss its several provisions, and any proposed amendments, 
and adjourn such discussions from time to time, as occasion may require. 

XXXI. — After a Bill has been approved in committee, tne question to be put 
shall be, " That this Bill do pass? " and if the question be carried in the affirmatisre, 
the Clerk shall read the title only of the Ordinance. 

XXXII. — When any Bill shall be proposed whereby vested rights and interests 
of property will be unavoidably affected, due notice shall be given to all parties 
concerned by notification in the Qovernmeiit Gazette^ one month before the first 
reading of such Bill ; and such notification shall appear at least three times in the 
said Gazette ; and before going into committee on the said Bill, the same shall be 
published three times in the said Gazette, 

XXXIII. — In cases of emergency, or where no amendments whatever, or only 
amendments of an unimportant nature, shall be proposed to be made to a Bill, it may 
be moved that the Standing Rules relative to the reading and commitment of the Bill 
be suspended ; and if adopted by two-thirds of ihe members present, and sanctioned 
by the Governor, it may b? carried through its several stages at one sitting. 

PRIVATE RIGHTS. ' 

XXXIV. — In any case where individual rights or interests of pioperty may be 
peculiarly affected by any proposed Bill, all parties interested may, on motion made, 
seconded and carried, be heard before the Council, or any committee thereof, either 
in person or by their advocate. 

WITNESSES. 

XXXV. — When it is intended to examine any witnesses, the member, or the 
petitioner, requiring such witnesses, shall deliver to the Clerk a list containing the 
names and residences of such witnesses, at least two days bofore the day appointed 
for their examination. The evidence of every such witness shall be taken down by 
the Clerk and be signed by the witness. 

XXXVI. — The Standing Rules and Orders of the 12th day of July, reSS, are 
hereby rescinded.

GREAT BRITAIN. 



TREATY BETWEEN HER MAJESTY AND THE EMPEROR OF 
CHINA, SIGNED IN THE ENGLISH AND CHINESE 
LANGUAGES, AT NANKING, AUGUST 29, 1842. 



Ratifications Exchanged at Hongkong, June 26, 1843. 



Art. I.— There shall henceforwarcl be peace and friendship between Her Majesty 
the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and his Majesty the 
Emperor of China, and between their respective subjects, who shall enjoy full security 
and protection for their persons and property within the dominions of the other. 

Art. IL— His Majesty the Emperor of China agreesthat British subjects, with their 
families and establishments, shall be allowed to reside, for the purpose of carrying on 
their mercantile pursuits, without molestation or restraint, at the cities and towns of 
Canton, Amoy, Foo-chow-fo:>, Ningpo, and Shanghai ; and Her Majesty the Queen of 
Great Britain, Ac, will appoint superintendents, or consular officers, to reside at each 
of the above-named cities or towns, to be the medium of communication between the 
Chinese authorities and the said merchants, and to see that the just duties and other 
dues of the Chinese Government, as hereafter provided for, are duly discharged by 
Her Britannic Majesty's subjects. 

Art. in. — It being obviously necessary and desirable that British subjects should 
have some port whereat they may careen and refit their ships when required, and keep 
stores for that purpose, his Majesty the Emperor of China cedes to Her Majesty the 
Queen of Great Britain, &c., the Island of Hongkong, to be possessed in perpetuity by 
Her Britannic Majesty, her heirs, and successors, and to be governed by such laws 
and regulations as Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain, &c., shall see fit to direct. 

Art. IV.— The Emperor of China agrees to pay the sum of six millions of dollars, as 
the value of the opium which was d 'livered up at Canton in the month of March, 1839, 
and as a ransom for the lives of Her Britannic Majesty's Superintendent and subjects 
who had been imprisoned and threatened with death by the Chinese high officers. 

Art. v.— TbeGovernmentofChinahavingcompelledtheBritisbmerchantstrading 
at Cantonio deal exclusively with certain Chinese merchants, called Hong merchants (or 
Co-Hong), who had been licensed by the Chinese Government for that purpose, the 
Emperor of China agrees to abolish that practice in future at all ports where British 
merchants may reside, and to permit them to carry on their mercantile transactions 
with whatever persons they please ; and his Imperial Majesty further agrees to pay to 
the British Government the sum of three millions of dollars, on account of debts due 
to British subjects by some of the said Hong merchants, or Co-Hong, who have become 
insolvent, and who owe very large sums of money to subjects of Her Britannic Majesty. 
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Art. VI. — The Government of Her Britannic Majesty having been obliged to send 
out an expedition to demand and obtain redress for the violent and unjust proceedings 
of the Chinese high authorities towards Her Britannic Majesty's officers and subjects, 
the Emperor of China agrees to pay the sum of twelve millions of dollars, on account 
of expenses incurred ; and Her Britannic Majesty's plenipotentiary voluntarily agrees 
on behalf of Her Majesty, to deduct from the said amount of twelve millions of 
dollars, any sum which may have been received by Her Majesty's combined forces, 
as ransom for cities and towns in China, subsequent to the 1st day of August, 1841. 

Art. VIL — It is agre ed that the total amount cf twenty-one millions of dollars^ 
described in the three preceding articles, shall be paid as follows : — 

Six millions iiumediately. 

Six millions in 1843 ; that is, three millions on or before the 30th of June, and 
three millions on or before the 31st of December. 

Five millions in 1844 ; that is, two millions and-a-half on or before the 30th of 
June, and two millions and-a-half on or before the 31st December. 

Four millions in 1845 ; that is, two millions on or before the 30th of June, and 
two millions on or before the 31st of December. 

And it is furth* r stipulated, that interest, at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum, 
shall be paid by the Government of China on any portion of the above sums that are 
not punc tuall y discharged at the periods fixed. 

Art. Viil. — The Emperor of China agrees to release, unconditionally, all subjects 
of HerBritannic Majesty (whether natives of Europe or India), who may be in confine- 
ment at this moment in any part of the Chinese Empire. 

Art. IX. — The Emperor of China agrees to publish and promulgate, under His im- 
perial sign manual and seal, a full and entire amnesty and act of indemnity to all sub- 
jects of China, on account of their having resided under, or having had dealings and 
intercourse with, or having entered the service of Her Britannic Majesty, or of Her 
Majesty's oflicers; and His Imperial Majesty further enorages to release all Chinese 
subjects who may be at this moment in confinement for similar reasons. 

Art. X. — His Majesty the Emperor of China agrees to estaUish at all the ports 
which are, by the second, article of this treaty, to be thrown open for tae resort of 
British merchants, a fair and regular tariff of export and import customs and other 
dues, which tariff shall bt? publicly notified and promulgated for general information ; 
and the Emperor further engages that, when British merchandise shall have • 
once paid at any of the said ports the regulated customs and dues, agreeable to the 
tariff to be hereafter fixed, such merchandise may be conveyed by the Chinese merchants 
to any province or city in the interior of the empire of China, on paying a further 

amount as transit duties, which shall not exceed per cent, on the tariff value of 

such goods. — (See, for Tariff Act, Canton). 

Art. XI. — ItisagreedthatHerBritaiif icMajesty's chief high oflScerin Chinashall 
correspond with tlie Chinese high oflicers,bothatthe capital and in the provinces under 
the term "communication;" the subordinate British olBScers and Chinese highoflScers 
in the provinces under the term " statement,*' on the part of tho former, and on the 
part of the latter, "declaration," and the subordinates of both countries on a footing 
of perfect equality : mei chants and others not holding official situations, and therefore 
not included in the above, on both sides to use the term " representation " in all 
papers addressed to, or intended for, the notice of the respective governments. 

Art. XII. — On theassentof theEmperorofChina tothis tieaty being received, and 
the dischar^»eof the first instalment of money, Her Britannic Majesty's forces will retire 
from Nanking and the Grand Canal, and will no longer molest or stop the trade of 
China. The military post at Chinhae will also be withdrawn ; but the islands of 
Koolangsoo, and that of Chusan, will c »ntinue to be held by Her Majesty's forces 
until the money payments, and the arrangements for opening the ports to British 
merchants, be completed. 

Art. XIII. — The ratification of this treaty by Her Majesty the Queen of Great Bri- 
tain, Ac., and His Majesty the Emporor of China, shall be exchanged as soon as the 
great distance which separates England from China will a i nit ; but, in the meantime, 
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counterpart copies of it, signed and sealed by the plenipotentiaries on behalf of their 
respective sovereigns, shall be mutually delivered, and all its provisions and arrange- 
ments shall take effect. 

Done at Nanking, and signed and sealed by the plenipotentiaries on board Her 
Britannic Majesty's ship CamtvaUis, this 29th day of August, 1842 ; corresponding 
with Chinese date, twenty-fourth day of seventh month, in the twenty-second year 
of Taou Kwang.

CONTENTION AND TREATY OF PEACE BETWEEN GREAT 
BRITAIN AND CHINA, 1858-1860. 

Proclamation. 

The Earl of Elgin and Kincardine, K.T., G.C.B., Her Britannic Majesty's Special 
Ambassador in China, Ac, &c., has much satisfaction in informing Her Majesty's 
subjects in China that a Convention for I'e-establishment of Peace between Great 
Britain and China was concluded, and the Ratification of the Treaty of Tientsin of 
the Year 1868, duly exchanged at Peking, ou the 24th of October, 1860. 

The Earl of Eli^in now publishes for general information the text of the said 
Convention and Treaty, together with the text of the tariff and rules which form part 
of the Treaty, and were agreed to by him and the Plenipotentiaries of the Emperor 
of China at Shanghai, on the 8th of November, 1858. 

The Earl of Elgin trusts that by a considerate treatment of the natives with 
whom they may come into contact, and a f lithful observance of their obligations 
towards tlie Chinese Gevernment, Her Majesty's subjects i» China will do what in 
them lies to reconcile the people and authorities of China to the changes in their 
relations with foreigners which are about to be introduced under the international 
compacts herewith promulgated — chanties which, if they be carried into effect in 
such manner as to afford greater scope to the commercial activity of the Chinese 
people, without doing unnecessary violence to their habits and traditions, will, it may 
be hoped, prove beneficial to them, and to all who have dealings with them. 

Due notice vrill be given whenever the arrangements for carrying into execution 
the provisions of this Convention and Treaty, at the Ports thereby opened to British 
Trade, shall be completed.

CONVENTION OP PEACE BETWEEN HER MAJESTY AND 
THE EMPEROR OF CHINA. ^ 

Signed at Peking, 24th October, 1860. 
Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, and His Imperial Majesty 
the Empc?ror of China, being alike desirous to bring to an end the misunderstanding 
at present existing between their respo .'tive Governments, an 1 1'> secur.^ their relations 
against further interruption, have tor this purpose appointed Plenipotentiaries, that 
is to say : — 
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Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, the Earl of El^n and 
Kincardine; and His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China, His Imperial Highness 
the Prince of Kung; who having met and communicated tu each other their full 
powers, and finding these to be in proper form, have agreed upon the following 
Conver tion, in Nine Articles: — 

Art. I. — A breach of triendly relations having been occa^jioned by the act of the 
Garrison of Taku, which obstructed Her Britannic Majesty's E^presentative when on 
his way to Peking, for the purpose of exu*hangin^ the ratifications of the Treaty of 
Peace, concluded at Tientsin in the month of June, one thousand eight hundred and 
fifky-eight, His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China expresses his deep regret at 
the misunderstanding so occasioned. 

Art. II. — It is further expressly declared, tliat the arrangement entered into at 
Shanghai, in the month of October, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight, 
between Her Britannic Majesty's Ambassador the Earl of Elgin and Kincardine, and 
His Imperial Majesty's Commissioners Kweiliang and Hwashana, regarding the 
residence of Her Britannic Majesty's Representative in China, is hereby cancelle l, and 
that, in accordance with Article III. of the Treaty of one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty-eight, Her Britannic Mijesty's Representative will henceforward reside 
permanently or occasionally, at Peking, as Her Britannic Mijesty shall be pleased to 
decide. 

Art. m. — It is agreed that the separati Article of the Treaty of one thousand 
eight hundred and fifby-ei^ht is hereby annulled, and that in lieu of the amount of 
indemnity therein specified, His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China shall pay 
the sum of eight millions of taels, in the following proportions or instalments, na'uely, 
— at Tientsin, on or before the 30th day of November, the sum of five hundred 
thousand taels ; at Canton, on or before the first day of Dacembar, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty, three hundred and thirty-three thousand and thirty-thrae taels, 
leas the sum which shall have be*^n advanced by the Cinton authorities towirds the 
completion of the British Factory site of Sham^en; and tha remainder at the ports 
open to foreign trade, in quarterly payments, which shall consist of one- fifth of 
the gross revenue from Customs there collected; the first of the said payments being 
dae on the thirty-first day of December, one thousand eight hundred and sixty, for 
the quarter terminating on that day. 

It is further agreed that these moneys shall be pi>id into the hauls of an officer 
whom Her Britannic Majesty's Representative shall specially appoint to receive them, 
and that the accuracy of the amounts shall, before payment, be duly ascertained by 
British and Chinese officers appointed to discharge this duty. 

In order to prevent future discussion, it is moreover declared t'aat of the eight 
millions of taels herein guiranteed, two millions will be appropriated to the 
indemnification of the British Mercantile Community at Canton, for losses sustained 
by them; and the remaining six millions to the liquidation of war expenses. 

Art. IV. — ^It is agreed that on the d*y on which this Convention is signed, His 
Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China shall open the port of Tientsin to trade, and 
that it shall ba thereafter competent to British subjects to reside and trade there, 
under the same conditions as at any other port of China by Treaty open to trade. 

Art. V. — As soon as the ratifications of the Treaty of one thousand eight hunlred 
and fifty-eight shall have been exchanged. His Imperial Majesty the Emparor of 
China, will, by decree, command the hi/,h authoritiis of every province to proclaim 
throughout their jurisdictions that Chinese, in choosing to take service in British 
Colonies or other parts beyond sea, are at perfect lib3rty to enter into engagements 
with British subjects for that purpose, and to ship themselves and their families on 
board any British vessels at the open ports of China; also, that the hi^h authorities 
aforesaid shall, in concert with Her Britannic Majesty's Representative in China, 
frame such regulations for the protection of Cninese emigrating as above as the 
Circumstances of the different open ports may demand. 

Art. VI. — With sc view to the mxintenmo of law ani order in and about the 
harbour of Kmgkmg, His Imperial Mijesty the E np3ror of China agrees to ce le ta 
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Her Majestj the Quren of Great Britain and Ireland, Her heirs and succeBsors, to 
have and to hold as a dependency of Her Britannic Majesty's Colony of Hongkong^ 
that portion of the township of Kowloon, in the province of Kwang-tung, of which 
a lease was granted in perpetuity to Harry Smith Parkes, Esquire, Companion of the 
Bath, a Member of the Allied Commission at Canton, on bel^alf of Her Britannic 
Majesty's Government, by Lau Tsung-kwang, Governor-General of the Two Kwang. 

It is further declared that the lease in question is hereby cancelled, that the . 
claims of any Chinese to property on the said portion of Kowloon shall be duly 
investigated by a mixed Commission of British and Chinese officers, and that 
compen sation shall be awarded by the British Government to any Chinese whose claim 
shall be by that said Commission established, should his removal be deemed 
necessary by the British Government. 

Art. VII. — It is agreed that the provisions of the Treaty of one thousand^ eight 
hundred and fifty-eight, except in so far as these are modified by the present 
Convention, shall without delay come into operation as soon as the ratifications of the 
Treaty aforesaid shall have been exchanged. It is further agreed, that no separate 
ratification of the present Convention shall be necessary, but that it shall take effect 
from the date of its signature, and be equally binding with the Treaty above mentioned 
on the high contracting parties. 

Art. Vni. — It is agreed that, as soon as the ratifications of the Treaty of the 
year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight shall have been exchanged. His 
Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China shall, by decree, command the high authorities 
in the capital, and in the provinces, to print and publish the aforesaid Treaty and the 
present Convention, for general information. 

Art. IX. — It is aerei d that, as soon as the Convention shall have been signed, 
the ratification of the Treaty of the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight 
shall have been exchanged, and an Imperial Decree respecting the publication of the 
said Convention and Trtaty shall have been promulj^jated, as provided for by Article 
VIII. of this Convention, Chusan shall be evacuated by Her Britannic Majesty's troops 
there stationed, and Her Britannic Majesty's force now before Peking shall commence 
its marcb towards the city of Tientsin, the forts of Taku, the nojrth coast of Shan*tung, 
and city of Canton, at each or all of which places, it shall be at tlie option of Her 
Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, to retain a force, until the indemnity 
of eight millions of taels, guaranteed in Article HI., shall have been paid. 

Done at Peking, in the Court of the Board of Ceremonies, on the twenty- fourth 
day of October, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty.

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
and His Majesty the Emperor of China, being desirous to put an end to the existing 
misnnderstanding between the two countries, and to place their relations on a more 
satis&ctory footing in future, have resolved to proceed to a revision and improvement 
of the Treaties existing between them ; and, for that purpose, have named as their 
Plenipotentiaries, that is to say : — 

Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, the Eight Honourable the 
Earl of Elgin and Kincardine, a Peer of the United Kingdom, and Knight of the 
Most Ancient and Most Noble Order of the Thistle ; 

And His Majesty the Emperor of China, the High Commissioners Kweiliangr, a 
Senior Chief Secretary of State, styled of East Cabinet, Captain-General of the Plain 
White Banner of the Manchu Banner Force, Superintendent-General of the 
Administration of Criminal Law ; and Hwashana, one of His Imperial Majesty's 
Expositors of the Classics, Manchu President of the office for the regulation of the 
Civil Establishment, Captain -General of the Bordered Blue Banner of the Chii.ese 
Banner Force, and visitor of the office of Interpretation ; 

Who, after having communicated to each other their respective full powers, and 
found them to be in good and due form, have agreed upon ai d concluded the following 
Articles : 

Art. I. — The Treaty of Peace and Amity between the two nations, sijned at 
Nanking on the twenty-ninth day of August, in the year eighteen hundred and forty- 
two, is hereby renewed and confirmed. 

The Supplementary Treaty and General Regulations of Trade i'avin<^ been 
amended and improved, and the substance of their provisions having been incorporated 
in this Treaty, the said Supplementary Treaty and General Regulations of Trade are 
hereby abrogated. 



Queen of Great Britain and His Majesty the Emperor of Cbina mutually agree that, 
in accordance with the universal practice of great and friendly nations. Her Majesty 
the Queen may, if she see fit, appoint Ambassadors, Ministers, or otber Diplomatic 
Agents to the Court of Peking ; and His Majesty the Emperor of China may, in like 
manner, if he see fit, appoint Ambassadors, Ministers, or otber Diplomatic Agents to 
the Court of St. James. 




future, Her Majesty the 
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Art. nr. — His Majesty the Emperor of China hereby agrees that the Ambassador, 
Minister, or other Diplomatic Agent, so appointed by Her Majesty the Queen of 
Great Britain, may reside, with his family and establishment, permanently at the 
capital, or may visit it occasionally at the option of the British Government. He 
shall not be called upon to perform any ceremony derogatory to him as representing 
the Sovereign of an independent nation on a footing of equality with that of China. 
On the other hand, he shall use the same forms of ceremony and respect to His 
Majesty the Emperor as are employed by the Ambassadors, Ministers, ox Diplomatic 
Agents of Her Majesty towards the Sovereigns of independent and equal European 
nations. 

It is further agreed, that Her Majesty's Government may acquire at Peking a 
site for building, or may hire houses for the accommodation of Her Majesty's Mission, 
and that the Chinese Government will assist it in so doing. 

Her Majesty's Representative shall be at liberty to choose his own servants and 
attendants, who shall not be subjected to any kind of molestation whatever. 

Any person guilty of disrespect or violence to Her Majesty's Representative, or to 
any member of his family or establishment, in deed or word, shall be severely punished. 

Art, IV. — It is further agreed that no obstacle or difficulty shall be made to the 
free movement of Her Majesty's Representative, and that he, and the persons of his 
suite, may come and go, and travel at their pleasure. He shall moreover, have full 
liberty to send and receive his correspondence to and from any point on the sea-coast 
that he may select ; and his letters and effects shall be held sacred and inviolable. 
He may employ, for their transmission, special couriers, who shall meet with the same 
protection and facilities for travelling as the persons employed in carrying despatches 
for the Imperial Government ; and, generally, he shall enjoy the same privileges as 
are accorded to officers of the same rank by the usage and consent of Western nations. 

All expenses attending the Diplomatic mission of Great Britain shall be borne 
by the British Government. 

Art. V. — His Majesty the Emperor of China agrees to nominate one of the 
Secretaries of State, or a President of one of the Boards, as the high officer with 
whom the Ambassador, Minister, or other Diplomatic Agent of Her Majesty the Queen 
«hall transact business, either personally or in writing, on a fooling of perfect equality. 

Art. VI. — Her Majesty the Queen of Groat Britain agrees that the privileges 
liereby secured shall be enjoyed in her dominions by the Ambassadors, Ministers, or 
Diplomatic Agents of the Emperor of China, accredited to tlie Court of Her Majesty. 

Art. VII. — Her Majesty the Queen may app nnt one or more Consuls in the 
dominions of the Emperor of China ; and such Consul or Consuls shall be at liberty 
to reside in any of the open ports or cities of China, as Her Majesty the Queen may 
consider most expedient for the interests of British commerce. They sLall be treated 
with due respect by the Chinese authorities, and enjoy the same privileges and 
immunities as the Consular Officers of the most favoured nation. 

Consuls, and Vice-Consuls in charge, shall rank with lotendants of Circuit ; Vice- 
Oonsuls, Acting Vice-Consuls, and Interpreters, with Preft^cts, They shall have access 
to the official residences of these officers, communicate with them, either personally or 
in writing, on a footing of equality, as the interests of the public service may require. 

Art. VIII. — The Christian religion, as professed by Protestants or Bomw 
Catholics, inculcates the practice of virtue, and teaches man to do as he would be 
done by. Persons teaching it or professing it, therefore, shall alike be entitled to the 
protection of the Chinese authorities, nor shall any such, peaceably pursuing their 
calling and not offending against the laws, be persecuted or interfered with. 

Art. IX. — British subjects are hereby authorised to travel, for their pleasure or 
for purposes of trade, to all parts of the interior, under passports which will be issued 
by their Consuls, and countersigned by the local authorities. These passports, if 
demanded, must be produced for examination in the localities passed through 
the passport be not irregular, the bearer will be allowed to proceed, and noopposi 
shall be offered to his hiring persons, or hiring vessels for the carriage of his bagj^ 
or merchandise. If he be without a passport, or if he commit any offence against 
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, be shall be banded over to the nearest Consul for punish meat, but he must not 
subjected to any ill-usage in excess of necessary restraint. No passports need be 
►lied for by persons going on examinations from the ports open to trade to a 
baxice not exceeding 100 U, and for a period not exceeding five days. 

The provisions of this Article do not apply to crews of ships, for the due restraint 
?vrhom regulations will be drawn up by tne Consul and the local authoriti(S. 

To Nanking, and other cities, disturbed by persons in arms against the 
vernment, no pass shall be given, uhtil they shall have been recaptured. 

Art. X. — British merchant-ships shall have authority to trade upon the Great 
rer (Yang-tsze). The Upper and Lower Valley of the river being, however,, 
turbed by outlaws, no port shall be for the present opened to trade, with the 
eption of Chinkiang, which shall be opened in a year from the date of the signing 
bbiq Treaty. 

So soon as peace shall have been restoied, British vessels shall also be admitted 
trade at such ports as far as Hankow, not exceeding three in number, as the British 
nister, after consultation with the Chinese Secretary of State, may determine shall 
ports of entry and dischar^je. 

Art. XI. — In addition to the cities and towns of Canton, Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo 
d Shanghai, opened by the Treaty of Nanking, it is agreed that British subjects 
iy frequent the cities and ports of Newchwang, Tanij-Chow (Chefoo), Taiwan 
'orinosa), Chao-Chow (Swatow), and Kiung-chow (Hainan). 

They are permitted to carry on trade with whomsoever they please, and to proceed 
and from at pleasure with their vessels and merchandise. 

They shall enjoy the same privileges, advantages, and immunities at the said 
WD a and ports as they enjoy at the ports already opened to trade, including the right 
residence, of buyinsf or renting houses, of leasing land therein, and of building 
mrches, hospitals, and cemeteries. 

Art. XII. — British subjects, whether at the ports or at other places, desiring to 
aild or open houses, warehouses, churches, hospitals, or burial grounds shall make 
leir agreement for the land or buildings they require, at the rates prevailing among 
le people, equitably, and without exaction on either side. 

Art. XIII. — The Chinese Qovemment will place no restrictions whatever upon 
16 employment by British subjects of Chinese subjects, in any lawful capacity. 

Art. XIV. — British subjects may hire whatever boats they please for the transport 
I goods or passengers, and the sum to be paid for such boats shall be settled between 
)e parties themselves, without the interference of the Chinese Q-overnment. The 
umber of these boats shall nob be limited, nor shall a monopoly in respect either of 
18 boats or of the porters or cooUes engaged in carrying the goods, be granted to any 
etrties. If any smuggling takes place in them, the offenders will, of course^ bt> 
miished according to law. 

Art. XV. — All questions in regard to rights whether of property or person, arising 
etween British subjects, shall be subject to the jurisdiction cf the British authorities. 

Art. XVI. — Chinese subjects who may be guilty of any criminal act towards 
Irilish subjects shall be arrested and punished by Chinese authorities according to the 
uirs of China. 

British subjects who may commit any crime in China, shall be tried and punished 
y the Consul, or other public functionary authorised thereto, according to the laws of 
mo^t Britain. 

Justice ^hall be equitably and impartially administered on both sides. 
Art. XVII. — A British subject, having reason to complain of a Chinese, must 
ioceed to the Consulate, and state bis grievance. The Consul will inquire into the 
Merits of the case, and do his utmost to arrange it amicably. In like manner, if a 
Biinese have reason to complain of a British subject, the Consul shall no less listen 
ft his oomplaiuty and endeavour to settle it in a friendly manner. If disputes take 
|ace of such a nature that the Consul cannot arrange them amicably, then be shall 
Kquest the assistance of the Chinese authorities, that they may together examine 
kito the merits of the case, and decide it equitably. 
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Alt. XVIII.— The Chinese authorities shall at all times afford the fullest 
protection to the persons and property of British subjects, whenever these shall havB 
been subjected to insult or violer)ce. In all cases of incendiarism or robbery, the 
local authorities sball at once take the necessary steps for the recovery of the stolen 
property, the suppression of disorder, and the an est of the guilty parties, whom they 
will punish according to law. 

Art. XIX. — If any Biitish merchant-vessel, while within Chinese waters, be 
plundered by robbers or pirates, it shall bo the duty of the Chinese authorities to use 
every endeavour to capture and punish the sail r(»bbers or pirates and recover tho 
stolen pi'opi rty, that it may be handed over to the Consul for restoration to the 
owner. 

Art. XX. — If any British vessel be at any time wrecked or stranded on the coast 
of China, or be compelled to take refuge in any port within the dominions of the 
Emperor of China, the Chinese authorities on being apprised of the fact shall 
imn ediately adopt measures for its relief and security ; the persons on board shall 
leceive friendly treatment, and shall be furnished, if necessary, with the means of 
conveyance to the nearest Consular station. 

Art. XXI. — If criminals, subjects of China, shall take refuge in Hongkong or 
on board the British ships there, th* y shall, upon due requisition by the Chinese 
authorities, be searched for, and, on proof of their guilt, be delivered up. 

In like manner, if Chinese offenders take refuge in the houses or on board the 
vessels of British subjects at the open ports, they shall not be hai-boured or concealed, 
but shall be delivered up, on due requisition by the Chinese authorities, addressed to 
the British Consul, 

Art. XXIL — Should any Chinese subject fail to discharge d^bts incurred to a 
British subject, or should he fraudulently abscond, the Chinese authorities will do their 
utmost to effect his arrest, and enforce recovery of the debts. The British authorities 
will likewise do their utmost to bring to justice any British subject fraudulently 
absconding or failing to discharge debts incurred by him to a Chinese subject. 

Art. XXIII. — Should natives of China who may repair to Hongkong to trade, 
incur debts there, the recovery of such debts must be arranged for by the British 
Court of Justice on the spot ; but should the Chinese debtors abscond, and be known 
to have property, real or personal, within the Chinese territory, it shall be the duty of 
the Chinese authorities, on application by, and in concert with, the British Consul, to 
do their utmost to see justice done between the parties. 

Art. XXIV. — It is agreed that British subjects shall pay, on all merchandise 
imported or exported by them, the duties prescribed by the tariff; but in no case shall 
they be called upon to pay other or higher duties than are required of the subjects of 
any other foreign nation. 

Art. XXV. — Import duties shall be considered payable on the landing of the 
goods, and duties of export on the shipment of the same. 

Art. XXVI.— Whereas the tariff fixed by Article X. of the Treaty of Nanking 
and which was estimated so as to impose on imports and exports a duty of about the 
rate of five per cent, ad valorem y has been found, by reason of the fall in value of 
various articles of merchandise, therein enumerated, to impose a duty upon these 
considerably in excess of rate originally assumed, as above, to be a fair rate, it is agreed 
that the said tariff shall be revised, and that as soon as the Treaty shatSijave been 
signed, application shall be made to the Emperor of China to depute a highrftcer of 
the Board of Eevenue to meet, at Shanghai, officers to be deputed on behalf >f the 
British Government, to consider its revision together, so that the tariff, as nsvised, 



may come into operation immediately after the ratification of this Treaty. ' 

Art. XXVn. — It is agreed that either of the high contracting partieaf to the 
Treaty may demand a further revision of tariff, and of the Commercial Article of this 
Treaty, at the end of ten years ; but if no demand be made on either side within six 
months after the end of the first ten years, then the tariff shall remain inWyjQe for 
ten years more, reckoned from the end of the preceding ten years; and so i||ktshaU ^ 
at the end of each successive ten years. |ii 
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Art. XXVm. — Wbereas it was agreed in Article X. of the Treaty of Nanking 
that British imports, having paid the tariff duties, should be conveyed into the interior 
free of all further charges, except a transit duty, the amount wht reof was not to 
exceed a certain percentage on tariff value ; and whereas no accurate information 
having been furnished of the amount of such duty, British merchants have constantly 
complained that charges are suddenly and arbitrarily imposed by the provincial 
authorities as transit duties upon produce on its way to the foreign market, and on 
imports on their way into the interior, to the detriment of trade ; it is agreed that 
within four months from the signing of this Treaty, at all ports* now open to British 
trade, and within a similar period at all ports that may hereafter be opened, the 
authority appointed to superintend the collection of duties shall be obliged, upon 
application of Consul, to declare the amount of duties leviable on produce between 
the places of production and the port of shipment, and upon imports between the 
Consular port in question and the inland market named by the Consul ; and 
that a notification thereof shall be published in English and Chinese for general 
information. 

But it shall be at the option of any British subject desiring to convey produce 
purchased inland to a port, or to convey imports from a port to an inland market, to 
clear his gocds of all transit duties, by payment of a single charge. The amount of 
this charge shall be leviable on exports at the first barrier they may have to pass, or, 
on imports, at the port at which they are landed ; and on payment thereof a certificate 
shall be issued, which shall exemptthe goods from all further inland charges whatsoever. 

It is further agr> ed that the amount of this charge shall be calculated, as nearly 
a3 possible, at the rate of two and-a half per cent, ad valorem, and that it shall be fixed 
for each article at the conference to be held at Shanghai for the revision of the tariff. 

It is distinctly understood that the payment of transit dues, by commutation or 
otherwise, shall in no way affect the tariff duties on imports, or exports, which will 
continue to be levied separately and in full. 

Art. XXIX. — British merchant vessels, of more than one hundred and fifty tons 
burden, shall be charged tonnage dues at the rate of four mace per ton ; if of one 
hundred and fifty tons and under, they shall be charged at the rate of one mace per ton. 

Any vessel clearing, from any of the open ports of China for any other of the opeu 
ports, or for Hongkong, 'shall be entitled, on application of the master, to a special 
certificate from the Customs, on exhibition of which she shall be exempted from all 
further payment of tonnage-dues in any open port of China, for a period of four months, 
to be reckoned from the date of her port-clearance. 

Art. XXX. — The master of any British merchant-vessel may, within forty-eight 
hours after the arrival of bis vessel, but not later, decide to depart without breaking 
bulk, in which case he will not be subject to pay tonnage-dues. But tonnage-dues 
shall be held due after the expiration of the said forty-eight hours. No other fees or 
charge upon entry or departure shall be levied. 

Art. XXXI. — No tonuage-dues shall be payable on boats employed by British 
subjects in the conveyance of passengers, baggage, letters, articles of provision, or 
other articles not subject to duty, between any of the open ports. All cargo-boats, 
however, conveying merchandise subject to duty shall pay tonnage-dues once in four 
months, at the rate of one mace per register ton. 

Art. XXXn. — The Consul and Superintendent of Customs shall consult together 
regarding the erection of beacons or lighthouses, and the distribution of buoys and 
hghtships, a3 occasion may demand. 

Art. XXXIII. — Duties shall be paid the bankers, authorized by the Chinese 
Oovernment to receive the same in its behalf, either in sycee or in foreign money, 
according to the assay made at Canton on the thirteenth of July, one thousand eight 
hundred and forty-three. 

Art. XXXrV. — Sets of standard weights and measures, prepared according to 
the standard issued to the Canton Custom-house by the Board of Eevenue, shall be 
delivered by the Superintendent of Customs to the Consul at each port, to secure 
uniformity and prevent confusion. 
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Art. XXXV. — Any British merchant vessel arriving at one of the open ports 
shall be at liberty to engage the services of a pilot to take her into port. In like 
manner, after she bas discharged all legal dues and duties and is ready to take ber 
departure, she shall be allowed to select a pilot to conduct her out of port. 

Art. XXXVI. — Whenever a British merchant vessel shall arrive off one of the 
open ports, the Superintendent of Customs shall depute one or more Customs' officers 
to guard the ship. They shall either live in a boat of their own, or stay on board the 
ship, as may best suit their convenience. Their food and expenses shall be supplied 
them from the Custcm-house, and they shall not be entitled to any fees whatever 
from the master or consignee. Should they violate this regulation, they shall be 
punished proportionately to the amount exacted. 

Art. XXXVn. — Within twenty-four hours after the arrival, the ship's papers, 
bills of lading, &c., shall be lodged in the bands of the Consul, who will within a 
further period of twenty-four hours report to the Superintendent of Custo ms the name 
of the ship, her registered tonnage, and the nature of ht r cargo. If, owing to neglect 
on the part of the master, the above rule is not complied with, within forty-eight 
hours after tBe ship's arrival, he shall be 1 able to a fine of fifty taels for every day's 
delay ; the total amount of penalty, however, shall n(»t exceed two hundred taels. 

The master will be responsible for the correctness of the manifest, which shall 
contain a full and true account of the particulars of the cargo on board. For 

E resenting a false manifest, he will subject himseU to a fine of five hundred taels; but 
e will be allowed to correct, within twenty-four hours after delivery of it to the Customb' 
officers, any mistake be may discover in his manifest, without incurring this penalty. 

Art. XXXVin. — After receiving from the Consul the report in due form, the 
Superintenilent of Customs shall grant the vessel a permit to open hatches. If the 
master shall open hatches, and bt gin to discharge any goods without such permission, 
he sliall be fined five hundred taels, and the goods discharged shall be confiiscated 
wholly. 

Art. XXXIX. — Any British merchant who has cargo to land or ship, must apply ' 
to the Superintendent of Cu-toms for a special permit. Cargo landed or shippe<l 
without such permit, will be liable to confiscation. 

Art. XL. — No transhipment from one vessel to another can be made without 
special permission, under {yain of confiscation of the goods so transhipped. 

Art. XLI. — When all duos and duties shall have been paid, the Superintendent 
of Customs shall give a port-clearance, and the Consul shall then return the ship's 
papers, so that she may depart on ber voyage. 

Art. XUI. — With respict to articles subject, according to the tariff, to an od! 
valorem duty, if the British merchant cannot agree with the Chinese officer in affirin^ 
a value, then each party shall call two or three merchants to look at the goods, and 
the highest price at which any of these merchants would be willing to purchase them 
shall be assumed as the value of the goods. 

Art. XLIII. — Duties shall be charged upon the tet weight of each article, 
making a deduction for the tare, weight of congee, &c. To fix the tare on any articles, 
such as tea, if the British merchant cannot agree with the Custom-house officer, then 
each party shall choose so many chests out of every hundred, which being first 
weighed in gross, shall afterwards be tared, and the average tare upon these chests 
shall be assumed as the tare upon the whole ; and upon this principle shall the tare 
be fixed upon all other goods and packages. If there should be any other points in 
dispute which cannot be settled, the British merchant may appeal to bis Consul, who 
^ll communicate the particulars of the case to the Superintendent of Customs, that 
it may be equitably arranged. But the appeal must be made within twenty-four 
houis or it will sot be attended to. While such points are still unsettled, tbe 
Superint^dent of Customs shall postpone the insertion of the same in his books. 

- Art. XUV. — Upon all damaged goods a fair reduction of duty shall be allowed, 
proportionate to their deterioration. If any disputes arise, they shall be settled in the 
manner pointed out in the clause of this Treaty having reference to articles whieh 
pay duty ad valorem. 
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Art. XLV. — British raercbaots who may have imported mt rchandise into any of 
the open ports, and paid the duty thereon, if they desire to re-export the same, shall 
be entitled to make application to the Superintendent of Customs, who in order to 
prevent fraud on the revenue, shall cause examination to be made by suitable officers, 
to seo that the duties paid on such goods, as entered in the Custom-house books, 
correspond with the representation made, and that the goods remain with their 
original marks unchanged. He shall then make a memorandum on the port-clearance 
of the goo- Is, and of the amount of duties paid, and deliver the same to the merchant, 
and shall also certify the facts to the officers of Customs of the othi r p^Tts. All which 
beinj? done, on the arrival in port of the vessi lin which the goods are ladt^n, everything 
being found on examination there to correspond, she shall be permitted to break bulk, 
and land the said goods, without bring subject to the payment of any additional duty 
thereon. But if, on such examination, the Superintendent of Customs shall de tect 
any fraud on the revenue in the case, then the goods shall be subject to confiscation 
by the ChiECSe Government. 

British merchants desiring to re-export dutv-^aid imports to a foreign counlry 
shall be entitled, on complying with the same conditions as in the case of re-exporta- 
tion to another port in China, to a draw )aek-c"^rtificale, which shall be a valid tender 
to tlie Customs in payment of import or export duties. 

Pc reign grain brought into any port of China in a British ship, if no part thereof 
Las been landed, may be re-exported without hindrance. 

Art. XLVI. — The Chinese authorities at t ach port shall adopt the means tVey 
may judge most proper to prevent the revenue suffering from fraud or smupgli'.$r. 

Art. XLVII. — British merchant-vessels are not outith d to resort to other than 
the ports of trade declared open by ibis Treaty, they are not unlawfully to enter other 
ports in China or to carry on clandestine trade along the coast thereof. Any vessel 
violating this provision, shall, with her cargo, be subject to confiscation by the Chinesa 
Qovtmment. 

Art. XL VIII. — If any British merchant-vessel bo concerned in smuggling, the 
goods, whatever their value or nature, shall be subject to confiscation by the Chinese 
authorities, and the ship may be prohibited from trading further, and sent away as 
soon as her account shall have been adjusted and paid. 

Art. XLIX. — All penalties enforced, or confiscations made, under this Treaty, 
shall belong and be appropriated to the puMic service of the Government of China. 

Art. L. — All official communications, addressed by the Diplomatic and Consular 
Agents of Her Majesty the Queen to the Chinese authoriti* s, shall, hencefort'i, be written 
in English. They will for the present be accompanied hy a Chinese version, but it is 
understood that, in the event of there being any diffi rence of meaning between the 
English and Chinese text, the English Government will hold the sense as expressed in 
the English text to be the corn ct sense. This provision is to apply to the Treaty now 
negotiated, the Chinese text of which has been carefully correctedby the English oi iginal. 

Art. LI. — It is agreed henceforward the character ^ (barbarian) shallnot be 
applied to the Government or subjects of Her Britannic Majesty, in any Chinese official 
document issued by the Chinese authorities, either in the capital or in the provinces. 

Art. LII. — British ships of war coming for no hostile purpose, or beinj^ engaged 
in the pursuit of pirates, shall be at liberty to visit all ports within the dominions of 
the Emperor of China, and shall receive every facility for tlie purchase of provisions, 
procuring water, and, if occasion require, for the making of repairs. The commanders 
of such ships shall hold intercourse with the Chinese authorities, on terms of equality 
and courtesy. 

Art. LIII. — In consideration of the injury sustained by native and foreign 
commerce from the prevalence of piracy in the seas of China, the high contracting 
parties agree to concert measures for its suppression. 

Art. LIV.— The British Government and its subjects are hereby confirmed in all 
privileges, immunities, and advantages conferred on them by previous Treaties ; and 
it is hereby expressly stipulated that the British Government and its subjects will be 
allowed free and equal participation, in all privileges, immunities, and advantages that 
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may have been, or may be hereafter, granted by His Majesfy the Emperor of China 
to the Government or subjects of any other nation. 

Art. LV. — In evidence of Her desire for tbe continuance of a friendly under- 
standing, Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain consents to include in a Sepaarate 
Article, which shall be in every respect of equal validity with the Articles of this 
Treaty, the conditions affecting indemnity for expenses incurred and losses sustained 
in tbe matter of tbe Canton question. 

Art. LVI. — The ratifications of this Treaty, under the hand of Her Majesty the 
Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, and His Majesty the Emperor of China, respec- 
tively, shall be exchanged at Peking, within a year from this day of signature. 

In token wbereof, the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed and sealed this 
Treaty. Done at Tientsin, this twenty-sixth day of June, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight ; corresponding with the Chinese date, the 
sixteenth day, fifth moon, of the eighth year of Hien Fung.

Separate Article annexed to the Treaty concluded between Greai Britain and China on the 
twenty-sixth day of June^ in the year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Fifty-eight. 

It is hereby agreed that asumoftwomillions of taels,onaccountofthelosses sustained 
by British subjects through the misconduct of the Chinese authorities at Canton, and a 
further sum of two millions of taels on account of the Military expenses of theexpedition 
which Her Majesty the Queen has been compelled to send out for the purpose of obtaining 
redress, and of enforcing the due observance of Treaty provisions, shall be paid to Her 
Majesty's Representative in China by tlie authorities of the Kwang Tung province. 

The necessary arrangements with respect to the time and mode of efitecting 
these payments shall be determined by Her Majesty's Representative, in concert with 
the Chinese authorities of Kwang Tung. 

When the above amounts shall have been discharged in full, the British forces will 
be withdrawn from the city of Canton. Done at Tientsin, this twenty-sixth day of June 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight, corresponding with 
the Chinese date, the sixteenth dav, fifth moon, of the eighlJ| year of Hien Fung.

AGREEMENT IN PURSUANCE OF ARTICLES 26 AND 28 OP THE 

TREATY OF TIENTSIN. 
Signed at Shanghai, 8th November, 1858. 

Whereas it was provided, by the Treaty of Tientsin, that a conference should be 
held at Shanghai between Officers deputed by the British Government on the one part, 
and by the Chinese Government on the other part, for the purpose of determining the 
amount of tariff duties and transit dues to be henceforth levied, a conference has been 
held accordingly; and its proceedings having been submitted to the Right Honourable 
the Earl of Elgin and Kincardine, High Commissioner and Plenipotentiary of Her 
Majesty the Queen, on the one part : and to Kweilianjj, Hwashana, Ho Kwei-tsing, 
Ming-shen, and Twan Ching-shih, High Commissioners and Plenipotentiaries of His 
Imperial Majesty the Emperor, on the other part, these High Officers have agreed 
and determined upon the revised Tariff hereto appended, the rate of transit dues 
therewith declared, together with other Rules and Regulations for the better explana- 
tion of the Treaty aforesaid ; and do hereby agree that the said Tariff and Rules — ^the 
latter being in ten Articles, thereto appended — shall be equally binding on the 
Government and subjects of both countries with the Treaty itself. 

In witness whereof, they hereto affix their Seals and Signature. 

Done at Shanghai, in the Province of Kiangsu, this eighth day of November in 
the year of our Lord eighteen hundred and fifty-eight, being the third day, of the 
tenth moon, of the eighth year of the reign of Hien Fung.

TEA. — Coarse unfired Japanese Tea imported for local consumption. — Since February. 1861, 
it has been the practice of the Shanghai Outitonia to charge duty ad valorem on Tea of thia 
description. 

Tea imparted from Japan for the purpose of being r^ed and re-exported to a Foreign country.-^ 
Since the Ist of April, 1861, Japanese Tea imported for re-exp;>rtation has been dealt with at 
Shanghai according to the following rale : — 

" Tea import^ into this port from Japan for the pnrpose of being refired and re-exported to 
a Foreign country will be allowed a retraction on the aclnal weight imported of Twenty per cent« 
on the Import daty> and when re-exported a Prawback Certificate for the entire amount of duty 
paid win be granted on application in the u^ual manner, provided that the terms of Article XLV. 
•of the Treaty between Great Brit/uju and China be complied with, and that the weights, &o., &o.« 
be correctly declared." 

Brick Tea. — In the Tariff app*f?nded to the K'i33iaii E 'gul Ationa of 1862, the Export duty on^ 
Brick Tea is fixed at 6 mace per pl-.Mii. 
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^ KuLB 1. — Unenumerated Goods, — AitirK*8 not etumiera'c l in tl e li<t of ext orts, 
lut enumerated in the list of imports, wlieo expoitd, will pay t'e amount of duty 
aet ajjainst them in the list of imports : and similarly, arti« 1 s nnt ennmetat d in the 
list of imports, but enumerated in ti e list i»r exports, w^en imporU-d, will pay the 
amount of duty set against th* m in th«' list <»' exports. 

— Articles rot enumerated in either list, ror in the list of duty-free good-, will jiay 
an ad valorem duty of 5 p^r cent., calculated on tlieir market value. 

- EuLE 2. — Duty-free Goods. — Gold an* I silver bullion, foreign coins, flour, Indian 
meal, sago, biscuits, preserved moats and vegetables, clicese, butter, confecti«3nei^y, 
foreign clothing, jewellery, plated-^- are, i^erfuniery, s* ap of all kinds, cha coal, 
firewood, candles (foreign), tobacco (for ii^n), cigars (foreign), wine, beer, spirits, 
household stores, jship's stores, persoral baggao:e, stationery, carpeting, druggeting, 
cutlery, foreign meJicincs, glass, and crvstal ware. 

- The above pay no import or export duty, but, if transported into the interior 
will, with the exception of personal baiz^aj.'e, gold antl silver l ullion, and foreign coins, 
pay a transit duty at the ratp of 2^ per ce .t. ad valorem, 

^, '•A freight, or part frei^'bt of duty-free c-ommodities (personal baggage, gold and 
Sliver bullion, and foreign coii«s,exc -pted) will render the vessel carrying them, thoUi^h 
no other cargo be on board, liable to tonuMg-? du.-s. 

Bulb 3. — Contraband Goods. — Import ai.d export trade is alike prohibited in the 
following articl b :— gunpowder, shot, cannon, fow'ing-pieces, rifles, muskets, pistols, 
and all other munitions and implements of war, and salt. 

^ EuLV 4. — Weights and Meas7ir(>8.— -In the calculations of the Tariff, the weight 
of a pictd of one hundred cattit'S i» h»,l.i to be equal to one hundrt d and thirty -three 
and one- third pounds avoirdu) ois; and the length of a chang of ten Chinese feet, to 
be equal to one hundnd iriid forty-one Enj^lish inches. 

^One Chinest* chih is held to be equal *o fourteen and one-tenth inches English ; 
and four yards English, ^ess three inch^^s, to equal one c*>ang. 

BuLE 5. — B^^ardin^ c^ttain Commodities heretofore Contraband. — The restrictions 
affecting trade in opium, <*a8h, grain, pulse, sulphur, briinslon*^, saltijetre and spelter, 
are relaxed, under the foil wing conditions : — 

I. Opium will hencHf >rth pay thirty taels | er picul import duty. The in^porter 
will sell it only at the p^rt. It will be carried into the interior by Chinese only, and 
only as Chinese property ; the foreign trader will not be allowed to accompany it. 
The provisions of Article IX. of the Treaty of Tientsin, by which British bubjects are 
authorized to proceed int > the 5nt"ri<ir wiih passports to trade, will not extend to it, 
nor will those of Article XXVIII. of the same ti eaty, by which the transit-dues are 
Tegulated. The transit-dues on it will be arranged as the Chinese Government see 
fit: nor in future revisions of the Tariff is the same rule of revision to be applied to 
opium as to other goods. 

n. Copper Cash.— The eip^ rt of cash to any foreign port is prohibited ; but it shall 
be lawful for British subj cts to ship it at one of the open ports of China to another, 
on compliance with the following R*\ ulation : The shipper shall give notice of the 
amount of cash he desires to ship, and the port of its destination, acd shall bind 
kimselfi either by a boi: I, with two sufficient sureties, or by depositing such other 
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secQiitj as may be deemed by the Custfims satisfactory, to return, within six months 
from the date of clearance to the collector at the port of shipment, the certificate 
issued by him, with an acknowlcdgmoDt thereon of the receipt of the cash at the port 
of destination by the collector at that port, who shall thereto affix his seal; or failing 
the production of the certificate, to forfeit a suui equal in value to the cash shipped. 
Cash will pay no duty inwards or outwards; but a freight or part freight of cash, 
though no other cargo be on board, will render the vessel carrying it liable to pay 
tonnage dues. 

m. The export of rice and all other grain whatsoever, native or foreign, no 
matter where prown or whence imported, to any foreign port, is prohibited; but these 
commodities may be carried by British merchants from one of the open ports of China 
to another, under the same conditions in respect of security as cash, on payment at 
the port of shipment of the duty specified in the Tariff. 

No import duty will be leviable on rice or grain ; but a freight or part freight of 
rice or grain, though no other cargo be on board, will render the vessel importing it 
liable to tonna.i^e dues. 

rV. * The export of pulse and beancake from Tung-chau and Newchwang, under 
the British fla^, is prohibited. From any other of the ports they may be shipped, on 
payment of the tariff duty, either to other ports of China, or to foreign countries. 

V. Saltpetre, sulphur, brimstone, and speller, bein2 munitions of war, shall not 
be imported by Brit j^h subjects, save at the requisition of the Chinese Government, or 
for sale to Cln. ese dulv authorized to purchase them. No permit to land them will 
be issued until the Customs have proof that the necet;<5ary authority has been given to 
the purchaser. It shall not be lawful for British subjects to carry these commolities 
up the Yang-tsze kiang, or into ar^y port other than those open on the seahoard/uor 
to accompany them into the interior on behalf of Chinese. They must be sold at 
the ports only, anci, except at the ports, they will b»^ regarded as Chinese property. 

Infractii ns of the conditions, as above s^^t forth, under which trade in opium, 
cash, grain, pulse, saltpetre, brimstone, sulphur, and spelter may be henceforward 
cai*ried on, will hi* punishable by confiscation of ull the goods concerned. 

Bulb 6. — Liahilify of Vessels entering Fort, — To the prevention of misunderstand- 
ing', it is agreed that the term of twenty-four hours, within which British vessels must 
be xi^ported to the Consul under Article XXXVII. of the Treaty of Tientsin, shall be 
understood to commence frOra the time a British vessel comes within the limits of 
the port ; as also the term of forty-eight hours allowed her by Article XXX. of the 
same Treaty to remain in port, without payment of tonnage dues. 

The limits of the ports shall be ^^lefiued by the Customs, with all consideration 
for the convenience of trade, campatible with due protection of tl.e revenue ; also the 
limits of the anchorages within which landin and dis* hargin<? is permitted by the 
Customs ; and the same shall W notified to th<^ Consul for public information. 

Rule 7.—Traimi Dues,— It is a- reed that Article XXXVIII. of the Treaty of 
Tientsin shall be interpreted to declare the amounts ol transit dues legally leviable 
upon merchandise imported or exported by British sul jtcts, to be one-half of the tariff 
duties, except in the case of the duty-fiee goods liable to a transit duty of 2\ per cen. 
ad valorem^ as provided in Article II. of these Kules. Merchandise shall be cltareJ of 
its transit dues under the following conditions : — 

In the case of Lnpo^is. — Notic • beiui^ given at the port of entry, from which the 
Imports are to be forwards d inland, of the nature and quantity of the goods, the ship 
from which they have been landed, and tho jdace inland to wbi* h they are bound

dale the 6th December last; ihat ia to say, they may be shipped on payment of Tariff doty at th port • f Kbipment, and 
diaebarged at any Chinese port on payment of half-duty^ wif h power to claim drawback of the Ualf-duty if re-exported. 



By order, WALTEB H. MEDHUR^T, Consul. 
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with all other necessary particulars, the Collector of Customs will, on due inspection 
made, and on receipt of the transit-duty due, issue a transit-duty certificate. This 
must be produced at every barrier station, and vised. No furthtr duty will be leviable 
upon imports so certificated, no matter how distant the place of their destination. 

In the case of Exports, — Produce purchased by a British subject in the interior will 
be inspected, and taken account of, at the first barrier it passes on its way to the port of 
shipment. A memorandum showing the amount of the produce and the port at which 
it is to be shipped, will be deposited there by the person in charj^e of the produce ; he 
will then receive a certificate, which must be exhibited and visM at every barrier, on 
his way to the port of shipment. On the arrival of the produce at the barrier neareal 
the port, notice must be given to the Customs at the port, and the transit-dues due 
thert on being paid, it will be passed. On exportation the produce will pay the tariff- 
duty*. 

Any attempt to pass goods inwards or outwards, otherwise than in compliance 
with the rule here laid down, will render them liable to confiscation. 

Unauthorised sale, in transitu, of goods that have been entered as above for a 
port, will render them liable to confiscation. Any attempt to pass goods in excess 
of the quantity specified in the certificate will render all the goods of the same 
denomination, named in the certificate, liable to confiscation. Permission to expert 
produce, which cannot be proved to have paid its transit-dues, will be refused by the 
Customs until the transit-dues shall have been paid. The above being the arrange- 
ment agreed to regarding the transit-dues, which will thus be levied once and for all, 
the notification required under Article XXVllL of the Treaty of Tientsin, for the 
information of British and Cninese subjects, is hereby dispensed with. 

Rule 8. — Foreign Trade under Passport, — It is agreed that Article IX of tbe 
Treaty of Tientsin shall not be ir.terpreted as authorising British subjects to enter 
the capital city of Peking for the purposes of trade. 

Bulb 9. — Abolition of the Meltage Fee, — It is agreed that the percentage of one 
tael two mace, hitherto charged in excess of duty payments to defray the expenses of 
melting by the Chinese Q-overnment, shall be no longer levied on British subjects. 

EuLB 10. — Collection of Duties under one System at aU Ports.-^lt being by Treaty 
at the option of the Chinese Government to adopt what means appear to it best suited 
to protect its revenue accruing on British trade, it is agreed that one uniform system 
shall be enforced at every port. 

The high officer appointed by the Chinese Government to superintend foreign 
trade will, accordingly, from time to time, either himself visit, or will send a deputy 
to visit the different ports. The said high officer will be at liberty, of his own choice, 
and independently of the suggestion or nomination of any British authority, to select 
any British subject he may see fit to aid him in the administration of the Customs' 
revenue, in the prevention 'TJf sniugglm^pitL the definition of port boundaries, or in 
discharging the duties of harbour master; alsd in ^he distribution of lights, buoys, 
beacons, and the like, tlie maintenance of which shall bo"^p?;Qvided for out of the 
tonoage-dues. 

The Chinese Government will adopt what measures it shalNfind requisite to 
prevent smuggling upon the Yang-tsze-kiang, when that river shall be oJ^lg^d to trad^.

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RULES FOR JOINT INVESTIGA,TION IN CASES OF 
CONFISCATION AND FINE BY THE CUSTOM HOUSE 

AUTHORITIES* 



Agreed to and Promulgated by the British Minister at Peking^ Slst May, 1868. 

SuLE I. — It sbal] be the Rule for all business connected with the Custom House 
Department to be in the first instance transacted between the Commissioner of Customs 
and the Consul, personally or by letter ; and procedure in deciding cases shall be 
taken in accordance with the following Eegulations. 

Rule II. — Whenever a ship or goods belonging to a foreign merchant is seized 
in a port in China by the Custom House ofl&cers, the seizure shall bo reported without 
delay to the Kien-tuh, or Chinese Superintendent of Customs. If he considers the 
seizure justifiable, he will depute the Shwui-wu-sze, or foreign Commissioner of 
Customs, to give notice to the party to whom the ship or goods are declared to belong, 
that they have been seized because such or such an irregularity has been committed, 
and that they will be confiscated, unless, before noon on a certain day, being the sixth 
day from the delivery of the notice, the Custom House authorities receive from the 
Consul an official application to have the case fully investigated. 

The merchant to whom the ship or goods belong, if prepared to maintain that 
the alleged irregularity has not been committed, is free to appeal, within the limited 
time, directly to the Commissioner, who is to inform the Superintendent. If satisfied 
with his explanations, the Superintendent will direct the release of the ship or goods; 
otherwise, i£ the merchant elect not to appeal to tlie Customs, or if, after receiving 
his explanations, the Superintendent still decline to release the ship or goods, he may 
appeal to his Consul, who will inform the Sup erintendent of the i>articulars of this 
appeal, and request him to name a day for them both to investigate and try the case 
publicly. 

Rule m. — The Superintendent, on receipt of the Consul's communication, will 
name a day for meeting at the Custom House ; and the Consul will direct the merchant 
to appear with his witnesses there on the day named, and will himself on that day 
proceed to the Custom House. The Superintendent will invite the Consul to take 
his seat with him on the bench ; the Commissioner of Customs will also be seated to 
assist the Superintendent. 

Proceedings will be opened by the Superintendent, who will call on the Customs* 
employes who seized the ship or goods to state the circumstances which occasioned 
the seizure, and will question them as to their evidence. Whatever the merchant 
may have to advance in contradiction of their evidence he will state to the Consul, 
who will cross-examine them for him. Such will be the proceedings in the interest 
of truth and equity. The Consul and Superintendent may, if they see fit, appoint 
deputies to meet at t'le Custom House in their stead, in which case the order of 
proceeding will be the same as if they were present in person. 

Rule IV. — Notes will be taken of the statements of all parties examined, a copy 
of which will be sij^ned and sealed by the Consul and Superintendent. The room 
will then be cleared, and the Superintendent will inform the Consul of the cour^-e he 
proposes to pursue. If he proposes to confiscate the vessel or goods, and the Consul 
dissents, the merchant may ai)peal and the Consul, having given notice of the appeal 
to the Superintendent, they will forward certified copies of the above notes to Pt^king, 
^^-^the former to his Minister, and the latter to the Foreign Office for their decision. 
t If the Consul a^^rees with the Superintendent that the ship or goods ought to b> 
Confiscated, the merc^^ant will not have the right of appeal; and in no case will the 
TClease of ship or goods entitle him to claim indemnity for their seizure, whether they 
we released after the investigation at the Custom House, or after the appeal to the 
Aigh authorities of both nations at Peking. 

^ Rule V. — The case having been referred to superior authority, the merchant 
^-^waterested shall be at liberty to give a bond, binding himself to pay the full value oj

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the ship or goods attached should the ultimate decision be against him; which bond 
being sealed with the Consular seal, and deposited at the Custom House, the Super- 
intendent will restore to the merchant the ship or goods attached ; and when the 
superior authorities shall have decided whether so much money is to be paid, or the 
whole of the property seized be confiscated, the merchant will be called on to pay 
accordingly. If he decline to give the necessary security, the ship or merchandise 
attached will be detained. But whether the decision of the superior authorities be 
favourable or not, the appellant will not be allowed to claim indemnity. 

EuLK VI. — When the act of which a merchant at any port is accused is not one 
involving the confiscation of ship or cargo, but is one which, by Treaty or Regulation, 
is punishable by fine, the Commissioner will report the case to the Superintendent, 
and at the same time cause a plaint to be entered in the Consular Court. The Consul 
will fix the day of the trial, and inform the Commissioner that he may then appear 
with the evidence and the witnesses in the case. And the Commissioner, either 
personally or by deputy, shall take his seat on the bench, and conduct the case on 
behalf of the prosecution. 

When the Treaty or Regulations affix a specific fine for the offence, the Consul 
shall on conviction give judgment for that amount, the power of mitigating the 
sentence resting with the Superintendent and Commissioner. If the defendant is 
acquitted, and the Commissioner does not demur to the decision, the ship or goods, 
if any be under seizure, shall at once be rekased, and the circumstances of the case 
be communicated to the Superintendent. The merchant shall not be put to any 
expense by delay, but he shall have no claim for compensation on account of hindrance 
in his business, for loss of inte est, or for demurrage. If a difference of opinion 
exists between the Commissioner and Consul, notice to that effect shall be given to 
the Superintendent, and copi«-s of the whole proceedings forwarded to Peking for the 
consideration of their respective high authorities. Pending their decision, the owner 
of the property must file a bond in the Consular Court to the full value of the proposed 
fine, which will be sent to the Custom House autltorities by the Consul, and the goods 
or ship will be released. 

EuLE Vn. — If the Custom House authorities and Consul cannot agree as to 
whether certain duties are leviable or not, action must be taken as Rule V. directs, 
and the merchant must si^n a bond for the value of the duties in question. The 
Consul wiU affix his seal to this document, and send it to the Custom House autho- 
rities, when the Superintendent will release the goods without receiving the duty ; 
and these two functionary s will respectively send statements of the case to Peking, — 
one to his Minister, the other to the Foreign Office. 

If it shall be decided there that no duty shall be levied, the Custom House 
authorities will return the merchant's bond to the Consul to be cancelled ; but if it 
be decided that a cert^ain amount of duty is leviable, the Consul shall require the 
merchaiit to pay it in at ti^e Custom House. 

Rule VHI. — If the Consul and the Custom House authorities cannot agree as 
to whether confiscation of a ship, or a cargo, or both of them together, b *ing the 
property of a foreign merchant, shall take place, the case must be referred to Peking 
for the dt cisi^n of tl.e Foreign Office, and the Minister of his nation. Pending tficir 
decision, the nierchant must, in accordance with Rule V., si^rn abend for the amount, 
to which the Consul will affix his seal, and send it for deposit at the Custom House. 

As difference of opinion as to the value [of ship or goods] may arise, the valua* 
tion of the merchant will be decisive; and the Custom House authorities may, if they 
see fit, take over either at the price aforesaid. 

If after such purchase it be decided that the property seized ought to be con- 
fiscated, the merchant must redeem his bond by paving in at the Custom House the 
original amount 4 f the purchase-mofiey. If the decision be against confiscation, the 
bond will be returned to the Consul for transmission to the mercl ant, and the ca»e 
then be closed. The sum paid to the Custom House authorities for ship or goods 
being regarded as their proper price, it will not be in the merchant's power, by a 
tender of the purchase-money, to recover them. 
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Signed, in the English and Chinese languages, at Chefoo, \Wi September, 1878. 
Ratified by the Emperor of China 17th September, 1876. 



The following Convention, though not yet ratified hy the Home Government* 
has been formally approved with the exception of Articles 1 and 3 of Section III. : — 

Agreement negotiated between Sir Thomas Wade, K.C.B., Her Britannic 
Majesty's Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary at the Court of China, 
and Li, Minister Plenipotentiary of His Majesty the Emperor of China, Senior Grand 
Secretary, Govern or- General of the Province of Chih-li, of the First Class of the 
Third Order of Nobility. 

The negotiation between the Ministers above named has its oriijin in a despatch 
received by Sir Thomas Wade, in the Spring of the present year, from the Earl of 
Derby, Principal Secretary of State for Foreign AflEiirs, dated 1st January, 1876. 
This containeJ instructions regarding the disposal of three questions, first, a satis- 
factory settlement of the Yunnan affair; secondly, a faithful fulfilment of engagements 
of last year respecting intercourse between the high officers of the two Governments; 
thirdly, the adoption of a uniform system in satisftiction of the understanding arrived 
at in the month of September, 1875 (8th moon of the 1st year of the reign Kwang 
Su), on the subject of rectification of conditions of trade. It is to this despatch that 
Sir Thomas Wade has referred himself in discussions on these questions with the 
Tsung-li TamSn, farther reference to which is here omitted as superfluous. The con- 
ditions now agreed to between Sir Thomas Wade and the Grand Secretary are as 
follow : — 

Section I. — Settlement of the Yunnan Case. 

1. — A Memorial is to be presented to the Throne, whether by the Tsung-li Yamen 
or by tbo Grand Secretary Li, is immaterial, in the sense of t he memorandum pre- 
pared by Sir Thomas Wade. Before presentation the Chinese text of the Memorial 
is to be shown to Sir Thomas Wade. 

2. — The Memorial having been presented to the Throne, and the Imperial Decree 
in reply received, the Tsung-li Yamen will communicate copies of the Memorial and 
Imperial Decree to Sir Thomas Wade, to /ether with copy of a letter from the 
Tsung-li Yamen to the Provincial Governments, instructing them to issue a proclama- 
tion that shall embody at length the above Memorial and Decree. Sir Thomas Wade 
^ill thereon reply to the eflfect that for two years to come officers will be sent by the 
British Minister to different places in the provinces to see that the proclamation is 
posted. On application from the British Mini-ter or the Con^^ul of any port instructed 
by him to make application, the high officers of the provinces will depute competent 
officers to accompany those so sent to the places which they go to observe. 

3. — In order to the framing of such re^iulations as will be needed for the conduct 
of the frontier trade between Burmah and Yunnan, the Memorial submitting the 
proposed seitlement of the Yunnan affair will contain a request that an Imperial 
^cree be issued directing the Governor-General and Governor, whenever the British 
Government shall send officers to Yunnan, to select a competent officer of rank to 
<^fer with them and to conclude a satisfactory arrangement. 

4. — The British Government will be free for five years, from the Ist of January 
^ext, being the 17th day of the 11th moon of the 2nd year of the reign Ewang Su, 
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to station oflScers at Ta-li Fu, or at some other suitable place in Tunnao, to observe 
the conditioDs of trade ; to the end that they may have information upon which to 
base the regulations of tra^e when these have to be discussed. For the consideration 
and adjustment of any matter aflFecting British officers or subjects, these officers will 
be free to address themselves to the authorities of the province. The opening of the 
trade may be proposed by the British Government as it may find best at any time 
within the term of five years, or upon expiry of the term of five years. 

Passports having been obtained last year for a Mission from India into Yuonao, 
it is open to the Viceroy of India to send such Mission at any time he may see fit. 

5. — Tbe am( unt of indemnity to be paid on account of the families of the officers 
and others killed in Yunnan on account of the expenses which the Yunnan case has 
occasioned ; and on account of claims of British merchants arising out of the action 
of officers of the Chinese Government up to tbe commencement of the present year, 
Sir Thomas Wade takes upon himsilf to fix at two hundred thousand Taels, payable 
on demand. 

6. — When the case is closed, an Imperial letter will be written expressing regret 
for what has occurred in Yunnan. The Mission bearing the Imperial Letter will 
proceed to England immediately. Sir Thomas Wade is to be informed of tbe 
constitution of this Mission for the infoimation of his Government. The text of the 
Imperial Letter is also to be communicated to Sir Thomas Wade by the Tsung-li 
Yairten. 

Section IL — Official hvtercourse. 
Under this heading are included the conditions of intercourse between high 
officers in the capital and the provinces, acd between Consular officers and Chinese 
officials at the poits ; also the conduct of judicial proceedings in mixed cases. 

1. — ^In the Tsung-li Yamen's Memorial, of the 28th September, 1875, the Prince of 
£ung and the Minist rs stated that tiieir object in presenting it had not been simply 
the transaction of business in which Chinese and Foreigners might be concerned ; 
missions abroad and the question of diplomatic intercourse lay equally within their 
prayer. 

To the prevention of fartht^r misunderstanding upon the subject of intercourse 
and correspondence, the present conditions of both having caused complaint in the 
capital and in the provinces, it is agreed that the Tsung-li Yamen shall address a 
circular to the Legations, inviting Foreign Representatives to consider with them a 
code of etiquette, to the end that foreign officials in China, whethiT at the ports or 
elsewhere, may be treated with tbe same regard as is shown them when serving 
abroad in other countries and as would be shown to Chinese agents serving so abroad. 

Tbe fact that China is about to establish Missions and Consulates abroad renders 
an understanding on these points essential. 

2. — The British Tr aty ot 1858, Article XVI., lays down that "Chinese subjects 
who may be guilty of any criminal act towards British subjects shall b^ arrested and 
punished by Chinese authorities according to the laws of China.'* 

" British subjects who may commit any crime in China shall be tried and punished 
by the Consul, or any other public functionary authorised thereto, according to the 
laws of Great Britain." 

"Justice shall be equitably and impartially administered on both sides." 

The words "functionary authorised thereto" are translated in the Chinese text 
"British Government." 

In order to the fulfilment of its Treaty obligations, the British Government has 
established a Supreme Court at Shanghai, with a special code of rules, which it is 
now about to revise. The Chinese Government has established at Shanghai a Mixed 
Court; but the officer presiding over it, either from lack of power or dread of 
unpopularity, constantly fails to enforce his judgments. 

It is now understood that the Tsung-li Yamen will write a circular to the Lega- 
tions, inviting Foreign Representatives at once to consider with tbe Tsung-li YamSn 
the measures needed for the more effective administration of justice at the Ports open 
to Trade.

3. — It is agreed that, whenever a crime is committed affecting the person or 
property of a British subject, whether in the interior or at the open poits, the British 
Minister shall be free to send officers to the spot to be present at the investigation. 

To the prevention of misunderstanding on this point, Sir Thomas Wade will 
write a Note to the above effect, to which the Tsung-li Yamen will reply, affirming 
that this is the course of proceeding to be adhered to for the time to come. 

It is farther understood that so long as the laws of the two countries differ from 
each other, there can be but one principle to guide judicial proceedings in mixed cases 
in China, namely, that the case is tried by the official of the defendant's nationality; 
the official of the plaintiff's nationality merely attending to watch the proceedings in 
the interests of justice. If the officer so attending be dissatisfied with the proceedings, 
it will be in his power to protest against them in detail. The law administered will 
be the law of the nationality of the officer trying the case. This is the meaning of 
the words hui fung, indicating combined action in judicial proceedings in Arlicle 
XVI. of the Treaty of Tientsin ; a^nd this is the course to be respectively followed by 
the officers of either nationality. 



L— With reference to the area within which, according to the treaties in force, 
lekin otight not to be collected on foreign coods at the open ports, Sir Thomas Wade 
agrees to move his Government to allow the ground rented by foreigners (the so-called 
Concessions) at the different ports, to be regarded as the area of exemption from 
hki^i; and the Government of China wiU thereupon allow I-ch'ang, in the province 
of Hu-pei ; Wu-hu, in An-Hui ; Wen-Chow, in Che-Kiang ; and Pei-hai (Pak-hoi), 
in Kwang-Tung to be added to the number of ports open to trade and to become 
Consular stations. The British Government will farther be free to send officers to 
reside at Ch'ung K'ing, to watch the conditions of British trade in Ssu-Ch'uen. 
British merchants will not be allowed to reside at Ch'ung K'ing, or to open establish- 
ments or warehouses there so lon<; as no steamers have access to the port. When 
steamers have succeeded in ascending the river so far, farther arrangements can be 
taken into consideration. 

It is farther proposed as a measure of compromise that at certain points cn the 
shore of the Great River, namely, Ta-t'ung and Ngan-Ching, in the province of An- 
Hui ; Hu-Kou, in Kiang-Si ; Wu-sueh, Lu-chi-kou, and Sha-shih in Hu-Kwang ; 
these being ail places of trade in the interior, at which, as they are not open ports, 
foreign merchants are not legally authorised to land or ship goods, steamers shall be 
allowed to touch for the purpose of landing or shipping passengers or goods; but in 
all instances by means of native boats only and subject to the regulations in force 
affecting native trade. 

Produce accompanied by a half-duty certificate may be shipped at such points 
by the steamers, but may not be landed by them for sale. And at all such poirits, 
except in the case of imports accompanied by a transit duty ceitificate or exports 
similarly certificated, which will be severally passed free of lekin on exhibition of such 
certificates, lekin will be duly collected on all goods whatever by the native authorities. 
Foreign merchants will not be authorised to reside or open houses of business or 
warehouses at the phices enumerated as ports of call. 

2. — At all ports open to trade, whether by earlier or later agreement, at which no 
settlement area lias been previously defined, it will be the duty of the British Consul, 
acting in concert with his colleagues, the Consuls of other Powers, to come to an 
understandiui^ with the local authorities regarding the definition of the foreign 
settlement aren. 

3. — On opium, Sir Thomas Wade will move his Government to sanction an 
arrangement different from that affecting other imports. British merchants, when 
opium is brought into port, will be obliged to have it taken cognisance of by the 
Customs, and deposited in bond, either in a warehouse or a receiving hulk, until such 
time as there is a sale for it. The importer will then pay the tariff duty upon it 
and the purchaser the lekin; in order to the preventi ^n of evasion of the duty. The 
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amount of lekin to be collected will be decided by the different Provincial Govem- 
ments according to the circumstances of each. 

4. — The Chinese Government agrees that Transit Duty Certificates shall be 
framed under one rule at all ports, no difference being made in the conditions set forth 
therein ; and, that so far as imports are concerned, the nationality of the person 
possessing and carrying these is immaterial. Native produce carried from an Inland 
Centre to a Port of Shipment, if bond fide intended for shipment to a foreign port, 
may be, by treaty, certificated by the British subject interested, and exempted by 
payment of the half-duty from all charges demanded upon it en route. If produce be 
not the property of a British subject, or is being carried to a port not for exportation, 
it is not entitled to the exemption that would be secured it by the exhibition of a 
Transit Duty Certificate. The British Minister is prepared to agree with the Tsang-li 
Yamen upon rules that will secure the Chinvse Government against abuse of the 
privilege as affecting produce. 

Ttie words nei-tiy inland, in the clause of Article VIL of the Rules appended to 
the Tariff, regarding carriage of imports inland, and of native j»roduce purchased 
inland, apply as much to places on the sea coasts and river shores, as to places in the 
interior not open to foreign trade ; the Chinese Government having the right to make 
arrangements for the prevention of abuses thereat. 

6. — Article XLV. of the Treaty of 1858 prescribes no limits to the term wiAin 
which a drawback may be claimed upon duty paid Imports. The British Minister 
agrees to a term of three yt^ars, after expiry of which no drawback shall be claimed. 

6. — The foregoing stipulations, that certain ports are to be opened to foreign trade, 
and that landing and shipping of goods at six places on the Great River is to be 
sanctioned, shall be given effect to within six months after receipt of the Imperial 
Decree approving the memdrial of the Grand Secretary Li. The date for giving effect 
to the stipulations affecting exemption of imports from lekin taxation within the 
foreign settlements, and the collection of lekin upon opium by the Customs Inspec- 
torate at the same time as the Tariff Duty upon it, will bo fixed as soon as the 
British Gt)vernment has arrived at an understanding on the subject with other foreign 
Governments. 

7. — The Government of Hon<?kong having long complained of the interference 
of the Canton Customs Revenue Cruisers with the junk trade of that Colony, the 
Chinese Government agrees to the appointment of a Commission to consist of a 
British Consul, an officer of the Hongkong Goverimient, and a Chinese official of 
equal rank, in order to the establishment of some system that shall enable the Chinese 
Government to protect its revenue without prejudice to the interests of the Colony. 



Separate Article, 

Her Majesty's Government having it in contemplation to send a Mission of Ex- 
ploration next year by way of Peking through Kan-Su and Koko-Nor, or by way of 
Ssu-Chu'en, to Thibet, and thence to Indi i, t le Tsung-li Yamen, having due regard 
to the circumstances, will, when the time arrives, issue the necessary i^assports, and 
will address letters to the high provincial authorities and to the Resident in Thibet. 
If the Mission should not be sent by these r. utes, but should be proceeding across 
the Indian frontier to Thibet, the Tsung-li Yamen, on receipt of a communication to 
the above effect from the British Minist r, will write to the Chinese Resident in 
Thibet, and the Resident, with due regard to the circumstances, will send officers to 
take due care of the Mission ; and passports for the 'Mission will be issued by the 
Tsung-li Yamen that its passage be not obstructed. 

Done at Chefoo, in the province of Shan Tung, this Tbirto nth Day of September, 
in the year of Our Lord One Thousand Eight Hundred and Seventy-six.

TREATY OF PEACE, PEIENDSHIP, COMMERCE, AND NAVIGATION 
BETWEEN FRANCE AND CHINA. 



Signed in the French and Chinese Languages at Tientsin, 27th June, 1858. 



His Majesty the Emperor of the French and His Majesty the Emperor of China> 
being desirous to put an end to the existing misunderstanding between the two 
Empires, and wishing to re-establish and improve the relations of friendship, com« 
merce, and navif^ation between the two powers, have resolved to conclude a new 
treaty based on the common interest of the two countries, and for that purpose have 
named their plenipotentiaries, that is to say : — 

His Majesty the Emperor of the French, Baron Gros, Grand Officer of the Logiou 
Honour, Grand Cross of tlie Order of the Saviour of Greece, Commander of the Order 
of the Conception of Portugal, Ac, &c., &c.; 

And His Majesty the Emperor of China, Kweili^ng, Imperial High Cora- 
missioner of the Ta-Tsing Dynasty, Grand Minister of the East Palace, Director^ 
General of the Council of Justice, &c., Ac, &c. ; and Hwashana, Imperial High 
Commissioner of the Ta-Tsing Dynasty, President of the Board of Finance, General 
of the Bordered Blue Banner of the Chinese Banner Force, Ac, Ac., Ac. ; 

Who, having exchanged their f nil powers, which they have found in good and 
due form, have agreed upon the following Articles : — 

Art. I. — There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between His Majesty the 
Emperor of ti e French and His Majesty the Emperor of China, and between the 
subjects of the two Empires, who shall enjoy eqtially in the respective states of the 
high contracti! ig parties full and entire protection for their persons and property. 

Art. il. — In order to maintain the peace so happily re-established between the 
two empires it has been agre d between the high contracting parties that, following 
in this respect the practice amongst Western nations, the duly accredited diplomatic 
agents ol His Majesty the Emperor of the French to His Majesty the Emperor of China 
shall have the right of resorting to the capital of the etnpire when important affairs 
call them there. It is agreed between the high contrac ing parties that if any one 
of the powers having a treaty with China obtains for its diplomatic agents the right 
of permanently residing at Peking France shall immediately enjoy the same right. 

The diplomatic agents shall nciprocallv enjoy, in the place of their resi lenoe, 
the priviL ges a d immunities accor^^ed to them by international law, that is to say, 
that their jj^ersontJ, their families, iheir houses, and their correspondence, shall be 
inviolable, that they may take into tlieir service stich employes, couriers, interpr^ ters^ 
servants, etc., etc., as shall be necessaiy to th<-m. 

The expense of every kind occasionod by the diplomatic missions of France m 
China shall be supported by the Frenca Government. The diplomatic agents whiclk 
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it shall please the Emperor of China to accredit to His Majesty the Emperor of 
the French, shall be received in Prance with all the honours and prerogatives which 
the diplo)natic agents of other nations accredited to the court of His Majesty the 
Emperor of the French enjoy. 

Art. in. — The official communications of the French diplomatic and consular 
agents with the Chinese authorities shall be written in French, but shall be accom- 
panied, to facilitate the service, by a Chinese translation, as exact as posssible, until 
such time as the Imperial Government of Peking, havinj? interpreters speaking 
and writing French correctly, diplomatic correspondence shall be conducted in this 
language by the French agents and in Chinese by the officers of the empire. 
It is agreed that until then, and in case of difference in the interpretation, in re- 
ference to the French text and the Chinese text of the clauses heretofore agieed upon 
in the conventions made by common accord, it shall always bt? the original text and 
not the translati< n which shall be held correct. This provision applies to the 
present treaty, and in the communications between the authorises of the two 
countries it shall always be the original text and not the translation which shall be 
held correct. 

Art. TV. — H nceforth the official correspondence between the authorities and the 
officers of the two countrit s shall be regulated according to their respective ranks and 
conditions and upon the basis of the most absolute reciprocity. This correspondence 
shall take place between the high French officers and the high Chinese officers, in 
the capital or elsewhere, by dispatch or communication ; between the French sub- 
or(Jinate officers and the high authorities in tlie provinces, on the part of the former 
by statement, and on the part of the latter by declaration. 

Betwe^'U the officers of lower orders of the two nations, as above provided on 
the footing of a perfect equality. 

Me rchants and generally all persons not having an official character shall on both 
sides use the form of representation in all documents addressed to or intended for the 
notice of the respective authorities. 

Whenever a French subject shall have recourse to the Chinese authority, his 
representation shall first be submitted to the Consul, who, if it appears to him 
reasonable and properly addressed, shall forward it; if it be otherwise, the Consul sbaD 
cause the tenor to be modified or refuse to transmit it. The Chinese, on their part, 
when they have to address a consulate, shall follow a similar course towards the 
Chinese authority, who shall act in the same manner. 

Art. V. — His Majesty the Emperor of the French may appoint Consuls or Con- 
sular Agents in the coast and river ports of the Chinese empire named in Article VI. 
of the present treaty to conduct the business between the Chinese authorities anJ 
French mercliants and subjects and to see to the strict observance of the stipulated rules. 
These officers shall be treated with the consideration and regard which are due to 
them. Their relations with the authorities of the place of their residence shall be 
established on the footing of the most perfect equal ty. If they shall have to com- 
plain of the proceedings of the said authoritit s they may address the superior 
authority of the province direct, and shall immediately advise the Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary of the Emperor thereof. 

In case of the absence of the French Consul, captains and merchants shall be 
at liberty to have recourse to the intervention of the Consul of a friendly power, or, 
if this be impossible, they shall have recourse to the chief of the Customs, who shall 
advise as to the means of assuring to the said captains and merchants the benefit of 
the present treaty. 

Art. VI. — Experience having demonstrated that the opening of new ports to 
foreign commerce is one of the necessities of the age, it has been agreed that the 
ports of Kiung-chow and Chao-chow in the province of Ewangtung, TaiW^ aiid 
Tamsui in the island of Fonnosa (province of Fohkien) ; Tang-chow in thti^ro* 
vince of Shantung, and Nanking in the province of Kiangsu, shall enjoy the 
|>rivileg<s as Canton, Shanghai, Ningpo, Amoy, and Foochow. With regarc 
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Nanking, the French agents in China shall not deliver passports to their nationals 
for this citv until the rebels shall have been expelled by the Imperial troops. 

Art. VII. — French subjects and their families raay establish themselves and 
trade or pursue tbeir avocation in all security, and without hindrance of any 
kind, in the ports and cities enumerated in the preceding article. 

They may travel freely between them if they are provided with passports, but 
it is expressly forbidden to them to trade elsewhere on the coa>t in search of 
clandestine markets, under pain of confiscation of both the ships and goods used in 
such operations, and this confiscation shall be for the benefit of the Chinese Q-ovem- 
nient, who, however, before the seizure and confiscation can be legally pronounced, 
must advise the French Consul at the nearest port. 

Art. VIII. — French subjects who wish to go to interior towns, or ports not open 
to foreign vessels, may do so in all security, on the express condition that they are 
provided with passports written in French and Chinese, legally delivered by the 
diplomatic agents or consuls of France in China and viae by the Chinese authorities. 

In case of the loss of his passport, the French subject who cannot present it 
when it is legally required of him, shall, if the Cbinese authorities of the place refuse 
him permission to remain a sufficient time lo obtain another passport from the 
consul, be conducted to the nearest consulate and shall not be maltreated or insulted 
in any way. 

As is stipulated in the former treaties, French subjects rei^ident or sojourning 
in the ports open to foreign trade may tiavel without passports in their immediate 
neighbourhood and there pursue their occupations as freely as the natives, but they 
shall not pass certain limits which shall be agreed upon Letween the consul and the 
local authority. The French agents in China shall deliver passports to their 
nationals only for the places where the rebels are not established at the time the 
passport shall be demanded. 

These passports shall be delivered by the French authorities only to persons 
who offer r very desirable guarantee. 

Art. IX. — All changes made by common consent with one of the signatory powers 
of the treaties with Chiiia on the subject of amelioration of the tariff now in forco, or 
which may hereafter be in force, as also all rights of customs, tonnage, importation, 
transit, and exportation, shall be immediately applicable to French trade and mer- 
chants by the mere fact of their being placed in execution. 

Art. X. — Any French subject who, conformably to the stipulations of Article 
VI. of the present treaty, shall arrive at one of the ports open to foreign trade, may, 
whatever may he the length of his sojourn, rent houses and warehouses for the 
disposal of his merchandise, or lease land and himself build houses and w£|.rehouse8. 
French subjects may, in the same manner, establish churches, hospitals, religious 
bouses, schools, and cemeteries. To this end the local authority, after having 
agreed with the Consul, shall designate the quarters most suitable for the residence 
of the French and the sites on which the above-mentioned structures may have 
place. 

The terms of rents and leases shall be freely discussed between the interested 
parties and regulated, as far as possible, according to the average local rates. 

The Chinese authorities shall prevent their nationals from exacting or requiring 
exorbitant prices, and the Consul on his side shall see that French subjects use no 
violence or constraint to foico the consent of the pr-^prietors. It is further under- 
stood tlj at the number c'f houses and the extent of the ground to be assigne d to 
French subjects in the ports open to foreiirn trade shall not be limit d, and that they 
shall be determined according to the needs and convenience of the parties. If Chinese 
subjects injure or destrijy French churches or cemeteries ti;e guilty parties shall ba 
punished wita all the rigour of the laws of the country. 

Art. XI. — French subjects in the ports open to foreign trade may freely engage, 
on the terms agreed upon between the parties, or by the snle intervention of the 
Consul, compradores, interpreters, clerks, workmen, watermen, and servants. They 
shall also have the right of engaging teachers in order to learn to speak and write 
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the Chinese language and any other language or dialect used in the empire, as ako 
to secure their aid in scientific or literary works. Equally they may teach to Chinese 
subjects their own or foreign languages and sell without obstacle French books or 
themselves purchase Chinese books of all descriptions. 

Art. XTT. — Property of any kind appertaining to French subjects in the Chi- 
Tiese empire shall be considered by the Chinese inviolable and shall always be 
Tespected br them. The Chinese authorities shall not, under any circumstances 
whatever, place French vessels under embargo nor put them under requisition for any 
service, be it public or private. 

Art. XTTI. — The Christian religion having for its essential objf^ct the leading of 
men to virtue the members of all Christian communities shall enjoy entire security 
• for tbeir persons and property and the free exercise of their religion, and efficient 
protection shall be given to missionaries who travel peaceably in the interior 
/ftimisbed with passports provided for in Article VIII. 

No hindrance shall be opposed by the authorities of the Chinese Empire to the 
recognised right of every individual in China to embrace, if be so pleases, Chris- 
tianity and to follow its practices without being liable to any punishment therefor. 

All that has previously been written, proclaimed, or published in China by 
wder of the Government against the Christian religion is completely abrogated and 
remains null and void in all provinces of the empire. 

Art. XIV. — No privileged commercial society shall henceforward be established 
m China, and the same shall apply to any organised coalition having for its end 
the exercise of a monopoly on trade. In case of the contravention of the present 
article the Chinese Authorities, on the represenfatiou of the Consul or Consular 
Agent, shall advise as to the means of dissolving such associations, of which they are 
also bound to prevent the existence by the preceding prohibitions, so as to remove 
all that may stan<l in the way of fuee competition. 

Art. XV. — When a French vessel arrives in the waters of one of the ports open 
to foreign trado she shall be at liberty to engage any pilot to take her immediately 
^mto the port, and, in the same manner, when, Iiaving discharged all le^ai. charges, 
<he shall be ready to put to sea, she shall not be refused pilots to enable her to leave 
the port without hindrance or delay. 

Any individual who wishes to exercise the profession of pilot for French vessels 
may, on the presentation of three certificates from captains of ships, be commissioned 
by the French Consul in the same manner as shall be in use with other nations. 

The remuneration payable to pilots shall be equitably regulated for each particular 
port bj the Consul or Consular Agent, who shall fix it having regard to the distance 
and circumstances of the navigation. 

Art. XVI.— After the pilot has brougr>t a French trading ship into the port, 
the Superintendent of Customs shall depute one or two officers to guard the ship and 
prevent fraud. These officers may, according to their convenie nce, remain in their 
own boat or stay on board the ship. 

Their pay, food, and expenses shall be a charge on the Chinese Customs, and they 
-^ix&ll not demand any fee or remuneration whatever from the captain or consignee. 
'vSvery contravention of this provision shall entail a punishment proportionate to the 
amount « xocted, the which also shall be returned in full. 

Art. XVII. — Within the twenty-four hours following the arrival of a French 
merchant vessel in one of the ports open to foreign trade, the captain, if he be not 
unavoidably prevented, and in his default the supercargo or consignee, shall report 
at the French Consulate and place in the hands of the Consul the ship's papers, the 
bills of lading, and the manifest. Within the twenty-four hours next following the 
Conaul shall send to the Superintendent of Customs a detailed note indicating the 
name of the vessel, the articles, the tonrage, and the nature of the cargo ; if, in 
consequence of the negligence of the captain this cannot be accomplished within the 
forty-eight hours following the arrival of the vessel, the captain shall be liable to a 
penalty of 50 dollars for each day's delay, to the profit of the Chinese Government; 
but the said penalty shall in no case exceed the sum of 200 dollars. 
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Immediately after the reception of the consular note the Superintendent ot 
Customs shall give a permit to open hatches. If the captain before Iraving received 
the said permit shall have opened batches and commenced to discharge, he may 
be fined 600 dollars, and the goods discharged may be seized, the whole to the profit 
of the Chinese Government. 

Art. XVni. — French captains and merchants may hire whatever boats and 
lighters they please for the transport of goods and passengers, and the sum to be 
paid for such boats shall be settled between the parties themselves, without tie 
intervention of the Chinese authority and, consequently, with'out its guarantee incase 
of accident, fraud, or disappeai ance of the said boats. The number of these boats 
shall not be limited, nor shall a monopoly in respect either of the boats or of the 
carriage of morchandise by porters be granted to any one. 

Art. XIX. — Whenever a French merchant shall have merchandise to load or 
discharge be shall first remit a detailed note of it to the Consul or Consular Agent, 
who will immediately charge a recdgnisedinterpreter of the Consulate to communicate 
it to the Superintendent of Customs. The latter shall at once deliver a permit for 
shipping or landing the poods. He will then proceed to tlie verification of the goods 
in such manner that there shall be no chance of loss to any party. 

Thi' French mei chant must cauiie himself to be represented (if he does not prefer 
to attend himself) at the place of the verification by a person possessing the requisite 
knowledge to protect his interests at the time wht n the verification for the liquida^ 
tion of the dues is made, otherwise any after claim will be null and of no eflfect. 

With respect to goods subject to an od valorem duty, if the merchant cannotr 
agree with the Chinese officers as to their value, then each party shall call in two or 
three merchants to examine the ^oods, and the highest price which shall be offered 
by any of them shall be assumed as the value of the said goods. 

Duties >ball be c barged on the net weight, the tare will therefore be deducted. 

If the French merchant cann« t agree with the Chinese officer on the amount of 
tare, each party shall choose a certain number of chests and bales from among the 
good8 re8]>e( tinj< which there is a dispute ; these shall be first we^^?hed gross, thea 
tared, and the average tare of these shall be taken as the tare for all the others. 

If during the course of verification any difficulty arises which cannot be settled 
the French merchant may claim the intervention of the Consul, who will imirediately 
bring the mbj« ct of dispute to the notice of the Superintendent of Customs, and botb. 
will endeavour to arrive at an amicable arrangement, but the claim must be made* 
within twentv-iour hours; otherwise it will not receive attention. So long as the 
result of tbo dispute remains ])endino: the Superintendtnt of Customs shall not enter 
the matter in his book«, thus leaving every latitude for the examination and solution 
of the difiiciilty. 

On j^oods import*^d which have sustained damage a reduction of duties propor- 
tionate to their depreciation shall be made. This shall be equitably determined, and, ii 
neces.^arv, in the manner above stipulated for the fixing of ad valorem duties. 

Art. XX. — Any vessel having entered one of the ports of China and which has 
not yet us*? l the petmit to open hatches mentioned in Article XIX., may, within two 
days of a.Tiral, quit this port and ptoceed to another without having to pay either 
tonnage du«'S or customs duties, but will discharge them ultimately in the port where 
gale ot the goods is efl'ectcd. 

At!, XXI. — It is established, by common consent, that import duties shall ba^ 
discharge 1 r»y the Captains or French merchants after the landing and verification 
of the goods. Expoit duties stiall in the same manner be paid on the shipment of 
the goods. When all tonnage dues ^nd Customs duties shall have been paid in full 
by a Fi r.v^h vessrl th' Superintendent of Cus oms shall give a general quittance, on 
the txhibition < f which the Consul shall return the ship's papers to the Captain, and 
permit hiui to depart on his voyaj?e. The Superintendent of Customs shall name 
one or se oral bank&, who shall be auth orised to receive the sum due by French 
merchants on account of the Government, and the receipt of these banks for all 
payments which have been made to them shall be considered as receipts of tha 
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Chinese Government. These payments may be made in ingots or in foreign money 
the relative value of which to sycee shall be determined by agreement between the 
Consul or Consular agent and the Superintendent of the Customs in the diflFcrent 
ports, according to time, place, and circumstances. 

Art. XXn. — * After the expiration of the two days named in Art. XX, and 
before proceeding to discharge her cargo, every vessel shall pay tounage-dues accord- 
ing to the following scale : — Vessels of one hundred and fifty tons and upwards at 
the rate of four mace per ton ; vessels of less than one hundred and fifty tons mea- 
surement at the rate of one mace per ton. 

Any vessel clearing from any of the open ports of China for any other of the 
open ports, or tradmg between China and such ports in Cochin-China as belong to 
France, or any port in Japan, shall be entitled, on application of the master, to 
a special certiJBicate from the Superintendent of Customs, on exhibition of which 
the said vessel shall be exempted from all further payment of tonnage-dues in any 
open port of China for a period cf four months, to be reckoned from the date of 
her port-clearance ; but after the. expiration of four mouths she shall be required to 
pay tonnage-dues again. 

Small French vessels and boats of every class, whether with or without sails, 
shall be reckoned as coming within the category of vessels of one hundred and fifty 
tons and under, and shall pay tonnage-dues at the rate of one mace per ton once 
in every four months. 

Native craft chartered by French merchants shall in like manner pay tonnage- 
dues once in every four months. 

Art. XXni.— All French goods, after having discharged the Customs duties 
according to the tariff in one of the ports of China, njay be transported into the interior 
without being subjected to any further charge except the transit dues according to 
the amended scale now in force, which dues shall not be augmented in the future. 

If the Chinese Customs Agents, contrary to the tenour of the present Treaty, 
make illegal exactions, or levy h'gher dues, they shall be punished according to the 
laws of the empire. 

Art. XXIV. — Any French vessel entered at one of the ports open to foreign 
trade and wishing to discharge only a part of its goods there, shall pay Customs dues 
only for the part dis< harged ; it may transport the remainder of its cargo to another 
port and sell it there. The duty shall then be paid. 

French subjects, having paid in one port the duties on their goods, wishing to 
re-export them and send them for sale to another port, shall notify the Consul or 
Consular Ajijent. The latter shall inform the Superintendent of Customs, who, after 
having verified the identity of the goods and the perfect integrity of the packages, 
shall send to the claimants a declaration attesting that tve duties on the said goods have 
been paid. Provided with this declaration the French merchants on their arrival at 
the other port shall only have to present it through the medium of the Consul or 
Superintendent of Customs, who will deliver for this part of the cargo, without 
deduction or charges, a permit for discharge free of duty; but if the authorities 
discover fraud or anything contraband amongst the goods so re-exported, these shall 
be, after verification, confiscated to the profit of the Chinese government. 

Art. XXV. — Tianshipment of goods shall take place only by special permission 
and in case of urgency ; if it be indispen^iable to effect this operation the Consul 
shall be referred to, who will deliver a certificate, on view of which the transhipment 
shall be authorised by the Superintendent of Customs. The latter may always 
delegate an employe of his administration to be present. 

Every unauthorised transhipment, except in case of peril by d3lay, will entail 
the confiscation, to the profit of the Chinese government, of the whole of the goods 
illicitly transhipped. 

Art. XXVTL. — In each of the ports open to foreign trade the Superintendent of 
Customs shall receive for himself, and shall deposit at the French Consulate, legal 

* Substituted for the original artiole in 1805. 
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scales for goods and silver, the weights and measures agreeing exactly with the 
weights and measures in use at the Canton Custom-house, and bearing a stamp and 
seal certify inj? this authority. These scales shall be the base of all liquidations of 
duties and of all payments to be made to the Chinese Government. They shall be 
referred to in case of dispute as to the weights and measures of goods, and the decree 
flhall be according to the results they show. 

Art. XXVII. — Import and export duties levied in China on French commerce 
shall be regulated according to the tariff annexed to the present treaty under toe 
seal and signature of the respective plenipotentiaries. Tiiis tariff may be revis! d 
every seven years in order to be in harmony with the charges brought about by time 
in the value of the products of the soil or industry of the two empires. 

By the payment of these duties, the amount of which it is expressly provided 
shall not be increased nor augmented by any kind of charge or surtax whatever, 
French subjects shall be free to import into China, from French or foreign ports, and 
equally to export from China to any destination, all goods which shall not b^, at the 
date of the signing of the present treaty and according to the classification of the 
annexed tariff, the object of a special prohibition or of a special monopoly. The 
Chinese Gjvernment renouncing therefore the right of augmenting the number 
of articles reputed contraband or subjects of a monopoly, any modification of the 
tariff shall be made only after an underatanding has been come to with the French 
government and with its full and entire consent. 

With regard to the tariff, as well as every stipulation introduced or to be in- 
troduced in the existing treaties, or those which may hereafter be concluded, it 
remains well and duly established that merchants and in general all French citizens 
in China shall always have the same rights and be treated in the same way as the 
most forwarded natioD. 

Art. XXVIII. — The publication of the regular tariff doing away henceforth with 
all pretext for smujj^gling, it is not to be presumed that any act of this nature may 
be committed by French vessels ia the ports of China. If it should be otherwise, 
all contraband goods introduced into these ports by French vessels or merchants, 
whatever their value or nature, as also all prohibited goods fraudulently discharged, 
shall be seized by tho local authority and confiscated to the profit of the Chinese 
Government. Further, the latter may, if it see fife, interdict the re-entry to China of 
the vessel taken in contravention and compel it to leave immediately after the settle- 
ment of its accounts. 

If any foreign vessel fraudulent^.y make use of the French flag the French 
Government shall take the necessary measures for the repression of this abuse. 

Art. XXEX. — His Majesty the Emperor of the French miy station a vessel of war 
in the principal ports of the empire where its presence may be considered necessary 
to maintain good order and discipline amongst the crews of merchant vessels an! to 
facilitate the exercise of the Consular authority; all necessary measures s'lall be 
taken to provide that the presence of these vessels of war shall entail no inconvenience, 
and their commanders shall receive orders to cause to be executed the provisions of 
Article XXXHE. in respect of the communications with the land and the pol cing of 
the crews. The vessels of war shall be subject to no duty. 

Art. XXX. — Esrery French vessel of war cruising for the protection of coram'" rce 
shall be receive 1 as a friend an i treated as such in all the ports of C iina which it 
ehall enter. These vessels may ther^ procu»'e the divers articles of refitting and 
victualling of which they shall have need and if they have suffered damage, may 
repair there and purchase the materials necessary for this, the whole without the 
least opposition. 

The same s'lall apply to French trading ships which in consequence of great 
damage or any other reason may be compelled to seek refuge in any port whatsoever 
of China. 

If a vessel be wrecked on the coast of China the nearest Chinese authority, on 
being informed of the occurrence, shall immediately send assistance to the crew, 
provide for their present nec3S3iti*»s, aid take the measures imm)diately n:)ces>ary

for the salvage of the ship and the preservation of the cargo. The whole shall then 
be brought to the knowledge of the nearest Consul or Consular Agent, in order that 
the latter, in concert with the competent authority, may provide means for the 
relief of the crew and the salvage the deh-is of the ship and cargo. 

Art. XXXI. — Should China be at war with another power, this circumstance 
shall not in any way interfere with the free trade of Prance with China or with the 
opposing nation. French vessels may always, except in the case of effective blockade, 
Bail without obstacle from the ports of the one to the ports of the other, trade in the 
ordinary manner, and import and export every kind of merchandise not prohibit^. 

Art. XXXII. — Should sailors or other persons desert from French ships-of-war, 
or leave French trading vessels, the Chinese authority, on the requisition of the 
Consul, or failing the Consul that of the Captain, shall at once use every means to 
discover and restore the aforesaid fugitives into the hands of one or the other of them. 

In the same manner, if Chinese deserters or persons accused of any crime take 
refuge in French houses or on board of French vessels, the local authority shall 
address the Consul, who, on proof of the guilt of the accused, shall immediately take 
the measures necessary for their extradition. Each party shall carefully avoid 
concealment and connivance. 

Art. XXXm. — When sailors come on shore they shall be under special disci- 
plinary regulations framed by the Consul and communicated to the local authority, 
in order to j3revent as far as possible all occasion of quarrel between French sailors 
and the people of the country. 

Art. XXXrV. — In case of French tradin^r vessels being attacked or pillaged by 
pirates within Chinese waters, the civil and military authorities of the nearest place, 
upon learning of the occurence shall actively pursue the authors of the crime and 
shall neglect nothing to secure their arrest and punishn^ent according to law. Th« 
pirated goods, in whatever place or state they may be found, shall be placed in the 
hands of the Consul, who shall restore them to the owners. If the criminals cannot 
be seized, or- the whole of the stolen propertv cannot be recovered, the Chinese officials 
shall suffer the penalty inflicted by the law in such circumstances, but they shall not 
be held pecuniarily responsible. 

Art. XXXV. — When a French subject shall have a complaint to make or claim 
to bring against a Chin* se, he shall first state his case to the Consul, who, after 
having ex/mined the affair, will endeavour to arrange it amicably. In the same 
manner when a Chinese has to complain of a French subject, tlie Consul shall 
attentively hear his claim and end^^avour to bring about an amicable arrangement. 
But if in either case this be impossible, the Consul shall require the assisiance of a 
compe tent Chinese official, and these two, after having conjointly examined the affair, 
shall decide it equitaMy. 

Art. XXXVI. — If hereafter French citizens suffer damage, or are the objects 
of any insult or vexation on the part of Chinese subjects, the latter shall be pursued 
by the local authority, who shall take the necessary measures for the defence and 
protection of French subjects ; if ill-doers or any vagrant ] art of the population com- 
mence to pillage, destroy, or burn the houses or warehouses of French subjects or 
any other of their establishments, the same authority, either on the requisition of the 
Consul or of his own motic n shall send as speedily as possible an armed force to 
disperse tiie riot and to arrest the criminals, and shall deliver the latter up to the 
severity of the law; the whole without prejudice to the claims of the French subjects 
to be indemnified for proved losses. 

Art. XXIX VII. — If Chinese become, in future, indebted to French capt tins or 
merchants and involve them in loss by fraud or in any other manner, the latter shall 
no longer avail th^ems^lvcs of the combination which existed under the former state 
of things ; they may address themselves only through the medium of their Consul to 
the local authority, who shall neglect nothing, after having examined the affair^ to 
compel the defaulters to satisfy their engagements according to the laws of^ the 
country. But, if the debtor cannot be found, if he be dead, or bankrupt, and ii \ not 
able to pay, the French merchants cannot claim as against the Chinese authorife 
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In case of fraud or non-})ayment on the part of French merchants, the Consul 
slitill, in the same manner, afford every assistance to the claimants, but neither he 
nor his g overnment shall in any manner be held responsible. 

Art. XXXVIII. — If unfortunately any fi.,'ht or quarr 1 occurs between French 
and C inese subject's, as also it during the couise vf such quarrel one or inorep^rs ns 
be killed or wounded, by firearms or otlierwise, the Chinese s'lall be arrested by the 
Chinese authority, who will be r»^ sponsible , if th*- charge be proved, for their punish- 
ment according: to the laws of the country. With regard to the Fr neh t' ey shall 
be arrested at the instance of trie Consul, who shall take the necessary nit asures that 
they may be dealt with in the ordinary course of Fiench law in acc«'rdance with the 
forms and practice which shall be afterwards decided by the Fn ncn Government. 

Th*^ same course shall be observed in all similar circumstance s not enuuicrated 
in the present convention, the principle lu ing that for tne repression of crimes and 
offences conamitted by tbem in China, French subjects shall be d alt with according 
to the laws of France. 

Art. XXXIX. — Disputes or diflferences arisini^ between French subjects in China 
shall, equa ly, be settled by tl^e French authorities. It is also stipulated that the 
Chinese authorities shall not in any manner inttTf. re in any dispute between French 
Bubj' cts and other fo»eigners. In the same way they shall not exercise any authority 
over French vessels ; these are responsible only to the French authorities and the 
captain. 

Art. XL. — If the Goveinment of His Maj -sty tho Emperor of the French shall 
consider it desirable to modify any of the clauses of the present treaty it shall be at 
liberty to op n negotiations to tbis effect with the Chinese Gove rnment after an 
interval of ten years fr>m the date of the exchange ot the ratifications. It is also 
understood that no obligation not expressed in ihe pres nt conven ion shall be 
imposed on the Consuls or Consular Agents nor on their nationals, but, as is 
stipulated, Fr( nch subjects shall enjoy all the rights, privileges, immunities, and 
guarantees whatsoever which have been or shall be accorded by the Chinese Govern- 
ment to other powers. 

Art. XLI. — His Majesty the Emperor of the French, wishing to pive to His 
Majesty the Emperor of China a proof of his sentiments, agrees to stipulate in 
separate articles, having the same force and effect as if they were inserted in the 
prescLt treaty, the arrangements come to between the two governments on the 
matters antecedent to the events at Canton and the expenses caused by them to the 
Government of His Majesty the Emperor of the French. 

Art. XLII. — The ratifications of the present treaty of friendship, commerce, and 
navigation, shall be exchanged at Peking within one year after the day of ^ignature, 
or sooner if possible. 

After the exchange of tho ratifica*ions the tr -aty shall be brought to the 
knowl^ dge of all the superior authorities of the Empire in the provinces and in the 
capital, in order that its publication may be well established. 

In faith whereof the respective plenipotentiaries have signed the f^ros nt treaty 
qJxA affixtfd their seals thereto. 

Don^ at Tientsin, in four copies, this twentv-seventh day of June, in the year of 
Graee one thousand eight huu(ired and fifty-eight, corres- ending to the seventeenth 
day of the fifth moon of the eighth year of Hien Fung.

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(Separate and Secret Articles completing the Treaty concluded between Hit 
Majesty the Emperor of the French and His Majesty the Emperor of 
China, at Tientsin, in the Province of Chihli, 21th June, 1858. 



Art. I. — The mapristrale of Si-lin Hien, guilty of the murder of the French 
missionary Auguste Ciiappedelaine, shall be degraded and declared incapable hence- 
forth of holding any office. 

Art. n. — His Excellency the Minister of Prance in Chini shall be notified by 
official coDimunieation of the execution of this measure, which shall also be duly 
published in explanatory terms in the Peking Chzette. 

Art. III. — An indemnity shall be paid to the French subjects and others under 
the protf-ction of France whose propeity was pillaged or burnt by the populace of 
Canton before the takiuj? of that town by the allied troops of France and England. 
This indemnity shall be divided amongst them pro rata to their losses. 

Art. IV. — The expenses occasioned by the large armaments which the obstinate 
refusal of the Chinese authorities to accord to France the satisfaction and indemnity 
claimed has rondeied necessary shall be paid to the Government of His Majesty the 
Emperor of the French by the Customs at Canton. 

These indemnities aod military expenses amount to a sura of about two million 
taels (Tls. 2,000,000) : this amount shall be paid into the hands of the Minister of France 
in China, who shall give a discharge for it. This sum of two million taels shall be 
paid in yearly instalments of one-sixth for six years to His Excellency the Minister 
of France in China by the Canton Customs; payment may be made in money or 
in Customs bonds, which shall be received by that administration in payment of export 
and import duties, and for a tenth only of the sum which wo ild have to be pai 1, that is 
to say, if a merchant owes, for example, to the Canton Customs a sum of ten thousand 
taels for import or export duties he may pay nine thousand in money and one 
thousand in the bonds. 

The first sixth shall be paid during the course of the year following the signature 
of the present treaty, counting from the date of signature. 

The Customs of Canton will not, if they so desire, be bound to accept in payment 
of duties more than the sixth of the bonds issued, that is, not more than a sum of 
333,333 taels A mixed commiss'on nafi ed at Canton by the Chines e authorities 

and t ie Minister of France shall decide in advance the mo le of issuing these bonds 
and the rules which shall determine their form, value, and mode of destruction when 
they shall have s«^rved their purpose. 

Art. V. — The French truops shall evacuate Canton as soon as possible after the 
integral payment of the sum of two million taels stipulated above; but in order to 
hastcMi ttie departure of these troops, Customs bonds may be issued in advance for 
a series of six years an-1 lodged with t. e Legation of Frauce in Ciiina. 

Art. VI. — The above Articles shall have the same foice and value as if they 
were embodied word for word in the treaty, of whicd they form a part, and the 
respective plenipotentiaries have signed tt:em, Ac.

Their Imperial Majesties, the Emperor of China and the Emperor of the French, 
being desirous to resume the amicable relations that of yore existed, an] to effect a 
peaceable settlement of the points in which their Governments disagree, have for this 
purpose appointed Plenipotentiaries, that is to say : — His In)perial Majesty the 
Emj»eror of China, His Imperial Highness the Prince of Kung, and His Imperial 
Majesty the Emperor of the French, Baron Gros, who, having c >mmunicated to each 
other their full powers, and finding the same to be in proper order, now append the 
Articles ot" the Convention, as by them determined. 

Art. I. — His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China deeply regrets that the 
fiepresentaiive of His Imperial Majesty tlie Emperor of the French, when on his way, 
in 1859, to Peking, for the purpose <»f exchanging Treaty R^itifications, should have 
been obstru< teJ on his arrival at Taku by the soldiers that were there. 

Art. II. — The Representative of His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of the French 
when visiting Ptkini? to enchan^e Treaty Ratifications, shall, whether on the way or 
at the capital, be treated by all Chinese officials wi^h the highest c jnsid^^ration. 

[Literally, " shall receive from all Chinese officials the most polite and most 
considerate treatment due to an Ambassador, so that be may without prejudice assert 
his position, authority, or ri;;hts."] 

Art. III. — The provisions of the Tientsin Treaty of 1858, and of the Supple- 
mentary Articles, exct pt in so far as modified by the present Convention, shall without 
delay come into operation, as soon fts the Ratifications of the Treaty afo resaid shall 
have been exchanged. 

Art. IV. — The fourth Article of the Treaty concluded at Tientsin in the year 1858, 
by which it was provided that an Indemnity of Two Millions i»f Taels shouLl be paid 
by the Chinese Government, is hereby annulled ; and it is agreed, in the stead thereof, 
that the amount of the Indemnity shall be Eight Millions of Taels. [Of that sum] 
the Canton Customs last year paid Tl»ree hundred and thirty-tlir»*e thousand three 
huhdrud and thirty-three Taels; thereniainder (Tls. shall be collected from 

the various Custom Houj^cs, which shall pay quarterly one-fifth of the duties rec -ived by 
them, and the first quarterly payment shall be due on the 31st December, 1860. The 
payments may be in either Hai-kwan Sycee or foreign coin, and shall be made to 
either the liepresentativ » of France resident in China, or the offic er by idm deputed. 
But, on or before the 30th November, there shall be paid at Tientsin a sum of Five 
hundred thousand Taels. The French Represe ntative and the Chinese High officers 
shall hereafter respectively appoint deputies to consult together and arrange the 
manner in which the instalments are to be paid and receipts granted. 

Art. V. — The money to be paid by China is on account of French military 
expenditure, and losses sustained by French on rchan^ and others under French 
protection, whose hongs and c lattels at Canton were burnt and plundered by the 
populace. Tlie French Government will at a future period divide tne money in fair 
proj^ortion among such sufferers, — the amount to be appropriated for the losses and 
injuries incurred by such French subjects and others protected, to be One Million of 
Taels. The femainder will be retained for military expenses. 
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Art. VI. — It shall be i»romul«jated throughout tiie length and breadth of the 
land, ^11 the terms ot ih* Imperial Edict of tlie 20th February, 1846, that it is per^uitted 
to all people in all parts of China to propagate and practice the " teaching's of the Lord 
of H aven," to meet totjether for tiie preaching of the doctrine, to build churches and 
to worship; further, all such as indiscrimirately arrest [Cbristiins] sl\all be duly 
punished ; and such churches, sc ools, c meieries, lands, and buildings, as were owned 
on former occasi<ms by persecuted Christians shall be paid for, and the money handed 
to tne Frt'nch R«^pn seiitative at Pekino, for transmission to the Christians in the 
localities concerned. It is, in addition, permitted to French Missionaries to rent and 
purchase land in all the provinces, and to en ct buildinjs tiiereon at pleasure. 

Art. VII. — On the day on which the Ministers of the two countries affix their 
seals and si -natures, the port of Tientsin, in the province of Chih-li, shall he opened 
to trade on the same conditions as the other ports. The provisions of the present 
C nvention sliall take effect from the day on which it is signed, no separate Katificition 
of tl>e same be ng necessary ; they shall hj observed and enforced just as if forming 
part (f the text of the Treaty of Tientsin. And on thereciiptof Five hundred 
thousand Taels at Tientsin, the French forces. Naval and Military, shall retire from 
Ti ntsin and occupy the two |)orts of Taku and Ten-tai (Chcfoo), wh» re they are to 
r niain until tde payn^ent in full of the Indemnity, — upon which the French forces, 
at whatever places stationed, shall one and all be withdrawn from Chinese territory; 
but the Naval and Military Commatiders in Chief may encamp soldiers for the winter 
in Tientsin, and on the payment i>f the ready money indemnity [? the Taels 500,000 
to be paid 30th November, at Tient-iin] th * f«Tce shall retire from Tientsin. 

Art. Vm.— On the exchange of the Eatifications of the Treaty of 1858, Chusan 
shall at once b«' evacuated by the French forces now stationed there; and on the 
payment in fjU of the sum of Five hundred thousand Taels for which this 
Convention provides — with the exception of [that portion of] the force which being 
about to winter at Tientsin, will remain there for a time, and which it is considered 
inconvenient to at once withd aw, as is stated in the seventh Article, the yariouB 
forces occupying Tientsin shall be withdrawn from that city, and shall retire to the 
Taku forts, the North Coast of Tang-chow, and the city of Canton, where they wiUbe 
statiim' d until the Iridemnity of Eight Millions of Taels, guaranteed by tbia 
Convention, shall have been paid in full ; the occupant forces, as above referred to, 
shall be entirely withdrawn. 

Art. IX.—On the .exchange of the Ratifications of the Treaty of 1858, Hb 
Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China will, by Decree, notify to the High Authorities 
of every Province, that Chinese choosing to take service in the French Colonic s, or 
other ports b- yond the sra, are at perfect liberty to enter into euL-agements with French 
suljf cts for tl at purpose, and to ship themselves and their families on board any 
vessel at any of the open ports ot China ; also that the Hiiih Authorities aforesaid shall, 
in concert with the Representative in China of His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of 
the French, frame such regulations for the protectitm i f Chinese emigrating as above, 
as the circumstances of th • different ports u)ay demand. 

Art X.- A mistake having crept into the text of the 22nd Article of the Treaty 
con* luded at Ti« ntsin in 'he year 1858, t(» the effe< t that Tonnage Dues would be 
charged oi» Fr nci^ ships ovei one hundred and fifty tons burthen at the rate of Five 
Mac* per ton, it is n ow agree I that on vessels of more than one hundred and fifty 
tons Tonnage Du*^ s shall b'* levied at the rate of Four Mace per ton : on vesst^ls of 
less than onehundndand fifty tonF, One mace per ton shall be collected. Prom 
bene l(rth, Fr nch vessels entering port shall each and all pay Tonnage Dues in 
accordance with the rates hereby fixid.

PRUSSIA AND CHINA. 



Signed in the German, French, and Chinese Lanquages, at Tientsin, 

2nd September, 1861. 



Ratificdtions exchanged at Shanghai^ listh January, 1863. 

Treaty of Amity, Commerce, ard Navigation, between the States of the German 
Oastonis' TJiiion, tbe Grand Duchies of MHcklenhurg-Schwerin at>d MeekletiLnrg- 
Strelitz, and the free Ha* seatic Towns of Lubeck, Bremen, and Hamburg on t;.e one 
part, and China on the other part. 

His Majesty the King of Prussia, for himself, as also on behalf of the other 
members of the Germ m Z^llverein, that is to say : — Tne Crown of Bavaria, the 
Crown of Saxony, the Crown of Hanover, tho Ciown of Wurtemb rg, the Grand 
Duchy vf Baden, the Electorate of H<sse, tbe Grand Dachy of Hesse, the Duchy 
of Brunswick, the Grand Ducliy of Oldenburg, the Grand Duchy o\ Luxem nir the 
Grand Duchy of Saxony, the* Duchies of Saxe Meiningen, Saxe Altenhurg, Saxe 
Coburg Gotha, the Duchy i>f Nassau, the Princii'alitirs Walde» k and Payamont, 
the Duchies Anhalt, Des^^au, Koethen, and Anhalt Bernburg, the Principalities 
Lippe, the Principaliti s Schwarzburg Sondershousen au'l Schwarzhurg Audolota-lz, 
Reuss the Elder, and Reuss the Youiierer Line, the Free City of Frankfort, the 
Grand Baillewick Meisenheim of the Landgrava»e Hesse, th'» Baillewick Hamburg 
of the Landgravate Hesse, and The Grand Ducljies Mecklenburg- Schwerin and 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz, and the Senates of the Hans atic Towns, Lubeck, Bremen, and 
^ifnh\xrg,ofthe(mepari,and His Majesty the Emperor of China ot the other part, 
being sincerely desirous to establish friendly relations between the said States* and 
China, have resolved to confirm the same by a Tre aty of Friendship and Commerce, 
mutually advantageous to the suhjects of both High Contracting Parties, and for that 
purpose hare named for tht ir Plenipotentiaries, that is to say : — 

His Majesty the King of Prussia, Frederick Albrecht Count of Eulenburg, 
Chamberlain, His Majesty's Envoy Extraordij.ary and Minister Plenipotentiary, 
Knight of the Red Ea^le, Kni^rht of St. John, Ac., Ar*., &c. And His Majesty the 
Emperor of C» ina, Cheong-meen, a member ot the Imperial Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs at Peking, Director-General of Public Supplies, and Imperial Commissioner; 
and Chong-hee, Honorary under-Secretary of State, Supt^rintendent of the three 
Northern Ports, and Deputy Imperial Commissioner, who after havii g communicated 
to each other their respective full powers, and found the same in good and due form, 
have agreed upon the following articles : — 

Art. 1. — There shall be perpetual peace and unchanging friendship between the 
contracting States. The suhjects of both Slates si all enjoy full protection of person 
and prop rty. 

Art. II. — His Majesty the Kini? of Prussia may, if he see fit, accredit a diplomatic 
agent to the Court of Peking, and His Majesty the Emperor of China, may in like 
manner, if he s; e fit, nominate a diplomatic agent to the Coort of Berlin. 

The diplomatic ag 'iit nominated by His Majesty the King of Prussia shall also 
reprt'sent the other contract incr German States, who shall not be permitted to be 
represented at the Court of Peking by diplomatic a^rents of their own. His Majesty 
the Emperor of China hereby agrees that the diplomatic agent, so appointed by His 
Maj sty the King of Prussia, may, with his fam Iv and establish mt nt, permanently 
reside at the capital, or may visit it occasionally, at the option of the Prussiaa 
Government. 

Art . m.— The diplomatic agents of Prussia and China shall, at their respoctive 
reside nces, enjoy the privileges and immunities accorded to them by international law. 
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Their persons, their fami.ies, their residence, and their correajMjndence shall be held 
inviolable. They shall be at liberty to s^^lect and appoint their own oflBcers, couriers, 
interpreters, servants, and attendants, without any kind of molestation. 

All expenses occasioned by the diplomatic missions shall be borne by the resijective 
governments. 

The Chinese Government agrees to assist His Prussian Majesty's diplomatic 
agent, upon bis arrival at the capital, in selecting and renting a suitable house and 
othtr buildings. 

Art. IV. — The contracting German States may appoint a Consul General, and 
for each port or city opened to foreign commerce, a Consul, Vice-Consul, or Consular 
Agent as their interests may require. 

These officers shall be treated wi»:h due respect by the Chinese authorities, and 
enjoy the same privileges and immunities as the Consular oflSoers of the most favoured 
nations. 

In the event of the absence of a German Consular OflBcer, the subjects of the 
contracting German States shall be at liberty to apply to the Consul or* a friendly 
Power, or, in case of nred, to the Superintendent of Customs, who shall use all eflForto 
to secure to them the privileges of this treaty. 

Art. V. — All oflScial communications guldressed by thu diplomatic aj^ent of His 
Majesty the Kin<r of Prussia, or by the Consular Officers of the contracting Grerman 
States, to the Chinese authorities, shall be written in German. At present and until 
otherwise agreed, they shall be accompanied by a Chinese translation ; but it is hereby 
mutually agreed, that in the event of a difference of meaning app arin between tlie 
German and Chinese text, the German gorernments s* all be guided by the seDse 
expressed in the German text. 

In like manner shall all official communications addressed by the Chinese au^o- 
ritics to the Ambassadors of Prussia, or to the Consuls of the contracting German 
States, be written in Chinese, and the Chinese authorities shall be guided by this 
text. It is further agreed that the translations may not be adduced as a proof hi 
deciding differences. 

In order to avoid future differences, and in consideration that all diplomatists of 
Europe are acquainted with the French language, the present treaty has been executed 
in the German, the Chinese, and the Erench langu^es. All these versions have the 
same sense and signification ; but the French text shall be considered the original 
text of the tr* aty, and shall decide wherever the German and Chinese versions differ. 

Art. VI. — The subjects of the contracting German States may, with their 
families, reside, frequent, carry on trade or industry, in the ports, cities, and towns of 
CcinU)n, Swatow or Chao-chow, Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo, Shanghai, Tangehow or 
Cheloo, Tientsin, Newchwang, Cbinkiang, Kiukiang, Hankow, Kiungchow (Hainan), 
and at Taiwan and Tamsui in the Island of Formosa. They are permitted to 
proceed to and Irom these places with their vessels and merchandise, and within 
these localities to purchase, rent, or let houses or land, build or open churches, 
church-yai ds, and hospitals. 

Art. VII. — Merchant vessels belonj?ing to any of the contracting Gt^rman States 
may not enter other ports than those declare* I open in this treaty. They must not, 
contrary to law, enter other ports, or carry on illicit trade aloui^ the coast. All vessels 
detected in violating tliis stipulation, tihall, together with their cargo, be subject to 
confiscation by the Chinese Government. 

Art. Vni- — Subjects of the contracting German States may make excursions in 
the neighbourhood of the open ports to a distance of one hundred li, and for a time 
not exceedinj? five day^. 

Those desirous of proceeding into the interior of the country must be provided 
with a passport, issued by their respective Diplomatic or Consular authorities^ and 
countersigned l»y the local Ci inese authorities. These passports must upon demand 
bo ex ibited. 

The Chinese authorities shall be at liberty to detain merchants or travt Ueis. 
subjects of any of the contracting G rman States, who may have lost their passport, 
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until they have procured new ones, or to convey them to the next consulate ; but ihey 
Bball not be p»'rmitt**d to subject them to ill-usage or allow them, to be ill-used. 

It is, however, distinctly understood that no passports may be given to places at 
present occupied by the rebels, until peace has b^en restored. 

Art. IX. — The subjects of the contracting German States shall be permitted to 
engage compi adores, interpreters, writers, workmen, sailors, and servants from any 
part of Chi a, upon a compensation agre«'d to by both parti- s,as also to hire boats for 
the transport of persons and merchandise. They shall also be permitted to engage 
Chinese for acquiring the Chinese Ian;i?uage or dialects, or to instruct them in foreign 
languages. There shall be no restriction in the purchasing of German or Chinese books. 

Art. X. — Persons professing or teaching the Christian religion shall enjoy full 
protection of their persons and property, and be allowed free exercise ot their reliq^ion. 

Art. XI. — Any merchant- vessel ot any ot the contracting German States arriving 
at any of the open ports, shall be at liberty to engage the services of a pilot to take 
her into ])ort. In like manner, after si^e has discharged all l» gal dues and duties, and 
is ready to take her departure, she shall be permitted to select a pilot to conduct her 
out of pert. 

Art. XII. — Wherever a vessel belonging to any of the contracting German S'ates 
has entered a harbour, the Superintendent of Customs may, if he see fit, depute one 
or more Customs' officers to guard the ship, and to see that no merciiandise is 
Bmiif^gled. Those officers shall live in a boat of tl.eir own, or stay on board the ship, 
as may beat suit their convenience. Their salary, food, and expenses shall be defrayed 
by the Chinese Customs' authorities, and they shall not be entit led to any fees whatever 
from the master or consi^^nee. Every violation of this regulation shall be punished 
proportionately to the amount exacted, which shall be returned in full. 

Art. Xin. — Witliin twenty-four (24) hours after the arrival of the ship, the 
mast^^r, unless he be prevented by lawful causes, or in his stead the supercargo or the 
consignee, shall ledge in the hands of the Consul the ship's papers and copy of the 
manifest. 

Within a further period of twenty-four (24) hours the Consul will report to the 
Superintendent of Customs the name of the ship, the number of the crew, her registered 
tonnag e, and the nature of the cargo. 

If owing to neglect on the part of the master the above rule be not complied with 
within forty-eight hours after the ship's arrival, he shall be liable to a fine of fifty (50) 
dolia s for every day's delay ; the total anount of penalty, however, shall not exceed 
two hundr d (200) dollars. 

Immediately after the receipt of the report, the Superintendent of Customs shall 
issue a permit to op n hatches. 

If the master shall open the hatches and begin to discharge the cargo without 
said permit, he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, and the 
good8 so discharg d without permit shall be liable to confiscation. 

Art. XIV. — Whenever a merchjint, subject of any of the contracting German 
Stati s, lias cargo to land or ship, he must apply to the Superintend^ nt of Customs for 
a special permit. Merchandise landed or shipped witliout such p^ rmit shall be subject 
to forfeiture. 

Art. XV.— The subjects of the contractincr German States shall pay duties on all 
goods imported or ex[»orted by them at the ports open to fon ij^n trade according to 
the tariflF appended to this treaty; but in no (ase shall they be taxed with Ingher 
duties than, at present or in future, subjects ot the most favoured nations are liable to. 

The commercial stipulations appendeJ to this treaty sha 1 cc nstitute an integral 
part of the sauiC, and shall therefore bo considered binding for both the high 
contracting parties. 

Art. XVI. — With respect to articles subject to an valorem duty, if the German 
merchant cannot agree vrit'i the Chinese officers as to their value, then each party shall 
call in two or three Merchants to examine and appraise the tjoods, and the highest 
price at which any of these merchants mii^ht de clare himself willing to purcLase them 
sh be assumed as the value of tiie goods. 
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Art. XVn.— Duties shall be charged upon the net weight of each article, tara 
therefore to be detlucted. If the German merchant cannot agree with the Chinese 
oflBcers on the ( xact amount of tare, 1 1 n each party shall ch')08e from among the 
goods, re^pectitig wh:ch there is a differenc*, a certain number ( f chests or bales, 
which being first weig ied ^ross, shall afterwards be tared, and the tare fixed accord- 
ingly. The average tare upon these chests or bales shall constitute the tare upon the 
whole 1 t of packages. 

Art. XVIIL — If in the course of verificition tl)ere arise oth r points of dispute, 
which lannot be settled, the German merchant may api^eal to his Consul, who will 
communicate the paptii ular?» of the difference's of the case to the Superintendent of 
C istoms, and both will endeavour to briui.; about an amicable arrange nent. But the 
ap[»eal to tlie Consul must be made within twenty-four hours, or it will not be 
atten fed to. 

As l»ng as no settlement be come to, the Superintendent of Customs shall not 
enter the matter at issue in his books, in order tbat by such entiy a thoro ugh 
invesiigation and the final settlemmt of the differences be not prejudiced. 

Art. XIX. — Should imported goods prove to be damaged, a fair reduction of 
duty shall be allowed, in proportion to their deterioration. If an v disputes arise, 
they shall be settled in the same manner as agn ed upon in Art. XVL of this treaty 
havini^ reference to articles which pay duty ad valorem. 

Art. XX. — Any merchant ve-sel belonging to one of the contracting German 
States having entered any of the open ports, and not yet opened the hatches, may 
quit the same within forty-tight hours after her arrival, and proceed to another port, 
without being subject to the payment of tonnage-dues, duties, or any *>th r fees or 
charges; but tonnage-dues must be paid after the expiration of the said forty-eight 
hours. 

Art, XXI. — Import duties shall be considered payable on the landing of the 
goods, and duties ot export on the shipping of the same. When all tonnage-duea 
and duties shall have been paid, the Supermtendent of Customs shall give a receipt 
in full (poit-clearance), which being produced at the Consulat*^, the Consular Oflicer 
shcill then return to the eaptaia the ship's papers, and permit hiiu to depart on his 
voyage. 

Art. XXII. — The Superintendent of Customs will point out one or mor*^ bankers, 
authorized by the Chinese Governmentto receive the duties on its behalf. Tue receipts 
of th se banker s shall hi looked upon as given by the Chinese Government itself. 
Payment may be made in bars or in foreign coin, whose relative value to the Chinese 
Sycee silver shall be fixed by special agreement, according to circumstances, between 
the Consular Offit.ers and the Superintendent of Customs. 

Art. XXIII. — Merchant-v- ssels belonging to the contracting German States of 
more than one hundred aiid fifty tons burden, shall be charged four mace per ton : 
merchant- vessels of one hundred and fifty tons and under, shall be charg dat the rate 
of one niace per ton. 

The captain or consignee having paid the tannage-dues, the Supmntend nt of 
Customs shall give them a special certificate, on exhibition of which the ship siiall be 
exempted from all further payment of tonnago-dues in any open pott of Ciiina which 
the captaiu mav visit for a period of four u-ontbs, to be reckoned i*ro;n the date of the 
port-cl arance menti »ned in Art. XXI. 

Boats employed by subjects ot the contracting German States in t' e conveyance 
of passengers, b igga^^e, letters, articles of provisions, or articles not subject to duties, 
shall not be liable to tonnage-dnes. Any bo it of this kind, however, conv> ying 
merchandize subject to duty, shall come under the category of vessels under ono 
hun Ire I and fifty tons, and pay tonnage-dues at the rate of one mace per regis t,er ton. 

Art. XXIV*. — G »ods on w )ich' duties have been paid in any of tije ports open to 
foreign trad •, upon being s.^nt into the interior of the country, shall not be subject to 
any bu> transit duty. The same shall be paid according to the tariff now existing 
and may not be rais..*d in future. This also applies to goods sent from the interior 
of the country to any of the open ports. 
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All transit duties on produce brought Irom the interior to any of the open ports, 
or iniptirtations sent from any of the open ports into t\ e interior of China, may be 
paid once for all. 

If any ol the Chinese officers violate the stipulations of this article V»y demanding 
illegal or higher duties than allowed by law, they shall be punished according to 
Chinese law. 

Art. XXV. — If the master of a mf^rcliant vessel belonging to any of the 
contracting German States, having entered any of the open ports, should wish to land 
only a portion of hi-* cargo, ho shall only pay duti s for the portion so landed. Ha 
may take the rest of the cargo to another port, pay duties there, and dispose of 
the same. 

Art. XXVI. — Merchants of anv of the contracting^ German States, who may have 
imported raercliandize into any of the open ports and pai I duty ttiereon, if tht^y desire 
to re-export the sa ne, sliall l)e entitl d to make application to the Su,>erin'endent of 
Customs, who shall cause examination to be ma le to satisfy niuiself of the identity of 
the goods and of their having remained unchanged. 

On such duty-paid ^oods the Superintendent ot Customs shall, on application of 
the merchant wishing to re-export the'n to any other open pjrt, issue a certificate, 
testifying the payment of all legal duties thereon. 

The Superintendent of Customs of th»^ port to which such goods are broug!:!* 
shall, upon presentation of said certificate, issue a permit for th ? discliarge and 
landing: of them free of all duty, without anv additional exactions whatever. But if, 
on Ciiraparing the goods with the certificate, any fraud on the revenue be detect ?d, 
then the goods shall be suVyect t j confiscation. 

But if the goods are to be exi>ort *d to a foreign port, the Superintendent of 
Customs of the port from which they are exported shall issue a certificate, stating 
that the merchant who exports the goods has a claim on the Customs equal to the 
amount of duty paid on the goods. T ds certificate shall be a valid tender to the 
Customs in payment of import or export duties. 

Art. XXVII. — No transhipment from one vessel to another can be raad^^ without 
special permission of the Superintendent of Customs, under pain of confiscation <'f 
the got>ds so transhipped, ui.kss it be proved that there was danger in delaying the 
transhipment. 

Art. XXVIII. — Sets of standard weights and measures, such as are in use at tho 
Cant(m Custom House, sh. ill be delivered by the Superintendent of Customs to the 
Consul at each port open to foreign trade. These measuies, weights, and balances 
shall represent the ruling standard on which all demands and payment of duties are 
made ai^d in ea e of any dispute they shall be referred to. 

Art. XXIX. — Penalties enforced, or confiscations made for violation of this Treaty, 
or for the a|)pi'ndcd regulations, shall bel ns^ to the Chinese Government. 

Alt. XXX. — Ships-of-war belonging to the contracting German Stages cruising 
ab<mt for the protection of tirade, or b •ing enga^^ed in the pursuit of pirates, shall be 
at liberty to visit, without distinction, all ports witiiin the don)iiiions of the Emperor 
of China. They shall receive every facility for the purchase of provisions, the 
procuring of water, and for making repairs. The commatiders of such ships shall 
hold intercourse with the Chinese authnri ies on terms of equality and courtesy. Such 
ship^ shall not '»e liable to the payment of duties of any kind. 

Art. XXXI. — Merchant vessels belonging to any of the contraclinj Germaa 
States, from injury sustained, or from other causes, compelled t> seek a place of 
refuge, shall be permitu^d to enter any port within the dominions of the Emperor of 
China without being subject to the payment of tonnage dues or duties on the goo<ls, 
if only landed for the purp« se of making twe necessary repairs of the vessel, and 
remaining under the supervisio!» of the Superintendent of Customs. Should anv suoli 
vessel be wrei k d or stranded on th » C'»ast of China, the Chinese authorities shall 
imm^'diately adopt measures for rescuing the crew and for securing thi vessel ani 
earjj^o. Tne crew thus saved s all receive friendly treatment, and if necessarv. shalV 
be furnished with the means of conveyance to the nearest Consular station. 
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Art. XXXn. — If sailors or other individuals of fihips-of*virar or merchant 
vessels beloDgio}; to any of the contracting German States, desert their ships and take 
refnge in the dominions of tlie Emperor of China, the Chinese authoriti(^s shall, upon 
due requisition by the Consular Officer, or by the cap'ain, take the necessary st ^ps for 
the detention of the deserter, and hand him over to the Consular Offi(*er or to the captaio. 

In like manner, if Cliinese deserters or criminals take refuge in the houses or on 
board ships belorging to subjects of the contracting German States, the local Chinese 
authorities shall apply to the German Consular Officer, who will take the necessary 
measures for apprehending the said deserter or criminal, and deliver him up to the 
Chinese authorities. 

Alt. XXXin. — If any vessel belonpring to any of the contracting German States, 
while within Chinese waters, be plundered by pirates, it simll be the duty of the 
Chinese authorities to usi^ every means to capture and pun sh the said pirates, to 
recover the stohn property where and in whatever condition it may be, and to hand 
the same over to the Consul for restoration lo the owner. If the robbers or pirates 
cannot be apprehended, or the property taken cannot entirely be recovered, the 
Chinese authorities shall then be punished in accordance with the Chinese law, 
but they shall not be held pecuniarily responsible. 

Art. XXXIV. — If subjects of any of the contracting German States have any 
occasion to ad«lr* ss a communica'ion !o the Chinese authorities, they must submit tha 
same to their Consular Officer, to determine if the matter be just, and the language 
be proper and respectful, in which event he shall transmit the same to the proper 
authorities, or return the same for alterations. If Chinese suljects have occasion to 
addr* ss a Consul of one of the contracting G^^rraan State^s, they must adopt the f^ame 
course, and submit their communication to the Chinese authorities, who will act in 
like manner. 

Art. XXXV. — Any subject of any of the contracting German States having reason 
to complain of a Chinese, must first proceed to the Consular Officer and state his 
grievance. The Consular Officer havinu: inquiied into the merits of the case, will 
endeavour to arrantie it amicably. In like* manner, if a Chinese liave reason to 
complain of a sul-ject of any of the contracting German Staites, the Consular Officer 
shall listen to his complaint and endeavour to bring about a friendly settlement. If 
the dispute, however, is of such a nature that the Consul cannot settle the same 
amicahly, he shall then request the assistance of the Chinese authorities, that they may 
conjointly examine into the merits tf the case, and decide it equitably. 

Art. XXXVL — The Chinese authorities shall at all times afford the fullest 
protection (o the subjects of the contracting German States, especially when they are 
exposed to insult or violence. In all cases of inceniliarism, robbery, or demolition, 
the local authorities shall at once dispa'ch an armed force to disperse the mob, to 
apprehend tlie guilty, and to punish them witii the rigour of the law. Those robbed 
or whose property has been demolishe d, siiall have a claim uj»on the despoilers of 
their property for indemnification, propoitioned to the injury sustained. 

Art. XXXVII. — Whenever a subject of His Majesty of Cliina fails to discharge 
the debts due to a subject of one of the contracting German States or fraudulf ntly 
absconds, the Chinese authorities, upon application, by the creditor, will do their 
utmost to efft ct his arrest and to enforce payment of the debt. In like mam er the 
authorities of the contracting German States should do their utmost to e ilorce the 
payment of debts of their subjects towards Ciiinese subjects, and to bring to justice 
any who fraudulently abscond. B it in no case shall either the Chinese Government 
or the governments of the contracting German States ba held responsible for the 
debts incurred by their re3[)ective subjects. 

Art. XXXVIII. — Any subject of His Majesty the Emperor of China, having 
committed a crime against a subject of one of the contracting G rman Siates, shall be 
apprehended by th«' Chinese authorities and punishe I accoruing to the laws of China. 

In like manner, if a subject of one of the contracting German Stat es is guilty of 
a crime against a Mibject of His Majesty of China, the Consular Officer shall arrest 
him and punish him according to the laws of the State to which he belongs. 
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Art. XXXIX. — All questions arising between subjects of the contracting Gferman 
States in reference to thi» ri^^ht of property or person shall be submitted to tbte 
jurisdiction of the authorities of their respective States. In like manner will the 
Chinese authorities abstain from interfering in differences that may arise between 
subjects of rne of the contracting German States and foreigners. 

Art. XL. — The contracting parties airree that the German States and their 
subjects shall fully and equally participate in all pririleofes, immunities, and advantages 
that have been, or may be hereafter, granted by His Majesty the Emperor of China to 
the government or subjects of any dther nation. All changes made in favour ot any 
nation in the tariff, in the customs' duties, in tonnage and harbour dues, in import, 
export, or transit duties, shall, as soon as they take effect, immediately and without 
a new treaty be equally applied to the contracting Geiman States and to their 
merchants, shipowners, and navigators. 

Art. XLI. — If in future the contracting German States desire a modification of 
any stipulation contained in this treaty, tley shall be at liberty, after the lapse of ten 
jears, dated from the day of the ratification of this treaty, to open negotiations to that 
effect. Six months I efore the expiration of the ten years it must be officially notified to 
the Chinese Governme nt that modifications ol the treaty are desired, and in what these 
consist. If no such notification is made, the treaty remains in force lor another ten years. 

Art. XLII. — The present treaty shall be ratified and the ratifications be exchanged 
within one year, dated from the day of signature; the exchange of the ratifications 
to take place at ShauL^hai or Tientsin, at the option of tlie Pi-ussian Government. 
Immediately after the exchangeof ratifications has taken place, the treaty shall be brought 
to the knowledge of the Chinose authoiiti- s, and be promulgated in the capital and 
thioughout the provinces of the Chinese Empire, for the guidance of the authorities. 

In faith whereof we, the respective Plenipotentiaries of the high contracting 
powers, have signed and sealed the present treaty.

Separate Articles. 

Art. I. — In addition to a treaty of amity, commerce, and navigation, concluded 
this day between Prussia, the other states of the German Customs Union, the Grand 
Duchies of Mecklenburg Schwerin and Mecklenburg- Strelitz, the Hanseatic towns of 
Lubeck Bremen, and Hamburg on the one part, and China on the other part, which 
treaty shall take effect after exchange of the ratifications within twelve months from 
its signatuie, and which stipulates that His Majesty the King of Prussia may nominate 
a diplomatic agent at the Court of Peking with a permanent residence at that Capital, 
it has been c<»nvened between the respective Plenipotentiaries of these States, that, 
owing to and in consid<»ration of disturbances now reigning in China, His Majesty 
the King of Prussia shall wait the expiration of five years after the exchange < f 
ratifications of this treaty, before he d-^putes a diplomatic agent to take his fixed 
residence at Peking, 

In faith whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have hereunto set their signatures 
and affixed their seals. 

Done in four copies at Tientsin, this second day of September, in the year of our 
Lord one thoufiand eight rundred and sixty-one, corresponding to the Chinese date of the 
twenty-eighth day of the seventh moon of the eleventh year in the reign of Hien Fung.

Translated prom the Chinese Text. 



Tbeir Imperial Majestios the Emperors of China and Russia, having made 
themselves fullv acquainted witlj the terms of the Treaty concluded in the year 1858, 
propose to establish certain regulations with a vi w to the consolidation of amiiy, 
conimerce, an<l allianCH* between the two States, and in order to p»^ovi(3e a ainst all 
misundprstMudingr and disputes, and for this purpose have appointed Plenipot ntiaries,. 
that is to say : — His Imperial Majesty the Emperur of Ci.ina, His Imperial Highness 
the Prince Kung; His Imperial Majesty the h mperor of Russia, His Excellency Privy 
Councillor F-ho-na-te-yay fuh :* — who, and aft* r communicating to each other their 
full powers, have conjointly agreed upon twe following convention. 

Art. I. - In acc rdance witu the first article of the Treaty concluded at Gaehwan 
(Ay-Kom, on the Amoor) on the 2nd of June, 1858, and the ninth article of the 
Treaty concluded at Tientsin, on the 13th of June of the same year, it is agreed that 
the Eastern boundaries, separating Russian from Chinese tt rt itory, shall be as follows: — 
From the junction of the rivers Shih-lih-ngih-urh (Songary River) and Koona: — 
that is to say, down the Amoor to its junction with the TIsuri, the country to the North 
belongs to Russia, and that to the South, as far as the mouth of the TIsuri, to China; 
from the mouth of the TJsuri, southwards, to Lake Hin-Ka, the rivers XJsuri and 
Son<.'atchan shall be the boundaries, — that is to say, the tract of country east of the 
said rivers belongs to Russia, ai d that west of the same to Chii a; from the source of 
the Songatchan, th boundary shall traverse Lake Hin-Ka in a right line from the 
Songatchan to the Pih-ling ; and from the mouth of the Pih-ling, it shall follow the 
range of mountains to the Houptou's mouth, from which it shall pass to the mouth 
of the ToumeiJ, running aIon<( the Houchun and the Hae-chung-keen range, — that is 
to saj, the country east of the boundary line thus indicated (from Lake Hin-Ka to the 
mouth of the Toumen) belongs to Russia, and that Iving to the wt^st tlier* oi to Cnina. 
Prom the point at which the frontiers of the two countries meet at the Foumen to the 
mouth cf the said liver, there sh ill be neu nil territory, separating the Rus-ian from 
the Chinese possession, 20 li in widtii. Further, in accordance with the ninth article 
of the Tientsin Treaty, it is agree*, that a chart sl ali be mad , in w »ch the portion 
coloured red shall indicate the frontiers, and on which shall be written th Russian 
words A'pa'Wa'kih'ta^yay'je7ie-ke(ie'e'yih'gih'la-7na'im-vw-pa'^ in order 

to facilitate accurate reference ; and the >aid charts shall he duly authenticated by the 
seals and signatures of the High Ministers of the two countries. 

The tract of country al'ove r ferred to is unoccupied waste laud. Should Cliinese 
squatters be found in any part of it, or should any portions bo us(^d by Chinese as 
fishing or hurting grounds, Russia shall not take possession of such, buttle Chinese 
shall be allowei] to fish and to hunt as they havr been wont to do. 

From th»- time of setting up the boimdary marks there shall never be any changes 
made ; and Russia engages not to encroach upon the Chines- t rritory in the vicinity 
of the frontiers, nor will ground be seized in any other pat t of China.

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Art. II. — Following the range of hills along the Amoor's course, the long 
established Chinese frontier posts, and the marks put down in the 6th year of 
Yung-ching's reign (1728) at Sha-peen Ta-pa-ha, (in the vicinity of Tarba^-atai), it 
is agreed that, WQcre these marks terminate, the Western boundaries, not yet laid 
down, shall commence ; they shall extend westward to the Lake Tse-san^-cho-urh, 
from which, after running in a south-westerly direction along the Tih-mih-urh 
Too-choo-rh of the Tee-shan- range, they shall go southwards to Kiiokand. 

Art. m. — Should there hereafter occur disputes or misunderstandings in respect 
of frontier boundaries, it is agreed that, they shall be determined by the two articles tliat 
precede. With referenceto the placing ot boundary marks in the trafCts of country lying 
on the East, between Lake Hin-Ka and the Toumen, and, on the West, between 
Slia-ppen Ta-pa-ya and Khokand, it is agreed that trustworthy offic*^rs shall be 
appointed by the two governments for that purpose. For the ^lacinsr of the rrarks 
along the eastern frontiers the officers appointed shall meet at the mouth of theTJsuri 
in May, 1861 ; and for similar duty on the Western frontiers, officers shall meet at 
Tarhagatai, — but the time of meeting it is unnecessary to fix. The officers appointed 
for the above work shall act with all fairness and justice ; an*l, as in accordance with the 
boun Varies indicated in the First and Second art.cles of this convention, iboj siiall 
make four charts, two of which shall be Russian and two either Manchurian or Chinese, 
and the said charts having been duly signed and sealed by the officers in qu^'Stion, 
shall be deposited, two (one in Russian and one in Manchurian or Chinese) in Russia, 
and two (one in Russian and one in Manchurian or Chinese) in China. On the inter- 
change of these charts, they shall be appended hereto as forming part of this article. 

Art. IV. — At all places along the frontier agreed upon in the First article of this 
convention, Russian and Chinese subjects raav hold intercourse at pleasure. There 
shall not in any case, be duties IcNHled ; and all frontier officers shall afford protection 
to merchants quietly carrying on trade. 

In order to greater precision, the substance of the second article of Gac-hwan 
(Ay-Kom), is hereby again enunciated. 

Art. V. — Russian merchants, in aildition to trading at Kiachta, may, when. 
passlng in the old established manner from Kiachta to Pe king, dispose of sundries at 
Koo-lun and Chang-kia-how. A [Russiaii] Consul with a limited retinue may be 
stationed at Koo-lun, he shall Lin. self supervise the building of a consulate, but the 
site, the number of buildings, and the land for pasturage of cattle, shall all be de- 
termined by the high officers stationed at Koo-lun. 

Chinese merchants, desirous of so doing, are at liberty to repair to Russia, and 
there carry on trade. 

Russian merchants visiting the Chinese marts shall be under no restrictions, 
whether as to the time at which they may visit such places or the duration of their 
stay ; but the number of merchants at any one place shall not exc^ ed two hundred. 
The Russian officers stationed on the frontiers siiall supply each party of merc^janta 
with a passport, in which shall be specifi d the name of the cliief mt rohant, the number 
of people that accompany him, and the place about to be visittd bv them for trade. 
The merchants shall themselves provide funds for the expenditure at endant on their 
business and for the purchase of food and cattle. 

Art. VI. — In the establishment of trade, the same regulations, shall be applied at 
Kashgar as at Hi and Tarbagatai. At Kashgar, China a;^rees to make a graut of land 
whereon to build residences, warehouses, an«i churches, in order to suit the convenience 
of such Russian merchants as may live there; ground shall likewise be granted for burial 
purpc ses, and, as at Hi and Tarban^atai, a tract of pasture land for cattle. The high 
officer stationed at Kashgar shall be officially directed to d term me the a*nount of 
grounds to be granted for the purpose, and to make the other requisitosa^rangt^ment/i 

Should people from the outsid? enter the Russian concession at Ka!9ini(ar, 
plunder the property of Russian merchants trading there, China will not tS!l|Jafiy 
action in the matter. 

Art. VII. — The merchants of both count; ies may trade as they please at thevaria 
marts, and shall not be subjected to any obstructions on the part of the officials ; ^^j^^ 
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may at pleasure frequent the shops anri markets for trade and barter, and tliey may 
there make ready money payments, or if they trust each other, 0|)en credit accounts ; 
and as t » the time that the merchants of the one may sojourn in the other country, 
the only limit shall be the merchants' own p^asure and convenience. 

Art. VIII. — Eussian merchants in China, and Cuinese merchants in Russia, shall 
receive due protection from the covernmeut of the country. 

In order to tie due control of merchants, and to provide against misunderstandings 
and disputes, Eussian Consuls, &c., may l>e s aiioned at the various trading marts; 
and, in addition to those at Hi and Tarbairatai, Consuls shall be appointed for 
Kashgar ^nd Koo-lun. China is at liberty to station Consuls at St. Petersbuig, or 
at such other places in Eussia as she may see fit. Such Cors tls, whether Eussian 
or Chinese, shall reside in houses to be built by their government ; but they may 
likewise, without obstruction, rent houses belonging to the p-ople of the places at 
which they may chance to be stationed. 

The Consuls and the local : fficials shall corre-ip^nd and hoM intercourse on terms 
of equality, provided for by the second article of the Tientsin Treaty. In matters 
in which tlie merchants of bota countries are concerned, the officers of tliC two 
governments shall I ake conjoint action ; criminals shall be punislied in accordance with 
the laws of t eir countrv, as directed by the seventh article of the Tientsin Treaty. 

In all cases of disputes originating in the non-payment of money due in 
mercantile transactions, the parties concerned shall themselves call in arbitrators, 
the Eussian Consuls and the Chinese local offic ials shall n^erely take such action as 
may tend to bring about an amicable settlement, and shall not in any way bo called 
upon or held responsible for the payment of bad debts. 

At the trading marts the merchants may register, at the offices of the Consuls 
and local authorities, agreements in refercnct^ to property and houses. In such cases, 
should either of the princ'pals refuse to carry out the terms of the registered 
agreement, the Consuls and officials shall enforce their fulfilment. 

In cases other than those arising:: from mercantile transactions, as quarr Is and 
such like small matters, the Consuls and local officers shall act conjointly in the exami ra- 
tion, and Khali punish the guilty parties respect- vely, asunder their several juris lie ions. 

Eussians seer ting themselves in Chinese houses, or absconding to tho int rior of 
China, shall, on the requisition of the Consul, be sous^ht for and sent back by the 
Cirnes'* autliorities ; nnd Eus-ian officials shall act reciprocally in the event of Chmese 
bidin<^ in Eussian houses, or escaping to Eussian territory. 

In such serious cases as murder, robbery, wounding, conspiracy^ to kill, incen- 
diarism, &c.y &c., the <>uilty party, if Eussian, shall b^ delivered for punishment to 
the Eussian authorities ; if Chinese, he may be punished as t*)e laws direct, by the 
Chinese authorities, either at the plac*:? where the crime was committ d, or at such 
other place as the Ciiinese officials may deem pr<>per. In all cases, great or little, the 
Consuls and local offic als shall each deal with their own countrymen; they shall not in 
an irregular manner arrest, detain, or punish [peoph-not subject to their jurisdictiou]. 

Art. IX. — As compared with former years trade is now much in^reas d, and more- 
over, new boui dari s have been laid down. Thus, the condition ofaffairs differs much 
from what it was at the times of nuikin'^ the Treaties of Nipchu* and Kiachta, and 
the supplementary sti[ ulations o* succeeding years ; and circumstances that {j;ave rise 
to disputes between the various frontier officers no longer remain the saoie. Such 
changes, in existins^ regu.ations, as are necessitated [by the altered state of aflFairs] 
are hereby included in newly drawn up stij'ulations. 

Her tofore offiei.il communica ions trtating of frontier business have only passed 

between the Higr. Official at Koo-lun and the Koo-pih-urh-na to-urh (? the Governor) 

of Kiachta, and between the Governor- Gene lal jof Western Siberia and the Tartar 

General stationed at Hi. For the future, in addition to the officers just named, 

frontier business may be transacted by the Koo pih-urh-na- to-urh of the Amoor and 

Tung-hae-peen (Eastern Sea-shore) provinces in communication with the Tartar 

-«<(l^neral, staticmed in Hih-lung-keang and Kee-liu.

• In L»tHude 51,49 N, 
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Matters in which Kiachta is concernad shall be attend* d to bv Ko-m< -sa-urh 
(? Commissioner or Commissary) stationed on the Kiachta frontier, in communication 
with the officer of the b» ard at Kiachta. All [such communications, &r.] shall be in 
accordance with the provisions of the eighth article of thU coDV^ ntion. 

Thr said Genrrals, Qovemors, and otl!er officers shall correspond on terms of 
equality, in accordance with the second article « f the Tientsin Treaty. Moreover, if 
the despatches written refer to business that ought not be entered upon, no attention 
Bhall be paid to them. 

In respect of fr(«ntier business of *zreat importance,^ eGovernor-Qeneral of Eastern 
Siberia shall communicate thereon with either tnt* Pi ivv Council or the Foreign Office. 

Art. X. — All frontier bus ness, wnetijer of importance or otherwise, shall be 
managed by conjoint action on the part of the frontier officers, as laid down in tlie 
eighth artich' of tl is convei tion; and, as prwided ior by li e soventh article of the 
Ti» nt-in Treaty, off nders shall be tried and j-unislu d in accordance with the laws of 
that one of the two c<»untries to which they may belonsjf. 

Should cattle stray or b • dfcoyed across the frontier boundaries, the officer of the 
locality, on being informed of ti»e fact by official communication, shall, without delay, 
dispatch people to s nrch for them ; *hev shall liKewise give full i 'formation to the 
soldiery at the frontier posts, vfho i^hall b ' bound lo recover and >end ba< k such cattle, 
whether ei raying or stolen, in accordance with the numbets reported in the orig nal 
communication; and who, should they fail to restore tne propeity that is missing, 
shall he punished, as the laws direct, in a manner pioportionate lo the value of what 
is lost. No claim for con p nsation shall be entertained. 

In the event of runaways crossii g the frontier, measures shall be taken for th*»ir 
discovery and arrest iuimediately upon the receipt of an official requisition to that effect; 
and on ihe am st having be^ n effected, the prisoners, with whatever property may be 
found in their poss s ion, hhall b * handed over to the n- arest frontier officer, whose 
duty it shall be to ascertain the place from which such perstms may have absconded. 

The runaways, while on the return journey i:nd« r arres', shall be supplied with 
food, and, if naked, with cl thes; and tiiey sitall ueither be maltreated nor insulted 
by the soldiers. Runaways an ested prior to the receipt of any f uch official requisition, 
shall also b^ dealt with in like manner. 

Art. XI. — Answers shall be returned to communications transmitted throuc>:h 
intermediate officers by the High Officials on the frontiers. The despatches of the 
Governor-General of East<*rn Siberia and of the Koo-pih-urh-t a-to urh (? Governor) 
of Kiachta shall be handed to the Ko-me-sa-urh (? Commissioner or Commissary 
General) * f Kiachta for transmission tj the officer of the board. The d< sp^tches of 
the Higl) Officer station d at Koo-lun shall be handed to ti)e officer of the board 
for transmission to the Ko-me-sa-urh of Kiachta. The desj)atc.irs of the Koo.pih- 
nrh-na-to-urh of the Amoor pjovince shall be forwarded to the Ta -tar General at 
Hih-lung-keiiug throuL'^h the Adjutant General, who shall likewise transmit tne 
despatcl»es of the Kee-lin General. D^sj atches passing between the Koo pih-urh na- 
to-urh of the Tung hae-peen province and the General stationed at Koe-lin, shall be 
transmitted through the officers at the frontier ports of H(m "-ehun in th*- Usuri 
territory.

111. Whenever the businnss in question is of gr at i«nportance, offic ial messengers 
shall he emi)loyed. The Governor- General o. Eastern and W stern Sib ria and the 
various Koo-pih-urh-na-to-urh (? Governors of Provmci ] Disfrict^:), together with the 
High Officer at Ko' -]un,4iud the Tartar General stati<»iie l atHih-lung-koang, Kee lin, 
aid Hi, in i he transmission of official communications, may entrust them to trus^.worihy 
Russian officers. 

Art. XII.— As was stipulated for in the eleventh article of the Tientsin Treaty, 
the time allow, d Ic-r the conve\ance uf official documents and parcels frc m Kiachta to 
Peking is here.u d- jSned. 

Letters si all be forwarded rnc» a mont h, parcels and boxes froT. Kiachta to Pe king 
«hall be forwarded once every two months, and quarterly from Pekmg to Kiachta. 
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Official documents shall not be more than twenty, nor parcels more than forty days en 
route ; and as regards parcels, there shall never be more than twenty packages forwarded 
at a time, and no single package shall exceed 120 catties in weight. Letters shall 
not be delayed, but shall be forwarded on the day thoy are handed in for despatch. 
In the event of any delay or neglect the culpable parties shall be visited with severe 
punishment. 

Couriers, in charge of letters or parcels between Kiachta and Peking, shall call 
at the Koo-lun consulate, and deliver to the Consul all letters or parcels to his 
address, and they shall likewise take charge of whatever despatches or parcels the 
Consul may hand to them. 

Whenever parcels are despatched from Kiachta or Koo-lun, the High officer at 
Koo-lun must be supplied with a list of the same ; in like manner, when despatching 
parcels from Peking, the Foreign Office shall be supplied with a list. Such lists shall 
8j>ecify the number and weights of the packages, as also tiie date of their being 
despatched ; and on the outside of each package shall be written, in Russian and 
Manchurian or Chinese characters, its weight, &c. 

Merchants forwarding letters and parc els for purposes of trade, if willing to hire 
porters themselves and to make other arrangements, shall be at liberty to do so ; 
having obtained perm ssion, after the report of the circumstances, from the local 
authorities, to obviate the [undue] incurring^ of expense by the Government. 

Art. XIII. — Official communications passing between the Russian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs and the Chinese Privy Council, or between the Governor-General of 
Eastern Siberia and the Privy Council or Foreign Office, shall be forwarded by the 
regular post, and shall be under no restrictions in respect of time ; and should any 
delay or detention be apprehend ed, in cases of importance, trustworthy Russian 
Officers may be charged with the speedy conveyance of such despatches. 

While resident at Peking despatches on important business, for or from the 
Russian Minister, may lie transmitted by officers appointed by the Russian Govern- 
ment. Officers conveying such despatches shall not at any place be delayed or detained, 
and in every instance, such bt^arers of despatches shall be Russians. 

As regards the movements of such despatch-beareis, if travelling from Kiachta 
to Peking, the Ko-me-sa urh shall notify the officer of the Board on the day preceding 
their departure. In like manner, if starting from Peking, a day's notice shall be 
given to the Board of War. 

Art. XIV. — Should any of the arrangements in respect cf land commerce herein- 
after prove inconvenient to both parties, the Governor-General of Eastern Siberia 
and the Chinese High officer of the Frontiers shall consult together, and determine 
the matter in accordance with the articles of this Convention ; but new demands must 
not be preferred. Tbere shall be no further departure from the provisions of the 
Twelfth article of the Tientsin Treaty. 

Art. XV. — On the termination of the present conference, the Chinese Minister 
Plenipotentiary shall translate the original text of this convention into the Chinese 
languagf", and sha'l furnish the Russian Minister Plenipotentiary with a copy of the 
Chinese translation, duly authenticated by signature and seal, who, on his side, shall 
likewise translate into Chinese the oiiginal text of the convention, and shall supply 
the Chinese Minister Plenipotentiary with a copy of the same, in the manner duly 
authenticated by seal and signature. 

The ai tides of the present convention, without waiting for the ratification of the 
same by their Imperial Majesties the Emperors of the two countries, shall be in 
force, and for ever observed, from the day on which the translations into Chinese of 
the original text shall have been interchanged by the Ministers Plenipotentiaiy, who 
shall each forthwith issue whatever commands may be necessary for the carrying into 
effect of the provisions of the convention.

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TREATY BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES OP AMERICA AND CHINA. 



SiaNBD, IN THB ENGLISH AND ChINBSE LANGUAGES, AT TiBNTSIN, 

18th June, 1858. 



The United States of America and the Ta-Tsing Empire, desiring to maintain 
firm, lasting, and sincere friendship, have resolved to renew, in a manner clear and 
positive, by means of a Treaty or general convention of peace, amity, and commerce, 
the rules which shall in future be mutually observed in the intercourse of their 
respective countries ; for which most desirable object the President of the United 
States and the August Sovereign of the Ta-Tsing Empire have named for their 
Plenipotentiari<'S, to wit : the President of the United States of America, William B. 
Reed, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to China; and His 
Majesty the Emperor of China, Kweilian^, a member of the Privy Council and 
Superintendent of the Board of Punishment ; and Hwashana, President of the Board 
of Civil Office, and Major-General of the Bordered Bine Banner Division of the Chinese 
Bannermen, both of them being Imperial Commissioners and Plenipotentiaries ; and 
the said Ministers, in virtue of the respective full powers they have received from 
their governments, have agreed upon the following articles. 

Art. I. — There shall be, as there has always been, peace and friendship between 
the United States of America and the Ta-Tsing Eoapire, and between their people, 
respectively. They shall not insult or oppress each other for any trifling cause, so 
to produce an estrangement between them ; and if any other nation should act 
unjustly, or oppressively, the United States will exert their good offices, on being 
informed of the case, to bring about an amicable arrangement of the question, thus 
showing their friendly feelings. 

Art. II. — Ip order to perpetuate friendship, on the exchange of ratifications by 
the President, with the advice and consent of the Senate of the United States, and by 
His Majesty the Emperor of China, this Treaty shall be kept and sacredly guarded in 
this way, viz. : The original Treaty, as ratified by the President of the United States, 
shall be deposited at Peking, the capital of his Majesty the Emperor of China, in 
charge of the Privy Council; and, as ratified by his Majesty the Emperor of China, 
shall be deposited at Washington, the capital of the United States, in charge of the 
Secretary of State. 

Art. ni. — In order that the people of the two countries may know and obey the 
provisions of this Treaty, the United States of America agree, immediately on the 
exchange of ratifications, to proclaim the same and publish it by proclamation in the 
Gazettes where the laws of the United States of America are published by authority ; 
and his Majesty the Emperor of China, on the exchange of ratifications, agrees 
immediately to direct the publication of the same at the capital and by the governors 
of all the provinces. 

Art. IV. — In order further to perpetuate friendship, the Minister or Commis- 
sioner, or highest diplomatic representative of the United States of America in China, 
shall at all times have the right to correspond on terms of perfect equality and con- 
fidence with the officers of the Privy Council at the capital, or with the Governor- 
General of Two Kwang, of Fuhkien and Chekiang, or of the Two Kiang ; and 
whenever he desires to have such correspondence with the Privy Council at the capital 
he shall have the right to send it through either of the said Govemors-Gteneral, or by 
general post; and all such communications shall be most carefully respected. The 
Privy Council and Governors-General, as the case may be, shall in all cases consider 
and acknowledge such communications promptly and respectfully. 

Art. V. — The Minister of the United States of America in China, whenever he has 
business, shall have the right to visit and sojourn at the capital of his Majesty the 
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Emperor of China, and there confer with a member of the Privy Council, or any other 
high officer of equaJ rank deputed for that purpose, on matters of common interest and 
advantage. His visits shall not exceed one in each year, and he shall complete his 
buamess without unnecessary delay. He shall be allowed to go by land or come to 
the mouth of the Peiho, into which be shall not bring sbips-of-war, and be shall inform 
the authorities at that place in order that boats may be provided for him to go on 
his journey. He is not to take advantage of this stipulation to request visits to the 
capital on trivial occasions. Whenever he means to proceed to the capital he shall 
communicate in writing his intention to the Board of Bites at the capital, and 
thereupon the said Board shall give the necessary directions to facilitate his journey, 
and give him necessary protection and respect on his way. On his arrival at the 
capital he shall be furnished with a suitable residence prepared for him, and he shall 
defray his own expenses ; and his entire suite shall not exceed twenty persons 
exelusive of Lis Chinese attendants, none of which shall be engaged in trade. 

Art. VI. — If at any time His Majesty the Emperor of China shall, by treaty 
voluntarily made, or for any other reason, permit the repressntative of any friendly 
nation to reside at his capital for a long or short time, then, without any further 
consultation or express permission, the representative of the United States in China 
shall have the same privilege. 

Art. Vn. — The superior authorities of tlie United States and of China in 
correspondence together shall do so on terms of equality and in form of mutual 
communication (^cAaii- hwui). The Consuls and the local officers, civil and military, 
in corresponding together shall likewise employ the style and form of mutual 
communication (chau-hwui). When inferior officers of the oup government address 
the superior officers of the other they shall do so in the style and form of memorial 
(shiU'Shin). Private individuals, in addressing officers shall employ the style of 
petition (pin»ching). In no case shall any terms or styles be used or suffered which 
shall be offensive or disrespectful to either party. And it is agreed that no presents, 
under any pretext or form whatever, shall ever be demanded of the United States by 
China, or of China by the United States. 

Art. VIII. — In all future personal intercourse between the representative of the 
United States of America and the Governors-General or Governors, the interviews shall 
be held at the official residence of the said officers, or at their temporary residence, or 
at the residence of the representative of the United States of America, whichever may 
be agreed upon between them ; nor shall they make any pretext for declining these 
interviews. Current matters shall be discussed by correspondence, so as not to give 
the trouble of a personal meeting. 

Art. IX. — Whenever national vessels of the United States of America, in cruising 
along the coast and among the ports opened for trade for the protection of the commerce 
of their country, or for the advancement of science, shall arrive at or near any of the 
ports of China, commanders of said ships and the superior local authorities of 
Government shall, if it be necessary, hold intercourse on tenns of equality and 
courtesy, in token of the friendly relations of their respective nations ; and the said 
vessels shall enjoy all suitable facilities on the part of the Chinese Government in 
procuring provisions or other supplies, and making necessary repairs. And the 
United States of America agree that in case of the shipwreck of any American vessel, 
and its being pillaged by pirates, or in case any American vessel shall be pillaged or 
captured by pirates on the seas adjacent to the coast, without being shipwrecked, the 
national vessels of the United States shall pursue the said pirates, and if captured 
deliver them over for trial and punishment. 

Art. X. — The United States of America shall have the right to appoint Consuls 
and other commercial agents for the protectit.n of trade, to reside at such places in the 
dominions of China as shall be agreed to be opened, who shall hold official intercourse 
and correspondence with the local officers of the Chinese Government (a Consul, or a 
Vice-Consul in charge taking rank with an intendant of circuit or a prefect), either 
personally or in writing, as occasion may require, on terms of equality and reciprocal 
respect And the Consuls and local officers shall employ the style of mutual 
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commuoication. K the officers of either nation are disrespectfully treated, or agjirieTed 
in any way by the other authorities, tbey have the right to make representation of 
the same to the superior officer of the respective Governments, who shall see that full 
inquiry and strict justice shall be had in the premises. And the said Cons^d and 
agents' shall carefully avoid all acts of offence to the officers and people of China, 
On the arrival of a Consul duly accredited at any port in China, it shall be the dotj 
of the Minister of the United States to notify the same to the Governor-General of 
the province where such port is, who shall forthwith recognize the said Consul and 
grant him authority to act. 

Art. XI. — All citizens of the United States of America in China, peaceably 
attending to their affairs, being placed on a common footing of amity and good 
will with subjects of China, shall receive and enjoy for themselves and everything 
appertaining to them the prote ction of the local authorities ofGovernment, who shall 
defend them from all insult or injury of any sort. If their dwellings or property be 
threatened or attacked by mobs, incendiaries, or other violent or lawless persons, the 
local officers, on requisition of the Consul, shall immediately despatch a military force 
to disperse the rioters, apprehend the guilty individuals, and punish them with the 
utmost rigour of the law. Subjects of China guilty of any criminal act towards citizens 
of the United States shall be punished by the Chinese authorities according to the laws 
of China, and citizens of the United States,, either on shore or in any merchant vessel, 
who may insult, trouble, or wound the persons or injure the property of Chinese, or 
commit any other improper act in China, shall be punished only by the Consul or other 
public functionary thereto authorized, according to the laws of the United States. 
Arrest in order to trialjnay be madeby either theCbineseor the United States authorities. 

Art. XII. — Citizens of the United States, residing or sojourning at any of the ports 
open to foreign commerce, shall be pernLitrtcd to rent houses and places of busin^j 
or hire sites on which they can themselves build houses or hospitals, churches, and 
cemeteries. The parties iiiterestod can fix the rents by mutual and equitaUd 
agreement; the proprietors shall not demand an exorbitant price, nor shall th^ 
local authorities interfere, unless there be some objections offered on the part of tW 
inhabitants respecting the place. The legal fees to the officers for applying tbeii 
seal shall be paid. The citizens of the United States shall not unreasonably insid 
on particular spots, but each party shall conduct themselves with justice anj 
moderation. Any desecration of the cemeteries by natives of China shaD be severel^^ 
punished according to the law. At the places where the ships of the United Stat€^ 
anchor, or their citizens reside, the merchants, seamen, or others can freely pass anJ 
lepass in the immediate neighbourhood; but in order to the preservation of tb^ 
public peace, they shall not go into the country to the villages ai^d marts to selltb^i^ 
goods unlawfully, in fraud of the revenue. i 

Art. Xin. — If any vessel of the United Slates be wrecked or stranded on the ooad 
of China atd be subjected to plunder or other damage, the proper officers of th^ 
Government, on receiving information of the fact, shall immediately adopt measurd 
for its relit f and security ; the persons on board shall receive friendly treatment, hx^ 
be enabled to repair at once to the nearest port, and shall enjoy all faciliti^ fo! 
obtaining supplies of provisions and water. If the merchant vessels of the TJnita^ 
States, while withiu the waters over which the Chinese Government exercise 
jurisdiction, be plundered by robbt rs or pirates, then the Chinese local aathoritie^ 
civil and ttilitary, on receiving information thereof, shall arrest the said robbers <? 
pirates, and punish them according to law, and shall cause all the propertywliidicaj 
be recovered to be restored to the owners, or placed in the hands of tne ConsuL ij 
by reason of the extent of territory and nuinerons population of China, it shall in anj 
case happen that the robbers cannot be apprehended, and the property only in pai^ 
recovered, the Chinese Government shall not make indemnity for the goods lost; bij 
if it shall be proved that the local authorities have been in collu.Hion with the robben 
the same shall be communicated to the superior authorities for memorializing tb 
Throne, and these officers shall be severely punished and their property be confific^ 
to repay the losses. 
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Art. XIV. — The citizens of the United States are permitted to frequent the ports 
and cities of Canton and Chau-chau, or Swatow, in the province of Kwangtung ; Amoy, 
Foochow, and Tai-wan in Formosa, in the province of Fohkien; Ningpo in the province 
of Chekiang; and Shanghai in the province of Kiangsu, and any other port or place 
hereafter by treaty with othtr powers, or with the United States, opened to commerce ; 
and to reside with their families and trade there, and to proceed at plea-ure with their 
vessels and merchandise from any of these ports to any other of them. But said vessels 
shall not carry on a clandestine and fraudulent trade at other ports of China not declared 
to be legal, along the coast thereof ; and any vessel under the American flag violating 
this provision shall, with her cargo, be subject to confiscation to the Chinese Govern- 
ment; and any citizen of the United States who shall trade in any contraband article 
of merchdudise shall be subject to be dealt with by theCbines^ Government, without 
being entitled to any countenance or protection from tliat of the United States ; and 
the United States will take measures to prevent their flag from being abused by the 
subjects of other nations as a cover of the viulition of the laws of the Empire. 

Art. XV. — At each of the ports open to commerce, citizens of the United States 
shall be permitt ed to import from abroad, and sell, purchase, and export all merchan- 
dise, of which the importation is not prohibited by the laws of the Empire. The 
tariff of duties to be paid by the citizens of the United States, on the c xport and 
unport of goods from and into China, shall be the same as was ai>reed upon at the 
treaty of Wanghia, except so far as it may be modified by treaties with other nations, 
it being expressly a jrreed that citizens of the United States shall n.ver pay higher 
duties than those paid by the most favoured nation. 

Art. XVL — Tonnage duties shall be paid on every merchant vessel belonging to 
the United States entering either of th^ open ports, at the rate of four mace per ton of 
forty cubic feet, if she be over one hundred and fifty tons burden ; and one mace per 
ton of forty cubic feet if she be of the burden of one hundred and fifty tons or under, 
according to the tonnage specified in the register ; which, with her other papers, shall 
on her arrival be lodged with the Consul, who shall report the same to the Commis- 
Bioner of Customs. And if any vess.^1 having: paid tonnage duty at one port, shall 
go to any other port to complete the disposal of her cargo, or being in ballast, to 
purchase an entire or fill up an incomplete cargo, the Consul shall, report the same to 
the Commissioner of Customs, who shall note on the port-clearance that the tonnage 
duties have been paid and report the circumstances to the collectors at the other 
Custom-houses ; in which case, the said vessel shall only pay duty on her cargo, and 
not be charged with tonnage duty a second time. The collectors of Customs at the 
open ports shall consult with the C nsuls about the erectioi^ of beacons or light- 
houses, and where buoys and light-ships should be placed. 

Art. XVn.— Citizens of the United States shall be allowed to engage pilots to 
take their vessels into port, and, when the lawful duties have all been paid, take them 
out of port, it shall be lawful for them to hire at pleasure servants, compradores, 
linguists, writers, labourers, seamen, and persons for whatever necessary service, with 
passage or cargo- boa* s, for a reasonable compensation, to be agreed upon by the 
parties or determined by the Consul. 

Art. XVm.— Whenever merchant vessels of the United States shall enter a port, 
the Collector of Customs shall, if he see fit, appoint Custom-house officers to guard 
said vessels, who may live on board the ship or their own boats, at their convenience. 
The local authorities of the Chinese Government shall cause to be apprehended all 
mutuicers or deserters from on board the vessels of the United States in China, on 
being informed by the Consul, and will deliver them up to the Consuls or other officers 
for punishment. And if criminals, subjects of China, take refuse in the houses, or on 
board the vessels of citizens of the United States, they shall not be harboured, but 
shall be delivered up to justice on due requisition by the Chinese local officers, 
addressed to those of the United States. The merchants, seamen, and other citizens 
of the United States shall be under the superintendence of the appropriate officers of 
their government. If individuals of either nation commit acts of violence or disorder, 
use arms to the injury of others, oi create disturbances endangering life, the officers of 
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the two governments will exert themselves to enforce order and to maintain th ;pQbUc 
peace, by doing impartial justice, in the premises. 

Art. XIX. — Whenever a merchant vessel belonging to the United Stdtee shall 
cast anchor in either of the said ports, the supercargo, master, or consignee, shall, 
within forty-eight hours, deposit the ship's papers in the hands of the Consul or 
person charged with his functions, who shall cause to be communicated to the Super- 
intendent of Customs a tiuo report of the name and tonnage of such vessel, the number 
of her crew and the nature of her cargo, which beino; done, he shall give a permit for 
her disc'^arge. And the master, supercargo, or consignee, if he proceed to discharge 
the cargo without such permit, shall incur a fine of five hundred dollars, and the goods 
so discharged without permit shall be subject to forfeiture to the Chinese Government. 
But if a master of any vessel in port desire to discharge a part only of the cargo, it 
shall be lawful for him to do so, paying duty on such part only, and to proceed with 
the remainder to any other ports. Or if the master so desire, he may, within forty- 
eight hours after the arrival of the vessel, but not later, decide to depart without 
breaking bulk ; in which case he shall not be subject to pay tonnage, or other duties 
or charges until, on his arrival at another port, he shall proceed to discharge, when 
he shall pav the duties on vessel and cargo, according to law. And the tonnage 
duties shall be held due after the expiration of the said forty-eight hours. In case 
of the absence of the Consul or person charged with his ftinctions, the captain or 
supercargo of the vessel may have recourse to the consul of a friendly power ; or, if 
he pleajre, directly to the Superintendent of Customs, who shall do all that is required 
to conduct the ship's business. 

Art. XX. — Tlie Superintendent of Customs, in ordor to the collection of the 
proper duties shall, on application made to him through the Consul, appoint suitable 
officers, who shall proceed, in the presence of the captain, supercargo, or consignee, 
to make a just and fair examination of all goods in the act of being discharged for 
importation, or laden for exportation on board any merchant vessel of the United 
States. And if disputes occur in regard to the value of goods subject to ad valorem 
duty, or in regard to the amount of tare, and the same cannot be satisfactorily 
arrai^ged by the parties, the question may, within twenty-four hours, and not after- 
wards, be referred to' the said Consul to adjust with the Superintendent of Customs. 

Art. XXI. — Citizens of the United States who may have imported merchandise 
into any of the free ports of China, and paid the duty thereon, if they desire to 
re-export the same in part or in whole to any other of the said ports, shall be entitled 
to make application, through their Consul, to the Superintendent of Customs, who, 
in order to prevent fraud on the revenue, shall cause examination to be made, by 
suitable officers, to see that the duties paid on such goods as are entered on the Custom- 
house books correspond with the representation made, and that the goods remain 
with their original marks unchanged, and shall then make a memorandum in the 
port-clearance of the goods and the amount of duties paid on the same, and deliver 
the same to the merchant, and shall also certify the fact to the officers of Customs 
at the other ports; all which being done, on the arrival in port of the vessel in 
which the goods are laden, and everything being found, on examination there, to 
correspond, she shall be permitted lo break bulk, and land the said goods, without 
being subject to the payment of any additional duty thereon. But if, on such 
examination, the Superintendent of Customs shall detect any fraud on the revenue in 
the ease, then the snoods shall be subject to forfeiture. Foreign grain or rice brought 
into any port of Cliina in a ship of the United States, and not landed, may bo 
re-exported without hindrance. 

Art. XXII. — The tonnage duty on vessels of the United States shall be paid on 
their being admitted to entry. Duties of import shall be paid on the discharge of the 
goods, and duties of export on the lading of the samo. When all such duties shall 
have been paid, and not before, the Collector of Customs shall give a port-clearance, 
and the Consul shall return the ship's papers. The duties shall be paid to the shroffs 
authorized by the Chinese Government to receive the same. Duties shall be paid and 
received, either in sycee silver or in foreign money, at the rate of the day." If the 
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Consul permits a ship to leave the port before the duties and tonnage dues are paid, 
he shall b e re sponsible therefor. 

Art. XXm. — When ^oods on board any merchant vessel of the United States 
in port require to be transhipped to another vessel, application shall bo made to the 
Consul, who shall certify what is the occasion therefor to the Superintendent of 
Customs, who may appoint o&C'^tb to examine into the facts and permit the 
transhipment. And if any goods be transhipped without written permits, they shall 
be subject to be forfeited to the Chinese Government. 

Art. XXIV. — Where there are debts due by subjects of China to citizens of the 
United States, the latter may seek redress inlaw; and on suitable representation being 
made to the local authorities, through the Consul, they will cause due examination in 
the premises, and take proper s'eps to compel satisfaction. And if citizens of the 
United States be indebted to subjects of China, the latter mav seek redress by 
representation through the Consul, or by suit in the Consular Court ; but neither 
govemraenl will hold itself responsible for such debts. 

Art. XXV. — It shall be lawful for the oflBcers or citizens of the United States to 
employ scholars and people of any part of China, without distinction of persons, to 
teach any of the languages of the Empire, and to assist in literary labours ; and the 
persons so employed shall not for that cause be subject to any injury on the part 
either of the government or of individuals ; and it shall in like manner be lawful for 
citizens of the United States to purchase all manner of books in China. 

Art. XXVI. — ^Relations of peace and amity between the United States and China 
being established by this treaty, and the vessels of the United States being admitted 
to tiude freely to and from the ports of China open to foreign commerce; it is further 
agreed that, in case at any time hereafter China should be at war with any foreign 
nation whatever, and should for that cause exclude such nation from entering her 
ports, still the vessels of the United States shall not the less continue to pursue their 
commerce in freedom and security, and to transport goods to and from the ports of 
the belligerent powers, full respect being paid to the neutrality of the flag of the 
United States, provided that the said flag shall not protect vessels engaged in the 
transportation of oflScers or soldiers in the enemy's ships, with their cargoes, to enter 
any of the ports of China ; but all such vessels so offending shall be subject to 
forfeiture and confiscation to the Chinese Government. 

Art. XXVn.— All questions in re-?ard to rights, whether of property or person, 
arising between citizens of the United States in China, shall be subject to the 
jurisdiction and regulated by the authorities of the'r own government; and all 
controversies occurring in China between citizens of the United States and the 
subjects of any other government shall be regulated by the treaties existing between 
the United States and such governments respectively, without interference on the 
part of China. 

Art. XX V 111. — If citizens of the United States have especial occasion to address 
any communication to the Chinese local ofiicers of Government, they shall submit the 
same to their Consul or other oflBc to determine if the language be proper and 
respectful, and the matter just and right, in which event he shall transmit the same 
to the appropriate authorities for their consideration and action in the premises. If 
subjects of China have occasion to address the Consul of the United States they may 
address him directly; at the sa ne time they inform their Own oflBcers representing the 
case for bis consideration and action in the premises ; and if controversies arise 
between citizens of the United States and subjects of China, which cannot be amicably 
settled otherwise, the same shall be examined and decided conformably to justice and 
equity by the public officers of the two nations, acting in conjunction. The extortion 
of illegal fees is expressly prohibited. Any peaceable persons are allowed to enter 
the Court in order to interpret, lest injustice be done. 

Art. XXIX. — The principles of the Christian Religion, as professed by the 
Protestant and Roman Catholic Churches, are recognized as teaching men to do good, 
and to do to others as they would have others do to them. Hereafter those who 
quietly profess and teach these doctrines shall not be harassed or persecuted on 
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account of their faith. Any person, whether citizen of the United States or Chinese 
convert, who, according to these tenets, peaceably teaches and practices the principles 
of Christianity, shall in no case be interfered with or molested. 

Art. XXX. — The contracting parties hereby agree that should at any time the 
Ta-Tsing Empire grant to any nation, or the merchants or citizens of any nation, any 
right, privilege, or favour, connc cled either with navigation, commerce, political or 
otier intercourse, which is not conferred by this Treaty, such right, privilege, and 
favour shall at once freely enure to the benefit to the United States, its public officers, 
merchants^ and citizens. 

The present Treaty of peace, amity, and commerce shall be ratified by the 
President of the United States, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
within one year, or sooner, if possible, and by the August Sovereign of the Ta-Tsing 
Empire forthwith ; and the ratifications shall be exchanged within one year from the 
date of the signatures thereof. 

In faith whereof, we, the respective plenipotentiaries of the United States of 
America and of the Ta-Tsing Empire, as aforesaid, have signed and sealed these 
presents. 

Done at Tientsin, this eighteenth day of June in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight, and the Independence of the United States 
of America the eighty-second, and in the eighth of Hien Fung, fifth moon, and 
eighth day.

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ADDITIONAL ARTICLES TO THE TREATY BETWEEN THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA AND CHINA, 
OF 18th JUNE, 1858. 



Signed, in the English and Chinese Languages, at Washington, 

28th July, 1868. 



Ratifications exchanged at Peking, 23rd November, 1869. 



Whereas, since tbe conclusion of the treaty between the United States of America 
and the Ta-Tsing Empire (China) of the 18th of June, 1858, circumstances have 
at-isen showing the necessity of additional articles thereto: the President of the 
United States and the August Sovereign of the Ta-Tiiing Empire have named for 
their Plenipotentiaries; to wit, the President of the United States of America, William 
H. SewarJ, Secretary of State; and His Majesty the Emperor of China, Anson 
Borlingame, accredited as his Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, 
and Chih-kang, and San-chia-ku, of the second Chinese rank, associated high Envoys 
and Ministers of his said Majesty; and the said Plenipotentiaries, after having 
exchanged their full powers, found to be in due and proper form, have aji-eed ui»on 
the following articles — 

Art. I. — His Majesty the Emperor of China, being of the opinion that in making 
concessions to the citizens or subjects of foreign powers, of the privilege of residing 
on certain tracts of land, or resorting to certain waters of that Empire, for purposps 
of trade, he has by no means relinquished his right of eminent domain or dominion 
over the said lands and waters, hereby agrees that no such concession or grant shall 
be construed to give to any power or party, which may be at war with or hostile to 
the United States, the right to attack the citizens of the United States, or their 
property, within the said lands or waters : And the United States, for themselves, 
hereby agree to abstain from offensively attacking the citizens or subjects of any 
power or party, or their property, with which they may be at war, on any such tract 
of land or waters of the said Empire. But nothing in this article shall be construed 
to prevent the United States from resisting an attack by any hostile power or party 
upon their citizens or their property. 

It is further agreed that if any right or interest in any tract of land in China 
has been, or shall hereafter be, granted by the Government of China to the United 
States or their citizens for purposes of trade or commerce, that grant shall in no 
event be construed to divest the Chinese Authorities of their right of jurisdiction 
over persons and property within said tract of land except so far as the right may 
have been expressly relinquished by treaty. 

Art. II.— The United States of America and His Majesty the Emperor of China, 
believing that the safety and prosperity of commerce will thereby best l>e promoted, 
agree that any privilege or inimnnitv in respect to trade or navigation within the 
Chinese dominions which may not have been stipulated for by treaty, shall be subject 
to the discretion of the Chinese Government, and may be regulated by it accordingly, 
but not in a manner or spirit incompatible with the Treaty stipulations of the parties. 

Art. III. — The Emperor of China shall have the ri<^ht to appoint Consuls at 
ports of the United States, who shall enjoy the same privileges and immunities as 
those which are enjoyed by public law and treaty in the United States by the Consuls 
of Great Britain and Russia or either of them. 

Art. IV.— The 29th article of the Treaty of the 18th June, 1858, having stipuiaed 
for the exemption of the Christian citizetjs of the United States and Chinese converts 
from per*»ecution in China on account of th ir faith ; it is further agieed tuat citi^ ^ns 
of the United States in China of every religious persuasion, and Chinese subjejts in 
the United Statos, shall enjoy entire litertv of co.i science, ani shall be exempt froitt 
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all disability or persecution on account of their religious faith or worship in either 
-country. Cemeteries for sepulture of the dead, of whatever nativity or nationality, 
shall be held in respf^ct and free from disturbance or profanation. 

Art. V. — The Uiiited States of America and the Emperor of China cordially 
recognize the inherent and inalienable right of man to change his home and allegiance, 
and also the mutual advantage of the free migration and emigration of their citizens 
and subjects respectively from the one country to the other for the pui-pose of curiosity, 
of trade, or aspremanent residents. The high Contracting Parties, therefore, join in 
reprobating any other than an entirely voluntary emigration for these purposes. They 
consequently agree to pass laws, making it a penal offence for a citizen of the United 
States, or a Chinese subject, to take Chinese subjects either to the United Slates or 
to any other foreign country ; or for a Chinese subject or citizen of the United States 
to take citizens of the Unitt^d States to China, or to any other foreign country, without 
their free and voluntary consent respectively. 

Art. VI. — Citizens of the United States visiting or residing in China, shall enjoy 
the same privileges, immunities, or exemptions in respect to travt l or residence as may 
there be enjoyed by the citizt^ns or subjects of the most favoured nation. And, 
reciprocally, Chinese subjects visiting or residing in the United States, shall enjoy the 
same privileges, immunities, and exemptions in respect to travel or residence as may 
there be enjoyed by the citizens or subjects of the most favoured nation. But nothing 
herein contained shall be held to confer naturalization upon citizens of the United 
States in China, nor upon the subjects of China in the United States. 

Art. VII,— Citizens of the United States shall enjoy all the privileges of the 
public educational institutions under the control of the Government of China ; and 
reciprocally Chinese subjects shall enjoy all the privileges of the public educational 
institutions undt r the control of the Government of the United States, which are 
enjoyed in the respe ctive countries by the citizens or bubjeots of the most favoured 
nation. The citiz^ms of the United States may freely establish and maintain schools 
within the Empire of China at those places where foreigners are by treaty permitted 
to reside; and reciprocally, the Chinese subjects may enjoy the same privileges and 
immunities in the United States. 

Art. Vin. — The United States, always disclaimii^g and discouraainor all practices 
of unnecessary dictation and intervention by one nation in the affairs or domestic 
administration of another, do hereby freely disclaim and disavow any intention or 
right to intervene in the domestic administration of China in regard to the construc- 
tion of railroads, telegraphs, or other material internal improvements. On the other 
hand. His Majesty the Emperor of China reserves to himself the right to decide the 
time and manner and circumstances of introducing such improvements within his 
dominions. With this mutual understanding it is ajre^d by the contracting parties 
that, if at any time hereafter his Imperial Majesty shall determine to cimstruct, or 
cause to be coubtructed, works of the character mentioned within the 'Empire, and 
shall make application to the United S ates, or any other Western Power for facilities 
to carry out that policy, the United States will in that case designate or authorize 
suitable engineers to be employed by the Chinese G )vernment, and will recommend 
to other natioas an equal compliance with such applications ; the Chin^^se Government 
in that case protecting such engineers in their persons and property, and paying 
them a reasonable compensation for their services. 

In faith whereof, the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed this treaty and 
thereto aflSxed the seals of their arms. 

Done at Washington, the 28th day of July, in the year of Our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-eight.

TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP, COMMERCE, AND NAVIGATION, BETWEEN 
THE REPUBLIC OF PERU AND HIS MAJESTY THE 
EMPEROR OF CHINA. 



Signed, in the Spanish, English, and Chinese Languages at Tientsin, 

26th June, 1874. 



His Excellency the President of the Republic of Peru and His Majesty the 
Emperor of China, being sincerely desirous to establish friendly relations between the 
two countries, have resolved to confirm the same by a Treaty of Friendship, Commerci>, 
and Navigation, with the view of laying the foundations of mutual intercourse ; and 
for that purpose, have named as their Plenipotentiaries, that is to say : — 

His Excellency the President of Peru, Don Aurelio Qurcia y Garcia, a Post- 
Captain in the Peruvian Navy, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of 
that Republic for the Empires of China and Japan ; and 

His Majesty the Emperor of China, Li, Minister Plenipoteiitiary, Imperial 
Commissioner, Grand Guardian of the Heir Apparent, Grand Secretary, a President 
to the B >ard of War, Governor-General of the Province of Chih-li, and invested with 
the dignity of tho second order of nobility ; 

Who, after having examined and exchanged their respective full powers, have 
together agreed upon the following Treaty for the benefit and protection of the 
merchants and people of the two countries : — 

Art. I. — There shall be peace and friendship between the Republic of Peru and His 
Majesty the Emperor of China. Their respective citizens and subjects shall recipro- 
cally enjoy in the territories of the High Contracting Parties full and perfect protec- 
tion for their persons and property. 

Art. n. — In order to ifacilitate fri*»ndly intercourse in future. His Excellency the 
President of Peru may, if he see fit, appoint a Diplomatic Agent to the Court of 
Peking, and His Majesty the Emperor of China may, in the like manner, if he see fit, 
appoint a Diplomatic Agent to the Government of Peru. 

His Majesty the Emperor of China htreby agrees that the Diplomatic Agent so 
appointed by the Government of Peru may, with his family and the persons of his 
suite, permanently r -side at Peking, or may visit it occasionally, at the option of the 
Peruvian Government. 

In like manner, the Diplomatic A^jent of China may, with his family and the 
persons of his suite, permanently reside at Lima, or may visit it occasionally at the 
option of the Chinese Government. 

Art. III. — The Diplomatic Agent of each of the Contracting Parties, shall, at 
their respective residences, enjoy all privileges and immunities accorded to them by 
international usages. 

Art. IV. — The Government of Peru may appoint a Consul General, and for such 
open ports or cities of China where it may be considered most expedient for the interest 
of Peruvian Commerce, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, or Consular Agents. These officers shall 
be treated with due respect by the Chinese Authorities, and enjoy the same privileges 
and immunities as tlie Consular officers of the most favoured nation. 



Ratifications exchariged at Tientsin, 7th August, 1875. 
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His Majesty the Emperor of China may appoint a Conml-Qeneral, Consuls » 
Vice-Consuls, or Consular Agents at any port or town of Peru wkere Consular Officers 
of any other Power are admitted to reside. All of these Officers shall enjoy the same 
rights and privileges as those of the most favoured nation in Peru. 

It is further agreed that the appointment of the said Consular Officers shall not 
be made in merchants residing in the locality. 

Art. V. — Peruvian citizens are at liberty to travel for their pleasure or for purposes 
of trade in all parts of China under express condition of being provided with passports 
written in Spanish and Chinese, issued in duo form by the Consuls of Peru and vised 
by the Chinese Authorities. These passports, if demanded, must be produced for 
examination in the localities passed through. If the passport be not irregular, the 
bearer will be allowed to proceed, and no opposition shall be offered to his hiring 
persons, or hiring vessels or carts for the carriage of his baggage or merchandise, 
aud the said merchandise shall be conveyed in accordance with the General Regula* 
tions of Foreign Trade. 

If the traveller be without a passport, he shall be handed over to the nearest 
Consul in order to enable him to procure one. The above provision will in like 
manner be applicable to cases of a Peruvian citizen committing any offence against 
the laws of China. But he shall in no case be subjected by the Chinese Authorities 
to any kind of ill-treatment or insult. 

The citizens of Peru may go on excursions from the open ports or cities to a 
distance not exceeding 100 li and for a period not exceeding five days, without being 
provided with a passport. 

The above provisions do not apply to the crews of ships, who, when on shor**, 
shall be subject to the disciplinary regulations drawn up by the Consul and the local 
Authorities. 

Chinese subjects shall have the liberty to travel at their pleasure throughout the 
territory of Peru, as long as they behave peaceably aud commit no offence against 
the laws and rej^ulations of the country. 

Art. VI. — The Republic of Peru and the Empire of China cordially recognize the 
inherent and inalienable right of man to change his home. Their citizens and subjects 
respectively may consequently go freely from the one country to the other for the 
purposes of curiosity, trade, labour, or as permanent residents. The High Contracting 
Parties therefore agree that the citizens and subjects of both countries shall only 
emigrate with their free and voluntary consent ; and join in reprobating any other 
than an entirely voluntary emigration for the said purposes, and every act of violence 
or fraud that may be employed in Macao or the ports of China to carry away Chinese 
subjects. The Contracting Parties likewise pledgr^ themselves to punish severely, 
according to their laws, their respective citizens and subjects who may violate the 
present stipulations, and also to proceed judicially against their respective ships that 
may be employed in such unlawful oj^erations, imposing the fines which for such cases 
are established by their laws. 

Art. Vn. — It is further agreed, that for the better understanding and more efficient 
protection of the Chinese subjects who reside in Peru, t!)e Peruvian Government will 
appoint official Interpreters of the Chinese language in the Prefectures of the Depart- 
ments of Poru where the great centres of Cninese immigration exist. 

Art. VIII. — The merchant ships belonging to Peruvian citizens shall be permitted 
to frequent all the ports of China open to foreign trade, and to proceed to and fro at 
pleasure with their merchandise, enjoying the same rights and privileges as those of 
the most favoured nation. 

In like manner, the merchant shii»s belonging to Chinese subjects may visit 
all the ports of Peru open to foreign commerce and trade in them, enjoying the same 
rights and privileges which in Pern are granted to t];e citizens or subjects of the 
most favoured nation. 

Art. IX. — Peruvian citizens shall pay at the ports of China oi>en to foreign trade, 
on all the goods imported or exported l\y them, the duties enumerated in the tariff which 
is now in force for the regulation of foreign commerce ; but they can, in no case, be 
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called to pay higher or other duties than those required now or in future of the 
citizens or subjects of the most favoured nation. 

No other or higher duties shall be imposed in the ports of Peru on all goods 
imported or exported by Chinese subjects than those which are or may be imposed 
in Peru on the commerce of the most favoured nation. 

Art. X. — The ships of war of each country respectively shall be at liberty to 
visit all the ports within the territories of the other to which the ships of war of other 
nations are or may be permitted to come. They shall enjoy every facility, and meet 
no obstacle in purchasing provisions, coals, procuring water and making necessary 
repairs. Such ships shaU not be liable to the payment of duties of any kind. 

Art. XI. — Any Peruvian vessels, being from extraordinary causes conipelled to 
seek a place of refuge, shall be permitted to enter any Chinese port whatever, without 
being subject to the payment of tonnage dues or duties on the goods, if only landed 
for the purpose of making the necessary repairs of the vessel, and remaining under 
the supervision of the Superintendent of the Customs. 

Should any such vessel be wrecked or stranded, the Chinese Authorities shall 
immediately adopt measures for rescuing the crew, and for securing the vessel and 
cargo. The crew thus saved, shall receive friendly treatment, and if necessary, shall 
be furnished with the means of conveyance to the nearest Consular station. 

If any Chinese vessels be wrecked or compelled by stress of weather to seek a 
place of refuge on the coasts of Peru, the local maritime Authorities shall render to 
them every assiNtance in their power ; the goods and merchandise saved from the 
wreck shall not be subject to duties unless cleared for consumption ; and the ships 
shall enjoy the same liberties which in equal cases are granted in Peru to the ships 
of other nations. 

Art. XII. — Peruvian citizens in China having reason to complain of a Chinese, 
shall proceed at once to their Consular Officer and state to him their grievance. The 
Consul will inquire into the case, and do his utmost to arrange it amicably. 

In like manner, if a Chinese have reason to complain of a Peruvian citizen in 
China, tl^e Consular Officer shall listen to his complaint, and endeavour to come to a 
friendly arrangement. 

Should the Consular Officer not succeed in making such arrangement, then he 
shall request the assistance of the competent Chinese Officer, that tbey may together 
decide the matter according to the principles of equity. 

Art. Xm. — Chinese subjects guilty of a criminal action towards a Peruvian 
citizen in China, shall be arrested and punished by the Chinese Authorities, accord- 
ing to Chinese laws. 

Peruvian citizens in China who may commit any crime against a Chinese sub- 
ject, shall be arrested and punished according to the laws of Peru, by the Peruvian 
Consular Officer. 

Art. XIV. — All questions in regard to rights, whether of property or person, 
arising between Peruvian citizens in China, shall be subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Peruvian Authorities. Disputes between citizens of Peru and those of other Foreign 
Nations shall be decided in China according to the Treaties existing between Peru 
and those Foreign Nations. In all cases, however, of Chinese subjects being con- 
cerned in the matter, the Chinese Authorities may interfere in the proceeding 
according to articles 12 and 13 of this Treaty. 

Art. XV. — Chinese subjects in Peru shall have free and open access to the 
Courts of Justice of Peru for the prosecution ani defence of their just rights ; they 
shall enjoy in this respect the same rights and privileges as native citizens, and shaU 
also be treated in every way like the citizens and subjects of other countries resident 
in Peru. 

Art. XVI. — The Contracting Parties agree, that the Government, Public Officers 
and citizens of the Bepublic of Peru shall fuUy r.nd equally participate in all pri- 
vileges, rights, immunities, jurisdiction and advantages that may have been, or may 
be hereafter, granted by His Majesty the Emperor of China, to the Government, 
Public Officers, citizens or subjects of any other nation. 
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In like manner, the Government, Public OflScera and subjects of the Empire of 
China, shall enjoy in Peru all the rights, privileges, immunities, and advantages of 
every kind which in Peru are enjoyed by the Government, Public Officers, citizens or 
subjects of the most favoured nation. 

Art. XVII. — In order to prevent for the future any discussion, and considering 
that the English language, among all foreign languages, is the most generally known 
in China, this Treaty is written in the Spanish, Cliinese, and English languages, and 
signed in nine copies, three in each language. All these versions have the same 
sense and signification, but whenever the interpretation of the Spanish and Chinese 
versions may difEer, then reference shall be made to the English text. 

Art. XVIII. — If in future the High Contractmg Parties desire a modification 
of any stipulation contained in this Treaty, they shall be at liberty after the lapse of 
ten years dated from the day of the exchange of the ratifications of this Treaty, to 
opeii negotiations to that effect. Six months before the expiration of the ten years, 
either of the Contracting Parties may officially notify to the other, that modifica- 
tions of the Treaty are desired, and in what these consist. If no such notification is 
made, the Treaty remains in force for another ten years. 

Art. XIX. — The present Treaty shall be ratified by His Excellency the Pre- 
sident of Peru after being approved by the Peruvian Congress, and by His Majesty 
the Emperor of China ; and the ratifications shall be exchanged at Shanghai or 
Tientsin, as soon as possible. 

In token whereof, the respective Plenipotentiarivs have signed and sealed this 
Treaty. 

Done at Tientsin, this twenty-sixth d iy of the month of June, in the year of the 
Lord One Thousand Eight Hundred and Seventy Pour, corresponding to the Chinese 
date, the thirteenth da/ of the fifth moon of the thirteenth year of Tung-Chi. 



The Undersigned Aurelio Garcia y Garcia, a Post-Captain in the Peruvian Navy, 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of the Republic of Peru for the 
Empires of China and Japan, and 

Li, Minister Plenipotentiary of His Majesty the Emperor of China, Imperial 
Commissioner, Grand Guardian of the Heir Apparent, Grand Secretary, a President 
of the Board of War, Governor-General of the Province of Chih-li, and invested with 
the dignity of the second orc^er of nobility. 

Have concluded the following Special Agreement : — 

Inasmuch as at present, Chinese are known to be residing in great numbers within 
the territory of Peru, and in view of the representations that have been made to the effect 
that some of these are suffering grievances, now then the respective Plenipotentiaries, 
being desirous of establishing amicable relations between the two Countries, agree, 
on the one hand, that a Treaty of Friendship, Commeice and Mutual Intercourse 
shall be concluded, and on the other, that with the view of establishing a thorough 
friendly understanding, the Chinese Government shall send a Commission to Peru. 

The said Commission shall institute a thorough investigation into the condition 
of Chinese Immigrants in all parts of Peru, to whom they shall make known the 
objects in view by means of Public Notifications. 

The Government of Peru, on their side, will give the fullest possible assistance 
to the Commission in the fulfilment of its duties, and will treat it with all due 
courtesy. 

On the arrival of the Commission in Peru, the Peruvian Government will order 
all Local or Provincial Authorities to give to the Commission all the assistance in 
their power for the performance of its duties.

SPECIAL AGREEMENT BETWEEN PERU AND CHINA. 
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In case it should be ascertained that Chinese Immigrants whose contracts have 
not expired, be their numbers what they may, are actually suffering ill-treatment, it 
is now agrcDd that the Commission shall communicate the particulars concerning 
thena to the Local Authorities. In case the employers of such Chinese Immigrants 
decline to acknowledge the ill-treatment, the Local Authorities shall then send the 
complaints in question before the Tribunals for judicial inquiry and decision. 

If the Immigrants in any case be dissatisfied with the decision of the primary 
Judge, it shall be open to the aggrieved parties forthwith to appeal to the higher 
Courts of Justice of Peru for further investigation. 

The Chinese Immigrants will be' placed on a footing of equality as regards legal 
procedure with that enjoyed by the subjects of the most favoured nation residing in 
Peru, 

From the date of the ratification of this Special Agreement by the Peruvian 
Government, the said Government will compel the employers of Chinese Immigrants 
whose contracts have expired, and in which it may have been stipulated that they 
shall be sent back to China, to provide them with passage back to their native 
country, if they be desirous of returning to China. 

In the case of Chinese Immigrants in whose contracts no stipulation is made for 
the return passage on the expiry of the contracts, and provided that the Immigrants 
shall express a wish to return to China, but shall be without the means of providing 
their own passage, the Peruvian Government will cause them to be repatriated 
gratuitously in the ships which leave Peru for China. 

The present Agreement is written and signed in six copi<^s, viz. : two in Spanish, 
two in Chinese, and two in English. All these versions have the same meaning and 
intention. 

The present Agreement shall be ratified by His Excellency the President of the 
Republic of Peru, after being approved by the Peruvian Congress, and by His Majesty 
the Emperor of China ; and the ratifications shall be exchanged at Shanghai or 
Tientsin, 

In token whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed and sealed this 
Agreement. 

Done at Tientsin this twenty-sixth day of the month of June, in the year of the 
Lord, One Thousand Eight Hundred and Seventy Four, corresponding to the Chinese 
date, the thirteenth day of the fifth moon of the thirteenth year of Tung-Chi.

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EMIGRATION CONVENIION BETWEEN SPAIN AND CHINA. 



Translated prom the Chinese Text. 



Signed, at Peking, in Spanish, French, and Chimse, 17th November, 1877. 



His Majesty the King of Spain and His Majesty the Emperor of China, being 
Tery desirous to establish on new a basis the Emigration of Chinese subjects to the 
Island of Cuba, and iu order to avoid any further complication which might hereafter 
arise, have nominated for their Plenipotentiaries, as follows : — 

His Majesty the Emperor of China, Their Excellencies Shen, Mao, Tung, Ch'eng, 
and Hsion, Members of the Tsung-li Yamen. 

His Majesty the King of Spain, Don Carlos Antonio de Esj ana, His Minister 
Plenipotentiary to China, Annam, and Siam, Grand Cross of the Royal Order of 
Isabella the Catholic, etc., etc., who have agreed to all the articles which follow : — 

Art. I. — The high contracting parties hereby agree that the emigration of Chi- 
nese subjects as contained in Art. X. of the Tr*^aty concluded in Tientsin on the 10th 
October, 1864, becomes and is hereby abrogate. Only the stipulation in the said 
article concerning the delivery by the Authorities of those whe are claimed as 
deserters, criminals, and accused ones, ren.a ns in force. 

Art. II. — The difficulties, to which the application of the disposiiions of the 
Treaty of Tientsin regarding the emigration gave rise having been dispersed, the two ' 
Governments renounce each for itself evt ry pecuniary indemnity. 

Art. III. — It is agreed between the two high contracting parties that the emigra- 
tion of their respective subjects, whether accompanied by th* ir families or not^ shall 
be in future free and voluntary ; they disapprove of every act of violence or trickery 
which might be ccir.mitted in the ports of China or anywhere else for the purpose of 
expatriating Chinese subjects against their will. 

The two Governments engage themselves to pursue with all the rigour of the 
laws ary contravention of the preceding stipulation and to im; ose penalties | 
established by their respective legislatures upon the persons and ships who may \ 
violate this stipulation. 

The Government of H. M. the King of Spain engages itself to that of China to 
treat the Chinese subjects staying now in Cuba or who may come there hereafter on 
the same footing as the foreigners there of the same category and subjects of the 
most favoured power. 

Art. IV. — Ihe Government of H.M. the Emperor of China will authorize the 
departure of the emigrants of both sexes at their own expense for the if^land of Cuba 
from all the parts of the Empire, open to the foreign trade ; they engage themselT^ 
not to place any impediment to the free emigration of Chinese subjects and to forbid 
the authorities of the said ports, and principally the Customs' Taotais, to raise 
difficulties, be it either towards the freight or placement of the ships under any fla? 
'whatever destined to the tiansport of Chinese passengers, or towards the operations 
of the shipowners, consignees, or agents, provided always that they conform tbem- 
selves to the stipulations of the present convention. 

Art. V. — It is well understood that the Customs-Taotais and the Cfaj pege 
thorities of the open ports will have the right to inform themselves whetEex^ 
emigration is effected according to the spirit and the terms of the present con v^xi^ ^ 
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The Customs Taotais will prepare printed passports, with which they will 
provide every emigrant who has decided to ship himself. These passports have to 
be vised by the Consul of Spain in the port of departure and will be handed over to 
the Chinese Consuls by the competent authorities of the island of Cuba on the 
arrival of the ship carrying emigrants. 

The Customs Taotai of the port of departure of the ship carrying emigrants will 
moreover have the right to nominate Chinese delegates, who together with those 
chosen by the Consul of Spain will go on board of the ships ready for departure in 
order to ascertain that the passengers embarked leave by their own free will and 
accord. 

Those passengers who in tl e moment of departure are found not carrying the 
necessary documents are to be landed at once. In any case on the arrival of a ship 
at her destination, when passengers are found having no document, the Spanish 
Authorities can, in accord with the Consuls of China, adopt such measures as they 
see fit for the occasion. 

In order that the visit of the delegates above-mentioned can take place and have 
an effective result, the captain or shipowner will be bound to declare in advance the 
hour of the departure of the ship. 

If the captain of a ship which carries emigrants does not submit to this condi- 
tion, and if be declares his intt ntiou of leaving previously to the visit of the delegates^ 
the Consul of Spain, after an official communication having been made to him to this 
effect, must refuse to him the delivery of the ship's papers and the ship will be 
detained and trtated according to the laws of her cjuntry, until all the formalities 
prescribed by the present convention have been duly complied with. 

Art. VI. — The Government of H. M. the Emperor of China will nominate a 
Consul-Gcneral in Havana, and will have also the right to nominate Consular Agents 
in all the towns where the Spanish Government admits those of other nations. 

It is well understood that thes^ nominations will be made according to the con- 
ditions agreed upon by common accord between the high contracting parti s. 

The Spanish Government will grant to the Cliinese Consuls the same prerogatives 
as those which the Consuls of other nations residing in Cuba enjoy. 

The local authorities in Cuba will accord to the Consul-General as well as to the 
Consuls and Vice-Consuls ol China all the facilities connected with the exercise of 
their functions for placing them in communication with their nationals and for giving 
them the means of affording protection to those who are entitled to it. 

Art. VII. — Chinese subjects can leave the island of Cuba whenever they wish 
provided that they are not under judicial pursuance. 

Moreover, in order to facilitate the free circulation and settlement of the Chinese 
subjects in Cuba and in order that they ma/ enjoy the ri,-hts which are given to 
them by Art. III. of the present convention, tlie Spanish Government, together with 
the Chinese Representative in Madrid, or ihe Authorities in Havana, together with 
the ConsuLGeneral of China, will establish regulations, which, without deviating 
from the existing laws of thi* public good order and peace or from those which might 
be established in future, will grant to tl:e Chinese subjects treatment equal to 
foreigners of the same category and subjects of the most favoured power. 

The Spaiiish Authorities have besides to deliver to the Chinese subjects a pass 
of circulation similar to those with whicii other foreigners are furnished. 

Art. VIII.-— Chinese subjects will have the faculty to appeal to the Spanish 
tribunals in order to defend or pursue their rights ; they will in this respect enjoy 
the same rights and privileges as the subjects of the most favoured nation. 

Chinese subjects will have the faculty to be accompanied to the tribunals by 
lawyers and interpreters, bo they Spaniards or foreigners, who, according to the 
Spanish law, are qualified to be pre.K'nt at the sitting of the tribunals and who could 
be designated by the Chinese Consuls residing on the island of Cuba. 

The complaints which Chinese subjects actually residing on the island of Cuba 
have to forward in regard to ill-treatment, which they pretend to have suffered 
previously to the exchange oi the ratification of the present convention, will be 
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examined by the Spanish tribunals and judged equitably in the same manner, as it 
is the practice to do in regard to the subjects of the most favoured nation. 

Art. IX. — The Consul-General of China in Havana and tie competent authorities 
on the island of Cuba will establish as speedily as possible and in common accord, 
the regulations which the Chinese emigrants actually residing in Cuba, and those 
who may hereafter arrive, ought to obseive in order to obtain a certificate stating 
their entry in the Register kept by the Chinese Consuls. The Chinese Consuls will 
deliver to them a ceilificate of registration which will be vised by the Sui)erintendent 
of Police, or any other competent authority in the district, town, or plantation of the 
prefecture where the emigrant will establish his residence. 

The authorities of Cuba will communicate to the Chinese Consuls all the in- 
formation concerning the number and names of the Chinese subjects in the different 
localities of the island and will enable them to obtain the means to personally 
ascertain the state ot the Chinese engaged as labourers on the plantations. 

Art. X. — Ships of whatever nation wishing to carry Chinese emigrants must, 
besides conforming themselves to the stipulations of the present convention, also 
submit themselves to the regulations of their country regarding the carrying of 
passengers, of provisions, and health. 

If they do not obey these two conditions they shall then not be allowed to carry 
emigrants. 

Art. XI.— The Government of H.M. the King of Spain desiring to give to the 
Government of H.M. the Emperor of China a proof of friendship and good will, 
engages itself to send home at its own expense as soon as the present convention 
shall be ratified, those Chinese who actually can be found on the island of Cuba, who 
formerly made in China literary studies their vocation, also those who had an official 
rank, and individuals who belong to families of tliese categories. Their repatriation 
will be effected according to the information given by the Chinese Consular Agents 
and duly verified, by the Spanish Authorities. 

Likewise will be repatriated old persons prevented by age from working and who 
may ask to go back to China, also all Chinese female orphans not married and who 
may wish to return to their country. 

Art. XII, — The Spanish Government will order the masters of those Chinese 
emigrants whose contracts have expired and who according to the terms of these 
contracts have the right of returning home, to fulfil the obligations which they have 
contracted with these emigrants. 

Concerning those who have fulfilled their engagements but who have no right 
to be sent home at the expense of their masters, and who are without means to 
maintain themselves, the local authorities will together with the Chinese Consuls in 
Cuba adopt the measures which they think necessary for repatriating them. 

The emigrants at present residing on the island of Cuba and whose contracts 
are expiring, will receive as soon as the present convention comes into force, a 
certificate in which it will be stated that they have fulfilled their engagements ; by 
this they will obtain the right of enjoying all the advantages secured to other Chi- 
nese according to regulations mentioned in Art. VII. of the present convention and 
will be free either to remain on or to leave the island of Cuba. 

Art. XIII. — The authorities of the island of Cuba, can, if the circumstances 
demand it and regardless of the regulaticms already mentioned, oppose themselves 
to the movements and the residence of Chinese subjects in all the localities where 
they think convenient, if for special reasons tliey find that the accumulation of the 
individuals in the respective localities might be detrimental to the preservation of 
public order. In such cases the local authorities will observe towards Chinese 
subjects the same rules as towards other foreigners and will communicate to the 
Consul of China the decision they have taken. 

Art. XIV. — The labourers who have still obligations to perform according to 
the terms of their contracts, must under any condition fulfil the obligations, but they 
willenj jy re^^arding certificates etc., the benefits which will be accorded to their 
countrymen I'ecently landed or to those whose engagements have expired. 
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Likewise all the Chinese subjects who might have been detained in the Govern- 
ment depots on the island of Cuba will be set at liberty as soon as the present con- 
vention comes into force ; they will be furnished with such documents as the regula- 
tions provide for, and treated in the same way as other Chinese, 

From the preceding clause are excepted all those who are found in the Govern- 
ment prisons either in consequence of a judgment or of an accusation. 

Art. XV. — The Government of H.M. the Emperor of China and the Govern- 
ment of H.M. the King of Spain agree that if hereafter one of them thinks it 
convenient to make modifications of some of the articles of the present convention or 
to cancel them, negotiations to this effect can only be opened at the expiration of at 
least one year after the notification of such wish shall have been made by one of the 
high contracting parties to the other. 

It is also understood if hereafter the Chinese Government shall grant to any 
other power advantages not mentioned in the present convention regarding the 
emigration of Chinese subjects such advantages will also be acquired by the 
Spanish Government. 

Art. XVI. — The present convention will be ratified and the ratifications ex- 
changed in Peking within a period of eight months, or sooner if possible. 

The present convention is made in Spanish, French, and Chinese, in two copies 
which have been compared and foimd correct.

The Empire of China and the Empire of Japan having been on terms of friend- 
ship for a long poriod of years, now desire by common action to cement their ancient 
relations, and to make the intercourse subsisting between the two countries more close. 

To this end Li, by Imperial appointment, Minister Plenipotentiary of the Empire 
of China tor the management of commercial affairs, Senior Guardian of the Heir 
Apparent, Assistant Grand Secretary, President of the Board of War, Governor- 
General of the Province of Chih-li, and invested with the first degree of the third 
order of nobility ; and Ita, Minister Plenipotentiary of the Empire of Japan, Ac, Ac; 
each acting in obedience to the Decrees of their respective Sovereigns, have conferred 
together, and have agreed to articles for the reconstruction of relations ; to the end 
that they may be observed with good faith on both sides in perpetuity. 

The Articles agreed upon are as follows : — 

Art. Lt — R*^lations ot amity shall henceforth be maintained in redoubled foice 
between China and Japan, in measure as boundless as the heaven and the earth. In 
all that regards the territorial possessions of either country the two Governments 
shall treat each the other with proper courtesy, without the slightest infringement or 
encroachment on either side, to the end that there may be for evermore peace between 
them undisturbed. 

Art. II. — Friendly intercourse thus existing between the two Governments, it is 
the duty of each to sympathize with the other, and in the event of any other nation 
acting unjustly or tn ating either of the two Powers with contempt, on notice being 
given [by the one to the other], mutual assistance shall be rendered, or mediation 
oflferrd for the arrangement of the difficulty, in fulfilment of the duty imposed by 
relations of friendsliip. 

Art. III. — The system of Government and the penal enactments of the two 
Governments being different from each other, each shall be allowed to act in entire 
independence. Therp si all be no interference offered, nor shall requests for innova- 
tions be obtruded. Each shall aid the other in enforcement of the laws, nor shall 
either a'low its subjects to entice the people of the other country to commit acts in 
violation of the laws. 

Al t. IV. — It will b.^ competent for either Government to send Minist-ers Pleni- 
potentiary with their families and suites, to reside in the capital of the other, either

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permanently or from time to time. Their travelling expenses, as they pass through 
jhe country, will be defrayed by themselves. In the matter of their hiring ground or 
buildings to serve as legations, of the passage of their baggage to and fro, of the 
conveyance of their correspondence by special couriers, and the like, due assistance 
shall be rendered on either side. 

Art. V. — Although the functionaries of the two Governments have fixefl grades, 
the nature of the offices conferred are different on either side. Officers of equivalent 
rank will meet and correspond with each other on a footing of equality. When an 
oflBcer visits a superior, the intercourse between them will be such as is prescribed 
by the rites of hospitality. For the transaction of public business, the officials of 
the two countries will address communications to officers of their own rank, who will 
report in turn to their superiors. They will not address the superior officer directly. 
In visits, cards with the official title of the visitor shall be sent on either side. All 
officials sent on the part of either Government to the other shall present for inspec- 
tion a letter bearing an official stamp, in order to guard against false personation. 

Art. VI. — In official correspondence, China will use the Cbineso language, and 
Japan will either use the Japanese language accompanied by a Chinese version, or a 
Chinese version alone, as may be found on her side preferable. 

Art. Vn. — Friendly intercourse having been established between the two 
Governments, it will behove them both to appoint certain ports on the seaboard which 
their merchants will be authorized to frequent for purposes of trade, and to lay down, 
separately, regulations of trade, that their respective mercantile communities may 
abide by in perpetuity. 

Art. VIII. — At the ports appointed in the territory of either Government, it will 
be conxpetent for ti e other to station Consuls for the control of its own merchant 
commnnity. All suits in which they (the Consul's nationals) are the only parties, 
the matJter in dispute being money or property, it will fall to the Consul to adjudicate 
according to the law of his own state. In mixed suits, the plaint having been laid 
before the Consul, he will endeavour, in the first instance, to prevent litigation by 
friendly counsel. If this be not possibl*^, he will write officially to the local authority, 
and in conceit with him will fairly try the case and decide it. Where acts of theft 
or robbery are committed, and where debtors abscond, the local authorities can do no 
more than make search for and apprehend the guilty parties. They shall not be held 
liable to make compensation. 

Art. IX. — At any of the ports appointed, at which no Consul shall have been 
stationed, the control and care of the traders resorting thither shall devolve on the 
local authorities. In case of the commissi n of any act of crime, the ^ruilty party 
shall be apprehended, and the particulars of his oflfence communicated to the Consul 
at the nearest port, by whom he shall be tried and punished according to law. 

Art. X. — At the ports named in either country, the officials and people of the 
other shall be at liberty to engage natives for servicf*, or as artisans, or to attend to 
commercial business. The persons so engaged shall be kept in order by the person 
80 engaginp^ them, who shall not allow them to perpetrate acts of fraud under any 
pretext. Still less shall he give rise to cause of complaint by giving ear to statements 
advanced from illicit motives. In the case of any offence being committed by any 
person employed in the manner above mentioned, the local authority shall ba at 
liberty to apprehend and punish the delinqutnt. The employer shall not favour or 
protect him. 

Art. XI. — Whereas it is the duty of the subjects of either Power residing at the 
ports declared open in either country to live on friendly terms with the native inha- 
bitants, it is provided that they shall not be allowed to wear arms. Infraction of 
this rule will be punishable by a fine, accompanied by the confiscation of the arms.* 
Residents as aforesaid shall attond peaceably to their own avocations, and whether 
residing pv-rmanently or for the time being at a port, they shall submit to the autho- 
rity of their Consul. They shall not be allowed to adopt the costume of the country 

• Ratification of these claases, relating to the wearing of arms, refused by the Mikado of Japan. 
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in which they may reside, nor to obtain local legistration and compete at the literary 
examinations, lest disorder and confusion be produced. 

Art. XII. — If any subject of either Power, having violated the law of his own 
country, secrete himself in any official building, merchant vessel, or warehouse of the 
other state, or escape to any place in the territory of the other, on official application 
being made by the authority of the state of which such oflfender is a subject to the 
authority of the other, the latter shall immediately take steps for the arrest of the 
offender, without show of favour. Whilst in custody, he shall be provided with food 
and clothing, and shall not be subjected to ill-usage. 

Art. XIII. — If anv subject of either Power connect himself at any of the open 
ports with lawless offenders for purposes of robbery or other wrong- doing, or if any 
work his way into the interior and commit acts of incendiarism, murder, or robbery, 
active measures for his apprehension shall be taken by the proper authority, and 
notice shall at the same time be given without delay to the Consul of the offender's 
nationality. Any offender who shall venture, with weapons of a murderous nature, 
to resist capture, may be slain in the act without farther consequences ; but the 
circumstances which have led to his life being thus taken shall be investigated at an 
inquest which will be held by the Consul and the local authority together. In the 
event of the occurrence taking place in the interior, so far from the part that the 
Consul cannot arrive in time lor the inquest, the local authority shall communicate a 
report of the facts of the case to the Consul. 

When arrested and brought up for trial, tie offender, if at a port, shall be tried 
by the local authority and the Consul together. In tl.e interior he shall be tried and 
dealt with by the local authority who will officially commui.icate the facts of the case 
to the Consul. 

If subjects of either Power shall assemble to the number of ten or more to 
foment disorder and commit excesses in the dominions cf the other, or shall induce 
subjects of the other therein to conspire with them lor the doing of injury to the 
other Power, the authorities of the latter shall be free at once to arrest them. If at 
a port, their Consul shall be ii. formed, in order that he may take part in their trial. 
If in the interior, the local authority shall duly try them, and shall officially com- 
municate particulars to the Consul. In either case capital punishment shall be 
inflicted at the scene of the commission ot the offence. 

Art. XTV. — Vessels of war of either Power shall be at liberty to frequent the 
ports of the other for tte protection of the subjects of their own country, but they 
shall in no case enter ports not declared open by treaty, nor rivers, lakes, and 
streams in the interior. Any vessels infringing this rule shall be placed under 
embargo and fined. This stipulation shall not, however, apply to vessels driven into 
port by stress of weather. 

Art. XV. — If either State of the two should be involved in war with any other 
Power, measures for the defence of the coast being thereby entailed, on notice being 
given, trade si all be suspended for the time being, together with the entry and 
departure of ships, lest injury befall them. Japanese subjects ordinarily established 
in the appointed ports of China, or being in tie seas adjoining China, and Chinese 
subjects ordinarily established at the open ports of Japan, or being in the seas 
adjoining thereunto, shall not be permitted to engage in collisions with subjects of a 
hostile power, or to attack and plunder them. 

Art. XVT. — No Consul of either Power shall be allowed to trade, or to act as 
Consul for a Power not in Treaty relations with the other. In the case of any 
Consul so acting as to render himself generally unacceptable, on substantial proof to 
this effect being produced, it shall be competent for the Government interested to 
communicate officially with the Minister Plenipotentiary, who when he shall have 
ascertained the truth, shall remove the Consul, in order that the friendly relations of 
the two Governments may not suffer detriment through the misconduct of a single 
individual. 

Art. XVII. — The flags carried by the vessels of either country are of a fixed 
design. If a vessel of either having falsely assumed the colours of the other, sha\l 
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do that which is contrary to law, the vessel and goods shall be confiscated, and if it 
appear that the false colours were given by an official, he shall be denounced and 
removed from his post. 

The subjects of either country shall be at liberty to purchase the books of the 
other, if desirous of studying its literature. 

Art. XVIII. — The foregoing articles are agreed to by the two contracting Powers 
in order to the prevention of misunderstandings, to the end that perfect confidence 
and improved relations may subsist between them. In testimony whereof the 
Ministers Plenipotentiary of the two contracting Powers do now accordingly sisrn and 
affix their seals hereto. So soon as the present Treaty shall have been ratified by 
their respective Sovereigns, and ratified copies of it exchanged, it shall be printed 
and published, and circulated throughout the dominions of either Power, for the 
information of the subjects of both countries, to the end that there may be a good 
understanding between them for evermore. 

Dated the 29th day of the 7th moon of the 10th year of Tung Chi, corresponding 
to the 4th year of Mei Ji according to the Japanese reckoning (September 13th, 1871).

TEEATY OF PEACE, PEIENDSHIP, AND COMMERCE, BETWEEN 
HER MAJESTY AND THE TYCOON OP JAPAN. 



Signed, in the English, Japanese, and Dutch Languages, 
AT ToKio, August 26th, 1858. 



Raiijicaiiom Exchanged at Tokwj July llthy 1859. 



Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kin g<lom of Great Britain and Ireland, and 
His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan, being desirous to place the relations between t]be 
two countries on a permanent and friendly footing, and to facilitate commercial 
intercourse between their respective subjects, and having for that purpose resolved 
to enter into a Treaty of Peace, Amity, and Commerce, have named as their Pleni- 
potentiaries, that is to say : — 

Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, The Right Honourable the 
Earl of Elgin and Kincardine, a Peer of the United Kingdom, and Knight of the 
Most Ancient and Most Noble Order of the Thistle : — 

And His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan, Midzuo Taikfogono Kami; Nagai Gembano 
Kami ; Inouwye Sinano no Kami ; Kori Oribeno Kami ; Iwase Higono Kami ; and 
Isuda Hauzabro. 

Art. I. — There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between Her Majesty the 
Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, her heirs and successors, 
and His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan, and between their respective dominions and 
subjects. 

Art. n. — Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland may appoint a Diplomatic Agent to reside at the city of Tokio, and Consuls 
or Consular Agents to reside at any or all the ports of Japan which are opened for 
British commerce by this Treaty. 

The Diplomatic Agent and Consul-Geaeral of Great Britain shall have the right 
to travel freely to any part of the Era] are of Japan, 

His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan may appoint a Diplomatic Agent to reside in 
London, and Consuls or Consular Agents at any or all the ports of Great Britain. 

The Diplomatic Agent and Consul-General of Japan shall have the right to travel 
freely to any part of Great Britain. 

Art. III. — The ports and towns of Hakorlato, Kanagawa, and Nagasaki, shall 
be opened to British subjects on the Ist of July, one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-nine. In addition to which, the following ports and towns shall be opened to 
them at Ihe dates hereinafter specified : — 

Niigata, or, if Niij^ata bo found to be unbuital»le as a harbour, another 
convenient port on the west coast of Nipon, on the first day of January, one thonsand 
eight hundred and sixty. 

Hiogo on tho first day of January, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-three. 

In all the foregoing ports and towns British sui jfcts may permanently reside. 
They shall have the right to lease ground, and purchase the buildings thereon, and 
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may erect dwellings and warehouges ; but no fortification, or place of military strength, 
shall be erected under pretence of building dwellings or warehouses; and to see that 
this Article is observed, the Japanese authorities shall have the right to inspect, from 
time to time, any buildings which are being erected, altered, or repaired. 

The place which British suijects shall occupy for their buildings, and the harbour 
regulations, shall be arranged by the British Consul and the Japanese authorities of 
each place, and if they cannot agr »e the matter shall be referred to and settled by 
the British Diplomatic Agent and the Japanese Government. No wall, fence, or gate 
shall be erected by the Japanese around the place where British subjects reside, or 
anything done which may prevent a free egress or in<j!:ress to the same. 

British subjects shall be free to go where they please, within the following limits, 
at the open ports of Japan. 

At Kanagawa to the River Loge (which empties into the Bay of Ye Jo, Kawasaki, 
and Sinogawa) and ten ri in any direction. 

At Hakodate t n ri in any direction. 

At Hiogo ten ri in any direction, that of Kioto excepted, which city shall not be 
approached nearv^r than ten n. The crows of vessels resorting shall not cross the 
Eiver Engawa, which empties into the Bay between Hiogo and Osaka. 

The distance shall be measured by land from the goyoso, or town hall of each of 
the foregoing ports, ten ri being equal tafour thousand two hundred and seventy-five 
yards English measure. 

At Nagasaki, British subjects may go into any part of the Imperial domain in 
its vicinity. 

The boundaries of Niipjata, or the place that may be substituted for it, shall 
be settled by the British Diplomatic Ayent and the Government of Japan. 

From the first day of January, one tliousand eight hundred and sixty-two, British 
subjects shall be allowed to reside in the city of Yedo, and from the first day of 
January, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, in the city of Osaka, for the 
purposes of trade only. In each of these two cities a suitable place, within which they 
may hire horses, and the distance they may go, shall be arranged by the British 
Diplomatic Agent and the Government of Japan. 

Art. IV. — All questions in regard to rights, whether of property or person, 
arising between British subjects in the dominions of His Maji sty the Tycoon of Japan, 
shall be subject to the jurisdiction of the British authorities. 

Art. V. — Japanese subjects, who may be guilty of any criminal act towards 
British subjects, shall be arrested and punished by the Japanese authorities, according 
to the laws of Japan. 

British subjects who may commit any crime against Japanese subjects, or the 
subjects or citizens of any other country, shall be tried and punished by th » Consul 
or other public functionary authorized thereto, accor^'.ing to the laws of Great Britain, 

Justice shall be equitably and impartially administered on both sid s. 

Art. VI, — A British subject havini; reason to com 'lain of a Japanese must 
proceed to il e Consulate and state his grievance*. 

'i\.e Consul will inquire into the merits of the case, and do his utmost to arrange 
it amicably. In like manner, if a Japanese have reason to complain of a British 
subjpot, th» Consul shall no less listen to his complaint, and endeavour to settle it in a 
friendly manner. If disputes take place of such a nature that the Consul cannot 
arrange them amicably, then he shall request the assistance of the Japanese authorities, 
that they may together examine into the merits of the cas\ and decide it equitably. 

Art. VII.— Should any Japanese subject fail to discharge debts incurred to a 
British subject, or should he fraudulently abscond, the Japanese authoritie will do 
their utmost t > bring him to justice, and to enforce recovery of the debts ; an I s.rmld 
any British subject fraudulently abscond or fail to discharge debts incurre 1 oy him 
to a Japanese subject, the British authorities will, in like manner, do their utmost to 
hring him to justice, and to enforce recovery of the debts. 

Neither the British nor Japanese G >vernment are to be held responsible for thQ 
payment of any debts contracted by British or Japanese subjects. 
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Art. Vin. — The Japanese Government will place no restrictions whatever upon 
employment of Japanese, hj British subjects, in any lawful capacity. 

Art. IX. — British subjects in Japan shall be alloweJ free exercise of their religion, 
and for this purpose shall have the ri^ht to erect suitable places of worship. 

Art. X. — AJl foreign coin sl:all be current in Japan, aud shall pass for its 
corresponding weight in Japanese coin of the same description. 

British and Japanese subjects may fieely use foreign or Japanese coin in making 
payments to each other. 

As some time will elap^-e before the Japanese will become acquainted with the 
value of foreign coin, the Japan* se Government will, for the period of one year after 
the opei.ing of each port, furnish British subjects with Japanese coin in exchange for 
theirs, equal weights being given, aud no discount taken for recoinage. 

CuiLS of all descriptions (with the exception of Japanese copper coin), as well as 
foreign gold and silv* r uncoined, may be exported from Japan. 

Art. XI. — Supplies for the use of the British navy may be landed at E^anagawa, 
Hakodate, and Nagasaki, and stored in warehouses, in the custody of an officer of the 
British Government, without the payment of any duty ; if any such supplies are sold 
in Japan, the purchaser siiall pay the proper duty to the Japanese authorities. 

Art. XII. — If any British vessel be at any time wrecked or stranded on the coast 
of Japau, or be compelled to take refuge in any port within the dominions of the 
Tycoon of Japan, the Japanese authorities, on being apprised of the fact, shall 
immediately render all the assistance in their power ; the persons on board shall receive 
friendly treatment, and be furnished, if necessary, with the means of coLveyance to 
the nearest Consular station. 

Art. XIII. — Any British merchant vessrl arriving off one of the open ports of 
Japan shall be at liberty to hire a pilot to take her into port. In like manner, after 
she has discharged all legal dues, and is ready to take her departure, she sball be 
allowed to hire a pilot to conduct her out of poit. 

Art. XIV. — At each of the ports open to trade British subjects shall be at full 
liberty to import from their own or any other ports, and sell there and purchase 
therein, and export to their own or any other ports, all manner of merchandize not 
contraband, paying the duties thereon as laid down in the Tariff annexed to the 
present Treaty, and other charges whatsoever. With the exception of munitions of 
war, which shall only be sold to the Japanese Government and foreigners, they may 
freely buy from Japanese and sell to them any articles that either may have for sale, 
without the interv< ntion of any Japanese officer in such purchase or sale, or in receiving 
payment for the same, and all classes of Japanese may purchase, sell, keep, or use any 
articles sold to them by British subjects. 

Art. XV. — If the Japanese Custom-house officers are dissatisfied with the value 
placed on any goods by the owner, they may place a value thereon, and offer to take 
the goods at that valuation. If tie owner refuses to accept the offer, he shall pay 
duty on such valuation. If the offer be accepted by the owner, the purchase money 
shall be paid to him without delay, and without any abatement or discount. 

Art. XVI. — All gooc?s imported into Japan by British subjects, and which have 
paid the duty fixed by this Treaty, may be transported by the Japanese into any part 
of the Empire, without the payment of any tax, excise, or transit duty whatever. 

Art. XVn. — British merchants who may have imported merchandize into any 
open port in Japan, and paid duty thereon, shall be entitled, on obtaining from the 
Japanese Gustom-hc.use authorities a certificate stating that such payment has been 
made, to re-export the same, and land it in any other of the open ports, without the 
payment of any additional duty whatever. 

Art. XVILL. — The Japanese authorities at oach port will adopt the means that 
they may judge most proper for the prevention of fraud or smuggluig. 

Art. XrX. — All penalties enforced, or confiscations made under this Treaty, shall 
belong to, and be appropriated by, the Government of His Majesty the Tycoon of Japan. 

Art.. XX. — The Articles for the regulation of trade, which are appended to this 
Treaty, shall be considered as forming pait of the same, and shall be equally binding 
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on both the Contracting Parties to the Treaty, and on their subjects. The Diplomatic 
Agent of Great Britain in Japan, in conjunction with such peison or persons as may 
be appointed for that purpose by the Japanese Governnoient, shall have power to make 
such rules as may be required to carry into full and complete effect the provisions of 
this Treaty, and the provisions of the Articles regulating trade appended thereto. 

Art. XXI. — This treaty being written in the English, Japanese, and DutcU 
languages, and all the versions having the same meaning and intention, the Dutch 
version shall be considered the original; but it is understood that all official 
communications addressed by the Diplomatic and Consular ageots of Her Majesty the 
Queen of Great Britain to the Japanese authorities, shall henceforward bo written in 
Eoglish. In order, however, to facilitate the transaction of business, they will, for a 
period of five years from the signature of this Treaty, be accompanied by a Dutch or 
Japanese version. 

Art. XXII. — It is agreed that either of the High Contracting Parties to this 
Treaty, on giving one yeai 's previous notice to the other, may demand a revision thereof 
on or after the first of July, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-two, with a view 
to the insertion therein of such amendments as experience shall prove to be desirable. 

Art. XXIII. — It is hereby expressly stipulated that the British Government and 
its subjects will be allowed free and equal participation in all privileges, immunities, 
and advantages that may have been or may be hereafter granted by His Majesty the 
Tycoon of Japan to the Government cr subjects of any other nation. 

Art. XXrV. — The ratifications of this Treaty, under the hand of Her Majesty the 
Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, and under the name and seal of His Majesty the 
Tycoon of Japan, respectively, shall be exchani;ed at Yedo, within a year from this 
day of sigcature. In token whereof, the respective Plonipotentiaries have signed and 
sealed this Treaty. 

Done at Yedo, this twenty-sixth day of August, one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-eight, corresponding to the Japanese date the eighteenth day of the seventh 
month of the fifth year of Ausei Tsusinon yemma.

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REGULATIONS UNDER WHICH BRITISH TRADE IS 
TO BE CONDUCTED IN JAPAN. 



Eegulation I. — Within forty-eight hours (Sunday excepted) after the arrival of a 
British ship in a Japatiese port, the captain or commander shall exhibit to the Japanese 
Custom-house authorities the receipt of the British Consul, showing that he haa 
deposited all the ship's papers, the ship's bills of lading, &c., at the British Consulate, 
and he shall then make an entry of his ship, by giving a written paper, stating the 
name of the ship, and the name of the port from which she comes, her tonnage, the 
name of her captain or commander, the names of her passenrrers (if any), and the 
number of her crew, which paper shall be certified by the captain or commander to be 
a true statement, and shall be signed by him : he shall, at the same time, deposit a 
wiitten manifest of his cargo, setting forth the marks and numbers of the packages, 
and their contents, as they are described in his bills of lading, with the names of the 
persons or person to whom they are consigned. A list of the stores of the ship shall 
oe added to the manifest. The captain or commander shall certify the manifest to be 
a. true account of all the cargo and stores on board the ship, and shall sign bis name 
xoihe same. 

If any error is discovered in the manifest, it may be corrected within twenty-four 
hours (Sunday excepted) without the payment of any fees, but for any alteration or 
post entry to the manifest made after that time, a fee of fifteen dollars shall be paid. 

All goods not entered on the manifest shall pay double duties on being landed. 

Any captain or commander that shall neglect to enter his vessel at the Japanese 
Custom-house within the time prescribed by this regulation, shall pay a penaltj of 
sixty dollars for each day that he shall so neglect to enter his ship. 

Reoitlation II — The Japanese Government shall have the right to place Custom- 
house officers on board of any ship in their ports (men-of-war excepted). All 
Custom-house officers shall be treated with civility, and such reasonable accommoda- 
tion shall be allotted to them as the ship affords. 

No goods shall be unladen from any ship between the hours of sunset and sunrise, 
except by special permission of the Custom-house authorities, and the hatchway, and 
-a,ll other plac es of entrance into that part of the ship where the cargo is stowed, may 
secured by Japanese officers between the hours of sunset and sunrise, by firing 
seals, locks, or other fastening ; and if any persovi shall, without due permission, open 
any entrance that has been affixed by the Japanese Custom-house officers, every 
person so (jffending shall pay a fine of sixty dollars for each offence. 

Any goods that shall be discharged fiom any ship, without having been duly 
entered at the Japanese Custom-house as hereinafter provided, shall be liable to seizure 
and confiscation. 

Packages of goods made up with an intent to defraud the revenue of Japan, 
concealing therein articles of value which are not set forth in the invoice, shall be 
forfeited. 

If any British ship shall smuggle, or attempt to smuggle goods, at any of the 
^ non-ope ned harbours of Japan, all such goods shall be forfeited to the Japanese 
•j^overnuient, and ti e ship shall pay a fine of one thousand dollars for each offence. 

Vessels needing repairs may land their cargo for that purpose, without the 
l>aymont of duty. All ^oods so landed shall remain in charge of the Japanese 
authorities, and all just charges for storage, labour, and supervision, shall be paid 
thereon. But if any portion of such cargo be sold, the regular duties shall be paid 
on the portion so disposed of. 

Cargo may be transhipped to another vessel in the same harbour without payment 
of duty, but all transhipment shall be made under the supervision of Japanese officers, 
and after satisfactory proof has been given to the Custom-house authorities of the 
bond fide nature of the transaction, and also under a permit to be granted for that 
purpose by such authorities. 

The importation of opium being prohibited, and British vessels coming to Japan 
for the purposes of trade, and having more than three catties' weight of opium on 
board, the surplus quantity may be seized and destroyed by the Japanese authoritiea; 
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and any persons smuggling, or attempting to smuggle opium, shall be liable to 
pay a fine of fifteen dollars for each catty of opium so smuggled or attempted to be 
smuggled. 

Rbgitlation III. — The owner or consignee of any goods who desires to land 
them^ shall make entry of the same at the Japanese* Custom-house. The entry 
shall be in writing, and shall set forth the name of the person making the entry, and 
the name of the ship in which the goods were imported, and the marks, numbers, 
packages, and the contents thereof, with the value of each package, extended separately 
in one amount, and at the bottom of the entry shall be placed the aggregate value of 
all the goods contained in the entry. On each entry, tl o owner or consignee shall 
certify in writing that the entry then presented exhibits the actual cost of the goods, 
and that nothing has been concealed whereby the Customs of Japan would be defrauded, 
and the owner or consignee shall sign his name to such certificate. 

The original invoice or invoices of the goods so entered shall be presented to the 
Custom-house authorities, and shall remain in their possession until they have 
examined the goods contained in the entry. 

The Japanese officers may examine any or all of the packages so entered, and for 
this purpose may take them to the Custom-house ; but such proceeding shall be 
without expense to tlie iaiporter or injury to the goods; and, after examination^ 
the Jipanese officers shall restore the gooJs to tlieir original condition in the* 
packages (so far as may be practicable), and such examination shall be made without 
any unreasonable delay. 

If any owner or importer discovers that his goods have been dauiaged or^ 
the voyage or importation before such ^<oods have been delivered to him, he may 
notify the Custom-house authorities oi such damage, and he may have the damaged 
goods appraised by two or more competent and disinterested persons, who after 
doe examination, shall make a certification, setting forth the amount per cent, of 
damage on each fej^ardte package, describing it by its mark and number, which 
certificate shall be signed by tlie appraisers, in presence of the Custom-house 
authorities, and the importer may attach the certificate to his entry, and make a 
corresponding deduction from it. But this shall not prevent the Custom-house 
authorities from appraising the goods in the manner provided in Article XV. of the 
Treatv, to which these Rei^ulations are appended. 

After the duties have been paid, the owner shall receive a permit, authorising the' 
delivery to him of t he goods, whether the same are at the Custom-house or onship-board^ 

All goods intended to be exportSd skill be ei*tered at the Japanese Custom- 
house before they are placed on ship-board. The entry shall be in writing?, and shall 
state the name of the ship by which the goods are to be exported, with the mark and 
number of the packages, and the quantity, df scri|)tions, and value of their contents. 
The exporter shall ceriify, in writing, that the entry is a true account of all goods 
contained therein, and shall sign his name thereto. 

All goods that are put on board of a ship for exportation before they have been 
entered at the Custom-house, and all packages which contain prohibited articles, 
shall be forfeited to the Japanese Government. 

No entry at the Custom-house shall be required for supplies for the use of the 
ships, tlieir crews, and passengers, nor f«>r the clothing, &c., of passengers. 

Regulation IV. — Ships wishing to clear shall vive twenty-four hours' notice at. 
the Custom-house, and at the end of that time the.v shall be entitled to their clearance, 
but if it be refused, the Custom-house authorities shall immediately inform the 
captain or c »nsignee of the ship of the reason why the clearance is refused; and they 
shall also give the same notice to the British Consul. 

British ships of war shall not be required to enter or clear at the Custom-house,, 
nor Bball they be visited by Japanese Custom-house or police officers. 

Steamers conveying the mails from Great Britain may ent* r and clear on the same 
day, ai'.d they shall not be required to make a manifest, except for such passengers 
and ifoods as are to be landed in Japan. But such steamers shall, in all cases, enter 
and clear at the Custom-bouse. 
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Whale ships touching for supplies, or ships in distress, shall not be required to 
make a manifest of their cargo ; but if they subsequently wish to trade, they shall 
then d posit a nianifcst, as required in Regulation I. 

The word " ship " whenever it occurs in these Regulations, or in the Treaty to 
which they are attached, is to be Leld as meaning a ship, barque, brig, schooner, sloop, 
or steamer. 

REOULA.TION V. — Any persons signing a false declaration or certificate, with the 
intent to defraud the revenue of Ja|>an, shall pay a fine of one hundred and twenty- 
fiv.' dollars for each offence. 

Regulation VI. — No tonnage duties shall be levied on British ships in ports of 
Japan, but the following fees shall be paid to the Japanese Custom-house authorities. 
For the entry of a sliip, fifteen dollars; for the clearance of a ship, seven dollars; for 
each permit, one dollar and a half; for each bill of health, one dollar and a half; for 
any other document, one dollar and a half. 

* Regulation VII. — Duties shall be paid to the Japanese Government, on all 
goods landed in the country, according to the following Tariff. 

Class 1. — All articles in this class shall be free of duty: — 

Gold and Silver coined or uncoined. 

Wearing apparel in actual use. 

Household furniture and printed books not intended for sale, but the property 
of persons who come to reside in Japan. 

Class 2. — A duty of five per cent, shall be paid on the following articles : — 
All articles used for the purpose of buildins^, rigging, repairing, or fitting out of 
bbipSi — Whaling gear of all kinds, Salted provisions of all kinds, Bread and Breads 
stuffs. Living animals of all kinds, Coals, Timber for building houses, Rice, Paddy, 
Steam machinery, Zinc, Lead, Tin, Raw Silk, Cotton and Woollen Manufactured 
goods. 

Class 3. — A duty of thirty.five per cent, shall be paid on all intoxicating liquors, 
whether prepared by distillation, fermentation, or in any other manner. 

Class 4. — All goods not included in any of the preceding classes shall pay a duty 
of twenty per cent. 

All articles of Japanese production which are exported as cargo shall pay a duty 
of five per cent., with the exception of gold and silver coin and copper in bars. 

Rice and wheat, the produce of Japan, shall not be exported from Japan as cargo, 
but all British subjects resident in Japan, and British ships for their crews and 
passengers, shall be furnished with sufiScient suf^plies of the same. 

Foreign grain, brought into any open port of Japan in a British ship, if no part 
thereof has b^n landed, may be re-exported without hindrance. 

The Japanese Government will sell, from time to time, at public auction, any 
surplus quantity of copper that may be produced. 

Five years after the opening of Kanagawa, the import and export duties shall be 
subject to revision, if either the British or Japanese Government desires to.

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CONVENTION BETWEEN GREAT BRITAIN, FRANCE, THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, AND HOLLAND, 

WITH JAPAN. 



Signed, in the English, French, Dutch, and Japanese Languages, 
AT ToKio, 25th June, 1866. 

The Repres'^ntatives of Great Britain, Pranc-^, the United States of Ammca, and 
Holland, having received from their resy^ective Governments identical instructions for 
the modification of the Tariff of Import and Export duties contained in the Trade 
Regulations annexed to the Treaties concluded by the aforesaid Powers with the 
Japanese Government in 1858, which modification is provided for by the Vllth of 
those Eegulations : — 

And the Japanese Government having given the said Representatives, during 
their visit to Osaka, in November, 1865, a written engagement to proceed immediately 
to the Revision of the Tariff in question, on the general basis of a duty of five per 
cent, on the value of all articles Imported or Exported : — 

And the Government of Japan being desirous of affording a fresh proof of their 
wish to promote trade, and to cement the friendly relations which exist between their 
country and foreign nations : — 

His Excellency Midzuno Idzumi no Kami, a member of the Qorjoiu and a 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, has been furnisi^ed by toe Government of Japan with 
the necessary powers to conclude with the Representatives of the above-named four 
Powers, that is to say : 

Of Great Britain, 

Sir Harry S. Parkes, Knight Commander of the Most Honourable Order of the Bath, 
Her Britannic Majesty's Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiarv in Japan; 
Of France, 

Monsieur LeonRoches, Commanderof the ImperialOrder of the L?gion of Honour, 
Minister Plenipotentiary of His Majesty the Emperor of the French in Japan ; 
Of the United States of America, 

A. L. C. Portman, Esquire, Charge d* Affaires ad inierim ; 
And of Holland, 

Monsieur Dirk de Graeff van Polsbroek, Knight of the Order of the Netherlands 
Lion, Political Agent and Consul-General of His Majesty the King of the Netherlands ; 
The following Convention, comprising Twelve Articles. 

Art. I. — The contracting Parties declare in the names of their respective 
Governments that they accept, and they hereby do formally accept, as binding upon 
the subjects of their respective Sovereigns, and the citizens of their respective 
countries, the Tariff hereby established annexed to the present convention. 

This Tariff is substituted not only for the original Tariff attached to the Treaties 
concluded with the above-named four Powers, but also for the special Conventions 
and arrangem^?nts relative to the same Tariff, which have benn entered into at different 
dates up to this time between the Governments of Great Britain, France, and the 
United States on one side, and the Japanese Government on the other. 

The New Tariff shall come into eff ?ct in the Port of K inagawa (Yokohama), on 
the first day of July next, and in the ports of Nagasaki an i Hakodate on the first day 
on the following month. 

Art. II. — The Tariff attached to this convention being incorporated from the 
date of its signature in the Treaties concluded between Japan and the above-named 
four Powers, is subject to revision on the first day of July, 1872. 

Two years, howdver, after the signing of the present convention, any of the 
contracting parties, on giving six months' notice to the others, may claim a 
re-adjustment of the duties on Tea and Silk, on the basis of five per cent, on the 
average value of these articles, during the three years last preceding. On the demand 
also of any of tho contracting p irties, the duty on timber may be changed from au 
fxc? valorem to a specific rate of six months after the signature of this convention. 
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Art. in. — The permit fee hitherto levied under the Vlth Begulation attached 
to the above-named Treaties is hereby abolished. Permits for the lar^ding or ship- 
ment of cargo will be required as formerly, but will hereafter be issued free of charge. 

Art. IV. — On and from the first day of July next, at the Port of Kanagawa 
(Yokohama), and on and from the first day of October next, at the Ports of Nagasaki 
and Hakodate, the Japanese Government will be prepared to warehouse imported 
goods on the application of the importer or owner, without payment of duty. The 
Jaj^anese Government will be responsible for the safe custody of the goods so long as 
they remain in their charge, and will adopt all the precautions nece-sary to render 
them insuraMe against fire. When the importer or the owner wishes to remove the 
goods from the warehouses, he must pay the duties fixed by the Tarift', but if he should 
wish to re-export them, he may do so without payment of duty. Storage charges will 
in either case be paid on delivery of the goods. The amount of th^ se charges, together 
with the regulations necessary for the management of the said warehouses, will be 
established by the common consent of the Contracting Parties. 

Art. V. — All articles of Japanese production may be conveyed from any place in 
Japan to any of the Ports open to foreign trade, free of any tax or transit duty other 
than the usual tolls levied equally on all traffic for the maintenance of roads or 
navigation. 

Art. VI. — In confoimity with those articles of the Treaties concluded between 
Japan and Foreign Powtrs which stipulate for the circulation of foreign coin at its 
corresponding weij^ht in native coin of the same description, dollars have hitherto 
betn rec«Mved at the Japanese Custom-house in payment of duties at their weight in 
Boos (commonly called Icbiboos), that is to say, a rate of three hundred and eleven 
Boos per hundred dollars. The Japanese Government being, however, desirous io 
alter ti.is practice, ai^d to abstain from all interference in the exchange of native for 
foreign coin, and being also anxious to meet the wants both of native and foreign 
commerce by securing an adequate issue of native coin, have already dctermited to 
enlarge the Japanese Mint, so as to admit of the Japanese Government exchanging 
into native coin of the same intrinsic value, less only the c st of coinage, at the places 
named for tins purpose, all foreign coin, or bullion, in \iold or silver, that may at any 
time be tendered to them by foreij^ners or Japane se. It being essential, however, to 
the execution of this measure, that the various Powers with whom Japan has con- 
cluded Treaties should first consi nt to modify the stipulations in those Treaties which 
relate to the currency, the Japanef^e Government will at once propose to those Powers 
the adoption of the necessary modification in the said stipulations, and on receiving 
their concurrence will be prepared Irom the first of January, 1868, to carry the above 
measure into efi'ect. 

The rate to be charged as the cost of coinage shall be determined hereafter by 
the common consent of the Contracting Parties. 

Art. VII. — In order to put a stop to certain abuses and inconveniences complained 
of at the open Ports, relative to the transaction of business at the Custom-hou.<e, the 
landing and shipping of cargoes and the hiring of boats, coolies, servants, &c., the 
Contracting Parties have agreed that the Governor at each open port shall at once 
enter into negotiations with the forei<:n Consuls with a view to the establishment, by 
mutual consent, of such regulations as shall efi*ectually put an end to those abuses 
and inconveniences, and afford all possible facility and security both to the operations 
of trade and to the transactions of ii.dividuals. 

It is hereby stij ulated that in order to protect merchandize from exposure to 
Weather, these regulations shall include the coveting in at each port of one or more 
of the landing places used by foreigners for landing or sl ipping cargo. 

Art. VIII. — Any Japanese sul»ject shall be free to purcha.^e, either in the open 
Ports of Japan or abroad, every description of sailing or steam vessel intended to 
carry either passengers or cargo ; but shi| s-of-war may only be obtained under the 
auth( rizaticn of the Japanese Government. 

All forei^n vessels purchased by Japanese subjects shall be registered as Japanese 
vessels on payment of a fixed duty of three Boos per ton for steamers, and one Boo 
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per ton for sailing vessels. The tonnage of each vessel shall be proved by the foreign 
register of the ship, which shall be exhibited through the Consul of the party 
interested, on the demand of the Japanese authorities, and shall be certified by the 
Consul as authentic. 

Art. IX. — In conformity with the Treaties concluded between Japan and the 
aforesaid Powers, and with the special arrangements made by the Envoys of the 
Japanese Government in their note to the British Government of the sixth of June, 
1862, and in their note to the French Government of the sixth of October of the same 
year, all the restrictions on trade and intercourse between foreigners and Japanese, 
alluded to in the said notes, have been entirely removed, and proclamations to this 
eflFect have already been published by the Government of Japan. 

The latter, however, do not hesitate to declare that Japanese merchants and 
traders of all classes are at liberty to trade directly, and without the interference of 
Government officers, with foreign merchants, not only at the open ports of Japan, but 
also ill all Foreign countries on being authorized to leave their country in the manner 
provided for in Article X. of the present convention, without being subject to higher 
taxation by the Japanese Government than that levied on the native trading classes 
of Japan in their ordinary transactions with each other. 

And they further declare that all Daimios, or persons in the employ of Daimios, 
are free to visit, on the same condition, any foreign country, as well as all the open 
Ports of Japan, and to trade there with foreigners as they please, without the 
interference of any Japanese officer, provided always, they submit to the existing 
Police regulations and to the payment of the established duties. 

Art. X. — All Japanese subjects may ship goods to or from any open Port in 
Japan, or to and from the Ports of any Foreign Power, either in vess*^ls owiied by 
Japanese, or in the vessels of any nation having a Treaty with Japan. Furthermore, 
on being provided with Passports through the proper Department of the Government 
in the manner specified in the Proclamation of the Japar.ese Government, dated the 
twenty-third day of May, 1866, all Japanese subjects may travel to any foreign country 
for purposes of study or trade. They may also accept employment in any capacity 
on board the vessels of any nation having a Treaty with Japan. 

Japanese in the employ of foreigners may obtain Government passports to go 
abroad on application to the Governor of any open Port. 

Art. XI. — Tlie Governnjent of Japan will provide all the Ports open to Foreign 
trade with such lights, buoys, or beacons, as may be necessary to render secure the 
navigation of the approaches to the said Ports. 

Art. Xn. — The undersigned being of opinion that it is unnecessary that this 
Convention should be submitted to their respective Governments for ratification, 
before it comes into operation, it will take effect on and from tho first day of July, 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six. 

Each of the Contracting Parties having obtained the approval of his Government 
to this Convention shall make known the same to the others, and the communication 
in writing of this approval shall take the place of a formal exchange of ratifications. 

In witness whereof the above-named Plenipotentiaries have signed the present 
Convention, and have affixed thereto their seals. 

Done at Yedo, in the English, French, Dutch, and Japanese languages, this 
twenty -fifth day of June, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-six.

The Boo is a silver coin weighing not less than 134i grains 
Troy weight, and containing no less than nine parts of pure silver, and 
not more than one of alloy. The ami is the one hundredth part of the 
Boo.

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SdPPLEMENTARY TREATY BETWEEN FRANCE AND JAPAN. 



Signed at Paris on the 20th June, 1864. 



His Majesty the Emperor of the Freoch and His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, 
desiring to consolidate bv marks of mutual confidence the relations of friendship and 
of commerce which exist between the two countries, have resolved to settle by common 
accord and by special arrangement the difficulties which have arisen between their 
Governments since the year 1862. 

In consequence, His Excellency M. Drouyn de Lhuys, Minister, Secretary of 
State for the Department of Foreign Affairs of His Majt^sty the Emperor of the 
French ; and their Excellencies Ikuda Tdikougo no Kami, Kawatsou Idzou no Kami, 
Kawada Sagami no Kami, Ambassadors of His Majesty the Tycoon, duly authorised 
to that effect, have agreed upon the following articles : — 

Art. I. — In reparation of the act of hostility committed in the month of July, 
1863, against the ship King Cheng of the Imperial navy, upon which shots were fired 
in the province of Nagato, the Japanese Government uuderraketo pay into the hands 
of the Minister of the Emperor of the French at Tedo, three months after the r^^tum 
of tl)eir Excellencies the Ambassadors of thp Tycoon to Japan, an indemnity of 140,000 
Mexican piastres, of which 100,000 piastres will be paid by the Government itself, and 
40,000 piastres by the authorities of the province of Nagato. 

Art. II.— The Japanese Government also undertakes to put an end, within three 
months after the return to Japan of their Excellencies the Ambassadors of the Tycoon, 
to the hindrances which French ships that wish to pass the Straits of Simonosaki meet 
with at present, and to keep that passage free at all times by recurring, if necessary, 
to the employment of force, and by acting, if need be, in concert with the Commandant 
of the French naval division. 

Art. III. — It is agreed between the two Governments that in order to promote 
the regular development of commercial exchange between France and Japan, the tariff 
redaction recently accorded by the Government of His Majesty the Tycoon to foreign 
commerce, shall be maintained in favour of the articles imported by French merchants, 
or under the French flag, during the entire duration of the treaty concluded at Yedo 
between the two countries on the 9th October, 1858. In consequence, while that treaty 
remains in force, the Japanese Customs shall admit free the following articles, intended 
for the preparation and package of tia : — tinfoil, soldt^r, matting, rattans, oils for 
painting, indigo, t.>ypsum, pans, and baskets. It will simply impose a duty of five per 
cent, ad valorem upon wine a: d spirits, white sugar, iron ana tin, machinery and 
detached pieces of machinery, linen tissues, cloths, watches, watch chains, glass, 
medicines, and a duty of six p t cent, upon plate glass, mirrors, porcelain, jewellery, 
perfumery, soaps, arms, cutleiy, books, papers, eugravit»gs, and drawings. 

Art. IV. — T' is arran ement will be considered as forndng an integral pait of the 
treaty of the 9th October, 1858, between France and Japan, and it will be immediately 
put in ex« cut ion, without it bei iLT necessary to submit it to the ratification of the 
respective sovereigns. 

In witn S3 where:>f the undermentioned plenipo'eLtiari 'S have signed and sealed 
the present arrangement. 

Done in Paris, in duplicate, the twentieth day of the month of June, of the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-four.

TREATY BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
AND THE JAPANESE EMPIRE. 



Signed, in the English, Japanese, and Dutch Languages, 
AT Tedo, 29th July, 1860. 



Ratifications Exchanged at Washingtoify 22nd May, 1860. 



The President of the United States of America, and his Majesty the Tycoon of 
Japan, desiring to establish on firm and lasting foundations the relations of peace and 
friendship now happily existing between the two countries, and to secure the best 
interest of their respective citizens and subjects, by encouraging, facilitatinof, and 
regulating their industry and trade, have resolved to conclude a treaty of amity and 
commerce for this purpose, and have therefore named as their plenipotentiaries, that 
is to say : — 

The President of tlie United States, his Exc^^llency, Townsend Harris, Consul- 
General of the United States of America, for the Empire of Japan ; and his Majesty 
the Tycoon of Japan, their Excellencies Inouwye, Prince of Sinano, and Iwase, 
Prince of Higono, who, after having communicated to each other their respective full 
powers, and found tliem to be in good and due form, have agreed upon and concluded 
the following articles : — 

Art. I. — There shall henceforward be perpetual poace and friendship between the 
United States of America and his Majesty the Tycoon of Japan and his successors. 

The President of the United States may appoint a diplomatic a^ent to reside at 
the city of Tedo, and consuls or consular agents to reside at any or all of the ports in 
Japan which are oi>ened for American commerce by this treaty. The diplomatic 
agent and Consul-General of the United States shall have the right to travel freely 
in any part of the empire of Japan from the time they enter on the discharge of their 
official duties. 

The Gk)vemment < if Japan may appoint a diplomatic agent to reside at Washington, 
and consuls or consular agents for any or all of the Ports of the United States. The 
diplomatic agent and Consul-General of Japan may travel freely in aoy part of the 
United States from the time they arrive in the country. 

Art. II. — The President of the United States, at the request of the Japanese 
Q-overnment, will act as a friendly mediator in such matters of diflFerence as may arise 
between the Government of Japan and any European power. The ships of war of the 
United States shall render friendly aid and assistance to such Japanese vessels as they 
may meet on the high seas, so far as can be done without a breach of neutrality; and 
all Araeri(*an consuls, residing at ports visited by Japanese vessels, shall also give them 
such friendly aid as may be permitted by the laws of the respective countries in which 
they reside. 

Ai*t. ni.— In addition to the ports of Simoda and Hakodate, the following ports 
and towns shall be opened on the dates respectively appended to them, that is to 
say : — Kanagawa on the (4th of July, 1859) fourth day of July, one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-nine. Nagasaki on the (4th of July, 1859), fourth day of July, one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine. Niigata on the (1st January, 1860) first 
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day of January one thousand eight hundred and sixty. Hiogo on the (1st of Jatiuary, 
1863) first day of January one thousand eight hundred and sixty-three. 

If Niigata is found to be unsuitable as a harbour, another port on the W(*8t 
coast of Nipon shall be selected by the two governments in lieu thereof. Six months 
after the opening of Kanagawa, the port of Simoda shall be closed as a place of residence 
and trade of American citizens. In all the foregoini? ports and towns, American 
citizens may permanently reside ; they shall have the right to lease ground and 
purchase the buildings thereon, and may erect dwellings and warehouses. But no^ 
fortification or place of military strength shall be erected under pretence of building 
dwellings or warehouses ; and to see that this article is observed, the Japanese 
authorities shall have the right to inspect, from time to time, any buildings which are 
being erected, altered, or repaired. The place which the Amtricans shall occupy for 
their buildinors and the harbour regulations shall be arranged by the American Consul 
and the authorities of each place, and if they cannot agree, the matter shall be 
referred to and settled by the American diplomatic agent and the Japanese Government. 
No wall, fence, or gate shall be erected by the Japanese around the place of residence 
of the Americans, or anything done which may prevent a free egress to the same and 
ingress. From the (jst of January, 1862) first day of January, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-two, Americans shall be allowed to reside in the city of Yedo; and 
from the (1st of January, 1863) first day of January, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-three, in the city of Osaka, for the purposes of trade only. In each of these cities, 
a suitable place within which they may hire houses, and the distance they may go, shall 
bearranged by the American diplomaticagentand the Government of Japan. Americans 
may freely buy from Japanese and sell to them any articles that either may have for 
sale, without the intervention of any Japanese oflBcer in such purchase or sale, or in 
making or receiving payment for the same, and all classes of the Ja|)anese may 
purchase, sell, keep, or use, any articles sold to them by the Americans. The Japanese 
Gk)vernment will cause this clause to be made public in every part of the empire, as 
soon as th * ratifications of this treaty shall be ex<?hanged. Munitions of war shall 
only be sold to the Japanese Governm ^nt and foreigners. 

No rice or wheat shall be exported from Japan as cargo, but all Americans rt sident 
in Japan, and ships, for their crews and passengers, shall be furnished with sufficient 
supplies ot the same. Tlie Japanese Government will sell from time to time, at publie 
auction, any surplus quantity of copper that may bo produced. Americans residing 
in Japan shall have the right to employ Japanese as servants or in any other capacity. 

Art. IV. — Duties shall be paid to the Government of Japan on all goods landed 
in the country, and on all articles of Japanese production that are exported as cargo, 
according to the tariff hereunto appended. If the Japanese Custom-house officers are- 
dissatisfied with the value placed on any goods by the owner, they may place a value- 
thereon, and offer to take the goods at that valuation. If the owner refuses to accept 
the offer, he shall pay duty on such valuation. If the offer be accepted by the owner, 
the purchase money shall be paid to him without delay, and without any abatement 
or discount. 

Supplies for the use of the United States navy may be landed at Kanagawa, 
Hakodate, and Nagasaki, and stored and warehoused, in the custody of an officer of the 
American Government, without the payment of any duty. But if any such supplies 
are sold in Japan, the purchaser shall pay the proper duty to the Japanese authorities^ 
The importation of opium is prohibited, and any American vessel coming to Japan^ 
for the purpose of trade, having more than (3) three catties (four pounds avoirdupois) 
weight of opium on board, such surplus quantity shall be seized and destroyed by the 
Japanese authorities. All goods import^ into Japan, and which have paid the duty- 
fixed by this treaty, may be transported by the Japanese into any part of the empire 
irithout the payment of any tax, excise, or transit duty whatever. 

No higher duties shall be paid by Americans on goods imported into Japan thao^ 
are fixed by this treaty, nor shall any higher duties paid by Americans than are 
levied on the same description of goods, if imported in Japanese vessels, of any other 
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Art. V. — ^AU foreign coin shall be current in Japan, and pass for its corresponding 
"weight of Japanese coin of the same description. Americans and Japanese may freelj 
use foreign or Japanese coin in making payment to each other. As some time wiU 
elapse before the Japanese will be acquainted with the value of foreign coin, the 
Japanese Government will, for the period of one year after the opening of each harbour, 
furnish the Americans with Japanese coin in exchange for theirs, equal weights being 
piven and no discount taken for recoinage. Coins of all descriptions (with the 
exception of Japanese copper coin) may be exported from Japan, and foreign gold 
and silver uncoined. 

Art. YI. — Americans committing offences agaiust Japanese shall be tried in 
American consular courts, and when found guilty shall be punished according to 
American law. Japanese committing offences against Americans shall be tried by the 
Japanese author itie^, and pimished according to Japanese law. The consular courts 
**hall be open to Japanese creditors, to enable them to recover their just claims against 
American citizens, and the Japanese court shall in like manner be (»pen to American 
citizens for the recovery of their just claims against Japanese. 

All claims for forfeiture of penalties for violations of this treaty, or of tho articles 
regulating trade, which are appended hereunto, shall be sued for in the consular 
courts, and all recoveries shall be delivered to the Japanese authorities. Neither the 
American nor Japanese Government are to be held responsible for the payment of 
any debts contracted by their respective citizens or subjects. 

Art. VII. — In the opened harbours of Japan, Americans shall be free to go where 
they please, within the following limits : — At Eana^awa, the river Logo (which 
empties into the bay of Yedo between Kawasaki and Sinagawa), and (10) ten ri in 
any other direction. At Hakodate, (10) ten ri in any direction. At Hiogo, (10) ten 
ri in any direction, that of Kioto excepted, which city shall not be. approached nearer 
tf an flO) ten ri. The crews of vessels resortinpf to Hiojjo shall not cross the river 
Enagawa, which empties into the bay between Hiogo and Osaka. The distance shall 
be measured from the goyoso or towa-hall of each of the foregoing harbours, the ri 
being equal to (4,276) four thousand two hundred and seventy-five yards American 
measure. At Nagasaki, Americans may go into any part of the imperial domain in 
its vicinity. Tbe boundaries of Niigata, or the place that nlay be substituted for 
it, shall be settled by the American diplomatic agent and the Government of Japan. 

Americans who may have been convicted of felony, or twice convicted of 
misdemeanour, shall not go more than (1) one Japanese ri inland, from the places of 
their respective residences, and all persons so convicted shall lose their right of 
nermanent residence in Japan, and the Japanese authorities may require them to 
leave the country. A reasonable time shall be allowed to all such persons to settle 
their affairs, and the Anaerican consular authority shall, after an examination into the 
circumstances of each case, determine the time to be allowed, but such time shall not 
in any case exceed one year, to be calculated from the time the person shall be free to 
attend to his affairs. 

Art. Vm. — Americans in Japan shall be allowed free exercise of th^ir religion, 
and for this purpose shall have the right to errct suitable places of worship. No ioj ury 
shall be dpne t.o such buildings, or any insult be offered to tiie religious worship of 
the Americans. American citi2en8 shall not injure any Japanese temple or mia, or 
offer any insult or injury to Japanese religious ceremonies, or to the objects of their 
worship. The Americans and Japanese shall not do anything that may be calculated 
to excite religious animosity. The Government of Japan has already abolisht'd the 
practice of trampling on religious emblems. 

Art. IX. — When reauested by the American Consul, the Japanese authorities 
will cause the arrest of all deseiters and fugitives from justict^, receive in jail all 
persons held as prisoners by the Consul, and give to tbe Consul such assistance as 
Tjfiay be required to enable him to enforce theooservance of the laws by the Americans, 
who are pn l^nd, and to maintain order among the s(appir>g. For all such set^jpes, 
and for tbe support of prisoners kept in confinement, theCi nsul shall in all casespi^^^ 
a just compensation. 
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Art. X. — The Japanese Government may purchase or construct in the United 
States, ships of war, steamers, merchant ships, whale-ships, cannon, munitions of war 
and arms of all kinds, and any other things it may require* It shall have the right 
to engage in the United Sti-tes, scientific, naval, and military men, artisans of all 
kinds, and mariners, to enter into its service. All purchases ma le for the Government 
of Japan may be exported from the United States, and all persons engaged for its 
service may freely depait from the United States. Provided, — That no articles that 
are contraband of war shall be exported, nor any persons engaged to act in a naval 
or military capacity, while Japan shall be at war with any power in amity wiih the 
United States. 

Art. XI. — The articles for the regulation of trade, which are appended to this 
treaty, shall be considered as forming a part of the same, and shall be equally binding 
on both the Contracting Parties to the Treaty, and on their citizens and subjects. 

Art. XII — Such of the provisions of the Treaty made by ComraoJore Perry, and 
signed at Kanagawa, on the 31st of March, 1854, as conflict with the pri visions of 
this Treaty, are hereby revoked; and as all the provisions of a convention executed by 
the Consul- General of the United States and the Governor of Simoda, on the 17th of 
June, 1857, are incorporated in this Treaty, that convention is also revoked. 

The person chari^ed with the diplomatic relations of the United StaU s in Japan, 
in conjunction with such person or persons as may be app( inted for that purpose by 
the Japanese Government, shall have power to make such rules and regulations as 
may be required to carry into full and complete effect the provisions of this Treaty, 
and the provisions of the articles regulating trade appended thereunto. 

Art. Xin. — After the (4th of July, 1872) fourth day of July one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-two, upon the desire of eith?r the American or Japanese 
Government, and on one year's notice given by either party, this Treaty, and such 
portions of the Treaty of Kar.agawa as remain unrevoked by this Treaty, togetiier 
with tlie regulations of trade hereunto annexeJ, or those that may be hereafter 
introduced, shall be subject to revision, by commissioners appointed on both sides for 
this purpose, who will be empowered to decide on, and insert therein, such amend- 
ments as experience shall prove to be desirable. 

Art. XIV.— This Treaty shall go into effect on the C4th July, 1869) fourth day 
of July in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine, on or 
before which day the ratifications of the same shall be exchanged at the city of 
Washington; but if, from any unforeseen cause, the ratifications cannot be exchanged 
by that time, the Treaty shall still go into effect at the date above-mentioned. 

The act of ratification on the part of the United States shall be verified by the 
signature of the President of the United States, countersigned by the Secretary of 
State, and sealed with the seal of the United States. The act of ratification on the 
part of Japan, shall be verifiel by the name and seal of His Majestv the Tycoon, and 
by the seals and signatures of such of his high officers as he may direct. 

This Treaty is executed in quadruplirate, each copy being written in the English, 
Japanese, and Dutch languages, all the versions having the same meaning and 
intention, but the Dutch version shall be considered as being the original. 

In witness whereof, the above-named Plenipotentiaries have hereunto set their 
hands and seals, at the citv ot Yedo, this twenty-ninth day of July, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand ei^ht hundred and fifty-eight, and of the Independence of the 
United States of America the eighty-third, corresponding to the Japanese era the 
niceteenth day of the sixth month of the fifth year of Ansei Mma.

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REGI'LATIONS UNDER WHICH AMERICAN TRADE 
IS TO BE CONDUCTED IN JAPAN. 



Regulation I. — Within (48) forty-eight hours (Sunday excepted) after Ae 
arrival of an American ship in a Japanese port, the captain or commander shall 
exhibit to the Japanese Custom-house authorities the receipt of the American Conaul, 
showing that he has deposited the ship's register and other papers, as required by 
the laws of the United States, at the American Consulate; and he shall then make 
an entry of his ship by giving a written paper, stating the name of the ship and 
the name of the port from which she comes, her tonnage, the name of her captain 
or comniandt r, the names of her passengers (if any), and the number of her crew, 
which paper shall be verified by the captain or commander to be a true statement, 
and shall be signed by him ; be shall at the same time deposit a written manifest of 
his cargo, setting forth the marks and numbers of the packages and their contents 
as they are described in his bills of lading, with the names of the person oar persons 
to whom they are consigner!. The captain or commander shall certify the manifest 
to be a true account of all the cargo and stores on board the ship, and shall sign hia 
name to the same. 

If any error is discovered in the manifest, it may be corrected within (24) 
twenty-four hours (Sunday excepted), without the payment of any fee, but for any 
alteration or post entry to the manifest made after that time, a fee of ($15) fifteen 
dollars shall be paid. AH goods not entered on the manifest shall pay double duties 
on being landed. Any captain or commander that shall neglect to enter his vessel 
at the Japanese Custom-house within the time prescribed by the regulation, shall 
pay a penalty of ($60) sixty dollars for each day that he shall so neglect to enter 
ship. 

REotiLATioN II. — The Japanese Government shall have the right to place Custom- 
louse officers on board of any ship in their ports (men-of-war excepted). All Custom- 
Louse officers shall be treated with civility, and such reasonable accommodation shall 
be allotted to them as the ship afi'ords. No goods shall be unladen from any ship 
ibetween the hours of sunset and sunrise, except by the special permission of the 
Custom-house authorities, and the hatches, an^,;;^)) Gtl^LP^^^^ entrance into that 
part of tie shiji^y^hmJiJ^JC^g^^ is^^towed^ may bes^SJ^^ Japanese officers 
between the hours of sunset and sunrise, by affixing seals, lockS^^*^®^ fastenings; 
•and if any person shall, without due permission, open any entrancS^^V^^ ^ 
secured, or shall break or remove any seal, lock, or other fastenmSv^^*' 
affixed by the Japanese Custom-house officers, every person so offendinSJ ^ 
fine of ($60) bixty dollars for each offence. 

Any goods that shall be discharged or attempted to be discharged from^y ^^1^' 
without having been duly entered at the Japanese Custom-house, as h^rJ^*^!; 
provided, shall be liable to seizure and confiscation. Packages of goods toade XI? 
an intent to defraud the revenue of Japan, by concealing therein articles of^li 
which are not set forth in the invoice, shall be forfeited. American ships that U 
smuggle, or attempt to smuggle goods in any of the non-opened harbours of J^^r^ i 
all such goods shall be forfeited to the Japanese Government, and the shin sLlt 
a fine of («1,000) one thousand dollars for each offence ^ ^'^^ ^""^ 
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Vessels needing repairs may land their cargo for that purpose without the pay- 
ment of duty. All goods so landed shall remain in charge of the Japanese authorities, 
and all just charges for labour, storage, and supervision shall be paid thereon. But if any 
portion of such cargo be sold, the regularduties shall be paid on theportion so disposed of. 

Cargo may be transhipped to another vessel in the same harbour without the 
payment of duty ; but all such transhipments shall be made under the supervision of 
Japanese officers, and after satisfactory proof has been given to the Custom-house 
authorities of the hon&fide nature of the transaction, and also under a permit to be 
granted for that purpose by such authorities. 

The importation of opium beiug prohibited, if any person or persons shall smuggle, 
or attempt to smuggle any opium, he or they shall pay a fine of (815) fifteen dollars 
for each catty of opium so smuggled, or attempted to be smuggled ; and if more than 
one person shall be engaged in the oflFence, they shall collectively be held responsible 
for the payment of the foregoing penalty. 

Regulation III. — The owner or consignee of any goods, who desires to land 
them, shall make an entry of the same in the Japanese Custom-housp. The entry 
shaU be in writing and shall set forth the name of the person making the entry, and 
the name of the ship in which the goods were imported, and the marks, number?, 
packages, and the contents thereof, with the value of each package extended separately 
in the one amount, and at the bottom of the entry shall be placed the aggregate value 
of all the goods contained in the entry. On each entry the owner or consignee shall 
certify in writing that the entry then presented exhibits the actual cost of the goods, 
and that nothing has been concealed whereby the Customs of Japan would be defraud- 
ed ; and the owner or consignee shall sign his came to such certificate. 

The original invoice or invoices of the goods so entered shall be presented to the 
Oustom-house authorities, and shall remain in their possession until they have 
examined the goods contained in the entry. The Japanese officers may examine any 
or all of the packages so entered, and for this purpose may take them to the Custom- 
house, but such examination shall be without expense to the importer or injury to the 
^oods, and after examination the Japanese shall restore the goods to their original 
condition in the packages (so far as may be practicable), and such examination shall 
be maie without any unreasonable delay. 

If any owner or importer discover that his goods have been damaged on the 
voyage of importation before such goods have been delivered to him, he may notify 
the Custom-house authorities of such damage, and he may have the damaged goods 
appraised by two or more competent and disinterested persons, who, after the 
examination, shall make a certificate setting forth the amount per cent, of damage on 
each separate package, describing it by its marks and number, which ceitificaie shall 
be signed by the appraisers in presence of the Custom-house authorities, and the 
importer may attach the certificate to his entry, and make a corresponding deduction 
from it. But this shall not prevent the Custom-houso authorities from appraising 
the goods in the manner provided in Article TV. of the treaty, to which these 
regulations are appended. 

After the duties have been paid, the owner shall receive a permit, authorizing the 
delivery to him of the goods, whether the same are at the Custom-house or on ship- 
board. All goods intended to be exported shall be entered at the Japanese Custom- 
bouse before they are placed on ship-board. The entry shall be in writing, and shall 
state the name of the ship by which the goods are to be exported, with the marks and 
numbers of the packages, and the quantity, description, and value of their contents. 
The exporter shall certify in writing that the entry is a true account of all the goods 
contained therein, and shall sign his name thereto. Any goods that are put on board 
of a ship for exportation before they have been entered at the Custom-house, and 
, all packages which contain prohibited articles, shall be forfeited to the Japanese 
f\ Government. No entry at the Custom-house shall be required for supplies for use 
t gtof ships, their crews and passengers, nor for the clothing, &c., of passengers. 
r*P^\i. Eeoulation IV. — Ships wishing to clear shall give (24) twenty-four hours' notice 
U paj^day excepted) at the Custom-house, and at the end of that time they shall bo 
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entitled to their clearaoce ; but if it be refused, the Custom-house authorities sbal^ 
immediately inform the captain or consignee of the ship of the reasons whj the 
clearance is refused, and they shall also give the same notice to the Ameiiean Consul. 

Ships of war of the United States shall not be required to enter or clear at the 
Custom-house, nor shall they be visited by Japanese Custom-house or Police officers. 
Steamers carrying the mails of the United States may enter and clear on the same 
day, and they shall not be required to make a manifest, except for such passengers 
and gcods as are to be landed in Japan. But such steamers shall, in all cases, enter 
and clear at the Custom-house. 

Whale-ships touching for supplies, or ships in distress, shall not be required to 
make a manifest of their cargo, but if they subsequently wish to trade, they shall then 
deposit a manifest as required in Regulation I. The word shipy wherever it occurs 
in these regulations, or in the Treaty to which they are attached, is to be held as 
meaning ship, barque, brig, schooner, sloop, or steamer. 

Regulation V. — Any person signing a false declaration or certificate, with the 
intend to defraud the revenue of Japau, shall pay a fine of (S125) one hundred and 
twenty-five dollars for each offence. 

Regulation VI. — No tonnage duties shall be levied on American ships in the 
ports of Japan, but the following fees shall be paid to the Japanese Custom-house 
authorities : — 

For the entry of a ship ($15) fifteen dollars. 

For the cle arance of a ship (-gi?) seven dollars. 

For each permit one dollar and a half. 

For any other document one dollar and a half. 

Regulation VII. — Duties shall be paid to the Japanese Government on all goods 
landed in the country, according to the following tariff : — 

Class 1. — All articles in this class shall be free of duty. Gold and Silver, coined 
or uncoined ; wearing apparel in actual use ; household furniture and printed books 
not intended for sale, but the property of persons who come to reside in Japan. 

Class 2. - A duty of (5) five per cent, shall be paid on the following articles : — 
All articles used for the purpose of building, rigging, or fitting out of ships. Whaling 
gear of all kinds, coals, timber for building houses, rice, paddy, steam machinery, 
zinc, lead, tin, raw silk. 

Class 3. — A duty of (35) thirty-five per cent, shall be paid on all intoxicating 
liquors, whether prepared by distillation, fermentation, or in any other manner. 

Clms 4. — All goods not included in the preceding classes, shall pay a duty of (20) 
twenty per cent. All articles of Japanese production which are exported as cargo, 
shall pay a duty of (5) five per cent., with the exception of gold and silver and copper 
in bars. 

Five years after the opening of Kanagawa, the import and export duties shall be 
Bubject to revision, if the Japanese Government desire it.

TREATY OP PEACE AND FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN THE EMPIRE OF 
JAPAN AND THE KINGDOM OF COREA (CHOSEN.) 



Signed at Eokwa, 26th February, 1876. 



The Q-overnments of Japan and Chosen being desirous to resume the amicable 
relations that of yore existed between them, and to promote the friendly feelings of 
both nations to a still firmer basis, have, for this purpose, appointed their Pleni- 
potentiaries, that is to say : — The Government of Japan, Kuroda Kiyotaka, High 
Commissioner Extraordinary to Chosen, Lieutenant- General and Member of the Privy 
Council, Minister of the Colonization Department, and Inouye Blaoru, Associate 
High Commissioner Extraordinary to Chosen, Member of the Genroin ; and the 
Government of Chosen, Shin Ken, Han-Choo-Su-Fu-Ji, and In-jish6, Fu-So-Fu, 
Fuku-sd-Ewan, who, according to th*» powers received from their respective Govem- 
m<?nt8, have agreed upon and concluded the following Articles : — 

Art. L — Chosen being an independ- nt state enjoys the same sovereign rights 
as does Japan. 

In order to prove the sincerity of the friendship existing between the nations, 
their intercourse shall henceforward be carried on in terms of equality and courtesy, 
each avoiding the giving of offence by arrogatijn or manifestations of suspicion. 

In the first instance, all rules and precedents that are apt to obstruct friendly*^ 
intercourse shall be totally abrogated, and, in their stead, rules, liberal and in gei.pral 
usage fit to secure a firm and perpetual peace, shall be established. 

Aii;. II. — The Government of Japan, at any time within fifteen months from the 
date of the signature of this Treaty, shall have the right to send an Envoy to the capital 
of Chosen, where he shall be admitted ta confer with the Rei-sohan-sho on matters 
of a diplomatic nature. He may either reside at the capital or return to his country 
on the conpletion of his mission. 

The Government of Ctrosen in like manner shall have the right to send an Envoy 
to Tokio, Japan, where he shall be admitted to confer with the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs on matters of a diplomatic nature. He may either reside at Tokio or return 
home on the completion of his mission. 

Art. III. — All official communications addressed by the Government of Japan 
to that of Ch6sen shall be written in the Jai>ane8e language, and, for a period of ten 
years from the present date, they shall be accompanied by a Chinese translation. 
The Government of Ch6sen will use the Chinese language. 

Art. IV. — Sorio in Fusan, Chosen, where an official establishment of Japan is 
bituated, is a place originally opened for commercial intercourse with Japan, and 
trade shall henceforward be carried on at that place in accordance with the provisions 
of this Treaty, whereby are abolished all former usages, such as the practice of Sai- 
ken-sen (junks annually sent to Ctj6sen by the late Prince of Tsusima to exchange a 
certain quantity of articles between each other.) 

In addition to the above place, the Government of Chosen aj^rees to open two 
ports, as mentioned in Article V. of this Treaty, for commercial intercourse with 
Japanese subjects. 

In the foregoing places Japanese subjects shall be free to lease land and to erect 
buildings thereon, and to rent buildings, the property of subjects of Chosen. 

Art. V. — On the coast of five provinces, viz : Keikiu, Chiusei, Jenra, Keisho, 
and Kankio, two ports, suitable for commercial purposes, shall be selected, and the 
time for opening these two ports shall be in the twentieth month from the second 
month cir the ninth year of Meiji, corresponding with the date of Chdsen, the first 
moon of the year Hei-shi. 

Art. VI. — Whenever Japanese vessels either by stress of weather or by want of 
fuel and provisions cannot reach one or the other of the open ports in Chdsen, they 
maj enter any port or harbour either to take refuge therein, or to get supplies of 
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wood, coal and other necessities, or to make repairs ; the expenses incurred thereby 
are to be defrayed by the ship's master. In such events both the oflScers and the 
people of the locality shall display their sympathy by rendering full assistance, and 
their liberality in supplying the necessities required. 

If any vessel of either country be at any time wrecked or stranded on the coasts 
of Japan or of Chosen, the people of the vicinity shall immediately use every exertion 
to rescue her crew, and shall inform the local authorities of the disaster, who will 
either send the wrecked persons to their native country or hand them over to the 
ofiScer of their country, residing at the nearest port. 

Art. YU. — The coasts of Chosen, having hitherto been left unsurveyed, are 
very dangerous for vessels approaching them, and in order to prepare charts showing 
the positions of islands, rocks, and reefs, as well as the depth of water, whereby all 
navigators may be enabled safely to pass between the two countries, any Japanese 
Mariner may freely survey said coasts. 

Art. VJLLL — There shall be appointed by the Q-overnmeDt of Japan an officer to 
reside at the open ports iu Chosen for the protection of Japanese merchants resorting 
there, provided that such arrangement be deemed necessary. Sould any question 
interesting both nations arise, the said officer shall confer with the local authorities 
of Chosen and settle it. 

Art. IX. — Friendly relations having been established between the two contrac- 
ing parties, their respective subjects may freely carry on their business without any 
interference from the officers of either Government, and neither limitation nor prohibi- 
tion shall be made on trade. 

In case any fraud be committed, or payment of debt be refused by any merchant 
of either country, the officers of either one or of the other Government shall do their 
utmost to bring the delinquent to justice and to enforce recovery of the debt. 

Neither the Japanese nor the Chosen Government shall be held responsible for 
the payment of such debt. 

Art. X. — Should a Japanese subject residing at either of the open ports of 
Chosen commit any oflFence against a subject of Chosen, he shall be tried by the 
Japanese authorities. Should a subject of Chosen commit any offence against a 
Japanese subject, he shall be tried by the authorities of Chosen. The offenders 
shall be punished according to the laws of their respective countries. Justice shall 
be equitably and impartially administered on both sides. 

Art. XI. — Friendly relations having been established between the two oontrac- 
ing parties, it is necessary to prescribe trade regulations for the benefit of the merchants 
of the respective countries. 

Such trade regulations, together with detailed provisions, to be added to the 
Articles of the present Treaty to develope its meaning, and facilitate its observance, 
shall be agreed upon at the capital of Chosen or at Kok'wa Fu in the country, within 
six months from the present date by Special Commissioners appointed by the two 
countries. 

Art. Xn. — The foregoing eleven articles are binding from the date of the 
signing hereof, and shall be observed by the two contracting parties, faithfully and 
invariably, whereby perpetual friendship shall be secured to the two countries. 

The present Treaty is executed in duplicate and copies will be exchanged 
between the two contracting parties. 

In faith whereof we, the respective Plenipotentiaries of Japan and Chosen, have 
affixed our seals hereunto this twenty-sixth day of the second month of the ninth 
year of Meiji, and the two thousand five hundred and thirty-sixth since the accession 
of Zimmu Tenno ; and, in the era of Chosen, the second day of the second moon of 
the year Haishi, and of the founding of Chosen the four hundred and eighly-fifth.

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SUPPLEMENTARY TREATY BETWEEN JAPAN AND COREA. 



It is hereby notified that Supplemenlary Articles to the Treaty of Friendship 
and Trade Regulations have now been agreed upon with Corea, as in the enclosure. 



Whereas, on the twenty-sixth day of the second month of the ninth year Meiji, 
corresponding with the Corean date of the second day of the second month of the 
year Heishi, a Treaty of Amity and Friendship was signed and concluded between 
Kuroda Kiyotaka, High Commissioner Extraordinary, Lieutenant-General of H J.J,M. 
Army, Member of the Privy Council, and Minister of the Colonization Department, 
and Inouy^ Kaoni, Associate High Commissioner Extraordinary and Member of the 
Q-enro-In, both of whom had been directed to proceed to the city of Kokwa in Corea 
by the Government of Japan ; and Shin Ken, Dai Kwau, Han-choosoofugi, and In 
Jisho, Fuku Kwan, Tosofu, Fukuso Kwan, both of whom had been duly commissioned 
for that purpose by the Governmt-ut of Corea : — 

Now therefore, in pursuance of Article XI. of the above Treaty, Miyamoto 
Okadzu, Commissioner despatched to tho Capital of Corea, Daijo of the Foreign 
Department, and duly empowered thereto by the Government of Japan, and Chio 
Inki, Koshoo Kwan, Gisheifudosho, duly empowered thereto by the Government of 
Corea, have negotiated and concluded the following articles : — 

Art. I. — Agents of the Japanese Government stationed at any of the open ports 
shall hereafter, whenever a Japanese vessel has been stranded on the Corean coasts 
and has need of their presence at the spot, have the riglit to proceed there on their 
informing the local authorities of the facts. 

Art. II. — Envoys or Agents of the Japanese Governm<*nt shall hereafter be at 
full liberty to despatch letters or other communications to any place or places in 
Corea, either by post at their own expense, or by hiring inhabitants of the locality 
wherein they reside as special couriers. 

Art. III. — Japanese subjects may, at the ports of Corea open to them, lease land 
for the purpcse of erecting residences thereon, the rt nt to be fixed by mutual agree- 
ment between the lessee and the owner. 

Any lands belonging to the Corean Government may be rented by a Japanese on 
his paying the same rent theroon as a Corean subject would pay to his Government. 

It is agreed that the Sbumon (watch-gate) and the Shotsumon (barrier) erected 
by the Corean Government near the Kokwa (Japanese official establishment) in 
Sorioko, Fusan, shall be entirely removed, and that a new boundary line shall be 
established according to the limits hereinafter provided. In the other two open ports, 
the same steps shall be taken. 

Art. rV. — The limits within which Japanese subjects may travel from the port 
of Fusan shall be comprised within a radius of ten ri, Corean measurement, the 
landing place in that port being taken as a centre. 

Japanese subjects shall be free to go where they please within the above limits, 
and shall be therein at full liberty either to buy articles of local production or to sell 
articles of Japanese production.

Appendix to the Treaty of Amity and Friendship, 
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The town of Torai lies outside of the above limits, but Japanese shall have the 
same privileges as in those places within them. 

Art. v. — Japanese subjects shall at each of the open ports of Corea be at liberty 
to emploj Corean subjects. 

Cforean subjects, on obtaining permission from their Government, may visit the 
Japanese Empire. 

Art. VI. — In case of the death of any Japanese subject residing at the open 
ports of Corea, a suitable spot of ground shall be selected wherein to inter his remains. 

As to the localities to be selected for cemeteries in the two open ports other than 
the ports of Fusan, in determining them regard shall be had as to the distance there 
is to the cemetery already established at Fusan. 

Art. VII. — Japanese subjects shall be at liberty to traffic in any article owned by 
Corean subjects, paying therefor in Japanese coin. Corean subjects, for purposes of 
trade, may freely circulate amoDg themselvt s at the open ports of Corea such Japanese 
coin as they may have possession of in business transactions. 

Japanese subjects shall be at liberty to use in trade or to carry away with them 
the copper coin of Corea. 

In case any subject of either of the two countries counterfeit the coin of either of 
them he shall be punished according to the laws of his own country. 

Art. VUI. — Corean subjects shall have the full fruition of all and every article 
which they have become possessed of either by purchase or gift from Japanese 
subjects. 

Art. EX. — In case a boat despatched by a Japanese surveying vessel to take 
soundings along the Corean coasts, as provided for in Article VII. of the Treaty of 
Amity and Friendship, should be prevented from returning to the vessel, on account 
either of bad weather or of the ebb tide, the headman of the locality shall accommodate 
the boat party in a suitable house in the neighbourhood. Articles required by them 
for their comfort shall be furnished to thorn by the local authorities and the outlay 
thus incurred shall afterwards be refunded to the latter. 

Art. X. — Although no relations as yet exist bt tween Corea and foreign countries, 
yet Japan has for many years back maintained friendly relations with them ; it is 
therefore natural that in case a vessel of any of the countries of w^ich Japan thus 
cultivates the friendship should be stranded by stress of weather or otherwise on 
the coasts of Corea, those on board shall be treated with kindness by Corean subjects, 
and should such persons ask to be sent back to their homes they shall be delivered 
over by the Corean Government to an Agent of the Japanese Government residing 
at one of the open ports of Corea, requesting him to send them back to their native 
countries, which request the Ai>ent shall never fail to comply with. 

Art. XI. — The foregoing ten articles, together with fhpi Regulations for Trade 
annexed hereto, shall be of equal effect with the Treaty oi A nity and Friendship, 
and therefore shall be faithfully observed by the Governments of the two countries. 
Should it, however, be found that any of the above articles actually causes embarrass- 
ment to the commercial intercourse of the two nations, and that it is necessary to 
modify them, then either government, submitting its propositions to the other, shall 
negotiate the modification of such articles on giving one year's previous notice of 
their intention.

Meiji, and two thousand five hundred and thirty-sixth since the accession of H. M. 
Zimmu Tenno ; and of the Corean era, the sixth day of the seventh month of the year

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EEGULATIONS UNDER WHICH JAPANESE TRADE IS TO BE 
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Art. I. — Within three days after the arrival in a Corean port of a Japanese 
ship (Japanese men-of-war, or ships exclusively used for the transportation of the 
Japanese mails excepted), to establish her nationality the owner or captain shall exhibit 
to the Corean authorities the receipt of the Agent of the Japanese Government, 
showing that he has deposited, as required by the Japanese regulations now in 
existence, all the ship's papers, the register, sea-letter, etc., in the hands of the said 
Agent, which documents shall remain in his custody during her stay in port ; he shall 
then mnke an entry of bis ship by givinsr a written paper, stating the name of the 
ship and the name oi the pert whence she comes, her capacity in tons or in koJcns, the 
name of the captain, the names of passengers, if any, and the number of her crew, 
which paper shall be signed by the owner or captain ; he shall at the same time 
deposit a written manifest of his cargo, setting forth the marks and numbers of the 
packages, if mentioned, and their contents, with the name of the person or persons to 
whom they are consigned ; a list of the stores of the ship shall be added to the 
manifest. 

The manifest and all other papers shall be written in the Japanese language and 
shall not be accompanied by a Chinese translation. 

Art. II. — The owner or consienees of any goods desiring to land them shall 
make an entry of the same at the Corean Government office, setting^ forth the names 
of the goods, the quantity and number of packages thereof, and their original cost ; 
on receipt of the entry, the Corean authorities shall immediately give a permit to 
land the goods. 

Art. Ill, — The owner or consignee may land his goods after he has received the 
permit referred to in Regulation II. The Gorean authorities may examine any or all 
of the packages, but such examination must be made carefully without any injury 
to the goods. 

Art. rV. — All goods intended for export shall be entered at the Corean Govern- 
ment office before they are placed on shiphoard. The entry shall be in writing and 
shall state the name of the ship by which the goods are to be exported, with the 
nunnber of packages and description of their contents, as in an entry of import 
described in Regulation II. On receipt of the entry, the Corean authorities shall 
give a permit immediately, but the owner shall not refuse, if required, to have the 
goods examined by the Corean authorities. 

Art. V. — Ships wishing to clear shall give notice to the Corean authorities before 
noon of the day previous to their intended departure ; on rec;^iving notice, the Corean 
authorities shall issue a clearance and at the same time shall return all the papers 
belonging to the ship deposited in their hands. 

Ships carrying the Japanese mail may clear without observation of this regula- 
tion, but shall give notice to the Corean authorities of their sai ing. 

Art. VI. — Exportations of rice and other grain shall hereafter be allowed in 
any of the open potts of Corea, 

Art. VII. — The following tonnage duties shall be levied on Japanese ships 

For merchant sailing ship with more than one mast 5 yen. 

For merchant steamer 5 yen. 

For one-masted merchant ship of more than 500 kokus capacity ... 2 yen. 

For ditto of less than 600 koJctLs capacity 1^ ye7i. 

Boats attached to the vessel free from duty. Ships belonging to the Japanese 
Government shall pay no tonnage duties. 
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Art. Vni. — Japanese merchant ships may be chartered by the Corean Govern- 
ment or by individuals for the transportation of goods to any of the non-open ports 
of Corea. When chartered by individuals, they shall only be employed under con- 
ditions specified in a permit to be given by the Corean Government for the purpose. 

Art. IX. — Japanese ships found to be engaged in smuggling, or in attempting 
to smuggle goods into any non-open port of Corea, shall be seized by the Corean 
local authorities and delivered to the Agent of the Japanese Government residing at 
the nearest port ; such goods to be confiscated by him and to be handed over to the 
Corean authorities. 

Art. X. — The sale of opium is strictly prohibited. 

Art. XI. — The above Regulations having been agreed upon by the two contracting 
parties shall come into effect from the present date, and may be revised, whenever it 
may be found necessary, by Commissioners appointed by each country. 

In witness whereof, the undersigned have hereunto set their hands and seals,

GREAT BRITAIN. 



TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP AND COMMERCE BETWEEN HER MAJESTY 
THE QUEEN OP THE UNITED KINGDOM AND THE 
KINGS OF SIAM, 



Art. I. — There shall henceforward be perpetual peace and friendship between 
Her Majesty and her successore, and Their Majesties the Kings of Siain, and their 
successors. All British subjects coming to Siam shall receive from the Siamese 
Government full protection and assistance to enable them to reside in Siam iu all 
security, and trade with every facility, free from oppression or injury on the part of 
the Siamese, and all Siamese subjects going to an English country shall receive from 
the British Government the same complete protection and assistance that shall be 
granted to British subjects by the Government of Siam. 

Art. II. — The interests of all British subjects coming to Siam shall be placed under 
the regulation and control of a Consul, who will be appointed to reside at Bangkok : 
he will himself conform to, and will enforce the observance by British subjects of all 
the provisions of this treaty, and such of the former treaty negotiated by Captain 
Burney, in 1826, as shall still remain in operation. He shall also give effect to all 
rules or regulations that are now or may hereafter be enacted for the government of 
British subjects in Siam, and conduct of their trade, and for the prevention of viola- 
tions of the laws of Siam. Any disputes arising between British and Siamese subjects 
shall be heard and determined by the Consul, in conjunction with the proper 
Siamese officers; and criminal offences will be punished, in the case of English 
offenders, by their own laws, through the Siamese authorities. But the Consul shall 
not interfere in any matters referring solely to Siamese, neither will the Siamese 
authorities interfere in questions which only concern the subjects of Her Britannic 
Majesty. 

It is understood, however, that the arrival of the British Consul at Bangkok shall 
not take place before tbe ratification of this treaty, nor until 10 vessels owned by 
British subjects sailing under British colours and with British papers, shall have 
entered the port of Bangkok for the purposes of trade, subsequent to the signing of 
this tieaty. 

Art. m. — If Siamese in the employ of British subjects offend against the laws of 
their country, or if any Siamese bavins^ so offended, or desiring to desert, take refuge 
with a British subject in Siam, they shall be searched for, and, upon proof of their 
guilt or desertion, shall be delivered up by the Consul to the Siamese authorities. In 
like manner any British offenders resid nt or trading in Siam, who may desert, escape 
to, or hide themselves in Siamese territory, shall be apprehended and delivered over 
to the British Consul on his requisition. Cuinese not able to prove themselves to be 
British subjects, shall not be considered as such by the British Consul, nor be entitled 
to his protection. 

Art. rV. — British subjects are permitted to trade freely in all the seaports of Siam, 
but may reside permanently only at Bangkok, or within the limits assigned by this

Treaty. British subjects coming to reside at Bangkok may rent land, and buy or build 
bouses, but cannot purchase land within a circuit of 200 een (not more than 4 miles 
English) from the city walls, until they shall have lived in Siam for ten years, or sball 
obtain special authority from the Siamese Government to enable them to do so. But 
with the exception of this limitation, British residents in Siam may at any time buy or 
rent houses, lands, or plantation?, situated anywhere within a distance of twenty-four 
hours' journey from the city of Bangkok, to be computed by the rate at which boats of 
the country can travel. In order to obtain possession of such land or houses, it will be 
necessary that the British subject shall, in the first place, make application through the 
Consul to the proper Siamese officers ; and the Consul having satisfied himself of the 
honest intentions of the applicant, will assist him in settling, upon equitable terms, the 
amount of the purchase money, will mark out and fix the boundaries of theproperty, 
and will convey the same to the British purchasers under sealed deeds. Whereupon 
he and his property shall be placed under the protection of the Governor of the district 
and that of the particular local authorities ; he shall conform, in ordinary matters, to 
any just directions given bim by them, and will be subject to the same taxation that ia 
levied on Siamese subjects. But if through negligence, and want of capital or other 
cause, a British subject should fail to commence the cultivation or improvement of the 
lands so acquired within a term of three years from the date of receiving possession 
thereof, the Siamese Government shall have the power of resuming the property, upon 
returning to the British subject the purchase-money paid by him for the same. 

Alt. v.— All British subjects intending to reside in Siam shall be registered at 
the British Consulate. They shall not go out to sea, nor proceed beyond the limits 
assigned by this treaty for the residence of British subjects, without a passport from 
the Siamese authorities, to be applied for by the British Consul; nor shall they leave 
Siam, if the Siamese authorities show to the British Consul that legitimate objections 
exist to their quitting the country. But within the limits appointed unaer the 
preceding article, British subjects are at liberty to travel to and fro under protection 
of a pass, to be furnished tbem by the British Consul, and counter- sealed by the proper 
Siamese officer, stating, in the Siamese character, their names, calling, and description. 
The Siamese officers at the Government stations in the interior may, at any time, call 
for the production of this pass, and immediately on its being exhibited, they must 
allow the parties to proceed : but it will be their duty to detain those persons who, by 
travelling without a pass from the Consul, render themselves liable to the suspicion of 
their being deserters ; and such detention shall be immediately reported to the Consul. 

Art. VI. — ^All British subjects visiting or residing in Siam, shall be allowed the 
free t xerc;se of the Christian religion, and liberty to build churches in such localities 
as shall be consented to by the Siamese authorities. The Siam^^se Government will 
place no restrictions upon the employment by the English of Siamese subjects as 
servants, or in any other capacity. But w])enever a Siamese subject belongs or owes 
service to some particular master, the servant, who enj^ages lams-^lftoa British 
subject without the consent of his master, may be reclaimed hy him ; and the Siamese 
Governm -nt wiU not enforce an agre ement be ween a Bntis^' subject and anv Siamese 
in his employ, unless made with the knowledge and coLsent of the master, who has 
a right to dispose of th( services of the per son engaged. 

Art. VII. — Briti>h ships of war may enter the river, and anchor at Paknam, but 
they shall not proceed above Paknam, unless with the consent of tlie Siamese 
authorities, which shall be given when it is nec^ ssary that a ship shall go into dock for 
repairs. Any British sliip of war conveying to Siam a public functionary accredited 
by Her Majesty's Government to t\e Court of Bangkok, shall be allowed to come up to 
Bangkok, but shall not pass the forts called Pong Phrachamit and Pit-patch-nuck, 
unless expressly permitted to do so by the Siamese Govemm< nt ; but in the absence of 
a British ship of war, the Siamese authorities engage to furnish the Consul with a 
force sufficient to enable him to ^ive eflFect to his authority over British subjects, and 
to enforce discipline among British shipping. 

Art. Vlll. — The measurement duty hitherto paid by British vessels trading to 
Bangkok under the treaty of 1826 shall be abolished from the date of this treaty 
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coming into operation, and British shipping and trade will henceforth be only subject 
to the payment of import and export duties on the goods landed or shipped. On all 
articles of import the duties shall be three per cent., payable at the option of the 
importer, either in kind or money, calculated upon the market value of the goods. 
Drawback of the full amount of duty shall be allowed upon goods found unsaleable 
and re-exported. Should the British merchant and the Custom-house officers dis« 
agree as to the value to be set upon imported articles, such disputes shall be referred 
to the Consul and proper Siamese officer, who shall each have the power to call in an 
equal number of merchants as assessors, not exceeding two on either side, to assist 
them in coming to an equitable decision. 

Opium may be imported free of duty, but can only be sold to the opium farmer 
or his agents. In the event of no arrangement being effected with them for the salo 
of the opium, it shall be re-«*xported, and no impost or duty shall be levied thereon. 
Any infringement of this regulation shall subject the opium to seizure and con* 
fiscation. 

Articles of export from the time of production to the date of shipment shall pay 
one impost only, whether this be levied under the name of inland tax, transit duty, or 
duty on exportation. The tax or duty to be paid on eacd article of Siamese produce 
previous to or upon exportation, is specified in the tariff attached to this Treaty ; and 
it is distinctly agreed that goods or produce which pay any description of tax in the 
interior, shall be exempted from any further payment of the duty on exportation. 

English merchants are to be allowed to purchase directly from the producer tho 
articles in which they trade, and in like manner to sell their goods directly to the 
parties wishing to purchase the same, without the interference, in either case, of any 
other person. 

The rates of duty down in the tariff attached to this Treaty are those that are 
now paid upon goods or produce shipped in Siamese or Chinese vessels or junks ; and 
it is agreed that British shipping shall enjoy all the privileges now exercised by, or 
which hereafter may be granted to, Siamese or Chinese vessels or junks. 

British subjects will be allowed to build ships in Siam, on obtaining permission 
to do so from the Siamese authorities. 

Whenever a scarcity may be apprehended of salt, rice, or fish, the Siamese 
Government reserve to themselves the right of prohibiting, by public proclamation, 
the exportation of these articles. 

Bullion or personal efft^cts may be imported free of charge. 

Art. IX. — The code of regulations appended to this Treaty shall be enforced by 
the Consul, with the co-opiTation of the Siamese authorities ; and they, the said 
authorities and Consul, shall be enabled to introduce any further regulations which 
may be found necessary, in order to give effect to the objects of this Treaty. 

All fines and penalties inflicted for infraction of the provisions and regulations 
of this Treaty shall be paid to the Siamese Government, 

Until the British Consul shall arrive at Bangkok, and enter upon his functions, 
the consignees of British vessels shall be at liberty to 8'4tle with the Siamese autho- 
rities all questions relating to their trade. 

Art. X. — The British Gk>verninent and its subjects will be allowed freeancl equal 
participation in any privileges th^.t may have been, or may hereafter be granted by 
the Siamese Government to the Government or subjects of any other nation. 

Art. XI. — After the lapse of ten years from the date of the ratification of thia 
Treaty, upon the desire of either the British or Siamese Government, and on twelve 
months' notice being given by either party, the present and such portions of the 
Treaty of 1826 as remain unrevoked by this Treaty, together with tha Tariff and 
Eegulations hereunto annexed, or those that may hereafter be introduced, shall be 
subject to revision by Commissioners appointed on both sides for this purpose, who 
will be empowered to decide on and insert therein such amendments as experience 
shall prove to be desirable. 

These ratifications were exchanged at Bangkok on the 5th April, 1856. 
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GENERAL REGULATIONS UNDER WHICH BRITISH TRADE 
IS TO BE CONDUCTED IN SIAM. 



Art. I. — The master of any English ship coming to Bangkok to trade must, 
either before or after entering the river, as may be found convenient, report the arrival 
of his vessel at the Custom-house at Paknam, together with the number of his crew 
and guns, and the port from whence he comes. Upon anchoring bis vessel at 
Paknam, he will deliver into the custody of the Custom-house officers all his guns 
and ammunition ; and a Custom-house officer will then be appointed to the vessel, 
and will pi oceed in her to Ban^^kok. 

Art. II. — A vessel passing Paknam without discharging her guns and ammunition 
a^ directed in the foregoing regulation, will be sent back to Paknam to comply with 
its provisions, and will be fined eight hundred ticals for having so disobeyed. After 
delivery of her guns and ammunition she will be permitted to return to Bangkok to 
trade. 

Art. Ill, — When a British vessel shall have cast anchor at Bangkok, the master, 
unles.- a Sunday should intervene, will within four-and-twenty hours after arrival 
proceed to the Britibh Consulate, and deposit there his ship's papers, bills of lading, 
&c., together with a true manifest of his import cargo ; and upon the Consul's 
reporting these particulars to the Custom-house, permission to break bulk will at once 
be given by the latter. 

For neglecting so to report his arrival, or for presenting a false manifest, the 
master will subject himself, in each instance, to a penalty of four hundred ticals ; but 
he will be allowed to correct, within twenty-four hours after delivery of it to the 
Consul, any mistake he may discover in his manifest, without incuriing the above- 
mentioned penalty. 

Art. IV. — A British vessel breaking bulk, and commencing to discharge, before 
due permission shall be obtained, or smu;:gliog, either when in the river or outside 
the bar, shall be subject to the penalty of eight hundred ticals, and confiscation of 
the goods so smuggled or discharged. 

Art. V. — As soon as a British vessel s^all have discharged h^r cargo, and 
completed her outward ladmg, paid all her duties, and delivered a true manifest of 
her outward cargo to the British Consul, a Siamese port-clearance shall be granted 
her on application from the Consul, whu, in the absence of any legal impediment to 
her departure, will then return to the master his ship's papers, and allow the vessel 
to leave. A Custom house officer will accompany the vessel to Paknam ; and on 
arriving there she will be inspected by the Custom-house officer of that station, and 
^Will receive from them the guns and ammunition previously delivered into their 
' charge. The above regulations, numbered from 1 to 5, are obli^^atory under the 
treaty concluded between Great Britain and Siam ; those which follow, numbered 
from 6 to 14, are equally to be cb'served by masters of British vessels and their crews. 

Art. VI. — Masters of British vessels when reporting their arrival at Her Majesty's 
Consulate, at the port of Bangkok, as directed by the fourth regulation above quoted, 
shall notify in writing the names of all passengers and persons not forming part of 
the registered crew. 

Notice must likewise be given of the number and names of persons, who, as 
passengers or in any other capacity (seamen borne on the raustfer-roll excepted) intend 
to leave Siam in a British vessel. 
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Art. Vn. — Seamen, lascars, and others belonging to British vessels in the port 
are strictl y pro hibited to wear side knives and other weapons while on shore. 

Art. VJJLi. — Should any seaman or apprentice absent himself without leave, the 
master will report his absence, if such exceeds twenty-four hours, at the Consulate 
office. 

Art. rX. — Any British subject who entices a seaman or apprentice to desert^ 
incurs according to the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, paragraph 257, a penalty not 
exceeding ten pounds ; or any such subject who wilfully harbours or secretes a person 
deserted from his ship, incurs a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds, if it be proved 
that he had knowledge of his being a deserter. 

In default of the payment of such fines, the offender is to be imprisoned iu the 
Consular gaol for any term not exceeding three months, with or without hard labour. 

Art. X. — AD cases of death, and especially of sudden death, occurring on board 
of British vessels in the port of Bangkok, must be immediately reported at the Con- 
sulate. 

Art. XI. — The discharge of guns from vessels anchored in the port of Bangkok, 
without notice haviog been previously given, and permission obtained through H.M. 
Consul from the proper Siamese authority, is forbidden, un<ier a penalty not exceed- 
ing ten pounds. 

Art. Xn. — It is strictly prohibited to shoot birds within the precincts of the 
Wats or Temples, either in Bangkok or elsewhere within the Siamese dominions, or to 
injure or damage any of the statues of figures, the trees or shrubs in such localities 
of Siamese worship ; any British subject or seaman of a British vessel guilty of such 
an act renders himself liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds, or in default 
thereof to an imprisonment in the Consular gaol for a period of not more than one 
month. 

Art. Xm. — When a vessel under the British flag is ready to leave the port of 
Bangkok, the master will give notice at the Consulate-ofiice, and hoist a blue peter 
twenty-four hours before her departure, which is to fly until she breaks anchorage. 

Art. XIV. — Should any vessel take in or discharge cargo subsequent to the issue 
of the Siamese port clearance, as directed by the fifth regulation above quoted, the 
master, as in a case of smuggling, subjects himself to a penalty of 800 Ticals (equal 
to ,£100), and the goods so taken or discharged will be liable to confiscation. 

Art. XV. — Every fine or penalty levied under these regulations, is (if not paid 
in sterling money) at the rate of eight ticals Siamese currency for one pound.

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RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF BRITISH SUBJECTS IN SIAM. 28^. 



RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE PEACE, ORDER, AND GOOD 
GOVERNMENT OP HER BRITANNIC MAJESTY'S 
SUBJECTS IN SIAM. 



Art. I. — Her Britannic Majesty's Consulate-office shall be open for the transac- 
tion of public business Irom 10 o'clock a.m. to 4 o'clock p.m. daily, excepting Sundays 
and those holidays upon which offices in England are closed. 

Art. ir. — British subjects intending to reside within the dominions of the Kings; 
of Siam, are required, in conformity with the 5tb article of the Treaty concludedl 
between Her Majesty and the Kings of Siam, to enrol themselves in the register of 
British residents kept for that purpose at the Consulate. Failing to do so withim 
fourteen days after their arrival, without there is valid reason to account for tha 
omission, they are not entitled, conformably to the Order of Her Majesty in Council, 
dated at the Court of Osborne House, Isle of Wight, the 28th day of July, 1856, to 
protection under the Cont^ul's authority. 

British subjects on leaving Siam as a residence are equally required to report 
themselves at the Consulate, at least forty-eight hours before their departure. 

Seamen borne on the muster-roll of a British vessel are exempt from this obligation. 

Art. III. — In compliance with the Order of Her Majesty in Council, dated the 
1st of May, 1858, a register of all births and deaths occurring amongst British subjects 
in Siam is kept at the Consulate. The registration fee of each case is two shillings 
and sixpence. 

The period in which such registration can lake place after the occurrence of the 
event in foreign countries has been fixed by Her Majesty's Government to be seven 
years ; this being the utnost limit that can he allowed for such registration. 

Art. IV. — In the event of a sudden death, either by accident or otherwise amongst 
the subjects of Her Majesty residing here, it must forthwith be reported at Her 
Majesty's Consulate, in order that such measures may be taken as the circumstances 
require. 

Art. V. — British subjects in Siam desiring to trade beyond the limits stipulated 
by the Trea*y, must apply for a passport to the Consulate a reasonable time before 
their intended departure ; as that document must be countersigned by the proper 
Siamese authority. 

Persons travelling without a pass render themselves liable to be treated as de- 
serters, and will be detained at the government stations in the interior until the case 
having been reported to the Consul, instructions on the subject have been received. 

Art. VI. — In all cases of loss of British property by theft or fraud, assault or 
felony, whether committed on shore or on board of a British vessel in harbour, the 
occurrence must be forthwith reported at the Consulate-office, and in cases of theft, 
peculation, or assault where British and Siamese subjects are both concerned, a 
Siamese, if guilty of any criminal act, may be conveyed to Her Majesty's Consulate, 
provided there is no responsible officer of bis country at hand to whom the offender 
might be delivered. But British subjects will not be permitted to use violence to 
Siamese offenders, or take steps for the redress of their grievances, under peril of 
rendering themselves liable for the prosecution of an assault. 

Art. Vn. — It is stricily forbidden a British subject, whether permanently or 
temporarily residing in Bangkok, or in any other part of Siam, to enter the precincts 
of a Wat or Siamese Temple for the purpose of shooting pigeons or other birds ; nor 
is it permitted to injure the edifices, or the symbols of Siamese worship of their tombs, 
or to damage any of the trees and shrubs within the last. Any infringement of this 
rule will subject the offeiitler to a fine not exceeding twenty pounds, or in default of 
such payment, to imprisonment in the Consular gaol for a period not exceeding one 
month, with or without hard labour. 
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Art, VIII. — No British subject residing in Bangkok or in any other part of Siam 
may establish either a boarding or eating-house without the sanction of the Consul, 
and unless security has been given not to harbour any seaman who fails to prove 
that he has been legally discharged. Any person thus licensed as boarding or eating- 
house keeper, must use every precaution that the inmates and frequenters of his 
house do not conduct themselves in a riotous manner, or break the peace, otherwise 
he will be rendered responsible, and his licence may be withdrawn. 

Art. IX. — Any British subject resident here, who wilfully harbours or secretes 
any seaman or apprentice who has deserted from a British ship, knowing or having 
reason to believe such to be the case, shall, conformably to the " Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1854 (paragraph 257), incur a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds, in default 
he may be imprisoned in the Consular gaol for any term not exceeding three months, 
ivith or without hard labour. 

Art. X. — It is strictly forbidden to British subjects to enter the houses of the 
Siamese people against their will, or to create disturbances at their abodes. Any 
infringement of this rule subjects the offender, or if more than one, each of the 
offenders, to a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds, or in default thereof to imprison- 
ment in the Consular gaol for the period of not more than one month, with or without 
hard labour.

TREATY OF AMITY, COMMEECE, AND NAVIGATION, BETWEEN 
THE GERMAN CONFEDERATION AND SLAM. 



SlONED, IN THE GeRMAN, SiAMESE, AND ENGLISH LANGUAGES, 

AT Bangkok, 7th Febeuaey, 1862. 



Treaty of Amity, Commerce, and Navigation, between the United States of the 
German Customs and Commercial Union, and the Grand Duchies of Mecklenburg. 
Schwerin and Mecklenburg-Strelitz on the one part, and the Kingdom of Siam ou 
the other part. 

His Majesty the King of Prussia, in his own name, and as representing the 
Sovereigns, States, and Territories united to the Prussian system of Customs and 
Imports, that is to say, Luxemburg, Anhalt Dessau Koethen, Anhalt Bernburg, 
Waldeck and Pyamont, Lippe and Meisenheim, as well as on behalf of the other 
States belonging to the German ZoUverein, namely: — Bavaria, Saxony, rianover, 
Wurtemberg, Baden, Electoral Hesse, Grand-ducal Hesse (the bailiwick of Hamburg 
included), the States forming the Thuringian Customs and Commercial Union, to 
wit: — Saxe Weimar Eisenach, Sexe Meiningen, Saxe Alt?nburg, Saxe Coburg Gotha, 
Schwartzburg Rudolstadt, Schwartzburg Sonderhausen, the Elder Branch of Reuss, 
and the Younger Branch of Reuss, Brunswick, Oldenburg, Nassau, and the Free 
Town of Frankfort, as likewise in the name of the Grand Duchies of Meckhmbur- 
Schwerin and Mecklenburg-Strelitz on the one part, and their Majesties Phra Bard 
Somdetch, Phra ParamendaMahaMongkut, Phra Chan Klan Chau Yu Hua, the First 
King of Siam, and Phra Bard Somdetch, Phra Pawarendr Ramesr Mahiswaresr, 
Phra Pin Klan Chan Yu Hua, the Second King of Siam, on the other part : — 

Being sincerely desirous to establish frieudly relations between the afore-named 
States and Siam, have resolved to secure the same by a Treaty of Peace and Commerce, 
mutually advantageous and profitable to the subjects of the High Contracting powers, 
and for this purpose have named as the their plenipotentiaiies : — 

His Majesty the King of Prussia, 

The Chamberlain Frederick Albert Count of Eulen burg, His Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary, Knight of the Order of the Red Eagle, and of the Order 
of St. John ; 

And their Majesties the First and Second Kings of Siam 

His Royal Highness Prince Kromonatuang Mugsa Feerat Sanneet ; 

His IiordshipChowpraya Suriwongs Samnha Prakralahome, Commander-in-chief 
of the Forces, and Governor-General of the South Western provinces ; His Lordship 
Chowpraya Rawiwong Maha Kosatihodee, Minister of Foreign Affairs, and Governor- 
General of the Eastern Coast of the Gulf of Siam : 

His Lordship Chow Pya Yamarat, Governor of the City of Bangkok, and its 
vicinities ; 

His Excellency Praya Montree Prakralahome Fighnear, Governor-General of the 
Northern provinces ; who after having communicated to each other their respective 
full powers, and found them to be in good and due form, have agreed upon the 
following articles. 

Art. I. — Batweeu the Contracting German States and their Majesties the First 
and the Second Kings of Siam, their heirs and successors, as well as between their 
respective subjects, there shall be constant peace and perpetual amity. 

The subjects of each of the High Contracting Parties shall enjoy in th^ 
dominions of the other full security of person and property. 
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There shall be full and entire freedom of commerce and narigation for th^ 
subjects and vessels of the High Contracting Powers, in every portion of their 
respective territories where trade and navigation are actually allowed or may 
hereafter be allowed to the subjects or vessels of the most favoured nations. 

Art. n. — The High Contracting Powers recognise reciprocally their right to 
appoint Consuls-Qeneral, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, and Consular Agents in the Ports 
and Towns of their respective States, and these oflScers are to enjoy the same privileges, 
immunities, powers, and exemptions, as are or may be accorded to those of the most 
favoured nation. The said Consular OflBcers shall, nowever, not begin to exercise their 
functions until they shall have received the Exequatur of the local government. The 
Contracting German States will appoint one Consular OflScer only for each port or 
town, but for those places where they appoint a Consul-Qeneral or a Consul, they 
Bball have the right of nominating a Vice-Consul or Consular Agent besides, to act 
for the Consul-General or Consul in case of his being absent or unable to attend. 
Vice-Consuls or Consular Agents may also be appointed by the Consuls-General or 
Consuls, their chiefs. 

The German Consular OflBcer shall have under his protection, superintendence, 
and control the interests of all subjects of the Contracting German States, who reside 
or who arrive in Siam. He shall conform to all provisions of this Treaty himself, and 
enforce the observance of the same by German subjects. 

He shall also promulgate and carry out all rules and regulations which are now 
or may hereafter be enacted for the observance of German citizens with regard to the 
conducting of their business, and their due obedience to the laws of Siam. 

Should the German Consular officers be absent, subjects of the Contracting 
German States visiting Siaiu cr residing in it, may have recourse to the intervention 
of a Consul of a friendly nation, or they may address themselves directly to the local 
authorities, who then shall take means to secure to the said German subjects all the 
benefits of the present Treaty. 

Art. III. — Subjects of the Contracting German States visiting Siam, or taking 
up their residence there, sLall be allowed free exercise of their religion, and they shan 
be at liberty to build churclies in such convenient localities as shall be consented to 
by the Siamese authorities, and such consent shall not be withheld, without sufficient 
reason being assigned. 

Art. IV. — Subjects of the Contracting German States wishing to reside in the 
Kingdom of Siam, must be registered at the German Consulate, and a copy of this 
registration must be furnished to the Siamese authorities. Whenever a subject of 
any of the Contracting German States has to refer to the Siamese authorities, his 
petition or claim must be first submitted to the German Consular Officer, who shall 
forward the same, if it appear to him reasonable, and conceived in proper terms, or 
else shall modify its contents. 

Art. V. — Subjects of the Ci ntracting German States who may wish to take up 
their residence in Siam, shall for the present do so only in the city of Bangkok, or 
within a district defined by the following boundaries, namely : — 

On the North : The Bang-putsa canal from its junction with the Choupya river 
up to the old walls of the town of Lobpury, and a straight line from thence to the 
Pragnam landing place, near the town of Saraburi on the river Pasak. 

On the East : A straight line drawn from the Pragnam landing place to the 
junction of the Klongkut canal with the Bangpakong river; and this river from thence 
to its mouth. On the coast between the Bangpakong and the island of Simaharaja 
German subjects may settle at any place within a distance of twenty-four hours' journey 
from Bangkok. 

On the South : The island of Simaharaja, the Seechang Islands, and tlie walls 
of Petchabnri, 

On the western coast of the gulf Gterman citizens may settle at Petchaburi, and 
anywhere between that city and the eiver Meklong, within a journey of twenty-four 
hours from Bangkok. — From the mouth of the Meklong that river shall form the 
boundary up to the town of Eaypuri ; from thence a straight line drawn to the town 
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of Supannaburi, and thence to the mouth of the Bangpulsa caoal into the Chowpya 
river. Nevertheless German subjects may reside beyond these boundaries on obtaining 
permission to do so from the Siamese^ authorities. 

All subjects of the Contracting German States are at liberty to travel and trade 
throu<?hout the entire Kingdom of Siam, and to buy and sell all merchandise not 
prohibited, from and to whomsoever they please. 

They are not bound to purcharse from, or to sell to oflScials or monopolists, nor is 
anybody permitted to interfere with them or hinder them in their business. 

Art. VI. — The Siamese Government will place no restrictions upon theemployment 
of Siamese subjects is any capacity whatever by German subjects. But when a Siamese 
subject belongs or owes service to some particular master, he may rot engage himself 
to a German subject without the consent of the same. Should he, however, do so,'the 
contract for services is to be looked upon as concluded for three months only, unless a 
still shorter period should have been airreed upon, or the German subject be willing 
to discharge the Siamese at once; and during this period the German subject is bound 
to pay two-thirds of the stipulated wages, not to the Siaraese in his employment, but 
to the person to whom he belongs or owes service. 

If Siamese in the employment of a German subject offend against the laws 
of Siam, or if any Siamese offenders or fugitives take refuge with a German subject 
in Siam, the German Consular Officer shall, upon proof of the guilt or desertion, 
take the necessary steps to ensuie tbrir beinj^ delivered up to the Siamese 
authorities. 

Art. Vn. — Subjects of the Contracting German States shall not be detair.ed 
against their will in the Kingdom of Siam, unless the Siamese authorities can prove 
to the Gt^rman Consular Officer that there are lawful reasons for such detention. 

Within the boundaries fixed by Article V. of this treaty, subjects of the contracting 
German States shall be at liberty to travel without hindrance or delays of any kind 
whatever, provided they are in possession of a passport signed by their Consular 
Officer, containing in Siamese characters their names, profession, and a description of 
tbeir person, and cx)untersigned by the competent Siamese authority. 

Should they wish to go beyond the said limits a:*d travel in the inteiior of the 
Kingdom of Siam, they shall procure for themselves a passport, which shall be delivered 
to them at the request of the Consular Officer by the Siamese authorities, and such 
passport shall not be refused in any instance except with the concurrence of the 
Consular Officer of the Contracting German States. 

Art. VIII. — Within the limits specified in the fifth article, subjects of the 
Contracting German States may buy and sell, take, or let on lease, land and plantations, 
and may build, buy, rent, sell, or let houses. The right, however, of owning land 
situated : — 

1. — On the left bank of the river within the city o*^ Bangkok proper, and on the 
piece of ground between the city wall and theKlong-padung-kumg-krasemcanal, &c. ; 

2. — On the right bank of the river between the points opposite the upper and the 
lower month of the Klong-padung-kumg-krasem canal, within a distanceof two English 
miles from the river, shall only belong to such as have received a special permission 
from the Siamese Government, or have spent ten years in Siam. 

In order to obtain possession of such property, German subjects may make an 
application through the Consular Officer to the Siamese Government, which thereupon 
will appoint a functionary, who, jointly with the Consular Officer, shall equitably adjust 
and settle the amount of the puichase-money, and make out and fix the boundaries of 
ihe property. The Siamese Government will then convey the property to tlie German 
purchaser. All landed property of German subjects shall be undi r the protection of 
the district Governor and the local authorities, but the proprietors shall conform in 
ordinary matters to an equitable direction proceeding from the said authorities, and 
shall be subject to the same taxation as the subjects or citizens of the most favoured 
nation. 

Subjects of the Contracting German States shall be at liberty to search for and 
open mines in any part of Sit^m, and the matter being distinctly set forth to the 
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Consul he shall in conjunction with the Siamese authorities arrange such suitable 
conditions and terms as shall admit of the min ^s being woidi[ed. German subjects shall 
likewise be permitted to engage in and carry on in Siam any description of manufacture 
not contrary to law, upon like reasonnble terms arranged between the German and 
the Siamese authorities. 

Art. IX. — When a subject of one of the Conti acting German States, residing 
permanently or temporarily in the Kingdom of Siam, has any cause of complaint or 
any claim aj^aiust a Siamese, he shall first submit his grievance to the German 
Consular Officer, who, after having examined the affair, shall endeavour to settle it 
amicably. In the same manner when a Siamese shall have a complaint to make against 
any German subject the Consular Officer shall listen to his complaint, but if in such 
case this proves impossible, the Consular Officer shall apply to the competent Siamese 
functionary, and having conjointly examined the affair, they shall decide thereon 
according to equity. 

Art. X. — If a crime or any offtnce be committed in Siam, and the offender be a 
subject of any of the Contracting German States, he shall be punished by the Cansnlar 
Officer in conformity to the respective German laws; or be sent to Germany for 
punishment. If the offender be a Siamese, he shall be punished by the Siamese 
authorities according to the laws of the country. 

Art. XI. — Should any act of piracy be committed on vessels belonging to any of 
the Contracting German States on the coast or in the vicinity of the Kingdom of Siam, 
the authorities of the nearest place, on being informed of the same, shall use all means 
in their power towards the capture of the pirates, and the recovery of the stolen 
property, which shall be delivered to the Consular Officer, to bo restored by him to the 
owners. The same course shall be followed by the Siamese authorities in all acts of 
pillage or robbery directed against the property of German subjects on shore. The 
Siamese Government shall not be held responsible for property stolen from German 
subjects, as soon as it is proved that it has employe 1 all m ^ans in its power for the 
recovery of the same ; and this principle shall equally hold good with regard to Siamese 
subjects living under the protection of any of the Contracting German States, and to 
their property. 

Art, XII. — On the German Consular Officer sending a written application to the 
Siamese authorities, he shall receive from them every aid and support in detecting or 
arresting German sailors or other subjects, or any individual under the protection of 
a German flag. The German Consular Officer shall also, at his request, receive from 
the Siamese authorities every necessary assistance, and a sufficient force to givo due 
effect to his authority over German subjects, and to keep up discipline among German 
shipping in Siam. In like manner, whenever a Siamese, guilty of desertion or any 
other crime, shall take refuge in the house of a subject of any of the Contracting 
German States, or on board of German vessels, the local authorities shall address 
themselves to the German Consular Officer, who, on proof of the culpability of the 
accused, shall immediately authorise his arrest. All concealment and connivance 
shall be carefully avoided by both parties. 

Art. Xni. — Should a subject of any of the Contracting German States, engaged 
in business in the Kingdom of Siam, become bankrupt, the German Consular Officer 
shall take possession of all his goods, in order to distribute them proportionately 
among the creditors, for which end he shall receive every aid from the Siamese 
authorities ; he shall also neglect no means to seize, on behalf of the credito^ra, all 
the goods which the said bankrupt may possess in other countries. In lik^'^manner 
in Siam the authorities of the Kingdom shall adjudicate and distribute tbe^ effects of 
Siamese subjects who may become insolvent in their commercial transactions with 
subjects of the Contracting German States. 

Art. XIV. — Should a Siamese subject refuse or evade the payment of a debt to 
a German subject, the Siamese authorities shall afford the creditor every aid and 
facility for recovering what is due to him. In like manner the GFerman Consular 
Officer shall give every assistance to Siamese subjects to recover the debts which maj 
be due to them by subjects of the Contracting German States. 
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Art. XV. — Id case of the decease of any of their respective subjects in the domi- 
nions of one or the other of the High Contractini? Parties, his property shall be delivered 
unto the executor cf his will, or, if none have been appointed, unto the family of the 
deceased, or unto his partners in business. If the defunct possesses neither family 
nor partners in business, his property shall, in the dominior.s of both of the High 
Contracting Parties, be placed, as far as the laws of the land permit it, under the 
charge and control of the respective Consular officers, in order that they may deal 
with it in the customary manner, according to the laws and usages of their country. 

Art. XVI. — Men-of-war belonging to any of the Contracting German States may 
enter the river and anchor at Paknam, but in case they intend to proceed to Bangkok 
they must first inform the Siamese authorities, and come to an understanding with 
the same respecting the anchorage. 

Art. XVII. — Should a German vessel in distress enter into a Siamese port, the 
local authorities shall offer every facility for her being repaired and revictualled, so 
that she may be able to continue her voyage. Should a German vessel be wrecked 
on the coast of the Kingdom of Siam, the Siamese authorities of the nearest place, 
being informed thereof, shall immediately afford every possible assistance to the crew, 
and take all measures necessary for the relief anJ security of the vessel and cargo. 
They shall thereupon inform the German Consular OiBcer of what has taken place in 
order that he may, in conjanction with the competent Siamese authoiity, take the 
proper steps for sending tlie crew home, and dealing with the wreck and cargo. 

Art. XVIII. — By paying the import and export duties mentioned hereafter, 
vessels belonging to any of the Contractin.r German States and their cargoes, shall be 
free in Siam of all dues of tonnage, pilotage, and anchorage, or other dues whatever, 
as well on their arrival as theit departure. Tney shall enjoy all privileges and 
iuimunities which are or shall be granted to junks, Siamese vessels, or vessels of the 
most favoured nation. 

Art. XIX. — The duties to be levied on merchandize imported into the Kingdom 
of Siam by vessels belonging to any of the Contracting German States shall not exceed 
three per cent, on their value. They shall be paid in kind or in money, at the choice 
of the importer. If the importer cannot agree with the Siamese Custom-house 
officers as to the value of the merchandize imported, the matt er shall be referred to 
the Consular Officer and a competent Siamese functionary, who, if they consider it 
necessary, will each invite one or two merchants to act as advisers, an«l will settle the 
difference according to justice. 

After payment of the said import duty of tliree per cent., the merchandize may 
be sold by wholesale or retail, free of any charge whatsoever. Should goods be landed 
and not sold, and be again shipped for exportation, the whole of the duties paid on 
them shall be reimbursed ; and in general no duty shall be levied on any cargo not 
sold. Nor shall any further duties, taxes, or charges be imposed or levied oa imported 
goods after they have passed into the hands of Siamese purchasers. 

Art. XX. — The duties to be levied on Siamese produce, either before or at the 
time of shipment, shall bo according to the tariff annexed to the present Treaty. 
Every article of produce subject to duties of exportation according to this tariff shall 
be free of all transit and other dues throughout the whole Kingdom of Siam, and it 
is likewise agreed that no Siamese produce, which shall have paid transit or ether 
duties, shall be subject to any tariff, duty, or other charge whatsoever, either before or 
at the time of shipment. 

Art. XXI. — On paying the duties above mentioned, which are not to be 
augmented in future, subjects of the Contracting German States shall be at liberty to 
import into the Kingdom of Siam from German and foreign ports, and likewise to 
export for all destinations, all goods which on the day of the signing of the present 
Treaty are not the object of a formal prohibition or a special monopoly. The oiamese 
Govern ment reserves to itself, however, the right of prohibiting the exportation of 
rice, whenever it shall find reasoii to apprehend a dearth in the country. But such 
I prohibition, which must be published one month before being enforced, shall not 
interfere with the fulfilment of contracts made bond fide before its publication ; 
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German mercbauts shall^ however, inform the Siamese autboritiea of any bargains 
they bave concluded previously to the prohibition. It shall also be permitted tkat 
ships which have arrived in Siam at the time of the publication of said prohibition, 
or are on their way to Siatn from Chinese ports or fi-om Singapore, if ihey have left 
those ports before the prohibition to export could be known there, may be laden wit^ 
rice for exportation. Should the Siamese Government thereafter reduce the duties od 
goods imported or exported in Siamese or other bottoms, vessels belonging to any of 
the Contracting German States, which import or export similar produce, shall imme- 
diately participate in the benefit accruing from such a reduction. 

Art. XXII. — The Consular Officer of the Contracting German States shall see 
that German merchants and seamen conform themselves to the regulations annexed 
to the present Treaty, and the Siamese authorities shall aid them herein. All fines 
levied for infractions of the present Trt^aty shall belong to the Siamese Govemmeot, 

Art. XXIII. — The Contracting German States and their subjects shall be allowed 
free and equal participation in all privileges that may have been or may hereafter be 
granted by tDe Siamese Government to the Government, subjects, or citizens of an? 
other nation. 

Art. XXIV. — After the lapse oi twelve years from the date of ratification of thi& 
Treaty the Contracting States may propose a revision of the present Treaty and of 
the regulations and tarilF thereunto annexed, in order to introduce such alteratioo^. 
additions, and amendments as experience may prove to be desirable. Notice of such 
an intction must, however, be given at least a year beforehand. 

Art. XXV. — The present Treaty is executed in four-fold copies, in the Germau. 
the Siamese, and the English languages. All these versions have one and the same 
meaning and intention, but the English text shall be looked up^n as the original text 
of the Treaty, so that, if any different interpretation of the German and Siamese 
versions shall ever occur, the English text shall determine the sense. 

The Treaty shall take effect immediately, and its ratifications shall be exchanged 
at Bangkok within eighteen months of the present date. 

In witness whereof the Plenipotentiaries named at the beginning have signed and 
sealed the present Treaty at Bangkok, on the seventh day of the month o^ February, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty-two, corresponding to 
the Siamese date otthe eighth day of the third moon, in the year of the Cock, the 
third of the Decade, eleventh of the present reign, and one thousand two hundred and 
twenty-third of the Siamege civil era. 

Here follow the seals and signatures of the Commissioners. 



I. — The master of every ship, belonging to any of the Contracting German States, 
which comes to Bangkok to trade, must either before or after entering the river, as 
he may choos»^, report the arrival of his vessel at the Paknam Custom-house, and the 
number of his crew and guns, and the name of the port from whence he comes. As 
soon as his vessel has anchored at Paknam, he shall deliver up all his guns and 
ammunition into the custody of the Custom-house Officer, and a Custom-house Officer 
will then be appointed to accompany the vessel to Bangkok. 

II. — Every merchant vessel passing Paknam, without discharging her guns and 
ammunition as directed in the foregoing rej?ulation, will be sent back to Paknam to 
comply with its provisions, and will be liable to a fine not exceeding eight hundred 
ticals. After having given up her guns and ammunition, she will be permitted tt> 
return to Bangkok. 

III. — Whenever a German merchant vessel shall have cast anchor at Bangkok, the 
master shall, unless a hoUday intervenes, proceed within four and twenty hours to the 
German Consulate and there deposit the ship's papers, bills of lading, &c., together 
with a true manifest of his cargo, and upon the Consular Officer reporting tb^ 
particulars to the Custom-house, permission to break bulk will at once be given by 
the latter. Should the Custom-house delay granting such permission for more th^n 
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twenty-four hours, the Consular Officer may give a permit, which shall have the same 
validity as if it proceeded from the Custom-house. 

For neglecting to report his arrival or for presenting a false manifest, the master 
will be liable to a penalty not exceeding four hundred ticals, but be will be allowed 
to correct, within twenty-four hours after delivery of it, any mistake he may discover 
in his manilest, without incurrinsr any penalty. 

IV. — A German vessel breaking bulk and commencing to discharge before having 
obtained due permission, or smuggling on the river or outside the bar, shall be subject 
to a penalty not exceeding eight hundred ticals, and to confiscation of the goods so 
»muggled or discharged. 

Y. — As soon as a German vessel shall have discharged her cargo and completed her 
outward lading, paid all her duties and delivered a true manifest of her outward cargo 
to the German Consular Officer, a Siamesa port clearance shall be granted to her, and, 
in the absence of any legal impediment to her departure, the German Officer will then 
return the ship's papers to the master and alkiW the vessel to leave. A Custom-house 
Officer will accompany the vessel to Paknam, and there she will be inspected by the 
Cuatom-house Officers of that station, and will receive back from them the guns and 
ammunition previously delivered into their charge. 

VI. — All Custom House Officers shall carry a badge, by which they can be 
distinguishel when acting officially, and only two Custom-house Officers shall be 
allowed on board a German vessel at one time, unless a greater number should be 
required to eflfect the seizure of smuggled goods. 



TAEIPF. 

Here follows the Tariflf of Import, Export, and Inland Duties to be levied on 
Articles of Trade, which is precisely the same as that attached to the English Treaty, 
with the subjoined additions : — 

The duties on goods imported into the Kingdom of Siam in vessels belonging to 
aay of the Contracting German States, shall not exceed three per cent, on their 
value, and shall be paid either in kind or in money, at the choice of the importer. 

Foreign coins, gold and silver in bars or ingots, gold leaf, provisions, and 
personal effects may be imported or exported duly free. 

Such Consular Officers of the Contracting German States as shall be prohibited 
by their Governments from engaging in trade, are at liberty to import duty free all 
objects of furniture, outfit, and consumption they may require for their own private 
use. 

Opium may be imported duty free, but can be soli only to the opium farmer or 
his agents. In like manner guus and ammunition may only be sold to the Siamese 
Oo^emment or to the Consul of the same. 
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REGULATIONS FOR FOREIGN TRADE IN SIAM. 



His Royal Highness Prince Krom Hluang Wongsa-dirat-sanidt, Superintendent of 
Customs, begs to inform all who are interested in this document, that having 
consulted with all the Consuls in Siam about the Imports and Exports, he has 
agreed with them upon the following Regulations, which, from this date, are the 
law of the land : — 



I. — Merchants or other pel sons importing merchandise for sale into Bangko k, 
shall pass sight entries at the Custom-house within twenty- four hours after the vessel 
shall have i»utered in the Consulate or Master-attendant's oflBce, and upon such entries 
being made permission si all be granted to land the goods. But. in order that the 
discharge of the importing vessel shall not be delayed, the Siamese Custom-house 
authorities are at liberty to land and store all goods for which permits have not been 
lodged with the Custom-house officer on board in time for good delivery, and aJI 
char^^es for so landing and storing shall be paid by the importers or consignees. 

II. — Forty-eight hours after the discharge of the g^ods shall be allowed the 
consignees for completing the entries. 

ni. — Munitions of war are prohibited Irom being sold by merchants or othfr 
persons without reporting to the authorities and obtaining permission to do so. 

rV. — Mat bags, imported by merchants or other persons, shall pay a duty of 
three per cent, either in kind or money, but upon proof being given of their having 
been used by the importer for his own exportation, a drawback to the full extent of 
the duty on the bags so used shall be allowed by the former. 

V. — Masters of vessels shall report to the inspector of customs any ship storce, 
provisions, or other merchandise they may have for sale, and obtain a permit to dis- 
charge the same previous to doing so. 

VI. — Merchants or other persons having imported merchandise, and found it 
unsaleable, and desiring to le-export it, ^hall report the particulars to the inspector 
of customs, and receive drawback to the full amount of the duty paid by them on the 
said goods. 

Vn. — Masters of vessels, or supercargoes purchasing produce generally liable 
to export duty, to be consumed by the crews of vessels on a voyage, shall report to 
the i nspec tor of customs the quantity purchased. 

Vili. — Merchants or other persons exporting produce either in foreign or native 
vessels, shall enter with the inspector of customs the quantity, description, and value 
of export previous to the vessel's obtaining port clearance. 

IX. — The inspector of customs shall have authority to search passengers' baggage 
when he deems it necessary, but it shall be passed within half-an-hour after the 
vessers arrival in Bangkok, The cargo shall also ha discharged under the inspection 
of a Custom-house officer according to the manifest furnished by the inspector of 
customs, in the absence of the Custom-house officer appointed to be on board during 
le^al hours, the master shall nevertheless have liberty to deliver cargo. 

X. — Should the inspector of imports and experts have reason to doubt the correct- 
ness of any entry, he may place under seal the goods so suspected, to be afterwards 
examined, but such examination shall not be delayed by the inspector or consignee 
beyond the period of three months, and the merchandise thus under seal shall net he 
transferred nor exported ; if upon examination the goods are found to have been in- 
correctly entered, they shall be reclosed under the joint seals of the Inspector of 
Customs and the consignee or importer, and shall be at once removed to the Custom- 
house godowns pending adjudication by the Consul, to whose jurisdiction the ca^ 
belongs, and the Superintendent of Customs jointly.

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XI. — Masters and supercargoes pf vessels shall ordinarily neither receive nor 
discharge cargo but between the hours of 6 a.m. and 6 p.m., when an officer will be 
in attendance on bjard. Special permission will have to be obtained from the 
Inspector of Customs to receive or discharge caigo at other than the above staled 
times. 

XII. — That should permission not be granted by the Siamese authorities for a 
vessel to break bulk within 24 hours after her due entry, the Consul of the nation to 
whom the vessel belongs shall have power to onler the discharge. 

XIII. — That the Siamese Q-overnment will be liable for damages in the case of 
any vessel having been detained by the inspectors of imports and exports upon 
suspicion, which on examination appears to have been unfounded. 

XIV. — That all cases arising from a breach of these regulations shall be laid 
before the Consul concerned, who will then with the Superintendent of Customs 
enquire whether the infraction has been intentional or through ignorance, and only 
in cases of wilful infringement of the regulations shall they impose the full fine ; in 
cases where there is no proof of the infringement being int ntional they shall propor- 
tion the fine to the oflFence. 

XV. — The native vessels shall be under the same strict control as vessels of other 
nations. 

Should it appear to the Consuls of this place that those whose interest are com- 
mitted to them trade at a disadvantage in this last respect, they will withdraw their 
consent to the regulations. 



LAWS CONCERNING VESSELS BELONGING TO SIAM, AND VESSELS 
FROM FOREIGN PORTS, LARGE VESSELS AND LIGHTERS WHICH 
COME INTO THE CHOW PHTA RIVER, OR INTO ANY OF THE 
RIVERS OF THE PROVINCES BELONGING TO SIAM. 



I. — If a vessel come into the Chow Phya river, she shall cast anchor at the 
Guard Station at Paknam. Her master shall then report his name, the name of his 
vessel, from whence she comes, how many men she has on board, and what merchan- 
dise she has, so that the officer at the station may first examine his vessel. If she 
have guns and ammunition on boaid, the master shall deliver these to the care of the 
officer in charge. If the vessel going out be a merchant vessel belonging to a foreign 
port, or a vessel belon£:ing to Siam, having a European or American captain, then 
she shall first be reported to Luang Wisuth Sakaratith, the Harbour- master, and then 
a pass be obtained for her at the Custom-office. But vessels belonging to the country, 
under Chinese or Mussulman flag, according to the custom of either, shall be reported 
to the officers of the port in the service of the Krumato of the right hand, or the 
Kroroata of the left hand (according to whose business it is), and request a pass for 
the vessel according to the custom. When the vessel shall have dropped down to the 
Guard Station at Paknam, the pass shall be presented to the officer of the station. 
And, when the said officer discovers no cause why she should be detained, she may 
pass on. 

In case a vessel that is coming in or ijoinj: out do not stop at the Guard Station, 
and thus violate the treatie-*, she shall forf it the sura of eight hundred ticals, as the 
treaties have stipulatetl. And if a vessel shall go into any port of the provinces, or 
come out of any buch port, she shall cast anchor at the Guard Station [at the mouth 
of such river] and report herself to the officer of the station, and whatever he shall 
direct the masters to do in the premises, that must be done which is according to 
the treatit s. 

Light on Vessels^ and Mooring Ships. 

II. — When any ship or vessel shall have entered into any river, she shall keep a 
lig' t bumii g 'htf'e fathoms above her upper d< ck from early twilight to clear morning 
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light. And when she shall have arrived up the river, within the precincts of the town, 
her master shall first report himself to the Harbour- master, who will direct bini to a 
berth for his vessel, which direction he must follow. She shall be mwred by two 
anchors, one for the flcod, and the other for the ebb tide, and rig her jio-boom m. 

Masters of vessels are prohibited from quitting the place of anchorage 
been assigned to them, without having first obtaiced the sanction of the Uarboor- 
master. 

Everj infraction will be punished by a fine. 

The Line of Mooring. . 
m.— The Harbour-master shall direct the masters of vessels not to moor tbeir 
vessels verv near the shore. The vessels shall be so moored as that they wUl not oe 
liable to swing round and strike anv floating house. They shall not be moored at tne 
mouth of anv canal, but shall be arranged in a line up and down the nver. Masiers 
of vessels are hereby forbidden to fasten their cable to the shore, so as to torm 
obstructions to the passage of boats near the shore. 

Collision and Sinking of VesseU. ■ a a 

IV.— n vessels come into collision with one another, and aro injured, ana 
persons lose their lives by the accident, and prop rty be lost, or damaged to wtiatever 
amount, report must be made of it to the Harbour-mast«r, who will then examine 
the matter, and report to the proper authority, who wiU adjudicate the case. 

If a vessel coming in or going out shall spring a leak, and sink in the channel ot 
the river, the master of the same shall employ men to remove that obstruction. Uat 
should he not do this, the Harbour-master shall cause it to be done, and wnawtver 
be the cost of that work it shall be paid by the master of the said vessel. 

Liabilities of Vessels not properly Moored. 
v.— If the master of any vessel do not abide by the 2nd and 3rd artictes aa 
above stated, and a large vessel dropping down or coming up the nver shall nio 
against such a vessel and injure her, damages may be claimed from the vessel inxta 
causing the injury. , j j tu^ o^^ii 

If a small vessel shall run against a vessel not properly moored, ana t^e sm^ 
vessel be sunk thereby, and property damaged or lost, to whatever amount, the maater 
of the large vessel shall pay the worth of all property lost or damaged and W » 
of one hundred and sixty ticals, because he did not take care to follow the directions 
given in articles 2nd and 3rd. . . 

All eases of this class that exist at the present time, or that /"ff 
future, and the person required thereby to pay damages shall have any *1 J?? 

the true worth of the property damaged or lost, the owner of the said Pr>^"7.»»*|* 
utider oath, administered according to the custom of his own religion, attord satiaia*:- 
tory evidence that the property lost was of the value claimed. 

In all cases where a fine is imposed on masters of vessels for cateleMness of the ku^ 
above stated, the money thus obtained shall become the property of the (JoTCmaieiit. 
Ckible and Ropes connecting with the Shore. 
Art. VI.— If a master of a vessel shall remove from his berth a.nd moor clow 
in shore for the purpose of receiving merchandise, or for any other advantage, aaA 
shall in the day time fasten ropes to the land to bring her in to shore, it sbaU not be 
unlawful. But the ropes must not be thus engaged in the night tune. 

If a vessel shall remove from her berth to receive merchandise, and be 
close to a wharf, one or two abreast of each other, but not so that the way for the 
passing of boats outside shall be obstructed— or shaU put into shore to cast out oauast, 
or do anything else, and the vessel be in close contact with the shore or wharf, and 
there be left no passage for boats between her and the shore, ropes may in such oasM 
be extended from her to the short , for the purpose of retaining her place. 

The Royal Barges, seats of either the first or second king, are aUowed to oe 
moored in front of the royal palaces ; and although their cables and rop^ be made 
fast to the shore, it shall not be unlawful, because they are near the seats of the tings 
on the bank of the river, it not being suitable that any peisons besides those engaged 
in royal service should come near to them. 
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If any one attempt to pass between the said Barges and the Royal seats on the 
river's bank, and run against their cables, or ropes, and the boat be capsized, all 
damages thus resulting shall be suffered by the owner of the boat, because the act 
had been forbidden. There are only two such places, viz. : — one in front of the First 
King's Palace, and one in front of the Second King's Palace. Again, masters of boats 
in the canals, laden with goods comins? out to moor in the river with the view to sell 
their merchandise^ if they wish to anchor near the shore may do so, provided they 
leave an open passage between their boats and the shore sufficient for small boats 
to pass. 

Accor Jing to Article IV., if a small boat get entangled in the ropes or chains of the 
vessels by which tbey are held in their proper places according to those laws, or run 
against a voss *1 ihus orderly moored, and be capsized, and property be lost by the 
accident in whatever way, the owner of the boat capsized shall not claim any damages. 
Respect to he paid to the Kings when passing. 

VII. — If either of their Majesties the Kings of Siara desire to pass on the river, 
and a vessel riding at anchor shall in any wise interrupt the way, and the Harbour- 
master or other officer in cl.arge shall order said vessel to move out of the way, then the 
master of the vessel shall be bound to obey that order within the space of tbree hours. 

And concerning all vessels of commerce lying at anchor in the river, whenever 
the Royal Barges bearing either of their Majesties the Kings of Siam shall approach 
near them, it is requested that their colours be drawn up to bestow a Royal salute 
according to custom. And the people who may be on board these vessels at the time 
can act their pleasure either to retire out of sight of the Kiog as he pa3:>es, or come 
out and salute him, according to the custom of the country and the language to which 
they belong. But let them not walk back and forth, or get up and sit down on the 
bulwarks with their feet dangling down the sides of the vessels, or go up the mast, or 
perform work thereon at the ti:uo, because this would be regarded by the Siamese as 
an insult offered to the King. 

If such offence be committed, or the vessel fail to be removed out of the King's 
way, and she be one belonging to the Kingdom of Siam, the Siamese officer in charge 
shall inflict the punishment due. But if the vessel be a merchant vessel belonging 
to a foreign port, coming under the jurisdiction of either of the Consuls, complaint of 
the same shall be made to the Consul. 

Collision of Vessels, 

Vm. — In case a large vessel, coming up or going down the river, runs into 
another vessel, or into a floating house, or any building that is orderly moored, and 
damage property, the master of said vessel shall cause to be made a due estimate of 
the damage done, and pay it, be the same little or much. But if the vessel which did 
the damage be herself injured to whatever amount, she shall not claim any damages 
of the vessel, or floating house, or other float by which she was thus damaged, because 
she herself alone ran into the other. 

Again, steamboats in Siam, which are to be many in the future, when they 
come or go with or against the tide, shall not pas^ near th.i shore, but between the 
lines of large vessels at anchor. The reason of this law i^^, that steamboats have 
great power and speed, so that sm ill craft will be likely not to have time to get out 
of their way. 

Concerning Floating Dwellings or Rafts of Timber or Bamboo Drifting in the River. 

rX.—If a raft be broken into parts, floating With tiie current, and if any vessel 
being moored so as to straiten the way which Articles II. and III. of these laws 
provided to have remained open and free, and the raft float against the vessel, and 
her master cut the raft, and it be consequeatly broken to pieces, and timber be lost, 
damages shall in such cases be paid to t le owner of the raft. But if a rafc fl 'at 
agaiost such a vessel, and the vessel be damaged thereby, to whatever extent, tier 
master or owner shall not claim damages of the owners of the raft. 

Again, whoever would float a raft on the river, shall be provided with a cable, 
and shall by its aid make fast and slacken here and there, and thus float care ully 
along, taking particular caution to pass in the passage between the line of vessels 
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anchor, and the floating houses regularly moored. If its owner choose to have it 
pass on this or that side of them, he shall keep to that choice through all the w&j. 

If a raft float down, and come into collision with a vessel that is moored according 
to Articles IL and III., the master of the vessel may cut the raft and send it adrift 
But he shall do no other damage to the owner of the nift nor take possession of bis 
timber. If any of the timber be lost by this means the owners may not claim any 
damages from tbe master of the vpssel. 

If the master or owner of the vessel has not cut the rdft asunder, but it break 
apart of itself, and then float a. ainst a vessel thus lawfully moored and injure her in 
any wise, the owner of the raft shall pay the damages. 

Again, whoever would float a raft shall not be allowed to make any rope fast to 
tbe cable of a vessel moored in the river. And no large vessel or raft shall be allowed 
to float up or down with ihe tide in the night time. Again, if any one would float his 
mft with the tide, he shall not pass very near the shore, so as to be likely to run 
against a floating house jiroperly moored and thus injure it. Damages thus occasioned 
shall be paid by the owner of the raft. 

Wherever there are no vessels anchored in the river rafts are allowed to float 
down iu the middle of the stream, and if it be desired to make the raft fast to the 
shore this also may be done. If any raft or boat run against the ropes thus employed, 
and the boat be capsized and property damaged, no damages shall be claimed from 
the owner of the raft, thus moored ; because rafts are not, as vessels, easily managed. 
Common ser.se will teach tl)at it is not suitable to think of passing between a raft 
and the shore by which it is moored. 
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FRENCH TREATIES WITH COCHIN CHINA. 



TREATY BETWEEN THE PRINCE OP CAMBODIA AND THE 
EMPEROR OF THE FRENCH. 



This Treaty having been duly consitlered and concluded between the Admiral, on 
the part of the Emperor of the French, and the Prince of Cambodia, in order that 
Cambodia may be in peace and prosperity [with Lower Cochin -China], and as the two 
nations are contiguous, the Cambodians must not be on unfriendly terms with the 
French. For this reason the Emperor of the French instructed the Commander-in- 
chief, Vice-Admiral de la Grandiere, Governor of Saigon, to consult with the Prince 
of Cambodia, to make it publicly known that the Emperor of the French will assist to 
protect Cambodia. For carrying into effect this object the Commander-in-chief, 
Admiral de la Grandiere, Governor of Saigon, and the Somdetch Phra Mala Uiierat, 
Governor of Cambodia, have concluded the following treaty : — 

Art. I. — The Emperor of the French will assist and protect Cambodia. 

Art. n. — The Empeior of the French will appoint a French officer as Consul to 
reside near the Prince of Cambodia, to enforce the observance of this treaty by both 
nations. This French officer will be under the orders of the Commander-in-chief at 
Saigon. The Prince of Cambodia will appoint a Cambodian officer to reside with the 
Commander-in-chief as Consul. 

Art. III. — If a French officer reside in Cambodia in the above-mentioned capacity, 
he is to be considered as a noble of high rank, and to be respected and feared as such. 

Art. rV. — If any other Fon ign nation desire to appoint a Consul in Cambodia, 
the Prince of Cambodia and his chief nobles will consult with the French Commander- 
in-chief at Saigon, and if all agree, then that Foreign nation can appoint a Consul. 
If the Prince of Cambodia and his nobles will not consent to allow any foreign nation 
to appoint a Consul in Cambodia the Admiral Commander-in-chief at Saigon will also 
refuse bis consent. 

Art. V. — If any French subjects desire to travel about for the purposes of trade, 
or to build houses in Cambodia, they must inform the Cambodian authorities, who 
will provide them with documents to do so. 

Art. VI. — If any Cambodian subjects go io the French territories, they shall 
have like privilpges and powers. 

Art. Vil. — If French subjects and Cambodians have disputes together, they must 
complain to the French Consul, and if after investigation the case is not settled, the 
Consul and the Cambodian officers will consult together and arrange the matter 
justly. If Cambodians have disputes, the French Consul will not interfere in the 
matter. If French subjects have disputes among themselves the Cambodian officer 
will not interfere. If foreigners, natives of Europe, have disj utes with the Frer.ch, 
the French officers will settle the case. If a French subject, having committed an 
offence, fly to Cambodia, the Cambodian authorities will assist the French Consul to 
convey the defaulter to the Ct mmander-in-chief at Saigon for judgment. If there be 
no French Consul or Officer in Cambodia, the French Commander-in-chief will have 
power to act for the Consul in arranging such matters. 

Art. Vni. — If a French subject wish to reside in Cambodia he will register 
himself at the French Consulate, and the French Consul will inform the Cambodian 
authorities of the circumstance. 

Art IX. — If a Cambodian wish to reside in French territory, and there is n« 
impediment to his doing so, he will be registered by the Cambodian authorities 
themselves, or by the Cambodian officer appointed by the Prince of Cambodia to reside 
at Saigon. 

Art. X. — If traders bring merchandise of any description from foreign ports, with 
the exception of opium, for sale in Cambodia, and they have a pass from the Saigon 
authorities permitting them to come, the Cambodian Custom-house must not levy any 
duty, but if the traders bring opium, the Cambodian authorities can levy a duty on it.

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TREATY BETWEEN FRANCE AND CAMBODIA. 



Art. XI. — All articles of commerce which traders take from Cambodia to Cochin- 
China, if the Cambodian Custom-house oflScers have already collected the duty on 
them and the " Tangkau " has a pass from the Cambodian authorities, which will be 
countersigned by the French Consul, will be permitted to be sold in the French 
territory free of duty. 

Art. XII. — If any French subject in pursuit of science come to Cambodia, he 
must inform the Camboilian authorities, who will render assistance for his safe 
conduct. 

Art. Xni.— If French ships or junks be plundered by pirates anywhere within 
the Cambodian territory at any time, and the Cambodian authorities of that place are 
informed of the circumstance, they will examine the matter, seize and punish the 
robbers according to law, and the property recovered will be restored to the owners 
or to the French Consul, who will deliver it over to the owners. If the robbers ate 
not found, and no property recovered, and if the Cambodian authorities have made 
every search without success, the said authorities will not be held responsible. The 
above is also applicable to the property of French subjects in Cambodia. 

Art. XIV. — If Cambodian ships or juoks be plundert d by pirates in the French 
dominions, the French authorities of the nearest place on being informed will search 
for the robbers, seize and punish them according to law, and the property recovered 
will be restored to the owners ; if the owners be absent, to the Cambodian officers for 
transmission to them. If after making: search for the robbers and property the French 
officers do not fine tbem, they are not to be held responsible. If Cambodian officers 
in French territory be plundered of any kind of property the above is also applicable 
to them, and if the French officers have done their utmost to find the robbers and 
property, but without success, they will not be made answerable. 

Art, XV. — All French Bishops have authority to teach roliglon throughout the 
territories of Cambodia, and the Cambodians will place no impediment to their doing 
so. If they wish to build churclies, schools, or hospitals, they will inform the 
Cambodian authorities, whose consent will be necessary. 

Art. XVI. — The Emperor of the French recognises the Prince of Cambodia as a 
legitimate Prince, and agrees to assist him in preserving peace and friendship, and to 
protect Cambodia from her enenries and from the oppression of other countries. The 
Emperor of the French honestly will assist the Piince so as to enable him to collect 
duties from the traders and to enable them to proceed to sea. 

Art. XVII.— In order that the foregoing article may be easily carried into effect, 
the French Commander-in-chief, Governor of Saigon, desires sotneland at"Charvey 
Chung,'* to build houses for ooals and godowns for rice for the French vessels. The 
Frince of Cambodia to give the said land at "Charvey Chung," viz., from the north 
©f the fort and st<Kkade8 of 15 sen (1,800 feet). If any Cambodian temple groti»d 
interveiie it must be avoided, and such ground to continue to remain and belong to 
the said temi^les. If the French Oornis^ander-in-chief desires any more land anywber©, 
Ihe Prince and his nobles, if after cori^i4eration they find a piece suitable, they will 
itrant it on the same conditions as at " Cha?lF^ Chung." 

Art. XVIII. — In order to show their gratrtnd^ for the protection afforded by the 
' Kmperor of the French for the purpose of promotnfig the peace and prosperity of tbc 
f onntry, the Cambodians a^ree that if the French wish to cat timber in the Cambodian 
lorests for the purpose of ^building the ships of the Btnperor of the French, they shall 
Ikj permitted to do so, upon informing the Cambodian authorities, who will send 
instructions to the Governors of tl»e Interior to that effect. On the part of the French 
they agi'ee to pay all expenses incurred. If the French buy any merchandise in 
^ Cambodia th^y will be permitted to do so with facility, the pride of such merchandise 
to be arranged between the purchaser and seller. 

Art. XJX. — This treaty being concluded, requires only tbe Emperor of the 
French's coHselit by placing his seal on it ; three (*opies havebeeiJ made. The Prince 
ot Cambodia^ Somdetch Ong Phra Norodom, has signed and seWed tbem, together 
with the French Communder-in-chief. ^

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TEEATY BETWEEN THE REPUBLIC OF PRANCE AND THE 

KINGDOM OP ANNAM. 



Signed at Saigon, 15th March, 1874. 



His Excellency the President of the Republic of Prance and His Majesty the 
King of Annani, wishing to unite their countries by tl e ties of a durable amity, have 
resolved to conclude a treaty of peace and alliance replacing that of 5th June, 1862, 
and they have in consequence named their ]»lenipotentiarie8 to that effect, namely : — 

His E xcellency the President of the Republic of Prance : Rear Admiral Dupr^, 
Governor and Commander- in- Chi«^f of Lower Cochin China, Grand Officer of the 
National Order of the Legion of Honour, Officer of Public Instruction, etc. ; and Hia 
Majesty the King of Annam : Letuan, Minister of Justice, first ambassador, and 
Nguyen-van-tuong, Pirst Councillor of the Minister of Rites, second ambassarlor; who, 
after communication of their respective powers, found in due form, have agreed to 
the following articles : — 

Art. I. — There shall be perpetual peace, amity, and alliance between Prance and 
the Kingdom of Annam. 

Art. II. — His Excellency the President of the Prench Republic recognising 
the sovereignty of the King of Annam and his entire independi nee of all foreign 
power whatsoever, promises him aid and assistance and engages to give him, on his 
demand and gratuitously, the necessary moans for maintaining order and tranquility 
in his state, to defend it against all attacks, and to destroy the piracy which desolates 
a portion of the coasts of the Kingdom. 

Art. III. — In recognition of this protection. His Majesty the King of Annani 
engages to conform his foreign policy to that of Prance and in nothing to change his 
present diplomatic relations. 

This political engagement does not extend to treaties of commerce, but in no case 
shall His Majesty the King of Annam make with any nation whatsoever a treaty of 
commerce in disaccord with that concluded between Prance and the Kingdom of 
Annam, and without having previously informed the Prench Government. 

His Excellency the President of the Prench Republic engages to make to His 
Majesty the King of Annam a gratuitous present: — 

1. — Of five steam vessels of five hundred horse power, in perfect condition alike 
in their boilers and engines, arms and equipment, in conformity with the provisions 
of the rules of armament. 

2. — Of one hundred cannon of seven and six centimetres in diameter, provided 
with two hundred charges per piece. 

3. — Of one thousand breech-loading rifles, and five hundred thousand cartridges. 
These boats and arms shall be delivered free in Cochin China within the space 

of one year from the date of the exchange of the latitications. 

Art. IV. — His Excellency the President of the Prench Republic promises besides 
to place at the disposition of the King a sufficient number of military and marine 
instructors to reorganise his army and fleet; of engineers and chief artizans 
capable of directing the works which it shall please His Majesty to undertake ; of 
men expert in finance to organise the ej^cise and customs services in the Kingdom ; 
of professors to establish a college at Hue. He promises also to furnish to the 
King the war vessels and the arms and munitions which His Majesty shall judge 
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necessary to his service. The equitable remuneration for the services thus rendered 
shall be fixed by common consent between the high contracting parties. 

Art. V. — His Majesty the King of Annam recognises the full and entire so- 
vereignty of France over the whole of the territory actually occupied by her, and 
comprised within the following boundaries : — On the east, the China Sea aud the 
Kingdom of Annam (province of Binh-thuan) ; on the west, the Gulf of Siam ; on 
the south, the China Sea ; on the north, the Kingdom of Cambodia and the Kingdom 
of Annam (province of Binh-thuan). The eleven tombs ofthe family Pham, situated 
on the land of the villages of Fannien-dong and of Fan-guan-dong (province of 
Saigcn) and the three tombs of the family Ho, situateo on the land of the villages 
of Lin-cliun-tiiy and of Fan-may (province of Bien-hoa) shall not be opened, dug, 
violated, nor de stroyed. There sliall be assigned a lot of ground of one hundred 
maos in ♦ xtent to the tombs of the family Pbam, aud a lot of equal extent to those of 
the family Ho. The revenues of these lands shall be devoted to the maintenance of the 
tombs and the subsistence of the families charged with their conservation. The lands 
shall be exempt from imi)Osts and the men of these families shall be equally exempt 
from pert^oual imposts, from military service, and from forced service (corv^es). 

Art. VI. — France remits to the King of Annam the whole of the ancient indemnity 
of war still remaining due. 

Alt. VII. — His Majesty formally engages to repay, through the French Gro- 
veri ment, the remainder of the indemnity due to Spain, amounting to one million 
dollars (at Tls. 0.62 per dollar), and to devote to this repayment the half of the net 
revenue from the Customs at the poits open to European and American commerce, 
of whatever it may be the product. 1 he amount shall be lodged each year in the 
J ublic treasury of Saigon, which shall be charged with the remittance of it to the 
Spanish Government, to take a receipt, and to transmit this receipt to the Annamese 
Government. 

Art. Vni. — His Excellency the President of the French Republic and His 
Majesty the King record a general Amnesty, full and entire, with all sequestrations 
]>laced on their goods, to those of their respective subjects who, up to the time of 
the conclusion of the treaty and before have been compromised in the service of the 
other contracting party. 

Art. IX. — His Majt sty the Kmg of Annam, recognising that the Catholic religion 
teaches men todogood, revokes and annuls all prohibitions issued against that religion 
aud accords to all his subjects permission to embrace and practise it freely. 

In consequence, the Christians cf the Kingdom of Annam may assemble in 
churches in unlimited numbers for the exercise of their worship. They shall not be 
compelled, under any pretext, to act contrary to their religion nor subjected to 
special taxation. They shall Le admitted to all assemblies and to the public employ 
without being liable to any act prohibited by their religion. 

His Majesty agrees to destroy the registers of computation of the Christians made 
fifteen years ago and to treat them, as regards valuation and taxes, exactly like 
his other fcubjects. He further engages to renew the prohibition, so wisely made by 
him, c f the employment in language or writing of terms injurious to religion and to 
cause the articles of the Thap Dien in which such terms are employed to be corrected. 

Bishops and missionaries may freely enter the kingdom and travel in their 
dioceses with a passport from the Governor of Cochin China vise by the Minister of 
Kites or by the Governor of the province. They may everywhere preach the Catholic 
doctrine. They shall not be subject to any particular surveillance nor are the 
villagers required to notify the mandarins of their arrival, presence, or departure. 

Annamese priests shall freely exercise, as the missionaries, their ministry. If 
their conduct be reprehensible and punishable according to law by corporal punish- 
ment this shall be commuted to an equivalent punishment 

The bishops, missionaries, and AnnauOie priests shall have the right of par* 
chasing and renting lands and houses, and of building churches, orphanages, and 
ail other edifices intended for the service of their religion. 
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The property ol Curistians confiscated on account of their religion and still under 
sequestration shall be restored to them. 

All the preceding provisions shall apply to Spanish as well as to French mis- 
sionaries. 

Immediately upon the exchange of the ratifications the liberty accorded by His 
Majesty to his Christian subjects shall be proclaimed by royal edict in all the 
communes. 

Art. X. — The Annamese Government shall have the right of opening at Saigou 
a college placed under the surveillance of the Director of the Interior and in which 
nothing contrary to morality and the exercise of the French authority may be taught* 
R 'ligion in it shall be entirely free. 

In case of contravt^ntion the professor who shall bave committed a breach of 
these prescriptions shall be sent back to his country, and even, if tho gravity of the 
case require it, the college may be closed. 

Art. XI. — The Annamese Government engages to open to commerce the ports 
of Tbin-nai ; in the province of Binh-dinh ; of Minh-hai, in the province of Hai- 
dzuong; the town of Hanoi, and the passage by the river Nhi-ha from the sea to 
Yunnan. 

A convention, additional to the treaty and having the same force with it, shall 
fix the conditions under which this commerce s'lall be carried on. 

The port of Ninh-hai, that of Hanoi, and the transit by the river shall be oj^ened 
immediately after the exchange of the ratifications, or sooner if possible, that of Thin- 
hai a year afterwards. 

Other ports or rivers may be afterwards opened to commerce if the number and 
importance of the relations established show the utility of this measure. 

Art. XII. — French or Annamese subjects of France and foreignt?ra in general 
may, respecting the laws of the country, establish themselves, hold possessions, and 
freely carry on commercial or industrial operations in the above-named towns. The 
Government of His Majesty shall place at their di^pjsal the lands necessary for 
their establishment. 

Tney may in the same way navigate and trade between the sea and tlie province 
of Yunnan by the river Nbi-ha, paying the fixed dues, and on the condition that all 
traffic is interdicted along the banks of the river between the sea and Hanoi and 
between Hanoi and the frontier of China. 

They may freely select and engage for their service compradores, interpreters, 
clerks, workmen, boatmen, and servants. 

Art. Xin. — France shall appoin^ in each of the ports open to commerce a 
Consul or ageut, assisted by a sufficient force, not exceeding one hundred men iu 
number, to assure his security and ciuso his authority to be respecte l, and to act 
as p;>lice for foreigners untU all fear on this subject shall be dissipated by the 
establishment of good relations, which cannot fail to be brought about by the loyal 
execution of t le treaty. 

Axt XIV. — The subjects of the King may, on their side, freely travel, reside, 
hold possessions, and trade in France and in the French colonies on conforming to 
the laws. To assure their protection His Majesty shall have the right of causing 
agents to reside in the ports or towns which he may choose. 

Art. XV. — When French subjects, EuropeanorCochin-Chinese, or other foreign- 
ers shall desire to establish themselves in one of the places above specified they shall 
register themselves with the French resident, who shall advise the local authority 



Annamese subjects wishing to establish themselves on French territory shall be 
subject to the same provision. 

French or foreigners wishing to travel in the interior of the country can only do 
so when provided with a passport delivered by a French agent and with the consent 
and m$e of the Annamese authorities. All trade is forbidden to them under pain o( 
confiscation of their goods. 



of it. 
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Owing to tbe preBent state of the country, foreigners shall not enjoy this right of 
traTel until the Annauese Goyernment in accord with the representative of Franco 
at Hue shall judge the country sufficiently quiet 

If French travellers wish to traverse the country as savants, declaration of it 
shall be equally made ; under this title they shall enjoy the protection of the 
Government who shall give them the necessary passports, aid them in the acoomphsb- 
ment of their mission, and facilitate their studies. 

Alt. XVI. — All disputes between French or between French and foreigners sh&D 
be tried by the French resident. 

When French subjects or foreigners shall have disputes with Annamese or some 
complaint to make or claim to lodpe they shall first state the matter to the resident, 
who shall endeavour to bring about an amicable arrangement. 

If such arrangement be impossible the resident shall request the assistance of 
an Annamese judge commissioned to that effect, and after having examined the affair 
conjointly tl ey shall determine it according to the rules of equity. 

It sl.all be the i^arae if an Annamese have a dispute with a French subject or 
foreigner ; the former shall address himself to the Magistrate, who, if he cannot 
reconcile the parties, shall request tbe assistance of the French resident and decide 
with him. 

But all disputes between French or between French and foreigners shall be 
decided by the French resident alone. 

Art. XVII. — Crimes and misdemeanours committed by French or foreigners 
on Annamese territory shall be tried at Saigon by competent tribunals. On the 
requisition of the French resident the local authorities shall use all their efforts to 
arrest the criminals and deliver them to him. 

If a crime or misdemeanour be committed on French territory by a subject of 
His Majesty the Consul or agent of His Majesty shall be officially informed of the 

J)roceedings to be taken against the accused and place d in a position to assure 
limself that all legal forms are duly observed. 

Art'. XVIII. — If any wrong-doer, guilty of disorder or robbery on French 
teiTitory, shall seek refuge on Annamese territory, the local authorities, on being advised 
of the same, shall exert themselves to seize the criminal and deliver him to the 
French authorities. 

It shall be the same if robbers, pirates, or criminals of any description, subjects 
of the King, shall take refuge on French teriitory ; they shall be pursued immediately 
advice is received, and, if possible, arrested and given up to the authorities of their 
country. 

Art. XIX. — In case of the decease of a French subject or foreigner on An- 
namese territory, or of an Annamese subject on French territory, the goods of the 
deceased shall le delivered to his heirs, or, in their abs* nee or default, to the resident, 
who shall be charged with the delivery of them to those entitled. 

Art. XX. — To assure and facilitate the execution of the clauses and stipulations 
of the present treaty, one year after its signature His Excellency tbe President of tbe 
French Republic shall appoint a resident, having the rank of Minister, to reside near 
His Majesty the King ot Annam. The resident shall be charged with the mainte- 
nance oi* amicable relations between the Hign Contracting Parties and to see to tbe 
conscientious execution of the articles of the treaty. 

The rank of this envoy and the honours and pr* rogatives to which ho shall be 
entitled shall be sub8< quently settled by common accord and on the footing of perfect 
reciprocity between the High Contracting Parties. 

His Majesty the King of Annam shall have the right to appoint rtsidentsat 
Paris and at Saigon. 

The expenses occasioned by the sojourn of these residents shall be borne by 
their respective governments. 

Alt. XXI.— This treaty replaces the treaty of 1862, and the French GovernilP^' 
tindertakes to obtain the consent of the Spanish Government. In cases where S{P* 
does not accept the modifications of the treaty of 1862 tbe present treaty shall, ha^ 
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effect only as between France and Annam and the former stipulations concerning 
Spain sball continue in force. France, in this case, will charge herself with the 
reimbursement of the Spanish indemnity and will substitute herself for Spain as 
creditor of Annam to be reimbursed according to the provisions of Article VII. of 
the present treaty. 

Art. XXTT. — The present treaty is made in perpetuity. It shall be ratified and 
the ratifications shall be exchanred at Hue within the space of one year, or sooner if 
possible. It shall be published and put in force as soon as the exchange of ratifica- 
tions shall have taken place. 

In witness whereof the respective plenipotentiaries have signed the present 
treaty and aflBx^ d their seals thereto. 

Made at Saigon, at the Palace of the Government of French Cochin-China, in 
four copies, on the 15th day of March of tl^e year of Grace 1874, corresponding to the 
twenty-seventh day of the first month of the twenty-seventh year of Tu-Duc.

TREATY OF COMMERCE BETWEEN FRANCE AND ANNAM. 



Signed at Saigon, SIst August, 1874, 



Art. I. — In accordance with the stifiulations of Art, XI. of the treaty of the 15th 
March, 1874, the King of Annam opens to foreign commerce, without distinction of 
flag or nationality, his ports of Thi-iiai in the provii.ce of Binh-dinh, of Ninh-hai in 
the province of Hai-duong, the town of Hanoi, and the river Nhi-ha from the sea to 
the Chinese frontier. 

Art. II. — In the open ports commerce shall be free after the payment of a tax 
of five per cent, on the value of merchandise entering or leaving. This tax shall be 
ten per cent, on salt. 

Notwithstanding, arms and ammunitions of war shall neither be imported nor 
exported by way of tra<^e. Trade in opium shall be subject to special regulations 
established by the Annamese Government. 

The importation of grain shall always be permitted subject to a tax of five per 

cent. 

Exportation of grain shall only be permitted in virtue of temporary autho- 
risation by the Government of Annam. Such authorisation shall be communicated 
to the French resident at Hue. Grain shall, in this case, be subject to a duty of ten 
j>er cent. 

The importation of silk and of go-liem shall always be permitted. 

The exportation of silk and of go-liem wood shall be permitted each year only 
after the villages which pay their imposts in these two commodities shall have fully 
paid their imposts, and after the Annamese Government shall have purchased such 
quantities as are indispensable to its own use. 

The import and export tariff on these articles shall be, as on all other merchan- 
dise, five per cent. 
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When the Annamese Government shall intend to aval itself of this right of 
suspending the exportation of silk and of go-liem wood, it shall notify, at least one 
month in advance, the French resident at Hu^ ; it shall in the same manner notifj 
a month in advance the time at which the exportation of these commodities shall 
again allowel. 

No interdictions, with the exception of those affectinor arms and munitions, whicli 
cannot be transported without special authorisation by the Annamese Government, 
«hall apply to mi^rchandise in transit to or from Yunnan; but the Annamese Govern- 
ment may take measures of precaution to prevent prohibited articles being landed ou 
its territory. 

Merchandise in transit for Yunnan shall only pay Customs dues on their entering 
Annamese teiritory when they arrive by sea or across the frontier of China (province 
of Yunnan). 

No supplementary or accessary dues shall be levied on goods regularly introduced 
on their passage from one province or town to another. 

It is understood that goods imported from abroad into the open ports, or ex- 
ported to other countrif^s from the ^>ppn ports, in Chinese vessels or those belonging 
to Annara, shall be subject to the same interdictions and to the same duties as those 
imported from or exported to foreign countries under any other flag ; and that these 
duties shall be collected by the same employes and lodged in the same places as those 
on goods imported or exported under foreign flags. 

Art. III. — Light and anchorage dues are fixed at three-tenths of a tael per 
registered ton for vessels entering and leaving with a cargo, and at fifteen-huudredths 
of a tael ^ v ton for vessels entering in ballast and leaving with a cargo, or entering 
with a cargo and leaving in ballast. 

Vessels are considered as being in ballast when cargo is less than one-twentieth 
part of their tonnage and of less value than five francs per ton. 

Vessels entering in ballast and leaving in ballast shall pay no light or anchorage 
dues. 

Art. IV. — Goods from Saigon to one of the open ports of the Kingdom of Annam. 
or to the province of Yunnan, in transit via the Nhi-ha, and those sent from one of 
these ports or from the province of Yunnan for Saigon, shall be subject only to one- 
half the dues paid by goods coming from elsewhere or having any other destination. 

In order to avoid all fraud and as proof that the goods come from Saigon, vessels 
shall there show their pap ts to the captain of the port of commerce and they shall 
be there signed by the Annamese Consul. 

The Customs may require vessels leaving Saigon to give security for the half of 
the dues from which they are exempt by virtue of paragraph 1 of the present 
Article, and if the security does not appear valuable, the Customs may require the 
lodgment of this half of the dues at the depot, which shall be returned upon jusiifica- 
tion. 

Art. V. — Trade by land between the province of Bien-hoa and that of Binh- 
thuan shall remain provisionally under the existing conditions, that is to say, no new 
dues shall be established nor shall any modification of the existing dues be esta- 
blished. 

In the year following the exchange of the ratifications of the present treaty a 
supplementary convention shall regulate the conditions to which this trade by land 
shall be subjected, 

In any case the expoitation of horses from the empire of Annam to the province 
of Bien-hoa shall not be subjected to heavier taxes than those now in force. 

Art. VI. — To assure the collection of dues and in order to avoid disputes which 
might arise between foreigners and the Annamese authorities, the French Covernment 
shall place at the disj^osal of the Annamese Government the officials necessary for 
the direction of the Customs service under the supervision and authority of the 
minister charged with this part of the public service. It shall also assist the Anna- 
mese Government to organise on the coasts an efficient service for the protection of 
commerce. 
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No European nor FrenchDian shall be employed in the Customs at the open 
ports without the consent of the Consul of France or of the French Resident near the 
Court of Hu^ before the full payment of the Spanish indemnity. 

This payment terminated, if the Annamese Government thinks that its Customs 
oflScers can dispense with the assistance of French functionaries the two governments 
shall consider such modifications as this determination shall render necessary. 

Art. VII. — Tilt Customs of the open ports shall be directed by an Annamese 
functionary resident at Ninh-hai ; a French functionary placed at the disposal of the 
Annamese Government and bearing the title of " Chief of the European service " 
shall reside in the same port in order to arrange with him all matters of detail having 
for their end the good organisation of the service. 

All Europeans employed in the Customs service shall bold office directly from 
the Chief of the European service. He shall have the right to correspond on the 
aflEairs of Customs and of commerce with the French Resident at Hue. 

The Chief of the European service and the Chief of the Annamese service shall 
agree upon the reports to be addressed to the Minisitor of Finance. In case of dissent 
each of them may directly address this high functionary. 

Art. Vm. — The ranks of the personnel placed at the service of His Majesty, 
their official relations with the authorities of the country, aswellas their emoluments, 
shall be arranged by consent between the two countiics. 

Art. IX. — The accounts of the Customs shall be k ?pt in duplicate, in the offices 
of the European service and in the financial establishments designed by the Annamese 
Government for the lodgment of the accounts of the dues. 

Orders for the receipt of the dues shall bear the signature of the French func- 
tionary and that of the Annamese functionary. The same formality shall be observed 
when money shall be drawn from the Customs treasury to be lodged in that of the 
state. 

The accounts and registers shall be compared every month. 

There shall be charged to the product of light and anchorage dues, and in cape 
of their insufficiency to the product of the Customs dues, always pn^vided the charge 
does not exceed one-half of the revenue derived from the latter, the following : — 

1. — The pay of the Europeans employed in the Customs at the open ports of 
Annam ; that of the Annamese or other employees of the same service. 

2. — ^The construction and maintenance of the Customs office. 

3. — The construction and maintenance of light-houses, light-ships, and buoys. 

4. — Th j works of sounding and dredging. 

Lastly, all the recognised necessary expenses for facilitating and promoting the 
development ol commercial enterprise. 

Art. XI. — The tariff of dues established by the present convention shall be in 
force for ten years from the date of the exchange of the ratifications ; during this 
period it sliall be modified only by the common consent of the High Contracting Parties 
and not within one year at I ast from the time that the proposition shall have been 
made by one of them. 

Art. XII. — All disputes between foreigners and the Customs officers as to the 
application of the Customs regulations shall be decided by the Consul and an Anna- 
mese magistrate. 

Art. XUI. — A French or foreign vessel arriving in the waters of one of the ports 
open to foreign trade shall have the right of engaging such pilot as is required to 
take the vessel immediately itto port, and likewise a ship having paid all legal 
charges and being ready to leave shall not be refused pilots to enable the ship to leave 
without delay. 

Any individual who may wish to exercise the profession of pilot for foreign vessels 
shall on the presentation of three certificates from shipmasters ba commissioned by 
the French Consul and the Captain of the Port. 

The remuneration. to be paid to the pilots shall be equitably regulated at each 
port by the Consul or Consular Agent and the Captain of the Port according to the 
distance and difficulties of the navigation.

Art. XIV. — As soon as the pilot shall have brought a foreign loerchanf ship into 
port the Chief of Customs shall send one or more overseers to inspect the ressel and 
prevent fraud. These overseers, shall, according to their coavenience, remain on thar 
own boats or on board the vessel. The cost of their maintenance and their salaries 
shall be a charge upon the Onstoms and thoj may not demand anj remuneratioii 
whatever from the captain or the consignees. Every contravention of this regulation 
shall entail a punishment proportionate to the amount of the exaction, and the latter 
shall be returned io entirety. 

Art. XV, — Within twenty-four hours following the arrival of a foreign merchant 
ship at one of the open porta the captain, unless he is unavoidably prev*nit«d, and 
failing him the supercargo or the consignee, shall present themselves at ilie French 
Consulate and place in the bands of the Consul the ship's papers and tbe manifest 
Within the following twenty-four hours tbe Consul shall send to the Chief of Customs 
an extract from tho roll of the ship and a detailed note of the name of the ship, her 
legal tonnage, and the nature of h^r car;^o. If in consequence of the negligence of 
the captain this last formality shall not have been accomplish d within the forty-eight 
hours following the arrival of the ship the Captain shall be liable to a fine of fifty 
dollars for each day of such delay, such fine to go to the Custom-house, but the whole 
amount of such penalty shall not exceed two hundred dollars. 

Immediately after receipt of the note from the Consulate, the Chief of Customs 
shall give a permit lo open the hold. If the captain before having received such permit 
shall have opened the hold and commenced to discharge he mxy be condemned in a 
penalty not exceeding five hundred dollars and the m ^rchaudise so discharged may be 
confiscated, the whole for the profit of the Custom-house. 

The arms and munitions of war which merchant vessels may have on board for 
their own security shall be enumerated on the ship's papers and declared at the same 
time as the description of the cargo. 

II the officers of the Annamese Government judge it necessary, these arms shall 
be placed in a depot on shore in the hands of the Captain of the Port and the Consul, 
or in the frontier post, to be returned only on the departure of the vessel, either for 
the high sea or the Chinese territory. In tbe latt r case the quantity of arms and 
munitions to be carried shall be detormiued by the Consul and the Chief of C istoma 
according to circumstanc-'S. Contraventions shall be punished by the confiscation of 
the arms to the profit of the Annamese Govt rnment and also a fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars. 

If a vessel have clandestinely discharged arms or munitions on Annamese territory 
these arms, if they are in small number, shall be confiscated and the offenders shall 
in addition be punished by a fir e not exceeding five hundred dollars, but if the quantity 
of arms or munitions so discharged be considerable and constitute a danger, the vessel 
may be seized and confiscated, as well as the whole or part of tho cargo. 

The confiscation of a European or American vessel shall be docreed only by the 
two governments. 

Art. XVI. — Captains and foreign merchants may hire such boats or lighters a® 
they wish for conveyance of merchandise and passengers, the amount to be paid fo^ 
them being arranged between themselves by the parties interested, without the inter 
vention of the Annamese authorities and consequently witiiout their guarantee in case 
of accident, fraud, or the disappearance of such boats. The number shall not be 
limited and the monopoly shall not be conceded to anyone ; neither shall there be a 
monopoly of the conveyance of merchandise by street porters. 

Art. XVII.— A foreign merchant having goods to load or discharge shall first 
send a detailed note of them to the Consul or Consular Agent, who will communicate 
it to the Chief of Customs. The latter shall at once give a permit to load or dis« 
charge. He will then proceed to the verification of the goods in tbe form most con- 
venient to prevent loss to any of the parties. 

The merchant must cause himself to be represented at the place of ▼erification 
(if he does not attend himself), by a person possessing the requisite qualifications, 
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in order to watch his interests when the verification is proceeded with for the liquida* 
tion of the dues, in default of which, any subsequent re-claim shall be null and of no 
effect. 

If the merchant cannot agree with the Annamese employ6 on the value to be fixed 
each party shall call in two or three n erchants to examine the goods and the highest 
price which shall be offered shall be considered ti e value of the said goods. 

The dues shall be calculated on the net weiglit. If the merchant cannot agree 
with the Annamese employ^ as to the amount of tare, each party shall select a certain 
number of the bales or cases, and the one on which there is the least tare shall be 
taken as fixii g the amount of tare on the others. 

If during the course of the v* rification any difficulty arise which cannot be 
decided, the merchant may claim the intervention of the Consul, who shall imme- 
diately submit the matter to th * Chief of Customs, and these two shall arrive at an 
amicable arrangement ; but the claim must be made within the twenty-four hours 
or it cannot be entertained. While the dispute remains unsettled, the Ciiief of 
Customs shall not enter the object of it in the books, in order to afford every latitude 
for the examination and solution of the difficulty. 

Goo«^^s wliich shall have been subjected to dama^^e shall enjoy a reduction of dues 
proportionate to their depreciation. This . hall be equitably determined and, if it is 
necessary, by experts on ^ ach side, as hereinbefore provided for. 

Art. XVUI. — A vessel having entered one of the open ports, and not having 
then taken out the permit for discharge mentionel in the preceding article, may, 
within two days after its arrival, leave and go to another port without paying either 
an(*horage or customs dues, which shall be ultimately discharged at the port where 
the sale of the goods is effected. 

Art. XIX. — Import duos shall be paid by the captains and merchants as soon 
as the goods shall have been discharged and verified. Export dues shall be paid in 
the same way upon the loading of the goo ls. When the tonnage and cust )ms dues 
payable by a vessel shall have been entirely paid the Chief of Customs shall give a 
general ckarance, on the eiihihition of which the Consul shall return the ship's papers 
•to th^ captain and allow him to leave. 

It shall, however, if the captain consent, be lawful for the Customs administra- 
tion (in <;rder to facilitate the operations of trade) to calculate the dues according to 
the bilk of lading without its b ing necessary to discharge the goods in order to 
ascertain th^ir value and quantity. 

Art. XX. — After the expiration of the two days mentioned in Art. XVIII., and 
before proc eding to dischar j*^, each merchant vessel shall pay entir<4y the lia:ht and 
anchorage du^s fixed by Article III. No other due, fee, or surchaige shall be required 
under any pre text. 

On the payment of aforesaid dues the Chief of Customs shall deliver to the 
captain or the consignee a receipt in form of certificate stating that the light and 
anchorage du^^s have been fully paid, and on the exhibition of this certificate to the 
Chief of Customs at any other port to which it may be convenient to hira to go 
the captaiu shall be free from payment again of these dues for his vessel, each foreign 
vessel being liable to these o :ly once on each voyage from a foreign country to Annam. 

Art. XXI. — A foreign vessel entering one of the open ports and wishing to 
discharge a part only of its cargo shall pay customs dues only on the part discharged ; 
the remainder of the car^'o may be carried to another port and there sold. The dues 
shall then be paid. 

In cases where foreigners, having paid in one port the dues on their goods, wish 
to re-export them and send them for sale to another port, they shall notify the Consul 
or Consular Ai^ent ; the latter shall inform the Chief of Customs, who, after 
having verified the identity of the goods and the perfect integrity of the packages, 
shall remit to the applicants a declaration attesting that the dues leviable on such 
goods have in fact been f»aid. 

Provided with this declaration the foreign merchants on their arrival in the other 
port shall only have to present it through the C >nsul to the Chief of Customs

who shall deliver for this part of the cargo, without delay or cost, a permit to dis- 
charge it free of dues ; but if the authorities discover fraud or contraband articles 
among the goods tl)us re-exporteJ, these shall be, after verification, confiscated to the 
profit of the Custom-house. 

Arf. XXII. — No transhipment of goods can take place except under special 
permit and in case of urgency. If the operation be indispensable? it must be referred 
to the Consul, who will deliver a certificate, on view of which the transhipment will be 
authorised by the Chief of Customs. The latter may always delegate an employ^ of 
his administration to assist in it. 

Every unauthorised transhipuient, except in cases where there may be peril in 
delay, sball entail the confiscation to the profit of the Custom-house of the whole of 
the goods illicitly transhipped. 

Art. XXin. — In each of the ports open to foreign trade the chief of the Customs 
shall receive for himself and shall deposit at the French Consulate legal balances 
for goods and for money, in orderthat the weights and measures may exactly conform 
to the weights and measures in use in Annam, and they shall bear a stamp and seal 
attesting this conformity. These standards sball be the base of all liquidations of 
dues and payments to be made. They shall be refei red to in case of dispute as to 
the weights or measure of goods and the dispute shall be settled according to the 
results which they show. 

Art. XXIV. All merchandise imported or exported fn a contraband manner by 
foreign ships or merchants, whatever may b • their value and nature, as also every 
prohibited commodity fraudulently discharged, shall be seized by the local authority 
and confiscated. The Annamese Government may also, if it thinks proper, interdict 
the vessel taken iu contravention of this from entering its ports and compel it to 
leavL- immediately after settlement of its accounts. If any foreign vessel shaU 
fraudulently sail under a flag to which it is not entitled the French authorities shall 
take the necessary measurt^s for the repression of this abuse. 

The total proceeds of the sale of confiscated articles shall go to the Custom- 
house. The results of fines for contravention of the Customs regulations in the open 
ports shall also go to the Custom-house. 

Art, XXV. — His Excellency the President of the French Republic may station 
a ship of war in the open ports of the Empire where its presence may be judged 
necessary to maintain good order and discipline among the crews of merchant vessels 
and to facilitate the exercise of ti e Consular authority. All necessary measures shall 
be taken in order that the presence of these ships of war may not entail any incon- 
venience. Ships of war shall not be subject to any dues. 

Art. XXVI. — Every French ship of war cruising for the protection of trade 
shall be received and treated as a friend in all the ports of Annam where it may 
present itself. These ships may procure there the divers objects of refitment and 
revictualling which they may need, and if they have met with damage may repair, and 
to this end purchase the uec ssary materials, the whole without the least opposition. 

The same shall apply to trading vessels, French or foreign, which, in consequence 
of serious damage or for other cause, are compelled to seek refuge in any port of 
Annam. But these vessels shall re main only temporarily and as soon as the cause 
of their distress shall have ceased, they shall set sail and shall not be allowed to pro- 
long their stay nor to trade. 

If a vessel be wrecked upon the coast, the nearest authority, upon receiving in- 
formation, shall at once send assistance to the crew, provide for their immediate wants, 
and take the necessary measures for the salvage of the vessel and the preservation of 
the merchandise. He shall then acquaint the nearest Consul or Consular Agent with 
the disaster, in order that the latter, in concert with the competent authorities, may 
arrange means for assisting the crew and saving the remains of the cargo. 

The port of Thuan-an, on account of its situation on a river leading to the capital 
and its proximity to the capital, shall be an exception, and no foreign ship-of-war or 
trading vessel may enter it. 
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Nevertheless, if a French ship-of-war be charc^ed with a pressing missioa for the 
Government of Hu^ or for the French resident it may cross the bar after having 
asked and obtained the express authorisation of the Annamese Government. 

Art. XX VII. — Annamese trading vessels may enter any of the ports of France 
or of the six French provinces of lower Cochin China to trade there and shallln every 
respect be treated as the most favoured nation. 

Art. XXVin. — The French Government renews its promise made to the Anna- 
mese Government in Art. 11. of the treaty of 15th March to u^e every effort for the 
destruction of the land and sea pirates, particularly in the neighbourhood of the 
towns and ports open to European trade, in order to render the operations of com- 
merce as secure as possible. 

Art. XXIX. — The present convention shall have the same force as the treaty of 
the 15th March, 1874, to which it shall remain attached; it shall have force imme- 
diately after the exchange of the ratifications, which shall be made at the same time 
as those of the treaty of the 15th March, 1874, if possible, and in any case before the 
15th March, 1875. 

In witness whereof the plenipotentiaries have signed it and affixed their seals. 
Made at Saigon, in two copies in each language, compared and agreeing, the 
31st August, 1874.

In order to avoid difficulties in the interpretation of some passages of the new 
treaties the plenipotentiaries of the two High Contracting Parties have agreed to add 
to the preeent treaty an additional Article which shall be considered as forming an 
integral part of it. 

Additional Article. 
It is understood that the town of Hanoi itself is opened to foreign trade, and 
that there shall be in this town a Consul with his escort, a Custom-house, and that 
Europeans may have warehouses and dwelling-houses there as well as at Ninh-hai 
and at Thi-nai. 

If it is found that the Custom-house of Hanoi is useless and that that of Ninh- 
hai is sufficient, the Custom-house at Hanoi may be closed, but there shall always be 
in this town a Consul and his escort, and Europeans may continue to have ware- 
bouses and dwelling-houses there. 

The lands necessary tor building the houses for the Consuls and their escorts 
shall be ceded gratuitously to the French Government by the Annamese Government. 
The extent of these lands shall be in each of the open towns or ports five maus, 
Annamese measure (about two hectares and a half). The lands necessary for 
Europeans to build their dwelling-houses or war(»hou8es upon shall be purchased by 
them from the proprietors; the Consuls and the Ant amese authorities shall intervene 
in these purchases to see that they are transacted with equity. The warehouses and 
dwellings of the merchants shall be as near as possible to the dwelling of the 
Consul. 

At Ninh-hai the Consul and his escoit siiall continue to occupy the fort as long 
as it may be judged necessary to assure the police and the security of commerce. 
Later he shall reside on the five maus of ground which shall have teen conceded to 
him. 

Pagodas and tombs shall be respected, and Europeans shall buy lands on which 
habitations exist only with the consent of the proprietors and on paying a just price. 

European merchants shall pay the land tax according to the tariffs in use in the 
locality they inhabit, but they shall pay no other tax. 
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AN ACT to carry into effect certain Provisions in the Treaties between the TJniied Stateiy 
Chimiy Japan, Siam, PeTsia, and other Countries^ giving certain Judicial Powers to 
Ministers and Consuls, or other functumaries of the United States in those Countries^ 
or for other purposes.

Be it enacted by the Senate and Home of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That to carry into full eflfect the provisions of the 
treaties of the United States with the empires of China, Japan, and Siam, respectively, 
that Ministers and Consuls of the United States, duly appointed to reside in each of 
the said countries, shall in addition to other povrers and duties imposed upon them 
respectively, by the provisions of such treaties respectively, be invested with the 
judioiaT authority herein described, which shall appertain to the j?aid office of Min ster 
and Consul, and be a part of the duties belonging thereto, wherein the same is alloiwed 
by treaty. 

Sec. 2. — And he U further enacted, That in regard to Crimes and Misdemeanours 
the said public functionaries are hereby fully empowered to arraign and try, in the 
manner herein provided, all citizens of the United States charged with offences against 
laWj which shall be committed in such countries, respectively, and upon couviction, to 
sentence such offenders in the manner herein authorized; and the said funHionaries, 
and each of them, are hereby authorized to issue all such processes as are suitable and 
necessary to carry this authority into execution. 

Sec. 3. — And he it further enacted. That in regard to civil rights, whether of 
property or person, the said functionaries are hereby invested with all the judicial 
authority necessary to execute the provisions of such treaties, respectively, and shall 
entertain jurisdiction in matters of contract at the port where, or nearest to which, the 
contract was made, or at the port at which, or nearest to which, it was to be executed; 
and in all other matters at the port where, or nearest to which, the cause of 
controversy arose, or at the port where, or nearest to which, the damage complained 
of was sustained ; — and such p rt abovo-named being always one of the ports at 
which the United States are represented by Consuls; which jurisdiction shall embraoe 
all controversies between citizens of the United States, or others provided for by such 
treaties, respectively. 
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Sec. 4. — And be it further enacted^ That such jurisdiction in criminal and civil 
matters shall, in all cases, be exercised and enforced in conformity with the laws of 
the XJuited States, which are hereby, so far as is necessary to ex cute such treaties, 
respectively, extended over all citizens of the United States in the said countries (and 
over all others to the extent that the terms of the said treaties, respectively, justify or 
require), so far as such laws are suitable to carry the said treaties into efiect : but in 
all cases where such laws are not adapted to the object, or are deficient in the provisions 
necessary to furnish suitabl? remedies, the common law, including equity and admiralty, 
shall be extended in like manner over such citizens and others in the said countries; 
and if defects still remain to be supplied, and neither the common law, including 
equity and admiralty, nor the statutes of the United States, furuish appropriate and 
suitable remedi^^s, the Minister in the said countries, respectively, shall, by decrees and 
regulations which shall bav*^ the force of law, supply such defects and deficiencies. 

Sec. 5. — And be it further enacted, That in order to organize and carry into effect 
the system of jurisprudence demanded by such treaties, respectively, the said Ministers 
with the advice of the several Consuls in each of the said countries, respectively, or so 
many of them as can be conveniently assembled, shall prescribe the forms of all 
processes which shall be issued by any of the said Consuls ; the mode of executing, and 
the time of returning the same; the manner in which trials si i all be con lucted, and how 
the records thereof shall be kept; the form of oaths for Christian witnesses, and the 
mode of examining all other witnesses ; the costs which shall be allowed to the pre* 
vailing party, and the fees which shall be paid for judicial services to defray necessary 
expenses ; the manner in which all ofiicers and agents to execute process, and to carry 
this Act into eflFect, shall be appoint'^d and comp nsated; the form of bail-bonds, and 
the security which shall be required of the party who appeals from the decision of a 
Consul ; and, generally, without further enumeration, to make all such decrees and 
regulations from time to time, under tl^e provisions of this Act, as the exigency may 
demand : and all such regulations, decrees, and orders shall be plainly drawn up in 
writing, and submitted, as above provided, for tlie advice of the Consuls or as many 
of them as can bj consulted without prejudicial delay or inconvenience, who shall each 
signify his assent or dissent in writing, with his name subscribed thereto ; and after 
taking such advice, and considering the same, the Minister, in the said countries 
respectively, may nevertheless, by causing the decree, order, or regulation to be published 
with bis fli^nature thereto, and the opinions of his advisers inscribed thereon, make it 
to become bindicg and obligatory until annulled or modified by Congress; and it shall 
take effect from the pubUcation, or any subsequent day thereto named in the Act. 

Sec. 6. — And be it further enacted. That all such regulations, orders, and decrees, 
shall, as speedily as may be after publication, be transmitted by the said Ministers, 
with the opinions of their advisers, as drawn up by them severally, to the Secretary 
of State, to be laid before Congress for revision. • 

Sec. 7. — And be it further enacted, That each of the Consuls aforesaid, at the port 
for which he is appointed, shall be competent, under the authority herein contained 
upon facts within his own knowledge, of which he has good reason to believe true, or 
upon complaint made, or infomiation filed in writing and authenticated in such way 
as shall Ik? prescribed by the Mmister, to issue his warrant, for the arrest of any citizen 
of the United States charged with committing, in the country, an offence against law; 
and when arrested, to arraign and try any such offender ; and upon conviction to 
sent«^nce him to punishment in the manner herein prescribed; always meting out 
punishment in a manner proportioned to the offence; which punishment shall, in all 
cases, except as is herein otherwise provided, be either fine or imprisonment. 

Sec. — And be it further enacted^ That any Consul, when sitting alone for the 
trial of offences or misdemeanours, shall finally decide all cases where the fine imposed 
does not exc .^d one hundred dollars, or the t rm of imprisonment does nr t exceed sixty 
days; and there shall be no appeal therefrom, except as provided in section eleven 
of this Act. But no fine imposed by a Consul for a contempt committed in the presence 
of the Court, or for failing to obey a summons from the same, shall exceed fiity 
dollars, nor shall the imprisonment exceed twenty -four hours for the satne contempts 
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Sec. 9. — And he it further enacted^ That when sitting alone, he may also decide all 
cases in which the fine imposed does not exceed five hundred dollars, or the term of 
imprisonment does not exceed ninety days ; but in all such cases, if the fine exceeds 
ono hundred dollars, or the term of imprisonment for misdemeanour exceeds ninety 
days, the defendants (or any of them, if there be more than one) may take the case by 
appeal before the Minister of the United States, if allowed jurisdiction, either upon 
errors of law or matters of fact under such rules as may be prescribed by the Minister 
for the prosecution of appeals in such cases. 

Sec. 10. — And he it further enacted^ That whenever, in any case, the Consul shall 
be of opinion that, by reason of the legal qurstions which may arise therein, assistance 
will be useful to him, or whenever he sliall be of opinion that a severer punishment 
than those above specified will be required, he shall in either case summon one or 
more citizens of the United States, not exceeding four in number, tak«»n by lot from a 
list of individuals which shall have been submitted previously to the Minister for his 
approval, but in capital cases not less than four, who shall be persons of good repute 
and competent to the duty, to sit with him in the trial, and who, after so sitting upon 
the trial, shall each enter upon the record his judgment and opinion, and sign the 
same. The Consul shall, however, give judgment in the case ; but if his decision is 
opposed by the opinion of one or more of his a^ociates the case without further 
proceedings, together with the evidence and opinions, shall be referred to the Minister 
for bis final adjudication, either by entering up judgment therein, or remitting the 
same to the Consul, with instructions how to proceed therewith ; but in all such cases, 
except capital offences, if the Consul and his associates concur in opinion, the decision 



Sec. 11. — And be it further enacted^ That Consuls aforesaid, and each of them, at 
the port for which he is appointed, shall have jurisdiction as U herein provided, in 
all civil cases arising under such treaties, respectively, wherein the damage demanded 
does not exceed the sum of five hundred dollars ; and if he see fit to decide the same 
without aid his decision thereon shall be final ; but if in his judgment any case 
involves legal perplexities, and assistance will be useful, or if the damage demanded 
exceed five hundred dollars, in either such case it shall be his duty to summon to his 
aid, from a list of individuals which sha'l have been nominated for the purposes of 
this Act to the Minister and received his approval, not less than two nor more than 
three citizens of the United States, if such are residing at the port, of go<»<l repute 
and competent to the duty, who shall with him hear any such case ; and if the Consul 
and his associates concur in opinion, the jud^rment shall be final ; but if the associates, 
or any of them, difier from the Consul, the opinions of all shall be noted on the 
record, and each shall subscribe his name to his assent to, or dissent from, the Consul, 
with such reasons therefor as he thinks proper to assign, and either party may 
thereupon appeal, under such regulations as may exist, to the Minister ; but if no 
appeal is lawfully claimed, the decision cf the C ^nsul shall be final and conclusive. 

Sec, 12. — And he it further enacted, That in all cases, criminal and civil, the 
evidence shall be taken down in writinor in open Court, under such regulations as may 
be made for that purpose ; and all objections to the competency or character of 
testimony shall be noted down, with the ruling in all such cases, and the evidence 
shall be part of the case. 

Skc. 13. — And he it further enacted, That the Minister of the United States in the 
country to which he is appointed shall, in addition to his power to make regulations 
and decrees as herein provided, be fully authorized to hear and decide all cases,, 
criminal and civil, which may come before him, by appeal, under the provisions of 
this Act, and to issue all processes necessary to execute the power conferred upon 
him ; and he is hereby fully empowered to decide finally any case upon the evidence 
which comes up with it, or to hear the parties further, if he thinks justice will be 
promoted thereby ; and he may also prescribe the rules upon which new trials may 
De granted, either by the Consuls or by himself, if asked for upon justifiable grounds! 

Sec. 14. — And he it further enacted. That in all cases, except as is herein otherwise 
provided, the punis'jment of crime provided for by this Act sliall ba fine or 
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imprisonment, or both, at the discretion of the functionary who decides the case, but 
subject to the regulations herein contained, and such as may hereafter he made. It 
shall, however, be the duty of each and every functionary to allot punishment according 
to the magnitude and aggravation of the offence ; and all who refuse or neglect to 
comply with the sentence passed upon them shall stand committed until they do 
comply, or are discharged by order of the Consul, with the consent of the Minister in 
the country. 

Sec. 15. — And be it further eri/ictedy That mnvder arid insurrection, or rebellion 
against the government of either of the said countries, with intent to subvert the 
same, shall be capital offences, punishable with death ; but no person shall be convicted 
of either of said crimes, unless the Consul and his associates in the trial all concur 
in opinion, and the Minister also approves of the conviction; but it shall always be 
lawful to convict one put upon trial for either of these crimes, of a lesser offence of a 
similar character if the evidence justifies it; and when so convicted, to punish as for 
other offences, by fine or imprisonment, or both. 

Sec. 16. — And be it further enacted, That whenever any one shall be convicted of 
either of the crimes punishable with death, as aforesaid, in either of the said countries, 
it shall be the duty of the Minister to issue his warrant for the execution of the convict, 
appointing the time, place, and manner ; but if the said Minister shall be satisfied 
that the ends of public justice demand it, he may from time to time postpone such 
execution, and if he finds mitigatory circumstances which may authorize it, may 
•submit the case to the President of the United States for pardon. 

Sec. 17. — And be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the MinisU r in 
each of the said countries to establish a tariff of fees for judicial services, which shall 
be paid by such parties and to such persons as said Minister shall direct ; and the 
proceeds shall, as far as is necessary, be applied to defray the expenses incident to the 
execution of this Act ; and regular accounts, both of receipts and expenditures, shall 
be kept by the said Minister and Consuls, and transmitted annually to the Secretary 
of State. 

Sec, 18. — And be it further enacted, That in all criminal cases which are not of a 
heinous character, it shall be lawful for the parties a^rgrieved or concerned therein, 
with the assent of tho Minister in the country or Consul, to adjust and settle the 
same among themselves, upon pecuniary or other considerations. 

Sec* 19. — And be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty also of the said 
Ministers and the Consuls to encourage the settlement of controversies of a civil 
character by mutual agreement, or to submit them to the decision of referees agreed 
upon by the parties, a majority of whom shall have power to decide the matter. And 
it shall be the duty of the Minister in each country to prepare a form of submission 
for such cases, to be signed by the parties and actnowlerlged before the Consul ; and 
when parties have so agreed to refer, the referees may, after suitable notice of the 
time and place of meeting for the trial, proceed ex parte, in case eitber partv refuses 
or neglects to appear; and, after hearing any case, may deliver their award, sealed, 
to the Consul, who, in Court, shall open the same; and if he accepts it, he shall 
endorse the fact, and judgment shall be rendered thereon, and execution issue in 
compliance with the terms thereof: Provided, however, Thai the parties may always 
settle the same before return thereof is made to the Consul. 

Sec. 20. — And be it furth^ enacted, That the Ministers aforesaid and Consuls shall 
be fully authorized to call upon the local authorities to sustain and support, them in 
the execution of the powers confided to them by said treaty, and on their part to do 
and perform whatever is necessary to carry the provisions of said treaties into full 
effect, so far as they are to be executed in the said countries, respectively. 

Sec. 21. — And be it further enacted, ITiat the provisions of this Act, so far as the 
same relate to crimes and offences committed by citizens of the United States, shal 1 
extend to Turkey, under the treaty with the Sublime Porte of May seventh, eighteen 
hundred and thirty, and shall be executed in the Ottoman dominions, in conformity 
with the provisions of said treaty and of this Act, by the Minister of the United States, 
and the Consuls of the United States [appointed] to reside therein, who are hereby 
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officio invested witb the powers hereia conferred upon the Minister ar^ Conaak in 
China, for the purposes above expressed, so far as regai'ds tbe punishment of eriaie» 
and also for the exercise of jurisdiction in civil cases wherein the same is permitted 
by tlie laws of Turkey, or its usages in its intercourse with tbe Franks and other 
foreign Christian nations. 

Sec. 22. — And be it further enactedf That the word Minisiery when used in tbii 
Act, shall be understood to mean the person invested with, and exercising, the prin- 
ci[>al diplomatic functions in each of the countries mentioned in tbe first section of 
this Act. The word Consul shall be understood to mean any person invested by the 
United States with, a;.d exercising the functions of, Consul-general, of Vice-Consul. 
general. Consul, or Vice-consul, in any of the countries herein named. And it at any 
time there be no Minister of the United States in either of tho countries hereinbefore 
mentioned, the judicial duties which are impoeed by this Act upon the Minister, shall 
devolve upon the Consul-general or Consul residing at the capital of the country, who 
is hereby authorized and required to discharge the same. 

Sec. 23. — And he it further enactedy That all such oflScers shall be responsible for 
their conduct to the United States and to the laws tliereof, not only as diplomatic or 
consular ftmctionaries, respectively, but as judicial officers, when they perform judicial 
duties, and shall be held liable for all negligencies and misconduct as public officers. 

Sec. 24. — And be it further etiacted, That capital cases for murder, or insurrection 
against the government of either of the countries hereinbefore mentioned, by citizens 
of the United States, or lor offences against the public peace, amounting to felony 
under the laws of the United States, may be tried before the Mmister of the United 
States in the country where the ofEence is committed, if allowed jurisdiction, and it 
shall be competent for each of the said Ministers to issue all manner of writs, to 
prevent the citizens of the United States from enlisting in the military or naval s.^rvic© 
of either of the said countries, to make war upon any foreign power with whom the 
United States are at peace, or in the service of one portion of the people against any 
other portion of the same people ; and he may carry out this power by a resort to such 
force is may at the time be within his reach, belongin.^ to the United States. 

Sec. 25. — ATid be it further enacted^ That the President be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to appoint Marsliala for such of the consular courts in the said countries 
as ^ e may think proper, not to exceed seven in number, namely, one in Japan, four in 
Ctiina, one in Siara, and one in Turkey, who shall each leceive an annual salary of 
one thousand dollars per annum, in addition to the fees allowed by the regulations of 
the said Ministers, respectively, in the said countries ; and it shall be the duty of the 
said Mariihals, respectively, to execute all processes issued by the Minister of the United 
States in the said countries, respectively, or by the Consul at the port at which they 
reside, and to make du- return of the same to the officer by whom the same was Issued^ 
ajid to conform, in all respects, to the regulations prescribed by the said Ministers, 
j«si>ectively, in're;^ard to their duties. And the said Marshals shall give bonds for 
the fiaithful perf orraanc • of the duties of the office, before entering upon the same, 
^hich bond shall be in a penal sum, not to exceed ten thousand dollars, with two 
sureties to be ap|>roved by the Secretary of State of the United Slates; and the said 
bond shall be transmitted to the Secretary of the Treasury, and a certified copy thereof 
1)1' lodged in the office of the Minister. And in case any person aggrieved by tbe 
in i:>oonduct of any of the said Marshals, should desire to bring suit upon any of tbe 
«aid bonds, it shall be t^e duty of the Secretary of the Treasury, or the Minister having 
cust ody of a copy of the same, to furnish the person so applying? with a certified copy 
thereof, upon which copy so fur.dshed and certified suit may be brought and prosecuted 
with the samo efE' ct as could he done upon the original: Prmided, that upon a plea 
of non est factum verified upon oath, or any other good cause shown, the Court, or the 
</V)i sul, or Minister trying the cause may require the original to be produced; and 
lien so required, it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury to forward the 
O! iginal bond *o the Court, or Consul, or Minister requiring the same ; And provided 
Jndher^ that before a copy of any such bond shall be furnished for suit, it shall be the 
<iuty of the Secretary of the Treasury, or the Minister to whom the application is 
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ttwifle, to require prifna facie proof, to be judged of by the Secretary or the Minister 
having charge of the copy, that there is probable cause of action against the Marshal 
tiikking the bond ; And pfovided further, that all riiles, orders, writs, and processe^^ 
of every kind which are intended to Operate or to be enforced against any of the said 
'Marshals, in any of the countries named in this Act, shall be directed to and executed 
by such pierson as may be appointed for that purpose by the Minister or Consul 
issuing ihe satne. 

Sec. 26. — And be it further enacted, That the President be, and is hereby 
authorised to allow io t' e adjustment of the accounts of each of the said Ministers or 
Consuls, the actual expenses of the rent of suitable buildings to be used as prisons for 
American convicts in the said countries, not to exceed in any case the rate of sir 
hundred dollars a y^ ar; and also the wages of the keepers of the same, and for the 
care of offenders, not to exceed in a ly case the sum of eight hundred do llars per 
annuDQ ; and provided that no more than one prison shall be hired in Japan, Tour ia 
China, one in Turkey, and one in Siain, at such port or ports as the Minister, with 
the sanction of the President, may designate. 

Sec. 27. — And be it further enacted, That the jurisdiction of the respective Ministers 
in the countries hereinbefore named, where the same is allowed by treaty, in all 
matters of civil redress or of crime'- , except in the cases mentioned in the twenty-fourth 
section, shall be appellate only, and be exercised wherever in the said countries they 
may be, respectively, except also in cases where a consular officer shall happen to be 
interested either as party or witiicss, in which case original jurisdiction is vested in 
the said Minister, respectively. 

Sec, 28. — And be it further enacted. That the provisions of this Act be, and the 
same are hereby, extended to Persia in resj'Cct to all suits and disput s which may 
arise between citizens of the United States therein ; and the Minister and Consuls who 
may be appointed to reside in Persia are her»'by invested, in relation to the said suits 
and disputes, with such powers as are by this Act conferred upon th( Minister and 



subjects and citizens of the United States, shall be carri d before the Persian trituLal 
to which much matters are usually referred, at the place where a Consul or Agent of 
the United States may reside, and shall be discussed and decid^^ d according to equity, 
in presence of an employe? of the Consul or Agent of the United States ; and it shall 
be the duty of the Consular Officer to attend the trial in person, and see that justice 
is administered. And all suits and disputes occurring in Persia between the citizens 
of the United States and the subjects of other for« ign powers, shall be trifd and 
adjudicated by the intermediations of their respective Ministers or Consuls, in accord- 
ance with such regulations as shall be mutually agreed upon by the Minister of the 
United States for the time being, and the Ministers of such foreign powers, respectivt ly , 
which regulations shall, from time to time, be submitted to the Secretary of Stat43 of 
the United States.* 

Sec. 29. — And be it further enacted, That the provisions of this Act, so far as the 
satne are in conformity with the stipulations in the existing treaties between the United 
States and Tripoli, Tunis, Morocco, and Muscat, respectively, shall extend to those 
countries, and siiall be executed in conformity with the provisions of the said treaties, 
and of the provisions of this Act, by the Consuls appointed by the United States to 
reside therein, who are hereby ex officio invested with the powers herein delegated to 
the Ministers and Consuls of the United States appointed to reside in the countries 
named in the first section of this Act, so far as the same can be exercised under the 
provisions of treaties between the United States and the several countries mentioned 
in this section, and in accordance with the usages of the said countries in their 
intercourse with the Franks or other foreign Christian nations. 

Sec. 30. — And be it further enacted^ That the Consuls and Commercial Agents of 
the Unit«?d States at islands or in countries not inhabited by any civilized people, 
or recognized by any treaty with the United States, be, and the same are hereby 
authorized to try, hear, and determine all cases in regard to civil rights, whether 
of person or property, where the real debt and damages do not exceed the sum 
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of one thousand dollars, exclusive of coats ; and upon full hearing of the alle^tion 
and evidence of both parties, to give judgment according to the laws of the United 
States, and according to the equity and right of the matter, in the same manner 
as justices of the peace are now authorized and empowered where the United 
States have exclusive jurisdiction. And the said Consuls and Commercial Agents, 
respectively, are hereby invested with the powers conferred by the provisions of the 
seventh and eight sections of this Act for trial of ofEences or misdemeanours. 

Sec. 31. — And he it further enacted, That all marriages in the presence of any 
Consular officer in a foreign country, between persons, who would be authorized to 
marry if residing in the district of Columbia, shall have the same force and effect, and 
shall be valid to all intents and purposes, as if the said marriage had been solemnized 
within the United States. And in all cases of marriage before any Consular officer, 
the said Consular officer shall give to each of the parties a certificate of such marriage, 
and shall also send a certificate thereof to the Department of State, there to be kept ; 
which certificate shall specify the names of the parties, their ages, places of birth, and 
residence. 

Sec. 32. — And be it fv/rther enacted^ That all acts and parts of acts inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act shall be, and the same are, hereby repealed. 

Sec. 33. — And be it further enacted, That this Act shall take effect on the first 
day of July, eighteen hundred and sixty.

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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA IN CHINA. 



In pursuance of Sec. 5tb of the Act of Congress, approved 22ncl June, 1860, 
ntitled An Act to carry into effect certain provisions in the Treaties between the 
Inited States, China, Japan, Siam, Persia, and other countries, giving certain judicial 
►owers to Ministers and Consuls, or other functionaries of the United States in those 
ountries, or for other purposes/* I, Anson Burlingame, Minister Plenipotentiary 
,nd Envoy Extr|iordinary of the United States to the Empire of China, do hereby 
lecree the following rules and regulations, which shall have the force of law in the 
Consular Courts of China. 

1. — Every citizen of the United States residing within the limits of the ports open 
xy foreign trade in the dominion of the Empire of China, is required to be enrolled 
n the Consular register, and shall apply in person at the Consulate within thirty 
lays after the publication of this decree. Every American citizen who may arrive 
ivithia the limits of the port, save and except any one who may be borne on the 
muster- roll of an American vessel, shall apply within ten days at the Consulate to be 
enrolled. An American citizen neglecting to be so enrolled will not be entitled to 
claim the protection or intervention of the authorities, unless he can furnish a valid 
reason for not so doing. 

2. — In all cases where an applicant to be enrolled cannot furnish a passport or 
other legal proof of his citizenship, he shall make oath that he is a citizen of the 
United States ; and if the Consul deem desirable, be required to bring such further 
evidence as he shall consider satisfactory.

I.— Obdinary Civil Procedure. 

1. — How commenced. — Civil proceedings between American citizens must com-* 
mence by written petition, verified by oath before the Consul. 

2. — Three classes of action, — Ordinary personal civil actions are of three classes, 
viz. : Contract, comprising all cases of contract or d<»bt; Wrong, when damages are 
claimed for a wrong ; Replevin, when possession of a specific article is claimed. 

3. — Demand necessary in Contract and Replevin. — In contract, the petition must 
aver that payment, or a performance of the conditions of the contract, has been 
demanded and withheld ; and in replevin, that the articles to be replevined have been 
demanded. 

4. — Petitioner must deposit money. — The petitioner shall be required to deposit a 
reasonable sum to defray the probable expenses of court and defendant's costs ; 
subsequent deposits may be required if found necessary. 

5. — Notice to Defendant. — Upon deposit of the money, the Consul shall order 
notice of the petition, in writing, directing defendant to appear before the court at a 
given day and hour to his written answer on oath. 

6. — Service. — Notice must be served on each defendant at least five days before 
return day, by delivery of an attested copy of the petition and order, and of any 
accompanying account or paper. 

7. — Personal service should always be required when practicable. 
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8. — Default. — On proof of due notice, judgment by default shall be procured 
against any defendant failing to appear and nle bis answer as required ; but tbe default 
may be taken off for ^oodi cause within one day after, exclusive of Sunday. 

9. — Darndges.-- But in actions of wrong, and all other where the damages are in 
their nature unliquidated and indefinite, so that they cannot be calculated witb 
precision from the statement of tbe petition, tbe amount of the judgment shall be 
ascertained by evidence, notwithstanding the default. 

10. — Answer. — If defendant appears and answers, the Consul, having both parties 
before him, shall, before proceeding furthtT, encourage a settlement by mutual 
agreement, or by submission of the case to referees agreed on by the parties, a majority 
of whom shall decide it. 

11. — Amendments. — Parties should, at tbe trial, be confined as closely as may be 
to the averments and detials of tbe statement and answer, which shall not be altered 
after filing except by leave granted in open Court. 

12. — American witnesses comiyelled to aii^nd. — On application of either party and 
advance of tbe fees, the Consul shall compel the attendance of any witness within his 
jurisdiction before himself, referees, or commissioners. 

13. — Parties are witnesses. — Each party is entitled, and may be required, to 
testify. 

14. — Decrees to he obeyed. — Judgment may be given summarily against either party 
failing to obey any order or decree of the Consul, 

15. — Attachment and arrest. — For sufficient cause and on sufficient security, tbe 
Consul, on filing a petition, may grant a piocess of attachment of any defendant's 
property to a sufficient amount, or of arrest of any defendant not a married woman, 
nor in the service of the United States under commission from the President. 

16. — Dissolidion of attachment. — Defendant may at any time have the attachment 
dissolved by depositing such sum, or giving such security, as the Consul may require. 

17. — Sale of perishable prox^erty. — Perishable property or such as is liable to serioas 
depreciation under attachment, may, on petition of either party, be sold by the Consul's 
order, and its proceeds deposited in the Consulate. 

18. — Release of Debtor. — Any defendant arrested or imprisoned on civil petition 
shall be released on tender of a sufficient bond, deposit of a sufficient sum, or 
assij^nmcnt of sufficient property. 

19. — Debtor* s disclosure, — Any person under civil arrest or imprisonment may have 
his creditor cited before the Consul to hear a disclosure of the prisoner's affairs under 
oath, and to question thereon ; and if the Consul shall be satisfied of its truth and 
thoroughness, and of the honesty of the debtor's conduct towards the creditor, he shall 
for ever discharge him from arrest upon that debt ; provided that the prisoner shall 
offer to t- ansfer and secure to his creditor the property disclosed, or sufficient to pay 
the debt, at tbe Consul's valuation. 

20. — Debtor^ s board. — The creditor must advance to the jailer his fees and payment 
for his prisoner's board until the ensuing Monday, and afterwards weekly, or the 
debtor will be discharged from imprisonment and future arrest. 

21. — Execution. — On the second day after judgment (exclusive of Sunday) 
execution may issue, erJoicing the same With interest at 12 per cent, a year, against 
the property and person of the debtor, returnable in thirty days, and renewable. 

22. — Seizure and sale of property. — Sufficient property to satisfy the execution 
and all expenses may be seized and sold at public auction by the officer, after due 
notice. 

23. — Property attached on petition, and not advertised for sale within ten days 
after final judgment, shall be returned to tbe defendant. 

24. — Final judgment for defendant. — When final judgment is given in favour of tie 
defendant, his person and property are at once freed from imprisonment or attachment 
and all security given by him discharged. And the Consul may, at his discretion, 
award him compensation for any damage necessarily and directly sustained by reason 
of such attachment, arrest, or imprisonment. 
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25. — Offset — In action of contract, defendant may offset petitioner's claim by a 
cotinter claim, filing his own claim, under oath, with bis answer. Petitioner shall be 
notified to file his answer seasonably, on oath, and the two claims shall thin be tried 
together, and but one judgment priven for the difference, if any be proved in favour of 
either party, otherwise for defendant's costs. 

26. — Costs. — Except as hereinafter provided, the party finally prevailing recovers 
costs, to be taxed by him and revised by the Consul. 

27. — TrtLstee process. — In contract, the Consul may order defendant's property or 
credits in a third party's hands to be attached on the petition, by serving? him with 
due notice as trustee, provided petitioner secures trustee his costs by adequate special 
deposit. 

28. — Trustee^ s co$t—li adjudged trustee, the third party may retain his cost from 
the amount for which he is adjudged trustee, if sufficient ; otherwise the balance of 
trustee's cost must be paid but of petitioner's special deposit, as must the whole of his 
Costa if not adjudged trusteie. 

29. — Demand on trustee upon execution. — Tbe amount for which a trustee is charged 
must be inserted in the execution, and commanded of him by the Officer within ten 
days after judgement, or all chlnn leases. Process against property or person of the 
trustees may isdtie ten days affcCT dbmand. 

80. — JM)t fnHst 'be at least ten dollars. — If petitioner recovers judgtfaent f6r leto than 
ten dollars, or if leds than ten dollars of the defendant's property or credits is pi-dved in 
tbe party's hands, in either case the third party must be discharged with costs against 
petitioner. 

81. — Btsplevin. — B^fttre grantiiig a writ of replevin, the Consul shall require 
petitiotier to file a sviffldent bond, with tWo responsible sureties, fbr double the value 
of the property to be replevied, one an American citizen, or petitioner may deposit the 
reqnined amount. 



32. — Before a creditor files his petition in Contract, his debtor may make au 
absolute and unconditional offer of the amount he considers due, by tendering the 
money in the sight of the creditor or his legal representative. 

33. — Deposit. — If not acoey»ted, the debtor shall, at his own risk and paying the 
charges, deposit the money with the Consul, who shall receipt to him and notify the 
creditor, 

34. — Demand or withdrawal. — It shall be paid to the creditor at any time, if 
demanded, unless previously withdrawn by the depositor. 

35. — Cost. — If the depositor does not withdraw his deposit, and, upon trial, is not 
adjudged to have owed petitioner at the time of the tt'nder more than its amount, be 
shall recover all his costs. 

36. — Offer to he defauUed. — At any stage of a suit in contract or wrong, defendant 
may file an offer to be defaulted for a specific sum and the costs up to that time; and 
if petitioner chooses to proceed to trial and does not recover more than the sum 
offered and interest, he shall pay all defendant's costs arising after the offer, eit^cution 
issuing for the balauce only. 

III. — Eeference. 

37. — When parties acrree to reference they shall immediately file a ruhs and the 
case be marked " referred a commission shall then issue to the referees, with a copy 
of all papers filed in tbe cas^^. 

38. — Award and acceptance. — The referees shall report their award to the Con- 
suls, wbo shall accept tbe same, and give judgment, and is^ue execution thereon, 
unless satisfied of fraud, perjury, corruption, or gross error in the procieeclings. 

39. — When transmitted to Minister. — In cases involving more than five hundred 
dollars, if his acce:itauce is withheld, the Consul sball at once transmit the whole 
case with a brief statement of his reasons, and the evidence tbereon, to the Minister,, 
-who shall give judgment on the award, or grant a new trial before the Consul. 



n. — Tender, Ac. 
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rV. — Appeal. 

40. — Must be within one day. — Appeals must be claimed before three o'clock in 
the afternoon of the day after judgment (excluding Sunday); but in civil cases, only 
upon suflBcient security. 

41. — To he perfected within five days, — Within five days after judgment, the 
appellant must set forth his reasons by p tition filed with the Consul, which shall be 
transmitted as soon as may be to the Minister, with a copy of docket entries and of 
all papers in the cas<». 

v.— New Trial. 

42. — Becanae of perjury, — On proof of the perjury of any important witness of 
the prevailing party, up ►na material point, affecting ihe decision of a suit, the Consul 
who tried it may, witiiin a year after final judgment, grant a new trial on such terms 
as he m^y decern just. 

43. — Generally, — Within one year after final judment in any suit not involving 
more than five hundred dollars, the Consul who tried it, or his successor, may, upon 
sufiicient security, grant a new trial where justice manifestly requires it: if exceeding 
five hundred dollars, with the concurrence of the Minister. 

YI. — Habeas Coepus. 

44. — Slaves not to he held, — No Consul shall recognize the claim of any American 
citizen arising oiit of a violation of the provision of the Act of Congress approved 
February 19th, 1862, relating to the " coolie trade " so called, nor any claim which 
involves the holdinj^ of any person in slavery, 

45. — JJabea-s Corpus, — Upon application of any person in writing and under oath, 
representing that he or any other person is enslaved, unlawfully imprisoned, or 
deprived of his liberty by any American citizen within the jurisdiction of a Consul, 
such Consul may issue Ijis writ of Habeas Corpus, directing such citizens to bring 
said person, if in his custody, or under his control, before him, and the question shall 
be determined summarily, subject to appeal. 

VII. — Divorce. 

46. — Libels for divorce must be signed and sworn to before the Consul, and on 
the trial each party may testify. 

47. — Attachment, — The Consul, for pood cause, may order the attachment of 
libeller's property to such an amount and on such terms as he may think proper. 

48. — Hushand to advance money, — He may also, at his discretion, order the husband 
to advance his wife, or pay into Court, a reasonable sum lo enable her to defend the 
libel, with a reasonable monthly allowance for her support pending the proceedings, 

49. — Alimony, — Alimony may be awarded or denied the wife on her divorce at 
his discretion. 

50. — Custody of the minor children may be decreed to such party as justice and 
the children's good may require. 

51. — Release of hoth. — Divorce releases both parti s, and they shall not be 
re-tnarried to e£ich other. 

52. — Costs,— CosiQ are at the discretion of the Consul. 

VIII. — Marriage. 

53. — Record and return, — Each Consul shall record all marriages solemnized by 
him or in his official presence, 

IX. — Births and Deaths. 

54. — The birth and death of every American citizen within the limits of his 
jurisdiction shall likewise be recorded, 

X. — Bankruptcy, Partnerships, Probate, Ac, 

55. — Until promulgation of further regulations. Consuls will continue to exercise 
their former lawful jurisdiction and authority in bankruptcy, partnerships, probate 
of wills, administration of estates, and other matters of equity, admiralty, ecclesiastical 
and common law, not especially provided for in previous decrees, according to such 
reasonable rules, not repugnant to the Constitution, treaties, and laws of the XTniteJ 
States, as they may find necessary or convenient to adopt. 
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XI. — Sfamen. 

56. — In proceedings or prosecutions instituted by or against American seamen, 
the Consul may, at bis discretion, suspend any of these rules in favour of the seamen, 
when in his opinion, justice, humanity, and public policy require it. 

Xn. — Criminal Proceedings. 

67. — Bow commenced. — Complaints and informations against American citizens 
should always be signed and sworn to before the Consul when the complainant or 
informant is at or near the Consul's port, 

58. — How authenticated, — All cotu'plaints and informations not so signed and 
sworn to by a citizen of the United States, and all complaints, and informal ions in 
capital cases, must be authenticated by the Consul's certificate? of his knowledge or 
belief of the substantial truth of enough of the complaint or information to justify 
the arrest of the party charged. 

59. — Copy of accusation, — No citizen shall be arraigned for trial until the offence 
charged is distinctly made known to him by the Consul in respondent's own language. 
In cases of magnitude, and in all cas^^s when demanded, an attested copy (or 
translation) of the complaint, information, or statement, authenticated by the 
Consul, shall be furnished him in his own language, as soon as may be after his 
arrest. 

60. — Presence of accuser. — The personal presence of the accuser is indispensable 
throughout the trial. 

61. — May testify. — He shall be informed of his right to testify, and cautioned 
that if he choose to offer himself as a witness, he must answer all questions that may 
be propounded by the Consul or his order, like any other witness. 

62. — American witnesses compelled to attend. — The Government and the accused 
are equally entitled to compulsory process for witnesses within their jurisdiction: and 
if the Consul believes the accused to be unable to advance the fees, his necessary 
witnesses shall be summoned at the expense of the United States. 

63. — Fine and costs. — When punishihent is by fine, costs may be included or 
remitted at the Consul's discretion. An alternative sentence of thirty days' imprison- 
ment shall take effect on non-payment of any part of the fine or costs adjudged in 
any criminal proceeding. 

64. — Any prisoner, before conviction, may be admitted to bail by the Consul who 
tries him, except in capital cases. 

65. — Capital cases. — No prisoner charged with a capital offence shall be admittel 
to bail where the proof is evident, or the presumption of his guilt great. 

66. — After conviction. — After conviction and appeal the prisoner may be admitted 
to bail only by the Minister. 

67. — American boih — Any citizen of the United States offering himself as bail 
shall sign, and swear, before the Consul, to a schedule of unincumbered property of a 
value at least double the amount of the required bail. 

68. — Foreign hail. — Any other proposed bail or security shall sign and swear 
before the Consul, to a similar schedule of unincumbered personal property within 
the local jurisdiction of the Consula'e, or he may be required to deposit the amount 
in money or valuables with the Consul. 

69. — Two sureties. — Unless such suflScient citizen becomes bail, or such deposit 
is made, at least two sureties shall be required. 

70. — Surrender.— AuTij American bau may have leave of the Consul to surrender 
his principal on payment of all costs and expenses. 

71. — ProsectUor may be required to give security. — Any complainant, informant, or 
prosecutor may be required to give security for all costs of the prosecution, including 
those of the accused ; and every complainant, <&c., not a citizen of the United States, 
shall be so required, unless, in the Consul's opinion, justice will be better promoted 
otherwise ; and when such security is refused the prosecution shall abate. 

72. — Honourable acquittal. — When the innocence of the accused, both in law and 
in intention, is manifest, the Consul shall add to the usual judgment of acquittal, the 
word "honourable." 
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73. — Cods. — In such case judgmebt may be given and execution issued sum- 
marily against any infer mer, complainant, or prosecutor, for the whole costs of the 
trial including those of the accused, or for any part of either or both, if the proceeding 
appears to have been groundless add vi^xatious, originating in oorl-upt, malicious, or 
vindictive motives. 

74. — Minor o/fence*.— Consuls will ordinieLrily eceourage the settlement of all 
prosecutions not of a heinous character by the parties aggrieved or conoetni&d, 

Xin.— Oaths. 

75. — Oaths shall be administered in soihe lahgu^ge tbat the witV^ess mi'derfilands. 

76. — Not Ghrisiiahe. — A witness not a Christian sl)all be sWorn according to Ins 
religious belief. 

77. —Ath&i$t.—An avowed atheist shall n6t be sWOrn, but may tsiffirtai, d^der the 
pains and penalties of perjury ; the credibility of his evidence being for the bbnddMni- 
iion of the Consul. 

78. -- AffifmMicn.'-^A Christian confaci^iitioa^ly scriipillbtit) of to bath, tsHy^liBMi 
ulid^r the pains <kicd penalties of peijtii^. 

XIV. — DbcKtiTs, Bt<^6kD8, *c. 
7d.—0ivU A>cJfc^.— Bad) Coniul shall ke^p a rei^ular docket orcaleiidai^ofalldvil 
actions and proceedings, entering each case separately, numbering consecutively, to the 
tod of his term of office, with the date of filing, the names of the patties in full, th^ 
nationality, the nature of the proceeding, the sum or thing claimed, with minute and 
dates of idl orders, decrees, eontinttances, appeals, and proceedings, until fin^l judg- 
ment. 

80. — Crindnal—RQ shall kee^ another tegtilar dck^et fbr all criiniUal diite, 
wHb Bufficfont similar memoranda. 

81. — FUii^ papers. — All original papert shfdl be fifed at oniie and ndver t^fetttdved ; 
no person, but an officer of the Consulate or Minister, shbuid be alloW€*d twjc ^ to 
them. All papers in each case must be kept together in otte inclbsure, and nunitier^ 
M in the docket with the parties' names, the nature of the proceeding, the y^ of 
filing the petition, and of final judgment, conspicuously taiak*ked on the indorate, asd 
each year's cases kept by themselves in their order. 

XV. — Limitation op Actions and Prosectttions. 

82. — Crirnirud. — ^Heinous oflF nces, not capital, mwit be prs66e<mted within six 
years, minor offenc^^s within two. 

83. — Civil. — Ciril actions based on written promises, contract, or instrtiment, 
must be commenced wil hin six years after the cause of action accrues ; ol hers within two. 

84. — Absence; fraudulent concealment. — In prosecutions for heinous offenoes not 
capital, aud in civil cases involving more than S500, any absence of respondent or 
defendant for more than three months at a time from Clnna, shall be added to the 
limitations: and in civil cAses involving more than $100, the period during which the 
cause of aetbn may be fraudulently concf^aled by defendant, shall likewise be added. 

XVI. — GhENBEAL PeOVISIONS. 

85. — Trials public, — All trials and proceedings in the United States* Consular 
Courts in China shall be op-n and public. 

86. — Interpreting and translating. — Papers and testimony in a foreign language 
shall be translated into English by a sworn interpreter, appointed by the Consul : in 
civil cases to be paid by f»etition*^r. Oaths and questions shall be translated by tte 
interpreter from the English for any witness who does not understand English. 

87. — Testimony. — Pariits may be required to file their petition-?, answew, 
complaints, informations, and all other papers addressed to tiie court, in English ; or 
they maj bo translated by the interpreter at the Consul's discretion. All testrmoiiy 
must be taken in writing in open Court by the Consul or his order, and 6ii:riied bj 
the witne'ts, after being read over to him fbr his approval and correction, and it shifl 
form part of the papers in the case. 

83. — Adjournm&iit. — I he Consul may adjourn his Court from time to tini<^, a l 
place to pla^e, within his juris iict ion, always commencing proceedings and givil 
judgment at the Consulate. 
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89. — Officer.^ All processes not served by the Consul personally must be executed 
by an officer of the Consulate, who shall sip:n his return, specifying the time and mode 
o£ service, and annexing an account of his fees. 

90. — Copies on appeal, — On appeal, copies of ail the papers must be paid for in 
a<}^anoo by the appellant, except in criminal cases where respondent is unable to pay. 

91. — Copies, — Any person interested is entitled to a copy of any paper on filo, on 
prepayment of the fee. 

92. — Eeasonable cletaraesa, precuion, and cr^rtainty should be required in the 
papers; 3,nd substantial justice and all practicable dispatch are expected in the decisions, 

93. — D^nition of Consul. — The word " Consul " is intended to include the Consul- 
General, and any Yice-Consul or Deputy-Consul, actually exeroisiog the Consular 
power ai sj^j Consulate, unless; the seuse requires a more limited construction. 

94. — Associates, — Each associate in a Consular trial shall, before entering on his 
duties, be sworn by his Consul. Before taking the oath, he may be cballeuged by 
eftber party, and for sufficient cause excused, and another drawn. 

95. — Contempt, — Consuls will always preserve order in Court, punishing sum- 
marily any contempt committed in thmr presence, or any refusal to obey their lawful 
summons or order, by imprisonment not exceeding 24 hour^, or by fine not e:5ceedipg 
fifty dollars and costs. 

96. - Attorney. — Every party to a civil or ci*iminal proceeding may be heard in 
person, or by attorney of his choice, or by both ; but the preseace of counsel shall be 
imcler the exclusive control and discretion of the Consul. 

97. — Acc&iints. — The accounts of the Consular Courts shall be kept in United 
Stolbe^' currency ; and every order of deposit, decree of cost, taxation of fees, and 
generally every paper issuinsf originally from the Court, shall be expressed in dollars 
and cents, and satisfied in United States' metallic currency, or its equivalent.

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CHINESE PASSENGERS' ACT, 1855. 
28 AND 29 Victoria, Cap. 104. 
An Act for the Regulation of Chinese Passenger Sh!ps, 



Whereas abuses have occurred in conveying Emigrants from ports in the Chinese 
Seas : And whereas it is expedient to prevent such abuses : Be it enacted hy the Queen's 
most Excellent Maje sty, by and with the adviceandconsent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Comipons, in this present Parliament assembled, aud by the authority 
of the same, as follows : 

I. — In the Construction of this Act, the Term Chinese Passenger Ships shall 
include every ship carrying from any port in Hongkong, and every British ship carrying 
from any |jort in China or within one hundred miles of the coast thereof, more than 
twenty passengers, being natives of Asia ; the word Colony shall include all Her 
Maji'sty's Possessions abroad not being under the Government of the East India 
Company ; the word Governor shall signify the person for the time being lawfully 
administering the Government of such colony ; the term Legislature of Hongkong 
shall sigiiify the Governor and Legislative Councilor other legislative authority of the 
same for the time being ; the word Ship shall include all seagoing vessels ; the 
term Commander and Master of any ship shall include any person for the time 
being in command or charge of the same ; the term Emigration Officer shall include 
every person lawfully acting as emigration officer, immigration agent or protector 
of emigrants, and every person authorized by the Governor of any British colony 
to carry out the Provisions of this Act ; and the term British Consul shall include 
every person lawfully exercising Consular authority on behalf of Her Majesty in any 
foreign port. 

II. — It shall be lawful for the Legislature of Hongkong by any ordinance to be by 
them enacted for the purpose, to make regulations respecting Chinese passenger 
ships, and, in the case of British ships, lespecting the treatment of the passengers 
therein while at sea ; and until such enactment, the Regulations contained in Schedule 
(A) lo this Act annexed shall be in force : Provided always, that no such ordinance 
shall come into operation until Her Majesty's confirmation of the same shall have been 
proclaimed in Hongkong by the Governor thereof. 

III. — It shall be lawful for the Governor of Hongkong to declare, by proclamation, 
for the purposes of this Act and of the said regulations, what shall be deemed to be 
the duration of the voyage of any Chinese passenger ship, and by such proclamation 
to alter the scales of dietary, medicines, and mtdical conforts contained in the 
aforesaid schedule (A). 

IV. — No Chinese passenger ship shall clear out or proceed to sea on any voyage of 
more than seven days' durati n until the master thereof shall have received from an 
emigration officer a copy of the aforesai 1 regulations, and a cortificate in the form 
contained in schedule B to this Act annexed, or in such other form as may be 
prescribi'd by the said Legislature, which copy and certificate, with any documents to 
be attached thereto (horeinafter designated as emigration papers}, shall be siguv-^d by 
the said emigration officer, nor until the master shall, with two sufficient sureties, to 
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be approved by the said emigration officer, have entered into a joint and several bond 
in the sum of one ihousand pounds to Her Majesty, her heirs and successors, in the 
form contained in schedule C to this Act annexed, or in such other form as shall he 
prescribed by the said Legislature. 

V. — The said penal sum of one thousand pounds shall bo due and recoverable, 
notwithstanding any penalty or forfeiture imposed by this Act or by the aforesaid 
regulations, and whether such penalties or forfeitures shall have been sued for and 
recovered or not. 

VI. — It shall be lawful for comtpanders of any of Her Majesty's ships of war, or 
for any emigration officer. Custom-house officer, or British Consul, to enter and search 
any Chinese passenger ship (being a British vessel or within British Jurisdiction) so 
long as such ship shall have any pa^^seng^rs on board, and forty-eight hours 
afterwards, and in case such ship shall be engaged on a voyage of more than seven 
days' duration, to require the production of the emigration papers of such ship, and 
to examine all persons on board of the same, in order to ascertain whether the 
provisions of this Act, and of the regulations aforesaid, have been complied with: and 
any person who refuses to allow, attempts to avoid, or obstructs any such entry, 
search, or examinatioD, or who knowingly misleads or deceives any person lawfully 
making any such search or examination, or whp, being the master of the ship or having 
the emigration papers in his custody, fails to produce the same when required as 
aforesaid, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanour. 

VII. — In case of any noglect or refusal to comply with any of the provisions of 
this Act or any of the regulatioas aforesaid, or to perform any stipulation in any of 
the contracts made with the passengers, the master of the ship, and any other persons 
who may have been guilty of, or have aided or abetted such neglect or refusal, shall 
each be deemed for each offence guilty of misdemeanour. 

Vni. — If any Chinese passenger ship clears out or proceeds to sea on any voyage 
exceeding seven days' duration without such emigration papers as aforesaid, or if the 
euiigration papers of any Chinese passenger ship are forged or fraudulently altered, 
such ship shall, if she is a British ship, or if, not being a British slap, the offence ia 
committed and the ship is seized in Her Majesty's dominions or in the territories of 
the East India Company, be forfeited to Her Majesty. 

IX. — Every person who commits or aids or abets in committing any act or defeult 
by which any Chinese passenger ship may become liable to forfeiture shall be liable 
to a penalty not exceeding one hundred pounds for each offence. 

X. — It shall be lawful for any commissioned officer on full pay in the military or 
Uaval service of Her Majesty, or any British officer of customs, or any British Consal, 
to seize and detain any ship which has become subject to forfeiture as aforesaid, and 
bring her for adjudication before the High Court of Admiralty in England or Ireland, 
or any court having Admiralty Jurisdiction in Her Majesty's dominions, or the 
territories of the East India Company, and such court may thereupon make such order 
in the case as it thinks fit, and may award such portion of the proceeds of the sale on 
any forfeited ship as it thinks right to the officer brin;^ing in the same for adjudica- 
tion, or to any persons damaged by the act or d fault wliich has ren-lered the ship 
liable to forfeiture. 

XI. — No such officer as aforesaid shall be responsible, either civilly or criminally, 
to any persons whomso ver in respect of the s* izure or detention of any ship that has 
been seized or detained by him in pursuance of th) provisions herein contained, 
notwithstanding that such ship is not brought in for adjudication, or, if so brought 
in, is declared not to be liable to forfeiture, if it is shown to the satisfaction of the judge 
or court before whom any trial r-t'lating to such ship or such seizure or detention is 
held, that there are reasonable grounds for such seizure or det ntion, but if no such 
grounds are shown, such judge or court may award payoi' nt of costs ancf damages to 
any party aggrieved, an l make such other order in the premise ^ as h*^ or it thinks just 

XII. — It shall be lawlul for the court before which any sMp liable to forfeiture 
under this act is proceeded against, to impose such a pecuniary penalty as to the 
same court shall seem fit, in lieu of condemning the shi^', and in such case to cause 
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the ship to be detained until the penalty is paid, and to cause an^ penalty so imposed 
to be applied in the same manner in which the proceeds of the said ship, if condeinued 
and sold by order of the court, would have been applicable. 

XIII. — All misdemeanours and other criminal oflEences punishable under thia 
Act shall be dealt with, tried, and judged of in the same manner as misdemeanours 
and other offences punishable under th j Merchant Shipping Act, 1354, and all the 
rules of law, practice, or evidence applicjible to the last mentioned misdemeanoura 
a^d ofifences shall be applicable to misdemeanours and other offences under this aot« 

XIV. — Any court, justice, or magistrate imposing any penalty under this Act for 
which no specific application is herein provided, naay, if it or ho thinks fi.t, direct the 
whole or any part thereof to be applied in compensatiag any person for any wronger 
damage which he may have sustained by the act or default in respect of which such 
penalty is imposed, or in or towards payment of the expense of the proceedings ; and 
subject to such directions or fipecific applic ition as aforesaid, all penalties recovered 
in the United Kipgdpm shall be paid into the receipt of Her Majesty's Exchequer in 
sjLicb manner as the Treasury may direct, and shall be carried to and form part of the 
Cpna^jUdated fund of the P'nited Kingdom ; and all penalties recovered in any British 
possession shall be paid over into the public treasury of such possession, and form 
j#rt of the public revenue thereof. 

XV. — In any legal proceedings taken under this Act, or in respect of the bond 
hereinbefore required, any document purporting to be the written declaration of any 
British Consul, or of the commander of any of Her Majesty' ships of war, or to be a 
copy of the proceedings of any court of justice, shall without any proof of signature 
be received in evidence, in case it Rhall appear that such copy or declaration, if 
produced in the United Kingdom, was officially transmitted to one of Her Majesty*a 
principal Secretaries of State, or if produced in any colony, was officially transmitted 
to the Governor thereof. Provided always, that no person making such written 
declaration as aforesaid be capable of receiving a share of any penalty or forfeiture 
vhich shall be procured by such written declaration. 

^ XVL — This Act may be cited for any purpose whatever under the name of the 
Chinese Passengers' Act, 1855.

L — No Cainese passenger ship shall clear out or proceed to sea on any voyage of 
more than seven days' duration without a certificate from an emigration officer, iuid 
auch certificate shall be in the form provided by the Chinese Passengers' Act, 1855. 

II. — No emigration officer shall bo bound to give such certificate in respect of 
any Chinese passenger ship till seven days after receiving notice that the ship is te 
<5arry passengers, and of her destination, and of her proposed day of sailing, nor unless 
there are on board a surgeon and interpreter approved by such emigration officer. 

ni. — After receiving such notice, the emigration officer shall be at liberty at all 
times to enter and inspect the ship, and tbe fittings, provisions, ind stores therein, and 
any pei son impeding him in such entry or inspection, or re fa sing to allow of the same, 
shall be liable to a fine of not more than one hundred pouu ls for each offence. 

IV. — The emigration officer shall not give his certificate unless he bd 
satisfied^ — 

1. — That the ship is seaworthy, and properly manned, equipped, fitted, and 
ventilated ; and has not c n board any cargo likely, from its quality, quantity, or mod^ 
of stowage, to prejudice the health or safety of the passengers : 

2. — That the space appropriated to the passengers in the between dvcks contains 
at the least twelve 8'ii)erficial anl seventy-two cubical feet of space for every a lult on 
beard ; that is to say, for every pa-iseng »r above twelve years of age, and' f ^r every 
t^o passengers betwt eu the age of j>ne year and twelve years : 

3. — That a space of five superficial feet per a1ult is left clear on the upper deck^ 
for the use of the passengers :

V, — The master of any Chinese passenger ship being a British ship and proceeding 
on a voyage of more than seven days' duration shall, during the whole of the 
intended voyage, make issues of provisiims, fuel, and water, according to the aforesaid 
dietary scale, and shall not make any alteration, except for the manifest advantage of 
the passengers, in respect of the space allotted to them as aforesaid, or in respect of 
them (except in case of neces^jity) to help in working the vessel; and shall issue 
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medicines and aedical comforts, as shall be requisite, to the best of his judgment, and 
shall call at such ports as may be mentioned in the emigration officer's clearing 
certificate for fresh water and other nect^ssaries ; and shall carry them without 
unnecessary delay to the destination to which they have contracted to proceed. 

VI. — The emijzration officer shall not give his certificate until he shall have 
mustered the passengers, and have ascertained to the best of his power that they 
understand whither tliey are going, and comprehend the nature of any contracts of 
service which they have made ; he shall also take care that a copy of the form of such 
contracts, or an abstract of their substanc signed by himself, is appended to the 
said certificate. If any of the passengers art in bad health, or insufficiently provided 
with clothing, or if the contracts are unfair, or if there is reason to suspect that fmud 
or violence have been practised in their collection or embarkation, he may detain the 
ship, and if he shall think tit, may order all or any of the passengers to be re-landed.

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EMIGEATION. 

The following information is supplied to Masters of Tassels about to carry Chinese 
Passengers under The Chineee Passengers' Act^ 1855, and Local Ordifumc^ : — 

1. Imperial Chinese Passengers* Act, 1855. — Any vessels clearing with more than 
twenty Asiatics on a voyage of more than seven days' duration is a Chinese Passenger 
iliip. 

2. Prodainaliohs of i&h Janitary, 1856, and I7th Noifernber, 1858. — Declatie fchie 
length of certain voyages. 

8. Ordiiuin)ce No. 5 of 1874.— Bettion HI. gives the legal definition of a nlMtt 
voyage. 

Pabt I. 

4. SettCon IV. — Notfce of ship being laid on as a Chinese Passenger ship to be 
gitcn to Emigration OflScer. 

5. Section V. — No Chinese Passer ger ship shall clear out, unless the Mai^ter of 
such ship shall be provided with a Licence. [Sde Ordinance 5 of 1876.] 

6. This Section describes the mode of application for a Licence, and it also 
empowers the Governor in Council to remove any Officer from an Emigrant ship who 
is unfit for the proper discharge of his duties. 

7. Section VI. prohibits any pe^on from the sale or letfing of passages in anjr 
Chinese Passenger ship, unless such perst^n shall have procured a Licence. 

8. Section Vii. — ^^Every Chinese Passenger ship, except ships clearing under the 
provisions of Section VIII., shall be provided with a Hospital, properly fitted with 
Beds, Bedding, and Utensils. 

9. Par. I.— All the Pabs^ngefs and Crew shall be medrcally examined before 
the departure of the ship. 

10. Par. 8. — Chinese Medical Pracititionei^s may be Surgeons of Chinese Pas- 
senger ships. 

11. Section VIII. contains modified regulations for ships clearing out on voyagels 
of not more than thirty days' duration. 

12. Section IX. treats of vessels About to conVey Emigrants under contract of 
service. 

13. Par. 2. — Emigrants under contract of service shall lodge at least three clear 
days in a depot, approved of and under the supervision of the Emigration Officer. 

14. Section X. — Orders of Her Majesty the Queen in Council relating to the 

Quantity of water to be carried by Passenger ships having a certain description of 
iondeusing Apparatus shall apply to Chinese Passenger ships, 

15. Section XI. — No saiUui^ Chinese Passenger snip bound to any port westward 
of the Cape of Q-ood Hope, or to any Port in Aaotralia, New Zealand, Oceania, or 
Tasmania, is permitted to clear between the months of April and September inclusive. 

Part 11. 

16. Section. XIV. — Notice is to be given to the Emigration Officer of intention 
to fit any vessel for the conveyance of Chinese Emigrants to be embarked at any port 
or place out of the Colony. 

17. Par. 2. — The Master of any ship arriving within the waters of the Colony, 
and which is fitted for the conveyance ot Chinese Emigrants, is to report the same 
to the Emigration Officer. 

18. Par. 3. — All Fittinj^s are subject to the approval of the Emigration Officer. 

19. Par. 4. — No ship fitting or fitted under this Section shall proceed to sea 
without the Emigration Officer's Certificate. 

20. Par. 5. — Barricades and Gratin^^s are prohibited. 

21. Section XV. — No Chinese Emigrant ship within the provisions of this 
Section shall be fitt('d, manned, or equipped, unless the Master thereof shall have 
procured a Licence from the Governor. 
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RULES. 

1. Tfce Master of a Chinese Passenger ship enters into a Bond of One Thousand 
Pounds that every and all of the Eequirements of the Chinese Passengers' Act, and 
of the Regulations issued under the Act, or by the Legislature of Hongkong, shall 
be well and truly observed. 

2. These Rtgulatious apply more especially to the accommodation, medical 
attendance, and regular daily issue of provisions, fuel, and water. It is, therefore, 
the Master's interest, and he should make it his especial care, to see that the fittings 
are strong, and that the full quantity of provisions, medicine, and medical cc^mforts, 
fuel, and water, are on board ; and, that after these articles ^ire on baard and have 
teen passed by the proper OflBcer from this OfBc*^, they are carefully and securely 
alowed away. 

3. When the articles above-mentioned are stowed away, the Emigration Officer 
will, if n( cessary, cause the hatches, &c., to be sealed down. These seals must not 
be broken until the sliip is beyond the waters of the Colony. 

4. Emigration under contract of service is prohibited, unless the ship shall be 
^proc* eding to a British Colony. 

5. When a ship is about to convey Chinese Passengers, the Master is to notify 
the Emigration Officer, in writing, to that effect, naming the Licensed Passage Broker 
.authorised to issue Passage Tickets, and forwarding, at the same time, a copy of the 
Government Surveyor's Certificate of Measurement. 

6. The vessel will then be inspected by the Emigration Officer, who will pass or 
reject her as he shall see fit, 

7. When the vessel is passed, the Agent or Charterer will make the usual 
application for a Licence, on a form to be obtained at this Office, and, if granted, the 
Master, with two approved Sureties, must attend at the Emigration Office and execute 
the Bond required under Section IV. of The Chinese Passengers* Act. 

" ^ 8. When the ship's voyage is approved, she is to be fitted with such berths, 
booby hatches, ladders, hospital, privies, &c , as may be directed by the Emigration 
Officer. 

9. If the vessel is to carry Female Passengers, a place separated from the Male 
Passengers must be appropriated to their use, conveniences for them being placed aft. 

10. Between the bunks of married couples there muSt be a division board not 
less than 22 inches high. 

11. When the provisions are taken in, they must riot be stowed away without 
the sanction of the Emigration Officer, who will Tiot pass (m vessels about to proceed 
on voyages of over thirty days' duration) any Chinese presei'ved Beef or Pork, nor 
Pish cured with their entrails remaining in them. 

12. The water should be taken on board at an early period to admit of the casks 
HmMng up. 

13. The Master will make arrangements with his Passage Broker for providing 
bis vessel with properly qualified Surgeons and Interpreters, oxi^ of each being 
Tequired for every Two Hundred Passengers, but in the event of ai> European or 
JStmerican Surgeon being engaged for the voyage, only one Surge(Wi is needt-d. 
Chinese Doctors must undergo an examination at Canton as to their qualifications. 

14. If the vessel is a Steamer, she must be supplied with such qu^tity and 
quality of Coals as the Emigration Officer shall direct, and a certificate must"^ pro- 
duced that the Engines and Boilers are in good condition for the contemplated vojyage. 

15. If the vessel is fitted with an approved Distilling Apparatus, she maycip^ry 
a reduced quantity of water in casks or tanks. 

16. When the ship is ready to receive the Passengers on board, the Passag? 
Broker will bring a written notice to that effect from the Master, when a time wiU 
be fixed for the attendance of the Passengers at the Emigration Office to have their 
Contracts or Passage Ticket (as the case may be) signed and explained to them bj 
the Emigration Officer. 
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17. The Passengers will then embark, and when the Master shall have satisfied 
himself that they are all on board, he is to report to that effect. The Emigratiou 
Officer will muster the Passengers and make a final inspection of the ship. 

18. The papers to be lodged with th.e Emigration Officer before Clearance will 
be granted, are: — 

(a,) Government Surveyor's Certificate of Measurement and Seaworthiness, 

(T>,) When required, Enijineer Surveyor's Certificate as to condition of 
Boilers and Engines, quantity and quality of C »al3 on board, descrip* 
tion of Condensing Apparatus and quantity of fresh water it is capable 
of producing daily. The Condensing Apparatus must be of such a 
description as the B mrd of Trade may, from time to time, approve. 

(cj List of Provisions and Medicines in duplicate. Tois list will contain a 
declaration to be made by the Master that the several articles thereia 
mentioned are on board and securely and safely stowed. 

Cd,) Certificate of Medical Inspector of Emigrants that he has examinecl 
Crew, Passengers, and M« dicines. 

(e.) Passengers* List in duplicate, with summary attached, specifying tho 
numbers respectively of Passengers and Crew. 

(f,) If the vessel is proceeding on a voyasre of over thirty days* duration, 
Certificate from Colonial Surgeon, vouching for the competency of the 
Surgeon or Surgeons. 

(g,) Mastei 's Certificate relative to Chinese Doctor (provided he fails iu 
securing an European or American Surgeon for a reasonable remunera- 
tion). 

Note. — Chinese Cooks, Stewards^ InterpreterSy and Doctors, are included in the 
total number of Passengers which the ship is certified to carry. Four Cooks and 
Stewards are required for every 100 Passengers. 

19. Ships with full Complements of Passengers must carry Boats as follows : — - 
Less than 200 tons register 2 Boats. 

200 to 400 tons register 3 Boats. 

400 to 600 tons register 4 Boats. 

600 to 1,000 tons register 5 Boats. 

1,000 to 1,500 tons register 6 Boats. 

l,500and upwards tons register 7 Boats. 

Note. — In every case, one Boat must be a propsrly fitted Lifeboat and one a 
Longboat. The sizes of the Boats will be in accordance with the number of Passengers 
carried. 

20. Each ship shall carry one Life buoy for every one hundred Passengers, also 
Fire Engine or Force Pump, with sufficient Hose to reach fore and aft, and three 
dozen Buckets.

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VICTORIA HARBOUR ORDINANCE, 1862* 



I. — Ordinance No. 11 of 1845, is hei'ebj repealed, except so far as the same 
repeals No. 16 of 1844. 

n. — The harbour regulations issued on the 30th day of April, 1841, under the 
hands of Charles Elliot, Her Majesty's Plenipotentiary, are Lereby revoked. 

III. — Every master of a merchant vessel shall hoist the ship's number on entering 
the Harbour of Victoria, and shall keep such number flying until the ship shall have 
been reported at the Harbour Master's oflBce. 

IV. — Every master sVall, within twenty-four hours after arrival within the limits 
of this Harbour, report the arrival of his ship at the Harbour Master's office, and in 
the case of a British vessel or of a vess* 1 which shall not be represented by a Consul, 
shall deposit there the ship's articles, list of passengers, ship's register, and true copy 
of manifest, if required. In the case of a foreign vessel represented by a Consul, the 
said papers shall be lodged by the master at the proper Consulate, under a penalty 
not exceeding two hundred dollars on refusal or neglect of the master to do so. 

V. — The name of a master or first or only mate shall not be attached by the 
Harbour Master to a British ship's re. ister or articles, unless such master or mate 
shall possess a certificate of service or competency. 

VL — No officrr, seuman, or other person shall be shipped in this Harbour to do 
duty on board any merchant vessel, except at the shipping-office of the Harbour 
Master, under a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars for every ofifence. 

Vn. — In the event of the death of any of the crew, passenger<», or other persons, 
occurring on board any merchant vessel whilst in the Harbour, or in case of the 
desertion or removal of any of the crew, the master of such vessel shall forthwith 
repoit the same in writing to the Harbour Master, under a penalty not exceeding 
twenty- five dollars for every death, desertion, or removal which he shall neglect to 
report. 

VIII. — No master of any ship shall discharge, or force thereon, or wilfully or 
negligently leave behind him, in this Colony any seaman shipped on board thereof, 
unless on a certificate from the Harbour Master, or other person appointed to grant 
the samp, and who shall have power to withhold or grant the same as he shall see 
fit, under a penalty not exceeding twenty-five dollars ; and if any seaman shall wilfully 
or negligently remain in the Colony, after the departure of the vessel in which he 
shall have shipped, without such certificate, such seaman shall, on conviction before 
the Marine Magistrate, forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding twenty -five dollars, or 
be imprisoned for a term not exceeding one month. 

* 1 his 0rdiDanc<», together with all other Ordinanoea relating to the Harbour Department, is being reviaed. 
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IX. — Every roaster of a merchant vessel arriving in the Harbour shall take up 
the berth pointed out by the Harbour Master, or by any person sent on board by him 
for that purpose, and shall moor I. is ship the'-e properly, and shall not remove from it 
to take up any other berth, without bis permission except in case of necessity, to be 
decided by the Harbour Master, under a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars ; 
and he shall remove his vessel to any new berth when required to do so by the Harbour 
Master, under a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for every hour that the vessel shall 
remain in her old berth, after noiice to remove under the hand of the Harbour Master 
or his deputy shall have been given on board of her. 

X. — Every master of a m* rchant vessel shall immediately strike spars, clear 
hawse, or shift berth, or obey any other order which the Harhour Master may think 
fit to give, and any master wilfully disob' ying or neglecting this regulation, shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

XI. — Every master about to proceed to sea shall, under a penalty not exceeding 
fifty dollars, hoi^t a Blue Peter twenty-four hours before the time of intended departure, 
knd shall give notice to the Harbour Master, who shall furnish a port clearance and 
shall likewise attest the manifest ifn* cessary ; and any ship having obtained and not 
sailing within thirty-six hours thereafter, shall report to the Harbour Master the 
reason lor not g oing, and shall re-deposit the ship's papers if required. 

XIL — [This Article has been n^poaled]. 

XIII. — No dead body shall be thrown overboard within the limits of the Harbour 
under a penalty not exceeding two hundred dollars, to be paid by the master of the 
vessel, and no stone or other ballast shall be t hrown overboard within the said limits, 
under a penalty not exc^^eding one hundred dollars, to be ]mid by the master of the 
vessel from which such stone or ballast shall have been thrown. 

XTV. — Except as is hereinafter dire<'ted under section XXL and XXII. of this 
Ordinance, or under the sanction of the Harbour Master, no cannon, gun, or firo arm 
of any description shall be discharged within the limits of this Harbour from any 
merchant vessel or boat, under a penalty not exceeding two hundrod dollars. 

XV. — Every licensed boat shall, between the hours of sunset and daylight, carry 
a lantern in a conspicuous place, with the number of the licence cut out on the framing. 
If tlie persv)n in charge of any boat shall demand or take more than his fare, «»r use 
abusive language to passengers, or neglect to carry a light as required, or refuse 
without sufficient cause to take a passenger at the fare established, the party offending, 
or in the absence the person to whom the licence for the boat was granted, shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty-five dollars ; and all boats, whether private 
or not, may and shall be subject to be stopped and examined by the police boats, and 
if the person in charge of any boat does not heave-to on being hailed by a police boat, 
or use abusive language to the officer or persons on board of her in the execution of 
their duty, he shall be liable to be detained in custody until iie can be brought before 
a magistrate, and on conviction be liable to a fintj not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 

XVI. — Every commanding officer of any ship-of-war, or master of a merchant 
ship or vessel of whatsoever nation, who may arrive in this Harbour having smalbpox 
or any other disease of a contagious or infectious nature on board, shall hoist the 

E roper quarantine flag, and no communication shall be held with any other vessel or 
oat or with the shore, until permission be given by the Harbour Master ; and the 
boarding officer on nearing such ship shall be informed of the nature of such disease, 
that proj>er precautions may be taken and assistance rendered, under a penalty in any 
of the foregoinar cases not exceeding two hundred dollars for every offence. 

XVil. — Every such commanding officer of a ship-of-war or master of a 
merchant vessel, havinj? any such disease on board, shall forthwith remove his ship 
to any berth which shall be pointed out by the Harbour Master, and there remain 
and keep the quarantine flag fly:n«r until a clean bill of health shall l>e granted by 
the Harbour Master; and shall afford free access and render every assistance to the 
Colonial Surgeon or other officer of health who may be directed by His Exoellency 
the Governor to visit such ship, under a penalty not excaeding two hundred doDan 
Jot every offence. 
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-2i.VIII. — A public fairway shall be buoyed oflf for the passac^e of river and coast 
steamers, and no vessel or boat of any description si all be allowed to anchor within 
such fairway, and the master of any vessel or boat d roppingr anchor in, or otherwise 
obstructing such fairway shall be liable, for each offence, to a fine not exceeding fifty 
dollars in addition to any fine otherwise leviable under this Ordinance in the case oi 
sea goir g vessels, and in the case of boats registered in the Colony to a like fine in 
addition to the forfeiture of register or licence if it be so adjudged by the Marine 
Magistrate. 

XIX. — Every master of any vessel of whatsoever description, who shall make or 
cause to be made fast to any of the public buoys or beacons or tbeir moorings any 
rope, chain, or other gear, or shall foul or in any way injure the said buoys, beacons, 
or moorings, shall on conviction thereof be fined a sum not exceeding twenty-five 
dollars, in addition to the cost of repairing or replacing the same. 

XX. — Every master of a vessel or hulk in this Harbour shall from sunset to 
svnirise cause to be exhibited a bright white light from the starl»oard foreyard arm, 
or in the ease of dismantled vessels or chops, at the place where it can be best seen, 
and in default shall incur a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

XXI. — In case of fire occurring on board any ship or vessel in the Harbour, if at 
night, three lights shall be hoisted in a vertical positionat the highest mast-headj and 
a S!n<?le light at the peak^ and guns shall be fired in quick succession until sufficient 
assistance shall be rendered; if during the day, the Ensign, Union down, with the 
signal Marryat's Code 2,104, " I am on fire,'* shall be hoisted at the highest mast-heady 
and guns fired as ab >ve {)Tovided for night time. 

XXLL — IF on board any ship or vessel in the Harbour a disturbance or riot shall 
occur which the master or his officers are urable to quell by the usual process of 
bringing the offenders before the Marine Magistrate or a justice of the peace ; if by 
day the Ensign, Union down, shall be hoisted at the peai, and signal 3,240, "Mutiny 
on board," shall be hoisted at the highest mast-heady or wherever practicable under 
the circumstances ; guns may also be fired as in section XXI. ; if by night, three lights 
shall be hoisted at the peak, and a single light at the mast-heady and guns may also 
be fired as before stated. 

XXI II. — The boundaries, limits, and anchorage of Victoria Harbour shall hence- 
forth be defined and taken to be as follows :— 

On the Easiy— 

A line drawn from the northernmost point of the Island of Hongkong to the 
North-east boundary of British Kowloon. 
On the Westy— 

A line drawn from the we.^ternmost point of Hongkonsr to the western side of 
Green Island, continued to western point of Stone Cutter's Island, thence to north 
point of Stone Cutter's Island, continued to north-west boundary of British Kowloon. 

Tlie Harbour shall be divided into two anchorages, viz., the Northern and Southern. 

Northern anchorage shall have for its southern boundary the north extremity of 
Hongkong shut in with the southern point of the Kowloon peninsula, bearing east by 
south. 

Southern anchorage shall have for its noi'thern boundaiy Kellet's Island, bearing 
east by south half south. 

XXIV. — It shall be lawful for the Harbour Master to direct and enforce the 
anchorage of ships in the northern part of the Harbour from 1st June to 15th October, 
and in the southern part of the Harbour from 16tli October to 31st May in each 
year; and it shall be lawful for the Harbour Master to permit a ship to anchor in 
the south part of the Harbour during the period first above mentioned for the pur|;08e 
of discharging cargo and for a specified space of time. 

XXV. — It shall be lawful for His Excellency the Governor from time -to time to 
set apart a special portion of the Harbour for the anchorige of ships-of-war, and 

^ within such portion of the Hurbour no merchant vessels, or native craft, or boats of 
any description shall be permitted to anchor without the special sanction of the 
Harbour Master in each ease obtained. 
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XXVI. — It shall be lawful for the Harbour Master to fix from time to time the 
place of anchoraf^e for river and coasting steamers, and to grant permission to the 
owners of such steamers to lay down permanent mooiiugs to be by him approved, 
notwithstanding anything to the Cimtrary contained under sections XXTTL and 
XXrV. of this Ordinai.c*', but n'> river or coasting steamer shall drop anchor or moor 
within the fairway provided under section XVIIL of this Ordinance. 

XXVn. —Every master of any vessel whatsoever fitting in this Harbour for the 
conveyance of emigrants whether to be 8hip|>ed at this or any other port, shall report 
the same to the Harbour Master under a penalty not exceeding five hundred dollars, 
and tho fittings of said vessel shall be subject to the approval of such officer, who is 
hereby emj>owered at all reasonable times to go on boaid and inspect such vessel ; and 
any person who shall in any may impede the Harbour Masti*r in the executio n of his 
duty shnll al>o be liable to a ponalty not exceeding five hundred dollars. 

XXVIII. — A copy of this Ordinance shall be delivered to each master of a vessel 
entering the Harhour, and on neglect to return such copy on obtaining clearance a fee 
of one dollar shall be payable by the mas'er. 

XXIX. — Where no penalty is attached by this Ordinance fi»r the breach or 
infrinfi^ement of any prov sion herein contained, the penalty shall be a sum not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars. All off* nces against any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be cognizable by, and may be heard and decided before, the Marine 
Mas^istrate, who is hereby ^-mpowered in all cas ; s to order payment of costs by the 
defendant; and in default of payment of the penalty and costs awarded, may levy 
the same by distress and sale of the offender's goods, or may forthwith commit such 
offender to gaol for any term not exceeding three months. All orders, judgments, 
and decisions «»f the Marine Magistrate shall be subject to the right of appeal given 
by Ordinance Nr. 4 of 1858. 

XXX. — Whenever the Marine Ma^Mstrate shall be incapacitated by aV^sence, 
illness, or otherwise from the performance of his duties, it shall be lawful for the 
Acting Marme Magistrate, or any stipendiary magistiate, or any two Justices <.'f the 
Peace of the Colony, to adjudicate upon all cases, and enforce all penalties under this 
Ordinance. 

XXXI. — Whenever the word Master is used in the Ordinance, it shall be 
deemed to include any person having charge of a ship or vessel, or any other craft. 



I. — The Governor is hereby empowered to provide, at the expense of the Colony, 
one or more vessel or vessels for the storage of gunpowder, and no gunpowder arriving 
in this Colony shall be stored in any other place than such vessel or vessels, except 
provided by Section XIII., and subject to the observance of the rulf'sand regulations 
to be made under Section XVI. of this Ordinance. 

II. — Such ve^sel or vessels shall for the purposes of this Ordinance be termed a 
government aepot or government depots for the storage of gunpowd* r, and shall be 
under the control and management of the Harbo\ir Master, subject to such orders as 
may from time to time be received from the Governor; and such vessel or vessels 
shall be fitted and manned in such manner as the Harbour Master with the approval 
of the Governor shall deem expedient. 

III. — The master of every vessel arriving in this Colony, and having on board 
thereot any quantity of gunpowder exceeding two hundred lbs. shall immediately, upon 
the arrival tlieieof, furnish the Harbour Master with a copy of the manifest of such 
gunpowder, the marks of all the packages wherein such gunpowder shall be contained, 
and the names of the consignees of such gunpowder, if he shall know the same. 

IV. — The master of every such vessel as in the last preceding Section mentioned 
shall as soon as possible take the same to t he place which shall be pointed out to him 
by the Harbour Master, and the said vt ssel shall not be removed therefrom without 
the permission in writing of the Harbour Master.) 



GUNPOWDER STORAGE ORDINANCE, 1867. 
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V. — When any quantity of gunpowder exceeding two hundred lbs. is about to 
be conveyed out of tlie Colony, the master of the vessel about to convey the same 
shall, on producing the written authority of the owners thereof, receive from the 
Harbour Master a permit to take on board the packages mentioned in such authority, 
and the master of such vessel shall thereupon move the same int:> such anchoraj.,e as 
the Harbour Master may deem expedient, and from such anchorai^e the master of 
such vessel shall not remove the same except for the purpose of proceeding cn his 
voyage or for some other suflBcit^nt cause to be approved by the Harbour Master. 

VI. — The master of every ve ssel having on board more than two hundred lbs. of 
gunpowder; or whilst engaged in the transhipment of any quantity, shall exhibit at 
the highest mast head a red flag. 

VII. — It shall not be lawful for tho master of any vessel to tranship any gun- 
powder between the hours of 6 p.m. and 6 a.m. from October to March inclusive, nor 
between the hours of 7 p.m. and 6 a.m. from April to September inclusive, without 
the written permission of the Harbour Master. 

yill. — It shall not be lawful for the master of any vess*»l, without the vnitten 
permission of the Harbour Master, to anchor such vessel within five hundred yards of 
any government depot for the storaee of gunpowder. 

IX. — It shall not be lawful for the master of any vessel having on board 
gunpowder exceeding in quantity two hundred lbs. to anchor nearer than five hundred 
yards of any other vessel. 

X. — It shall not be lawful for any person without the permission in writing 
of the Governor t > keep for any time, however short, within any house, store, godown, 
or other place on land, a larger quantity of gunpowder than fitteen lbs. 

XI. — It shall be lawful for any justice of the peace, or constable duly authorized 
by warrant of any justice of the peace, to enter, and if n^^cessary to break into, any 
house, store, godown, vessel, or place either on land or water, within which sucn 
justice of the peace shall be credibly informed cn oath, or shall have reasonable grounds 
of his o^n knowledge to suspect and believe that gunpowder is kept or carried, or is 
on board of any vessel contrary to the provisions of this Ordinance. 

XII. — A copy of this Ordinance shall bo de livered to the master of each vessel 
entering the harbour, and on neglect to r turn such copy on obtaining clearance a fee 
of one dollar shall be payable by tbe mahtor. 

Xni. — The Q-ovemor in Council is hereby empowf^r^^d to make rules and 
regulations for the proper carrying out th» provisions of this Ordinance, including the 
stora;,^e of gunpowder on land, and to fix and vary* from time to time the sums 
chargeable for tbe storage of gunpowder as hereinbefore prescribed, and every violation 
of neglect of any such rules or regulations sljall render the party so offending liable 
to the penalties imposed by Section XVIII. of this Ordinance for oflFeiices against 
any provisions tl ereof. 

XIV. — The sums charged in respect of such storage shall be paid monthly by 
the party claimin<^ to b » entitled to such gunpowder, and in the event of the same 
not being paid within the twenty-one days after the same yhall have become due and 
payable, it shall bo lawful for the Governor to direct the said gunpowder to be sold, 
in ord< r to defray the expense of storage, andMie proceeds thereof, after deducting all 
government charges and the expense of sale, shall be paid to the i>arty who shall 
prove himself entitled ti ereto to the satisfaction of the Governor. 

XV. — Ev^ry offence against the provisions of this Ordinance shall be tried in 
a summnrv way before a Magistrate or before the Marino Magistrate, and every 
person who shall violate or refuse or fail to comply with the i^rovisions of this 
Ordinance shall incur a penalty of fine not exc» editig ihn e hundn d dollars and not 
les« than fifty dollars, or imprisonment for any period not txeeeiling six ruonths and 
not less than one month. 

XVI. — Nothing in this Ordinance contained shall apply to Her Majesty's ships 
of war or to the ships of war of any foreign nation, or to hired armed vessels iu Her 
Majesty's service or in the service of any foreign nation, or to Q-ovarn'uent Naval or 
Military stores. 
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I. — Any vessel wanting a pilot should, on nearing the Macao roads, hoist the 
jack or national flag at the fore topgallant mast head. 

II. — No notice will be taken at the Harbour Master's office of any damage 
occurrinjT^ to vei^sels ])ilotod by pilots unlicensed by the Harbour Master. 

III. — Oi ly duly qualified pilots sljall be employed bv the Harbour Master. 

L — To be a qualified pilot an examination must be passed at the Harbour 
Master's office. 

2. — Macao anchorage comprises the outer roa ^s, the inner harbour and the 

port of Taipa. 

3. — Vessels anehori in the roads will be required to pay one-half of the 

amount stipulated for the inner harbour and Taipa. 

IV. — The captaiu of a vessel, or his accent, slia'l report his vessel at the Harbomr 
Master's office within twenJy-tour hours of the vessel's arrival and in default pay a 
fine of one hundre 1 dollars to the Public Exchequer. 

V. — Captains of vessels shall on landing deliver the ship's papers to the Harbour 
Master, such papt rs to I'e kept till the departure of tl e vessel, provided there bo no 
Consulate of the nationality of the vessel at Macao. 

The register or passport of Port iguese vessels shall be taken to the Government 
Secretary's office. 

VI. — It is incumbent on the Harbour Master to take the nec ssaiy steps for the 
apprehension of deserters, when required to do so. Such deserters may be captured 
even after the ship's departure on the requisition of the respective Consuls. 

Vn. — Captains of vessels are forbidden to discharge part or the whole of their 
crew without the sanction of the Harbour Master or of the Consul. 

Vin. — The captain of a vessel desiring to send to the Hospital any one of his 
crew, must first apply to the Haibour Master and be answerable for any expense 
incurred. 

IX. — It is forbidden to cast off invalids in Macao ; such invalids can only be 
landed by permission of the Harbour Master. A breach of this Article of the 
Regulations shall be visited with a fine of one hundred dollars, revertible to the 
Public Exfliequer. 

X. — Vessels are not permitted to change moorings in the inner harbour without 
the sanction of the Harbour Master. 

XI. — Merchant vessel are not permitted to enter the inner harbour with gun- 
powder on board ; such gunpowder shall be previously deposited in the Barra Fort 
and received back after the vessel's clearance from the inner harbour. 

XII. — It is forbidden to throw ballast, ashes, or rubbish in the inner harbour and 
at the Taipa anchorage, under penalty of one hundred dollars. 

Xni. — Anchorage dues to be henceforth paid by vessels in the harbours of 
Macao are fixed in annexed Table A. 



1. — A written receipt shall be given for all dues levied at the Harbour 

Master's office, and shall specify the heads under which such dues may 
have been recovered. 

2. — All dues recovered at the Harbour Master's office on account of other 

public departments, shall be sent to such departments by the Harbour 
Master under the prescribed legal forms. 



XIV. — All fees payable at the Harbour Master's office are depignated in Table B. 

XV. — Pilotage for vessels entering the inner harbour and Taipa to be paid 
accordin^r to Table C. 

1. — Prom the total amount fixed, one dollar will appertain to the Harbour 
Master and the remaining four dollars to the pilot. 
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XVI. — The duties of pilots will be taken in turns among those qualifie d by the 
Harbour Master. On the Ist of each month a distribution is to be made of the fees 
received. 

XVII. — A fall of tiie barometer, indicative of bad weather will be announced by 
the firing of a j;un and the hoisting of a white flag with a red square in the centre 
at the staff on the Canton wharf. The flag will be replaced by two green lights, 
hoisted perpendicularly, during the night. 

XVIII. — Shipmasters are specially recommended to see that a clear hawse is 
always kept, have their sheet anchors ready to let go, and take all other usual precau- 
tions to insure their vessels against bad weather. The signals made by the Harbour 
Master are merely precautionary and indicative of a coming stoim, the force of which 
as well as its passage over this port can never be predicted. 

XIX. — All fisl5ing and tanca boats are to be registered at the Harbour Master's 
office and have their number and designation clearly affixed. 

XX. — These Regulations shall be piinted, and a copy given to captains of vessels 
coming to Macao.

The flood tide, when regular (which is seldom), runs round Cabreta Point towards 
the town of Macao; but a little outside of the Point it sets aloi^ the land to the north, 
across the bay, until it meets the tide from Capsing-moon (or Capshui-moon, " the 
swift water passage"), above Lintin, when it flows in a direct channel towards the 
Bogue. The velocity of the flood tide in Macao Roads is about 2| miles in the north- 
east monsoon and moderate weather ; but when it blows strong from the northward 
there is no apparent flood. The ebb then runs at the rate of 3 to 3|, and 4 miles 
when the water is falling by the land. The ebb tide sets out from the town of Macao 
much in the same way as the flood comes in, with the difference of running a little 
more to the westward along the shore, before it takes the southerly direction ; the 
latter part of this tide is therefore the best time for boats to start for Lintin or 
Canton, with a contrary wind, as they then get out far enough to have all the flood 
to work to the northward with. 

The tides at Lintin run north and south, or nearly so. The velocity of the ebb 
in the north-east monsoon when blowing strong, is much the same as in Macao 
Roads ; but there is always a perceptible flood of 1 or 1| miles. During the height 
of the south-west monsoon, the ebb runs at times at the rate of 6 and 6^ miles, after 
heavy rains ; at that season the floods are very weak. 

« The flood ceaaes rt sing at this hour, bat the stream in the middle of the river mnn up a considerable time longer. 
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GENEEAL EEGULATIONS. 

Port Regulations to secure the observauce of Treaties, aud the maintenance of 
friendly relations between British Subjects and Chinese SubjfK^ts and Authorities, 
made in pursuance of Section 85 of the China and Japan Order in Council, 1865. 

T. — All port rules and regulations heretofore in force to secure the observance 
of Treaties and the maintenance of friendly relations between British subjects and 
Chinese subjects and authorities, havinj^ reference to any of the 13 ports open for 
trade in China, are repealed from and after the day of upon and 

from which day the following regulitions shall take effect and be observed, 

n. — The British Consulate oflBces at the several open ports shall be opened for 
public business from 10 o'clock a.m. to 4 o'clock p.m. daily, excepting Sundays, 
Christmas day, Good Friday, Queen's birthday, Easter Monday, and those holidays 
upon which public ofiSces in England are closed, Chinese N«^w Year's day, and such 
Chinese holidays as the Cbinese Customs authorities may observe. 

III. — On the arrival of any British vessel at the anchorage of any of the 0]>en 
ports, the master shall, within 24 hour«, deposit his ship's papers together with a 
summary of the manifest of her cargo at the Consulate ofEce, unless a Sunday or 
holiday should intervene. 

IV. — Every British vessel must show her national colours on entering the port or 
anchorage, and keep them hoisted until she shall have been reported at the Consulate 
and her papers deposited there. 

V. — No British vessel or any vessel the property of a British subject, unless 
provided with a certificate or registry, or provisional or othei pass from the 
Super'ntendent of Trade at Peking or from the Colonial Government at Hongkong, 
shall hoist the British ensign within any port or anchorage, or any flag similar to the 
British en-^i^n, or of a character not to be easily distinguishable from it. Nor shall any 
registered British vessel flying the Red ensign hoist any other ensign or flag (except 
she be entitled to fly the Blue ensign) in use by Her Majesty's vessels of war, or the 
national ensign of any foreign State or any ensign or flag not plainly disting iishable 
from the ensigns used by Her Majesty's ships of war or from those flown by ships of 
foreign States. 

VI. — Should any seaman absent himself without permission, the master shall 
forthwith report the same at the Consulate office, and take the necessary measures for 
the recovery of the absentee, and it shall be lawful for the Consul, if circumstances 
shall require it, in his discretion to prohibit leave being given to seamen to come 
ashore, and any master who shall violate such prohibition shall incur the penalties 
hereinafter declared. 

VII. — The discharge of guns or other firearms from vessels in harbour is strictly 
prohibited, unless permission shall have been granted by the Consul. 

VIII. — Masters of vessels when reporting their arrival at a port shall notify in 
writing the names of all passengers and persons not forming part of the articled 
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crew on board, and previous to leaving, notice must be given of the number and 
names of all persons, not forming part of the articled crew, intending to leave the 
port on board any vessel. 

IX. — All cases of death occurring at sea must be reported to the Consul within 
24 hours of the vessel's arriving in port o:* harbour, and all cases of death, on board 
vessels in harbour, or in the residences of Biitish subjects on shore, must be 
immediately reported at the Consulate oflSce, and in the event of sudden or accidental 
death tue fullest information obtainable shall be given. It is strictly prohibited to 
throw overboard the bodies of seamen or other persons dying on board of a vessel in 
harbour. Except in cases of urgent necessity, no burial should take place on shore 
or from any ship in harbour without the licence of the Consul first bein<^ obtained. 

X. — Stone or ballast shall not be thrown overboard in any port or harbour 
unless permission s' all have been first obtained from the local authorities through 
the intCTvention of Her Majesty's Consular officer. 

XI. — All cases of loss of property by theft or fraud on board ships, as well as of 
assault or f lony requiring redress or involving the public peace, must be immediately 
reported at the Consulate office 

Any Chinese subject guilty of a misdemeanour on shore or afloat may be detained 
on detection, but information must in such cases be forthwith lodged at the Consulate 
office, and in no instance shall British subjects be permitted to use violence towards 
Chinese oflfenders or take the law into their own hands. 

XII. — Any vessel laden with gunpowder or other explosive material, or having 
in the whole above 2001bs. of such material on board, shall not approach nearer than 
a distance of one mile from the limits of the anchorage. On arriving at that distance 
she must be forthwith reported to the Consular Authorities. 

Special anchorages or stations will be assigned for such ships in the nei;?hbourho^d 
of the ports. 

XIII. — No seaman or other person belonging to a British ship may be discharged 
or left behind at any port or anchorage without the express sanction of the Consul^ 
and not then until sufficient security shall have been given for his maintenance and 
good behaviour while remaining on shore, and if required, for the expenses incident 
to his shipment to a Port in the United Kingdom or to a Colonial Port, according 
as the seaman or other person may be a native of Great Britain or of any British 
Colony. 

]f any British subject left at a port or anchorage by a British vessel be found, 
requiring publiit relief |»rior to the departure of such vessel from the Dominions of the 
Emperor of China, the vessel will be held responsible for the maintenance and removal 
of Buch Britisli subjt ct. 

XIV. — When a vessel is r ady to leave a port or anchor j;ge, the master or con- 
signee shall apply at the Chinese Custom-house for a Chinese port clearance, and on 
his presenting this document, toj^ether witb a copy of the manifest of his export cargo, 
at the Consulate office, his ship's i)apers will be restored, and he will be furnished 
with a Consultir port cL arance, on receiving which t!ie vessel will be at liberty to 
leave the port. Should any vessel take in or discharge cargo subs quent to the issue 
of the Customs clearance, the master will be subject to a penalty, and the ship to such 
detenti n as may be necessary to the ends of justice. 

XV. — When a vessel is ready *o leave a port or anch )ra ^e, the master shall give 
notice theroof to the Con<;al, and sh iU hoist a Blue Peter at least 24 hours before the 
time appointed for her departure. The Consul may dispense with the observance of 
this re^'ulation on secjrity being given that claims presented within 24 hours will be 
piid. 

XVI. — No British subject may est iblisa or carry on a hotel, boarding or eating* 
house, b(»use of estaMishra* nt, or cliop for t.ie sil.j of liquors within the Consular 
district without the sanction and licen ;e of the Consul, and payment of such feea 
in respect of suL'h licence yearly ir othervvise as may be duly authorised. The 
Consul shall require every pers m so licensed to crive security for the good conduct 
^f all inmates and frequenters of his house, and also that he will not harboiU. 
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any seaman who is a runaway or who cannot produce his discharge accompanied by 
a written sanction from the Consul to reside on shore. 

Every person so licensed will be held accountable for the good conduct of all 
inmates and frequenters of his bouse, and in case ot their miscontluct may be sued 
upon tlio instrument of si curity so given. 

XVII. — Any British subject desiring to proceed up the country to a greater 
distance than thirty miles from any Treaty port, is required to procure a Consular 
passport, and any one found without su 'h a pa93))ort b yond that distance will be 
liable to prosecution and to a fire not exceeding §100. 

XVIII. — The terui Consul in these Regulations shall be construed to include all 
and every oflBccr in Her Majesty's Consular service, wl.ether Cousul-General, Consul, 
Vice-Consul, or Consular Agent, or other person duly authoriz d to act in any of the 
aforesaid capacities within the dominions of the Emperor of China. 

XIX. — British vessels are bound as to mooring an<l pilotage to act in accordance 
with the Harbour and Pilot Rrgulations authorized in each port by the Customs* 
authorized Harbour Master, and approved of by the British Consul, and any infraction 
of the same shall render tlie party offending liable at the discretion of the Consul to 
the penalties attached to these regulations. 

No loading or disf!harging of cargo may be carri* d on except within the limits of 
the anchorage defined by the Consul and the Chinese authorities of each port 
respectively. 

XX. — Any infrinofement of the preceding General Regulations (»r of the Special 
Regubitions, shall subject tlie offender to a fin^i of not L ss than 5 and not exceeding 
600 dollars, according to the circumstances, without imprisonment, with a furtherfine 
for continuing offences not less than 25 and not exceeding 250 dollars for each day 

^during which the offence continues after the original fine is incurred ; such fines to be 
inflicted, levied, and enforced in accordance with the Order of Her Majesty in Council, 
dated the 9th day of Mardi, 1865 — or for repeated and continued offence s to 
imprisonment for any number of days not exceeding 100 days, with or without hard 
labour, and with or without costs of maintenance, the same to be recovered by distress. 

Note. — All fines levied by virtue of or under the General or Special Port 
Regulations, are to be applied, as directed by the Order in Council, in diminutiv>n of 
the Public Expenditure, unless otherwise specially ordered. 



SPECIAL LOCAL REGULATIONS. 



WHAMPOA. 

I. — The anchorage for the loading and discharge of British vessels at the port of 
Canton is at Wbampoa, the limits of which are defined ; on the North — by a line drawn 
from Sulphur Point, Honan Island, across the East end of Watson's Island to the 
North Bank of the Eiver ; on the South — by a line drawn from Sully Point, French 
Island, along th<? North side of Dane's Island, to the North end of Island No. 2 ; on the 
JEast — by a line drawn due North from the North end of Island No. 2 to the North 
bank of the Eiver ; on the West — by a line drawn due North from Sully Point, French 
Island, to Honan Island. 

IL — Should Her Majesty's Consul or Vice-consul see fit, he may notify in writing 
the mast'T of any British ship that he is not to grant L ave of absence to any of his 
crew to go on shore. An infringement of such notification will subject theofieuder to 
a fine. 

^ in. — Masters of vessels are prohibited from granting liberty on any pretence to 
their crews to proceed to Canton, except the leave of the Consul or Vice^4;^sul be 
obtained. 

rV. — The keeper of every licensed boarding-house, house of entertainment*^ 
shop for the sale ot liquors, shall exhibit in a conspicuous part of the house a 
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of charges. Such house shall be liable to be visited at any time by a constable or 
other person deputed by the Consul or Vice-consul for the purpose of inspection. 

V. — No licensed boarding- liou^e, house of entertainment, or shop for the sale of 
liquors, shall be transf rr .^d or sub-let without the consent of the Consul or Vice-consuL 

VI. — No keeper of a licensed boar-lmg-house, house of entertainment, or shop 
for the sale of liquors, shall under any circumstances enter into ])artnership with a 
person not a British subject, nor shall any British subject act as a barman, runner, or 
in other similar caf)acily, in any boardin*?- house, house of entertainment, or shop for 
the sale of liquors, British or other, w'thout permission of the Consul or Vice-consuL 

VII. — On anchoring at Wliampoa the ma«^ter of any British vessel will without 
delay lodge the articles of hi< crew with the British Vic '-consul, and within 24 hours 
of arrival he will deposit at Her Majesty's Consulate at Cant on his ship's register and 
a copv of his inward manifest. 

When the vessel is ready for sea the master will procure from the Customs-house 
a port clearance, and on exhibiting tliis at the Consulate and depositing a copy of his 
export manifest he will receive back the ship's register, on presenting which to the 
Vice-consul at Whampoa he will receive the ship's articles and an English port 
clearance, on payment of the requisite fees, 

VIII. — Any individual appealing from the decision of the Vice-consul at 
Whampoa, is required to forward his appeal under flying seal through the Vice-consul 
to the Consul at Canton. 

IX. — Kiver steamers regularly enga :ed in transmission of passengers or goods 
between Canton and Hongkong, may, if permitted bv the Customs* anthoritios, load 
and discharg'3 at Canton.

EIVEE STEAMER REGULATIONS. 

I. — On entering port, masters of river steamers must have tiieir import manifests; 
in readiness to hand to the customs' officer who will board the vessel on arrival. For 
cargo to he discharged at Whampoa a separate manifest will be required to be banded 
to the customs' officer at that place. ""^"^ 

The customs must in all cases be furnished with import manifest before any cargo^ 
can bi diaeharged. 

II. — Consignees are not required to make application to the customs fot" 
permission to remove consignments from the steamers, but all goods imported in such 
vessels must, on being discharged, be taken for examination to the customs jetty. 

III. — All imports for shipment by river steamers must be sent to the customa'' 
jetty for exnmination, on which a permit to ship will be granted, 

IV. — Manifests of cargoes exported must be handed to the customs' officer on tbe 
return trip of the steamers. 

V. — River stea?ners must not land or ship cargo at any other place in the river 
than Canton and Whampoa. Any breach of these regulations respecting the ship* 
ment or discharge of goods exposes such goods to seizure and confiscation. 

VI. — The Custom-house is open for the transaction of business from 10 a.m. to 4 
P.M., and the river steamer office from sunrise to sunset, Sundays and holidays exceptedL. 

All a]:>plications regarding customs' business should be addressed to the Conw 
missioner of Customs," Office of Maritime Customs, Canton. 



CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 

I. — Masters must deposit their ship's papers and manifest with their Consul (if 
they have no Consul, with the customs), within 48 hours after entering the port, n 

II. — The import manifest must contain a true account of the nature of tne carro 
on board, and must be handed to the customs before any application to break biuk 
can be attended to. 
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III. — Tbe import manifest having boen received and ship's papers duly lodged 
witli the Consul or the customs, pt^rmils to land goods will be granted, on the receipt 
of applications specifying the number of packages, with their marks, weigi)t, quantity, 
and such like particulars. 

IV. — Before shipment of goods, permits to ship must in like manner be obtained. 

V. — Cargo for which a permit has been issued, but which cannot be received on 
board, must be brought to the custom-house jetty for examination before being 
re-landed. 

VI. — When a vessel has received, on boar J the whole of her outward cargo, the 
•«\j8toms must be furnished with an export maniffst. 

VII. — After examiniition of goods, consignees or shippers will be supplied with a 
memo., for which early application should be made, of the duti* s payable. 

They may then pay in the account to the Hai Kwan Bank or receiving oflBce, 
^en they will be furnished with a duty receipt in Chinese, which they must bring to 
the customs. 

Import duties are due upon the landing of the goods, and export duties on their 
sliipTBeiit. Amendment in respect of weig.it or value must be made within 24 hours 
after^he lan<ling or shipment of the goods. 

VIIL — On application being made for the cust )ms' clearance, if the customs are 
Birtisfied that the import and export manifest are correct, and that all dues and duties 
have been paid, the clearance will be issued. 

IX. — In all cases of trans iiipment, application must be made for a tranship permit 
Goods transhipped before receipt of such permit are liable to confiscation. 

X, — Cargo boats conveyins: gooJs from Canton to Wbampoa for shipment there, 
muet be taken for examination to tbe customs' jetty, before the goods can bo put on 
board the ship. On arrival at Whampoa, their permits must be exhibited at the 
Floating Custom-house, for countersignature; in like manner the permit of cargo 
l)oats conveying goods to Canton from ships at Whampoa must be countersigned at 
-Ihe Wbampoa Floating Custom-house, and on arrival at Canton they must repair to 
the customs jetty for examination. 



The Port of Kiung-chow, which is commonly called Hoi-how by Foreigners in 
•China, is not known by that name in Hainan, but is called there Haik*ao, a fact 
which it is well for a captain of a vessel to bear in mind. Tbe captain of a vessel 
starting from Haik'ao for Pak-hoi ought, before weighing anchor, to asct rtain the 
condition of the tidal current which runs East and West and vice versa with great 
iorce in the Hainan Straits, and in bis subsequent navigation to make due allowance 
fep its eff« ct. 

It is the simplest nnd safest plan to leave in the evening and to steer from the 
tseutre ol the Hainan Straits West till Haik^ao is 30 miles distant, so as to keep 
aVfcsolutely clear of any danger oS Cape Caiiie. 

Having gone thus far, a course N.W. J W. for 34 miles and then a course North 
for 30 miles further oujht to bring a steamer about daylight to the first land, 
namely the small island called on the charts Cbayune, but known to Chinese as 
Ch'ieh Yang. This island, wbich is high and bold, li^^s about 34 miles S.S.E. oflF 
Kuan-tow Head in Lat. 20^ 54 ^ N. and Long. 109 13 ^ E. About 7 mib s to the 
N.W. of it is the island of Wei-chow, called on the charts Guiechow. Though larger 
in area, tbe latter islau'l is much k ss elevateJ than Ch'ieh Yanor (Cbayune). To 
the E.N.R of Wei-chow (Guie-chow), where there is a Catholic Missionary resident, 
i. coral reef extends for about a mil*. After passing Cb'ieh Yang (Chayunt ) about 
J mile to the East of it in 9 or 10 fat'ioms and keeping well clear of the re f oflF 
Wei-ehow (Guie-chow), a course to N.N.W. will lead to Kwan-tow Head, which will 
jBwke as an island.

SAILING DIRECTIONS. 
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There are 5 fathoms of waUr within ^ of a mile of this headland. Betwem-i^ 
the island of Ch'ieh Yang (Chayune) and Kuan-tow Head innumerable heaTj 
fishing stakes exist, which render it a very imprudent thing for a vessel to attempt^ 
to navigate this distance after dark. 

Kuan-tow Head is a bold t eadland 390 feet high, forming the western extremity 
of a narrow peninsula of which the nortliem extremity is the pr(»jectini» beach oa 
which the village of 1 i-kok, one of the limits of the Pak-hoi anchorage, is built. To 
enter the harbour after having reached about | of a mile to the West of Kuan-taw~ 
Head, a vessel should steer tor the Norti.ern end of the fishing stakes which will, 
now be en to the N.E. planted athwart the entrance of the harbour in tiers run- 
ning N.N.W. from the village of Ti kok for a distance of 830 yards, taking care no* 
to get into less water tL an 3 failioms, as a sand spit runs out in a N.E. direction.^ 
from the N.N.W. point of the H a*! ; at the satire time a vessel must not go too farr 
off, as there is a sandbank running East and West to the N. of the fishing stakes.. 
The fishing stakes can be passed close al -njside (some in fact occupy the deepest" 
part of the channel), after which a course East I y South for a short distance takea 
a vespel to her anchorage. 

Thert* is a detached hill to the East of Kuan tow Head 130 feet high, known aa 
Ti-kok Hill. When this hill bears South-W^st and the Northern end of the fishings 
stakes bears West J N^rth, ^ood anchorage will be found in 4| fathoms at low water* 

The tides at Pak-hoi are not regular. There is as a rule only one tide in thft- 
24 hours, which varies in its rise and fall from eight feet to seventeen feet. 

The soundings from Haik'ao to Pak-hoi are regular and by attention to^ha. 
lead notice of approach to land will be given in ample time to avoid accident. 

As the positions oF Ch'ieh Tan^ (Chayune) Weichow (Guie-cbow) and Kuan.^ 
tow Head were incorrectly Lid down in thee Id charts, care ought to be taken>tov 
use cliart No. 2062 Admiralty, corrected up to March, 1872, on information furnishecE 
by Captain Crckf r, of the lAna-feng. The position of the village of Ti-kok is Lat;.- 
21*=^ 28^ N. and Long. 109*=^ 5' 5'' E. The anchorage at Pak-hoi is good and safe 
in any weather. 

It is protected on the North by a sandbank having a few feet of wa'er at Xomr 
tide. This bank lies in the direction E.N.E. and extends for about \\ miles^ on^ 
either side of the stakes, passing the Northern extremity at a distance of about; 9i 
yards. 

On the South and East, the anchorage is protected by the sea beach. The^ 
exposed side faces the West, but it is stated that there is no force in the Westerij 
winds here. Ti.e holding ground, which consists of mud and sand, is good. The 
entire space to the North-West, North, and North-East of the Sandbank forming the 
Northern boundary of the anchorage as far as the opposite sea-shore, which is some 
8 or 9 miles distant, is taken up by lines of sandbanks, generally running East and 
West, some of which are exposed at low water. It is only possible for junks to ^ 
navigate this part of tho bay.

EEGULATIONS FOR COASTING STEAMERS. 

I. — The agent or agents of each British steamer or line of steamers engaged m. 
the Coasting Trade between Poochow and Hongkong and intermediate ports, will be. 
required to give a bond as gtutrantee for the due observance by them of the Treaty and 
Io:?al Regulation 8. 

II. — After any such steamer has been reported at the Consulate office, and her 
papers lodged according to the usual form, it will not be necessary (unless she has to- 
renew her tonnage dues certificate) that she should again be formally reported £oe

four months; but whenever she enters the port her arrival must be notifiod at the

rV.— The fee for every entry as a " coasting steamer shall be $12. 

V. — It will be incurabi nt on the a^ent or master of a coastinc^ steamer," under 
% penalty of $25, to notify at the Consulate office within one hour after her arrival 
should it be during <'aylight, or before 8 a.m. should it be dark, the hour at which it 
is intended to dt s|>atch every such steamer. And should any steamer eni/agedinthe 
Coasting Tiade drpart previous to the hour for which she has been circulated (aucb 
time to be taken from the clock in the Consulate office) a fine of $50 will be inflicted. 



AMOY. 



CUSTOMS* EEGULATIONS. 

I. — The limits of the port are defined within lines drawn from the Southeni- 
«DOst point of Amoy island South-eastward to the nearest island ; and thence in the 

. "direction of the high pag( da, to the point of Lam-ta«'-hoo Hill; and from the North- 
vernmost point of Amoy island to the opposite point on the mainland. 

II. — The shipment and discharge of cargo can only be carried on in the inner 
harbour between Kulangsoo and Amoy : Northern and Scuthem limits. The 
authorised Customs* jetties for the examination, hinding, and shipment of goods, aie 
those known as the Kang-ah-kow and Custom-house wharv« s. 

III. — Masters of merchant vessels u.ust deposit their ships' papers and import 
manifest with their Consul (if they have no Consul, with the Customs) within 4?8 hours 
.after entering the port. 

IV. — The import manifest must contain a true account of the nature of the 
K»rgo on board, and must be handed to the Customs, signed by the master, before 
:any application to break bulk can be attended to. 

y. — The landing and discharging of cargo must be carried on within the limits 
<of the inner anchorage, as defined in Eule II., can only take place between sunrise 
^nd sunset, and cannot go on, without special |>ermission, on Sundays and holidays 
Cargo-boate employed for the shipment or landing or merchandise cannot make use 
of other jetties than those specified in Eule II. 

VL — When ready to discharge cargo, the consignee must send to the Customs 
an application in Chinese (and English), giving fud particulars of the cargo to he 
discharged, when he will be furnished with a permit to remove his consi;,^nment from 
.the ship by which it is imported, and to place the same in a cargo-boat. The cargo- 
>baat must then repair to one of the authorised jetties, in onler that the goods mar 
1x5 examined and assessed for duty. A " Customs' memo." will th 'reon be issued, to 
be taken to the bank by the consignee, who, upon payment of the duty tterein noted, 
will be supplied with a "Duty Eeceipt." Upon the presentation at the oflSce of 
^Customs of the duty receipt, a "Duty-paid Order" will be issued. The goods 
imported may then be removed from the Customs jetty and placed in the merchant's 
.godown. 

VII. — In the case of goods to be shipped, the shipper must send them to one of 
the authorised jetties for examination, with an application in Chinese (and English) 
for a permit to ship, containing all necessary particulars. The goods will then be ex- 
,4tmined, and a "Customs' memo." issued, and on the production at the office of the 
" D uty E eceipt," a " Duty-paid Order" will be issued, authorising ibo shipment. 

Vni. — Cargo for which a shipment permit has been issued, but which cannot be 
received on board, must be brought to one of the authorised jetties for examination 
. before being re-landed. 

IX.— No.toranshipment can take place without special written permission. 
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X. — Drawback, exemption, or coast tra'^e duty certificates will be issued simul-^ 
taneously with the permit for the shipment of the goods covered by them. Exemption 
or coast trade duty c rtificates for goods imported must be presented simultaneously 
with the consignee's application for the permit to land. 

XI. — Before application is made for the "Customs' clearance," the export manifest, 
signed by the master, must be handed in. All dues and duties having been |>aid, the 
clearance will be issued. 

N.B. — The office of Customs is open for tbe transaction of business from 10 a.m. 
to 4 P.M. 

Applications regarding Customs' business should be addressed to " The Com- 
missioner of Customs." 



HARBOUE REGXJLATIONS. 

The following Regulations are approved by the Consuls representing Treaty 
Powers at the fort, and are instituted for the order and security of foreign shipping: — • 

I. — Vessels on er tering the harbour must stop above or below the shipping, until 
the Harbour-Master has assigned them a berth. Masters to moor their vessels with 
as little delay as possible. 

IL — Each vessel will moor in the beith allotted to her, with from thirty to forty 
fathoms of chain on each cable, or more, if the Harbour-Master thinks necessary. 

in. — Vesstls shall rig in jib and spanker booms, and top or brace up lower and 
top-sail yards. 

rV. — No ballast to be thrown overboard in the harbour without special permissioa 
from the Harbour-Master. 

V. — No pitch, or other inflammable substance, to be boiled on board any ship in 
the harbour. Spirits or other inflammable liquids to be drawn oflFby daylight. The 
use of artificial light for such purpose is forbidden. 

VI. — Vessels unprovided with a fire engine must have a bucket fitted with a 
lanyard for each man on board, before a berth can be assigned them. 

Vn. — Vessels to keep a clear hawse, and to have more chain on deck when bad 
weather is apprehended. 

Vin. — No boat^!, warps, or lines to be made fast to any of the beacons or buoys. 
No warps or lines to be run out from dusk till daylight; and when such are in use 
during the day, a look out must be kept to slack or let go when passing vessels or 
boats require it. Boats moored astern of ships to be within a reasonable distance of 
the vessel, so as not to hinder passage. 

IX. — Lights to be carried on the extreme starboard fore-yard-arm, if required by 
the Harbour-Master. 

X. — Vessels not to anchor in that part of the harbour kept clear for steamers. 
XL — No fire-arms to be discharged within the limits of the harbour without 

special notification from the Consul to the Customs; and if the vessel has no Consul 
to refer to, without express permission from the Commissioner of Customs. 

XII. — Power is vested in the Harbour-Master to make bye-laws, which, in his 
experience of the requirements of the port, he may think desirable, — publicity to which 
bye-laws will be given by posting them in the Custom-house for general information. 

Xm. — The Regulations do not modify or a£Eect any obligation or right of vessels^ 
under the laws of seas and rivers, recognised by civilized nations. 

XIV. — A breach of any of these Regulations shall be visited with a penalty not 
exceeding one hundred dollars, which shall be inflicted on the offender by the Consul 
of the nation to which such offender belongs, provided such a nation be a Treatj 
Power, otherwise by the Superintendent of Customs. 

Notice to Mabikebs. 
The Buoys marking the dangers in the harbour of Amoy have been painted 
according to the rule in use by the British Admiralty and Trinity Board, viz. : — ^to 
mark the starboard side of channels entering by black or red buoys only, the poet «cl%, 
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of channels entering by black or red buoys chequered, vertically striped with white, 
and middle ground by horizontally striped buoys. 

Kellet Spit, north end, formerly marked by a striped buoy, is now marked bj a 
Ted buoy. 

Coker Rocks, formerly marked by a red buoy, are now marked by a vertically j 
striped red and white buoy. Tbis buoy has been placed about 20 fathoms to the 
E.S.E. of the shoalest patch, in ord< r to guard vessels against ledges of rock, with 15 , 
feet water, found to exist in that direction, and it may be passed close to on the port 
hand when f ntering the harbour. The sh( ah st patch, or pinnacle of the Coker ; 
Eocks, has a floating beacon on it until further not ce. 

New Rock, in north part of harbour, and Brown's Rock are marked by horizon- 
tally striped buoys. 

In case any of these buoys are lest or moved, tie position will as soon as possible 
be markt d by a flag-boat or floating b aeon.

FOOCHOW. 

The liniits of the port of l?oochow extend from the Wantee or City Bridge to the 
Kinpae Pass. 

Any appeal from the decision of the Vice-consul at Pagoda Island is required to 
be forwarded undtr flying st al, through the Vice-consul, or to the Consul at Foochow. 



TAIWAN. 

Masters of vessels frequenting this port shall be required to send in every day 
to the Consul a list of the names of tl e men to whom they give permission to go on 
shore, and shall allow none to go on shore except those included in the list. It shall 
be competent to the Consul to proi il»it leave being given to the men of any vessel to | 
come ashore if he shall think fit so to do. 



TAMSUI AND KELUNG. 

The limits of the port of Tamsui are defined to be from Sand Point in a straight 
line beanng N.N.E. to the Eed Fort. 

The limits of the port of Kelung ar3 defijied to be within a straight line drawn 
firom Image Point to Bush Island. 



NINGPO. 

The port of Ningpo is construed to include any portion of the Tang or Ningpo 
river contained within a line from the nortl em extremity of the Chinhai promontorr, 
called by the Chinese Chaou-pau shan, to the islet known variously as the Inner 
Triangle, the Pasytn island, and the Hoo-tsun-shan. And a second line running 
from the said islet to the northern bas»^ of the hill on the eastern side of the mouth 
of the Yang river, known as Look-out Hill. 



CUSTOMS EEGXJLATIONS. 

I. — The port shall be considered to have been ent(Ted by any vessel that has crossed 
the line supposed to be drawn from the Chaou pau-shan to the Kin-shanat Chinbae. 

II. — On entering the port tide-wailCTS will be placed on board. 

III. — The limits within which the shipment and discharge of cargo can take 
place, are the British cemetery, the bridge of boats, and the salt gate ferry. A vessel 
having once anchored within these limits must not change her position before obtaining 
permission to do so from the Customs. 

IV. — Vessels must, within forty-eight hours after entering the port, deposit witb 
ihe Consul their papers and manifest. If there be no Consul, they must be deposited 
^5th the Customs. 
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V. — Manifests must be signed by the masters of vessels, and must contain all 
particulars, ^quantity, marks, and numbers, &c., &c., and any changes must be made 
within twenty^four hours. 

VI. — Landing and discliarging of cargo or ballast can only take place between 
sunrise and sunset, and cannot go on without special permission on Sundays and 
holidays. 

VII. — When ready to discharge cargo, the con8i::n:e must send to the customs an 
application in Chinese (and English) giving particulars of the goods to be discharged, 
on which he ^ill be furnished with a permit to remove his consignment from the ship 
by which imported, and place the same on board a cargo-boat ; the cargo-boat must 
then repair to the customs* jetty in order that the goods may be examined and assessed 
for duty : a customs memo, will thereon be issued, which the consignee must take to 
the Hnikwan Bank, when, on payment of the duty as noted in the customs* memo., 
he will be supplied with a receipt; this receipt he must then take to the office of 
customs, in return for which he will be handed a " Duty-paid order," upon which he 
may remove his consignment from the customs' jetty and place it in his godown. 

VIII. — In the case of goods to be shipped, the shipp«^r must send them to the 
customs' jetty t r examination, with an application in Chinese (and English) for permit 
to ship, containing all necessary particulars ; and must at the same time hand in the 
barrier pass, showing that the goods have paid transit du s. The goods will then be 
examined and customs memo, issued, and on production at the office of tbe bank 
receipt, a Duty-paid order" will be issued, upon which shipment may lake placp. 

IX. — Goods "shut out** must be taken to the customs' jetty for examination 
before being re-landed. 

X. — Before application being made for the customs* clearance, the export manifest 
must be handed in to the customs. 

XI. — No transhipment can take place without special written permission. 

XII. — Drawback and exemption certificates will be issued simultaneously with 
the permit for the shipment of the goods covered by them, and exemption certificates 
for goods duty paid at other ports must be presented simultaneously with application 
for penuit to land. 

XIII. — Foreign vessels are prohibited from throwing ballast into the rivtr, under 
a penalty of fifty taels. 

XIV. — The firing of arms of any kind is strictly prohibited, under a penalty of 
fifty taels. 

XV. — Any infringement of the above rules will entail the enforcement of the 
penalties provided for by the treaty. 

The Custom-house is open for the transaction of business from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m., 
Sundays and holidays excepted. 

All applications regarding customs' business should be addressed to the 
Commissioner of Customs. 

Vessels arriving at Ningpo will have their berths appointed for them. To rig 
in flying jib and jib-booms, and not to rig them out until clear of the shipping. To 
top up lower yards. Vessels to moor in line and keep a clear junk channel on the 
east and west sides of tbe river. Vessels* boats towing astern at risk of the vessel. 
To keep a clear channel. To moor clear of line of buoys. 



RIVER STEAMER REGULATIONS. 
Fob Vessels Runnino Daily Between Ningpo and Shanghai. 

I. — Due notice shall be given to the Commissioner of Customs of intention to 
establish a steamer on the line. 

II. — Bnmediately after the steamer is anchored, her papers, with an import 
manifest, are to be lo<lged with the Commissioner of Customs, who will return them 
at the time of clearance, if the export manifest is found to be in order, together with 
the grand chop, which shall serve for port clearance. 
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Manifests shall contain a full and true account of all cargo on board, and such 
particulars as will enable the customs to identify goods in case of re-exportation. 

III. — Steamers shall not discharge cargo, nor allow passengers with their baggage 
to leave the ship until boarded by a customs' oflScer. 

IV. — It is allowable for daily steamers on arrival, after being boarded by the 
customs' officer, to discbarge their cargo into boats alongside, pending the issue of 
permits by the customs, but the cargo-boats so loaded shall not leave tie ship's 
side until the permit is rec- ived on board the steamer. 

V. — Steamers slopping at Chinl ai to take or land passeni^ers, shall only do so 
opposite tlie customs jetty, and no goods or cargo whatever shall be shipped or 
difecharged there without special permission from the customs. 

VI. — Any steamer wilfully inf tinging these regulations shall be suhject tothe with- 
drawal of the " River steamer" privileges, as well as to all penalties according to treaty. 



SHANGHAI. 



HARBOUR REGULATIONS. 

I. — Vessels shall allow themselves to be berthed by the Harbour Master, within 
the recognised limits ol the loading and discharging anchorai^e, and in berthing a 
vessel the Harbour Muster shall comply as far as possible with the request of the 
master, consignee, or supercargo, as to her position. 

II. — Vessels shall, on being berthed, riy^ in jib and spanker booms, and top or 
brace up lower and topsail yards, except when actually needed for hoisting cargo. 

III. — Vessels shall be moored and with a swivel, unless their tonnage be under 
200 tons. If desired, the Harbour Master will furnish a swivel at a small charge, 
which if disputed, will be determined by the Ccnsul of the nation to which the vessel 
belonofs. 

IV. — Vessels shall be allowed to lash alongside jetties, if desired by the owner, 
master, or consignees. 

V. — A sufficient channel shall always be kept o['en for vessels to pass up or down 
the anchorage. 

VI. — Should the Harbour Master not be at hand to berth the vessel on her 
entrance into the anchorage, she will be expected to berth herself, as much in accord- 
ance with these Regulations as possible. 

VEI. — These Regulations do not modify or affect any of the obligations or rights 
of vessels under the laws of seas and rivers recognised by civilized nations. 

VIII. — A breach of any of these Regulations shall be visited with a penalty not 
exceeding ono hundred taels Shanghai sycee, which shall only be inflicted on the 
offender by the Consul of the nation to which such offender belongs, provided such 
nation be a Treaty Power. 



CUSTOMS* REGULATIONS. 

I. — The port is limited by a line drawn from Paou-shan Point to the Battery on 
the right Bank of the river below Woosung. 

II. — Customs' officers will board ships entering the port, and examine them after 
clearance outwards. 

in. — The ancboragje is between the Teen-how Temple and the new or lower 
Dock.* No vessel must move from her berth without express permission. 

IV. — Masters must deposit their ship's papers and manifest with their Consul 
(if they have no Consul, with ti e Customs) within forty-eight hours after entering 
the port. For failing to do this, they aro liable to fine. 

♦ The outer limit h&s be«n enlarged to the Harbour Mastor's hulk Nqopnhi. The inner limit ha» been enlnrged to a 
line mnniug west to east from the house under the city wall formally occupied by Mr. Culberteon. 
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V. — The manifest must contain an aecoant of the marks, numbers, and contents 
of every package on board. For exhibiting a false manifest, the master is liable to 
fine. jErrors must be corrected on the daj on which the manifest is handed in to the 
Customs. If any portion of the cargo be for re-exportation, it must be so eutered 
upon the manifest; goods found on board not specified in the manifest are liable to 
cocfiscation. 

VI. — Neither cargo nor ballast can be shipped or unshipped, exc pt within the 
limits of the anchorage, and between sunrise and sunset on all days, Sundays and 
holidays excepted. 

VII. — When a vessel is entered and her manifest received, the consignees of her 
cargo band in to the Customs their Applications to Land, These must give the 
number of packages, with their marks, weight, quantity, and other such like particulars 
and be accompanied by their delivery orders. The delivery orders will be stamped 
and returned to the consignees, who may then land their consignments. If cargo be 
unshipped without such delivery orJer duly stamped, it is liable to confiscation, and 
the master to fine. 

Vni. — Whr^n the whole of the inward cargo is discharged, the vessel is examined 
by a Customs* officer. Shippers may then hand in to the Customs their Applicatiom 
to Shipy which must, as in the case of the Application to Land, give full particulars, 
and be accompanied by their shipping orders. The shipping orders will be stamped 
by the Customs and returned to the shippers, who may then slup their goods. Goods 
shipped, or water-borne to be shipped, without such shipping order duly stamped, are 
liable to confiscation, and the master of the vessel receiving them on board is liable 
to fine. 

IX. — Cargo which cannot be received on board must not be re-landed, until it 
has first been examihed at the Custom-house jetty. 

X. — When the loadins: of a vessel is completed, a manifest of her outward cargo 
must be handed in to the Customs by the master or consignee. It must contain an 
account of the particular marks, numbers and contents of every package on board. 
For exhibiting a fal>e manifest, the master is liable to fine. 

XI. — Goods cannot be placed in a cargo-b: at, cr leave the shore, or be landed, 
except at the autliorized jetties, between sunrise and sunset on all days, Sundays and 
holidays excepted. 

Xn. — Goods transhipped without special permission are liable to confiscation, 
and the masters to fine. 

XIII. — All cargo-boats must be registered at the Custom-house, and must have 
their respective numbers conspicuously painted on them, in English and Chinese 
characters. Without si>ecial permission no cargo can be landed or shipped, except in 
a car(?o-boat duly registered and numbered. 

XTV. — Consignees or shippers should apply as early as possible for a Customs' 
memo, of the duties payable by them. When they have paid the amount into the 
Hai-kwan bank or Receiving office, a duty r^c apt in Chinese will be given Ihem, 
which they must exchange at the Custom-house for a printed receipt in English ; the 
latter must be returned to the Custom-house by the consignee of the vessel when he 
desires to clear her. 

Import duties are due upon the landing of the goods ; Export duties on the 
shipment of the goods. Amendment in respect of weight or values must be made 
within twenty-four hours after the landing or shipment of the goods. 

Tonnage dues are payable when the ship has been forty-eight hours in port, or 
when any cargo has been shipped or unshipped, 

XV. — When a vessel's clearance is applied for, her stamped delivery and shipping 
orders are examined, and if they are found in order, and the Customs are satisfied of 
the correctness of the inward and outward manifests, and that the whole of the dues 
and duties have been paid, the clearance is i^isued, and the vessel is entitled to receive 
back her papers, and to leave the port. 

XVI. — Exemption certificates are granted on foreign goods re-exported to a 
Chinese port. 
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XVn. — Drawback certificates are granted on foreign goods re-exported to & 
foreign country, within twelve months from their importation upon the production of 
satisfactory eridence as to their port of destination.* 

XVm. — The Custom-house is open for the receipt and issue of all necessary 
papers from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. on all days, Sundays and holidaysf excepted. 

All applications whatever regarding Customs' business should be addressed to 
the Commissioner of Customs, Office of Maritime Customs, Shanghai. 

CHINKIANG. 

PORT REGULATIONS. 

Ist. — For junks and all sailing craft (except lorchas) not being square-rigged, 
the portion of the river on the Chinkiang side between Golden Island and the Kan- 
lu-sze, old Consular Hill. 2nd, for lorchas and square-rigged vessels and steamers 
that portion of the river above described, but including also the northern bank. A 
steamer trading on the river under licence from the Customs authorities need not be 
reported at the Consulate by the master ; provided that the agent or consignee of 
such steamer shall, within 36 hours after her arrival (unless a Sunday or holiday 
intervene), hand into the Consulate; Ist. a manifest of cargo exported or imported: 
2nd, a list of all passengers (not Chinese) embarked or disembarked. 

No boarding-house or tavern shall be established either on the north bank of the 
river or without the limits of the Rritish Concession. 

Rafts under the British flag coming to the pot t of Chinkiang shall be reported 
by the foreigner in charge within 24 hours of their arrival. The following reports 
will be required : — A manifest of the raft, contersigned by the agent or consignee ; 
a list of persons other than Chinese employed on the raft, signed by the consignee; 
a list of all passengers, not, Chinese, biought down by the raft, signed by the 
consignee. 

The foreigner or foreigners in cbarge of rafts, shall, during their stay in port, 
report themselves once every three days to the officer in charge of Her Majesty's 
Consulate. They shall also give 24 hours' notice of intended departure, specifying 
destination and mode of conveyance. 

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 

I. — For the shipment and discharge of cargo, merchant vessels shall anchor in 
the vicinity of the Customs* hulk, above Silver and below Golden Islands. 

II. — Cargo-boats must be registered at the Customs, and their numbers must be 
conspicuously painted on them in English and Chinese characters. 

III. — The landing and shipment of car^^o can only take place between sunrise 
and sunset, and cannot go on without sp* cial permission on Sundays or holidays. 

Upon application, river steamers, arriving before midnight, will be permitted 
to land and ship car<>o during the night. 

Goods landed or shipped without a permit will be confiscated. 

rV. — Cargo for which a shipment permit has been issued, but which cannot be 
received on board, must await Customs examination before being re-landed. 

V. — River steamers excepted, merchant vessels must complete the discharging of 
the import cargo before commencing to receive on board exports. 

VI. — Sea-going ships, Ningpo boats, lorchas, and such like craft, together with 
steamers not plying under the Shanghai river steamer pass, must be reported by the 
Consul on arrival at Chinkiang, and must lodge with the customs a manifest of the 
cargo on board ; the permit to open hatches will then be issued. 

Consignees of goods upon presenting, in Chinese and English, applications con- 
taining all necessary particulars, — such as denomination of goods, number of pack^e&, 

♦ Drawback eertiiicatea are also granted, when applied for, initead of Exemption oertiflcatesy on foreign fooda 

re-exported to a Chinese port. 
T The Holidays which it has hitherto been the coatom to observe, are — The Foreign (Gregorian) New Yott^a iaj ; 
the Chineae New Year's day, the day preceding, and the two daya following ; Good Friday ; and Chria^iiM day. 
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marks, numbers, woights, value, &c., will be supplied with permits authorising the 
discharge of their consignmeots into cargo-boats, after which the goods will be ex- 
amined and customs' memos, issued for the payment of duties. Upon the production 
of the hank rec ipts, permission will be granted to land the goods. 

Exemption and coast trade duty certificates should be presented to the Customs 
simultaneously with tlie consignees* application for a discharge permit. 

VII. — Goods for export will be examined by the customs upon the receipt of 
applications for shipment permits, giving all necessary particulars, and made out in 
Chinese and English. After the examination, a customs' memo, will be issueil, and 
upon the production of the bank receipt the shipment peimit will be granted. 

VIII. — In the case of vessels arriving from, and about again to proceed to, sea, 
the landing and shipment of cargo having been completed, all dues and duties having 
been paid, and the manifest of the export cargo having been handed to the customs, 
the customs* clearance will be issued upon which the vessel may receive back her 
papers and proceed on her voyage. 

In the case of vessels arriving in Chinkiang from s *a, and about to proceed to 
Kiukiang or Hankow, the landing; and shipment of cargo having h^en completed, all 
dues and duties having been paid, and a manifest of the cargo placed on board at 
Chinkiang having been handed to the customs, the clearance will be issued, and, upon 
the application of the Consul who holds the ship's papers, or of the con<igneL», in the 
event of the papers having been lodged with the cust oms, the ship's hatches will be 
sealed, and the " Chinkiang pass " will be granted, upon which the vessel may leave 
the anchorage on her voyage up the river. 

In the case of vessols arriving at Chitikiang from Hankow or Kiukiang, and about 
to proceed to sea, the clearances issued by the Hankow and Kiukiang customs, toge- 
ther with a manifest of the cargo on board, must ba handed in to the Chinkiang 
customs, when upon the surrender of the Cliinkiang pass, the customs' clearance 
(grand chop) will be issued, and the vessel will be at liberty to receive back her 
papers and proceed to sea. 

IX. — River steamers plying under the " River steamer pass," arriving at Chin- 
kiang, whether bound up or down the river, shall exhibit that document to the Chin- 
kiang customs. 

In the case of steamers having on board cargo to be discharged at Chinkiang, 
the cargo certificate issued at the port of shipment and addressed to the Chinkiang 
customs, together with the manifest signed by the master, should be handed to the 
boarding tide-surveyor, who will thereupon issue a general discharge permit. 

Morchand so arriving in excess of the quantity noted in the cargo certificates will 
be confiscated. 

X. — Goods for export by river steamers must pay before shipment the full export 
and the half import or coast trade duty. 

Applications for shipment permit must be made out in Chinese and English ; 
and must &j)ecify the place at tahichthe goods are to be landed, their denomination, number 
of packages, marks, numbers, weight, value, &c. : after the examination of the goods, 
the customs* memo, will be issued, and, upon the production of the Bank receipt, the 
shipment p*'rmit will be granted. 

XI. — Steamers neither landing nor shipping cargo may proceed on their voyage 
after the inspection, by the customs, of the river pass. 

Steamers that have cargo to land or ship, having completed the landing and ship- 
ment, and all dues and duties havin g been paid, the master of the steamer should' 
notify the same to the tidewaiter on board ; upon the receipt of the export manifest, 
the certificate will be issued and the river pass will be returned. The steamer may 



Xn. — In the case of native craft owned or chartered by foreigners, permits for 
the shipment of cargo will not be granted until after the issue by the customs, on the 
application of the Consul, of a special junk pass. Similarly, discharge permits will 
not be granted to such vessels arriving at Chinkiang until the special junk pass shall 
have been handed to the customs through the Con^iul. 



then procoi^d on her voyage. 
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Bonds for junks dei)osited by parties not agents of mercantile firms heretofore 
established in China must be entered into by such parties with two suflBcient sureties. 

N.B. — The office will be open for the transaction of g neral business from 10 a.m. 
. to 4 P.M., Sundays and holidays excepted. 

The tide-surveyor will be on duty for the inspection of the papers of steamers 
that have not to discharge or ship cargo, on all days, from daylight in the morniug 
until midnight. 

Communications regarding Customs' business, together with appplications for 
junk bonds, should be addressed to the Commissioner of Customs. 



KlUKIANG. 

I. — The limits of the anchorage for ordinary vessels are from the West end of the 
City Wall to Lung-kai Creek. 

II. — Steamers trading r* gularly on the river under licence from the Chinese 
Customs, and not remaining in port above 24 hours, and sailing vessels, provided 
they do not break bulk or remain in p »rt more than 24 hours, are not required to 
dejx)8it their pa|>er8 with summary of manifest under General Regulation No. III. 

III. — Vessf xo having on board more than 2001b8. of explosive or combustible 
material must anchor at a distanc e of not less than one mile from the Foreign Settle- 
ment and from the Native City. 



HANKOW. 

The limits of the anc'iora^e at Hankow are as follows : — 

S:;uth : Within lines drawn frt)m the Pagoda on the summit of the hill on the 
Hanyang sid*^ to thf Hanyang gate of the Wuchang city on the opposite bank of the 
river. 

North: Below the Briti>h coi.cession ground from its boundary limit across to 
the opj»osite bank of the river to the Custom-house, called by the Chinese Wuchang. 



CHEFOO. 

The limits of the port of Chefoo (Yentai), in the district of Tang-chow-foo, are 
withm a line drawn from the Eastern end of the peninsula called Che-foo-tao, to the 
northern and eastern extremities of the Kungtung islands, and from them to the 
mainland. 



TIENTSIN. 

PORT REGULATIONS. 
Every British sailing vessel, whether intending to pass up the river to Tientsin 
or not, shall report at the Vice-Consulate at Taku, and lodge her papers there. 
Provided that, if a sailing vessel passes up the river to Tientsin she shcdl take up 
with her the ship's articles and deposit said docum ^nt at the Consulate at Tientsin ; 
said articles shall be handed back to the master when the vessel is about to return 
to Taku, where she shall receive her other papers and port clearance of the Vice- 
Consulate. 

British steamers bound for Tientsin shall not be required to report and lodge 
their papers at Taku, but may report and clear at Tientsin. Provided, that if a 
steamer bound for Tientsin remain for more than three hours at Taku, unless she can 
show reasonable cause for so doing, she shall report and lodge her papers at Her 
Britannic Majesty's Vice-Consulate there. 

Tl)e master of any vessel in the inner Taku anchorage shall be allowed 4f8 hours, 
and in the outer 72 hours, to deposit the ship's papers at the Vice-Consulate at the 
port.

GENERAL REGULATIONS. 



I. — The Consular Regiflations for the port of Tientsin, published by Acting 
Consul Gibson on the 27th October, 1863, are hereby repealed, sach of their provisions 
as are not intended to be abrogated being embodied in the present general legulations, 
and the said general regulations apply to the whole Consular District of Tientsin, 
including the outsort of Taku, and shall be binding upon all British subjects residing 
or being within the said Consular District of Tientsin. 

n. — Any British subject desiring to rent land from a Chinese proprietor outside 
the limits of the British settlement, shall in the first instance apply toH.B.M. Consul 
officially in wrii ing stating the name and surname of the Chiuese proprietor, and 
specifying by plan the locality, boundaries, and measurements in mow and square 
feet of the said land; and the said Consul will thereupon enquire whether any 
impediment exists to the renting of the said land, and if it be ascertained that no such 
imp» diment exists, the applicant may then settle with the Chinese proprietor the price 
and conditions of sale. Said applicant shall thereupon lodge with H.B.M. Consul 
the Chinese proprietor's deed of sale, in duplicate, accompanied by a plan clearly 
marking the boundaries of the said land, and containing a statement of the 
amount of land tax payable annually to the Chinese Government upon the said 
land. H.B.M. Consul shall then transmit the deeds to the Chinese local authorities 
for examinafioD, and, if the sale be regular, the said deeds will be returned to the 
Consul, duly sealed by the Chinesi? local authority, and the purchase mont y can then 
be paid. 

If there are graves or coffins on the land rented, their removal must be a matter 
of separate agreement. 

III. — All such conveyances or leases of land so purchased as aforesaid shall be 
regi.stered at the British Consulate, within one month from the time of the completion 
of the sale, under a penalty not exceeding $100 ; and all charges by way of mortgages 
made in the Consular District of Tientsin whether of a legal or equitable character, 
shall bo registered as is provided in Clause III. of the Local Land Regulations; 
otherwise such mortgage deed will not be allowed precedence over judgment or 
simple contract debts contracted before thp execution of said deed. 

IV. — AH transfers of land purchased by British subjects within the Consular 
District of Tientsin, but outside the limits of the British settlement, shall be made 
by the parties to the transfer, or their duly authorized representatives, in the presence 
of an officer of H.B.M. Consulate at Tientsin, or H.B.M. Vice-Consulate at Taku, and 
shall be registered at said Consulate, or Vice-Consulate, within one month of such 
traijsftr, under a penalty not oxc( eding $100. 

V. — No Bri»ish subject shall be allowed to establish any tavern, public-house, 
boarding house, or house of entertainment at Tientsin or Taku, or in the Consular 
district of Tientsin or Taku, without a licence from H.B.M. Consul or Vice-consul, 
and without paying the aimual licence fee in such behalf payable, and said licence 
shall be granted subject at any time to revocation, should it be proved that such house 
or tavern is improperly conducted, or that the imraates or frequenters thereof mis- 
conduct themselves or act in a disorderly manner. Persons convicted of a breach of 
this regulation shall be liable to a fine not excee<1ing $^00. 

VI. — All British vessels ent ring port shall anchor at Taku or Tientsin only in 
such places as the harbour- master, or other person duly authorised by the custom- 
house authorities, shall appoint, and whenever any one of the said vessels is about to 
leave port, shall hoist the blue peter at lea.st24 hours 1 efore the time appointt^d for 
her departure. Each breach of this regulation shall be punishable by a fine not ex- 
ceediuiT $50. 

VII. — Every British vessel shall show her colours on entering port, and keep 
theui hoisted until she has been reported, and her papers have been lodged at either 
the Vice-Consulate at Taku or the Consulate at Tientsin : and the master of every 
British vessel arriving at Taku, a steamer bound up the river of Tientsin excepted, 
shall deposit his ship's papers, together with a summary of the manifest of the cargo, 
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at H.B.M. Vice- Consulate of Taku, within 48 hours if in the inner anchorage, and 
within 72 if in the outer, unless a Sunday or holiday should intervene. Masters shall 
be liable to a penalty not exceeding 8200 for each breach of this regulation. 

VIII. — Every British sailing vessel, whether intendin<< to pass up the river to 
Tiei-itsin or not, shall report at the Vice-Consulate at Taku, and lodge her papers 
there. Provided that, if a sailing vessel passes up the river to Tientsin, she shall 
take up with her the " ship's articles," and deposit said document at the Consulate 
at Tientsin. Said articles shall be handed back to the master, when the vessel is 
about to return to Taku, where she shall receive her other papers and port clearance 
at the Vice-Consulate. 

IX. — British steamers bound for Tientsin shall not be required to report and lodge 
their papers at Taku, but may report and clear at Tientsin. Provided that if a steamer 
bound for Ti ntsiu remain 'for more than three hours at Taku, unless she can show 
reasonable cause for so doing, she shall report and lodge her papers at H.B.M. Vice- 
Consulate tliere, under a penalty not exceeding $200 for each breach of this regulation. 

X. — Should any vessel, the property of a British subject, but not provided with 
a certificate of registry or other recoornized pass, hoist the British ensien within the 
anchorages, or should she exhibit within such limits any flag so similar to the British 
ensign as not to be clearly distinguished from it, the master of such vessel shall be 
liable for every such oflFence to a penalty not exceeding $100. 

XI. — The discharge of guns and other firearms from British vessels in the 
anchorages is prohibited under a penalty not exceeding $50 for each offence. 

XII. — No British vessel laden with gunpowder, or other dangerous combustible 
materials, shall be allowed to anchor within one mile of the British settlement at 
Tientsin, under a penalty not exceeding $200. . . 

XIII. — Stones, ballast, or cinders shall not be thrown overboard from British 
vessels at Tientsin anchorage, under a penalty of $50 for every such offence, nor 
shall the bodies of seamen, or other persons dying on board British vessels in either 
the Tientsin or Taku anchorage, be thrown overboard, under a like penalty of $50 
for every such offence. . 

XIV. — All masters of British vessels shall, so far as English law permits, be 
held accountable for the conduct of their crews on shore, and shall not give their 
mates, engineers, or men leave to cro into the country either at Taku or Tientsin, 
without the express sanction of H.B.M. Consul or Vice-consul. Masters convicted 
of a breach of this regulation shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $100 for each 
offence, and should any such mate, engineer, or other member of the crew of a 
British vessel go into the country without the pormission of the said Consul or Vice- 
Consul he shall be liable to a fine of $100, or one month's imprisonment. 

XV. — No seaman or other person belonging to a British ship shall be discharjared 
or left hehind at this port without the express sanction of H.B.M. Consul or Vice- 
Consul, nor until reasonable security shall have been given for his maintenance and 
good behaviour whilp remaining on shore. If any such person aforesaid, being a 
British subject, be left at this port by a British vessel and be found requiring pui»hc 
relief prior to the departure of ihe said vessel from the dominions of the Emperor of 
China, then the owners of th" said vessel shall be held responsible for the ni vMJtenance 
and removal of the said British subject; Provided said owners should be within the 
jurisdiction of any of H.B.M, Consulates in Chi a. Provided always, that nothing in 
this clause shall be hel 1 to limit the responsibility of shipowners or shipmasters in 
respect of seamen or other persons which is cr may be incurred under the Merchant 
Shipping Act. 

XVI. — All fees and penalties leviable under thes*-^ general regulations, and under 
any additional gt^ueral regulations which may hereinafter be framed by H.B.M. Minister 
for the peace, order, and iiood crovernment of British subjects residing or being within 
the said Consular District of Tientsin, shall be summarily recoverable by H.B.M. 
Consul either by distress or impiisonraent, and the amounts so recovered shall be 
carri, d to the credit of H.B.M. Government, and shown in the quarterly account of 
H.B.M. C.aisulate or Vice-Consulate. 
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XVII. — The provisona of rule 23 of the Local Land Regulations shall in like 
manner be available for the purpose of convicting any person committing an offence 
against any of the p:eneral regulations. 

XVni. — A printed copy of these regulations, local and general, shall be affixed 
and at all times kept exhibited conspicuously in the public offices of H.B.M. Consul at 
Tientsin and Vice-consul at Taku, and no penalty shall bo enforced for any offence 
against any of the said regulations until the said regulations have been, so affixed and 
kept exhibited during a period of one month. Printed copies of these regulations 
shall moreover be provided and sold at H.B.M. Consulate at Tientsin at $1 per copy. 

XIX. — Her Majesty's Minister may at any time hereafter repeal or alter any or 
all of the local and land regulations and general regulations now made, should it at 
any time seem to him expedient or necessary so to do. 

NEWCHWANG. 

The limits of the port of Newchwang (Ying-tze) are as follows : — Commencing 
from the west of the Creek near the Fort and extending as far as the eastern limits 
of the British settlement. 

The limits of the port extend from the Lao-yeh-ko, or Central Temple, on the 
west to the eastern extremity of the British Concession. 
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PORT DUES. 

All vessels entering any of the open ports pay 8 cents per ton. 
The dues are payable on the Spanish equivalent of the registered tonnag<% which 
is as follows : — 

British and American 100 tons = 123 Spanish. 

German 100 tons = 92 Spanish. 

French 100 tons = 184 Spanish. 

Belgian and Dutch 100 tons = 163 Spanish. 

Russian 100 tons = 332 Spanish. 

Norwegian and Danish 100 tons = 333 Spanish. 



GENERAL ADMINISTRATION OF CUSTOMS. 

Rule I. — Masters of national or fort^ign vessels arriving at these islands from & 
foreign port will deliver their manifests to the visiting officer of the Customs on his 
arrival on board, under penalty of a fine of two hundred dollars. For all manifests 
not certified or attested to by the Spanish Consul of the port of their departure, a fine 
of one hundred dollars will be imposed ; and if the manifests are not extended in 
conformity with the first Rule of the Royal Older of the 1st July, 1859, a fine of 
twenty-five dollars will be demanded. 

Rule II. — The master or supercargo of every vessel is enjoined to be present at 
all the visits which may be made on board bv the preventive service of the port, on 
entering or leaving, and on loading or discharging, and he must sign the document 
or certificate of such visit as well as the commander of the carbineers who makes the 
visit and his accompanying witness. Should it not be possible for such master or 
supercargo to go through this formality, it will devolve on the officer next in rank to 
act in his stead. 

Rule. ni. — Masters of vessels arriving from foreign poits with any cargo on 
board are allowed 30 hours at Manila, and 48 at Cavite, after the entrance visit, to 
send in to the collector of Customs a manifest in triplicate, written in Spanish on plain 
paper and of uniform size, containing the name of the master, that of the ship, the 
number of Spanish tons burthen, the place whence the ship cones, a description by 
marks and numbers both in writing and in figures of each package of goods on board, 
the namps of the consignees, the weight, measurement, and kind of goods stowed in 
bulk, their names, with every distinctness, those of the goods to remain in transit on 
board, and those to be discharged; specifying if possible the articles to be left in bond 
and those for consumption, the provisions, spare stores, armament, and coals, in case 
the vessel be a steamer, and, finally a note stating that the vessel does not carry any 
other goods, and that none of those manifested are prohibited from fear of contagion. 
After which the master will affix his signature making himself answerable to the 
Custom-house for the correctness of the manifest. 

Rule IV. — If from stress of weather or other extraordinary cause, the master of 
a vessel may have been obliged, during the voyage, to throw overboard part of the 
cargo, a declaration to that effect must be made, and a spiecification will be required 
of the marks, numbers, and quantities, as far as possible, of the cargo so jettisonei^ 
and, if the Custom authorities demand it, tbe Log Book shall be presented to prov^ 
the facts. 
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Rule V. — Every master and supercargo subscribing a manifest is allowed four 
days after its delivery to augment or otherwise rectify the same, in case th' re be a!iy 
omission or otber error: this must also be done in triplicate. Should any omission be 
noticed in the manifest after this period and the one allowed, packages found to be 
omitted shall be seized, and tiie subscriber of the maniftst fined an amount equal to 
the value of the goods omitted provided such value does not exceed four hundred 
dollars, and in case it does, and should tbe goods omitted belong or be consigned to 
the subscriber of the manifest, the fine will then be quadrupled. If on the contrary it 
should be found at the completi«>n of the discharge that the number of packages noted 
in the manifest and in the subsequent corrections be in excess of the cargo actually 
on board, the master shall be fined one hundred dollars for each package found short, 
unless the same should be cargo in bulk, in whicli case the duties thereon will be 
quadrupled. Finally, if on visiting the vessel any package be found which is not 
declared and included in the manifest, it shall be confiscated, and the captain fined in 
a sum quadruple that of the duties which the said goods s'lould pay to the Customs. 

Rule VI. — The captrtins of vessels arriving from another Spanish port, and duly 
provided with a freight list fr jiu the Custom-house of that p »rt, will deliver this 
document to the collector here immediately on his arrival, and will only manifest such, 
the above freight list explaining the reas ms that have caused its omission, and 
specifyinpr, moreover, the provisions and stores existing on board, unless the s'lip 
should have called in at a foreign port and there received cargo, in which case 
manifests shall be presented ai d the same formalities obsei V'»d as lai ' down in the 
preceding rules for all documents in proof from the Spani h Consul at the port 
touched at. 

Rule VII. — Whatever may be the nalionality of a v« ssel, and whencesoever she 
comes, either laden or in ballast, her captain, crew, and passengers are not a lowed on 
coming ashore to take with them anything without a si)ecial permission from the 
Collector of Customs, except a writing case, and such wearing apparel as can be 
carried in an open travelling bag or bundle which is to be examined by the carbineer 
on board, and by the one at the Captain of the Port's oflBce. 

Rule VIII. — The masters of national or foreign vessels who neglect to obey the 
provision male by Eule II. of these Regulations, shall forfeit fifty dollars, unless 
they can prove to the satisfaction of the Collector the causes which prevented it; and 
the master who shall present a manifest with any of the afore-mentioned requisites 
wanting, slal) remedy the same as s«»on as the Collector of Customs orders it, otherwise 
the person who pres nts such manifest shall forfeit tw ^»nty-five dollars. 

Rule IX. — Should the master of a vessel omit to ii elude in the manifest the 
quantity of gold and silver, in coin or bullion, that may be on board, whatever its 
origin may be, or to give private information of it and its amount to the Collector of 
Customs, he will bo fined one per cent, on its value, always supposing the owners 
may not have declared it. 

Rule X. — Any produce, goods, articles of use on board, or cargo of any kind 
whatsoever transferred from one ship to another in the bay, without permission of the 
Collector of the Customs, will be liable to seizure, as well as the lighter, launch, or 
otber boat in which such transfer may be made, and the master of each vessel bhall 
be fined five hundred dollars when the value of the merchandise or articles transferred 
does not exceed two hundred dollars; exceeding this sum, the fine will be one thousand 
dollars each, if the vessels are not the property of the masters, but hein^ their 
property they will be corfisoated, and the same course will be pursued when 
merchandise or goods ot any description are discbarg( d without peruassion, and 
moreover the ca;>tains of ves els from which the merchandise or other effects^ are 
discharged shall be liable to the fine and penalties above named. ji^/.i.u ^ | 

Rule XI. — The master of every national or foreign ship entering a port open to 
trade in these Islands, in ballast or with cargo, in distress or in transit, and those 
who may be obliged to put into a port not open to trade, are h und to produce their 
manifest or register as provirled by the preceding Rule, and to fulfil the same duties 
as required by the Custom-house of Manila. 
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Eule XII. — Except in cases in which wrecks or unavoidable damage may occur, 
any foreign or national ship coming from sea discharging or loading any quantity of 
goods at a port not open to trade, will incur the confiscation of such goods, and in 
the contrary case he will incur the penalty provided by Kule X. for cases of fraudulent 
transhipment. 

Rule Xin. — Masters of all vessels are obliged to supply the Custom-houFC oflBcers 
during their stay on board with suitable lodgings, and allow them to have their meals 
at the second table, in compliance with the decree of the government of th* se Islands, 
dated 26th August, 1851. 



Note. — On the 2nd October, 1878, it was notified that the Director General of 
Finance had been pleased to approve of vessels consigned to the Philippine Islands 
for the purpose of loading timber touching at any other fit port of Luzon in pre- 
ference to Manila should it suit their interest to do so. 



At the entrances to the Bay the prevailing winds are, during the greater pait 
of the year, from N. to E. ; moderate during the first months of the monsoon, but 
interrupted at times by strong Northerhes which last from one to three days : fresh 
when the monsoon is regularly established, particularly so from the outside of the 
entrances to the inside of Point Limay, from whence to the Bay they are more 
moderate, and it may be remarked that they are seldom light in the entrances and 
fresh in the Bay at the same time ; calm at the latter end of the monsoon, with 
squalls durin«r the afternoon from S.E., S., and S.W., indicating the proximities of 
char geable weather, and winds from S. to W., which become established during the 
month of June; light N.E. and S.E. pr vail now till 9 or 10 a.m., when the sea 
breeze sets in from S. and S.W. and W. during the intervals of the squalls, which 
are fresh from S.W., accompanied by thick, cloudy weather and rain. These squalls 
last six, eig .t, and ten days, and even as manv as thirty, and Irom June to September ; 
while they last, fine weather is seldom experienced. 

At the beginning of the N.E. monsoon the land winds on the S.E. coast of 
the Bay are fr(»m the E. ; from February they shift to S.E., and are generally fresh 
en )ugh to raise a swell and oblige reefs to be taken in the sails, especially in Boca 
Chica (the northerly entrance), on account of the strong gusts which come down 
from the ravines on the Island of Corregidor; they commence about four or five p.m., 
extending from Point Fuego, on the southern coast outside the Bay, to Point Limav, 
on the northern coast inside the Bay, and cease before midnight ; when these winds 
are unseasonably late they last longer, and sometimes till late on to the following 
morning ; from April, they are generally very light. In the northern part of the 
Bay — entrance to Pampanga — the land wind shifts to the north about midnii^ht, and 
when fresh at this spot it extends to all parts of the Bay ; it ceases at sunrise, from 
which time the regular monsoon succeeds it according to the season. 

Between the monsoons the winds are generally N.W. outside, but rarely extend 
inside the Bay, and during these times, especially from September to November, it 
is when the typhoons or hurricanes usually take place, and oftentimes without any 
previous warning, not even from the barometers. 

During strong N. or N.W. winds there are no land winds, but otherwise they 
may always be counted upon inside the Bay. 

The tides are very moderate, and high water may always be counted upon 
between eleven and twelve o'clock at the entrance to l^nila during conjunction or 
apposition, and half an hour earlier at the Island of Corregidor ; during the rest of 
the month they are very irregular as to time and duration. The rise and fall never 
exoeed six feel. At the entrance to the Bay when the ebb tide is backed by river 
currents and strong N.E. winds together, a delay of 12 or 14 hours takes place in 
the flow. 



SAILING DIRECTIONS FOR THE BAY OF MANILA. 
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During strong S. Easterly weather, the tides are also longer in fiowio? than in 
ordinary times. To the S.E. of the Island of Corregidor the waters meet and pass 
through both entrances, forming currents in direction of the Island of Cabra. 
With an ebb tide and winds N.E. vessels should not hug the Island of Conegidor 
too closely, tacking when necessary between Points Fuego and Lirabones— where 
the current is less, or to tlie West of Corregidor, if entering by Boca Chica, whidh is 
the better entrance on a N.E. wind. 

The c">ast both N. and S. of the Corregidor is quite free from all dangers up 
to Point Luzon on the North and Point Puego to the South. Vessels can tack well 
up to the land, avoiding, of course, too near an approach. 

The Monja has deep water all around and close up to it. 

The Lechones are clean with the exception of one rock, which has six feet of 
water on it, about a cable's length from shore, and bearing S. 8 deg. W. from the 
most Easterly rock. 

Outside the Corregidor there are the ports of Mariveles and Hamilo. The first 
to the N.W. of the Island (a plan of it is to be foulfe on the chart of the Bay) is 
g» nerally used as a halting place for tide or wind-bound vessels, anchoring on the 
Eastern side, and a look-out must be kept for the strong ^usts which ar*) felt 
sometimes on entering; during S.W. winds it is necessary to anchor on the sheltered 
or Western side. The pi>rt of Hamilo is a safe port, with an easy entrance, at the 
beginning of a typhoon ; it is on the Southern coast at the bottom of the first Bay, 
between Points Puego and Limbones — about five n iles south of the latter. To find 
the anchorage, steer South from the entrance to Manila Bay till two small barren 
islands are sighted — the one to the North, near to the land, having the a|»pearance of 
an old fort in ruins ; proceed between these islands or to the South of them, and 
when near to the ridge of the small pointed islands that cover the entrance, leave 
these to starboard — ste ering East ard keepinar the centre of the passage, in which 
there are 18 to 20 fathoms of water, with sandy bottom, until you reach a suitable 
anchorage, — 8 to 9 fathoms will be found inside with a mud bottom, an<l 4 fathoms 
close in to the shore. Caution is required in making this port from the sea, as 
two barren islands further to the South than those just described might be mistaken 
for them ; these are close to Point Puego, where the coast btmds to the S.E. ; thoy 
afford no shelter, and are surrounded by a rocky bottom. 

The coast of Mariveles is free from daijger until it diverges to the North, from 
whence towards Pampanga, and then c dy within 3 to 4 cables* length from the shore, 
some rqcks have been touched by vess^ ^ venturing too near. 

The Island of Corregidor may beapi>i oachcd fearlessly on all sides but the Eastern, 
where a small pointed rock exists with a ridge extending South about half-way 
between the Island and Pulo Caballo. 

There is a passage between Pulo Caballo and Corregidor, but it is not recom- 
mended. 

The Praile has deep water all around and close up to it. 

The Southern coast as far as the high land extends is clean, with the exception 
of some rocks about half a mile from the beach off the second point E. of the small 
island Sinalan, in a line with the Praile. On leaving the high land the lead will 
show shallow water very often, and ves.sels should not approach too near the low 
land in this vicinity. During Easterly and South Easterly winds, it is safe to 
approach the coast between Points Puego and Limbonos, and in short tacks get past 
the small Island of Sinalan, from whence a clear course opens to weather Pulo 
Caballo. 

Vessel:* beating up Manila Bay should endeavour to reach the northern coa;st 
before night, so as to avail of the land breeze, which becomes weaker in proportion 
to the distance from the laod. 

St. Nicola's Bank is situated in a lind with, and about half way between the 
Corregidor and the steeples of the Cavite churches ; it is about 1| miles in circum- 
ference, and its least dei»th of water, one fathom, is on the N.E., increasinc: 
towards the N. and N.W. to 3, 6, 12, and 18 fathoms within a distance of one cable's 
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length. The shoal is rock covered with sand, and its beaiings (shoalest part) are as 
follow : — 

From Telegraph Station on Corregidor N. 72 35 E. 

„ Pulo Caballo N. 62 — E. 

„ Telegraph Station on Point Palibuyo (on S.E. coast),.. N. 24 — W. 
„ Mount Ararat S. 1 47 E. 

With a Iree wind vessels may pass on the Soutl em side of the shoal — keeping 
CoiTegidor at West till the Telegraph Station on Point Palibuyo bears S.S.E., when 
a N.E. cc>arse must be followed ; but all the coast line between Marigondon and 
Salinas is shallow water and foul. 

The North and Eastern coasts are shallow, and the lead will indicate tlat the 
land, which is low and marshy, must be kept at a distance. Fishing stakes will be 
found here at long distances from the !)f ach, but as long as the lead does not announce 
danger, the stakes, which are of bamboo and harmless, need not be notice^!. 

On the west side of the Bay from Point Limay up to the parallel of Mount 
Orion a good nncbora^^^e uill l>e found and shelter from the tempest of the S.W. 
monsoon. Without going t o near ti e land, 10 to 12 fathon)S will be found with a 
sandy bottom. 

Vissels ai riving at Cavite anchorage during Westerly gales, and desiring to 
communicate with the shoie without delay, should ste^ r for Canaco — which is the 
bay b. tween Point Sangley (a low sandy beacli) and the town of Cavite. To find 
the anchorage — steer for Point Sangley, giving it a moderate berth, and let go the 
anchor in 4 fatho ms. This is a secure position, where vessels can be visited and 
assisted if necessary by the authorities in weather that would render the Manila Bar 
impassable. 

The only danger at Manila anchorage is at night, on nearing the Bar of the 
Kiver Pasig. Eight fathoms will be found as long as the Lighthouse bears from 
N. to E., and continuing that course vessels may choose their own anchorage ; but 
in thick weather it is advisable to anchor as soon as the lead marks under 8 fathoms*. 
In the N.E. monsoon vessels can anchor nearer in shore, bec iuse land winds 
prevail ; but duiing the S.W. monsoon and between the monsoons, when typhoons 
may be looked for, it is safer to anchor farther off, with two anchors N. and S., 
giving all vessels riding on one anchor only a wide berth. 



EULES TO BE OBSERVED AT THE ANCHORAGES. 

Captains must be careful when anchoring not to allow their anchors to l>ecome 
entangled with those of other vessels, and to leave these plenty of rof m for swinging; 
vessels infringing these rules will at once be required to change their berths. 

Vessels occupying insecure or incoiivcnient berths must immediately change same 
on receiving notice to that effect from the Captain of the Port. 

Vessels once at anchor must rot change their berths without previous permission 
from the Captain of the Port, unless in case of urgent necessity, in which case notice 
of and reasons for same must be given to the Captain of the Port as soon afterwards 
as possible. 

Boats proceeding from vessels at the anchorage to the shore should be provided 
with an anchor ready for use, in case it should be required. 

No vessel is allowed to enter the River without previously obtaining permission 
from the Captain of the Poi t, who has to give the necessary instructions for the 
purpose and provide Pilots and any other assistance that may be required. 

A fine of $10 in each case will be imposed upon the captain of any vessel 
leaving the River for Cavite without permission, and for not presenting himself at 
once on his arrival at, or before leaving, the anchorage of Canaco. 

Vessels at the anchorage or entering the Bay in want of assistance may make 
use of the following Signals, which will be attended to, if practicable, by the 
consignees or by the Captain of the Port. The National flag should be used, aarf 
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in case of two being required, any other will answer the purpose. When guns are 
fired as signals a proper interval should be allowed to elapse between each dis« 
charge : —

RULES TO BE OBSERVED BY VESSELS ENTERING THE BAY 
OP MANILA AND ITS PORTS. 

I. — All vessels entering the Baj' are to hoist their National fla^JS at the Cor- 
regidor, and immediately heave to should a Government barge make for them. The 
captain who, weather permitting, shall refuse to heave to on bein«> signalized so to do 
by a gun or otherwise, shall pay a fine equal. in amount to double the cost of the 
ammunition expended. (N.B. — Vessels are not visited here in ordinary times.) 

All vessels sailing in sight of the Ports of Manila or Cavite shall display their 
National flags, under a penalty of $8. 

II. — Until a vessel sball have been visited by the Port and Health Authorities, 
the captam will be held slrietly responsible for all the consequences that may arise 
from allowing any one to board his vessel. Until admitted to free practique he shall 
keep a quarantine or other'flag at his fore mast- head, and, for the mere act of allowing 
anyone on board before being sj admitted, he shall pay a fine of S250. Vessels 
already admitted to free practique that may afford assistance to vessels arriving will 
be in the same category, must toist the flag at the foremast-hea(1, be re-admitted to 
free practique, and be liable to the same fine and penalty for the infringement of this 
Rule. 

III. — On the arrival of the Port Authorities the captain shall present his Bill 
of Health from the last port he may have sailed from, and in case he should not have 
one, will have to extend a certificate in which he must declare if any contagious 
disease existed at that port on the date of sailing, as also the state of health of all on 
board. 

Passengers with their basrgage should be ready on arrival to be examined by 
the medical oflScer of the Port if considered necessary, and answer any questions that 
may be put to them. 

The ca'[>tain will also be require 1 to present his Register in or Jer that thi name, 
nationality, captain, tonnage, &c., may be noted, and he will also be required to state 
his port of sailing, ports of call, dates of sailing, destination, armament, cargo, con- 
siijnees, and anything remarkable that may have occurred on the voyage. He will 
deliver a list of his crew and passengers, giving the professions and destinations of 
the latter, and whether or not they have passports, which must be given to the Police 
Officer who will be at hand to receive thetn, and any information the captain can 
afford respecting them. 

For all inaccuracies in the health certificate, number of crew and passengers, 
and for any false declaration as to the professions of the latter, the captain shall pay 
a fine of §250 for each offence, be held responsible for the result, and his vessel shall 
not be admitted to the free practique until he shall have complied with this Regula ^ 
tion, 

i . The captain shall deliver any letters he may have brought to the Post-office 
aje^horities. 

ial^ IV. — All vessels not admitted to free practique, or that may ba put in quarantine, 
|)as4 abide by the laws, which will be explained to the captain, who will see that the 
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TeUow or other flag be kept at his fore-topmast-head, and any infrac tion of this 
regulation will subject the captain to an immediate fine of $500, and to be tried 
judicially for the offence. 

V. — The first duty of the captain on landing is, under a penalty of $5, to 
piresent himself to the captain of the Fort, who will direct him and his passengers to 
the proper authorities. Passengers of distinction are exempted from accompanjiDg 
the captain, and will be advised of the custom of the Port on board. 

VI. — At the anchorages no vessels are allowed to keep their guns loaded, and 
no firearms of any kind can be discharged without previous permission, except when 
done to ask for assistance as explained in the Anchorage Begulations. Captains will 
pay a fine of $20 for each discbarge, besides the expenses occasioned by sending off 
assistance, <&c., in response from the shore. 

VII. — All vessels must have a consignee, who will guarantee the fulfilment of 
these Eegulations to the extent of $500, and the Captain must give in the name of 
■uch Agent within 30 hours of his arrival in Manila, or 48 hours if in Cavite or 
Canaco, otherwise pay a fine of $50 and be admonished. 

VIII. — To take in or discharge ballast, captains must first obtain permission 
from the Caj tain of the Port, and will pay a fine as expressed in the Tariff No. 1 
should said permission not be applied for and obtained before doing so, as also for 
discharging ballast in unauthorized plact s and throwing it or any kind of rubbish 
overboard. 

IX. — An individual found bearding a vessel before it si all have been admitted 
to free practique shall pay a fine of $25, and the captain of any vessel who shall 
allow his bi ats to be used for such a purpose shall be fined $50, and be liable for 
any other penalty the act may subjt/ct him to. 

X. — Prom 11 p.m. till daybreak no boats or bancas are allowed to traflSc at 
the anchorages unless with previously obtained permission, or in case of urgent 
necessity. The captain of the vessels whose boat sball be so used, and passengers by, 
or owner of, a banca so offending shall pay a fine of $25. 

Vessels at anchor aie at liberty to stop and detain all suspicious looking boats 
or bancas that may be found infringing this Regulation. 

Sailors found on shore loafing, between 10 o'clock at night and daybreak, will 
be detained and punished in accorJatce with the laws and be held responsible for 
any disturbances they may cause. 

XI. — Vessels entering the river must deliver up for safe keeping any gunpowder 
they may have on board, and for every pound of powder they may retain on board 
in opposition to this regulation, a fine of $1 will be imposed. 

Xn. — After 8 o'clock at night no fires or naked lights will be allowed on board 
Vessels in the river, under a penalty of $5. 

It is absolutely prohibited to heat pitch, tar, tallow, or any other inflammable 
substance on board vessels, launches, or boats inside the river, and any person found 
infringing this Eegulation will be fined $25. 

XIII. — The armaments of vessels or any part of them, and cannons, when 
brought as ballast, cannot be landed, and he who shall attempt to infringe this 
regulation will be fined and punished in proportion to the gravity of the offence. 

XrV. — Ihe Captain of the Port being the pn^per authority fdl^ie chastisement 
of delinquents, any other person who shall inflict punishment on active or other 
resident of the country for faults comoiited on board, sball be fined in nl?^ <>f 
sufferer in proportion to the amount of punishment inflicted. 

XV. — No native can be detained on board against his will, and nj:^^*"^^ 
entered into for the purpose of securing the services of a deserter or coM?? 
retreat shall be considered binding. 

XVI. — A fine of $100 in each case will be imposed upon any captain wh3^*'^ 
introduce or carry away a passenger without a passport. ^ 

No one is allowed to exchange from one vessel to another without a'*^ 
from the Captain of the Port, and each person found infringing this regulf 
be fined $10, and be liable for the damages caused to the vessel he may ha wil 
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The Consignees or Agents of vessels are responsible for any of the crew, who, 
on account of illness or any other cause, remain in the country without permission* 

The captains of vessels are bound, under a penalty of $10 for each case, to 
notify the Captain of the Port of any desertions that may take place on board in 
order to their arrest, and should such notification be made on the eve of the departure 
of the vessel, the Consignees or Agents become responsible for all expenses incurred 
for their arrest and transportation from the country. 

XVii. — In case of the death of any individual on board a vessel, the captain is 
bound to notify the Captain of the Port, state the cause of death, and ask permission 
for interment. A fine of §24 will be imposed for the burial of a body without 
permission, and a like fine for tlu"owing a body overboard, and the captain will 
likewise be responsible for the consequences such an act may lead to. 

XVin. — The Captain of the Port will not despatch any vessel until he shall know 
that the Regulations of the Custom-house and Post-office have been attended to. 

Any vessels leaving Port without being properly despatched shall pay a finejof 
$2 per ton. 

Vessels about to sail must indicate the intention with anticipation by hoisting 
a flag at the main-topmast-head, under a penalty of $5. 

XIX. — Captains of vessels shall answer personally any summonses for their 
attendance that they may receive from the civil authorities. 

XX. — All vessels are bound to keep their anchor lights burning from sunset to 
sunrise, and delinquents will be fined $5 and held responsible for the damages their 
carelessness in this n^specl may cause. 

XXI. — After a vessel's departure, the general intent of these Eegulations will 
remain in force as against the Consignees or Agents, who may have guaranteed their 
fulfilment ; the amount guaranteed will be collected and distributed in proportion 
to the amount of claims arising, and claimants wiU retain their action against 
delinquents should they return to this country. 

XXII. — The penalties imposed under these Regulations will be doubled in case of 
a repetition of the offence, and offenders will be liable for all expenses incurred and 
be subject to indictment should aggravating circumstances render such a course 
necessary. 

XXIII. — All former Regulations and Tariffs not in accordance with the present 
are hereby abrogated.

THE NAVIGATION OF ILOILO. 
By Nicolas Loney, Esq., Her Majesty's Vice-Consul. 
Vessels bound from Manila, or from Ports to the Northward, during the 
N.E. monsoon, may safely proceed towards Iloilo by the Maricaban Passage between 
Luzon and Mindoro, and through the chain of Islands off N.E. coast of Panay. For this 
route, the charts of the Spanisli " Commmion Idrogafica,'' compiled by Don Claudio 
Monteros in 1857, would be usetul. After passing Tablas and Remblon (which 
latter island possesses an excellent harbour, much frequc. '\j y coasting vessels as a 
port of refuge and for obtaining supplies), steer for the , :yf small islands called 
collectively the " Silangay' lying off the N.E. of Panay, a mark for which is the 
high conical island called Pan de Azucar, or Sugar-loaf, which is visible from a great 
distance. In approaching these islands during the N.E. monsoon, vessels should 
pass between the islets of Jintotolo and Zapato-Major, and during the S.W. monsoon 
more in towards the Panay shore, between Olutaty and Zapato-Minor. After leaving 
the Zapato, the course is to the south of the Gigantes, and the channel through 
the group of islands is generally entered between Snogon and Calanan, from 
whence the route is continued between Culebre and the main Pan de Azucar and 
'Malangaban, inside Ygbon Buladingan and Tagubanhan islands. Through the 
1 passage between these islands there is safe anchorage. The Estancia affords excellent 
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anchorage and sheltiT at all times, and at Apiton, opposite Tagubanbam, there 
is also good anchorage in both monsoons. In the S.W. monsoon there is safe 
anchorau^e between Pan de Azucar and Sobrero islands, and in the bay of Maiagonoes. 
tn the N.E. monsoon, in addition totbeEstanciaand Apiton, there is good anchorage 
under Pan de Azucar, in the small bay or indent looking S.E. At Bacauan, or La 
Conception, is the residence ot the Commandant of the district, and from hence 
assistance and supplies may be had, if needed, and at the place marked Apiton 
(Aguada) on the charts, good water is easily obtainable. 

The broader channel between the islands of Panay and Nepfros, although ap- 
parently good, though formerly adopted by several ships bound to Iloilo, is now found 
not to be safe, there bi ing large palcbes of shoal water with coral, imperfectly surveyed, 
extending off the Batayan and Negros shore. Vessels have occasionally touched in 
copiing through this passage, and it should not therefore be taken. 

After passing Ta,,'ubanlian and Apiton, and emerging into the broad channel 
between Panay and Negros, the best course is to steer direct for the highest land 
visible on tl:e island of Guimaras, care being taken to clear Pepitas Rocks, which lie 
some distance otf the shore and are awash. 

Leaving' the Calabazas Islets and Pejutas, the route, after making the small 
block-hoUiie near Eanate, is due south, until a group of seven remarkable rocks, which 
lie between the N.E. end of Guimaras and Panay shore, called the Siete Pfcacos, 
are sighted. On onening the ehanm 1 between the Guimar&s and Panay and getting the 
Siete Pecados to bear W. ^ N,, st^:er direct for the passage between these rocks and 
the Panay shore. This course will dear the Iguana BanJcy lying to the S.E. of the 
Pecados, with 1 to 2 I'athL^ma of w ater on it, and Point Dumanges to the N.E., the 
shoal water of which exl<.j to a i onsiderable distance. 

The lead is a good guide fcl trough the Siete Pecados channel, giving 4J, 7, 8, 11, 
and 15 fathoms until the Pecados arc parsed to the southward, when the water 
deepens to 18 and 19 fathoms. The cbftjiuei between these rocks and Guimaras is 
not good. On passing the Pecados tlie south shore should be lept on board to avoid 
the shoal water on the Panay side. When the fort, which is u« f-a-miie to the west 
of the river lluilo, bears W.S.W., steer for it, anchoring as venieut in 10 to 12 
lathoms, a little more than a quarter of a mile oflf shore to the ei.jtward of the river. 

Thougb the northern passage just described is safe and convenient in the northerly 
monsocn, and is p-lways used by coasters in both seasons, strangers will probably 
prefer the route along the west coast of Panay, making Iloilo from the south. This 
route should alvrays be adopted in the S.W. monsoon. Making the western coast of 
Panay from the Mindoro Straits, this coast, comprising the province of Antique, 
should be closed, as the westerly monsoon is not very regular, and does not often blow 
strongly between the Cuyos Island and Panay, or the north of Basiland. It may be 
approached with safety anywhere to the southward of the islands of Barbatan and 
Maralison, which latter has a reef to the east and west. Barbatan, which is very 
steep, affords, with Lipata (under this latter point), the only available anchorage on 
the Antique co.ist during the S.W. monsoon, but in the N.E. monsoon the harbcur 
of San Jose de Buena Vista is quite safe, and affords good supplies of provisions and 
water, being not imfrequ- ntly visited by whalers for that purpose. 

The south coast of Panay is free from dangers till near the town of Otong. The 
coast of Guimaras to the north of Point Balingasag, or tbe north of Port St. Anna, is 
likewise safe. TLis port is capable of a dmitting vessels of large tonnage, and affords 
slielter under aloiost any circumstances. Tbe bights along the coast have deep water, 
and Vessels can work cluse in shore, or from point to point, with perfect safety ; but 
generally there is no good anchorage, as the coast is steep and the holding ground 
not good. 

In passing the S.W. point of Panay during the night, the islands of Juraojurao 
and Nogas should net be closed, as both have reefs round them to tne southward. 
When clear of these islands on roundmg the S.NV, point of iVaay, vessels irav safely 
steer N.E. by E. 32 miles without any daager, but alter running *.hat dislr-uc^ thty 
should heave-to during the night, or ii the night is very clear run towards the Panay 
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shore keeping the lea4 ?oing, and when the water shoals, anchoring till daylight, as 
by keeping over to the Guimaris shore (particularly in the N.E. monsoon) they will 
find no anchorage and will lose ground. 

It is necessary to follow the above instructions carefully, because the Otong Bank 
exti*nds more to the west and south-west than is shown on the present published 
chart, and is yearly increasing, and also because the tide runs very strongly on both 
sides of it. With the flood tide (against the N.E. monsocn), vessels can easily work 
up in short tacks under the Guimaras shoro. 

The Otong Bank is 8 miles in length N.E. and S.W., by miles N.W. by W. 
and S.E. by E. at its brojUlest part. It is of fine sand, with depths varj ing from 
I to 3 fathoms. T^i edges in some places are steep, and in others shoal gradually. 
To avoid this d. jger, vessels should after closing Guimaras, keep that shore on 
board, tind be car. ^.il in beating uj> not to close the Panay side to less than four 
fatlio^23^, and n it to stand farther f^-nm tlie Guimaras shore than half-a-mile, until 
Poin^ CiUilii' bears S. by W. | W. miles, when they should stand across and open 
the port of Iloilo clear A Fo'uit Bo idpL^n which kept open will clear the Guimards 
Bank lying between- Points Cai alig and Bondulan. Cart* should be taken in standing 
across towards the Otong Bank to tack as soon as the water sb^als to 6 fathoms, as 
the Bang is steep-to. After passing Point Bondulan, the fort should not be brought 
to the eastward of N.E. by E. 

Guimaras Bank, with 11 feet on its shoalest part, extends in a N.E, by E , and 
S.W. by S. direction a little over a mile, and about three cables past and west, with 
deep water all round. The S.W. head bearj from Point Bondulan N.N.E. J E. 1| 
miles. Iloilo fort kept open off Point Bondulan will clear this danger. 

Anchorage. — The island of GuimarAs forms in front of Iloilo a sheltered passage 
running nearly N. and S. about 2| miles broad, with deep water and good holding 
ground, except immediately to the eastward of the fort, where the sand is loose. In 
mid-channel the depth exceeds 20 fathoms. The best anchorage, least exposed to the 
sweep of the tides, is to bring the Bantay (guard house) off the south point of the 
river to bear N.W. J N., with the fort bearing S.W. ^ W. Here a ship is out of 
the strongest current, with the advantage that cargo-boats can easily reach her 
and return. 

To Enter the River and Inner Port of Iloilo.— Although the land is low at 
the entrance, the mouth of the river is distinctly seen, being marked by beacons on the 
port and starboard sides. On entering, keep the port beacon close on board, after 
passing which and the watch house, steer for the second point on the starboard hand, 
giving it a berth of forty feet. The east bank, with 16 feet, should be close to this 
distance until after ^he first sl^arp bend of the creek is passed, and then the port side 
to the wharf or aiiv. orage. Vessels usually bring up at jetties, abnut half-a-mile to 
one mile from the er ranee, and have the advantage, if of moderate size, of discharging 
and loading at the st. ;^s without employing boats. The creek, or rather tidal river, 
varies in breadth from a qujirter to half-a-niile, and reaches bey nd the town of Melo, 
meeting the sea again near Eoilo ; and another branch continues as far as Otong. 

Depth of Water. — The depth at the entrance to the river is merely 5 fathoms at 
low water, but at a short distance within it decreasr-s to 15 and then deepens. The 
rise of tide being 6J feet, vessels drawing 16 to 18 feet can v iisily enter and leave; and 
when, as is proposed, a dredging- machine is employed to clear away the mud which 
has been allowed to accumulate, vessels of almost any draught will be le to complete 
their cargo inside. Ships of 1,000 tons re^'ister have loaded part cargoes alongside the 
jetties. The custom is to load to 14| to 15 feetin the river and complete loading outside. 

Tides. — It is high water at Iloilo, full and change, at noon; spring riau 6i feet. 
The stream runs at spring quite 3 to 4 knots through Iloilo. 1 he flood sets to tlie 
northward. The ebb tide to the north of Pepitas rocks runs to the eastward, but to 
the south of these rocks to the westward.

THE Philippine Islands. 

North-East Monsooiu 

It is presumed that captains have in their possession the Admiralty Charts 
No. 2,577 and sequence, which may be followed as the best yet published, although 
the positions are possibly not quite accurate. 

On leavinj? Manila pass, if the wind will allow, to the north of Fortune Isljand, 
and, if with a leading wind, keep about three miles from the Luzon shore, thus giving 
Point Santiago (which is shallow and rocky with r?efs extending about two miles off 
il) a sufficient berth ; leaving Point Santiago the course for strangers is to the south 
of Maricaban Island, by which means the Minerva rock is avoided ; coasting vessels 
often pass between Luzon and Maricaban Islands. The course to the north or south 
of Isla Verde may be taken according to the wind, north preferred. Off the E.N.E. 
point of the island are some low rocks 3 or 4 cables off shore with deep water close 
to, these require care at night as do the islands of Los Bacos and the rocks off Point 
Calapan. 

Prom Point Malabrigo to the islands of the Tres Reyes, there is no danger, 
allowance of a point or more should be made for the leewardly set of the current ; 
passing these islands, continue between Tablas and Romblow, to the south of Sibuyan, 
south of the orest of the Gallo and south of Jentololo. The passages to the East of 
Romblow and Sibuya- I ^ not been surveyed, ana many coral patches are known to 
exist the positions ». .ch are not properly defiued. Do not attempt to pass 
between Jentololo ana i3uncanaguay Point (in the English chart Pulanduta) for the 
same reason. 

From Jentololo to Malapascua there are no dangers, but allowance must bo made 
for the set of the current, which varies according to the strength of the monsoon. In 
daylight pass either side of Malapascua, but at night to the Eastward giving a berth 
to the dangerous reef which extends about f of a mile off the south pomt. Pass, if in 
the night, to the east of Capitancillo, and keep within 3 or 4 miles of the shore, do 
not run further during the night than Danao, no dependence can be placed upon the 
light at the entrance of Cebu, the fishermen's torches are much brighter and are easily 
mistaken for it. In daylight, the light-house is a good guide to the entrance of the 
port of Cebu, which the liberality of the foreign merchants has well buoyed, so that 
no possible difficulty exists to prevent a ship entering without assistance ; the colour 
of the water is also a good guide. 

Most vessels from Hongkong and Manila bound to Cebu take the passage to the 
west of Panay and south of Negros, and after passing to the south of Point Borabonon 
endeavour to beat between Siguigor and it, against the full force of the current ; this 
is a mistake, the best way after passing Point Bombonon is to stand well over to the 
island of Mindann beating up to Point Sulaban on that island, and from thence shape 
a course for Bojol, passing to the south of the island of Balcasig, then to the coast of 
Cebu, where there is mostly a weather current. 

Pew sea-going captains care to close with the land, yet a little watchfulness when 
taking the passage through the islands would save much time. The fact that all 
coasting vessels and coasting steamers use it should count for something. 

Accept also the Admiralty Charts as worth something. We frequently hear that 
such and such a position in the Philippine Islands is incorrectly laid down on the 
chart, the reason possibly being that it differs from the longitude given by the 
chronometer of the ship, which chronometer often is not rated from the time it leaves 
England until the vessel returns. It is strange, but true, that few captains have an 
artificial horizon and fewer use one. Ratinij a chronometer, although importai^t, is 
nqt one of the problems of an ordinary master's exrimiuation.

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WEIGHTS AND MEASURES, MONEY. 
CHINESE. 



Weights. 

Chicese weights are mostly decimal. Although English weights and measures: 
are used to a considerable extent in trade with foreigners, being legalised in Hongkong 
for that purpose, the following are also recognised by Ordinance 22 of 1844: —

10 li =1 fan, or candarem = *013 oz. avoir. 
10 &n = 1 tsin, or mace = -135 oz. avoir. 
10 tain = 1 leung, or tael = U oz. avoir.*

The words candareen, macey tael, catty ^ piculy are not Chinese. 
Almost all commodities, even liquids, are sold by the above weights amongst 
Chinese. 

Mbasubbs. 

English measures are legal, but so are also the following Chinese : — 
10 fan = 1 tsuD, or inch = about 1.41 English inch. 
10 tsiin = 1 chek, or foot = about 14.1 English inch. 
10 chek = 1 ch'eung or fathom = 4 yards (nearly). 
The Treaty of Tientsin fixes the ch'euiig at 141 English inches. 

1 h, or mile = i mile English. 
10 li = I pb, or league = 3 miles English (about). 
Land is measured by the mau or acre, equal to about -^^ of an Englit ncre. 

Monet. 

This is almost entirely represented by weights of silver, accounts being kt pt in 
leung, tsin, fan, and li (taels, mace, and candareens) as given above. Their values 
may be taken to be the following: — 

1 li or cashf = .064<i, or J^d. I 1 tsin or mace = 6.4. or 6d. 

1 fan or candareen = .64d, or id. \ 1 leung or ta^l = 58. 4d. 

Not one of these weights is represented by any coin, unless we may tako tlio casli 
to represent the value of a li of silver. 

Silver is used uncoined, in ingots or shoes, sometimes called sycee ; small sums 
are paid in what is called broken silver. At the Ports this genera"/ coiisists of the 
fragments of Mexican or Spanish dollars, hammered to pieces by the ShroflFs in their 
process of Chapping. This broken silver is weighed by means of small steel-yards 
called Li'iang. 

Cash may be said to be the only coin of China. The Chinese call them tsin. 
They are bronze coins, not unlike thin farthings with a square hole in thf^ centre for 
stringing together. The Hongkonpr government cash or mils are smaP^r, and the 
hole is round. The value of cash fluctuates much, and is very n uch a matter of 
bargain. About 1,100 to a Mexican dollar is an average quotation. 

HoNQKONO Money. 

A legal tender in Hongkong consists of Bank notes of one of the chartered 
banks ; Honi^kong or Mexican dollars ; 20, 10, or 5 cent silver pieces to an amount 
not exceeding two dollars ; or bronze cents or mils to an amount not exceeding one 
dollar. Spanish and South American dollars are also in circulation, as well as 
Spanish quarter dollars, American half and quarter dollars, shillings, sixpences, 
francs, the Japanese silver coinage (identic^ in value and acc» pted indiflferently 
with that of Hongkong), and the 10 and 20 cent pieces of the Straits Settlements, 
which are accepted in the same way. 

Four shillings is now (1878) a high average value for a dollar. It has lately 
seldom been over 3s. lO^d. 

Mexican dollars weighed at 7,1.7. mean coins which contain 7 mace, 1 candareen, 
and 7 li of silver (see weights given above). Clean coins of this weight command a 
premium, lighter ones are taken at a discount.

The Hongkong: bronze coinage is always more or less at a discount, which has 
sometimes been as high as 30 per c?nt. in the case of cents, and 50 per cent, in the 
case of cash. Servants avail themselves of tbis discount to make a profit whenever 
they are entrusted with silver for purchasing anything that can b3 paid for in copper.

Reigning Sovereign and J^amily. 

Kwang Sii, Emperor of China, is the son of Prince Ch'un, the seventh son of 
Emperor Tao Kwang, hence he is cousin to the late Emperor Tung Chi, who died 
«rithout issue on the 12th day of January, 1875, from small-pox. 

The proclamation announcing the acces^^ion of the present sovereign was as 
bllows : — " Whereas His Majesty the Emperor ha^ asc-^nded upon the Dragon to be 
L guest on high, without oflFspring born to his inheritance, no course has been open 
)ut that of causing Tsai-Tien, son of the Prince of Ch'un, to become adopted as the 
on of the Emperor Weng Tsung Hien (Hien Fung) and to enter upon the inheritance 
»f the great dynastic line as Emperor by succession. Therefore, let Tsai-Tien, son of 
fih Hwan, the Prince of Ch'un, become adopted as the son of the Emperor Wen 
?8ung Hien, and enter upon the inheritance of the great dynastic line as Emperor by 
uccession." 

The present sovereign is the ninth Emj^eror of China of the Tartar dynasty of 
'a-tsing, " The Sublimely Pure," which succeeded the native dynasty of Ming in the 
ear 1644. There exists no law of hereditary succession to the throne, but it is left 
) each sovereign to appoint his successor from among the members of his family, 
'he late Emperor, dying suddenly, in the eighteenth year of his age, did not designate 
successor, and it was in consequence of a palace intrigue, directed by the Empress 
►owager, widow of the Emperor Hien Fung, predecessor of Tung Chi, in concert with 
rince Ch'un, tl»at the infant son of the latter was made the nominal occupant of 
le throne. 

Government and Revenue, 

The fundamental laws of the empire are laid down in tho Ta-lsinj^-hwei-tien, or 
Collected Regulations of the Great Pare dynasty," which prescribe the government 
■ the State to be based upon tlie government of the family. The Emperor is 
liritual as well as temporal sovereign, and, as high priest of t le empire, can alone, 
ith his immediate representatives and ministers, perform the great religious cere- 
onies. No ecclesiastical hierarchy is maintained at the public expense, nor any 
iesthood attached to the Confucian or State religion. 

The administration of the empire is under the supreme direction of the Interior 
)uncil Chamber," comprising four members, two of Tartar and two of Chinese 
Igin, besides two assistants from the Han-lin, or Great College, who have to see that 
tthinn: is done contrary to the civil and religious laws of the empire, contained in the 
t-tsing-hwei-tien, and in the sacred books of Confucius. These members are 
nominated " Ta-hyo-si," or Ministers of State. Under their orders are the Li-poo, 
six boards of government, each of which is presided over by a Tartar and a Chinese, 
ley are : — 1. The board of civil appointment, which takes cognisance of the conduct 
d administration of all civil officers ; 2. The board of revenues, regulating all 
ancial affairs ; 3. The board of rites and ceremonies, which enforces the laws and 
stoms to be observed by the people ; 4. The military board/ superintending the 
ministration of the army ; 5. The board of public works; and 6. The high tribunal 
criminal jurisdiction. 

Independent of the Government and theoretically above the central administra- 
•n, is the Tu-chah-yuen, or board of public censors. It consists of from 40 to 50 
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members, under two presidents, the one of Tartar and the otlier of Chinese birth' 
By the ancient custom of the empire, all the members of this board are privileged to 
present any remonstrance to the sovereign. One censor must be present at the 
meetings of each of the six govemment boards. 

The estimates of the public revenue of China vary greatly, and while they m 
stated l»y some to exceed 100 millions sterling, are held by others not to come up to 
half that amount. Official returns of the Chinese Govemment, published in 1844, 
stated the annual revenue at that time at Tls. 191,804,139, or je63,934,713. From 
missionary reports, as well as the accounts published in the Peking Oazette^ it would 
appear that there are almost constant deficits, which the governors and high officers 
of provinces must cover by extraordinary taxation. 

The public revenue is mainly derived from three sources, namely, customs duties, 
licenses, and a tax upon land, but the receipts from customs alone are made known. 
According to the returns published by the government, the total receipts from customd 
were as follows in each of the thirteen years from 1865 to 1877 : —

China had no foreign debt till the end of 1874. It was announced on Dumber 
30th, 1874, that the Government had contracted a loan of ^27,675, bearing 8 pei| 
cenL interest. The loan was issued at 95 per cent, through the Hongkong and| 
Shanghai Bank, under Imperial authority and secured by the customs* revenue. Two 
other loans, one in 1877 and one in 1878, have since been issued by the same Bank 
under authority of the Chinese Government. 

Population, Trade, and Industry. 
The population of China is very dense in some provinces, but of the number of 
inhabitants an approximate idea only can be formed, although oflScial enumerationsi 
of the same are stated to have taken place at intervals since the year 703, or for more! 
then eleven centi^ries. According to the most reliable estimates obtainable, based 
upon Chinese official returns, the area of the empire and its dependencies, embra<je5 
186,887 geographical, or 3,924,627 English square miles, with a population in rouni 
numbers ot some four hundred and twenty-four millions, distributed as follows '

The standing military force of China consists of two great divisions, tlwl^ 
formed bj the more immediate subjects of the ruling dynasty, the Tartars, and the 
second by the Chinese and other subjects races. The first, the main force upon whici

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[ the Imprrial government can rely, form the so-called troops of the Eight Banners, and 
garrison all the great cities, but so as to be separatad by walls and forts from the 
Lpopulation. According to the latest re]>oi'ts, the Imperial army comprises a total of 
■pOjOOO men, including 678 companies of Tartar troops, 211 companies of Mongols 
Raid native Chinese infantry, a kind of militia, numbering 120,000 men. The native 
soldiers do not live in barracks, bat in their own houses, mostly pursuing som j civil 
I occupation. 

China proper, extending over 73,093 geographical, or 1,534,953 English square 
miles, is divided into eighteen provinces, the ana and population of which are given

The above population, giving 263 souls per square mile throu^. hout China proper, 
-appears to be excessive, considering that some of the outlying portions of the immense 
^territory arc by im menus deu'^f^Iv inhabite K Nf^v rtbr l'^^s, other returns than those 
of the above tables, said to be official, give still bi^her ligures. It is stated tluat in a 
census taken in 1842 the population of China was ascertainerl to number 414,686,994, 
or 320 per English square mile, and that in 1852 it had risen to 450,000,000, or 347 
inhabitants per square mile. Bat there is, probably, less accuracy in the given 
results of thelatter enumerations than in the )>receding estimate, as the power and 
lauthority of the government have l)een on the decline for more than half a century, 
fand disturbed by constant insurrections, mostly spreading over large portions of the 
empire. 

According to a return of the Imperial customs authorities, the total number of 
foreignf^rs in China was 3,817 at the end of 1877, Among them were 1,851 natives 
►f Great Britain and Ireland, 383 of the United Stati s ; 353 of Germany, and 176 of 
ce, all other nationalities being represented by vi-ry few members. More than 
le-half of the total number of foreigners n^sided at Shanghai, the remainder being 
ttercd over the other ports opt n to foreign commerce. 
Great Britain has, in virtue of various treaties with the Chinese Government — 
the first and mo^t important signed Ansjust 29th, 1842 — the right of acces- to twenty- 
4ve ports of the Empire, in ad^lition to the colony of Hongkong, geoi^rapincally a 

Sart t)i China. The ports known as Treaty ports, are Canton, Hoibow (in Hainan), 
^akhoi, Swatow, Amoy, Foochow, Wenchow, Ningpo, Shar.ghai, Chinkiang, Wuhu, 
Kiukiang, Hankow, Ichang, Chefoo, Tientsin, and Newchwang. Under the provisions 
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of the Chefoo Convention, permission is also accorJed to British m?rchatits to trade 
at Chungking-fu and Yunnan-fu, at which places British Consular Eesidents will reside. 
The import trade from Great Britain centres, exclusive of Hongkong, at Shanghai, 
Hankow, and Tientsin, while the bulk of the exports to Q-reat Britain pass through 
the poits of Shanghai, Foochow, Hankow, and Canton.

Of the total value of the imports and exports to foreign countries for 1877 — ; 
Tls. 140,698,192— Tls. 115,606,693 must be credited to Great Britain and her colonies, 
including India. The remainder is thus divided among other countries: — United 
States, Tls. 9,089,339 ; South America, Tls. 72,097; Continent of Europe, Tls. 5,897,47?, 
Russia, via Odessa, Tls. 1,138,081 : Siberia and Russia vi4 Kiachta, Tls. 3,814,777 
Russian Manchuria, Tls. 186,408; Japan, Tls. 5,397,206; Philippine Ishmds 
Tls. 243,633; Cochin China, Tls. 906,084; Siam, Tls. 698,104; Java, Tls. 579,521; 
and Suez, Tls. 547. 

Among the exports tea and silk take the first places. In 1877 the export of tea 
amounted to 1,909,088 piculs, of which 1,389,614 piculs went to Great Britain and 
British possessions. 

Manufactured Cotton and Woollen Goods and Opium constitute the bulk of the 
imports of foreign produce into China. The value of Cotton Goods imported in 1877 
was Tls. 18,955,795 ; that of Woollen Goods, Tls. 4,830,583 ; and of Miscellaneous 
Piece Goods, Tls. 128,630. Most of these goods come from British looms. The value 
of the Opium imported in 1877 was Tls. 30,273,577. 

China is traversed in hU directions hy 20,000 so-called roads, but they are usually 
mere tracks or at best footpaths. A vast intmal trade is, however, carried on over 
thetn, and by means of numerous canals and navigable rivers. The most populous 
part of China is singularly well adapted for the construe! ion of a network of railways, 
and a first attempt to introduce them into the country was made in 1876, when a line 
from Shanghai to Woosung, ten miles in length, was constructed by an English 
Comj^any. The little railway was subsequently purchased by the Chinese Govoru- 
ment and closed by them on the 2l8t October,* 1877, when the rails were taken up 
and the lino wii h rolling stock shipped to Formosa.

Constitution and Government. 



The system of c overnment of the Japanese Empire is that of an absolute monarchy. 
It was adopted in the year 1869, when the now ruling sovereiijn overthrew, after a 
short war, the power of the formerly independent Daiu.ios, or feudal nobles, reducing 
them to the i>osition of simple tenants of the vast estates in their hereditary posses- 
sioi s. The sovereign bears the name of Supreilie Lord, or Emperor ; but the appella- 
tion by which he is generally known in foreign countries is the ancient title of Mikado, 
or- "The Venerable." 

Mikado of Japan, — Mutsu-hito, born at Tokio, September 22ncl, 1852; succeeded 
his father, Komei Tenno, 1867 ; married December 28th, 18C8, to Princess Haru-ko, 
born April 17th, 1850, <'aughter of Prince Itchidgr^. The reigning Emperor is the 
123rd of an unbroken Dynasty, which was founded 660 B.C. 

The power of the Mikado is alsolute and unlimited, in temporal as well as 
spiritual affairs. He acts through an executive ministry, divided, in imitation of that 
of France under Napoleon TIL, into eight departments, of the Imperial House, of 
Foreign Affairs, War, Navy, Finances and the Interior, Justice, Public Instruction, 
and Ecclesiastica,l Affairs. At the side of the Ministry stands tlio " Sain," or Senate, 
composed of thirty members, and the " Shoin,'* or Council of State, of an unlimited 
number of members, both nominated by the Mikado, and consulted by him at his 
pleasure. 

There exihts no regular law of succession to the throne, but in case of the death 
or abdication of the Mikado, the crown devolves generally, not on bis son, but on 
either the eldest or the most distinguished member of his house. It is not uncommon 
that palace intrigues settle the choice, the only condition of legality of which is that 
the elect should be member of the Shi Sbinno, the " Four Imp. rial Eelatives," or 
Eoyal Families of Ja['an. The throne can be, and has frequently been, occupied by 
a female, who, however, is not allowed to ren)ain single, but must seek a consort 
within the limits of the Shi Shinno. 

The Government is at present organist d on a basis which is partly European. 
The Mikado ig, theoretically, an absolute Soverrign, who reigns and governs ; but 
the work of government is carried on by the Great Council, which is divided into 
three sections denominated Centre, Eight, and Left. The Centre is composed of the 
Prime Minister, Vice-Prime Minister, and five advisers. The Left is made up 
exclusively of the Council of State, the functions of which are analogous to those of 
the French Conseil d'Etat, so far as the preparation and discussion of laws is 
conc< rnod. The Right includes all the Ministers and Vice-Ministers of the eight 
departments ii;to which the administration is divided. The Ministers, either 
individually or united in a Cabinet, decide all ordinary questions ; but points of al 
importance are reserved for the Great Council, presided over by the Mikado. A 
Parliament was formed in 1869, with deputies selected by the provincial Governments, 
but it was soon dissolved, its deliberations taking no effect. The local adifiinistratioa 
in the provinces is in the hands of prefects, one of them residing in each of the 75 
districts into which Japan is divided. The powers and the attributes of these 
prefects are far more extensive than those of any similar functional ies in Europe. 
There is, however, a limit to their judicial action, for they cannot carry into execution 
sentences involving banishmeiit or death until they have been confirmed by the 
Minister of Justice. 

Previous to the last change of irovernm< nt, which placed all power in the hands 
of the Mikado, a large share of administrative authority rested with tlie Daimios, 
the feudal proprietors of the soil, an official list of whose names was published 
periodically at Tokio. The list gave the family name and genealogy of eacis ai well 
as the fallt'St particulars of his family, the number of his residences, and extent and 
value of bis territorial and other property, the uniform of his retainers, the design of 
his coat of arms, and the flag carried on his ships. A list of Daimios, published at 
Tokio in 1862, stated their number at 266, with incomes varying from 10,000 to 610,500- 
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koban, or from about c£15,000 to <£915,500. The territory of each Daimio formed a 
sovereignty within itself, governed, in the case of the more powerful magnates, by a 
Secretary of State, called Karo, and a number of assistant ministers, and many of 
them were possessed of large bodies of troops. All these, with their fortified csistles, 
and every attribute of a\ithoritv, the Daimios surrendered, after more or less resistance, 
to the hereditary Emperor.

The estimated total revenue of Japan for the year 1878-79 was given in official 
returns at 353,275,900, and the total expenditure at the same amount. The sources

The domestic debt of Japan in 1878 was, inclusive of paper money in circulation, 
Capitalized Pension Bonds, &c., &c., $362,626,284. This also inclu les an Internal 
Loan of $12,500,000 raised by public subscription in two months, $20,000,000 having 
been subscribed. The Poreign debt of Japan was : —

The armed force of Japan is composed, since 1869, of a single element, the 
troops kept by the Mikado, who constitute the Imperial army. By a decree of the 
Mikado, dated December 28th, 1872, the liability to arms is made universal, but it 
was reported in 1877 that this order had not found execution. At present the 
Imperial army, under the command of the Mikado, is not large. When on a peace 
footing there are 34,768 men comprising all arms, and on a war footing 49,378 men, 
giving a ratio of the army on a peace footing to the total population of 1,000 to 
1,000,000. The army has been organized on the Prench system by oflBcers specially 
selected by the Prench Government. 

The navy of Japan consisted at the end June, 1877, of one ironclad frigate ; two 
ironclad corvettes: two wooden corvettes; three schooners; one gunboat; one 
transport, and one yacht. The largest of these ships, the ironclad frigate Foo-soOy 
was built by Messrs. Samuda, Brothers, at Poplar, London, and launched April 
14th, 1877. The Foo-soo has a burthen of 3,700 tons displacement, with engines of 
3,500 horse-power. The armour is from 7 inches to 9 inches in thickness, while the 
armament consists of four 15^ ton and two 5|-ton steel breechloaders by Krupp, so 
arranged as to command every point of the horizon. The second largest ship of the 
navy is an ironclad corvette, called the Kon-go, constructed at Earl's shipbuilding 
yard, Hull, after the design of Mr. Edw. J. ed, and launched April 17th, 1877. The 
EToTi-gro' has a burthen of 2,800 tons displacement, with engines of 2,500 horse-power^ 
and has a belt of armour 4J inches thick. The armament consists of 12 Krupp 
guns, capable of throwing steel shells of 142 pounds. The Huyei is a sister ship 
to the Kon-go, and was launched in 1878. The navy is manned by 1,200 sailors, 
including 67 artillerymen, and 260 marines. Naval instruction is given to th(^ per- 
^sonnel A i he Japanese^ navy by ei^ht commissioned and twenty-three non-com;iiiissioncd 
English officers, who arrived in the country in 1873. 

PoPULATIt N, TeADE, AND INDUSTRY. 

Tlio total area of Jaj^an is estimated at 156,604 square miles, with a p pulation 
of 33,298,286, namely, 16,890,560 males, and 16,407,726 females, according to official 
reports of t'le year 1877. The empire is geographically divided into the four islands 
of Hond's the central and most important territory; Kiushiu, *' the nin** [.rovinces," 
the south-western island ; Sikoku, ** the four states,'* the southern island ; and Yo?so, 
the most northerly and least devt loped. Admi. istrativoly, there exists a d vision 
into sevon large districts, called Do," or roads, wliich are subdivided into tw. rity- 
five provinces. 

Education is very general in Japan, and is making preat^r progress than 
before the revolution which made Japan a monarchy. In 1871, the Mikad<^ 
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appointed a Board of Public InstructioD, which is reported to be very active. The 
number of elementary schools in 1877 was 24,225, of which 21,988 were public schools 
and 2,237 private schools. Of Middle Schools there are 11 public and 105 private 
establishments. There are 90 Normal Schools; and Colleges for special studies, such 
as Law, Medicine, Mining, Agriculture, and Foreign Languages, have been established, 
and are carefully fostered by the Qovernment. In order to facilitate the acquirement 
of foreign l.nguag^s, the Government of the Mikado engaged many European pro- 
fessors, and also ser.t, at the public expense, a large nuoiber of students to America 
and Europe.

The two staple articles of import into Japan, in the year 1877, were cotton and 
woollen fabrics, the former of the value o\ $8,344,531, and the latter of the value of 
$4,075,155; the value of mixed cotton and woollen goods was $1,302,923. The two 
staple articles of export in the year 1877 were raw silk, of the value of $9,643,556, 
and tea, of the value of $4,409,320. 

The commercial intercourse of Japan is carried on mainly with two countries, 
n-imoly. Great Britain and the United States of America, the former absorbing more 
than two-thirds of the whole. 

By treaties made with a number of forei;^n Governments — with the United States 
in March, 1854 ; with Great Britain in October, 1854; with Russia and the Netherlands * 
in 1855; with France, in 1859; with Portugal, in 1860; with Prussia, and ZoUve- 
rein, in 1861 ; with Switzerland, in 1864; with It :ly, in 1866; and with Denmirk, 
in 1867 — the Japanese ports of Kanagawa, Nagamki, Hiogo-Osaka, Hakodate, Niigata^ 
and the capital city of Tokio (formerly called Yedo) were thrown open to foreign 
commerce. 

The first line of railway, from Yokohama to Tokio, 18 miles long, was opened 
for traffic on the 12th of June, 1872 ; a line has also been opened from Hiogo to 
Osaka, was subsequently extended to the city of Kioto, and is now being continued to 
Lake Biwa and the west coast of Japan. 

The ports of Hiogo, Osaka, Nagasaki, and Hakodate are connected with each 
other, and with Europe, by lines of telegraphs, and the telegraph system has lately 
been extended to all the principal towns of the Empire. 
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THE STAMP ORDINANCES. 



ORDER, 
9th June, 1868. 



1. — The Stamps used under Ordinance No. 12 of 1866, and Ordinance No. 5 of 
1868, shall be :~ 

2. — First, Adhesive Stamps of the respective values of 2 cents, 3 cents, 25 cents, 
30 cents, 50 cents, §1, and $1.50; and, secondly, impressed or embossed Stamps of the 
respective values of 2 cents, 10 cents, 15 cents, 25 cents, 30 cents, 50 cents, 75 cents, 
51, $1.50, §2, S2.50, §3, ?4, §4.50, §5, d>6, 36.50, $8.50, SIO, §10.50, §20, §25, §40, §50, 
and a Stamp bearing the words Adjttdicailon Fee Paid. 

3. — All impressed Stamps shall be made and impressed in the Stamp-office in tlie 
city of Victoria, on either paper or parchment, and shall be of the form and size of the 
specimen Stamps enclosed in a case for public inspection under the seal of the Colony, 
which case shall be kept at the Stamp-Office. 

4. — Each of the seven kinds of Adhesive Stamps afore-mentioned shall be of the 
form, size, and material of the specimen Stamps enclosed in a case for public inspection 
under the seal of the Colony, which case shall be kept at the Stamp-Office. 

5. — The Stamps for Bank Cheques under Section III. of the Schedule to The 
Stamp Amendment Ordiymuce, 1868, may be adhesive Stamps. 

6. — Adhesive Stamps may be used for Bills of Exchange, when drawn out of the 
Colony, as specified in section 3 of the said Schedule, and under authority of the 11th 
clause of The Stamp Ordinance y 1866, provided always that the Stamp on Bills of 
Exchange not exceeding §100 drawn out of the Colony shall be 30 cents until further 
notice: — and provided also that Adhesive Stamps may be used for receipts and discharges 
under section 11 of the Schedule to The Stamj) Amendment Ordinunce^ 1868. Nothing, 
however, herein contained shall prevent its being lawful to use impressed Stamps 
for any of the foregoing purposes, 

7. — Stamps shall be impressed or embossed at the Stamp-Office, and Adhesive 
Stamps sold between the hours of 10 a.m and 3 p.m. every day, authorised holidays 
excei>ted. 

The Stamp Duty payable on an instrument in writing under seal, ordinarily 
termed a Servant's Security Bond, is 50 cents. 



The Stamp Duty payable on Foreign Attachment Bonds sliall be as follows : —

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DIGEST OF PENALTIES.

14. — Documents spoiled in stamping will be destroyed, the applicants providing 
the additional paper, &c. 

15. — Stamps will be impressed upon any part of the Documents where practicable 
with security to the Revenue, a point to be decided by the Collector. 

16. — Forms may be left at the Office to supply deficiencies in counting, or to 
replace those spoiled in stamping. 

17. — All Impressed Stamps will be dated. 

18. — Bills of Lading or Rt ceipts are liable to Stamp Duty, although a Bill of 
Ladinc, duly stamped, may have been issued for the same goods as far as an inter- 
mediate Port. 

19. — Memoranda for Charter Parties, if signed, are liable to duty as agreements.

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HONGKONG POSTAL GUIDE. 



1. — The Head OflBce for British Postal business in China is at Hongkong; there is a Post 
OflQce also at Shanghai, and Ar^^^ncies at the following places : — 

Canton, Hoihow (boiiorary), Macao (honorary), Swatow, Araoy, Foochow, Ningpo, and 
Hankow. 

2. — All complain L8, or rpj-resentations of matters which cannot be adjusted locally, shonld be 
addressed to the Postmaster General, Hongkong, and, if marked On Postal B-iisiness, will be 
forwarded free by any Postmaster or Agent (see also paragraph 95). The cover of any corres- 
pondence about which complaint is made should invariably be forwarded with such complaint. 
Neglect of this generally renders enquiry impossible. 

Postage Stamps. 

3. — Hongkong Postage Stamps of the following values can be purchased and are available 
at any British Post Office or Agency in China : —

4. — These Stamps are not available at B offices out of China. 

5. — British Postage Stauips are not solo i lb . »ffin a nam'^d above, nor are they available 
except for the correspondence of officers and 8ei« ^ n t f j/er Majesty's fleet. 

6. — Postage must be prepaid in Stamps, rot iu i(>ney. The Stamps must be whole, clean, 
and placed on the address side of the letter. No refn id will be made of any extra charge resulting 
from stamps placed on the seal side being overlooked. Stauips should be carefully affixed so as 
not to fall off, as they sometimes do. 

7. — Postmasters and Agents are allowed (but not reqti'red) to purchase Hongkong Postage 
Stamps from foreign residents. 

8. — The Stamps tendered for sale must no^ exceed 550 in value, must be perfectly clean, and 
in good condition. They must be presented pers »..ully or accompanied by a note. 

9. — The Postmaster or Agent may post] one ] iircl-"sing if his public funds in hand are not 
sufficient, and he will refuse to purchase in any case which appears doubtful or suspicious. He 
is allowed to charge a commission of :>e per cent, on all stamps purchased. 

10. — Letters containing Stamps should be Registered, and the stamps should be secured 
from observation. 

11. — Boxholders (but boxholders only) are at liberty to mark their Postage Stamps on the 
back or face, or by perforation, so a- '.o prev^^nt tVelr being stolen. If the mark be on the face, 
it must be such as not to interfere with the c ean apj earance of the stamp. 

12. — Postage Stamps are sold for cc sh* oab . Correspondence will not be stamped at the 
Post Office and charged to a boxholder's acco' it, except as provided by the local Postage regula- 
tions (see paragraph 103). 

13. — The shroffs who sell stamps are not allowed to affix them, even if requested to do so. 
This must be done by the purchaser. 

14. — Specimen Stamps cannot be supplied to the public except on receipt of their full value, 
which is as follows : — 

Complete set of ordinary Stamps, including obsolete values $ 3 38 or 14/1. 

Complete do. high value 15.00 „ 62/6. 

$18.38 or 76/7. 

The officers of the Post Office cannot undertake to collect obliterated Postage Stamps. 

15. — All persons are recommended to keep Postage Stamps under lock and key, and in 
posting large quantities of correspondence to send it in a box carefully sealed. f The safest plan 
is to seal on the wood itself without tape or string. The old wax should be removed before more 
is applied. Locked boxes cannot be allowed. The best way to deal with Postage Stamps that 
have got stuck together is to steam them for a few minutes^ separate them gently^ and dry them 
on blotting paper Id the sun. 

16. — A receipt book should be sent with each box, but as the receiving officer cannot under- 
take to count the correspondence sent, he only gives a receipt for One Bow, Loose receipts give 
much extra trouble, and are not recommended. The back leaves of the Beceipt Book should be 

* Cheques and Compradorea' ordei 8 cannot ta considered as cash, 
t Boxnoldera only are privileged to do this. 
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fastened down, as coolies not infrequently waste some minntes in endeavours to find the uoe. 
The Post Office will not give a receipt for the amount of Stamps put on any corresponAce^ 
nor undertake to see that servants affix the correct amount, nor receive unstampecl^^res- 
pondence in covers with the money enclosed. There is no objection to receipting a chj^diiolc for 
the correspondence of a non-boxholder if brought to the proper window, but particularly 
requested that chit-books in cases or bags be not sent. 

Private Boxes, 

17. — Private Boxes may be rented in the offices at Hongkong and Shanghai. The fee is 
$10 a year payable in advance. This is a Qovemmenl fee, and does not, aa commonly supposed, 
go to the Postmasters. 

18. — Each boxholder is supplied with an account book free, but must himself provide at 
least two stout bags (Shanghai firms require four) marked with his name in English and Chinese. 
Boxholders should insist on their coolies returning these bags to the Post Office as soon as emptied, 
or at any rate not later than next morning. 

19. — Each boxholder's coolie must be provided with a stout ticket or badge of wood, metal, 
or pasteboard, bearing his employer's name in English and Chinese. This will enable him to 
obtain letters whenever a mail arrives. 

20. — The advantages of renting a box are many. It secures a quicker and more accurate 
delivery of correspondence. Unpaid letters are delivered to boxholders without the delay of 
demanding payment, change, &c., as they are charged to his account. The boxholders of Hong- 
kong and Shanghai send bags down in the mail steamer to be filled by the marine sortor. Box- 
holders are allowed to post their letters in sealed covers or boxes, and to mark their Postage 
Stamps (see paragi'aph 11). They receive free copies of all notices issued by the Post Office, 
tables of rates, &c. Many inconveniences are saved to them by the facility for charging their 
accounts with small deficiencies of postage, when there is no time to return a short-paid letter. 
This, however, is only done as an exception, when the letter cannot go on unpaid, no boxholder 
being allowed to make a practice of sending short-paid correspondence, or letters to be stamped 
(see paragraph 12). Boxholders are also allowed certain privileges as to posting local corres- 
pondence unstamped (see paragraph 103). 

21. — As a general rule, requests to keep the letters of one individual out of the box of the 
firm to which he belongs or belonged cannot be complied with so long as his letters are directed 
to that firm. Otherwise the whole correspondence of that firm would be subject to delay. The 
same rule applies to complimentary boxes, which are set apart to facilitate the delivery of letters 
to a whole set of addressees, whose correspondence should not be delayed for the convenience of 
one person. 

22. — Boxholders' books are sent out for settlement on the first day of each month, and 
should be returned promptly. In case of any book not being returned within seven days, the 
boxholder is liable to be supplied and charged with a new one, the old one being destroyed on its 
return. 

23. — A box cannot be jointly rented by two or more persons or firms. 

Re^sts for Re'direcHon. 

24. — Bequests for the re-direction of ooruaporidence, or to have it stopped in Hongkong, 
should be in writing. The precise address of t he correspondence must be given. It is useless to 
give such vague addresses as " letters addressed to me at Hongkong or elsewhere," Bequests 
should also state whether private letters or those for the writer's firm are required. 

25. — The business of the Post Office is to deliver correspondence 05 directed. All detentions 
and diversions of it, therefore, must be looked upon as matters of favour, to be granted only 
when the business of the department allows of it, and when there has been time to communicate 
with the marine sorter, &c. Telegrams must be paid for by applicants. Bequests of a com- 
plicated nature cannot be entertained. Correspondence directed to care of boxholders in Hong- 
kong must, vithont exception, be delivered as addressed (see paragraph 21). Every request is 
understood to refer to letters only, unless pai>er3 be specifically mentionfrl. There is no charge 
for re-direction of paid Union correspondence* to Union Countries. Via marine sorter is not 
allowed to deliver correspondeace at Singapore. Letters for a firm will not be intercepted 
without the written authority of that firm. Intercepted correspondence can never be delivered 
until at least two hours after the local delivery. As a general rule, whatever can bo done by a 
mend outside will not be done in the Post Office. 

26. — No request is acted on for more than three months, at the end of which time the 
correspondence resumes its usual course. 

27. — Persons visiting Hongkong, Shanghai, Ac, for a few weeks, and intercepting their 
correspondence there, should, before leaving, cancel their request, or it will continue in force, 
thus subjecting the correspondence to delay. 

Prepayment, Forwarding, 

28. — There are uniform Bates of Postage to all countries of the Postal Union^ by whatever 
joute, but with certain exceptions given below. No extra charges can be made on delivery. No 

• Union corretpondenct means thst which ia transmitted between any two countries of the Postal Union, 
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Postal cards have been issued by the Hongkong office, but there is no objection to the use of any 
recognised Postal card, if sufficient Hongkong Stamps be affixed to prepay it at half lette - rate. 
JNo allowance can be made for the original postal value of the card. 

* u J^®,^ countries of the Postal Union is printed on the Table of Bates of Postage, 

tt) be had at the Post Offices and Agencies free. They may be said to be Europe, the Uniited 
states. Canada, Newfoundland, Brazil, Peru, India. Japan, most Asiatic and British W. African 
oolonies, Egypt, Labuan, Mauritius.

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82.--Official Letters may be sent unpaid to certain public offices in London, as to which 
mrther information may be had on application. Official Unpaid Letters iire sent viA Southampton 
unless otherwise directed. Official Unpaid Books are charged as letters. 

33. — All other correspondence is sent on by the first opportunity* unless especially directed 
or apparently prepaid for some particular route. As a general rule the office is cleared for the 
first steamer going, the responsibility not being taken of deciding that a subsequent packet will 
arrive sooner. Correspondence marked for any particular steamer is sent by her,t unless her 
departure be postponed sine die, in which case it would be sent by the next opportunity. Firms 
at Swatow, Amoy, or Poochow should prepay their correspondence for the Brindisi route when there 
IS a chance that the Coast mail may fail to catch the French Packet. Such correspondence goes 
on by first opportunity if marked By first mail, but not otherwise. If it is possible to overtake 
the French packet by a direct private steamer to Singapore it is done. No late fee is ever 
charged on Coast correspondence under any circumstances, the Late Fee being wholly confined 
to that originating in Hongkong. The direction VIA Marseilles should now be discontinued and 
the words. By French Packet used instead. 

Unpaid and Loose Letters. 

34. — As a general rule, unpaid correspondence from other Post Offices bears the mark T. 
(Tax to pay). Unpaid Newspapers and Postal Cards are not forwarded, but destroyed. Unpaid 
Books and Patterns are charged at Letter Bates, which are as follows :— - 

Via London and Brindisi 22 cents per i oz. 

By any other route 18 cents per i oz. 

the value of the Postage Stamps, if any, being deducted. The valuen of foreign Stamps are not, 
however, allowed when the despatching office has omitted to mark thcni in firancs and centimes, 
, or in pence. Persons receiving unpaid letters which they suppose to be wrongly charged, should 
pay the postage, and keep the cover for the purpose of obtaining a refund (see paragraph 2). To 
keep or open the letter, whilst refusing to pay the postage, is a course open to many objections. 
No letter can be treated as Refused if it has been opened.

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35. — Letters arriving loose on board ship (i.e. not in the Mails) are treated as unpai^no 
credit being jjiven for any foreign Postage Stamps they may bear. Such Stamps are oblitetfted. 
As a general rule, a loose letter may be distinguished by its bearing only one Postmark, viz» that 
of the office of delivery, and this on the address side, not on the seal side. Consignees' letters, 
being privileged by law, need not be sent to the Post Office at all, but if they are sent they are 
liable to ordirary rates of postage, except that those arriving from other porta, and being duly 
marked Consignee's letter are charged only local rates for delivery. 

36. — Figures marked on any correspondence in Red merely denote what has been paid, and 
therefore nothing more should ever be paid on account of such figures. 

37. — But figures in black, or blue, denote postage to pay. These are generally in pence and 
must be doubled to be put into cents. Thus a red 4 indicates eight cents paid, and the addressee 
has nothing to pay, but a blue or black 4 means that there is four pence (eight cents) yet to pay. 

Dimensions, Weights. Contents. 

38. — No articles of correspondence, unless to or from a Government office, must exceed the 
following measurement : — 2 feet long. 1 foot wide, 1 foot deep. There is no limit to the weight 
of letters, but the weights of other articles (except Government office) are limited as follows : — 

To British Offices. To other Ofices, 

Books or Papers 5tb 2lb. 

Patterns 5ft 8o«. 

39. — No letter or packet, whether to be registered or unregistered, can be received for 
Postage if it contains gold and silver money, jewok, precious articles, or anything that, as a 
general rule, is liable to Customs duties. This Rc«rulation prohibits the sending of Patterns of 
dutiable articles, unless the quantity sent be so small as to make the sample of no value. 

40. — The following articles cannot be sent by post at all: glass, liquids, gunpowder, matches, 
indigo, dye-stuffs, or whatever is dangerous to the mails, or offensive or injurious to persons 
dealing with them. Sugar^ soap, and candles may be sent in flat tins, as to which see note to 
paragraph 71. 

Prepayment. Letters. 

41. — In weighing letters it is better to leave a little margin, or add postage for the next 
half-ounce, as scales are apt not to be quite exact, and if the ti-ue weight be exceeded to the 
smallest extent the letter is treated as short-paid. 

42. — Letter scales are very apt to get out of order, and the dera'ngument almost always leads 
to their allowing too much weight in letters rather than too little. It is, however, easy both to 
test and to adjust them. Equal weights bein? placed in either scale, say half an ounce in each, 
the balance should be exactly even (each scale hanging free) and should turn with a bit of 
paper about the size of two postage stamps, otherwise it is wanting in sensibility. If not true, 
some of the metal should be scraped or filed from the pan on the heavier side until the balance 
is perfectly accurate. If this has to be done often, however, the scales should be replaced with 
new ones. 

43. — A short-paid letter, directed for a route by which prepayment is compulsory, is retnmed 
to the writer (being opened, if necessary, for that purpose) unloss there is some other route by 
which it can be sent. It is not undertaken that such letters will be returned in time to ha 
leposted for the mail. If the writer cannot be found, the letter is advertised as detained for 
postage and a notice sent to the addressee. 

Soldiers* and Sailors* Letters, 

44. — Privates in H.M. Army or Navy, Non -commissioned Officers,* Army Schoolmasters (not 
Superintending or first class) or Schoolmistresses may send half-ounce letters to the United 
Kingdom vi& Southampton for one penny, or vi& Brindisi for three-pence. Hongkong stamps 
will prepay this class of correspondence exactly the same as Imperial Stamps. 

45. — Soldiers' and Sailors' Letters are, however, charged as Ordinary Letters if they do not 
conform to the following regulations: — 

1. — Not to exceed half an ounce. No double letters are allowed. 

2. — If from a soldier or sailor, his class or description must be stated in full on the 

letter, and the commanding officer must sign his name, with name of regiment, or 
ship, SiC., in full. 

3. — If to a soldier or sailor, his class or description must be stated in full, with name of 

^ regiment, or ship, &c., in full. . 

Begistration. 

46. very description df correspondence may be registered, except such as is addressed to 
initials or fictitious names, or is not properly fastened and secured. The general rate ia 8 cents, 
though to some countries 12 cents is charged (see Table of Bates). No unpaid or short-paid 
correspondence can be registered except official letters. 

47. — Letters t j be registered should not be dropped into the box, but should be hnnded to 
the receiving officer and a receipt obtained. The hour of registry will be marked on the receipt 

* But not wAiraot offlcen, vis., Maistant en^^eer, g:anner, boatswain, or carpenter. 
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if specially requested. MerchaDts or Ijankers who have several letters to re^ster at once are 
requested to send a list of the addresses in duplicate, one copy of which is at once signed by the 
registry clerk as a I'eceipt. 

48. — Kegistration cannot be carried on up to the very moment of closing the mail. The 
time fixed for its cessation varies from five minutes up to an hour before that time. Letters for 
registration should be presented in good time, and, except when it is necessary, persons should 
avoid presenting correspondence for registry by next mail whilst the officers of the Post Office 
are busy in closing that one actually going (see paragraphs 98 and 99). , 

49. — All letters addressed to the United Kingdom or to any port in China, and marked 
Registered, but dropped into the box, are liable to compulsory registration. That is to say, they 
are registered and a double fee is charged on delivery. 

50. — Registered letters must not be looked upon as vMured, No compensation would be paid 
in case of their loss, whether accidental or otherwise. 

51. — A moment's reflection will shew that, if an ordinary letter or packet be once lost, there 
is almost no chance of its being traced. A registered letter, however, is practically beyond risk 
of loss (except from casualty) and may be looked on as absolutely safe. To register aU valuable 
letters is not only a wise but is also a cheap precaution. 

52. — It is particularly recommended that packets of photographs, collections of postage 
stamps, &c., be registered. These objects often have not only a high intrinsic value, but also it 
may be impossible to replace them. They oflPer temptations to theft, and photographs frequently 
attract attention from the way in which they are packed. It is not judicious to risk some 
guineas* worth of works of art for the sake of a 4d. registration fee. 

Newspapers, 

53. — A newspaper must not exceed four ounces in weight, or it is liable to an additional rate 
of postage. It may be prepaid as a book at the option of the sender. The union rate of postage 
IB 2 cents each, or 4 cents exceptional (see para|p*aph 30). 

54. — A bundle of newspapers may be prepaid at so much each (and each one must county 
however small) or the whole may be paid at book rate. 

56. — Two newspapers must not be folded together as one, nor must anything whaiever be 
inserted except bond fids supplements of the same paper, and same date. Printed matter may, 
however, be enclosed if the whole be paid at book rate. 

56. — A supplement must consist of matter generally similar to that of the newspaper, be 
published with it, and have the title and date of the paper at the top of each page. 

67. — Scarves, gloves, presents. Sec, are sometimes enclosed in newspapers. The public 
should undorstaiid that this is dishonest. When such articles are discovered in a newspaper or 
book, if it can be sent on unpaid it is charged as an unpaid letter (postage and fi^e often amount- 
ing to 30s. or 40s.) otherwise the goods are confiscated. 

58. — A newspaper must be open at the ends. If it contain any written communication 
whatever it will be charged as a letter. It should be folded with the title outwards, and the 
cover should be arranged so as to slip off easily. The common practice of securing it with the 
stamp is open to objection. The direction should be written on the paper itself, as well as on 
the cover, in case of the loss of the latter. 

59. — Much delay and trouble are frequently caused by piles of newspapers or circulars beinff 
posted all st^ich together ^ on account of the careless gumming of the covers. Not only is time and 
care required to separate them, but it generally happens that the stamps adhere to the wet gum 
on the back of each cover, rather than to their proper places, thus getting lost, and occasioning 
much confusion. 

Prices Current and Circvlars. 

60. — A price current or circular may be paid as a newspaper or as a book. A bundle of 
prices current or circulars may be paid as so many newspapers (each one counting) or the whole 
may be paid at book rate. The Union rate of postage is 2 cents each, or 4 cents exceptional (see 
paragraph 80). 

61. — The plan of sending circulars, Slc, in envelopes with the flaps folded inwards is open 
to objection and gives much trouble, as such envelopes are hardly distinguishable from letters. 
The same applies to envelopes with small portions of the ends or comers cut open. These are 
generally cut wholly open by the examining officers, and the contents are, in consequence, in some 
danger of falling out. (See also paragraph 59). 

62. — During the last few hours of closing the mails for Europe, Irirge masses of circulars 
should not be posted for other steamers. Circulars and Prices Current s! '>nld not be sent to the 
Post Office mixed up with letters or newspapers, but in bundles, with the addresses all one way. 

Boola and Patterns, 

63. — Books and patterns are charged at so much per two ounces. The Union rate is 4 cents, 
or 6 cents exceptional (see paragraph 30). 

64- — The term books includes all kinds of literary matter, with whatever is necessary for its 
iUustration or safe transmission, as maps, roller?, binding, &c,, but a book must contain no 
communication whatever of the nature of a letter. 

65. — A book may, however, contain an inscription presenting it, notes or marks referring 
to the text, or such writing as With ttie author's compliments, &c.

66. — Legal and commorcial doouments (papier-^ d'affaires), printers' copy, authors* manu- 
scripts, and diaries intended for publication or circulation are eligible for transmission as books, 
but not letters in diary form. Proofs or corrected proofs are also allowed and, generally, any 
papers not having the character of an actual and personal correspondence. 

67. — A Postmaster may open any book packet, and it is his duty to open a certain number 
by every mail. What becomes of books into which presents, &c., have been inserts may be 
leomt from paragraph 57. The packet must be open at the ends, and the cont-ents visible, or 
easily to be rendered visible. 

68. — It is absolutely necessary that the wrappers of books sent through the post be stout 
and well fastened. Otherwise the books will probably never reach the addressees. No hand- 
somely bound book should be sent through the post, (unless its being spoiled is of no consequence) 
except protected by stout wooden boards, larger than the book itself, and firmly tied with strong 
string. Books to the value of §1 and upwards, when addressed to the United States, are gene- 
rally liable to Customs duties. 

60. — is no such thing as Parcel Post to Europe, ^c. Much trouble and disappointment are 
caused by persistent attempts to send small valuable trifles through the post otherwise than in 
Letters. Fans, curios, articles of dress, fancy work, and similar presents are continually being re^ 
fused, the senders having often spent more in postage than would have paid the freight by steamer. 
Letters containing presents should always be registered. Presents weighing over 7 or 8 ounces 
are best sent through a parcel agency *. No refund can be made on such parcels of the value of 
stamps obliterated before the nature of the contents was discovered (see also paragraph 39). 

70. — Some difficulty is experienced in obtaining a general understanding of what is a pattern. 
It is a bond fide sample of goods which the sender has for sale, or of goods which he wishes to 
order. It is to consist of the smallest possible quantity compatible with shewing what the goods 
are, and must have no intrinsic value. 

71. — Pattern packefs must be open at the ends. As to opening them see paragraph 67. 
Tea, seeds, drugs, &c., may be sent in boxesf, or in transparent bags. There must be no writing 
or printing on or in the packet except addresses, trade marks, numbere, and prices. For a list 
of forbidden articles see paragraph 40; for weight, dimensions, &c., paragraphs 38 and 39. 

Local Parcel Post. 

72. — ^The following are the rules as to Local Parcel Post : — 

1. — Small Parcels may be sent by Post between any of the British Post Offices in China 

or Japan, as well as to Macao, Pakhoi, Singapore, Penang, and Malacca, They 
must not exceed the following dimensions, 2 feet long, 1 foot broad, 1 foe t deep, nor 
weigh more than 51bs. The postage will be 20 cents per lb., which will include 
Eegistration. The parcels may be wholly closed if they bear this special endorse- 
ment. Parcel, containing no letter, but any parcel may be opened by direction of the 
Postmaster General. 

2. — The following cannot be transmitted : Parcels insufficiently packed or protected, or 

liable to be crushed (as bandboxes, <^c.) Glass, Liquids, Explosive substances. 
Matches, Indigo, Dyestuffs, Ice, Meat, Fish, Game, Fruit, Vegetables, or whatever 
is dangerous to the Mails, or likely to become offensive or injurious in transit. 
8. — Parcels will as a general rule be forwarded by Private Ship, not by Contract Mail 
Packet. The Post Office reserves the right of selecting the opportunity for trans- 
mission, and of delaying delivery in case the number of parcels is such as to retard 
other correspondence. No responsibility is accepts with regard to any parcel, but 
the system of Registration will secure the senders against any but a very remote 
probability of loss. 

Money Orders. 

73. — Money Orders on the United Kingdom are issued at Hongkong and Shanghai 
Shanghai, Yokohama, and the Straits Settlements also issue local orders on Hongkong, and vice 
versa. 

74. — Small sums may be remitted between the other ports by means of Postage Stamps. 
(See paragraphs 7-10). 

75. — Many money orders are supplied to residents at the smaller ports in this way. An 
application for an order % ^ filled up, and is enclosed with a stamped, directed, and unsealed 
envelope to the Postmaster at the nearest issuing office. The application must be accompanied 
with the full amount (including commission) in cheque, postage stamps, or other equivalent of 
cash, and a little margin should be left for variations of exchange. The Postmaster issues the 
order, sends it on in the envelope, and returns the change, if any. by first opportunity, with a 
receipt for the letter if it were to be registered, as it always should be. Care should be taken to 
send these applications in Htne, as the money order offices close some hours before the departure 
of the mail.

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76. — No order must exceed £10, or include any fraction of a penny. Orders will be drawn 
at the current rate of the day and paid at the rate of the day when the advice arrived. The 
commission is as follows : — 

Orders on United Kingdom. Local Mon^ Orders. 

Up to je 2 18 cents. Up to $25 15 cents. 

Up to J6 5 36 cents. 

Up to £ 7 54 cents. 

Up to ,£10 72 cents. Up to $50 30 cents. 

77. — Lists of money order offices in the United Kingdom may bo consulted at Hongkong 
and Shanghai. 

78. — Names must be given in full (except when there is more than one Christian nnme), but 
the name of the payee need not be given if the order be crossed (as cheques are crossed). It 
can then be paid only through a bank, and may afterwards be specially crossed to any bank. 

79. — No order can be paid till the payee has signed it in the proper place. An order can 
be transferred to another office on payment of an lulditional coramispion. In case of loss of an 
order, necessity for stopping payment, or the like, application should be made to the nearest 
money order office for instructions. 

80. — If the order be not presented within six months an additional commission will be charged; 
if not within twelve months, the money will be forfeited. When the order is once paid no further 
claim can be entertained. 

81. — No order can be paid until the advice relative to it has been received. 

Miscellaneous S'tggestions and Regulations. 

82. — It is most desirable that evei-y letter, or book, or pattern packet phonld bear the sender's 
name and address, as well outside as inside. If every letter were marked outside with the imme 
and address of the sender, no letter need ever bo opened under any circumstances. To sign 
letters merely James, or Harriet, or the like, is a practice which leads to the letter being destri^- 
ed if it cannot be delivered. 

83. — Letters addressed to clubs, hotels, mercantile houses, &c., to be called for, should be 
returned to the Post Office as soon as it becomes evident they will not be called for. No refund 
of postage will be made after three months. 

84. — Unclaimed letters are advertised for three months (or four if for sailing ships) after 
which, if still unclaimed, they are returned to the country where they originated. Dead Letters 
(i.e. those returned from other countries to Hongkong) are returned at once to the writers, if the 
writers* addresses be discoverable on the outsides. If not, they are advertised for 10 days, then 
opened if still unclaimed, and returned to the writers if they can be found. If not they are 
destroyed. 

85. — Those who provide printed envelopes for their local correspondence would do well to 
add the addressee in Chinese. 

86. — The word London alone is not a sufficient address for a letter, however well known niay 
be the person or firm to whom it is directed. Number and street should be added, together with 
the proper distinguishing letters, E.G. ; W. ; S.E. ; &c., as the case may be. Similarly, residents 
in China or Japan should have their correspondence directed fully. A letter directed W. Jones^ 
Esq., Honglcong, would not improbably be put aside by the marine sorter for enquiry in the 
Hongkong office, and thus be delayed. B\it if it were directed W, Jones, Esq., Messrs. B. C. Sf Co., 
Hongkong, no difficulty could arise. 

87. — Letters addressed London, To he calUdfor, are not received at any offices but S. Martin's- 
le-Grand and Charing Cross, nor are they recti!v. nere if directed to initials or fictitious names, 
or to any person except a stranger or traveller. No one is allowed habitually to receive letters 
through the Poste Eestante in London. 

88. — The Post Office is not responsible for loss of, or injury to correspondence, even if regis- 
tered. 

89. — No Postmaster or Agent is allowed to return a letter to the writer, or to keep it back at 
the writer's request, without the written authority of His Excellency the Governor of Hongkong, 
or of Her Majesty's Consul at the port, on an application stating fully the reasons of the request, 
nor is he allowed to give any information as to correspondence passing through bis hands. 

90. — Sealing wax ought never to be used on the outside of the correspondence unless covered 
with tissue paper. 

91. — As a general rule, only clean Mexican dollars, or other current tender, can be taken at 
the Post Offices and Agencies, nor can change be swpplied. At the Hongkong office, sovereigns 
are taken on request and change is generally to be had, but copper cash are not taken, nor are 
servants allowed to pay sums often cents or more in copper without a note from their employers. 
No postal officer is bound to give change, or to weigh correspondence, but he ought not to refuse 
to do the latter unless pressed for time. 

92. — Every shipmaster who delivers correspondence at a British Post Office in China is 
entitled to receive two cents for every letter, and one cent for every other article of corres-

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pondence delivered by hitn, whether loose or in the mail. As a general rule, these sums are paid 
in Hongkong. No more than two years' arrears can be paid. 

93. — The co-operation of the public id requested on the following points : — 

(a.) Distribute your correspondence as evenly as possible between the two mails (English 
and French). The practico of posting by the English mail only perpetuates in- 
conveniences to i he public which might otherwise be got rid of. 

(6.) Post all correspondence as early as possible ; and if there is much of it, do not keep 
all for the last m lament, but send off as much as can be got ready, and keep back 
only what must be kept back. 

(c.) Do not attempt, when one contract mail is closing, to post or register correspondence 
for the next (see paragraphs 48 and 62), 

(d.) Send circulars, newspapers, or prices current, to the post with the addresses all one 
way, right way up, and as far as possible divided into lots for the different routes, 
i.e., all those for the United Kingdom together, for the Continent, for Asiatic 
ports, &c. Do not mix up letters and printed matter in one confused mass. 

(e.) Do not post masses of circulars, for different steamers, all mixed up together. 

(/.) Do not put off the purchase of stamps till mail day. As a general rule, they might 
just as well be purchased some days before. 

(g.) Do not send coolies with money at the last moment, expecting the Post Office to 
see that they stamp the correspondence properly, and to return a memo, of the 
change. 

94. — It must be remembered that continual attention is paid in the Poet Office to extending 
the facilities accorded to all. But if individuals decline to exercise the small amount of con- 
sideration required to comply with the above suggestions, not only is the extension of existing 
facilities rendered impossible, but even the question is raised whether it is practicable to continue 
them as they are. 

95. — When correspondence is missing, time may be saved by at once sending information to 
the Postmaster-General, Hongkong, in the following form, or as near it as possible. If full 
information be not given enquiiies cannot be made.

Any complaint as to overcharge, delay, missending, Ac, must be accompanied by the cover 
of the correspondence. The pubUc would do well to bear in mind that Overland Envelopes 
become quite rotten after about two years in this climate, and not infrequently fall to pieces in 
transit, thus leading to complaints that the letters have been opened. 

Hongkong Office. 

96. — The Hongkong Office is open from 7 a.m. till 5 p.m. on week days. Mails arriving are 
distributed up to 9 p.m., or in the case of the British, French, or American Contract Maila out- 
wards, at any hour of the day or night. The hour at which delivery of a Contract Mail was 
begun is not&ed in the public papers as a check upon servants. Those who are at the windows 
when they are opened are always served within ten minutes at most. The Money Order Office 
is open from 10 to 4, and 10 to 5 on mail days It closes at 1 on Saturdays. 

97. — The Office is closed on Sundays and Public Holidays, unless there are steamers leaving, 
when mails are made up from 8 to 9 a.m. Should any one of the outward Contract Mails arrive 
on Sunday, or in the night, the office is kept open only long enough to get the necessary work 
done (from one to three hours) and is then closed, all the correspondence being sent out either at 
once, or the first thing next morning as the case may be. 

98. — The following are the hours for closing the contract mails to Europe, &c. : — 
Previous Day . — 

6 p.m.. Money Order Office closes. Post Office closes except the Night Box, which 

remains open all night. 
J)ay of Departure : — 

7 A.M., Post Office opens for sale of Stamps, Eegistry of Letters, and Posting of all 

correspondence. 

10 A.M., Eegistry of Lettere ceases. Posting of printed matter ceases, 

11 A.M., Post Office closes, except for Late Letters. 

11.10 A.M., Letteis may be posted with Late Fee of 18 cents extra postage, until 
11.30 A.M., when the Post Office closes entirely. 

♦ Or BsgiMier0d aa the omo may be. Or 1 Newtpaper, Book-paeket, or Pal^fim P.:cket, according to the nature 

of the correspondence miesing. 
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11.40 A.M., Late Letters may be posted on board pacfcei until time of departure. Latef 
Fee, 18 conts extra postage. 

Supplementary mails are closed on board the American packets (for Union countrios only) 
and on board the Torres Straits Australian packets until time of departure. The Late Fee in 
either case is 18 cents. 

All other mails are closed half an hour before the time of sailing, except the Conti-act mails 
for Shanghai, which close an hour before, with half an hour for the reception of correspondence 
with late fee of 18 cents. 

99. — Correspondence can be registered for the Indian, Torres Straits, Shanghai, or Yoko- 
hama Contract Mails up to a quarter of an hour before the time of closing; for all private ship 
mails up to five minutes before. 

100. — Whilst making up the Contract Mails for the British, French, and Torres Straits 
Packets, it is necessary to keep the office wholly closed for at least ten minutes. 

101. — ^As to matters in which the public can render the department most valuable co-opera- 
tion, see paragraph 93. 

102. ---0n mail days two windows are set apart for the sale of Stamps. Large quantities of 
newspapers, Ac, should be brought to the boxholders' window, not dropped through the Letter 
Slits. Registry is eifected in the Money Order office. 

103. — The charge for delivery of a letter, newspaper, book, or pattern within Victoria is 2 
cents. No delivery is guaranteed to ships lying in the harbour. Local delivery is governed by 
the following general rules : — 

1. — All correspondence posted before 5 p.k. on any week day for addresses in Victoria 

will be delivered the same day, and generally within two hours, unless the delivery 
should be retarded by the contract mails. Information can always be obtained as 
to when a delivery will take place. 

2. — Invitations, 4c., can generally be delivered within Victoria at the private houses of 

the addresses rather than at places of business, if a wish to that effect be expressed 
by the sender, otherwise all correspondence is invariably delivered at the nearest 
place of business.* No local delivery is attempted outside Victoria, nor within 
Victoria at houses where ferocious dogs are kept loose. 

3. — Boxholders who desire to send Circulars, Dividend Warrants, Invitations, Cards, Ac, 

all of the same weight, to addresses in Hongkong, Bangkok, or the Ports of China, 
may deliver them to the Post (Mce unstamped, the postage being then charged to 
the sender's account. Each batch must consist of at least ten. Such local letters 
may exceed the i oz. weight, and are charged 2 cents per ounce. 

4. — Boxholders may also send Patterns to the same places in the same way. Envelopes 

containing Patterns may be wholly closed if the nature of the contents be first ex- 
hibited or stated to the Postmaster General, as he may consider necessary, and 
approved by him. Printed Circulars may be inserted in such Pattern Packets. 

104. — As to excepting the correspondence of individuals from the general delivery^ see para- 
graph 21. Letters for persons whose addresses are known will not be kept Poste Restante except 
by especial permission of the Postmaster General and for satisfactory reasons. 

106. — Registered letters cannot be delivered with the same promptitude as ordinary corres- 
pondence, though in the case of the British mail the delay is made as short as possible by maana 
of completing the registration at sea. Still, the postman who delivers them has to wait at each 
house whilst a receipt is signed. When registered correspondence is required in gpreat haste, thQ 
best way is to call for it. 

106. — By the Post Office Ordinance (No. 10 of 1876) all transmission of correspondence from 
or delivery of correspondence in Hongkong, except through the Post Office, is illegal and subject 
to heavy penalties. Loose correspondence duly stamped may, however, be put on board vessels 
after the mails are closed at the Post Office.f The Stamps should be cancelled by the &ender, 
A supplementary mail may be closed on board at the discretion of the Postmaster-General. The 
penalty for not giving proper facilities to mak<i it up and to quit the vessel is $500. 

107. — Shipmasters must deliver any mails or correspondence which may be on board to the 
Post Office without delay, and make a declaration that they have done so, under penalty of $500, 
There is always some person at the Post Office to receive mails, wliich need not, however, be landed 
later than 9 p.m., or earlier than 5.30 a.m., excepting, of course, the Contract mails. 

108. — Shipmasters aro entitled to certain gratuities (see paragraph 92) on correspondenoo 
brought, and the same may be paid on correspondence taken. 

109. — Any person or firm about to despatch a vessel to any place out of the Colony must send 

the first notice to the Post Office. It is illegal to advertise. Despatches v?ill close at a.m., or the 

like. In regard to Siiiling ships, the rule practically is that, if notice be not specially asked for, 
it is not uaj;uirod. It is required during the N.E. mousoon in the case of sailing ships atartinjf 
for short voyages south of Hongkong, especially to Manila and Bangkok. 

* This applies also to letters directed to Kowloon, the Peak, Aberdeen. Ac. 
t Correfpondenee brougnt to Post OiEee iust too late for any mttil is returned iliat this mny be done. The 
sender is of oourse at lioertj to poflt it ag<tin should he wish to do so. 
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110. — A shipmaster is bound to take mails and sig^ a receipt for them. 

111. — The master of a ship is beyond doubt the person responsible for the due delivery of 
mails. Every ship should be fitted with a locker or chest for mails, and nothing else should be 
put in it. Is soon as a mail comes on board, whoever receives it should place it in the mail 
locker, and before arrival at any* port this locker should be examined. 

Commxvnicaiion with Batavia. 
112 — The Netherlands India Packets leave Singaporo fortnightly, and are fitted to the 
arrival of the outward P. & 0. Mail from Europe. The French Packets for Batavia wait at Sin- 
gapore for the Packets from China and run fortnightly. 

Conimunimtion with India. 
113. — Correspondence for India is despatched by each British and each French Packet, as also 
by the direct steamers for Calcutta which leave about the 16th of each month. The route is chosen 
in each case so as to ensure the quickest possible delivery. Paid correspondence for Bagdad, 
Bassora, Bunder Abas, Bushiro, Cubul, Gwadur, Kashmir, Ladak, Linga, Mandalay, Muscat, and 
Persia may be forwarded via India at Union Eates. 

Communication with Australia, 
114-. — There are three routes to Australia, viz., via Torres Straits, via Batavia and Port 
Darwin, and via Galle. 

llo.— The Torres Straits route is the best for Eastern Australia as far as Melbourne, for New 
Zealand, Tasmania, and Fiji.* Correspondence for Adelaide and Perth may be sent by this route. 
The packets leave Singapore every four weeks, their departures being regulated by the arrival 
of the outwaixi P. 6l O. Mail. There are also opportunities by private steamer by this route. 

116. — The route via Batavia and Port Darwin affords means of communication with Port 
Darwin, but for other ports of Australia this route compares very unfavourably with the other 
two in respect of speed. The packets leave Batavia five times a year. 

117. — The route via Galle' is best for Western and Southern Australia, and is perhaps as 
advantageous as the Torres Straits route for Melbourne. Each alternate homeward French 
Packet connects at Galle with the P. & O. steamer which leaves that port for King George's 
Sound, Adelaide, and Melbourne. There is obviously no advantage in forwarding correspondence 
to Galle by intermediate steamers. 

Communication ivith Mauritius, E. Sc. 8. Africa, Sfc. 

118. — The homeward French packets which are advertised to carry the Australian mail to 
Galle are also the best opportunities of forwarding correspondence to Aden for the Mauritius 
packet, and for Mozambique, Zanzibar, Natal, the Cape, St. Helena, and Ascension. As these 
packets leave Aden only once in every four weeks, there is little advantage in forwarding the 
correspondence by intermediate steamers. 

The San Francisco Route, Canada, Sfc. 

119. — The route by San Francisco can be freely used for ordinary or registered correspondence 
for Union or Non-union countries,! the rates of postage to the former being 12 cents, &c. No 
mails for London or the Continent of Europe are closed by this route in Hongkong, as no prac- 
tical advantages result from its use. The making up of mails via San Francisco at Shanghai 
is left to the U. S. and Japanese Post Offices. 

West Indies. 

120 — The following West India Islands are included in the Postal Union : — 

Buen Ayre. Isle of Pines. Oruba. St. John. 

Cuba. Jamaica. Porto Rico. St. Martin. 

Cura9oa. Les Saintes. Saba. St. Thomas. 

Desirade. Marie Galante, St. Croix. Trinidad. 

Guadeloupe. Martinique, St. Eustatius. 

To all other West India Islands Non-Union Pates roust be paid (see Table). The rates to 
the Bahamas and Hayti via San Francisco are lower than to the other Islands. 

The registration fee to the Union Islands named above is 8 cents, to all other BriHshX West 
Indies, and Hc»idur is it is 12 cents. The only Islands to which there is no registration are St. 
Bartholomew, Margarita, Tortuga, Los Siete Hermanos, and Hayti. 

The Mediterranean. 

121. — An impression appears to prevail that correspondence for the Mediterranean stations, 
Gibraltar, Malta, Cyprus, the Levant, Turkey, &c., can bo forwarded only by British Packet. It 
can be forwarded also by French Packet, and if so forwarded generally arrives a week earlier 
than if it had been detained for the British Mail.

A Passenger taking a reserved Cabin is entitled to take in the Steamers, free of 
Freight, 4/^ cwt.; and a married couple, pajring for reserved accommodation, are 
entitled to take 9 cwt.
